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A      SUMMARY      OF     HISTORY     AND      OBJECTIVES 

The  New  York  Hospital,  which  has  cared  for  approximately  3,495,000  patients 
during  its   178 -year  history,  was  founded  in   1771   by  a  charter  granted  by 
King  George  III  of  England.    It  was  this  City's  first  hospital. 
The  original  building,  on  a  farm  in  lower  Manhattan,  burned  before  occupancy. 
Reconstruction  was  completed  in  time  for  the  Hospital  to  receive  as  its  first  patients 
American  Revolutionary  War  troops  wounded  in  July,  1776. 

The  Hospital  is  operated  by  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  through  its 
Board  of  Governors,  and  The  Society  has  as  its  membership  a  group  of  public-spirited 
citizens  whose  interest  and  financial  generosity  are  invaluable  and  who  therefore  share 
in  the  service  and  progress  achieved  by  the  Center. 

The  New  York  Hospital  occupies  with  Cornell  University  Medical  College  the 
modern  buildings  of  The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  at  68th  Street 
and  the  East  River.  This  Center  was  opened  in  1932.  Most  of  the  staff  doctors  are 
members  of  the  Medical  College  faculty;  some  are  members  of  the  Nursing  School 
faculty.  The  activities  of  the  three  institutions  are  coordinated  by  a  Joint  Adminis- 
trative Board  under  the  personal  and  active  supervision  of  the  President  of  this  Board. 


Three  independently  famous  hospitals  have  in  the  course  of  years  become  affiliated 
with  The  New  York  Hospital  and  their  operations  consolidated  with  ours.  Thus,  the 
I\ing-In  Hospital,  founded  in  1799,  Manhattan  Maternity  &  Dispensary  and  the  New 
York  Nursery  &  Child's  Hospital  all  form  part  of  The  New  York  Hospital  clinics  and 
departments  operating  in  their  respective  fields.  In  1947  these  hospitals  were  legally 
merged  into  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital. 

In  addition  to  its  functions  as  a  general  hospital  with  extensive  out-patient 
departments,  The  New  York  Hospital  carries  on  special  psychiatric  activities  in  Payne 
Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  in  its  own  Center  and  in  The  New  York  Hospital-W  rest- 
chester  Division  at  White  Plains,  New  York.  The  latter  Division  was  known  at  its 
founding,  in  1821,  as  Bloomingdalc  Hospital,  due  to  its  location  on  Bloomingdale  Road, 
now  Broadway.  Even  prior  to  the  establishment  of  Bloomingdale,  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital was  the  first  in  the  country  to  have  a  separate  psychiatric  department  located  in  a 
separate  building. 

Throughout  its  history,  the  Hospital — a  voluntary  hospital  which  does  not  oper- 
ate for  profit — has  adopted  and  furthered  a  four-fold  concept  of  medicine: 

(  \\\\  m  i  hi  Sick.  The  annual  cost  of  operation  for  1949  in  providing  patients 
with  the  most  modern  type  of  medical  care  is  estimated  to  be  $10,600,000;  this  figure 
includes  provision  for  depreciation.  Despite  the  practice  of  every  economy  consistent 
with  sound  medicine,  the  Hospital  must  depend  on  income  from  endowment  and  on 
the  United  Hospital  Fund,  the  Greater  New  York  Fund  and  on  membership  and  other 
contributions  to  permit  it  to  meet  annual  deficits  arising  from  the  fact  that  more  than 
88  per  cent  of  its  patients  do  not  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  care. 

1:  \(  king,  The  long  affiliation  of  The  New  York  Hospital  and  Cornell  Univer- 
sity Medical  College  expresses  the  Hospital's  time-tested  philosophy  that  great  medical 
institutions  must  provide  for  the  teaching  and  training  of  new  doctors,  nurses  and  tech- 
nicians for  tomorrow  as  well  as  for  the  care  ot  the  sick  today.  The  Cornell  L'niver- 
sity-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  is  one  of  the  tew  whose  courses  can  lead 
to  a  B.S.  degree  in  nursing.

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Report  of  the  President 


It  is  my  privilege  to  render  this  report 
to  the  members  of  The  Society  of  the  New 
York  Hospital. 

As  has  been  true  for  several  years,  the 
most  pressing  internal  administrative  prob- 
lems of  the  Hospital  were  concentrated  on 
costs — both  wage  scales  and  materials — 
and  the  hourly  work  week.  We  show  an 
operating  deficit  of  $1,834,943  before 
contributions,  compared  with  $1,843,241 
for  1947.  To  apply  against  this  deficit 
there  were  membership  and  other  current 
contributions  of  $501,448  in  1948  as 
compared  with  $479,829  in  the  previous 
year.  Without  allowance  for  depreciation 
of  $796,609,  our  net  loss  for  1948  was 
therefore  $536,886  which  had  to  be  met 
by  appropriations  from  capital.  Bequests 
received  in  1948  totaled  $221,422.  Further 
details  of  the  consolidated  income  account 
will  be  found  on  pages  5  5-59. 

To  protect  our  personnel  and  reduce 
the  disparity  between  industrial  and  hospi- 
tal pay  and  benefits,  a  detailed  job  analysis 
was  conducted  during  the  year.  This  re- 
sulted in  an  upward  revision  of  the  salaries 
of  the  majority  of  our  employees  in  the 
$25-50  per  week  wage  group,  each  em- 
ployee being  promoted  in  accordance  with 
his  ability,  within  a  revised  salary  scale  for 
the  position  he  filled. 

In  the  Nursing  Department,  not  only 


were  salaries  adjusted  upward,  but  the 
graduate  service  nurses  were,  on  November 
1 5,  1948,  put  on  a  40  hour  per  week  sched- 
ule. It  was  not  possible  immediately  to 
adjust  to  this  lower  number  of  working 
hours  per  week,  and  every  member  of  the 
department  has  been  carrying  an  overtime 
schedule  during  the  transition  period. 

To  meet  rising  costs,  our  rates  for  pa- 
tient care  were  increased  once  during  the 
year;  the  City  of  New  York  increased  its 
payments  to  voluntary  hospitals  for  their 
care  of  charity  patients;  the  Associated 
Hospital  Service  increased  its  benefits;  and 
every  department  of  the  Hospital,  clinical, 
administrative,  maintenance  and  service, 
threw  its  sincere  effort  into  curtailing  ex- 
penditures and  increasing  efficiency.  Even 
so,  the  overall  loss  per  patient  day  through- 
out the  Hospital  in  1948  was  $5.78.  That 
means  this  Hospital  received  $5.78  per 
day  less  than  it  cost  for  each  day's  care 
furnished. 

During  the  year  it  was  the  privilege  of 
the  Board  of  Governors  to  elect  to  the  posi- 
tion of  Honorary  Governorship,  His  Emi- 
nence Francis  Cardinal  Spellman  and  The 
Right  Reverend  Henry  Knox  Sherrill, 
Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church,  and  to  elect  to  Governorship 
Mr.  William  Woodward,  Jr.  It  was  with 
deep  regret  that  the  Board  on  May  4,  1948, 


accepted  the  resignation  as  a  Governor  of 
Mr.  Williamson  Pell  who  had  served  ably 
and  loyally  for  14  years.  Mr.  Pell  was 
elected  an  Honorary  Governor  and  remains 
an  active  member  of  our  Finance  Commit- 
tee. The  Board  also  recorded  its  deep  sor- 
row at  the  death  on  November  1,  1948  of 
Mr.  R.  Horace  Gallatin,  Honorary  Gov- 
ernor since  1942  and  Governor  from  1916 
to  1942.  In  December,  1948,  Mr.  Cor- 
nelius N.  Bliss,  a  Governor  of  The  Society 
for  39  years,  tendered  his  resignation.  The 
father  of  Mr.  Bliss,  Mr.  Cornelius  N.  Bliss, 
Sr.,  became  a  Governor  in  1885  and  served 
until  1908.  This  span  of  63  years  of  con- 
tinuing interest  on  the  part  of  this  family 
in  the  affairs  of  The  New  York  Hospital 
was  noted  with  deep  appreciation  by  the 
Board  of  Governors  who  were  particularly 
pleased  when  Mr.  Bliss  accepted  election 
as  an  Honorary  Governor  following  his 
expressed  desire  to  retire  from  active  gov- 
ernorship. 

On  November  9,  1948,  the  Hospital  and 
College  jointly  gave  a  dinner  in  honor  of 
all  those  who  had  served  this  Center  for 
15  or  more  years.  Four  hundred  and 
twenty- three  persons  were  so  honored,  310 
of  whom  had  served  from  25  to  56  years. 
This  record  of  service  is  in  addition  to  the 
awards  given  by  our  Westchester  Division 
on  April  12,  1948,  when  62  persons  were 
similarly  honored  in  the  15-24  year  group, 
and  24  persons  in  the  group  whose  service 
record  read  from  25  to  52  years. 

Over  the  Christmas  season,  56  units  in 
the  Hospital — pavilions,  clinics,  offices, 
rooms,  laboratories  and  the  like — entered 
an  all-Hospital  contest  to  see  who  could 
provide  the  most  Christmas-like  decora- 


tions without  buying  trees  or  live  greens, 
the  indoor  use  of  which  had  been  pro- 
hibited by  a  New  York  City  Fire  Depart- 
ment ordinance.  A  committee  of  five  lad- 
ies under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  Cor- 
nelius N.  Bliss  generously  contributed  an 
entire  day  to  judge  these  original  and  deco- 
rative displays  before  they  could  present 
the  six  first  place  and  four  honorable  men- 
tion awards. 

The  work  of  the  Social  Service  Commit- 
tee of  The  New  York  Hospital  is  recorded 
on  page  —  of  this  report.  The  Society  has 
been  most  fortunate  in  having  the  support 
of  this  group  of  ladies  who  have  loyally 
served  our  interests  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  Mrs.  Nathaniel  P.  Hill. 

The  continued  successful  results  achieved 
by  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Mrs.  Fred  Searls,  Jr.,  and  of  the 
Social  Service  Department  of  the  Lying- 
in  Hospital  during  the  year  are  set  forth  in 
a  separate  report  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital. 

On  May  2,  1948,  Dr.  Henricus  J. 
Stander,  Obstetrician  and  Gynecologist-in- 
Chief  and  President  of  the  Medical  Board 
of  The  New  York  Hospital,  died.  Dr. 
Stander  had  served  this  Medical  Center 
loyally  and  forcefully  for  nineteen  years. 
Elsewhere  in  this  report  is  a  copy  of  the 
minutes  of  the  Board  of  Governors  record- 
ing their  appreciation  of  Dr.  Stander's 
part  in  the  growth  of  this  Center  and 
recording  also  their  sense  of  loss  in  his 
death.  The  Medical  Board  elected  as  its 
second  President  since  its  formation  in 
1934,  Dr.  David  P.  Barr,  Physician-in- 
Chief,  and  himself  a  member  of  our  pro- 
fessional staff  since  July  1,  1941.  I  am  de- 
lighted that  in  Dr.  Barr  we  have  so  able 


a  successor  to  the  first  President  of  the 
Medical  Board.  Dr.  Barr's  report  follows 
mine  in  this  brochure. 

Nineteen  hundred  and  forty-eight 
marked  the  first  complete  year  of  the  ten- 
ure, as  chief  executive  officer  of  The  New 
York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center,  of 
Dr.  Stanhope  Bayne-Jones.  The  position 
of  President  of  the  Joint  Administrative 
Board  was  created  to  implement  the  Cen- 
ter's full  potentialities  for  public  service. 
The  wisdom  of  our  choice  is  now  apparent, 
for  Dr.  Bayne-Jones  has  handled  with  tact- 
ful ability  and  calm  judgment  not  only  the 
difficult  problems  which  were  foreseen  but 
also  the  many  new  and  engrossing  develop- 
ments which  were  not  anticipated. 

On  December  1,  1948,  the  Board  wel- 
comed Dr.  Henry  Nickerson  Pratt  as  the 
Director  of  The  New  York  Hospital.  Dr. 
Pratt  came  to  us  from  Memorial  Hospital 
where  he  served  as  Administrator,  having 
previously  been  an  instructor  in  Pediatrics 
at  Harvard  Medical  School  and  Associate 
Physician  at  the  Children's  Hospital  in 
Boston.  During  the  war  he  served  as  a 
Colonel  and  commanding  officer  of  several 
general  hospitals  of  the  Army  in  London, 
Paris  and  Liege.  We  are  most  happy  to 
have  Dr.  Pratt  on  our  administrative  staff, 
where  he  has  already  made  his  abilities  felt. 

During  the  eleven-month  period  follow- 
ing the  resignation  of  Mr.  Murray  Sargent 
as  Director  on  December  31,  1947  and  the 
assumption  of  those  duties  by  Dr.  Pratt 
on  December   1,   1948,  Mr.   Laurence  G. 


Payson,  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of 
The  Society,  acted  also  as  the  Director  of 
The  New  York  Hospital.  During  this 
period  he  showed  great  administrative 
ability  in  dealing  successfully  with  a  wide 
range  of  problems.  Through  his  kindly, 
human  understanding  he  uplifted  morale 
and  served  the  welfare  of  all  within  our 
Hospital  community.  The  Board  recorded 
its  thanks  to  Mr.  Payson  by  an  appreciative 
minute  at  its  meeting  on  December  7,  1948. 
The  membership  of  The  Society  of  the 
New  York  Hospital  now  numbers  5  31 
men  and  women  who  with  other  loyal 
friends  of  the  Hospital,  have  made  pos- 
sible by  generosity  in  time,  in  effort  and 
in  money  the  work  which  was  accom- 
plished in  1948.  No  matter  how  much 
the  professional  and  the  employed  staff  may 
do,  it  is  to  you  friends  that  we  always  turn 
when  we  have  a  particular  problem  which 
calls  for  united  effort.  In  addition  to  ad- 
dressing this  report  to  you,  please  remem- 
ber that  you  are  welcome — even  stronger, 
you  are  expected — at  Charter  Day  which 
is  held  annually  on  a  Tuesday  as  near  as 
possible  to  our  anniversary  date,  May  sev- 
enteenth. Charter  Day  in  1949  will  be 
May  17th,  and  I  cordially  invite  you  to 
join  your  fellow  members  and  friends  and 
our  staff  in  meeting  here  at  The  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  on  that 
Tuesday.

It  is  with  profound  sorrow  that  the  Board  of  Governors  records  the 
death  of 

HENRICUS  J.  STANDER,  M.  D. 

on  May  2,  1948 

Dr.  Stander  came  to  The  New  York  Hospital  in  1929  to  advise  and 
assist  in  the  construction  of  the  present  buildings  and  to  help  formulate 
plans  and  policies  for  the  Medical  Center,  and  in  1931  he  became  Obste- 
trician and  Gynecologist-in-Chief  and  Director  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital, 
as  well  as  Professor  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  at  the  Cornell  Univer- 
sity Medical  College.    He  held  these  positions  until  his  death. 

During  these  nineteen  years  at  our  Hospital,  Dr.  Stander  worked 
unceasingly  and  untiringly  toward  the  growth  and  development  of  the 
Department  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology.  Under  his  able  direction, 
this  important  department  matured  and  developed  into  one  of  the  out- 
standing services  in  the  country.  Dr.  Stander  was  a  clinician  and  teacher 
of  renown  and  a  leader  in  many  fields  of  obstetrical  research;  throughout 
his  career  he  commanded  the  respect  and  admiration  of  his  colleagues, 
not  only  of  those  with  whom  he  worked,  but  of  persons  throughout  the 
medical  profession. 

In  addition  to  the  responsibilities  of  departmental  directorship,  Dr. 
Stander  was  in  1934  elected  the  first  President  of  the  Medical  Board,  and 
he  continued  to  hold  this  position  until  his  death.  He  directed  the  Medi- 
cal Board  during  its  highly  important  formative  years  and  was  instru- 
mental in  establishing  the  policies  governing  the  professional  staff  and  in 
coordinating  the  activities  and  functions  of  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital. 

Dr.  Stander  proved,  moreover,  to  be  a  highly  effective  liaison  between 
the  Medical  Board  and  the  Board  of  Governors,  bringing  the  two  bodies 
into  a  close  and  effective  working  relationship  by  promoting  a  mutual 
understanding  of  problems  pertaining  to  the  administrative  and  profes- 
sional services. 

Dr.  Stander's  able  leadership,  sound  advice  and  keen  understanding 
of  the  many  problems  facing  this  Hospital  will  be  constantly  missed.  The 
administrative  and  professional  staffs  alike  recognize  the  implication  and 
seriousness  of  his  loss,  and  he  will  long  be  remembered  as  a  leader  who 
contributed  to  an  immeasurable  degree  to  the  growth  and  development 
of  this  Medical  Center. 


Report  of  the  President  of  the  Medical  Board 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

In  accord  with  the  requirements  of  the 
By-Laws  of  The  Society,  a  report  of  the 
professional  work  of  the  Hospital  for  the 
year  1948  is  herewith  submitted.  It  is 
based  upon  comprehensive  and  detailed 
statements  from  each  departmental  head, 
and  can  be  regarded  only  as  a  brief  sum- 
mary of  some  of  the  more  important  of  the 
extraordinarily  various  clinical,  teaching, 
and  investigative  activities  of  the  physi- 
cians, nurses  and  others  connected  with 
the  Center. 

STAFF 

In  the  sudden  death  of  Dr.  Henricus  J. 
Stander  on  May  2,  1948,  the  Medical  Board 
lost  the  great  leader  who  had  served  as  its 
president  since  the  time  of  its  formation. 
Dr.  Stander's  life  and  work  have  been 
memorialized  in  another  part  of  the  annual 
report,  but  it  would  be  inappropriate  if 
at  this  place  tribute  were  not  paid  to  the 
man  who  labored  so  assiduously  and  effec- 
tively for  the  welfare  of  the  Center  and 
who  was  so  influential  in  maintaining  high 
ideals  and  enlightened  practices  in  the  con- 
duct of  the  Hospital. 

During  the  year  three  men  who  have 


contributed  significantly  to  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Hospital  reached  the  age  of 
retirement.  Dr.  Nathan  Chandler  Foot, 
Director  of  the  Surgical  Pathological  Labo- 
ratory, retired  on  July  1,  1948;  Dr.  Ralph 
G.  Stillman  completed  his  duties  as  Direc- 
tor of  the  Central  Laboratories  on  Septem- 
ber 1st;  Dr.  George  W.  Wheeler  retired  as 
Assistant  Director  on  September  1st.  To 
these  men,  with  their  great  gifts  of  char- 
acter and  intellect,  the  Center  owes  a  per- 
manent debt  of  gratitude.  Their  influence 
will  long  be  felt,  and  it  is  confidently  ex- 
pected that  their  work  will  be  continued 
and  extended  by  their  able  successors. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  comment  upon  the 
cordial  relations  which  existed  between  the 
Medical  Board  and  Laurence  G.  Payson, 
who  served  as  Acting  Director  until  De- 
cember, 1948.  His  sympathetic  under- 
standing of  problems  and  his  superb  ad- 
ministrative ability  reflected  themselves  in 
all  of  the  activities  of  the  Hospital.  In  his 
short  period  of  office  he  did  as  much  as 
anyone  has  ever  done  to  establish  unity  of 
purpose  and  to  improve  morale  among  the 
numerous  and  various  workers  at  the 
Center. 

The  Medical  Board  welcomes  Dr.  Henry 
Nickerson  Pratt  as  the  new  Director  of  the 
Hospital,  Dr.  August  H.  Groeschel  who 
succeeded  Dr.  Wheeler  as  Assistant  Direc- 


tor  of  the  Hospital,  Dr.  Aaron  Kellner  as 
the  new  Director  of  the  Central  Labora- 
tories, and  Dr.  John  M.  Pearce  who  fol- 
lowed Dr.  Foot  as  Director  of  the  Surgical 
Pathological  Laboratory. 

For  the  most  part,  readjustment  from 
the  disorganization  of  wartime  appeared  to 
be  reasonably  complete.  This  generaliza- 
tion does  not  apply,  however,  to  the  Nurs- 
ing Service  in  which  the  shortage  of  per- 
sonnel was  greater  than  at  any  previous 
period  and  which  in  the  autumn  of  1948 
became  so  critical  as  to  require  the  closure 
of  several  pavilions.  The  effect  of  this  un- 
fortunate situation  was  felt  in  all  divisions 
and  was  reflected  not  only  in  the  care  of 
patients  but  also  in  the  educational  pro- 
gram and  the  community  relations  of  the 
Center.  The  reasons  for  the  difficulty,  as 
well  as  an  account  of  the  measures  which 
were  taken  or  are  proposed  for  its  correc- 
tion, appear  in  Miss  Dunbar's  report  of  the 
Nursing  Department. 

IN-PATIENT    CARE    IN    1948 

In  the  entire  Hospital  the  total  number 
of  admissions  increased  from  26,128  in 
1947  to  26,574  in  1948.  This  was  accom- 
plished in  spite  of  the  closure  of  three  ac- 
tive pavilions  during  the  autumn  and  the 
consequent  reduction  in  the  capacity  of 
the  medical  and  surgical  services.  The  in- 
crease was  attributable  in  part  to  a  larger 
number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  pedia- 
tric and  obstetrical  pavilions  but  still  more 
to  augumented  utilization  of  private  and 
semi-private  facilities.  The  total  days  of 
service  to  patients,  slightly  less  than  in 
1947,  reflected  the  closing  of  the  three 
pavilions  and  also  a  shorter  period  of  hos- 


pitalization in  the  surgical,  gynecological 
and  obstetrical  divisions. 

The  percentage  occupancy  of  beds  in 
most  of  the  departments  was  less  during 
1948  than  in  the  preceding  year.  As  ap- 
plied to  the  pavilions  of  Medicine  and  Sur- 
gery, however,  the  record  is  to  some  extent 
misleading  since  it  is  based  on  the  total  bed 
capacity  of  the  Center  and  does  not  take 
into  account  periods  when  some  of  the 
beds  were  not  available  because  of  nursing 
shortages  or  other  factors.  If  the  percent- 
ages were  corrected  to  represent  the  occu- 
pancy of  beds  actually  available,  they 
would  approximate  those  of  1947.  Another 
factor  concerning  bed  occupancy  is  of 
some  interest.  Earlier  ambulation  follow- 
ing operations  and  serious  illness  with  con- 
sequent earlier  discharge  of  patients  im- 
plies a  shorter  period  of  hospitalization  and 
a  lessened  occupancy  of  beds  unless  there 
is  a  proportionate  increase  in  the  number 
of  patients  admitted.  This  influence  is 
apparent  in  the  record  of  the  obstetrical 
and  gynecological  division  where  the  bed 
occupancy  fell  from  93  %  to  81.3,  and  the 
number  of  days  of  service  decreased  from 
43,439  to  38,091  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
more  patients  were  admitted  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

THE    GEORGE    F.    BAKER    PAVILION 

This  Pavilion,  opened  in  1942,  was 
named  in  memory  of  Mr.  Baker  and  his 
son,  George  F.  Baker,  Jr.,  both  former 
Governors  and  benefactors  of  the  Hospital. 
It  provides  accommodations  for  private 
and  semi-private  in-patients  of  the  De- 
partments of  Medicine  and  Surgery. 

The   demand    for    private    rooms    con- 
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tinued  to  be  greater  than  facilities  in  spite 
of  the  addition  of  eighteen  private  beds 
early  in  the  year.  This  gain  was  partly  off- 
set by  the  elimination  of  the  2 -bed  room 
classification  and  the  removal  of  thirteen 
such  beds  during  the  summer. 

During  1948  there  were  5,731  admis- 
sions to  the  George  F.  Baker  Pavilion,  rep- 
resenting a  7.7%  increase  over  1947.  Of 
these  2,924  were  admitted  to  private  rooms 
and  2,807  to  semi-private  rooms.  The  bed 
occupancy  of  the  two  divisions  averaging 
88.5%  was  considerably  lower  than  in  the 
preceding  year  (93.5%)  and  reflects  a 
shorter  average  period  of  hospitalization. 

Because  of  the  continued  shortage  of 
nurses  it  was  not  possible  to  utilize  the 
facilities  of  98  additional  private  and  semi- 
private  beds  and  two  operating  rooms 
which  are  now  entirely  ready  for  occu- 
pancy. 

PRIVATE    CONSULTATION    SERVICE 

This  service  was  organized  and  is  oper- 
ated by  part-time  members  of  the  staff  to 
accommodate  those  private  patients  who 
come  to  the  Hospital  in  search  of  medical 
care.  In  1948,  it  completed  its  twelfth 
consecutive  year.  Every  branch  of  medi- 
cine and  surgery  is  represented  by  its  168 
members,  who  include  most  of  those  who 
have  been  granted  private  patient  privi- 
leges. Younger  staff  members  who  have 
not  received  these  privileges  are  not  eligible 
for  full  membership  in  the  Consultation 
Service.  Associateship,  a  designation  which 
was  created  to  accommodate  them,  allows 
them  the  use  of  the  facilities  for  their  own 
patients  but  does  not  entitle  them  to  pa- 


tients who  come  to  the  Hospital  seeking 
a  physician. 

The  number  of  cases  handled  directly 
by  the  service  from  direct  personal  or  indi- 
rect telephone  inquiry  reached  a  total  of 
5,646  during  1948.  Of  these,  2,363  were 
seen  by  affiliated  doctors  in  the  quarters  of 
the  service,  a  slight  increase  over  last  year. 
The  others,  totaling  3,283,  were  referred 
directly  by  phone  to  the  doctors'  private 
offices.  This  figure,  which  does  not  include 
compensation  cases,  is  higher  than  the 
comparable  number  in  1947. 

The  private  ambulatory  service,  organ- 
ized several  years  ago  as  a  focal  point  for 
patients  referred  to  the  Hospital  by  staff 
doctors  for  the  use  of  its  laboratory  and 
x-ray  facilities,  was  established  during 
1948  in  the  reception  room  of  the  Private 
Consultation  Service.  This  arrangement 
is  convenient  from  the  standpoint  of 
scheduling  x-ray  and  laboratory  examina- 
tions but  represents  a  handicap  because  it 
utilizes  the  entire  space  formerly  used  as 
a  waiting  room.  Experience  during  1948 
demonstrated  the  need  for  increasing  the 
facilities  and  perfecting  the  organization. 

GRADUATE    EDUCATION 

In  comparison  with  some  other  institu- 
tions, this  Center  has  not  featured  in  the 
past  its  program  of  postgraduate  educa- 
tion. It  is  notable,  however,  that  at  the 
end  of  1948,  48  interns,  one  extern,  104 
residents,  and  52  fellows  were  receiving 
their  graduate  training  at  The  New  York 
Hospital.  The  impressive  total  of  205  may 
be  compared  with  240  medical  students 
who  are  spending  a  part  or  all  of  their  day 
in  the  Hospital  pavilions.     With  the  ad- 
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mirable  clinical  and  laboratory  facilities 
and  with  the  numerous  conferences,  rounds 
and  lectures  that  are  continually  available, 
this  group  was  offered  extraordinary  edu- 
cational opportunities.  In  part,  this  pro- 
gram has  been  made  possible  by  the  wise 
decision  of  the  Governors  to  increase  the 
size  of  the  House  Staff,  an  action  which  has 
not  only  increased  the  number  of  carefully 
selected  young  men  in  training  but  also 
greatly  strengthened  the  service  that  can 
be  rendered  to  patients  in  the  private  pa- 
vilions and  in  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment. In  part,  it  is  potentiated  by  gifts 
and  subsidies  which  have  permitted  the 
appointment  of  a  large  number  of  clinical 
and  research  fellows. 

RESEARCH 

For  the  development  of  investigation 
and  the  promotion  of  new  research  pro- 
jects, the  Center  is  almost  entirely  depend- 
ent upon  the  receipt  of  special  gifts.  That 
it  has  been  extremely  fortunate  in  obtain- 
ing aid  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  more 
than  166  separate  contributions  from 
foundations,  agencies  or  individuals  were 
received  for  the  support  of  one  project  or 
another  during  1948.  With  such  encour- 
agement this  institution  has  become  known 
widely  as  one  of  the  leaders  in  the  field  of 
medical  research.  Both  the  quality  and 
quantity  of  investigation  now  being  un- 
lertaken  in  the  laboratories  and  pavilions 
>i  The  New  York  Hospital  should  be  a 
/ource  of  gratification  to  the  Governors 
and  to  all  members  of  The  Society.  While 
there  can  be  no  assurance  that  such  sup- 
port will  always  be  as  available  as  it  now 
is,  it  may  be  hoped  that  the  great  prestige 


of  the  Center  and  the  acknowledged  scien- 
tific leadership  of  many  members  of  the 
staff  will  continue  to  attract  funds  from 
many  sources  for  special  projects. 

COOPERATION    BETWEEN    DEPARTMENTS 

In  the  teaching  as  well  as  in  the  practice 
of  medicine  there  should  be  increasing 
emphasis  on  continuity  and  comprehen- 
siveness of  medical  care.  Attainment  of 
such  a  goal  is  not  easy  with  the  trend 
toward  increasing  departmentalization  and 
specialization.  Efforts  should  be  directed 
to  the  lowering  of  barriers  between  sepa- 
rate divisions  of  medical  service.  Depart- 
ments of  Surgery,  Gynecology,  Medicine, 
Pediatrics  and  Psychiatry  are  useful  chiefly 
from  the  standpoint  of  organization  and 
detail.  It  has  been  said  that  at  this  Center 
such  barriers  are  less  marked  than  in  many 
comparable  institutions.  Certainly  there 
have  been  at  The  New  York  Hospital 
numerous  examples  which  illustrate  the 
practicality  as  well  as  the  desirability  of 
joint  enterprise.  It  is  encouraging  that 
during  1948  many  cooperative  projects 
were  fostered.  Examples  include  a  closer 
association  of  Obstetrics  and  Pediatrics  in 
the  care  of  the  newborn;  greater  ease  and 
frequency  of  consultation  between  Medi- 
cine, Surgery  and  Gynecology  in  the  Out- 
Patient  Department;  and  extension  of  the 
joint  efforts  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  in 
the  management  of  gastrointestinal,  neu- 
rological, vascular  and  pulmonary  diseases. 

COMMUNITY    RELATIONS 

There  is  also  need  for  closer  correlation 
between  the  Hospital  and  the  community, 
particularly  with  the  physicians  and  wel- 
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fare  organizations  of  the  adjoining  dis- 
tricts. Progress  was  not  lacking  in  1948 
and  is  portrayed  in  the  development  and 
extension  of  a  consultation  service  in  the 
Out-Patient  Department;  in  the  increas- 
ing convenience  and  availability  of  labora- 
tory and  x-ray  procedures  for  patients  of 
staff  physicians;  and  in  the  completion  of 
plans  for  the  Diagnostic  Clinic  which  will 
amplify  to  patients  not  economically  eli- 
gible for  care  in  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment the  benefits  now  available  in  the 
Private  Patients  Consultation  Service. 

Out-Patient  Department 

This  year  was  marked  by  great  improve- 
ment in  the  effectiveness  of  the  entire  Out- 
Patient  Department  and  in  the  coordina- 
tion of  the  individual  clinics.  The  physical 
distribution  of  the  Department  over  17 
floors,  extending  from  one  end  of  the  Hos- 
pital building  to  the  other,  and  the  dis- 
tribution of  professional  care  of  the  patient 
between  the  four  major  clinical  depart- 
ments and  their  sub-specialties  has  tended 
in  the  past  to  make  it  a  loosely  knit,  often 
uncoordinated,  activity.  Early  in  the  year 
the  Medical  Board  appointed  an  Out-Pa- 
tient Department  Committee  which  origi- 
nally was  composed  of  the  Physician-in- 
Chief  and  one  other  representative  of  the 
Department  of  Medicine,  the  Surgeon-in- 
Chief  and  one  other  representative  of  the 
Department  of  Surgery  and  the  Director 
of  the  Out-Patient  Department,  with  the 
President  of  the  Joint  Administrative 
Board  and  the  Director  of  the  Hospital  as 
ex-officio  members.  Dr.  Connie  M.  Guion 
was  appointed  chairman.  Later,  represen- 
tatives of  the  Departments  of  Pediatrics, 


Psychiatry  and  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology 
were  added.  This  brought  in  all  clinical 
departments  and  made  the  Committee 
fully  representative  of  all  professional 
activities.  The  objective  of  the  Commit- 
tee was  to  serve  as  a  policymaking  body  for 
the  Department  subject  to  proper  ap- 
proval, a  coordinating  body  and  an 
advisory  body  to  the  Director  of  the  Out- 
Patient  Department.  It  has  already  au- 
thorized a  temporary  Guide  for  the  Admit- 
ting Department  of  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment of  the  Departments  of  Medicine 
and  Surgery,  and  for  the  Department  of 
Pediatrics,  and  has  under  consideration  a 
similar  directive  for  the  Department  of 
Obstetrics  and  Gynecology.  A  set  of  Poli- 
cies and  Procedures  for  the  Operation  of 
the  General  Medical  Clinic  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Medicine  has  been  developed  and 
approved  and  is  ready  for  distribution.  It 
is  hoped  that  this  will  serve  as  a  model  for 
written  policies  and  procedures  for  each  of 
the  other  clinics. 

A  second  step  in  the  close  integration  of 
the  Department's  activities  was  the  estab- 
lishment of  monthly  meetings  of  the  ad- 
ministrative personnel,  clinic  aides,  regis- 
trars and  cashiers.  These  meetings  permit 
the  interpretation  of  policies  and  pro- 
cedures, discussion  of  departmental  prob- 
lems and  closer  acquaintanceship  of  the 
personnel  thus  producing  a  closer  knit, 
more  effective  working  group. 

CONSULTATION    SERVICE 

One  of  the  major  goals  of  the  year  was 
the  development  of  a  Consultation  Service 
which  can  make  available  to  the  private 
practitioner   the   diagnostic   facilities   and 
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the  skill  of  specialists  of  the  Center  for 
those  private  patients  who  cannot  other- 
wise afford  the  cost  of  complete  diagnostic 
procedures.  Efforts  have  been  directed 
toward  improving  and  speeding  both  the 
study  of  these  patients  and  the  final  report 
of  their  examinations  to  the  referring 
physicians.  Gratifying  results  are  already 
apparent.  In  1948,  858  patients  were  re- 
ferred to  this  service  as  compared  with 
280  patients  in  1947.  It  is  hoped  that  still 
further  improvement  can  be  effected  in 
the  coming  year  as  it  is  believed  in  this  way 
the  Hospital  can  offer  another  significant 
service  to  the  community. 

ATTENDANCE    AND    INCOME 

This  year  attendance  in  the  Out-Patient 
Department  reversed  its  upward  trend  of 
the  past  four  years.  The  285,444  visits 
represent  a  decrease  of  3.9%  from  the 
296,75  5  visits  of  1947;  the  20,279  new 
patients  a  2.9%  decrease  from  the  20,880 
of  the  previous  year.  The  continued  high 
level  of  individual  income,  increased  num- 
bers of  individuals  covered  by  health  insur- 
ance and  increased  cost  of  care  to  the  pa- 
tient may  be  factors  in  producing  this 
reduction. 

Although  attendance  was  less,  the  in- 
come was  augmented.  This  was  effected 
by  raising  the  top  rates  for  clinic  visits 
on  January  1,  1948  to  $2.00  from  the 
previous  $1.50  and  by  similar  increases  in 
the  other  classifications.  The  higher  rates 
for  laboratory  and  x-ray  examinations  as 
established  on  May  1,  1947  also  contribu- 
ted to  the  greater  income.  Unfortunately 
the  increased  income  did  not  balance  the 
continually  growing  operational  cost. 


DEVELOPMENT    OF   DEPARTMENTAL 
CLINICS 

In  the  Department  of  Medicine  the 
elimination  of  the  full-time  executive  as- 
sistant to  the  chief  of  the  General  Medicine 
Clinic  resulted  in  a  reorganization  with  the 
appointment  of  a  "Physician-in-Charge" 
for  each  clinic  session.  This  led  to  greater 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  physicians  and 
a  more  effective  clinic.  A  system  for  con- 
sultation was  set  up  between  the  Depart- 
ment of  Medicine  and  the  Department  of 
Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  which  has  pro- 
duced more  efficient  care  with  a  reduction 
in  cost  to  the  patient,  in  time  spent  in  the 
clinics  and  in  the  number  of  visits  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department.  The  Special 
Procedures  Clinic  established  in  1947  to 
provide  special  diagnostic  and  therapeutic 
procedures  of  the  ambulant  patient  who 
otherwise  would  require  admission  to  the 
pavilion,  continued  to  grow  until  it  was 
necessary  to  expand  its  facilities. 

In  the  clinics  of  Surgery  there  was  in- 
creasing participation  of  the  attending 
surgeons  with  improvement  of  patient  care 
and  teaching.  A  conference  room  was 
constructed  for  the  use  of  the  Orthopedic 
and  Fracture  Clinics,  and  a  combined  labo- 
ratory and  conference  room  was  arranged 
for  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic.  In 
the  Urology  Clinic,  the  installation  of  six 
new  combined  cystoscopic  and  x-ray  tables 
represented  a  much  needed  adjunct.  In 
July,  the  Dental  Clinic  was  reorganized 
with  the  appointment  of  Dr.  George  F. 
Egan  as  Attending  Dental  Surgeon  in 
Charge  of  Dentistry.  A  resident  dentist 
and  a  dental  intern  were  appointed.  A 
full-time  graduate  nurse  was  added  to  the 
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staff  and  a  full-time  dental  hygienist  was 
authorized  for  the  new  year.  An  arrange- 
ment was  made  for  student  dental  hygien- 
ists  from  the  New  York  Institute  of  Ap- 
plied Arts  and  Sciences  to  obtain  practical 
experience  under  close  supervision.  The 
Clinic  was  further  improved  by  the  laying 
of  new  flooring,  the  replacement  of  the 
dental  lights  with  new  ones,  the  setting  up 
and  equipping  of  a  dental  operating  room, 
the  installation  of  partitions  between  the 
chairs  in  the  main  Clinic  room  and  the 
addition  of  numerous  instruments  and 
other  equipment.  Through  a  special  grant, 
a  part-time  paid  orthodontist  and  a  volun- 
tary consulting  orthodontist  were  added  to 
the  staff  to  work  in  conjunction  with  the 
plastic  surgery  service  in  the  treatment  of 
patients  with  harelip  and  cleft  palates. 
This  arrangement  enabled  the  Center  to 
provide  for  the  first  time  complete  care 
for  these  patients. 

ADOLESCENT    CLINIC 

In  the  Department  of  Pediatrics  the  de- 
mand for  the  management  of  adolescent 
problems  became  so  great  that  it  was  neces- 
sary to  set  up  a  separate  Adolescent  Clinic. 
Formerly  the  care  of  adolescents  had  been 
conducted  in  the  Metabolism  Clinic.  Dur- 
ing the  year  group  discussions  were  held 
for  parents  of  diabetic  children  with  grati- 
fying results  both  for  the  parents  and  the 
physicians  in  charge  of  the  children.  In- 
creased use  of  educational  material  for 
parents  of  clinic  patients  resulted  in  im- 
proved child  care.  The  study  of  early 
immunization  in  infants,  begun  in  1946, 
was  completed  during  the  year  with  a  re- 
port due  early  in  1949. 


The  Department  of  Obstetrics  and 
Gynecology  established  a  second  Postpar- 
tum Clinic  which  enabled  it  to  carry  out 
certain  therapeutic  procedures  which  for- 
merly required  referral  to  the  General 
Gynecology  Clinic  and  an  additional  clinic 
visit  for  the  patient.  This  resulted  not  only 
in  more  efficient  care  of  the  patient  but 
also  reduced  the  burden  of  the  overloaded 
Gynecology  Clinic.  During  the  year  a 
system  of  voluntary  donations  of  blood  for 
the  Blood  Bank  by  relatives  of  obstetrical 
patients  was  set  up  in  order  to  provide  an 
adequate  supply  of  blood  for  obstetrical 
emergencies.  The  plan  did  not  work  as 
well  as  was  expected,  but  did  provide  some 
reserve  of  blood.  An  investigation  of  the 
problems  of  urinary  incontinence  was  car- 
ried out  in  a  special  clinic  meeting  one 
morning  each  week.  To  reduce  the  crowd- 
ing in  the  waiting  rooms  and  to  reduce  the 
waiting  time  of  patients,  a  trial  of  a  meth- 
od of  staggering  appointments  was  insti- 
tuted in  both  the  Obstetrical  and  Gyneco- 
logical Clinics,  with  results  sufficiently 
satisfactory  to  justify  extension  to  other 
departments.  Certainly  if  waiting  time 
could  be  reduced,  one  of  the  larger  prob- 
lems of  out-patient  care  would  be  at  least 
partially  solved. 

The  satisfactory  development  of  the 
Out-Patient  Department  was  in  large 
measure  due  to  the  efforts  and  vision  of 
Dr.  Roger  B.  Nelson,  its  director.  There 
are  many  members  of  the  staff,  however, 
who  realize  that  the  department  has  an 
almost  unlimited  opportunity  to  serve  the 
community  and  who  hope  that  the  accom- 
plishments of  1948,  although  numerous 
and   satisfactory,   will   serve   chiefly   as   a 
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stimulus  to  greater  progress  in  the  coming 
year. 

Department  of  Medicine 

The  bed  capacity  of  the  medical  service 
remained  at  152.  During  the  months  of 
October,  November  and  a  part  of  Decem- 
ber, pavilion  G-6,  with  a  capacity  of  29 
patients,  was  closed  because  of  the  nursing 
shortage  and  when  finally  the  pavilion  was 
reopened,  its  capacity  was  reduced  to  20 
patients.  In  spite  of  this,  1,946  patients 
were  admitted  to  medical  floors,  a  reduc- 
tion of  only  133  over  the  record  in  1947. 
The  percentage  of  occupancy  was  only 
82.0,  but  if  this  is  calculated  upon  the  basis 
of  beds  actually  available  during  the  year, 
instead  of  upon  the  full  quota  of  152, 
the  occupancy  was  86%,  a  figure  which 
corresponds  closely  to  the  86.6%  of  the 
preceding  year.  Patient  days  of  treat- 
ment were  45,608  to  be  compared  with 
the  record  of  47,772  in  1947.  The  aver- 
age length  of  stay  remained  high  for  the 
entire  service.  This  is  in  striking  contrast 
to  the  achievement  of  other  services,  par- 
ticularly surgery  and  obstetrics,  where  the 
duration  of  hospitalization  has  been  pro- 
gressively reduced  due  to  early  ambulation 
and  the  consequent  diminution  of  post- 
operative complications.  It  must  be  noted 
however  that  the  medical  service  conducts 
a  ward  for  the  care  of  tuberculous  patients 
whose  disease  is  chronic  and  whose  transfer 
to  other  hospitals  is  difficult  and  time-con- 
suming. On  the  medical  service  also  come 
many  patients  with  severe  cardiac  disease  of 
rheumatic  or  arteriosclerotic  origin  who  re- 
quire prolonged  periods  of  bed  rest  and 
whose  dischrage  to  the  home  or  to  institu- 


tions for  chronic  care  is  fraught  with  great 
difficulties.  It  is  unlikely  that  the  medical 
service  can  ever  achieve  as  rapid  a  turnover 
as  some  of  the  other  services  of  the  Hos- 
pital, but  efforts  are  constantly  made  to 
reduce  the  duration  of  hospitalization. 

CENTRAL    LABORATORIES 

On  September  30th  Dr.  Ralph  G.  Still- 
man  retired  as  Director  of  the  Central 
Laboratories.  His  ability  as  a  clinical 
pathologist  was  widely  recognized.  As 
an  administrator  he  welded  the  hetero- 
geneous laboratories  into  an  integrated  unit 
and  infused  into  the  personnel  at  all  levels 
a  feeling  of  devotion  and  loyalty  to  the 
institution.  Dr.  Aaron  Kellner  of  the  De- 
partment of  Pathology,  who  was  appointed 
in  his  place,  has  already  demonstrated  his 
effectiveness  and  his  desire  to  conduct  the 
service  in  the  spirit  of  his  predecessor. 

The  total  number  of  tests  performed 
by  the  Central  Laboratories  increased  5.9% 
to  a  total  of  404,044  which  may  be 
compared  with  the  record  in  1947  of 
381,289.  The  demands  upon  the  serologi- 
cal laboratory  and  the  parasitological  labo- 
ratory were  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 
On  the  other  hand  there  was  marked  in- 
crease in  the  usage  of  the  basal  metabolism 
laboratory  and  of  the  Blood  Bank.  The 
increase  in  the  total  number  of  tests  per- 
formed is  more  significant  when  viewed 
in  the  light  of  the  fact  that  a  considerable 
number  of  beds  were  closed  for  varying 
periods  during  the  year. 

The  major  problem  facing  the  Central 
Laboratories  arose  from  the  ever  increasing 
demands  made  on  all  units  and  especially 
on  chemistry,  bacteriology  and  the  Blood 
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Bank.  Personnel  in  these  laboratories  were 
working  at  virtually  maximum  capacity 
and  any  increase  in  the  work  load  or  the 
temporary  absence  of  personnel  due  to  ill- 
ness or  vacation  caused  a  critical  situation. 
Another  difficulty  of  the  laboratories  was 
the  shortage  of  space  which,  in  the  case  of 
the  administrative  offices  and  chemistry, 
became  quite  acute  during  1948. 

In  the  bacteriological  laboratories  Miss 
Marguerite  Leask,  in  recognition  of  her 
ability  and  years  of  service  to  the  labora- 
tory, was  promoted  from  Chief  Technician 
to  the  position  of  Bacteriologist  to  the 
Central  Laboratories.  There  was  a  10% 
increase  in  total  bacteriological  procedures, 
although  the  number  of  technical  per- 
sonnel remained  unchanged.  No  new 
procedures  were  introduced  during  the 
course  of  the  year,  but  the  newer  tech- 
niques for  the  recognition  of  viral  and 
rickettsial  diseases  were  studied  with  a  view 
toward  including  them  as  routine  clinical 
diagnostic  procedures  as  soon  as  possible. 
It  is  anticipated  that  soon  some  of  the  pro- 
cedures now  done  in  the  section  on  chemo- 
therapy involving  the  assay  of  antibiotic 
levels  in  body  fluids  and  determinations  of 
the  sensitivity  of  bacteria  to  various  chemo- 
therapeutic  agents  will  be  shifted  to  bac- 
teriology. 

The  number  of  transfusions  of  whole 
blood  continued  to  increase  to  reach  the 
record  figure  of  7,830  for  the  year.  In 
September  the  anti-coagulant  used  in  the 
blood  bottles  was  changed  from  sodium 
citrate  to  a  mixture  which  made  it  possible 
to  store  blood  for  a  maximum  of  21  days 
instead  of  7  days  as  formerly.  An  arrange- 
ment was  made  with  an  outside  agency  for 


the  purchase  of  blood  to  cover  any  defi- 
ciencies in  donor  replacement.  This  en- 
abled the  Blood  Bank  to  keep  a  sufficient 
supply  of  blood  at  all  times  to  meet  normal 
and  most  unusual  demands.  Donor  pro- 
curement was  adequate  to  cover  the  trans- 
fusions given  on  some  services  but  was 
notably  deficient  on  the  private  and  semi- 
private  pavilions.  With  the  abandonment 
of  the  use  of  citrate,  the  Blood  Bank 
stopped  the  manufacture  of  plasma,  first 
because  there  would  be  no  surplus  blood 
to  convert  the  plasma,  and  second  because 
it  was  felt  that  adequate  facilities  were  not 
at  hand  to  make  an  acceptable  product. 
It  was  possible  to  obtain  an  unlimited  sup- 
ply of  irradiated,  liquid,  human  plasma 
from  a  commercial  source  at  nominal  cost, 
and  experience  to  date  indicates  that  ultra- 
violet irradiation  of  plasma  decreases  or 
eliminates  the  hazards  of  infectious  hepati- 
tis. A  number  of  new  techniques  were 
introduced  in  the  Blood  Bank,  particularly 
in  the  rapid  diagnosis  of  erythroblastosis 
fetalis  and  in  cross  matching.  During  the 
year  the  Blood  Bank  began  research 
problems  on  acquired  hemolytic  anemia, 
Cooley's  anemia  and  Rh  immunization 
utilizing  clinical  material  from  several 
services  in  the  Hospital. 

In  the  chemical  laboratory  the  heavy 
demands  continued  to  present  a  pressing 
problem  and  on  occasion  some  procedures 
such  as  chloesteral  determinations  were  de- 
layed several  days  to  two  weeks  before 
completion.  An  additional  technician 
was  employed  and  additional  space  was 
allotted.  Cephalin  flocculation  tests,  which 
had  previously  been  performed  by  the 
metabolism   technicians,  were  transferred 
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during  the  year  to  the  chemical  laboratory. 
The  flame  photometer  was  put  into  opera- 
tion early  in  the  year  and  has  given  gener- 
ally satisfactory  service.  There  was  con- 
siderable increase  in  requests  for  various 
electrolyte  studies  and  extensive  use  was 
made  of  the  facilities  for  blood  gas  analysis. 
The  method  for  vitamin  C  determination 
was  reviewed  and  new  procedures  for  blood 
pyruvate  and  blood  pH  determinations 
were  introduced.  The  determination  of  pro- 
thrombin time  has  presented  several  prob- 
lems. In  order  to  make  the  service  available 
to  all  units,  the  floors  were  assigned  daily 
quotas  based  on  bed  capacity.  However, 
the  increasing  use  of  dicumarol  made  it 
difficult  to  adhere  rigidly  to  these  quotas. 
Despite  her  preoccupation  with  routine 
and  administrative  matters,  Miss  Ella  Russ, 
chemist  to  the  Hospital,  in  collaboration 
with  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Medicine,  was  actively  engaged  in 
research  on  the  occurrence  and  nature  of 
cryoglobulins. 

HEART    STATION 

There  was  little  increase  in  the  work  of 
the  Heart  Station  during  1948,  the  total 
number  of  examinations  approximately 
equaling  those  made  in  1947.  A  small 
reduction  in  the  number  of  electrocardio- 
grams requested  from  the  medical  and 
surgical  pavilions  probably  reflected  the 
closure  of  some  of  the  floors  during  the 
autumn.  Requests  from  the  private  pa- 
vilions showed  an  increase  of  24%  and 
there  was  a  5  %  increase  on  the  number 
taken  on  the  semi-private  floors.  Members 
of  the  resident  staff  continued  to  aid  in 
the  reading  and  checking  of  electrocardio- 


grams. The  technical  staff  became  more 
stabilized  and  the  high  turnover  of  recent 
years  was  reduced.  As  in  previous  years, 
the  electrocardiographic  service  was  char- 
acterized by  its  high  standard  of  technical 
and  professional  service  and  by  the 
promptness  with  which  authoritative  re- 
ports were  rendered. 

ELECTROENCEPHALOGRAPHS 
LABORATORY 

In  1948  there  was  an  increased  use  of 
the  electroencephalograph.  Its  greatest 
usefulness  continued  to  be  in  the  study  of 
convulsive  disorders  in  adults,  but  it  served 
also  in  detecting  and  localizing  supraten- 
torial  brain  tumors.  Most  of  the  cases 
were  referred  from  the  neurological  pa- 
vilion and  the  neurological  out-patient  de- 
partment, but  many  others  came  from  the 
medical  and  surgical  pavilions  and  from 
the  private  and  semi-private  services.  In- 
struction in  the  interpretation  of  electro- 
cardiograms was  conducted  throughout  the 
year  for  members  of  the  house  staff  in 
medicine  and  psychiatry. 

OCCUPATIONAL    THERAPY 

The  occupational  therapy  program 
which  was  started  in  July,  1947,  was  ex- 
panded in  January,  1948,  by  the  employ- 
ment of  a  full-time  therapist  and  a  part- 
time  assistant.  Approximately  40  patients 
were  instructed  each  month  in  the  neuro- 
logical and  general  medical  wards.  Most 
of  the  work  was  undertaken  by  order  of 
physicians  for  the  purpose  of  better  medi- 
cal care,  and  diversional  aspects,  which  had 
been  featured  in  1947,  were  minimized. 
It  is  believed  that  this  enterprise,  now  fos- 
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tered  by  a  generous  gift  from  the  Hoch- 
stadter  Fund,  can  be  made  the  nucleus  of 
a  much  needed  rehabilitation  program. 

METABOLISM    WARD 

During  the  past  year  the  studies  in  this 
unit  were  for  the  most  part  a  continuation 
of  a  long  term  experimental  program. 
Under  a  continuing  grant  from  the  Na- 
tional Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis, 
investigations  on  metabolic  and  circulatory 
disturbances  in  poliomyelitis  were  ex- 
tended to  include  observations  on  patients 
in  the  early  stages  of  their  recovery  from 
the  acute  infectious  episode  of  infantile 
paralysis.  Observations  on  the  potential 
value  of  strontium  salts  as  an  adjuvant  to 
calcium,  estrogens,  androgens  and  vitamin 
D  on  the  rate  at  which  remineralization 
can  be  accelerated  in  postmenopausal  osteo- 
porosis, have  demonstrated  that  strontium 
can  be  readily  stored  in  the  skeleton  along 
with  calcium  and  that  the  increased  storage 
of  bone  salts  so  produced  is  accompanied 
by  rapid  symptomatic  relief  and  resump- 
tion of  normal  activity.  Continued  studies 
on  citric  acid  metabolism  and  the  adminis- 
tration of  aluminum  hydroxide  gels  has 
cast  new  light  on  the  management  of  recur- 
rent renal  stones. 

In  a  case  of  adrenal  genital  virilism  an 
extensive  study  was  made  of  endogenous 
androgen  production  by  determination  of 
the  amount  of  estrogens  which  were  neces- 
sary to  neutralize  the  androgen  effect  on 
the  vaginal  smear.  It  was  found  that  the 
patient  was  forming  about  330  times  the 
amount  of  androgen  produced  by  normal 
human  subjects.  The  procedures  devel- 
oped in  this  investigation  should  make  it 


possible  to  measure  endogenous  androgen 
production  in  a  variety  of  pathological 
states  for  which  the  urinery  excretion 
values  are  an  unreliable  index. 

ENDOCRINE    CLINIC 

For  the  most  part  the  work  of  the 
Endocrine  Clinic  was  an  extension  of  the 
studies  previously  reported.  These  were 
greatly  assisted  by  the  participation  of  the 
Departments  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology 
and  Surgery.  Subjects  under  active  in- 
vestigation included  exploration  of  the 
value  of  androgens  in  the  control  of  en- 
dometriosis when  more  drastic  procedures 
such  as  surgery  or  radiation  are  undesirable; 
the  control  of  Graves'  disease  by  chemo- 
therapy with  n-propylthiouracil  and 
iodine  combined  in  certain  instances  with 
psychotherapy;  hormonal  therapy  in  func- 
tional bleeding;  the  urinary  gonadotrophic 
hormone  excretion  in  ammenorrhea;  and 
the  effects  of  adrenocorticotropic  hor- 
mone in  Cushing's  syndrome.  The  clinic 
is  being  used  increasingly  as  a  training 
ground  for  visitors  from  this  country  and 
abroad,  for  members  of  the  House  Staff 
and  for  students.  The  Friday  noon  en- 
docrine conference  provided  an  oppor- 
tunity for  discussion  of  interesting  cases 
and  problems  not  only  from  the  clinic  but 
also  from  other  services  and  from  the 
Memorial  Hospital. 

CHEMOTHERAPY 

A  major  activity  during  1948  was  the 
institution  of  a  long  range  program  for  the 
training  of  promising  young  investigators 
in  the  field  of  infectious  diseases  and  anti- 
microbial  therapy.     The  objectives   were 
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approved  by  the  Division  of  Research 
Grants  and  Fellowships  of  the  National 
Institute  of  Health  which  awarded  four 
research  fellowships  to  young  physicians 
in  order  that  they  might  start  full-time  re- 
search careers  at  The  New  York  Hospital. 

Another  important  innovation  was  the 
establishment  of  an  affiliation  with  the 
University  of  Guadalajara  in  Mexico  for 
the  joint  study  of  the  therapy  of  infectious 
diseases.  At  present  many  new  antimicro- 
bial agents  are  being  introduced  for  human 
trial  and  in  order  to  evaluate  a  new  drug 
with  dispatch,  it  is  desirable  to  have  avail- 
able many  cases  of  some  particular  infec- 
tious disease  for  which  there  is  now  no 
satisfactory  treatment  but  in  which  a 
new  agent  may  be  indicated.  Large  num- 
bers of  patients  with  infections  which  met 
these  criteria  could  be  assembled  in  Mexico 
within  a  few  months  in  contrast  to  the 
several  years  necessary  for  accomplishment 
of  the  same  purpose  in  New  York  City. 
For  example,  in  the  studies  at  Guadalajara 
in  the  autumn  of  1948  it  was  possible 
within  a  ten-week  period  to  evaluate  the 
effects  of  either  polymyxin  B  or  Aureomy- 
cin  in  approximately  70  patients  with 
typhoid  fever,  murine  typhus  or  acute 
brucellosis.  The  arrangements  with  the 
University  of  Guadalajara  were  made  in 
such  a  way  that  they  may  again  be  utilized 
when  the  need  arises. 

Studies  of  antimicrobial  agents  con- 
ducted by  Dr.  "Walsh  McDermott  and  his 
group  were  so  numerous  that  they  can 
only  be  mentioned  in  passing.  The  intro- 
duction of  various  modifications  of  pro- 
caine penicillin  made  it  necessary  to  con- 
duct   extensive    laboratory    and    clinical 


investigations  of  many  pilot  preparations 
developed  in  the  industry.  After  extensive 
trials  it  was  concluded  that  attempts  to 
prolong  the  activity  of  large  doses  of  peni- 
cillin beyond  the  24-hour  period  after  in- 
jection were  ill-advised  and  could  lead  to 
dangerously  inadequate  therapy.  The 
maintenance  of  satisfactory  concentrations 
of  penicillin  for  two  or  three  days  after  a 
single  injection  can  be  accomplished  but 
requires  the  use  of  three  or  four  times  as 
much  of  the  antibiotic.  A  micro  method 
for  the  determination  of  blood  penicillin 
concentrations  on  specimens  obtained  from 
the  fingertip  was  developed  in  the  labora- 
tory and  appeared  to  be  satisfactory  for 
the  detection  of  concentrations  of  peni- 
cillin of  0.1  unit.  In  a  joint  investigation 
with  the  Department  of  Pediatrics,  the 
renal  clearances  of  sodium  penicillin  G  and 
procaine  penicillin  G  were  studied  in  a  series 
of  children  of  various  ages.  A  comparative 
study  was  made  both  in  experimental  ani- 
mals and  in  man  of  the  relative  value  of 
continuous  and  discontinuous  therapy.  In- 
vestigation of  methods  for  the  treatment 
of  endocarditis  was  continued,  and  it  was 
found  that  some  of  the  patients  whose 
infections  were  resistant  to  penicillin  were 
permanently  benefited  by  combined  ther- 
apy with  penicillin  and  streptomycin. 

The  studies  of  the  toxicity  and  thera- 
peutic activity  of  dihydrostreptomycin 
which  were  started  in  1947  were  con- 
tinued. Early  in  1948  it  was  observed  that 
the  newer  drug  appeared  to  be  less  neu- 
rotoxic than  streptomycin,  but  that  the 
two  were  apparently  comparable  in  terms 
of  therapeutic  effect.  There  is  reason  to 
believe   that   the  maximum   usefulness  of

During  its  12th  consecutive  year  the  Private  Consulta- 
tion Service  worked  with   5,646  cases,  either  through 
personal  requests  or  telephone  inquiries. 


streptomycin  in  the  treatment  of  chronic 
infections,  notably  tuberculosis,  has  been 
hampered  because  of  the  necessity  of  using 
small  doses  in  order  to  avoid  injury  to  the 
nervous  system.  It  is  hoped  that  the  larger 
daily  doses  made  possible  by  the  use  of 
dihydrostreptomycin  may  represent  a  sig- 
nificant improvement  in  the  antimicro- 
bial therapy  of  tuberculosis. 

In  studies  conducted  at  The  New  York 
Hospital  or  in  Mexico,  aureomycin  was 
found  to  be  highly  effective  in  the  treat- 
ment of  murine  typhus,  acute  brucellosis, 
pertussis  and  of  some  cases  of  coccal  infec- 
tions resistant  to  penicillin.  In  accord 
with  the  observations  of  other  investigators 
a  few  cases  of  severe,  primary  atypical 
pneumonia  were  found  to  respond  dra- 
matically to  aureomycin  therapy.  The 
results  observed  in  typhoid  fever  were  less 
definite  but  appeared  to  indicate  that  the 
drug  conferred  some  benefit. 

Other  studies  were  concerned  with  the 
preliminary  evaluation  of  polymyxin  B, 
para-amino-salicylic  acid  and  subtilin  in 
the  treatment  of  infections.  In  the  course 
of  the  study  of  the  last  named  drug,  which 
is  highly  active  against  the  tubercle  bacillus 
in  the  test  tube  but  not  apparently  effec- 
tive in  the  treatment  of  human  tubercu- 
lous infection,  some  important  observa- 
tions were  made  upon  a  unique  protective 
mechanism  of  the  organism  by  which  it 
may  resist  the  deleterious  action  of  the 
drug  by  the  simple  act  of  clumping. 

The  combined  histopathologic  and  bac- 
teriologic  studies  of  the  evolution  of  the 
tuberculous  lesion  in  the  mouse  were  con- 
tinued. Observations  indicated  that  even 
under  the  most  favorable  conditions,  the 


administration  of  streptomycin  does  not 
eradicate  tubercle  bacilli  from  the  experi- 
mental animal.  Other  studies  started  re- 
cently include  an  investigation  of  the 
interaction  between  antimicrobial  drugs 
and  bacterial  surfaces;  the  appearance  of 
deceptively  atypical  bacterial  forms  in  pa- 
tients after  penicillin  therapy  administered 
just  prior  to  hospitalization;  detailed  inves- 
tigation of  a  strain  of  Friedlander  bacillus 
which  requires  streptomycin  for  its 
growth;  and  the  value  of  the  administra- 
tion of  two  or  more  antimicrobial  drugs 
simultaneously  in  the  prevention  of  drug 
resistance  in  experimental  animals. 

NEUROLOGY 

The  work  of  this  important  division 
was  handicapped  by  the  temporary  closure 
of  the  neurological  pavilion  and  the  neces- 
sary transfer  of  patients  to  the  two  gen- 
eral wards  of  the  Department  of  Medi- 
cine. During  the  year  1948  an  assistant 
resident  was  assigned  for  full-time  duty 
to  the  neurological  service  with  the  major 
duty  of  answering  requests  from  the  other 
pavilion  services.  He  also  attended  the 
neurological  out-patient  department,  par- 
ticipated in  the  rounds  on  the  neurological 
pavilion,  arranged  conferences  and  took 
part  in  the  teaching  of  the  division.  Coop- 
eration with  the  neurosurgical  service  was 
extended  and  was  greatly  aided  by  organi- 
zation and  staffing  of  a  neurosurgical  pa- 
vilion. 

The  elective  course  in  neuroanatomy 
was  improved  by  the  preparation  of  addi- 
tional demonstration  material  and  a  new 
edition  of  the  laboratory  manual.  An  atlas 
with    profuse    illustrations    is    being    pre- 
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pared  with  the  aid  of  a  subsidy  from  the 
Altman  Foundation.  The  course  was 
widely  attended  by  undergraduate  medical 
students,  members  of  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital house  staff,  Commonwealth  Fund 
fellows,  the  Kingsbridge  Veterans  Admin- 
istration staff  and  others. 

Investigation  in  the  neurological  divi- 
sion has  been  centered  around  the  relation- 
ships between  life  situations,  emotions  and 
various  forms  of  organic  disease.  In  this 
project  all  of  the  fellows  of  the  Common- 
wealth Foundation  in  pyschosomatic  medi- 
cine have  taken  an  active  part.  Subjects 
receiving  special  attention  included  essen- 
tial hypertension,  coronary  artery  disease, 
cardiac  failure,  diabetic  acidosis,  colitis, 
vasomotor  rhinitis  and  asthma.  The  stud- 
ies on  headache  were  extended  to  a  more 
detailed  examination  of  the  phenomena  of 
migraine  and  to  the  mechanisms  associated 
with  the  headache  accompanying  distension 
of  the  bladder  and  of  the  rectum  and  sig- 
moid. Studies  were  continued  on  the 
mechanism  of  hyperalgesia  and  investiga- 
tion of  deep  and  superficial  itching  were 
initiated. 

Much  interest  attaches  to  a  form  pre- 
pared by  Dr.  Keeve  Brodman  which  per- 
mits the  collection  of  a  large  body  of 
significant  medical  and  psychiatric  data 
for  diagnostic  and  prognostic  appraisal. 
During  1948,  data  was  collected  from  over 
5,000  patients  applying  for  admission  to 
The  New  York  Hospital.  It  was  found 
that  this  medical  index  collected  accurately 
most  of  the  pertinent  information  uncov- 
ered by  interview  and  recorded  in  the  Hos- 
pital chart,  and  in  addition  contained  other 
medical  data  not  ordinarily  found  in  hos- 


pital records  but  useful  in  making  diagnos- 
tic appraisals.  It  is  proposed  to  continue 
the  collection,  coding  and  analysis  of  such 
data  at  The  New  York  Hospital  and  to 
compare  them  with  supplementary  data 
selected  from  patients  at  Bellevue  Hospital, 
from  patients  consulting  private  practi- 
tioners and  from  individuals  not  seeking 
medical  advice. 

The  funds  derived  from  the  Hofheimer 
Grant  have  been  used  to  sustain  a  broad 
experimental  program  devoted  to  the  clari- 
fication of  the  mechanisms  and  patho- 
genesis of  disorders  seen  in  the  neurological 
and  psychosomatic  clinics  and  has  comple- 
mented the  funds  derived  from  the  Com- 
monwealth Foundation. 

PSYCHOSOMATIC    CLINIC 

During  the  past  two  years  889  patients 
suffering  from  emotional  disturbances  in 
relation  to  adverse  life  situations  were 
seen  in  the  psychosomatic  clinic.  Of 
these,  690  were  followed  for  more  than  a 
year.  The  patients  ranged  in  age  from  5 
to  69  years  and  presented  in  addition  to 
their  emotional  difficulty  the  symptoms  of 
such  conditions  as  bronchial  asthma,  hyper- 
tension, vasomotor  rhinitis,  migraine,  urti- 
caria, hypoglycemia,  dermatitis,  peptic 
ulcer,  mucous  colitis,  ulcerative  colitis  and 
phenomena  of  muscle  tension.  Of  the  690 
who  could  be  followed,  113  were  consid- 
ered by  their  physicians  to  be  symptoma- 
tically  and  basically  improved;  234  were 
considered  only  ^ymptomatically  im- 
proved. Of  343  who  were  unimproved, 
191  attended  the  clinic  for  less  than  a 
month  and  of  these  92  received  no  treat- 
ment.   If  those  who  received  no  treatment 
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were  excluded,  19%  were  basically  im- 
proved, 38%  were  symptomatically  im- 
proved and  43%  were  unimproved. 

A  variety  of  therapeutic  procedures  was 
employed,  the  greatest  help  coming  from 
reassurance  and  emotional  support  of  the 
physician  and  free  expression  on  the  part 
of  the  patient  of  conflicts  and  feelings.  In 
some  cases  benefit  was  derived  from  advice 
concerning  habits,  attitudes  and  activities, 
explanation  of  psychophysiological  pro- 
cesses, reassurance  concerning  the  absence 
of  neoplastic  or  infectious  disease,  confer- 
ences with  other  members  of  the  family 
and  attempts  to  modify  life  situations. 
Symptomatic  drug  therapy  was  helpful  in 
some,  in  others  free  expression  of  emotions 
was  aided  by  the  intravenous  use  of  sodium 
amytal  and  by  dream  analysis.  Great  help 
was  derived  from  the  active  participation 
of  a  most  able  member  of  the  Social  Service 
Department.  An  average  of  only  nine 
hours  per  patient  was  spent  and  no  patient 
received  more  than  eighty-five  hours  of 
clinic  time  during  the  two  years  of  obser- 
vation. From  analysis  of  the  experience 
to  date  it  is  possible  to  say  that  in  a  some- 
what selected  group  in  a  medical  out-pa- 
tient department,  fundamental  and  lasting 
improvement  may  be  expected  in  one  out 
of  five  and  at  least  symptomatic  improve- 
ment in  more  than  half  by  the  methods 
which  may  be  employed  in  this  clinic.  The 
most  powerful  therapeutic  force  stems 
from  the  ability  of  the  physician  to  incul- 
cate in  the  patient  faith  in  himself  and  the 
capacity  to  recognize  and  deal  construc- 
tively with  his  problems.  This  usually 
involves  a  reorientation  of  attitude  and 
entails  far  more  than  a  personal  attachment 


to  the  physician.  Only  when  he  has  ac- 
quired such  faith  and  confidence  is  it  pos- 
sible for  him  to  abandon  costly,  inappro- 
priate, emergency  patterns  and  deal  more 
directly  and  constructively  with  threats 
and  challenges  of  day-to-day  living. 

It  is  gratifying  that  during  the  year  sev- 
eral of  the  fellows  trained  in  the  psychoso- 
matic clinic  received  appointments  on  the 
teaching  staffs  of  other  medical  colleges 
where  the  influence  of  the  work  of  the 
clinic  may  be  further  extended. 

DERMATOLOGY 

The  number  of  new  patients  and  the 
total  visits  to  the  Dermatology  Clinic  was 
not  greatly  altered  from  that  of  the  imme- 
diately preceding  years.  Approximately 
one  thousand  patients  were  observed  each 
month  and  one-quarter  of  these  were  new 
to  the  clinic.  During  the  year  363  biopsies 
were  removed  for  histological  study,  672 
patients  received  mycological  investiga- 
tions, 196  patch  tests  were  applied  and  221 
photographs  were  recorded.  Special  thera- 
peutic procedures  included  1,036  x-ray 
treatments,  920  ultraviolet  ray  exposures 
and  176  one-half  hour  electrolysis  treat- 
ments. 

Two  additions  were  made  to  the  staff  — 
Dr.  Wilbert  Sachs,  who  is  a  recognized 
authority  on  the  subject  of  dermatopathol- 
ogy,  and  Dr.  Anthony  Cipollaro,  who  is 
especially  skilled  in  radiation  therapy  of 
skin  diseases.  The  program  of  training 
for  men  aspiring  to  certification  in  the 
American  Board  of  Dermatology  was  con- 
tinued. Research  in  the  division  was  ex- 
tended. Included  among  the  many  sub- 
jects under  investigation  were  the  role  of 
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antibiotics  useful  in  treating  fungus  dis- 
ease, the  mechanism  of  autoeczematization, 
endocrine  factors  in  acne  vulgaris,  the  use 
of  the  antihistamine  drugs  in  dermato- 
logical  conditions  and  pain  threshold  stud- 
ies in  skin  disease,  a  project  undertaken  in 
association  with  Dr.  James  Hardy  of  the 
Department  of  Physiology. 

The  division  of  dermatology  is  one  of 
the  departments  of  the  Medical  School  and 
Hospital  which  are  in  great  need  of  addi- 
tional support.  The  clinical  care  and  inves- 
tigation of  diseases  of  the  skin  is  an  integral 
part  of  medicine.  In  the  past  this  specialty 
has  depended  upon  accurate  but  superficial 
observation  and  the  application  of  specific 
or  more  often  empiric  treatment.  For  rou- 
tine operation  the  maintenance  of  an 
appropriate  station  in  the  Out-Patient 
Department  has  not  required  elaborate 
equipment  or  great  financial  support. 
Largely  as  a  result  of  this  situation  only 
meagre  provision  has  been  made  for  the 
dennatological  department.  It  has  devel- 
oped much  more  slowly  than  other  enter- 
prises which  are  intrinsically  not  more  im- 
portant and  it  has  been  inadequately  pre- 
pared to  take  an  appropriate  part  in  the 
advance  which  is  now  indicated.  Among 
other  things,  it  needs  a  larger  staff,  financial 
support  for  graduate  teaching  and  research, 
and  closer  correlations  with  applied  immu- 
nology and  other  departments. 

PERIPHERAL    CIRCULATION 

Significant  progress  was  made  in  the 
study  of  hepatic  and  renal  principles  with 
opposite  effects  on  the  peripheral  blood 
flow.  Possibly  the  most  significant  advance 
came  with  the  isolation,  crystallization  and 


identification  of  the  hepatic  substance  pre- 
viously designated  as  VDM  or  the  vaso- 
depressor material.  By  chemical  and  im- 
muno-chemical  procedures  it  was  identified 
as  ferritin  or  apo- ferritin.  Progress  was 
also  made  in  the  concentration  of  the  renal 
factor.  Preparations  of  considerable  homo- 
geneity were  obtained  which  produced 
satisfactory  vaso  excitor  effects  in  rats  in 
amounts  ranging  from  0.0002  to  0.0004 
gamma  nitrogen.  The  substance  appeared 
to  be  of  a  relatively  low  molecular  weight, 
possibly  of  the  order  of  10,000.  Another 
development  of  importance  was  the  dem- 
onstration that  ferritin  is  a  powerful  anti- 
diuretic substance.  This  discovery  lent 
greatly  increased  significance  to  the  dem- 
onstration of  large  amounts  of  ferritin  in 
experimental  and  human  cirrhosis  where 
ascites  and  edema  are  prominent  symptoms 
and  in  cardiac  decompensation  in  which 
edema  is  an  early  manifestation.  High  con- 
centrations of  both  the  hepatic  and  renal 
principles  had  been  found  previously  in 
the  chronic  phase  of  experimental  renal 
hypertension.  Similar  studies  of  patients 
with  chronic  essential  hypertension  revealed 
values  identical  with  those  found  in  ani- 
mals. The  studies  were  extended  to  the 
visualization  of  changes  in  the  behavior 
and  structure  of  the  minute  blood  vessels 
of  the  mesentery  in  animals  with  experi- 
mental renal  hypertension,  and  it  was 
found  that  during  the  acute  phase  of  rising 
blood  pressure  these  vessels  became  extra- 
ordinarily hyperreactive  to  epinephrine. 
With  the  progression  of  the  syndrome 
there  was  marked  hyperplasia  of  the  capil- 
lary bed.  These  results  appear  to  provide 
some  evidence  indicative  of  a  causal  rela- 
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tionship  between  the  vasotropic  factors 
and  high  blood  pressure.  Another  discovery 
of  considerable  significance  was  the  obser- 
vation that  chronic  protein  undernutrition 
not  only  permits  or  augments  the  accumu- 
lation of  ferritin  but  also  impairs  the 
ability  of  the  kidney  to  produce  vaso-ex- 
citor  material. 

OTHER    ACTIVITIES 

Substantial  progress  in  clinical  service, 
cooperative  enterprise  and  research  was 
made  in  many  of  the  other  divisions  of 
the  Department  of  Medicine.  The  bene- 
ficial changes  in  the  organization  of  the 
medical  clinics  has  already  been  mentioned 
in  the  report  of  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment. In  gastroenterology  the  staff  was 
increased,  joint  projects  with  surgery,  pre- 
ventive medicine  and  psychosomatic  medi- 
cine were  undertaken  and  a  considerable 
number  of  significant  investigations  were 
initiated.  Facilities  for  research  were  im- 
proved by  the  construction  of  a  separate 
laboratory  for  proctoscopic  work  and  for 
kymographic  studies  of  intestinal  motility. 
Cooperative  studies  of  vascular  diseases 
were  continued  with  the  Department  of 
Surgery.  Establishment  of  a  new  labora- 
tory for  physical  research  in  the  division  of 
vascular  diseases  made  possible  significant 
observations  on  blood  clotting  mechanisms 
and  the  extension  of  a  joint  project  with 
the  Department  of  Physics  at  Cornell  Uni- 
versity in  Ithaca.  Search  for  new  anti- 
coagulants was  continued.  In  hematology, 
the  consultation  service  and  the  work  of 
the  clinic  was  expanded  and  exploratory 
researches  in  the  treatment  of  leukemia 
were    initiated.      The    division    of   clinical 


immunology  and  allergy  was  strengthened 
by  the  receipt  of  large  funds,  the  establish- 
ment of  a  fellowship  and  the  construction 
of  a  cold  room.  Studies  ox  rapid  immuniza- 
tion in  hay  fever  and  of  improved  tests  for 
the  detection  of  sensitization  were  con- 
tinued. Further  observations  on  insulin 
and  serum  sensitivity  were  made  and  the 
program  for  the  removal  of  active  aller- 
genic constituents  of  ragweed  pollen  was 
greatly  extended.  In  cardiology,  the  work 
of  the  clinic  increased  and  a  large  amount 
of  new  and  significant  investigation  v/as 
started. 

Receipt  of  funds  from  the  Helen  Hay 
Whitney  Foundation  made  possible  the 
initiation  of  a  broad  program  for  research 
on  the  etiology  and  pathogenesis  of  rheu- 
matic fever.  In  cooperation  with  the 
Department  of  Psychiatry  the  important 
investigations  on  the  mechanism  of  pro- 
gressive muscular  dystrophy  and  on  the 
physiology  of  vitamin  E  were  continued 
through  the  support  of  the  Philip  D. 
Armour  Fund.  In  the  Medicine  L  Clinic 
renewal  of  a  grant  from  the  National  In- 
stitute of  Health  provided  one  fellow,  one 
half-time  fellow,  a  public  health  nurse  and 
a  secretary  for  the  continued  study  of 
penicillin-treated  cases  of  early  syphilis. 
Another  grant  provided  for  the  investiga- 
tion of  the  mechanism  of  immunity  in 
syphilis.  Several  other  problems  were  un- 
dertaken with  the  fellows  attached  to  the 
division. 

Department  of  Surgery 

With  a  total  bed  capacity  of  25  2  on  the 
pavilion  service,  the  Department  of  Sur- 
gery admitted  5,301  patients  during  1948. 
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This  was  accomplished  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  a  number  of  beds  were  unavailable 
from  time  to  time  because  of  the  nursing 
shortage.  The  bed  occupancy  was  approxi- 
mately 75%  and  5,347  operations  were 
performed  on  this  group.  The  resident 
staff  also  cared  for  105  or  more  beds  on 
the  private  and  semi-private  services  of 
the  Hospital.  To  these  services,  4,366  pa- 
tients were  admitted  and  3,912  operations 
performed.  The  senior  and  resident  staffs 
together  provided  service  to  the  Out-Pa- 
tient  Department  and  Emergency  Pavilion 
where  there  were  134,925  patients'  visits 
during  the  year. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  Surgeon-in-Chief 
that  optimal  care  of  the  patient  and  opti- 
mal training  of  young  surgeons  can  best 
be  attained  by  dominant  emphasis  upon 
general  surgery  and  that  sound  advance- 
ment of  the  specialties  of  surgery  will  de- 
pend upon  the  efforts  of  men  who  have  been 
thoroughly  grounded  in  the  principles  and 
practices  of  the  general  surgeon.  With  this 
in  mind  the  pavilion  service  has  been  allo- 
cated as  follows:

Ophthalmology 20 

Orthopedic  Surgery 12 

Otolaryngology           25 

Plastic  Surgery  .11 

Urology    30 

Urology    (Brady) 19 

During  the  year  the  specialties  of  neurosur- 
gery, orthopedics  and  plastic  surgery  were 
segregated,  marking  another  advance  in 
the  full  establishment  of  surgical  specialties 
in  the  Hospital. 


GENERAL    SURGERY 

During  1948,  2,832  patients  were  admit- 
ted to  the  pavilion  beds  of  general  surgery. 
2,947  operations  were  performed  with  30 
deaths,  a  surgical  mortality  rate  of  1.4%. 
Of  the  total  operations,  297  were  per- 
formed for  various  types  of  hernia,  with 
one  death;  229  for  appendicitis  and  its 
complications,  with  one  death;  142  for 
diseases  of  the  thyroid  gland,  with  no 
deaths;  310  for  non-cancerous  diseases  of 
the  gall  bladder  and  biliary  tract,  with  two 
deaths;  159  for  non-cancerous  diseases  of 
the  rectum  and  anus,  with  one  death.  For 
these  most  common  conditions,  the  opera- 
tive total  was  1,137  with  five  deaths,  giv- 
ing a  surgical  mortality  rate  of  0.44%. 

NEUROSURGERY 

During  the  year,  the  1 5  beds  allotted  to 
neurosurgery  were  segregated  with  appro- 
priate provision  for  the  resident  staff. 
When  completed,  this  arrangement  will 
make  training  available  in  this  specialty 
adequate  to  qualify  for  certification  by 
the  American  Board  of  Neurosurgery. 
The  staff  now  consists  of  three  senior 
neurosurgeons,  two  assistant  residents,  one 
rotating  from  the  general  surgical  service, 
and  a  surgical  intern.  A  full  complement 
will  include  also  a  resident  in  neurosurgery. 
During  1948,  314  patients  were  admitted 
and  432  operations  were  performed  with 
22  deaths,  a  mortality  rate  of  5.1%. 

Clinical  investigation  of  operative  pro- 
cedures on  the  sympathetic  nervous  system 
was  continued.  This  was  made  possible  in 
part  by  support  from  the  John  and  Mary 
R.  Markle  Foundation.  The  section 
worked  as  previously  in  close  cooperation 
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with  the  neurology  section  of  the  medical 
service. 

OPHTHALMOLOGY 

Care  of  patients  was  handicapped  by 
the  nursing  shortage  which  necessitated 
closure  of  50%  of  the  beds  in  the  summer 
and  fall.  During  the  year  264  patients 
were  admitted  to  this  service  and  301  oper- 
ations performed  without  a  death. 

Special  attention  was  devoted  to  research 
in  the  mechanism  and  techniques  of  donor 
cornea  preservation  for  corneal  grafting 
operations,  an  enterprise  which  was  greatly 
aided  by  the  appointment  of  Paul  E. 
Messier  to  a  Lewis  Cass  Ledyard,  Jr.  Fellow- 
ship. Investigation  of  the  ocular  manifes- 
tations of  the  toxemias  of  pregnancy  were 
carried  on  jointly  with  the  Department  of 
Obstetrics.  The  physiology  of  intraocular 
pressure  during  administration  of  various 
anesthetics  constituted  a  joint  study  with 
the  section  of  anesthesia. 

House  Staff  training  continued  on  the 
full  resident  system  acceptable  to  the 
American  Board  of  Ophthalmology  and 
formally  approved  by  the  American  Col- 
lege of  Surgeons. 

ORTHOPEDIC    SURGERY 

The  use  of  12  pavilion  beds  segregated 
on  July  1,  1948,  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
orthopedic  surgery  was  somewhat  limited 
because  of  the  nursing  shortage.  A  resident 
appointed  during  the  year  was  assisted  by 
an  intern  and  by  an  assistant  resident  sur- 
geon rotating  from  general  surgery.  Tem- 
porary approval  of  this  service  has  been 
received  from  the  University  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  and  with  the  recent  pro- 


visions for  a  full  resident  staff  on  this  serv- 
ice, full  recognition  by  the  American 
Board  of  Orthopedic  Surgery  is  antici- 
pated. Over  a  six-month  period,  a  total 
of  1 13  patients  were  admitted  and  89  oper- 
ations were  performed  with  only  one 
death,  a  mortality  rate  of  1.1%. 

OTOLARYNGOLOGY 

A  total  of  730  patients  were  admitted  to 
this  service.  No  deaths  occurred  from  the 
638  operations  which  were  performed. 
Major  procedures  constituted  a  greater  per- 
centage than  in  previous  years  and  includ- 
ed many  laryngectomies,  laryngofissures, 
hemisections  of  the  mandible,  and  opera- 
tions for  carcinoma  of  the  nasopharynx. 
The  Lempert  fenestration  procedure  for 
clinical  otosclerosis  was  done  on  7  patients, 
with  most  encouraging  results.  The  en- 
daural  approach  was  continued  as  the  pro- 
cedure of  choice  in  mastoidectomies. 

Early  in  the  year  the  residency  in  oto- 
laryngology was  placed  on  the  approved 
list  by  the  Council  on  Medical  Education 
and  Hospitals  of  the  American  Medical 
Association.  The  three-year  resident  plan 
now  includes  instruction  in  the  basic 
sciences.  A  laboratory  and  lecture  room 
were  set  aside  to  provide  additional  facili- 
ties for  instruction  of  participants  in  the 
three-year  resident  plan  in  histopathology 
of  the  ear,  in  the  anatomy  of  the  temporal 
bone  ^.nd  other  subjects  relevant  to  the 
specialty. 

PLASTIC    SURGERY 

Eleven  beds  were  allotted  to  plastic  sur- 
gery, and  on  July  1st  were  segregated  from 
the  general  surgical  service.     Admissions 
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totalled  178  upon  whom  306  operations 
were  performed  with  no  deaths.  A  resi- 
dent in  plastic  surgery,  an  assistant  resident 
surgeon  rotating  from  general  surgery, 
and  an  intern  assist  the  senior  staff  in  car- 
ing for  the  plastic  cases  on  the  private 
service. 

Special  emphasis  was  placed  upon  treat- 
ment of  harelip  and  cleft  palate  from  the 
standpoint  of  surgical  requirements  and 
the  speech  training  so  necessary  in  rehabili- 
tation. This  was  facilitated  by  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  close  liaison  with  the  Dental 
Department,  which  assumed  the  responsi- 
bility for  the  work  required  of  an  ortho- 
dontist. Patients  suffering  from  these 
conditions  require  prolonged  care  and  con- 
tinuous surveillance  in  the  Out-Patient 
Department  after  surgical  correction  of 
their  defects.  Much  attention  was  directed 
also  to  exploration  of  better  therapy  for 
carcinoma  of  the  skin  on  the  head  and 
neck,  as  well  as  improved  reconstruction 
of  the  deformities  that  follow  the  radical 
treatment  of  malignancies  in  this  region. 
Experimental  work  on  the  vascularization 
of  tubed  pedicles  was  conducted  in  the 
laboratory  for  surgical  research. 

UROLOGY 

The  Cornell  urological  service  admitted 
452  patients  and  performed  318  operations 
with  5  deaths,  a  surgical  mortality  of  1.6%. 
Activity  was  somewhat  curtailed  by  the 
nursing  shortage,  which  necessitated  clos- 
ing some  of  the  beds  late  in  September. 
The  care  of  patients  was  greatly  facilitated 
by  the  installation  of  six  new  cystoscopic 
tables  with  complete  x-ray  equipment  in 
the  cystoscopic  clinic. 


Work  was  continued  on  the  problem  of 
uretero-intestinal  transplantation  in  com- 
bination with  complete  pelvic  exenteration 
for  extensive  carcinoma.  Operations  for 
incontinence  were  definitely  improved. 
Results  in  the  treatment  of  bladder  tumors 
by  more  radical  procedures  were  most  en- 
couraging. With  the  aid  of  Dr.  Papani- 
colaou much  attention  was  given  to  the 
early  detection  of  cancer  cells  in  the  urine. 
Studies  on  sterility  and  impotence  were 
pursued  in  close  association  with  members 
of  the  endocrine  division  and  of  the  De- 
partments of  Psychiatry  and  Anatomy. 
Members  of  this  section  continued  to  coop- 
erate with  the  urology  service  of  Memorial 
Hospital. 

UROLOGY-JAMES    BUCHANAN 
BRADY    FOUNDATION 

In  the  Brady  urology  service  316  opera- 
tions were  performed  on  393  patients  with 
a  surgical  mortality  rate  of  2.5 r,  .  Supra- 
pubic resection  of  the  prostate  developed 
by  this  section  was  continued  with  encour- 
aging results. 

OUT-PATIENT    DEPARTMENT 

During  the  year,  general  surgery  and 
its  specialties  received  20,195  new  patients, 
with  a  total  of  97,5  52  visits.  1,267  minor 
surgical  operations  were  performed  in  the 
out-patient  operating  rooms,  and  575  plas- 
ter casts  were  applied. 

Increased  attendance  of  members  of 
both  senior  and  resident  staffs  permitted 
more  detailed  consideration  of  diagnostic 
problems  and  more  complete  utilization  of 
the  facilities  of  the  clinics  for  therapy  and 
post-operative    care.      Reduction    in    the 
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number  of  clinics  from  21  to  16,  which, 
while  providing  the  same  facilities  for 
diagnosis  and  therapy,  was  successful  in 
diminishing  the  number  of  referrals  with 
saving  of  both  time  and  money  for  the 
patient  and  with  no  impairment  in  the 
quality  or  quantity  of  service. 

On  July  1st,  Dr.  George  Egan  assumed 
control  of  the  dental  section  which  was 
completely  refurbished  and  reorganized. 
The  addition  of  a  nurse  provided  an  impor- 
tant link  with  the  nursing  service  through- 
out the  Out-Patient  Department. 

Responsibility  for  x-ray  procedures  and 
instruction  of  the  dental  x-ray  technicians 
was  transferred  from  Radiology  to  the 
Dental  Department.  A  residency  in  oral 
surgery  was  established  in  conformity  with 
the  requirements  of  the  American  Board 
of  Oral  Surgery.  A  grant  from  the  United 
States  Public  Health  Service  enabled  an 
orthodontist  to  work  in  the  clinic  under 
joint  supervision  with  the  subdepartment 
of  plastic  surgery.  The  Dental  Depart- 
ment also  became  the  training  center  for 
a  school  of  hygienists  composed  of  26  stu- 
dents and  supervisors.  A  student  health 
program  was  established  to  provide  each 
medical  student  and  student  nurse  with 
dental  examination,  x-rays,  and  prophy- 
laxis for  a  nominal  fee. 

Cooperation  between  the  Departments 
of  Medicine  and  Surgery  in  the  neurology, 
perivascular,  pulmonary,  and  gastrointes- 
tinal clinics  continued  to  be  mutually  ad- 
vantageous. 

PHYSIOTHERAPY 

This  busy  section  continued  to  provide 
physical  therapy  for  the  entire  Hospital 


and  for  many  patients  who  were  referred 
by  their  physicians.  It  was  particularly 
helpful  in  the  treatment  of  arthritis 
for  patients  regaining  the  use  of  their  ex- 
tremities following  neurological  operations, 
and  for  those  who  had  sustained  fractures. 
Patients  recovering  from  poliomyelitis 
were  given  the  benefit  of  all  appropriate 
facilities  including  exercises  in  the  swim- 
ming pool.  No  other  single  service  of  the 
Center  contributed  more  to  the  comfort 
of  patients.  As  a  nucleus  for  the  rehabili- 
tation so  necessary  in  modern  treatment, 
its  importance  can  not  be  exaggerated. 

TUMOR    CLINIC 

During  the  year,  the  Department  of 
Surgery  conducted  a  Tumor  Clinic  for 
ambulatory  patients  with  cancer  and  allied 
diseases.  This  functioned  five  days  a  week 
as  an  open  clinic  in  conjunction  with  the 
General  Surgical  Clinic  on  K-5.  Here  pa- 
tients with  tumors  of  a  general  surgical 
nature  were  treated  and  followed  while 
those  with  new  growths  involving  special 
regions  such  as  the  eye,  nose,  and  throat, 
or  genito-urinary  tract,  were  seen  in  the 
respective  specialty  clinics.  The  purpose 
of  the  tumor  clinic  and  its  various  special 
sections  was  to  offer  the  benefit  of  expert 
ambulatory  care  to  supplement  hospital 
treatment,  and  to  this  end  sub-sections 
were  organized  to  permit  treatment  of 
inoperable  breast  cancer  with  endocrine 
therapy  and  to  conduct  effectually  bron- 
choscope, proctoscopic,  esphagoscopic, 
and  gastroscopic  examinations. 

SURGICAL    FOLLOW-UP    CLINIC 

This  clinic  has  been  conducted  for  many 
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rently  re-established.  As  of  the  end  of  the 
year  a  closer  liasion  will  exist  between  the 
Departments  of  Pediatrics  and  Obstetrics, 
not  only  in  the  conduct  of  the  newborn 
nurseries  but  in  the  programs  for  mothers 
in  the  obstetric  pavilions,  in  the  pre-natal 
clinic  and  in  the  classes  for  parents. 

A  total  of  128  infants  and  children  died 
while  in  residence,  a  mortality  rate  of 
8.1%.  The  mortality  rate  for  all  prema- 
ture infants  was  20.6%.  When  corrected 
for  48 -hour  survivals,  the  mortality  rate 
fell  to  the  low  figure  of  4.2%.  Permission 
for  post-mortem  examinations  was  secured 
in  84%  of  all  deaths. 

OUT-PATIENT    SERVICES 

The  Pediatric  Out-Patient  Department 
conducted  weekly  6  general  sessions  and 
20  sessions  of  14  specialty  clinics.  During 
1948  there  was  a  total  of  34,315  clinic 
visits,  compared  with  3  5,203  in  1947. 
There  were  8,097  new  patients,  497  more 
than  last  year.  The  figure  for  daily  attend- 
ance in  both  general  and  special  clinics 
(111)  and  the  average  visits  per  patient 
(4.2)  were  substantially  the  same  as  in 
previous  years.  The  general  and  special 
clinics  continued  to  operate  at  maximal 
capacity  within  the  facilities  currently 
available. 

At  the  request  of  the  Director  of  School 
Services  of  the  New  York  City  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  a  new  adolescent  clinic 
was  opened  in  the  fall  of  1948  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  Department  of  Medi- 
cine. This  clinic  works  closely  with  the 
New  York  City  Department  of  Education 
and  has  an  attending  psychiatrist. 

Printed   educational   material   on   child 


care  from  the  Children's  Bureau  and  other 
sources  has  been  eagerly  accepted  by  par- 
ents, especially  mothers  of  young  infants. 
Another  step  in  parental  education  was  the 
establishment  of  group  sessions  for  parents 
of  diabetic  children.     These  well  attended 
sessions  have  facilitated  discussions  of  mu- 
tual   interest    to    individual    parents    and 
physicians   and   have   proved   valuable   in 
cementing  physician-patient  relationships. 
A  total  of  67  pediatricians  and  fellows- 
in-training  devoted  part  or  full-time  to  the 
work  of  the  Pediatric  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment.    This  number  is  exclusive  of  the 
participation   of   members    of    the    house 
staff.     Were  it  not  for  the  limitation  of 
examining  room  space,  the  total  number 
of   physician   hours   of   attendance   could 
easily   have    been    increased,    with    corre- 
spondingly  increased   service    to   patients 
and  instruction  to  medical  students  and 
graduates. 

MEDICAL    STAFF 

During  the  summer  Dr.  S.  Z.  Levine, 
the  Pediatrician-in-Chief,  was  a  member  of 
a  teaching  mission  to  Poland  and  Finland 
sponsored  by  the  Unitarian  Service  Com- 
mittee and  the  World  Health  Organization. 

The  pediatric  pathologist  and  pediatric 
radiologist  continued  to  serve  important 
functions,  strengthening  both  the  teaching 
and  other  activities  of  the  department.  A 
pediatric  radiology  museum  was  initiated. 

The  affiliations  with  the  Memorial, 
Knickerbocker  and  the  Willard  Parker 
Hospitals  were  continued  and  provided 
valuable  experience  to  members  of  the 
pediatric   house  staff.     A   new  affiliation 
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was  inaugurated   with   the   Hospital   for 
Special  Surgery. 

During  1948,  5  3  physicians,  chiefly 
pediatricians,  from  many  parts  of  the 
United  States  and  from  many  foreign 
countries,  visited  the  Department.  Twenty- 
two  remained  as  observers  for  periods  of 
from  one  week  to  one  year.  The  nations 
represented,  besides  several  South  Ameri- 
can and  European  countries,  included  the 
Philippines,  China,  Korea,  Egypt  and  Aus- 
tralia. 

INVESTIGATIVE    PROGRAM    IN 
RHEUMATIC    FEVER 

The  research  program  of  the  Depart- 
ment expanded  with  the  support  of  out- 
side grants.  Continued  studies  of  the 
occurrence  of  rheumatic  fever  in  262  fami- 
lies have  confirmed  the  role  of  recessive 
inheritance  in  this  disease.  A  survey  was 
made  of  141  rheumatic  patients  who  served 
in  the  armed  forces.  Men  with  rheumatic 
heart  disease  withstood  strenuous  activity 
and  combat  conditions  well  and  there  was 
no  higher  incidence  of  recurrence  of  active 
rheumatic  fever  than  in  civilian  life. 
Longevity  values  by  actuarial  analysis,  the 
first  of  its  kind  in  rheumatic  fever,  were 
determined  of  1,042  patients  who  had  been 
under  medical  supervision  during  the  past 
30  years.  Biochemical  and  immunological 
investigations  in  infants  and  children  with 
special  reference  to  rheumatic  fever  were 
pursued. 

RESEARCH    IN    HEMATOLOGY 

A  review  was  made  of  75  cases  of  child- 
hood leukemia  seen  in  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital during  the  past  17  years  with  roent- 


genographic  studies  in  most  of  them.  A 
follow-up  study  of  children  who  were 
treated  in  this  Hospital  in  infancy  for 
erythroblastosis  fetalis  was  begun  with  par- 
ticular emphasis  on  psychological  and 
neurological  sequelae. 

The  value  of  aminopterin  in  acute  leu- 
kemia in  children  was  undertaken  with  the 
aid  of  frequent  bone  marrow  counts.  The 
out-patient  Transfusion  Clinic  is  now 
treating  19  children  with  the  severe  form 
of  Mediterranean  anemia  and  smaller  num- 
bers of  children  with  sickle  cell  anemia, 
hemophilia,  aregenerative  anemia,  ulcera- 
tive colitis,  nephritis  and  leukemia.  Ap- 
proximately 16  children  were  transfused 
weekly,  each  child  receiving  transfusions 
at  2-week  intervals.  Analysis  is  being  made 
of  cumulative  data  to  determine  the  influ- 
ence of  the  age  of  blood  and  quantity  of 
blood  transfused  upon  the  hemoglobin  and 
hematocrit  values  in  children  with  Mediter- 
ranean anemia.  Examination  of  the  blood 
for  serum  iron  content  and  the  quantity 
of  iron-binding  protein  and  serum  iron- 
binding  capacity  is  related  to  an  attempt 
to  evaluate  the  danger  of  hemochromatosis 
resulting  from  frequent  blood  administra- 
tion and  excessive  blood  destruction.  A 
trial  of  therapeutic  agents  other  than  trans- 
fusions, including  essential  amino  acids  and 
vitamins,  is  being  made.  Family  studies  to 
determine  the  hereditary  factors  in  Cooley's 
anemia  are  continuing. 

STUDIES    OF   RENAL    FUNCTION 

Other  investigations  included  the  effect 
of  changes  in  protein  intake  on  blood  urea 
nitrogen  and  urea,  inulin  and  endogenous 
creatinine    clearances;    bioassays    of    anti- 
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diuretic  hormone;  protein  utilization  in 
pancreatic  insufficiency;  changes  in  ex- 
tracellular fluid  volume  during  growth; 
renal  clearance  of  penicillin  products  in 
infants  and  children;  the  effect  of  dehydra- 
tion on  glomerular  filtration  in  prema- 
turely born  infants;  and  renal  function, 
water  and  electrolyte  excretion  in  pediatric 
patients  with  a  variety  of  diseases.  Because 
of  the  need  for  a  method  of  measuring 
glomerular  filtration  rate  over  extended 
periods  of  time,  considerable  attention  was 
given  to  the  development  of  a  method  for 
measuring  serum  creatinine.  The  deter- 
mination of  simultaneous  creatinine  and 
inulin  clearances  using  this  method  has 
shown  the  identity  of  the  two  clearances 
in  subjects  ranging  in  age  from  premature 
newborn  infants  to  adults.  It  is  now  pos- 
sible for  the  first  time,  therefore,  to  meas- 
ure glomerular  filtration  rate  in  young  in- 
fants over  short  or  extended  periods  of 
time  without  the  introduction  of  exogen- 
ous substances. 

OTHER    STUDIES 

An  investigation  of  the  incidence  of 
retrolental  fibroplasia  in  premature  infants 
born  in  The  New  York  Hospital  and  weigh- 
ing less  than  4  lbs.  has  to  date  shown  a  far 
higher  incidence  of  this  affliction  in  very 
small  premature  infants  than  was  formerly 
believed.  Newborn  prematures  were  ex- 
amined periodically  and  small  prematures 
born  in  The  New  York  Hospital  for  the 
last  ten  years  are  being  called  back  and 
examined. 

Observations  were  made  on  the  treat- 
ment of  oxyuriasis  with  a  promising  new 
therapeutic  agent.     The  early  immuniza- 


tion study,  begun  last  year,  was  continued. 
A  follow-up  is  being  carried  out  in  600 
adolescent  patients  who  received  B.C.G. 
inoculation  in  infancy,  with  an  equal  num- 
ber of  controls. 

In  addition  to  the  cooperation  of  other 
departments  of  the  Center  in  the  pediatric 
research  program,  the  following  outside 
agencies  have  contributed  financial  sup- 
port: the  Marion  R.  Ascoli  Fund,  the  Com- 
monwealth Fund,  the  Field  Foundation 
Fund,  the  McHarg  Fund,  the  Massachu- 
setts Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  Mead  Johnson 
and  Company,  the  Rockefeller  Foundation 
Fellowship  Fund,  the  United  States  Public 
Health  Service,  and  the  Helen  Hay  Whit- 
ney Foundation. 

INSTITUTE    OF    CHILD    DEVELOPMENT 

The  Institute  of  Child  Development 
continued  in  its  second  year  as  a  train- 
ing place  for  pediatricians  who  desire 
experience  in  medical  psychology.  This 
year  there  were  five  fellows.  On  comple- 
tion of  their  experience  each  fellow  will 
go  into  a  teaching  position  where  he  will 
work  with  children  either  in  pediatric  de- 
partments, in  hospitals  for  children  or  in 
public  health.  Fellowship  training  in  the 
Institute  consists  of  clinical  experience  and 
seminar  teaching  with  the  focus  on  the 
child  in  terms  of  growth  and  development 
and  interpersonal  relationships.  All  of  the 
clinics  of  the  Pediatrics  Department  were 
utilized,  as  well  as  the  psychiatric  out-pa- 
tient department.  Use  was  also  made  of 
schools  and  public  health  agencies  in  the 
community.  The  fellows  had  a  certain 
amount  of  teaching  responsibility.  The 
nurserv  school  continued  to  be  an  essential 
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The  bed  capacity  in  the  Department 
of  Medicine  was  152,  and  1,946 
patients  were  admitted  to  the  medical 
floors  in  1948.  At  right  are  doctors  on 
medical  rounds.

part  of  the  Institute,  being  a  resource  in 
the  study  of  the  healthy  preschool  child. 

The  occupational  therapy  division  had 
a  change  of  directorship  on  April  1,  1948, 
with  Miss  Evelyn  Wolff  as  the  present  di- 
rector. This  enterprise  provided  diversion, 
learning  opportunity  and  emotional  ex- 
pression for  patients  who  are  convalescent 
in  the  in-patient  and  out-patient  services 
of  the  Children's  Clinic.  On  the  average, 
the  occupational  therapy  division  served 
38  children  monthly.  It  had  the  assistance 
of  several  excellent  volunteers  and  occupa- 
tional therapy  students.  Its  services  can  be 
improved  by  additional  physical  facilities. 

Department  of  Obstetrics 
and  Gynecology 

Following  the  lamented  death  of  Dr. 
Henricus  J.  Stander,  the  Obstetrician  and 
Gynecologist-in-Chief,  Dr.  R.  Gordon 
Douglas,  who  had  been  associated  with  Dr. 
Stander  through  the  entire  period  of  the 
existence  of  the  Department,  was  ap- 
pointed as  acting  chief. 

During  1948  more  patients  were  re- 
ceived than  in  any  previous  year.  The 
total  census  of  discharged  patients  was 
10,896  as  compared  with  10,702  during 
1947.  In  the  obstetrical  division  care  was 
rendered  to  4,879  mothers  and  to  4,051 
babies.  The  uncorrected  maternal  mor- 
tality was  1.1  per  1,000  pregnancies  and 
the  infant  mortality  was  2.2%.  Of  the  5 
maternal  deaths,  3  were  attributable  to 
rheumatic  heart  disease,  one  to  melano- 
carcinoma  and  one  to  a  generalized  peri- 
tonitis following  an  induced  abortion, 
conditions  which  were  not  connected  with 
the  actual  procedures  of  delivery.     In  the 


gynecological  division  1,966  women  were 
admitted  and  1,782  operations  were  per- 
formed with  a  post-operative  mortality  of 
0.45%.  There  were  no  post-operative 
deaths  in  patients  suffering  from  benign 
or  noncancerous  conditions,  a  record 
which  reflects  the  safety  of  surgical  pro- 
cedures under  present  conditions. 

Operations  on  both  obstetrical  and  gyne- 
cological patients  reached  a  total  of  2,468, 
a  notable  increase  over  the  record  estab- 
lished in  1947.  Included  among  them  were 
many  procedures  of  a  more  extensive  and 
prolonged  character  than  were  frequently 
undertaken  in  previous  years.  The  in- 
creased load  taxed  the  capacity  of  the  oper- 
ating rooms,  necessitated  changes  to  de- 
crease loss  of  time  between  operations,  and 
eventually  required  the  use  of  the  delivery 
rooms  for  some  of  the  minor  gynecological 
procedures  and  for  teaching  purposes.  A 
seventh  anesthetist  was  added  to  the  staff. 

Continuation  of  the  policy  of  early  am- 
bulation and  early  discharge  from  the  Hos- 
pital following  both  obstetrical  and  gyne- 
cological operations  was  maintained  with 
no  apparent  ill  effects  and  with  a  lowered 
incidence  of  post-operative  complications. 
This  desirable  practice,  however,  led  to 
new  problems  in  management  through 
changes  in  nursing  requirements  and 
through  its  greater  demands  on  bathroom 
facilities  which  were  designed  for  pavilions 
occupied  chiefly  by  patients  confined  to 
bed  and  now  quite  inadequate  for  a  large 
ambulant  population. 

ROCKEFELLER    FOUNDATION 
ASSISTANTSHIPS 

The  assistantships  in  obstetrics  and  gyne^ 
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cology,  generously  supported  by  the  Rocke- 
feller Foundation  for  the  further  training 
of  returned  veterans,  were  continued  with 
benefit  both  to  the  incumbents  and  to  the 
Department.  The  Foundation  has  given 
notice  that  the  purpose  of  these  assistant- 
ships  is  now  fulfilled  and  that  following 
the  termination  of  present  appointments 
on  July  1,  1949,  they  will  cease  to  exist. 
In  cooperation  with  the  Rockefeller  Foun- 
dation, training  was  provided  during  the 
first  half  of  the  year  to  a  graduate  from 
Howard  University  College  of  Medicine 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  education 
of  properly  qualified  teachers  in  that 
school. 

RESEARCH    STUDIES 

Biochemical  studies  during  normal  preg- 
nancy and  in  patients  with  toxemia  were 
continued  under  a  generous  grant  of  the 
John  and  Mary  Markle  Foundation.  These 
were  concerned  with  determinations  of  the 
fractions  of  amino  and  amino  acid  nitrogen 
in  blood  and  plasma,  renal  function  studies 
with  special  reference  to  the  reabsorption 
of  uric  acid  and  glucose,  and  investigation 
of  the  intravenous  glucose  tolerance  test 
during  gestation.  Under  a  grant-in-aid 
from  the  United  States  Public  Health 
Service  renal  clearance  and  the  placental 
transmission  of  the  pure  penicillin  in  nor- 
mal and  complicated  pregnancies  were 
continued. 

A  number  of  studies  are  in  progress  by 
different  members  of  the  staff  on  the  gen- 
eral subject  of  urinary  incontinence.  These 
include  consideration  of  the  geometric 
relationship  of  the  bladder  neck  of  the 
symphysis,    an    anatomical    study    of    the 


urethra  and  a  clinical  study  of  the  results 
of  treatment  of  the  condition.  With  the 
sub-department  of  ophthalmology  investi- 
gations concerning  eyeground  changes  in 
normal  pregnancies  and  in  those  with  tox- 
emia of  pregnancy  and  other  forms  of 
hypertension  were  continued  through  the 
support  of  a  generous  grant  from  the 
James  Foundation.  Plans  have  been  com- 
pleted recently  to  transfer  the  available 
data  to  punch  cards  to  facilitate  the  analy- 
sis of  information  previously  obtained. 
This  extensive  study  should  be  completed 
during  the  coming  year.  Research  related 
to  the  prophylactic  employment  of  peni- 
cillin and  sulfadiazine  in  prolonged  and 
otherwise  complicated  labors  have  led  to 
significant  alterations  in  the  clinical  man- 
agement. In  cooperation  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physiology  investigations  of  the 
character  of  pain  during  labor  were  con- 
tinued and  gave  promise  of  a  more  accu- 
rate method  of  evaluating  various  methods 
of  providing  relief  from  pain.  Investiga- 
tion of  the  use  of  different  anesthetic 
agents  employed  for  purposes  of  establish- 
ing general  anesthesia  were  extended  dur- 
ing the  year.  A  program  for  the  study  of 
various  forms  of  regional  anesthesia  in  both 
obstetrical  and  gynecological  patients  was 
initiated  and  will  be  continued  during 
1949.  Other  studies  in  progress  at  this 
time  concern  infertility,  the  cause  and 
treatment  of  continued  abortion,  the  inci- 
dence and  pathology  of  carcinoma  of  the 
fallopian  tubes,  the  treatment  of  patients 
with  carcinoma  of  the  cervix,  the  opera- 
tive management  of  patients  with  recur- 
rent or  advanced  radio-resistant  carcinoma 
of  the  cervix,  contact  smears  of  specimens 
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removed  at  operation,  ovarian  tumors  dur- 
ing pregnancies  and  a  number  of  other 
clinical  and  statistical  investigations. 

CORRELATION    OF    DEPARTMENTS 

Considerable  progress  was  made  in  cor- 
relating the  work  of  the  obstetrical  and 
gynecological  division  with  that  of  other 
departments.  A  gynecological  consulta- 
tion service  for  the  Medical  and  Surgical 
Out-Patient  Departments  was  initiated 
about  the  middle  of  the  year,  and  in  return 
a  medical  consultation  service  to  the  Gyne- 
cological Out-Patient  Department  was 
started.  This  arrangement  has  been  effec- 
tive in  conserving  the  time  both  of  patients 
and  of  members  of  the  staff. 

A  new  program  of  more  intimate  coop- 
eration with  the  Department  of  Pediatrics 
has  been  planned  to  commence  on  January 
1,  1949.  Under  this  scheme  the  pediatric 
resident  and  his  staff  will  make  rounds  with 
the  obstetrical  group  in  each  of  the  pa- 
vilion nurseries  each  day.  Upon  admission 
to  the  nursery  and  prior  to  discharge,  a 
complete  physical  examination  will  be  car- 
ried out  by  a  member  of  the  pediatrics  staff. 
A  close  liaison  between  the  pediatrics  staff 
and  the  mother  will  be  maintained  in  such 
a  way  that  each  mother  will  be  interviewed 
by  the  pediatrician  who  will  advise  her  as 
to  the  care  of  her  baby  in  the  home.  The 
obstetrical  resident  staff  will  make  rounds 
with  the  pediatricians  on  Pavilion  N-2 
where  babies  with  complications  who  were 
born  On  the  obstetrical  service  are  cared  for. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  arrangement  will  im- 
prove the  care  of  newborn  infants,  provide 
the  mothers  a  better  understanding  of 
essential  problems  and  improve  the  train- 


ing of  resident  staffs  of  both  departments. 
Investigation  of  the  dietary  habits  of  obste- 
trical patients  has  been  continued  in  coop- 
eration with  the  Department  of  Nutrition. 
Inadequate  diets  have  been  discovered  in 
many  patients  attending  our  out-patient 
department  in  the  prepartum  period. 

Department  of  Psychiatry 

All  services  of  the  Department  of  Psy- 
chiatry were  most  active  during  the  year, 
although  the  persistent  nurse  shortage  ex- 
erted some  restrictions  in  the  admission  of 
patients  to  the  Payne  Whitney  Clinic.  The 
lack  of  nurses  was  made  up  in  part  by  the 
addition  of  nursing  aides,  a  considerable 
number  of  whom  were  graduate  students 
of  psychology  in  local  colleges.  Increasing 
orientation  to  psychoneurotic  patients  also 
diminished  to  some  extent  the  need  for 
nursing  care. 

PSYCHIATRIC    IN-PATIENTS 

The  in-patient  service  of  the  Payne 
Whitney  Clinic  received  patients  for  treat- 
ment over  varying  lengths  of  time.  As  in 
previous  years  the  admissions  included  indi- 
viduals from  early  adolescence  to  old  age 
with  all  types  of  psychiatric  disorders. 

The  patients  who  remained  longest  in 
the  Hospital  were  usually  those  suffering 
from  psychoneuroses.  Their  treatment  in 
a  psychiatric  hospital  is  indicated  when 
the  psychoneurotic  symptoms  prevent  the 
pursuit  of  a  normal  life  and  lead  to  increas- 
ing restrictions  or  when  the  social  integra- 
tion is  poor  and  cannot  be  corrected  by 
ambulatory  care.  It  is  an  interesting  fact 
that  they  form  a  socially  poorly  adjusted 
group  in  a  hospital.    The  large  number  of 
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psychoneurotic  and  adolescent  patients  in 
the  Payne  Whitney  Clinic  necessitated 
changes  in  the  organization  and  routine  of 
several  floors.  Eating  problems,  either 
pathological  overeating  or  starvation, 
formed  an  important  difficulty  in  some 
adolescents  who  were  of  special  interest 
since  the  cause  of  their  psychopathological 
difficulty  is  unknown  and  their  combined 
psychotherapeutic  and  general  medical 
management  has  been  little  understood. 

Clinical  progress  during  the  last  two 
years  led  to  better  indications  for  various 
types  of  treatment.  The  well  established 
principle  for  the  use  of  insulin  has  been 
the  presence  of  intense  anxiety,  especially 
in  acute  excitements.  A  new  drug,  dibena- 
mine,  was  tried  out  and  found  to  be  effec- 
tive in  decreasing  acute  anxiety,  especially 
in  psychoneuroses.  Treatment  by  means 
of  electrically  induced  convulsions  (elec- 
tric shock  treatment)  was  helpful  in  de- 
pression with  marked  resentment  and  often 
shortened  its  course.  The  best  results  were 
obtained  if  a  fundamental  improvement 
had  already  been  brought  about  by  psycho- 
therapy. By  waiting  for  the  correct  time, 
good  results  were  obtained  where  previous 
convulsive  therapy  had  failed.  Permanent 
improvement  in  all  these  cases  depended 
on  psychotherapy.  In  our  experience  good 
results  became  obvious  after  four  to  six 
convulsions  and  attempts  to  force  improve- 
ment by  a  larger  number  were  not  help- 
ful. Barbiturates  seemed  most  effective  in 
the  control  of  tension.  Similar  results 
were  obtained  by  prolonged  warm  baths 
and  cold  wet  packs  which  were  used  in 
varied  types  of  psychiatric  disorders.  Brain 
surgery  (lobotomy)  gave  surprisingly  good 


results  in  some  of  our  former  patients  who 
had  been  chronically  ill  in  psychiatric 
institutions  during  the  previous  five  to 
eight  years.  Although  they  were  able  to 
return  to  their  homes,  the  permanent  re- 
sults remained  in  doubt  because  of  the  pos- 
sibility of  late  secondary  brain  damage. 
Also  in  these  cases  psychotherapy  was  im- 
portant for  final  adjustment  to  living  out- 
side of  a  hospital.  Considerable  progress 
was  made  in  the  indication  for  the  various 
psychotherapeutic  procedures.  In  some 
patients,  brief  interviews  were  desirable; 
in  others,  long  term  analysis  was  essential. 
Group  life  with  organized  activity  was  an 
important  adjunct  to  psychotherapy.  The 
intravenous  administration  of  amytal  or 
pentothal  often  helped  to  overcome  the 
patient's  inability  to  discuss  problems. 

OUT-PATIENT    AND   CONSULTATION 
SERVICE 

The  Out-Patient  Department  was  open 
in  the  morning  and  afternoons.  Many  pa- 
tients of  the  morning  clinic  were  veterans 
who  received  treatment  under  a  contract 
arrangement  with  the  Veterans  Adminis- 
tration. The  psychiatric  service  to  the  in- 
patient departments  of  The  New  York 
Hospital  remained  very  active.  During 
the  past  year  394  patients  were  seen  in  the 
various  clinical  departments  in  1,046  visits. 
The  consultation  service  to  the  Medical 
College,  the  School  of  Nursing  and  the 
personnel  remained  an  important  and  time 
consuming  activity  of  the  psychiatric  staff. 

CLINICAL   INVESTIGATION 

Clinical  research  work  was  directed  to- 
ward the  discovery  of  better  methods  to 


affect  various  intense  emotional  reactions 
and  led  to  the  introduction  of  dibenamine 
for  treatment  of  anxiety.  Based  on  a  care- 
ful analysis  of  all  the  patients  who  had 
received  convulsive  therapy,  the  procedure 
was  modified  considerably.  Investigation 
into  the  psychopathology  of  childhood 
schizophrenia  and  into  other  psychopatho- 
logical  reactions  of  childhood  was  con- 
tinued by  means  of  play  technique.  Vari- 
ous clinical  studies  related  to  the  research 
program  of  the  etiology  of  chronic  alco- 
holism received  continued  support  from  the 
Research  Council  on  Problems  of  Alcohol. 
In  addition  to  the  careful  clinical  study 
and  treatment  of  selected  patients,  physi- 
ologic, pharmacologic  and  sociologic  inves- 
tigations were  carried  out.  Electroence- 
phalographic  studies  of  psychiatric  illness 
were  supported  by  the  Barbara  Whitney 
Peck  Fund.  Psychologic  studies  in  the 
field  of  conditioning,  especially  with  an 
evaluation  of  the  influence  of  anxiety,  were 
conducted  in  patients  and  in  many  normal 
individuals.  Investigations  in  the  physi- 
ologic field  included  the  physiology  of 
vitamin  E  and  studies  of  muscular  dystro- 
phies. Many  of  these  studies  were  carried 
out  in  collaboration  with  other  depart- 
ments of  the  Center. 

POSTGRADUATE    PROGRAM 

Postgraduate  education  included  third 
year  residency  training  in  psychotherapy 
for  fellows  of  the  Veterans  Administration. 
The  Commonwealth  Fund  supported  the 
joint  educational  programs  with  the  De- 
partment of  Medicine  and  the  Department 
of  Pediatrics.  The  support  from  the 
Marion  R.  Ascoli  Foundation  made  it  pos- 


sible to  continue  The  New  York  Hospital 
Nursery  School  for  the  psychological  study 
of  patients  from  the  Department  of  Pedi- 
atrics. 

Psychiatry — Westchester  Division 

The  extensive  program  of  repairs  to  the 
plant  and  equipment  of  the  Westchester 
Division  initiated  during  1947  was  con- 
tinued with  most  satisfactory  progress  in 
the  modernization  of  facilities  and  the 
effectiveness  of  service  to  patients.  Im- 
provements included  installation  of  new 
boilers,  power  plant  and  refrigeration 
equipment,  emergency  repairs  in  the  laun- 
dry, and  modernization  of  patients'  accom- 
modations. The  heavy  expenditures  in- 
volved in  these  operations  were  offset  in 
part  by  the  encouraging  response  to  an 
appeal  for  support  initiated  late  in  1947 
when  a  booklet  summarizing  the  past  rec- 
ord of  the  Division,  its  constant  and  poten- 
tial services  and  its  need,  was  prepared 
and  sent  to  friends  of  the  hospital.  Con- 
tributions totaling  over  $75,000  were  re- 
ceived and  permitted  the  hope  that  further 
support  for  the  important  work  of  the 
Division  may  be  secured. 

During  1948  the  policy  of  treating  pa- 
tients with  psychiatric  disorders  of  good 
prognosis  was  continued.  Total  admissions 
numbered  3  5  0,  exceeding  last  year's  record 
by  75.  This  was  possible  because  vacancies 
in  the  nursing  staff  had  been  filled  and 
because  two  completely  renovated  halls  had 
been  reopened.  Forty- three  men  and  three 
women  who  had  been  veterans  of  World 
War  II  were  admitted,  making  a  total  of 
187  veterans  who  have  received  therapy 
from  the  Division, 
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Of  the  33  5  patients  discharged,  28% 
were  considered  recovered  and  78%  of  all 
patients  discharged  were  definitely  bene- 
fited by  treatment. 

Treatment  procedures  which  were  guid- 
ed by  the  needs  of  individual  patients 
included  accepted  therapy  of  physical  ill- 
ness, psychotherapy,  occupational  and  edu- 
cational therapy,  physical  education,  phys- 
ical therapy,  and  the  social  programs  of 
the  Division. 

The  teaching  program  was  expanded. 
Four  physicians  joined  the  staff  to  receive 
psychiatric  training.  Courses  in  psycho- 
analytic psychiatry  and  psychology  in  in- 
dustry were  given  by  specialists  in  those 
fields.  Arrangements  were  made  to  admit 
senior  medical  students  of  Cornell  Univer- 
sity Medical  College  for  instruction.  Psy- 
chiatric experience  was  offered  to  213 
student  nurses  from  the  schools  of  nine 
general  hospitals. 

Intensive  investigation  of  patients  suf- 
fering from  dementia  praecox  have  dem- 
onstrated the  effectiveness  of  electric  shock 
treatment  in  reducing  the  duration  of  hos- 
pital treatment.  In  cooperation  with 
psychologists,  the  personality  of  mothers 
of  patients  with  dementia  praecox  were 
carefully  studied.  The  effect  of  lobotomy 
in  dementia  praecox  was  observed  and 
studies  of  the  problem  of  alcoholism  were 
continued. 

Department  of  Radiology 

PROFESSIONAL    STAFF 

In  September,  1948  Dr.  Harold  L. 
Temple  resigned  his  position  as  Radiolo- 
gist-in-Chief  and  became  Acting  Director 
of  the  Department  on  a  part-time  basis. 


Dr.  T.  Arthur  Pearson  also  entered  private 
practice  but  retained  his  association  with 
the  Center  on  a  part-time  basis.  Dr.  Jacque 
E.  Miller  resigned  to  accept  a  position  as 
head  of  an  x-ray  department  at  a  local 
hospital.  The  full-time  staff  gained  by 
the  addition  of  Dr.  Berkeley  Zinn  who 
brought  to  the  department  special  experi- 
ence in  the  diagnosis  of  pulmonary  dis- 
eases. To  meet  the  increase  in  the  use  of 
x-ray  therapy,  the  professional  staff  was 
augmented  by  the  addition  of  a  radiologist 
who  has  been  responsible  for  bringing  up- 
to-date  all  specially  interesting  follow-up 
records  on  patients  treated  for  malignant 
tumors.  This  work  was  aided  financially 
by  the  Inter-departmental  Committee  on 
Neoplastic  Diseases.  The  four-year  train- 
ing program  and  the  affiliation  with  the 
Memorial  Hospital  Department  of  Radi- 
ology was  continued  with  value  to  both 
institutions.  Liaison  between  Radiology 
and  other  hospital  Departments,  particu- 
larly Pediatrics  and  Pathology,  was  im- 
proved. The  evening  follow-up  confer- 
ences continued  to  grow  in  popularity  with 
the  staff  as  well  as  with  radiologists  from 
other  hospitals  in  the  city. 

STATISTICS 

A  striking  increase  in  the  use  of  diagnos- 
tic x-ray  facilities  was  again  apparent  in 
1948  as  is  shown  by  the  following  table:

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The  most  striking  increase  in  the  x-ray 
work  over  the  last  few  years  related  to 
fluoroscopic  and  radiographic  examination 
of  the  gastro-intestinal  tract  on  patients 
of  private,  semi-private  and  private  ambu- 
lant status.  Additional  modern  fluoro- 
scopic equipment  will  be  obtained  in  order 
to  expedite  this  work. 

New  installations  were  less  than  in  pre- 
vious years  as  most  of  the  out-dated  ma- 
chines had  already  been  replaced.  Two  new 
diagnostic  units  were  installed  on  the  floor 
where  x-ray  examinations  of  clinic  pa- 
tients are  performed  and  improvements 
were  made  in  several  other  existing  units. 
Careful  plans  to  alleviate  further  the  con- 
gested conditions  included  improved  facili- 
ties for  private  ambulant  patients  and 
much  needed  increase  in  office  space  for 
routine  and  research  activities  of  the  pro- 
fessional staff.  Existing  plans  for  a  photo- 
roentgen  examination  of  the  chest  on  all 
ambulant  patients  as  well  as  patients  admit- 
ted to  the  Hospital  will  be  carried  out  as 
soon  as  the  present  building  program  is 
completed.  After  thorough  investigation 
the  plan  for  filing  of  old  and  unused  films 
was  revised  from  a  seven  to  a  five-year 
period. 

SCHOOL    OF   RADIOGRAPHY 

Length  of  training  in  the  school  was  in- 
creased from  eighteen  months  to  two  years. 
Thirteen  students  were  graduated  in  Feb- 
ruary and  sixteen  new  students  were  en- 
rolled in  September.  Under  the  new  cur- 
riculum students  are  permitted  to  take 
their  examinations  for  the  American  Regis- 
try of  X-ray  Technicians  upon  graduation. 
After  the  students  have  had  adequate  pre- 


liminary training  they  become  vital  mem- 
bers of  the  department,  performing  a  good 
share  of  the  routine  work  under  the  guid- 
ance of  the  graduate  technicians. 

RESEARCH 

The  cross-indexing  of  all  pathological 
diagnoses,  as  each  year  passes,  permits  the 
significant  accumulation  of  important 
data  which  can  be  used  in  all  forms  of 
investigation  in  the  Department. 

During  1948  much  scientifically  signifi- 
cant work  was  undertaken  in  the  field  of 
angiocardiography  and  cardiac  catheteri- 
zation. Twelve  articles  were  either  pub- 
lished or  accepted  for  publication  dealing 
with  such  phases  as  syphilitic  aortitis,  oper- 
ability  of  lung  cancer,  pericardial  effusion, 
pulmonary  artery  aneurysm  as  well  as  the 
normal  angiocardiographic  anatomy,  phys- 
iology and  mensuration.  Other  investiga- 
tions included  observations  on  traumatic 
rupture  of  the  diaphragm  with  herniation 
of  the  left  kidney,  a  study  of  the  pterygoid 
process,  and  the  differential  diagnosis  of 
fractures  of  the  squamosa  of  the  temporal 
bone. 

Department  of  Pathology 

Through  the  service  of  the  Department 
of  Pathology,  362  post-mortem  examina- 
tions were  made  giving  a  percentage  of 
68.4  of  the  529  deaths  that  occurred  in 
The  New  York  Hospital  during  1948.  It 
is  noteworthy  that  this  record  was  slightly 
better  than  the  creditable  achievement  of 
1947  (66.8%)  and  appreciably  higher  than 
that  of  the  preceding  five  years  (range 
56.7-63.9).  The  greater  percentage  of 
necropsies  reflected  the  interest  of  the  staff 
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and  the  benefits  accruing  to  clinicians  of 
the  Hospital  from  a  post-mortem  serv- 
ice which  was  conducted  to  provide  useful 
controls  to  diagnostic  and  therapeutic  ob- 
servations as  well  as  to  fulfill  the  purposes 
of  teaching  and  research.  Another  mani- 
festation of  the  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
Department  was  the  large  and  regular  at- 
tendance of  staff  and  students  at  the  Clini- 
cal Pathological  Conferences  which  were 
held  once  each  week  throughout  the  aca- 
demic year. 

The  system  of  departmental  conferences 
instituted  in  1946  was  continued.  As  an 
innovation,  the  weekly  conference  on 
microscopic  pathology  was  held  on  Tues- 
day evening  instead  of  in  the  afternoon. 
This  resulted  in  a  more  effective  scrutiny 
of  the  post-mortem  material  by  members 
of  the  department  and  made  possible  the 
attendance  of  physicians  from  other  serv- 
ices. 

INTERDEPARTMENTAL    COOPERATION 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  year  at 
least  two  members  of  the  House  Staff  were 
assigned  at  all  times  to  service  in  the  Labo- 
ratory of  Surgical  Pathology,  while  always 
one  and  sometimes  two  members  were  con- 
tinually on  duty  in  the  Central  Labora- 
tories. The  connections  between  the  De- 
partment of  Pathology  and  various  clinical 
departments  were  further  strengthened, 
notably  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  John 
Musser  Pearce  as  Director  of  the  Labora- 
tory of  Surgical  Pathology,  and  by  the 
appointment  of  Dr.  Aaron  Kellner  to  the 
Directorship  of  the  Central  Laboratories, 
both  men  having  senior  appointments  in 
the  Department  of  Pathology  and  regu- 


larly participating  in  its  work  while  carry- 
ing on  their  other  duties.  A  close  affiliation 
v/as  maintained  between  the  Departments 
of  Pediatrics  and  Pathology  by  one  of  the 
senior  staff,  who  held  an  appointment  in 
both  departments.  Residents  from  the 
Department  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology 
and  from  Radiology  received  training  in 
pathology  as  during  previous  years.  These 
various  affiliations  greatly  benefited  the 
work  of  the  department. 

EXPANSION    IN    RESEARCH 

The  investigative  activities  of  the  de- 
partment were  continued  and  extended 
with  particular  emphasis  on  the  subjects 
of  cancer,  of  diseases  of  the  central  nervous 
system  and  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels. 

In  the  work  on  cancer,  the  sedimentable 
constituents  of  normal  and  neoplastic  cells 
were  studied  serologically  under  a  generous 
grant  from  the  Jane  Coffin  Childs  Memo- 
rial Fund  for  Medical  Research.  Extensive 
cytological  and  biological  observations 
were  made  on  the  changes  occurring  when 
benign  virus  papillomas  become  malignant, 
with  support  provided  by  the  Committee 
on  Growth.  The  mechanisms  of  resistance 
and  immunity  to  transplanted  cancer  in 
animals  were  investigated  under  a  grant 
made  by  the  National  Advisory  Cancer 
Council.  Another  research  program  was 
concerned  with  effects  on  tumor  cells  of 
an  antibiotic  from  Aspergillus  fumigatus 
fresenius,  and  of  purified  gliotoxin,  a  sub- 
stance generously  provided  by  Professor 
John  R.  Johnson  of  the  Baker  Laboratory 
of  Chemistry  at  Ithaca.  The  detailed  an- 
alysis of  cases  of  cancer  studied  post-mor- 
tem in  The  New  York  Hospital  during  the 
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past  fifteen  years   was   almost  completed 
during  the  year. 

The  research  activities  in  neuropathology 
were  greatly  expanded  under  a  grant  from 
the  United  States  Public  Health  Service.  It 
was  shown  that  the  production  of  experi- 
mental encephalomyelitis  in  guinea  pigs  by 
the  use  of  brain  extracts  and  adjuvants  is  de- 
pendent upon  the  presence  of  a  phosphatid- 
like  substance  in  brain  tissue.  The  mor- 
phological characteristics  of  the  disease  in 
guinea  pigs  were  described,  and  further 
studies  on  the  pathogenesis  of  experimental 
encephalomyelitis  were  formulated.  The 
changes  in  the  cochlear  and  vestibular 
nuclei  of  human  beings,  dogs  and  cats  were 
evaluated  in  preparation  for  a  final  report 
on  the  toxic  effects  of  streptomycin  ther- 
apy. Other  neurological  investigations 
included  a  morphological  study  of  similar 
pathological  features  in  the  central  nervous 
system  of  two  sibling  children  with  phe- 
nylpyruvic  oligophrenia;  a  report  of  the 
pathological  features  of  meningoencepha- 
lomyelitis  and  cerebral  cysts  due  to  torula 
histolytica;  a  correlation  of  anoxic  lesions 
of  the  central  nervous  system  in  human 
beings  and  experimental  animals  to  the  re- 
sponse of  the  brain  and  cord  to  various  dis- 
ease processes;  and  a  study  of  the  relation 
of  megacolon  to  malformation  in  the  lat- 
eral horn  of  the  thoracic  spinal  cord  and 
as  associated  mild  syringomyelia. 

CARDIOVASCULAR    PATHOLOGY 

A  broad  attack  on  the  problems  of  car- 
diovascular pathology  was  continued.  The 
relationships  of  lipid  metabolism  to  experi- 
mental atherosclerosis  were  studied  further 
with  generous  support  from   the  United 


States  Public  Health  Service.  Significant 
was  the  observation  that  the  intravenous 
injection  of  synthetic  detergents  causes  a 
striking  increase  in  the  level  of  cholesterol 
and  phospholipids  in  the  blood  of  normal 
animals.  Experiments  were  undertaken  to 
determine  whether  experimental  atheroma 
can  be  modified  by  means  of  detergents, 
and  additional  studies  were  made  on  the 
blood  cholesterol  and  phospholipid  levels 
in  diabetes  produced  experimentally  with 
adrenalectomized  animals.  In  further 
studies  on  the  adrenal,  the  toxicity  of  re- 
peated small  doses  of  potassium  chloride 
injected  intraperitoneally  into  normal  and 
adrenalectomized  animals  was  measured, 
and  the  influence  of  desoxycorticosterone 
acetate  in  mitigating  the  response  to  po- 
tassium chloride  was  determined.  Atrophy 
of  the  zona  glomerulosa  of  the  adrenal 
glands  of  experimental  animals  was  found 
in  animals  given  desoxycorticosterone  ace- 
tate. 

In  addition  a  number  of  studies  were 
made  on  the  pathogenesis  of  inflammation 
of  the  heart  produced  experimentally  by 
means  of  viruses  and  by  combining  viral 
infections  with  sub-lethal  doses  of  hemoly- 
tic toxins.  The  relations  of  endocrine 
status  and  the  susceptibility  of  animals  to 
viral  infections  were  evaluated  in  a  num- 
ber of  experiments. 

Other  studies  which  gave  promise  of 
throwing  light  on  the  pathogenesis  of 
hypertension  in  man  originated  from  the 
observation  that  silver  poisoning  of  long 
duration  in  rats  produced  both  high  blood 
pressure  and  a  peculiar  deposit  of  silver 
salts  in  the  basement  membranes  of  the 
kidney. 
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Finally  an  important  series  of  investiga- 
tions on  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood 
vessels  were  initiated  by  members  of  the 
junior  staff  who  perfected  a  method  where- 
by blood  vessels  of  the  heart  can  be  per- 
fused post-mortem  so  that  the  flow  per 
minute  of  liquids  through  the  cardiovascu- 
lar system  may  be  measured  quite  uni- 
formly. By  correlating  this  measurement 
with  the  weight  of  the  myocardium,  they 
procured  an  index  of  the  capacity  of  the 
coronary-vascular  system.  This  perfusion 
measurement  was  combined  in  a  number 
of  selected  cases  with  x-ray  and  visual 
examination  of  the  coronary  arteries  fol- 
lowing the  injection  into  them  of  radio- 
opaque  materials.  Detailed  analysis  of 
these  observations  appeared  to  indicate  the 
coronary  capacity  as  measured  by  the  per- 
fusion technique  is  regularly  and  markedly 
diminished  in  the  hearts  of  patients  who 
had  had  angina  pectoris  during  life,  but 
that  it  is  not  necessarily  reduced  in  the 
other  hearts  examined,  even  in  those  with 
extensive  atherosclerosis  and  multiple  coro- 
nary occulsions. 

Nursing  Department 

The  following  report  of  Miss  Virginia 
M.  Dunbar,  Director  of  the  Nursing  Serv- 
ice, is  included  essentially  as  it  was  pre- 
sented. 

Provisions  of  nursing  care  which  gives 
full  support  to  the  medical  programs  of 
this  vast  Center  is  an  undertaking  requir- 
ing a  staff  with  skill,  adaptability  and  un- 
derstanding of  human  relationships.  This 
year  brought  even  greater  problems  than 
those  of  the  war  in  providing  a  staff  ade- 
quate for  this  purpose.    As  of  the  30th  of 


November,  838  individuals  were  employed 
— 519  graduate  nurses  and  319  supplemen- 
tary aides.  To  this  total  must  be  added 
the  student  nurse  group  which,  exclusive 
of  preclinical  students,  numbered  109.  The 
number  of  individuals  engaged  in  nursing 
and  nursing  aid  was  practically  the  same 
as  in  1947  but  was  larger  by  at  least  100 
than  the  staff  on  duty  in  any  earlier  year. 

Although  one  might  suppose  that  a  staff 
of  such  size  could  cover  almost  any  nurs- 
ing responsibility,  there  were  in  the  Hospi- 
tal at  that  time  available  beds  which  could 
not  be  opened  because  of  lack  of  nursing 
personnel. 

Hospital  activities,  as  measured  in  oper- 
ations, deliveries,  patients  admitted,  and 
patient  days  have  been  increasing  steadily 
during  the  last  few  years,  but  the  total 
hours  of  service  to  cover  these  duties  have 
remained  about  the  same  in  spite  of  the 
increase  in  numbers  of  workers.  This,  of 
course,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  work 
week  for  the  individual  has  been  reduced 
successively  from  52  to  48  to  44  hours. 
And  this  year,  as  of  November  15  th,  a 
40-hour  week  was  authorized  as  the  basis 
of  salary,  although  for  the  time  being  all 
members  of  the  staff  continue  to  work  a 
44-hour  week. 

The  task  has  been  to  provide  a  service 
to  meet  increasing  demands  in  quantity  as 
well  as  in  skill  and  technical  ability,  and 
at  the  same  time  to  develop  personnel  prac- 
tices which  are  comparable  to  practices  in 
other  fields.  The  necessity  for  carrying 
considerable  evening,  night,  week-end  and 
holiday  duty,  as  well  as  the  serious  nature 
of  the  work  itself,  emphasizes  the  impor- 
tance of  personnel  practices  which  will  orf- 
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set  these  disadvantages  and  bring  to  the 
nurse  the  tremendous  satisfactions  of  tak- 
ing part  in  a  vital  and  important  program. 

MEETING    INCREASED    DEMANDS 

That  nursing  is  more  affected  by  an  in- 
crease in  Hospital  census  than  are  other 
departments  is  readily  appreciated  when 
it  is  realized  that  every  patient  requires 
from  3  to  8  hours  of  nursing  care  every 
day  he  is  in  the  Hospital.  There  are  43 
busy  Hospital  floors  to  be  staffed  on  a  24 
hour  basis,  7  days  a  week.  In  addition, 
there  are  21  floors  such  as  the  Out-Patient 
Department,  operating  rooms,  recovery 
rooms  and  supply  rooms,  which  operate  on 
a  shorter  day  and  week.  Much  of  the  in- 
crease in  pressure  on  the  pavilions  is  in 
channeling  to  the  patient  the  specialized 
technical  services  essential  in  modern  hos- 
pital care.  In  the  case  of  electrocardio- 
graphy, one  of  the  technical  procedures 
which  has  increased  markedly,  the  demands 
on  the  nursing  staff  have  been  reduced  suc- 
cessfully by  the  help  of  technicians  who 
come  from  the  Heart  Station  directly  to 
the  patient's  bedside.  Such  a  solution  can- 
not be  applied  to  many  more  activities,  as 
there  is  a  limit  to  the  number  of  indi- 
viduals who  can  satisfactorily  work  di- 
rectly with  the  patient.  Many  of  the  serv- 
ices, such  as  laundry,  supplies  and  drugs, 
are  used  in  the  nursing  and  medical  care 
itself  and  therefore  must  reach  the  patient 
through  participation  of  nurses.  It  is  de- 
sirable, however,  that  other  special  depart- 
ments take  responsibility  so  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  nursing  staff  can  in  turn  devote 
themselves  as  fully  as  possible  to  the  actual 
application  of  the  services  to  the  patient. 


This  may  in  part  be  accomplished  by  the 
use  of  various  types  of  personnel  working 
under  the  direction  of  the  special  depart- 
ments and  thus  releasing  time  needed  by 
nurses  for  those  things  which  can  be  car- 
ried out  only  at  the  bedside. 

A  number  of  steps  were  taken  this  year 
to  release  the  time  of  nurses.  In  October 
provision  was  made  for  the  early  establish- 
ment, separate  from  the  Nursing  Depart- 
ment, of  a  complete  service  for  the  prepa- 
ration of  needles,  an  arrangement  which 
will  remove  from  the  floors  each  day  the 
cleaning,  packaging  and  sterilization  of 
about  4,000  items.  Beginning  in  Novem- 
ber a  considerable  saving  of  nursing  time 
resulted  from  the  institution  of  a  new 
regimen  for  giving  of  penicillin  in  larger 
but  less  frequent  doses.  What  this  means 
can  perhaps  best  be  shown  by  the  fact  that 
on  one  busy  urological  floor  the  number  of 
injections  for  a  single  day  was  20  as  com- 
pared with  136  which  the  former  regimen 
would  have  required. 

During  the  year,  an  experiment  was 
tried  with  a  new  staff  member  designated 
as  assistant  pavilion  manager.  This  assist- 
ant to  the  head  nurse,  not  herself  a  nurse, 
had  responsibility  for  making  available  to 
the  patient  the  services  and  supplies  of  the 
specialized  departments.  The  purpose  was 
to  enable  the  head  nurse  to  give  her  time 
to  the  necessary  work  with  nursing  and 
medical  staffs  of  the  floor  in  the  interest 
of  improved  patient  care.  Although  the 
experiment  was  carried  out  on  only  one 
floor,  the  committee  which  was  responsible 
now  recommends  that  a  similar  position 
be  established  in  other  pavilions. 

In  October  provision  was  made  for  new 
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workers,  classified  as  Nursing  Aides,  to 
perform  the  duties  now  assigned  to  floor 
attendants  and  in  addition  to  assist  the 
nurse  in  the  bedbaths  and  evening  care  of 
less  acutely  ill  patients.  These  workers, 
on  whose  grey  uniforms  the  title  "Nursing 
Aide"  is  clearly  indicated,  are  being  given 
preparation  on  the  job  and  to  date  have 
been  recruited  from  the  attendants  already 
on  the  staff.  Although  at  the  end  of  the 
year  only  16  were  enrolled,  their  number 
will  be  increased.  Eventually  they  will 
replace  the  present  attendants. 

IMPROVED    PERSONNEL   PRACTICES 

Within  the  nursing  staff  itself  new  steps 
were  taken  to  improve  conditions  of  work 
and  to  extend  service.  With  the  adjust- 
ment on  November  1st  of  salary  scales  for 
all  nursing  personnel  and  the  establishment 
on  November  15  th  of  a  40-hour  week  for 
all  nurses,  the  staff  received  a  tremendous 
incentive  to  put  forth  renewed  efforts. 
This  stimulus  was  not  lessened  by  the  fact 
that  for  the  time  being,  and  for  some 
months  to  come,  the  entire  staff  must  con- 
tinue on  a  44-hour  week,  the  extra  4  hours 
being  on  a  paid  overtime  basis.  It  is  hoped 
that  these  changes  in  working  conditions 
will  result  in  increased  numbers  and  sta- 
bility of  staff. 

On  selected  floors  in  different  depart- 
ments, the  experiment  of  assigning  to  each 
nurse  the  full  care  of  her  patients  proved 
so  satisfying  both  to  patients  and  nurses 
that  its  extention  to  the  care  of  patients 
on  all  floors  should  be  considered  for  the 
coming  year. 

The  program  of  staff  conferences  for 
graduate  nurses  on  patient  care  became  an 


accepted  custom  although  the  great  ac- 
tivity of  the  floors  during  the  past  year 
continued  to  interfere  with  attendance 
and  necessitated  its  interruption  during  the 
summer  months.  The  extent  of  service, 
the  size  of  the  Center,  the  constant  changes 
taking  place  in  medical  practice,  nursing 
techniques  and  administrative  procedures, 
emphasize  the  necessity  of  such  a  program 
no  matter  how  well  prepared  the  staff  may 
be.  The  exercise  may  also  be  regarded  as 
a  means  of  obtaining  ideas  and  developing 
abilities  of  all  who  hold  nursing  positions 
in  the  Hospital. 

A  committee,  including  representatives 
of  the  Visiting  Nurse  Service  and  of  the 
Medical,  Social  Service,  and  Nutrition  De- 
partments, studied  problems  of  the  care 
of  patients  with  colostomies.  A  plan  for 
management  both  in  the  Hospital  and  in 
the  home  was  incorporated  in  a  booklet 
of  instructions  for  the  patient.  An  agree- 
ment with  the  Visiting  Nurse  Service  con- 
cerning referral  assured  continuity  of  nurs- 
ing care  where  needed. 

SCHOOL    OF    NURSING 

Students  of  nursing  had  the  benefit  of 
the  unusual  clinical  facilities  of  the  Center 
as  well  as  those  of  the  Visiting  Nurse  Serv- 
ice of  New  York.  In  spite  of  the  pressure 
of  work,  faculty  and  staff  have  never  lost 
sight  of  the  necessity  for  emphasizing  to 
the  students  an  appreciation  of  the  patient 
as  a  person  and  as  a  member  of  a  family 
and  a  community. 

In  two  classes,  February  and  September, 
76  students  were  graduated  and  of  these 
57  accepted  appointments  to  the  staff  of 
the   Hospital.     The   U.    S.   Cadet  Nurse 
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Corps,  a  war  measure  to  encourage  young 
women  to  enter  nursing,  went  out  of  exist- 
ence with  the  class  which  graduated  in 
September.  Eight  seniors  served  as  Cadets 
in  Federal  Nursing  Services — five  in  the 
Indian  Service  and  three  in  the  Veterans 
Administration — and  27  Cadets  from  nine 
other  schools  received  their  senior  Cadet 
experience  of  five  to  six  months  with  us. 

The  class  of  50  admitted  in  September 
equalled  in  size  the  average  pre-war  class 
and  excelled  it  in  qualifications.  Desirabil- 
ity of  increased  enrollment  is  especially 
apparent  in  an  environment  where  the 
combined  resources  of  the  Hospital  and 
University  have  so  much  to  offer.  Efforts 
during  1948  were  directed  toward  promul- 
gation of  the  opportunities  of  nursing  and 
the  establishment  of  closer  relations  be- 
tween the  Nursing  School  and  graduates  of 
colleges  in  this  district  and  elsewhere.  Indi- 
cative of  the  need  for  a  continuing  pro- 
gram of  this  character  is  the  fact  that  well 
established  colleges  and  professional  schools 
of  other  types  have  found  both  field  work 
and  publicity  important  to  assure  a  proper 
selection  of  students.  For  nursing  this  is 
even  more  essential.  Twelve  hundred 
schools  of  nursing  are  at  present  tapping 
the  country's  resources  in  high  school 
graduates,  but  the  great  and  steadily  in- 
creasing resources  in  college  women  are  not 
being  tapped  for  nursing. 

SCHOLARSHIPS 

Five  scholarships  of  $100  each  were 
awarded  to  outstanding  students  admitted 
in  September.  The  Committee  for  Scholar- 
ships organized  last  year  presented  the 
School  with  $2,100,  its  first  contribution 


for  the  establishment  of  a  new  scholarship 
fund  to  assist  able  students  who  need 
financial  aid.  This  Committee,  composed 
largely  of  wives  of  physicians  who  during 
the  war  made  up  the  Women's  Division  of 
the  New  York  Flospital  Red  Cross  Unit, 
meets  regularly  in  the  Residence  in  the 
interest  of  its  new  objective. 

AFFILIATING    AND    POSTGRADUATE 
STUDENTS 

A  sixteen-week  affiliation  offered  to  stu- 
dents from  one  university  school  and  three 
hospital  schools  in  the  Departments  of 
Pediatrics  and /or  Obstetrics  was  continued 
during  1948.  Courses  which  for  some 
years  have  been  offered  to  graduate  nurses 
in  surgical  nursing,  psychiatric  nursing, 
obstetric  and  gynecological  nursing  were 
discontinued  and  the  course  in  operating 
room  nursing  will  end  in  1949.  Suitable 
applicants  were  fewer  than  in  earlier  years. 
The  courses  were  not  of  a  university  level 
in  entrance  requirements,  curriculum,  or 
expected  quality  of  work,  and  the  recom- 
mendation or  the  faculty  to  discontinue 
them  was  made  after  repeated  efforts  to 
adjust  assignments,  content  and  teaching 
methods  with  results  considered  unsatis- 
factory. In  view  of  the  great  demand  for 
nurses  with  advanced  preparation  in  a 
clinical  specialty  and  in  view  of  the  un- 
usual facilities  in  this  Center,  it  is  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Committee  on  Pro- 
grams for  Graduate  Nurses  that  our  efforts 
in  graduate  instruction  be  devoted  at  pres- 
ent to  clinical  study-experience  for  nurses 
enrolled  for  academic  work  in  other  uni- 
versities in  this  area.  Thirty-two  graduate 
nurses  registered  at  Teachers  College,  Co- 
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lumbia  University,  completed  this  study- 
experience  during  the  year. 

Department  of  Pharmacy 

Although  the  census  of  patient  days  did 
not  deviate  remarkably  from  that  of  1947, 
the  requirements  for  medical  supplies  to 
hospitalized  patients  increased  so  signifi- 
cantly that  it  became  necessary  to  facilitate 
many  operational  details.  The  problem  of 
providing  personnel  medical  supplies  for 
the  some  3,000  employees  of  the  institu- 
tion was  critically  examined  and  satisfac- 
torily solved.  Speed-up  delivery  became 
increasingly  important  and  was  adjusted 
by  more  effective  use  of  the  pneumatic 
tube  system  for  collection  of  orders  and 
provision  of  a  special  delivery  service  for 
the  department.  The  program  of  product 
and  packaging  research  was  continued. 
Many  new  products  were  introduced  and 
packaging  was  improved  to  provide  greater 
utility  and  economy.  The  volume  of  pre- 
scriptions for  out-patients  increased  during 
1948.  Early  in  the  year  a  new  method  for 
handling  prescriptions  and  patients  in  the 
dispensary  was  introduced.  Waiting  time 
was  minimized  and  was  made  more  com- 
fortable by  better  arrangement  of  seating 
and  by  provision  of  Muzak  and  a  speaker 
system  which  announced  when  the  medica- 
tion was  ready  for  each  patient.  Efforts 
to  bind  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
Department  into  a  closely  knit  harmonious 
unit  were  increasingly  successful.  The 
fundamental  problem  has  been  to  impart 
to  new  personnel  a  concept  of  the  impor- 
tance of  their  role  in  a  community  hospi- 
tal. Other  problems  have  developed  when 
an    organization,    working    at    maximum 


speed  and  efficiency,  is  depleted  by  illness 
of  one  or  more  of  its  members.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  supplemental  personnel  will  be 
required  for  maximum  efficiency  and  op- 
timal morale. 

The  Committee  on  Antibiotics  was  ac- 
tive in  guiding  policies  for  the  more  effi- 
cient handling  and  the  better  therapeutic 
use  of  penicillin  and  other  antibiotics. 
Under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  R.  Gordon 
Douglas  the  Formulary  Committee  has  for 
many  years  attempted  to  evaluate  the  host 
of  new  and  revised  agents  for  use  in  the 
Hospital.  It  has  been  the  policy  of  the 
Committee  to  admit  to  the  accepted  list 
only  those  drugs  which  have  been  accepted 
by  the  Council  of  Pharmacy  and  Chemis- 
try. During  1948  a  revision  of  the  Hospi- 
tal formulary  was  attempted.  This  is  now 
almost  ready  for  publication  and  should  be 
of  great  aid  to  all  those  who  practice  at 
the  Center. 

Record  Deparment 

A  total  of  32,106  new  case  records  was 
added  to  the  files  of  the  Record  Depart- 
ment and  810,718  records  circulated  dur- 
ing the  year. 

The  accomplishment  of  two  important 
installations  improved  working  conditions 
for  the  staff  and  indirectly  contributed  to 
better  service.  Fluorescent  lights  provided 
admirable  illumination  at  desks  and  files. 
Air  conditioning  was  installed  at  the  end 
of  August  and  not  only  made  the  window- 
less  record  room  a  comfortable  place  both 
in  winter  and  in  summer,  but  also  dimin- 
ished the  personnel  turnover  which  in  1946 
and  1947  had  reached  an  all-time  high. 

Much  time  was  saved  by  the  purchase 
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of  a  graphotype  machine  for  cutting  metal 
identification  plates  for  patients  who  are 
admitted  to  the  pavilions.  The  plates  will 
be  used  to  reduce  hand  copying  and  to 
eliminate  errors  whenever  the  patient's 
name  and  history  number  must  be  written 
on  requisitions  or  forms.  Electronic  dic- 
tating machines  were  purchased  to  replace 
machines  which  were  twenty-five  years 
old  and  other  devices  were  introduced  to 
aid  in  dictation  and  transcription. 

A  committee  created  by  the  Medical 
Board  to  survey  procedures  for  requisition- 
ing and  recording  special  services  benefited 
the  Record  Department  by  improvement 
of  some  mechanical  defects  in  the  tube  sys- 
tem and  in  more  careful  instruction  of 
personnel  in  the  use  of  the  tubes.  Fixation 
of  responsibility  for  the  recording  of  labo- 
ratory data,  and  the  introduction  of  chart 
clerks  for  recording  x-ray  and  laboratory 
reports  on  the  private  floors,  reduced  to 
some  extent  the  amount  of  checking  and 
delay  in  completion  of  records  for  file. 

The  Record  Committee  continued  its 
valuable  advice  on  problems  and  subjects 
pertaining  to  medical  records  and  the  Rec- 
ord Department,  and  was  most  helpful  in 
suggesting  means  of  diminishing  the  num- 
ber of  incomplete  Hospital  records. 

The  Department  continued  its  employ- 
ment of  cooperative  students  and  on-the- 
job  training  of  the  Department's  personnel 
for  promotion  to  various  phases  of  record 
work  within  the  department. 


Department  of  Nutrition 

During  1948  this  Department  served 
765,103  patients'  meals,  40%  of  which 
required  special  dietary  restrictions  or 
additions;  41,430  infant  formulae  were 
prepared.  A  total  of  1,412,119  meals 
were  served  in  the  various  cafeterias,  lunch 
counters,  and  dining  rooms  of  the  Hospi- 
tal, Nurses  Residence  and  Cornell  Univer- 
sity Medical  College.  Throughout  the 
Hospital  the  problem  of  maintaining  high 
standards  of  quality  at  a  price  that  the 
employees  and  the  Hospital  can  afford 
necessitated  many  changes  in  the  types  of 
menu  which  could  be  offered. 

In  the  training  program  eight  dietitians 
completed  a  year's  internship.  This  was 
only  half  of  the  number  that  could  have 
been  accommodated,  and  the  shortage  of 
qualified  applicants  at  The  New  York 
Hospital  reflects  a  trend  that  has  been 
noted  in  other  approved  training  courses 
and  has  resulted  in  a  critical  shortage  of 
qualified  dietitians.  As  vacancies  have 
occurred  among  the  professional  staff,  it 
has  taken  a  longer  period  in  which  to  make 
replacements  and  in  some  instances  vacan- 
cies still  persist. 

The  Medical  Board  is  indebted  to  the 
Board  of  Governors  for  its  sympathetic 
support  and  to  the  Administration  for  its 
constant  cooperation  throughout  the  past

I  submit  to  you  the  thirty-sixth  annual 
report  of  the  work  done  by  the  Social  Serv- 
ice Committee  during  the  past  year. 

The  Social  Service  Department  had  an 
unusually  successful  year  due  in  no  small 
part  to  the  fact  that  there  was  more  nearly 
a  complete  staff  than  during  the  war.  The 
Director,  two  case  supervisors  and  nineteen 
case  workers  comprise  the  full  number  of 
the  staff  which  is  responsible  for  providing 
social  work  service  to  the  medical,  surgical 
and  pediatric  divisions.  The  problems  re- 
ferred show  an  increasing  understanding 
on  the  part  of  the  medical  staff  of  the  inter- 
relationship of  the  medical  and  social  fac- 
tors in  illness.  Regular  weekly  conferences 
with  the  doctors,  nurses  and  social  workers 
have  been  established  on  many  pavilions 
and  provide  a  means  of  reviewing  present 
and  future  medical  and  social  situations 
and  an  interchange  of  information  which 
adds  to  a  better  understanding  of  the  pa- 
tient and  of  the  contribution  of  the  social 
worker. 

Service  was  given  to  2,284  patients  with 
complex  situations  calling  for  intensive 
work  and  to  9,5  21  patients  with  less  seri- 
ous needs,  making  a  total  of  1 1,805  patients 


known  to  Social  Service.  Interviews  with 
patients,  members  of  their  families,  doctors 
and  community  agencies  numbered  40,929. 

The  Family  Health  Advisor  group,  a 
unique  teaching  project  in  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Preventive  Medicine,  was 
interrupted  by  the  war  and  resumed  dur- 
ing 1948.  Eleven  medical  students  from 
the  third  year  class  were  selected  and  each 
assigned  to  a  family  under  care  of  the  Hos- 
pital. Under  the  joint  supervision  of  three 
members  of  the  medical  faculty  and  the 
Director  of  Social  Service,  these  students 
in  their  third  and  fourth  years  will  visit 
their  families  to  learn  just  what  the  social 
and  environmental  factors  are  which 
hinder  people  from  getting  well  and  stay- 
ing well. 

The  New  York  Hospital  was  fortunate 
in  being  a  beneficiary  of  the  Hochstadter 
Estate.  This  allocation  made  it  possible 
to  employ  an  additional  case  worker  for 
the  pediatric  service.  For  the  first  time, 
the  Department  participated  in  the  distri- 
bution of  the  Danziger  Fund  for  the  pur- 
chase of  braces  and  other  appliances.  The 
Committee  is  grateful  to  the  many  indi- 
viduals and  agencies  who  have  given  tangi- 
ble evidence  of  their  interest  in  the  Depart- 
ment, especially  to  Mrs.  James  C.  Green- 
way    who    has    continued    her    generous 
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annual  contribution,  and  for  the  assistance 
of  the  Mrs.  Payne  Whitney  Milk  Fund. 

The  various  sub-committee  projects 
were  unusually  successful.  Three  small 
libraries  for  patients  were  placed  on  the 
isolation  floors  where  the  book  carts  do  not 
circulate.  The  Volunteer  Department  had 
a  larger  number  of  volunteers  than  the 
preceding  years.  Both  the  Gift  Shop  and 
the  Thrift  Shop  showed  increased  income 


and  their  profits  contributed  materially  to 
the  financial  support  of  the  Department. 

Under  the  stimulating  leadership  of 
Mrs.  William  Woodward,  The  New  York 
Hospital  team  made  an  excellent  record  in 
the  United  Hospital  Fund  campaign  and 
was  awarded  the  first  prize.

Auditors'  Certificate 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital: 

We  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 
(a  charitable  corporation  organized  in  New  York  in  1771)  as  of  December  31,  1948 
and  the  related  statements  of  income  and  capital  for  the  year  then  ended.  Our 
examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards, 
and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing 
procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances.  We  had  previously 
made  a  similar  examination  for  the  year  1947.

Legacies  to  The  Hospital 

The  Hospital  has  been  greatly  aided  by  this  form  of  generosity.  No  precise  words 
are  necessary  to  a  valid  legacy  to  the  corporation.  The  following  clause,  however, 
may  be  suggested: 

"I  give  and  bequeath  to  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  NEW  YORK 
HOSPITAL  the  sum  of dollars." 

If  land  or  any  specific  personal  property  such  as  bonds,  stocks,  etc.,  is  given, 
a  brief  description  of  the  property  should  be  inserted  instead  of  the  words  "the 
sum  of dollars." 

A  lawyer  should  be  retained  to  supervise  the  drawing  of  the  Will  and  its  execu- 
tion in  order  to  make  sure  that  all  requirements  of  law  are  complied  with.  It  is 
advisable  to  give  the  Hospital  considerable  latitude  in  the  use  of  funds  because 
changing  circumstances  may  otherwise  lessen  the  usefulness  of  the  gift. 

Endowed  Beds 

A  bed  may  be  endowed  by  a  donation  of  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  to  the 
general  funds  of  the  Society.  The  endowment  of  a  bed  entitles  the  donor  to  nomi- 
nate, subject  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Hospital,  a  patient  to  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  one  bed  in  the  Pavilions  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  except  for 
special  service,  for  a  total  of  as  many  days  in  any  twelve  months'  period  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  The  privilege  of  nomination  may  not 
extend  beyond  the  generation  succeeding  the  donor,  nor  for  longer  than  25  years. 
The  Governors  may  in  their  discretion  accept  such  other  gifts  for  endowed  beds  as 
they  may  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Society.

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^he  New  York  Hospital,  which  has  cared  for  approximately  3,571,000  patients 
during  its  179-year  history,  was  founded  in  1771  by  a  charter  granted  by 
King  George  III  of  England.     It  was  this  City's  first  hospital. 

The  original  building,  on  a  farm  in  lower  Manhattan,  burned  before  occupancy. 
Reconstruction  was  completed  in  time  for  the  Hospital  to  receive  as  its  first  patients 
American  Revolutionary  War  troops  wounded  in  July,  1776. 

The  Hospital  is  operated  by  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  through  its 
Board  of  Governors,  and  The  Society  has  as  its  membership  a  group  of  public-spirited 
citizens  whose  interest  and  financial  generosity  are  invaluable  and  who  therefore 
share  in  the  service  and  progress  achieved  by  the  Center. 

The  New  York  Hospital  occupies  with  Cornell  University  Medical  College  and 
with  the  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  the  buildings 
of  The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  at  68th  Street  and  the  East 
River.  This  Center  was  opened  in  1932.  Most  of  the  staff  doctors  are  members 
of  the  Medical  College  faculty.  The  activities  of  the  three  institutions  are  coor- 
dinated by  a  Joint  Administrative  Board  under  the  personal  and  active  supervision 
of  the  President  of  this  Board. 


Three  independently  famous  hospitals  have  in  the  course  of  years  become 
affiliated  with  The  New  York  Hospital  and  their  operations  consolidated  with  ours. 
Thus,  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  founded  in  1799,  Manhattan  Maternity  &  Dispensary 
and  the  New  York  Nursery  &  Child's  Hospital  all  form  part  of  The  New  York 
Hospital  clinics  and  departments  operating  in  their  respective  fields.  In  1947  these 
hospitals  were  legally  merged  into  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital. 

In  addition  to  its  functions  as  a  general  hospital  with  extensive  out-patient 
departments,  The  New  York  Hospital  carries  on  special  psychiatric  activities  in 
Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  in  its  own  Center  and  in  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Westchester  Division  at  White  Plains,  New  York.  The  latter  Division  was  known 
at  its  founding,  in  1821,  as  Bloomingdale  Hospital,  due  to  its  location  on  Blooming- 
dale  Road,  now  Broadway.  Even  prior  to  the  establishment  of  Bloomingdale,  The 
New  York  Hospital  was  the  first  in  the  country  to  have  a  separate  psychiatric 
department  located  in  a  separate  building. 

Throughout  its  history,  the  Hospital — a  voluntary  hospital  which  does  not 
operate  for  profit — has  adopted  and  furthered  a  four-fold  concept  of  medicine: 

Care  of  the  Sick.  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  operation  for  1950  in  provid- 
ing patients  with  the  most  modern  type  of  medical  care  will  be  $12,400,000;  this 
figure  includes  provision  for  depreciation .  Despite  the  practice  of  every  economy  con- 
sistent with  sound  medicine,  the  Hospital  must  depend  on  income  from  endowment 
and  on  the  United  Hospital  Fund,  the  Greater  New  York  Fund  and  on  membership 
and  other  contributions  to  permit  it  to  meet  annual  deficits  arising  from  the  fact  that 
more  than  88  per  cent  of  its  patients  do  not  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  care. 

Teaching.  The  long  affiliation  of  The  New  York  Hospital  and  Cornell  Univer- 
sity Medical  College  expresses  the  Hospital's  time-tested  philosophy  that  great 
medical  institutions  must  provide  for  the  teaching  and  training  of  new  doctors, 
nurses  and  technicians  for  tomorrow  as  well  as  for  the  care  of  the  sick  today.  The 
Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  is  one  of  the  few  whose 
courses  can  lead  to  a  B.S.  degree  in  nursing. 

Research.  In  every  clinical  and  preclinical  department  of  the  institution, 
research  probes  constantly  for  new  methods  of  diagnosis,  new  types  of  care  and  wider 
understanding  of  new  drugs.  The  already  tangible  results  of  research  in  the  early 
diagnosis  of  cancer,  in  penicillin,  streptomycin,  sulfa  drugs  and  psychosomatic 
medicine,  for  example,  vouch  for  the  importance  of  research  in  a  well-rounded 
hospital  program. 

Preventive  Medicine.  The  Hospital  works  constantly  not  only  to  cure  sick- 
ness but  to  accelerate  the  development  of  new  knowledge  and  methods  of  preventing 
sickness.    Our  concept  of  medicine  is  to  prevent  illness  as  well  as  to  cure  it. 
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Report  of  the  President 


It  is  my  privilege  to  render  this  report  to 
the  members  of  The  Society  of  the  New- 
York  Hospital. 

Much  of  what  I  might  otherwise  say  is 
covered  in  detail  by  the  ensuing  reports  of 
Dr.  David  P.  Barr,  President  of  the  Medical 
Board,  by  Dr.  Henry  N.  Pratt,  Director  of 
The  New  York  Hospital,  by  Dean  Virginia 
M.  Dunbar,  Director  of  Nursing  Service  and 
Dean  of  the  Cornell  University-New  York 
Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  by  Mrs.  Na- 
thaniel P.  Hill,  Chairman  of  the  Social 
Service  Committee,  and  by  others.  I  hope 
you  will  read  these  interesting  reports  in 
their  entirety,  for  in  them  is  the  full  story 
of  our  stewardship  for  you. 

As  has  been  true  among  hospitals,  nation- 
wide, for  several  years,  operating  costs  were 
the  most  serious  of  our  administrative  prob- 
lems. We  have  continued  to  give  the  best  of 
care  to  the  many  patients  entrusted  to  us,  and 
we  have  continued  without  stint  our  programs 
of  teaching,  researchand  preventive  medicine. 
In  1949  the  contribution  of  this  Hospital  to 
the  community  in  treatment,  care  and  services 
amounted  to  $3,042,054.38.  That  was  our 
operating  loss,  before  crediting  non-oper- 
ating income  and  contributions.  Every 
dollar  spent  has  been  vitally  needed,  but  even 
so,  we  have  been  faced  with  the  increasingly 
serious  problem  of  making  ends  meet.  We 
know  that  unless  our  costs  lie  within  our  in- 
come, the  time  cannot  be  far  distant  when 
serious  consequences  will  ensue.  To  resolve 
this  question  in  fairness  to  our  many  inter- 
ests, I  have  appointed  a  Survey  Committee, 
chosen  from  our  Board  of  Governors,  who  in 
1950  will  spend  much  time  and  effort  in  this 
important  duty. 


In  1949  we  had  an  operating  deficit  of 
$1,803,225.29,  after  crediting  non-operating 
income  but  before  crediting  contributions. 
This  figure  compares  with  $1,834,943  for 
1948.  To  apply  against  this  deficit  there  were 
membership  and  other  current  contributions 
of  $538,941  in  1949  as  compared  with 
$501,448  in  the  previous  year.  Without  al- 
lowance for  depreciation  of  $803,984,  our  net 
loss  for  1949  was  therefore  $460,300,  which 
had  to  be  met  by  appropriations  from  capital. 
Bequests  received  in  1949  totaled  $387,989,  a 
magnificent  contribution,  but  one  which  ob- 
viously cannot  forever  solve  the  current  prob- 
lem. You  will  find  further  details  of  the  con- 
solidated income  account  on  pages  43-47. 

This  very  creditable  reduction  from  our 
operating  deficits  of  the  past  few  years  came 
about  by  careful  and  able  administrative 
direction,  by  increased  generosity  on  the  part 
of  members  and  friends  of  The  Society  and 
by  increased  help  on  the  women's  and  men's 
teams  in  the  United  Hospital  Fund  Campaign 
of  1949.  Partly  as  a  result  of  good  fortune, 
but  also  largely  owing  to  the  energetic 
attention  which  your  Finance  Committee 
has  paid  to  the  Hospital's  capital  funds,  the 
income  from  this  source  has  increased. 

Among  the  notable  bequests,  I  want  to 
call  special  attention  to  the  Hermann  J. 
Boldt  Memorial  Pension  Fund.  This  Fund 
of  over  $200,000  came  to  us  through  the 
generosity  of  the  late  Dr.  Hermann  J.  Boldt 
and  his  sister,  the  late  Mrs.  Agnes  F.  Boldt 
Celli.  It  is  to  be  used  to  help  endow  the 
pension  program  of  our  Westchester  Di- 
vision. Another  generous  bequest  to  reach 
us  in  1949  was  that  of  the  late  Edith  Speyers 
Kelley   whose   legacy   of   approximately 


$315,894  will  become  part  of  our  General 
Capital  Fund. 

A  number  of  changes  took  place  in  the 
Board  of  Governors  during  1949.  Five  of 
our  devoted  members  who  boasted  among 
them  well  over  a  hundred  years  of  service, 
were  elected  Honorary  Governors.  The 
Society  owes  its  deep  and  sincere  thanks  to 
these  men  who,  we  are  glad  to  say,  will 
continue  to  give  us  the  benefit  of  their 
advice  at  our  regular  monthly  Board  meet- 
ings, and  on  Committees:

Three  of  our  Honorary  Governors  have 
died  since  our  last  Annual  Report.  Cornelius 
N.  Bliss  and  Williamson  Pell  had  served 
The  Society  as  Governors;  Dr.  Eugene  H. 
Pool,  previous  to  his  election  as  an  Hon- 
orary Governor,  had  served  for  41  years  in 
our  Department  of  Surgery.  We  record  our 
deep  sorrow  at  the  deaths  of  these  devoted 
men. 

During  1949  it  was  the  Board's  privilege 
to  elect  to  Governorship  Mr.  George  F. 
Baker,  Jr.,  Mr.  Cornelius  N.  Bliss,  Jr.,  and 
Mr.  Albert  Carey  Wall.  Mr.  Wall  had  for 
several  years  served  as  a  member  of  our 
psychiatric  committees;  Messrs.  Baker  and 
Bliss  each  represent  the  third  generation  of 
their  respective  families  to  be  Governors  of 
The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital. 

Two  appointments  of  major  interest  were 
made  in  1949-  Dr.  R.  Gordon  Douglas  who, 
after  18  years  of  service,  had  in  July,  1948, 
been  appointed  Acting  Obstetrician  and 
Gynecologist-in-Chief  to  succeed  the  late 
Dr.  Henricus  J.  Stander,  became  Obstetrician 
and  Gynecologist-in-Chief  of  The  New  York 
Hospital.  Dr.  Robert  P.  Ball  was  appointed 
Radiologist-in-Chief  to  succeed  Dr.  Harold 
L.  Temple  who  entered  private  practice. 
Dr.  Ball  came  to  us  from  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital, and  we  are  fortunate  in  having  these 
two  able  doctors  in  charge  of  the  important 


clinical    departments    in    which    they    are 
specialists. 

I  should  like  to  call  your  attention  to  two 
other  items  of  special  interest  which  oc- 
curred in  1949-  The  Department  of  Urology, 
James  Buchanan  Brady  Foundation,  and  the 
sub-department  of  Urology  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Surgery  were  combined  under  the 
name  of  James  Buchanan  Brady  Foundation, 
with  Dr.  Victor  F.  Marshall  as  Director. 
To  the  genuine  pleasure  of  this  Society,  an 
agreement  was  signed  with  New  York 
Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 
Crippled  under  which  agreement  it  is  planned 
that  the  latter  Society,  which  operates  the 
Hospital  for  Special  Surgery,  will  in  due 
course  move  to  this  neighborhood  and 
bring  to  our  Center  this  great  orthopedic 
hospital. 

I  do  not  wish  to  close  my  report  without 
reference  to  the  many  problems  which  have 
had  the  careful  attention  and  the  calm  and 
wise  advice  of  the  chief  executive  officer  of 
The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical 
Center,  Dr.  Stanhope  Bayne-Jones.  As  Presi- 
dent of  the  Joint  Administrative  Board  he 
has  brought  his  wide  experience  and  tactful 
ability  to  bear  on  many  problems,  both 
those  which  could  be  anticipated  and  those 
which  appeared  without  foreknowledge. 

Our  membership  now  numbers  515  men 
and  women.  These  loyal  members  and  other 
devoted  friends  of  the  Hospital  have  given 
of  their  time  and  effort  and  money  so  that 
The  Society  could  accomplish  all  that  it  did 
in  1949.  To  them,  to  the  several  hundred 
members  of  our  professional  staff,  to  doctors 
and  nurses  and  to  all  of  our  nearly  3,400 
employees,  I  express  my  deep  appreciation 
for  what  they  have  done  to  make  our  178th 
year  one  of  helpful  value  to  the  community. 

With  your  continued  aid,  in  material  re- 
sources and  in  advice,  we  can  make  our 
179th  year  one  of  outstanding  accomplish- 
ment.

Report  of  the  President  of  the  Medical  Board 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen : 

In  accord  with  the  requirements  of  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Society,  a  report  of  the  pro- 
fessional work  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year 
1949  is  herewith  submitted.  It  is  based  upon 
detailed  statements  from  each  department 
head.  Since  work  in  progress  was  compre- 
hensively reviewed  in  the  report  of  1948, 
note  will  be  made  at  this  time  only  of  out- 
standing advances  and  new  enterprises. 
Previously  the  president  of  the  Medical 
Board  has  included  an  account  of  the  Nursing 
Service  and  has  also  covered  many  statistical 
and  organizational  details  of  activities  which 
are  more  administrative  than  professional. 
This  year  these  aspects  will  be  recorded 
separately  by  the  Director  of  the  Nursing 
Service  and  by  the  Director  of  the  Hospital. 

STAFF 

Deaths.  The  Medical  Board  records  with 
deep  sorrow  the  death  on  April  9th  of  Dr. 
Eugene  Hillhouse  Pool,  whose  association 
with  The  New  York  Hospital  began  with 
his  surgical  internship  in  1900.  One  of  the 
most  distinguished  surgeons  ever  to  be 
associated  with  the  Hospital,  he  was  one- 
time President  of  the  New  York  Surgical 
Society,  of  the  Society  of  Clinical  Surgery, 
of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons,  of  the 
American  Surgical  Society  and  of  the  New 
York  Academy  of  Medicine.  In  World  War  I 
he  was  successively  Chief  Surgeon  of  an 
evacuation  hospital,  Consulting  Surgeon  to 
the  Fifth  Army  Corps  and,  at  the  end  of  the 


war,  Consulting  Surgeon  to  the  First  Army. 
Among  his  decorations  for  service  were  the 
Legion  of  Honor  from  France,  the  Distin- 
guished Service  Medal  and  a  citation  from 
General  John  J.  Pershing  for  "meritorious 
service."  Dr.  Pool  was  interested  in  state 
and  civic  affairs  and  served  on  a  number  of 
committees,  lending  advice  to  those  in  high 
governmental  positions.  Of  particular  note 
was  his  work  in  1935  as  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee appointed  by  Governor  Lehman  to 
rewrite  the  medical  provisions  of  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Act.  He  was  adminis- 
trative consultant  in  surgery  for  the  City 
hospitals  of  the  City  of  New  York  and  a  life 
trustee  of  Columbia  University.  Dr.  Pool's 
entire  surgical  life  was  closely  associated 
with  the  affairs  of  The  New  York  Hospital. 
He  served  as  president  of  the  Medical 
Board  from  1929  to  1931  and  remained  a 
member  until  his  retirement  in  1947  when  he 
was  elected  Honorary  Governor  of  the 
Hospital.  Members  of  the  Medical  Board 
realize,  as  few  can,  the  significance  of  his 
loss  to  this  Medical  Center  and  to  the 
community. 

On  July  29th  of  this  year  death  came  to 
Dr.  John  Russell  Carty,  who  had  been 
Radiologist-in-Chief  of  The  New  York 
Hospital  from  1932  until  1943.  To  his  un- 
tiring efforts  over  more  than  a  decade,  the 
Center  owes  the  planning,  organization  and 
early  development  of  its  excellent  radio- 
logical facilities.  Even  after  serious  cardiac 
illness  had  forced  him  to  a  life  of  relative 
inactivity,  he  maintained  his  interest  in  the 
Department  and  in  the  capacity  of  a  consul- 
tant, contributed  constantly  to  its  progress. 
Dr.  Carty  was  possessed  of  great  energy  and 


ability.  He  was  an  artist  as  well  as  a  scien- 
tist and  a  man  whose  devotion,  integrity 
and  idealism  set  a  high  standard  for  all  who 
worked  with  him. 

Edward  Cussler,  one  of  the  most  beloved 
members  of  the  staff,  died  suddenly  on 
February  2nd.  He  came  to  The  New  York 
Hospital  as  house  officer  in  1905  and  served 
here  in  various  capacities  continuously  until 
the  day  of  his  death.  To  his  many  patients 
he  represented  an  ideal  of  all  that  a  physician 
should  be.  At  the  Anniversary  Dinner  of 
the  Hospital  in  November,  1948,  his  col- 
leagues paid  tribute  to  him.  His  life  was 
memorialized  by  editorials  in  the  New  York 
press  and  by  a  fund  now  being  raised  by  his 
friends  for  the  endowment  of  a  bed  in  the 
Hospital  for  the  care  of  members  of  the 
nursing  staff. 

Dr.  Clyde  E.  McDannald  died  on  August 
13th.  An  able  surgeon  and  teacher  who  com- 
manded the  respect  of  all  of  his  colleagues, 
he  had  been  for  many  years  a  Consultant  in 
Ophthalmology. 

Dr.  John  Francis  McGrath  died  after  a 
short  illness  on  October  15th.  For  many 
years  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  Cornell 
University,  Dr.  McGrath  was  Associate 
Attending  Obstetrician  and  Gynecologist  to 
the  Hospital  from  1932  until  the  time  of  his 
death. 

Dr.  John  Remer,  who  had  been  an  active 
member  of  the  Hospital  as  Radiotherapist 
from  1920  to  1932,  died  in  September  at  his 
home  in  Charlotte,  North  Carolina. 

On  February  23rd,  Dr.  William  Hickmann 
Spiller,  III,  died  in  The  New  York  Hospital 
following  a  prolonged  illness.  Dr.  Spiller 
was  a  member  of  the  resident  staff  of  The 
Lying-in  Hospital  during  1897  and  1898  and 
Superintendent  from  1902  to  1940  when  he 
was  retired  as  Superintendent  Emeritus.  All 
members  of  the  Attending  Staff  and  most 
members  of  the  Resident  Staff  during  the  past 
half  century  benefited  from  his  example  and 
counsel. 


Retirements  and  Resignations.  On  September 
29th,  Dr.  Oswald  S.  Lowsley,  having  reached 
the  age  of  65,  retired  as  Director  of  the  James 
Buchanan  Brady  Foundation  which  he  had 
organized  and  developed.  Internationally 
known  as  a  urologist  and  a  teacher  of  gradu- 
ate students  in  urological  surgery,  he  brought 
much  support  to  the  Hospital  during  the 
many  years  of  his  active  association.  In 
recognition  of  his  long  and  eminent  profes- 
sional services  he  was  appointed  Consultant 
in  Urology. 

On  June  30,  1949,  Dr.  Milton  J.  E.  Senn, 
Attending  Pediatrician,  resigned  to  assume 
directorship  of  the  Children's  Study  Center 
at  Yale  University.  A  leader  in  pediatrics 
and  in  pediatric  psychiatry,  one  of  Dr. 
Senn's  outstanding  contributions  was  the 
organization  of  the  Institute  of  Child  De- 
velopment at  The  New  York  Hospital. 

On  March  30th,  Dr.  Herbert  S.  Ripley, 
Assistant  Professor  of  Psychiatry  and  Psy- 
chiatrist for  the  Psychosomatic  Clinic  in  the 
Department  of  Medicine,  resigned  to  become 
Professor  of  Psychiatry  at  the  University  of 
Washington  Medical  School  in  Seattle.  Dr. 
Harold  L.  Temple  resigned  as  Radiologist- 
in-Chief  in  order  to  devote  more  time  to 
private  practice,  but  will  remain  as  Professor 
of  Clinical  Radiology  on  a  part-time  basis. 
Dr.  Kendrick  Hare,  Research  Associate  in 
Pediatrics,  left  the  Department  in  March, 
1949,  to  accept  the  post  of  Associate  Professor 
of  Pediatrics  at  the  Buffalo  Children's 
Hospital. 

Neu>  Appointments.  Dr.  R.  Gordon  Douglas, 
who,  following  Dr.  Stander's  death,  served 
as  Acting  Chief  of  the  Department  of 
Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  was  appointed 
Obstetrician  and  Gynecologist-in-Chief  on 
January  29th.  Dr.  Robert  P.  Ball,  formerly 
Professor  of  Radiology  at  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Columbia  Univer- 
sity, and  Attending  Radiologist  at  Presby- 
terian Hospital  and  Yanderbilt  Clinic,  began 
his  duties  as  Radiologist-in-Chief  on  Sep- 
tember  1st.     Dr.    Victor   F.    Marshall   was 
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ppointed  on  September  29th  as  Attending 
>urgeon  in  charge  of  Urology  to  head  a  new 
department  of  Urology,  James  Buchanan 
3rady  Foundation  of  The  New  York  Hospital, 
ls  a  division  of  the  Department  of  Surgery. 

Dr.  Harry  W.  Burnett  was  designated 
Ihief  of  the  Radiotherapy  division.  Dr. 
ohn  Caffey,  an  authority  on  x-ray  work  in 
:hildren,  was  appointed  Consultant  in  Radi- 
»logy.  Dr.  George  A.  Wolf,  Jr.,  long  a 
nember  of  the  staff,  was  appointed  Director 
)f  Employees'  Health  Service. 

Honors  and  Awards.  Honors  were  conferred 
)n  several  members  of  the  staff.  Dr.  Stan- 
lope  Bayne-Jones  was  awarded  the  James  D. 
3ruce  Memorial  Medal  for  achievement  in 
preventive  medicine  at  the  meeting  of  the 
\merican  College  of  Physicians  on  March 
K)th.  The  Elizabeth  Blackwell  Citation  was 
iwarded  this  year  to  two  members  of  the 
■>taff — to  Dr.  Connie  M.  Guion,  Attending 
Physician,  for  her  distinguished  achievement 
n  internal  medicine,  and  to  Dr.  May  G. 
Wilson,  Associate  Attending  Pediatrician, 
"or  her  work  in  the  field  of  rheumatic  fever 
ind  heart  disease  in  children.  One  of  two 
mnual  E.  Mead  Johnson  awards  was  given 
n  November  to  Dr.  Henry  L.  Barnett, 
Assistant  Attending  Pediatrician,  by  the 
American  Academy  of  Pediatrics  for  out- 
standing basic  research  in  the  field  of  renal 
function.  Dr.  Thomas  L.  Ball,  Assistant 
Attending  Obstetrician  and  Gynecologist, 
was  awarded  a  prize  by  the  Association  of 
Dbstetricians,  Gynecologists  and  Abdominal 
Surgeons  for  his  contribution  to  the  anatomy 
of  the  urethra.  Dr.  Kermit  E.  Krantz, 
(Assistant  in  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology, 
received  the  Foundation  Prize  of  the  South 
Atlantic  Association  of  Obstetrics  and  Gyne- 
cology for  his  work  on  smooth  muscle  in 
the  human  placenta. 

CLINICAL  SERVICE 

Increase   in    Bed  Capacity.     Easing    of   the 
nursing  shortage  which  was  so  acute  in  1948 


enabled  the  Hospital  to  open  111  additional 
beds.  This  much-needed  expansion  has  pro- 
vided more  facilities  for  the  development  of 
specialties,  has  permitted  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  beds  devoted  to  the  care  of  chil- 
dren and  has  enlarged  the  accommodations 
for  private  patients.  The  reactivation  of 
the  pediatrics  metabolism  unit,  which  was 
made  possible  by  special  gifts  for  operation 
and  nursing,  has  greatly  extended  the  facili- 
ties of  the  Department  for  research  and 
exact  metabolic  study,  as  well  as  for  the  care 
of  an  additional  group  of  patients. 

Poliomyelitis  Epidemic.  On  July  27th,  the 
Commissioner  of  Hospitals  of  New  York 
City,  alarmed  by  the  rapid  increase  in  the 
incidence  of  poliomyelitis  and  fearing  an 
outbreak  of  epidemic  proportions,  requested 
The  New  York  Hospital  to  prepare  itself  to 
receive  a  large  number  of  patients  for  whom 
existing  facilities  were  inadequate.  Al- 
though cases  of  infantile  paralysis  had 
previously  been  accepted  in  the  isolation 
unit  on  Pavilion  G-4  and  in  the  pediatrics 
service,  the  fact  was  not  widely  known,  and 
the  Hospital  had  never  been  equipped  to 
care  for  many  cases  at  any  one  time.  To 
meet  the  emergency,  plans  were  made  at 
once  to  accommodate  15  children  and  to 
establish  for  the  treatment  of  adults  a  new 
unit  of  24  beds  in  Pavilion  G-2  which  had 
previously  not  been  open  for  patient  care. 

The  admission  into  a  general  hospital  of  a 
large  number  of  patients  suffering  from  an 
epidemic  disease  presented  many  problems. 
It  was  necessary  not  only  to  exercise  every 
precaution  to  prevent  spread  of  the  disease, 
but  also  to  make  evident  to  other  patients 
their  complete  protection  from  the  risk  of 
infection.  Facilities  were  required  for  the 
reception  of  patients  with  minimal  involve- 
ment, of  abortive  cases  with  no  paralyses, 
and  of  many  others  who  were  afflicted  by 
minor  incidental  infections  and  symptoms 
but  who  in  poliomyelitis  time  justifiably 
feared  that  they  had  the  disease  and  there- 
fore were   required   to   remain   suspect  and 
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under  observation  for  several  days.  Above 
all  it  was  necessary  to  prepare  for  the  expert 
management  of  serious  and  critical  cases  of 
respiratory  and  bulbar  paralysis. 

In  less  than  a  week  all  was  in  readiness, 
a  remarkable  accomplishment  achieved  only 
by  the  concerted  and  devoted  efforts  of  the 
administrative,  nursing  and  medical  staffs 
and  by  the  cooperation  of  the  New  York 
Chapter  of  the  National  Foundation  of 
Infantile  Paralysis,  which  provided  not  only 
additional  nurses,  but  also  respirators,  os- 
cillating beds  and  other  specialized  equip- 
ment. 

Although  admissions  included  cases  of 
every  degree  of  severity,  preference  was  given 
to  those  presenting  the  most  urgent  and 
serious  symptoms.  This  policy  resulted  in 
the  reception  of  an  unusually  large  propor- 
tion of  patients  requiring  respirators  and 
continuous  observation  throughout  the 
twenty-four  hours  and  through  many  days 
or  weeks.  In  such  cases  the  treatment  was 
of  extraordinary  complexity,  requiring  many 
technical  services  and  the  combined  partici- 
pation of  internists  or  pediatricians,  neu- 
rologists, laryngologists,  orthopedists  and 
physiotherapists,  as  well  as  a  maximal  staff 
of  specially  trained  nurses. 

The  participation  of  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital in  the  treatment  of  infantile  paralysis 
during  1949  was  an  outstanding  example  of 
cooperative  effort  and  rapid  mobilization  of 
the  resources  of  a  great  institution  in  the 
face  of  an  emergency.  Credit  for  accom- 
plishment can  be  assigned  to  no  one  indi- 
vidual or  group.  Even  a  list  of  all  who 
contributed  significantly  is  not  possible. 
Mention  should  be  made,  however,  of  the 
services  of  Dr.  Philip  M.  Stimson,  who  as  a 
consultant  gave  unstintingly  of  his  time  and 
brought  his  rich  experience  to  bear  on  the 
difficult  problems  of  organization  and  man- 
agement. Grateful  acknowledgment  and 
appreciation  should  also  be  expressed  to  the 
National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis 
without  whose  financial  support  and  con- 


stant cooperation  the  project  would  not 
have  been  feasible. 

Established  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  a 
critical  situation,  the  enterprise  accom- 
plished many  purposes  which  were  not 
evident  at  its  inception.  It  resulted  in  the 
immediate  formation  of  a  cooperative  group, 
each  member  of  which  made  significant  con- 
tribution to  the  various  pressing  problems. 
It  stimulated  investigative  work  on  many 
unsolved  problems  in  the  management  of 
respiratory  difficulties  and  led  to  the  dis- 
covery of  significant  improvements  in  the 
care  of  patients.  After  the  epidemic  had 
subsided,  realization  of  the  need  for  more 
extensive  consideration  of  reconstructive 
measures  was  forced  to  the  attention  of  the 
staff.  This  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  a 
weekly  conference  of  all  participants  to  con- 
sider the  care  of  victims  not  only  of  infantile 
paralysis  but  also  of  many  other  conditions 
which  in  a  general  hospital  require  physical 
and  psychological  rehabilitation. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants.  The  unit  in 
Pediatrics  for  the  care  of  prematurely  born 
infants  completed  a  full  year  of  serving  as 
one  of  the  centers  for  reception  of  such 
children  brought  by  the  transportation 
system  of  the  City  of  New  York,  Department 
of  Health.  Since  the  number  transferred 
from  the  Department  of  Obstetrics  remained 
the  same  as  in  previous  years,  the  total 
demand  for  admissions  showed  a  marked 
increase.  Furthermore,  the  new  service 
brought  in  a  high  proportion  of  very  small 
infants  who  presented  particularly  difficult 
problems  of  care. 

In  October,  The  New  York  Hospital  and 
the  Department  of  Health  of  the  State  of 
New  York  sponsored  jointly  a  series  of 
Institutes  on  the  care  of  premature  infants 
for  the  intensive  training  of  physicians  and 
nurses  who  occupy  positions  of  responsibility 
in  premature  programs  in  New  York  State 
and  elsewhere. 

Obstetrical  Care.  In  the  obstetrical  di- 
vision, arrangements  have  been   completed 
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to  have  competent  nurse  instructors  give 
classes  to  interested  expectant  mothers,  on 
both  the  pavilion  and  private  services,  in 
"preparation  for  delivery."  The  Physio- 
therapy Department  has  provided  the  neces- 
sary physical  facilities  for  this  program,  and 
plans  have  been  completed  whereby  more  of 
the  nurses  attending  patients  during  labor  are 
familiar  with  this  technique. 

A  modified  "rooming  in"  plan  was  de- 
veloped and  extended  during  the  past  year, 
although  no  physical  changes  with  respect 
to  structure  or  equipment  have  been  made  as 
yet.  This  plan  makes  it  possible  for  patients 
to  have  their  babies  with  them  at  their  bed- 
side except  during  the  night  hours.  In  our 
experience,  most  of  the  patients  who  avail 
themselves  of  these  opportunities  are  those 
having  their  first  babies.  Conclusions  drawn 
from  interviews  with  these  patients  and  de- 
tailed letters  from  many  of  them  indicate  the 
valuable  nature  of  the  service  and  clearly 
justify  continuation  and  extension  of  our 
present  plans  in  these  directions. 

Out-Patient  Department.  Many  improve- 
ments were  consummated  during  the  year. 
The  importance  of  parent  clinics  was  re- 
emphasized  and  mechanisms  were  perfected 
to  place  responsibility  for  the  care  of  each 
patient  upon  one  physician  in  a  single  clinic. 
Greater  stress  was  placed  on  bringing  the 
consultant  to  the  patient,  thereby  improving 
care  by  permitting  him  to  discuss  problems 
with  his  physician  in  the  parent  clinic 
and  obviating  the  necessity  for  revisits. 
To  centralize  responsibility  and  to  aid  or- 
ganization, a  physician-in-charge  was  ap- 
pointed for  each  session  of  each  separate 
clinic.  As  the  result  of  a  detailed  study  of 
the  admitting  procedure  of  the  main  Out- 
Patient  Department  in  Pavilion  KB,  certain 
activities  were  transferred  to  other  locations 
and  the  reception  of  patients  was  greatly 
improved.  The  use  of  the  Cornell  Medical 
Index,  a  method  of  obtaining  a  patient's 
history  with  little  expenditure  of  the 
physician's    time,    was   instituted    and    has 


been  helpful  in  rapid  evaluation  of  medical 
conditions  and  in  accurate  allocation  of 
patients  to  appropriate  clinics. 

Because  junior  students  replaced  the  se- 
niors who  formerly  served  in  the  surgical 
clinics,  a  larger  number  of  senior  surgeons 
were  needed  both  in  the  morning  and  after- 
noon. This  change  has  resulted  in  more 
easily  arranged  and  more  experienced  surgical 
consultations. 

On  November  1,  a  Consultation  Clinic 
was  opened  for  the  care  of  patients  referred 
for  diagnosis  by  their  physician.  Analogous 
to  The  Vincent  Astor  Clinic  which  will 
render  diagnostic  services  to  those  who 
can  pay  full  charges,  the  Consultation  Clinic 
serves  the  same  purpose  for  those  with 
lower  incomes.  In  both  instances  consul- 
tants and  all  the  facilities  of  the  Hospital 
are  available.  Detailed  reports  of  findings 
are  sent  to  the  referring  physician,  and  every 
effort  is  made  to  make  the  service  helpful 
to  the  doctors  as  well  as  to  the  patients  of 
the  community. 

The  Vincent  Astor  Clinic*  Through  the 
foresight  and  generosity  of  Captain  Vincent 
Astor  (USNR,  Ret.),  funds  were  made  avail- 
able for  the  alteration  of  L-l  wing  and  F 
basement  to  provide  facilities  for  a  new 
diagnostic  clinic  for  private  ambulatory 
patients.  In  recognition  of  Captain  Astor's 
philanthropy,  the  Clinic  will  bear  his  name. 

The  Clinic  will  be  governed  by  a  Board  of 
Managers  consisting  of  those  members  of 
the  Medical  Board  concerned  with  clinical 
medicine,  and  will  be  manned  by  a  group 
composed  of  members  of  the  professional 
staff  of  the  Hospital.  On  January  7,  1949, 
the  Board  of  Managers  signed  an  agreement 
which  was  filed  with  the  New  York  County 
Clerk  on  January  25th.  On  April  5th,  The 
Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  and  the 
Group  signed  an  agreement  providing  in  part 
that  the  Group  of  physicians  will  provide

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professional  services  and  the  Hospital  will 
provide  ancillary  services,  equipment,  space 
and  furnishings. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  construction 
proceeded  expeditiously,  and  the  necessary 
equipment  and  furnishings  were  purchased  so 
that  The  Vincent  Astor  Clinic  could  be 
ready  to  receive  its  first  patients  on  January 
3,  1950. 

Specialties.  The  complexities  of  modern 
therapy  within  the  major  departments  in 
a  great  general  hospital  require  the  de- 
velopment of  a  large  number  of  specialties 
which  are  necessary  both  for  the  optimal 
care  of  patients  and  for  adequate  under- 
graduate and  graduate  education.  The 
number  of  such  divisions  at  The  New  York 
Hospital  is  not  unusual  and  represents  per- 
haps the  average  of  the  greater  institutions. 
It  is  notable,  however,  that  at  present  there 
are  thirty-nine  such  divisions,  six  of  which 
are  in  Pediatrics,  nine  in  Obstetrics  and 
Gynecology  and  the  remainder  divided 
equally  between  Medicine  and  Surgery. 
Each  requires  for  suitable  development  its 
quota  of  pavilion  beds,  out-patient  depart- 
ment facilities,  nursing,  non-professional 
personnel,  laboratories  and  rooms  for  con- 
ference and  assembly.  Although  the  need 
for  most  of  the  specialties  was  foreseen  in 
the  original  plans  for  the  building,  the  ne- 
cessity for  others  has  become  apparent  in 
the  interval.  Each  specialty  is  growing  and 
provision  for  appropriate  expansion  repre- 
sents one  of  the  major  problems  of  the 
Center.  During  the  year  some  progress  has 
been  made. 

Following  a  reorganization  of  the  Dental 
Service  last  year,  Dr.  George  F.  Egan,  the 
newly  appointed  Chief,  has  been  able  to  ex- 
tend the  scope  of  dental  surgery  to  provide 
treatment  and  consultation  for  a  wider 
range  of  patients,  both  in  the  Out-Patient 
Department  clinics  and  on  the  pavilions. 
Problems  in  dental  surgery  include  those  of 
injury,  infection  and  tumor  growth  and 
require  great  skill  and  judgment   for  their 


solution.  Much  new  work  has  been  under- 
taken and  particular  progress  has  been  made 
in  the  treatment  of  chronic  osteomyelitis  of 
the  mandible.  Never  before  has  better 
understanding  and  cooperation  existed  be- 
tween the  dental  group  and  other  sections  of 
the  surgical  service. 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Preston  A. 
Wade,  the  Fracture  Clinic  has  undergone 
rapid  development  and  now  constitutes  one 
of  the  best-attended  sessions  of  the  Out- 
Patient  Department.  In  the  Ear,  Nose  and 
Throat  Clinic  special  attention  has  been 
directed  to  the  use  of  hearing  aids  in  correla- 
tion with  the  enoral  operation  for  deafness. 
The  speech  training  program  carried  on  in 
the  Plastic  Surgery  Clinic  has  proved  fruitful 
for  patients  with  congenital  anomalies  of 
the  lips  and  palate. 

The  Tumor  Clinic  has  been  expanded  and 
particular  emphasis  has  been  given  to 
cancer  detection,  which  has  been  greatly 
aided  by  the  cooperation  of  Dr.  George  N. 
Papanicolaou  of  the  Department  of  Anat- 
omy. The  interdepartmental  Committee  on 
Neoplastic  Disease,  of  which  Dr.  Thomas  P. 
Almy  is  chairman,  has  served  as  an  agency 
for  encouraging  and  coordinating  the  work 
in  cancer  and  for  sponsoring  conferences 
and  educational  programs.  The  funds  avail- 
able to  the  Center  from  the  New  York  City 
Cancer  Committee  and  the  National  Cancer 
Institute  have  been  used  in  prosecuting  this 
work  and  potentiating  teaching  and  re- 
search activities. 

The  Cardiovascular  Division  has  long  been 
recognized  as  one  of  the  most  significant 
sub-departments,  more  particularly  since 
conditions  on  which  its  interests  focus  are 
responsible  for  so  many  deaths  and  so  much 
disability.  Support  for  teaching  of  cardio- 
vascular diseases  from  the  U.  S.  Public 
Health  Service  has  made  possible  the  exten- 
sion of  conferences  for  undergraduate  and 
graduate  instruction.  The  Vascular  Clinic 
and  the  consultation  service  of  the  vascular 
service  have  undergone  rapid  growth  during 
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:he  year.   Daily  supervision  of  anticoagulant 
herapy  has  been  maintained  as  a  protection 
o  patients  and  as  a  means  of  instruction  of 
members  of  the  staff  and  students.    Weekly 
conferences  are  held  with  departmental  rep- 
esentatives  and  guests.    Increasing  interest 
n  cardiovascular  surgery  is  indicated  by  the 
greater   number   of  operations    successfully 
performed  for  congenital  diseases  of  the  heart 
ind  blood  vessels.    Studies  of  intracardiac 
.atheterization    and    of   angiocardiography 
have  aided  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
::hese  difficult  clinical  problems.  Request  has 
oeen    made    to    the    United    States    Public 
riealth  Service  for  a  new  building  to  house 
aboratories  for  the  investigation  of  cardio- 
vascular diseases. 

i,  The  responsibilities  and  activities  of  the 
section  on  Anesthesia  have  increased.  Al- 
though more  anesthetics  were  given  and 
more  operations  of  great  magnitude  requir- 
ing prolonged  anesthesia  were  undertaken, 
mere  were  fewer  complications  than  in  the 
previous  year.  It  is  believed  that  consulta- 
tion with  the  anesthetist  prior  to  each 
surgical  procedure  is  one  of  the  chief  factors 
,:ontributing  to  this  admirable  record.  The 
staff  for  Anesthesia,  under  the  charge  of 
Dr.  Joseph  Artusio,  now  consists  of  19  nurse 
inesthetists,  2  assistant  residents  and  6 
student  nurse  anesthetists. 

Correlation  of  activities  of  two  or  more 
iepartments  has  been  helpful  in  developing 
specialties.  Thus  in  the  evolution  and 
practical  utilization  of  the  valuable  new 
rmethods  of  angiocardiography  and  catheter- 
ization of  vessels  for  the  study  of  cardio- 
respiratory conditions,  there  has  been  the 
most  admirable  cooperation  between  the 
Departments  of  Medicine,  Radiology,  Pedi- 
atrics and  Surgery.  In  the  endocrine  field, 
surgeons,  gynecologists,  psychiatrists,  pedia- 
tricians and  a  psychologist  unite  with  the 
members  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  in 
joint  study  of  problems.  Combined  efforts  of 
Jinternists  and  surgeons  have  been  productive 
Jof  new  ideas  and  methods  of  treatment  in 


parathyroid,  adrenal  and  pancreatic  disease. 
The  maintenance  of  clinics  for  the  treatment 
of  vascular  diseases  both  in  Surgery  and 
Medicine  has  been  abandoned  and  there  is 
now  a  single  enterprise  in  which  surgeons 
and  medical  men  participate.  The  Depart- 
ment of  Medicine  conducts  the  clinics  in 
neurology  and  in  gastro-intestinal  diseases, 
but  surgeons  and  radiologists  take  an  active 
and  necessary  part,  not  only  in  the  operation 
of  the  Out-Patient  Department  sessions  but 
also  in  weekly  conferences.  A  joint  meeting 
for  the  consideration  of  allergic  diseases  is 
conducted  each  week  by  the  Departments  of 
Pediatrics  and  Medicine. 

The  development  of  specialties  has  also 
been  greatly  aided  by  increasingly  close  re- 
lations with  the  Memorial  Hospital  and  the 
Sloan-Kettering  Institute,  many  members  of 
whose  staffs  hold  appointments  at  The  New 
York  Hospital  and  contribute  significantly 
in  weekly  conferences  and  special  clinics  as 
well  as  in  research  and  teaching. 

Institute  of  Child  Development .  During  its 
second  year  under  the  directorship  of  Dr. 
Milton  Senn,  the  Institute  completed  the 
training  of  five  Fellows  who  have  gone  into 
positions  of  responsibility  in  pediatric  teach- 
ing or  in  public  health.  Since  Dr.  Senn's 
departure  on  July  1,  the  enterprise  has  been 
under  the  directorship  of  Dr.  Mary  E. 
Mercer,  an  assistant  professor  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pediatrics,  and  is  continuing  to 
emphasize  the  need  of  informed  teamwork 
between  all  professional  groups.  In  order  to 
meet  adequately  the  needs  of  handicapped  or 
sick  children,  a  basic  understanding  of  the 
well  child  is  necessary.  Hence  the  program 
includes  orientation  lectures  on  normal 
emotional  needs  of  children  and  their  re- 
lation to  house  officers,  medical  students, 
nurses,  occupational  therapists  and  others 
with  whom  they  come  in  contact  in  The 
New  York  Hospital  Nursery  School.  Partici- 
pation of  each  group  is  carefully  supervised. 
A  parents'  meeting  is  conducted  in  which 
parents  and  staff  discuss  common  problems. 
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Seminars  are  held  on  the  behavior  of  sick 
children.  Ward  rounds  are  made  by  the 
Director  of  the  Institute  of  Child  Develop- 
ment, who  is  available  for  consultations. 
Insofar  as  possible  individual  plans  of  ap- 
proach are  worked  out  for  each  child.  An  at- 
mosphere of  friendly  cooperation  between 
all  professional  groups,  a  warm  relation 
between  the  patient  and  members  of  the  staff 
and  leniency  in  permitting  parents  to  visit 
are  leading  to  improved  adjustment  of  chil- 
dren to  hospitalization  and  contributing  to 
their  recovery  and  rehabilitation. 

An  important  part  is  played  by  the  Occu- 
pational Therapy  division  which  now  has  a 
spacious  workshop  for  older  children  and  a 
playroom  for  toddlers  both  on  the  In- 
patient Service  and  in  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Recreation  is  brought  to  the 
bedside  of  those  who  are  not  ambulant. 
Training  is  afforded  to  student  nurses  and 
affiliating  occupational  therapy  students. 
The  division  has  the  assistance  of  a  number 
of  fine  and  faithful  volunteers. 


RESEARCH 


Investigations  in  the  departments  and  sub- 
departments  of  the  Hospital  have  been  pur- 
sued at  their  previously  high  level.  As 
before,  they  have  been  made  possible  by  the 
generous  contributions  of  a  large  number  of 
individuals  and  organizations  whose  gifts 
are  listed  under  Grants  in  Aid  of  Research 
on  page  57.  The  success  of  the  researches 
has  been  dependent  upon  the  efforts  of  teams 
of  devoted  professional  and  nonprofessional 
individuals  working  under  the  inspiration 
and  guidance  of  the  talented  investigators  of 
whom  our  Center  has  such  a  gratifyingly 
large  number.  In  last  year's  report,  most  of 
the  problems  under  investigation  were  listed 
and  some  were  briefly  discussed.  Most  of 
them  have  been  continued,  since  they  repre- 
sent approaches  to  basic  problems  which 
cannot  be  quickly  solved.  During  the  year 
other   projects   have   been   initiated.     It   is 


noteworthy  that  in  their  scope  the  investiga- 
tions at  The  New  York  Hospital  include 
studies  of  both  acute  and  chronic  disease,  of 
emotional  as  well  as  physical  aspects  of  ill- 
ness and  of  problems  of  fundamental  nature 
as  well  as  those  of  practical  management. 
Together  they  constitute  an  effort  of  which 
the  Hospital  may  indeed  be  proud.  Although 
progress  can  be  claimed  for  all  of  the  studies 
which  have  been  continued,  discussion  will 
be  limited  to  a  few  outstanding  advances  in 
the  work  already  under  way  and  to  a  brief 
account  of  projects  which  were  begun 
during  1949. 

Cancer.  Dr.  John  G.  Kidd  has  continued 
his  important  investigations  on  the  nature 
and  diagnosis  of  cancer.  Among  other  sig- 
nificant discoveries  he  has  found  that  cancer 
cells  are  overcome  under  certain  circum- 
stances by  lymphocytes  of  animals  previ- 
ously sensitized  to  a  tumor.  This  is  a  dis- 
closure which  indicates  a  significant  func- 
tion of  the  lymphoid  cells  and  points  the 
way  to  a  little  understood  form  of  immunity 
in  cancer. 

Chemotherapy .  The  laboratories  of  Dr. 
Walsh  McDermott,  devoted  to  the  study  of 
clinical  bacteriology  and  immunity  and  to 
the  chemotherapy  of  infectious  diseases, 
have  been  extraordinarily  active.  The  effects 
of  chloramphenicol,  a  new  antibiotic  of 
wide  applicability,  have  been  compared 
with  those  of  aureomycin,  which  was 
intensively  studied  last  year.  In  Januarv, 
Dr.  McDermott  and  Dr.  Vernon  Knight 
went  to  Guadalajara,  Mexico,  to  investi- 
gate the  activity  of  chloramphenicol  in 
typhoid  fever,  brucellosis,  and  typhus  fever. 
With  Dr.  Ralph  Tompsett,  Dr.  McDermott 
studied  the  combined  action  of  dihydro- 
streptomycin  and  penicillin  on  otherwise 
incurable  cases  of  subacute  bacterial  endo- 
carditis and  evolved  a  method  of  treatment 
which  has,  during  the  year,  resulted  in 
saving  of  many  lives  and  has  pointed  the 
way  to  new  studies  in  the  management  of 
infections. 
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Much  attention  has  been  devoted  to  the 
further  exploration  of  drugs  in  the  treat- 
ment of  tuberculosis.  Although  strepto- 
mycin and  its  derivative,  dihydrostrepto- 
mycin,  have  been  remarkably  effective  in 
modifying  certain  forms  of  tuberculosis, 
their  continued  use  has  often  led  to  resis- 
tance of  bacteria  to  the  actions  of  the  drug 
and  in  some  cases  to  troublesome  or  danger- 
ous intoxication.  Causes  of  failure  of  these 
agents  have  been  investigated  with  some 
success.  At  the  same  time  the  effects  of  new- 
preparations  have  been  studied.  Among  the 
treatments  under  scrutiny  have  been  com- 
binations of  dihydrostreptomycin  and  para- 
aminosalicylic  acid;  neomycin,  the  widely 
publicized  recent  discovery  of  Dr.  Selman  A. 
Waksman;  gliotoxin,  a  substance  obtained 
from  filtrates  of  the  fungus  aspergillus;  and 
thiosemicarbazone,  a  remedy  which  is  much 
used  in  Europe  at  the  present  time  and  which 
was  officially  investigated  by  Dr.  McDermott 
and  Dr.  H.  Corwin  Hinshaw  of  Stanford 
University  during  a  trip  to  Germany  in 
August.  Still  other  and  possibly  more 
hopeful  preparations  are  now  under  trial. 
It  is  gratifying  that  Pavilion  H-4,  which 
was  wisely  established  by  the  Governors  for 
the  care  of  a  few  tuberculous  patients,  has 
offered  an  almost  unique  opportunity  for 
this  type  of  study  and  has  become  widely 
known  as  a  center  for  chemotherapeutic 
research  and  hopeful  treatments  for  one  of 
the  worst  scourges  of  mankind. 

Adrenocorticotrophic  Hormone  QACTtf)  and 
Cortisone.  The  announcement  in  the  early 
part  of  this  year  by  Hench  and  Kendall  of 
the  Mayo  Clinic  that  certain  pituitary  and 
adrenal  hormones  are  dramatically  helpful 
in  the  treatment  of  chronic  arthritis  and 
related  conditions  has  stimulated  a  vast 
amount  of  organized  research  in  which  a 
group  at  The  New  York  Hospital  is  partici- 
pating. Investigations  have  been  undertaken 
in  the  Departments  of  Surgery,  Medicine, 
Pediatrics  and  Psychiatry.  Although  most  of 
them  are  as  yet  exploratory,  one  discovery 


of  importance  has  already  been  made.  For 
several  years  Dr.  Clara  Torda  and  Dr.  Harold 
G.  Wolff  have  been  studying  the  causation 
and  nature  of  myasthenia  gravis,  a  disease 
in  which  incapacity  results  from  profound 
weakness  of  the  muscles.  Even  before  the 
announcement  of  Hench  and  Kendall,  they 
had  shown  that  the  chemical  defect  which  is 
responsible  for  the  weakness  is  modified  by 
the  adrenocorticotrophic  hormone  of  the 
pituitary.  Observations  during  1949  have 
indicated  that  the  course  of  myasthenia 
gravis  can  be  modified  and  that  those  who 
suffer  from  the  disease  can  be  benefited  over 
long  periods  by  the  administration  for  only  a 
few  days  of  small  amounts  of  the  hormone. 

Effect  of  Pituitary  Growth  Hormone.  Of  great 
interest  are  studies  by  Dr.  Anne  C.  Carter 
and  Dr.  Ephraim  Shorr  on  the  effect  of 
growth  hormone  of  the  pituitary.  This 
substance,  which  has  been  only  recently 
purified  in  crystalline  form,  was  made  avail- 
able by  the  Armour  Research  Laboratories 
in  amounts  sufficient  for  trial  in  a  pituitary 
dwarf.  Investigations  in  the  metabolism 
ward  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  indi- 
cated its  effectiveness  in  causing  signifi- 
cantly increased  absorption  of  substances 
necessary  for  growth.  This  dwarf  is  the  first 
human  being  on  whom  the  effect  of  the 
hormone  has  been  observed  over  a  long 
period. 

Electrolyte  Studies  in  Children.  Dr.  Henry  L. 
Barnett  of  the  Department  of  Pediatrics  has 
been  conducting  important  studies  on  renal 
and  hormonal  factors  involved  in  the  dis- 
tribution and  excretion  of  electrolytes  in 
premature  infants  and  in  children  in  health 
and  disease.  This  work  has  been  extended 
by  the  availability  of  potent  adrenal  and 
pituitary  substances  and  this  year  adreno- 
corticotrophic hormone  (ACTH)  and  cor- 
tisone have  been  allocated  to  Dr.  Barnett  for 
study  of  their  effect  on  the  nephrotic  syn- 
drome. This  extremely  significant  project 
is  made  possible  by  the  reactivation  of  the 
pediatric  metabolism  unit. 
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Storage  of  Lime  Salts  and  Strontium  in  the 
Bones.  For  several  years,  Dr.  Ephraim  Shorr 
has  been  studying  factors  which  influence 
the  deposit  of  calcium  or  lime  salts  and  the 
mineralization  and  repair  of  bone.  More 
recently  he  has  investigated  the  behavior  of 
strontium  compounds  which  possess  proper- 
ties in  some  respects  similar  to  those  of 
calcium.  This  year  he  has  been  able  to  show 
that  after  maximum  calcium  absorption  has 
been  achieved  by  feeding  calcium  salts  and 
substances  which  facilitate  absorption,  such 
as  Vitamin  D,  androgens  and  estrogens,  the 
subsequent  administration  of  strontium  salts 
leads  to  their  storage  in  amounts  at  least 
equal  to  and  sometimes  twice  as  great  as  the 
previously  stored  calcium.  If,  as  is  thought, 
strontium  is  an  effective  component  in  the 
structure  of  bone,  this  means  that  remineral- 
ization  may  proceed  at  two  or  three  times 
the  speed  when  strontium  and  calcium  are 
both  given  as  when  calcium  alone  is  utilized. 
These  studies  are  planned  to  include  even- 
tually consideration  of  the  influence  of 
strontium  on  the  healing  of  fractures. 

Alcoholism.  A  large  project  for  the  study  of 
alcoholism  has  been  supported  by  a  grant 
from  the  Committee  on  Problems  in  Alcohol 
of  the  National  Research  Council.  Dr.  Oskar 
Diethelm's  interest,  as  director  of  the  enter- 
prise, has  led  to  interrelated  and  combined 
studies  along  psychologic,  psychopatho- 
logic,  physiologic  and  sociologic  lines.  For 
correct  evaluation  it  is  necessary  that  each 
alcoholic  patient  be  studied  as  an  individual 
with  appropriate  attention  to  his  inter- 
relating emotional  and  physiological  func- 
tions. Such  a  psychosomatic  study,  how- 
ever, offers  a  limited  understanding  if  the 
social  and  cultural  factors  are  not  known. 
In  order  to  clarify  these  aspects,  Dr.  Diethelm 
enlisted  the  aid  of  the  Department  of  Soci- 
ology of  Cornell  University  and  for  the  past 
two  years  has  been  conducting  a  study  of 
alcoholism  in  New  York's  Chinatown.  The 
results  indicate  that  the  relatively  low  inci- 
dence of  the  condition  in   this  section  is, 


among  other  reasons,  related  to  influences 
within  the  family  groups. 

Angiocardiography  and  Cardiorespiratory  Phys- 
iology. Special  mention  should  be  made  of 
the  studies  in  the  Department  of  Radiology 
of  Dr.  Charles  Dotter  and  Dr.  Daniel  Lukas 
on  the  subject  of  angiocardiography  and 
cardiorespiratory  physiology.  With  inade- 
quate facilities  and  a  minimum  of  help  they 
have  made  great  strides  not  only  in  estab- 
lishing an  important  clinical  facility,  but 
also  in  disclosing  new  facts  of  interest  and 
significance.  Although  their  success  is 
attributable  in  large  part  to  their  industry, 
initiative  and  imagination,  their  progress 
has  been  greatly  advanced  by  the  status  of 
their  work  as  an  interdepartmental  effort. 

Re search  at  the  Westchester  Division.  The 
staff  has  continued  intensive  studies  of  pa- 
tients suffering  from  dementia  praecox.  A 
survey  of  the  results  of  hospital  treatment  of 
patients  with  drug  addiction  is  under  way. 
The  psychiatric  aspects  of  divorce  are  being 
investigated.  Intensive  physiological  and 
psychological  studies  of  patients  with  anor- 
exia nervosa  are  being  made. 

Peripheral  Circulation.  In  previous  studies, 
Dr.  Ephraim  Shorr  and  his  associates  have 
demonstrated  the  appearance  in  the  blood, 
during  shock,  hypertension  and  other  clini- 
cal states,  of  pharmacologically  potent  sub- 
stances derived  from  the  liver  and  kidneys. 
Last  year  he  was  able  to  identify  the  hepatic 
substance  as  the  iron-containing  protein, 
ferritin.  In  1949,  great  progress  was  made  in 
these  investigations.  In  a  research  under- 
taken in  conjunction  with  the  Department 
of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  he  has  been 
able  to  demonstrate  the  appearance  of  the 
substances  during  toxemia  of  pregnancy  and 
their  disappearance  following  delivery  and 
subsidence  during  the  eclamptic  state.  He 
has  explored  the  influence  of  the  adrenal 
glands  in  the  formation  of  the  renal  substance 
and  the  influence  of  their  removal  on  the 
production  of  experimental  hypertension. 
He  has  investigated  further  the  nature  of  the 
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antidiuretic  action  of  ferritin  and  has  dis- 
closed some  of  the  factors  which  influence 
the  activation  and  inactivation  of  ferritin  in 
the  test  tube  and  in  the  liver.  Finally  he  has 
undertaken  experiments  to  demonstrate  the 
influence  of  injected  ferritin  in  the  living 
organism. 

Arteriosclerosis.  The  rapid  advances  in 
chemotherapy  and  the  discovery  of  specific 
substances  which  are  curative  in  a  large 
number  of  formerly  dreaded  infections  has 
emphasized  the  importance  of  studying  the 
chronic  diseases  which  are  responsible  for 
a  major  part  of  disability  and  death.  Among 
such  conditions  none  is  more  insidious  and 
uncontrollable  than  arteriosclerosis,  which 
is  now  perhaps  the  chief  cause  of  deteriora- 
tion in  older  people.  Previous  investiga- 
tions have  not  been  very  productive.  By 
some  observers,  arteriosclerosis  has  been 
regarded  as  a  natural  accompaniment  and 
consequence  of  old  age  and  hence  one  of  the 
least  hopeful  fields  for  research.  In  light  of 
this  background,  the  studies  of  Dr.  Aaron 
Kellner  in  the  Department  of  Pathology 
have  been  most  encouraging.  For  several 
years  he  has  been  investigating  the  factors 
which  lead  to  arteriosclerosis  in  experi- 
mental animals.  Among  them  none  has 
been  more  obviously  causative  than  the 
accumulation  of  cholesterol  in  the  blood. 
He  now  has  found  that  the  administration 
of  certain  nontoxic  detergents  prevent  the 
development  of  arteriosclerosis  even  when 
the  blood  contains  persistently  large  amounts 
of  cholesterol.  Dr.  Kellner's  researches, 
which  have  been  confirmed  elsewhere,  con- 
stitute one  of  the  first  important  steps  in  the 
understanding  and  possible  therapy  of  a 
hitherto  mysterious  condition. 

Psychosomatic  Research.  In  the  numerous 
investigations  conducted  by  the  psychoso- 
matic group,  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Harold  G.  Wolff  and  Dr.  Stewart  G.  Wolf 
with  the  support  of  the  Commonwealth 
Foundation,  important  progress  has  been 
made  in  many  directions,  but  perhaps  most 


notably  by  Dr.  Lawrence  E.  Hinkle,  Jr.  in 
the  studies  of  the  relation  of  emotions  to  the 
occurrence  of  ketosis,  and  by  Dr.  David  T. 
Graham  in  the  reactivity  of  cutaneous  blood 
vessels  and  its  relation  to  diseases  of  the  skin. 

Chemical  Laboratory  in  Surgery.  In  the  De- 
partment of  Surgery  there  has  been  estab- 
lished during  the  last  year  a  laboratory  for 
chemical  and  metabolic  studies  in  relation 
to  problems  arising  in  the  Department  of 
Surgery.  This  should  greatly  facilitate  the 
work  of  the  Department  and  add  new  fields 
for  investigation  to  the  already  imposing 
array  of  projects  under  way. 

Mobilization  of  Artificial  Eyes.  A  discovery 
of  potential  practical  importance  has  been 
made  in  the  sub-department  of  Ophthal- 
mology by  Dr.  Richard  C.  Troutman,  who 
has  perfected  a  prosthetic  device  for  trans- 
mitting motion  in  artificial  eyes  through  a 
pair  of  permanent  magnets.  This  promises 
to  be  a  useful  aid  to  those  who  have  lost 
an  eye. 

Immunological  Factors  in  Hematology.  A 
research  laboratory  for  studies  in  immuno- 
hematology  was  set  up  early  in  the  year  in 
conjunction  with  the  Blood  Bank.  An  orig- 
inal grant  of  $5,000  was  made  by  an  anony- 
mous benefactor  and  space  was  provided  by 
the  Department  of  Medicine.  Studies  by 
Dr.  Aaron  Kellner  of  the  Department  of 
Pathology  and  the  Central  Laboratories  are 
now  in  progress  on  acquired  hemolytic 
anemia,  on  the  effect  of  various  enzymes  on 
the  antigens  of  red  blood  cells  and  on  the 
mechanism  of  cellular  agglutination.  In 
the  short  period  of  its  operation,  the  lab- 
oratory has  been  helpful  clinically  in  the 
diagnosis  and  elucidation  of  mechanisms 
of  hemolytic  anemias,  technically  in  aug- 
menting the  scope  of  work  in  the  Blood 
Bank  and  experimentally  in  the  under- 
standing of  factors  concerned  with  cellular 
agglutination. 

Laboratory  for  Study  of  Proteins.  During  the 
autumn  a  new  section  of  the  Central  Labora- 
tories was  opened  for  the  study  of  proteins. 
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This  project,  which  is  under  the  supervision 
of  Miss  Ella  Russ,  will  facilitate  the  investi- 
gation of  many  clinical  conditions  and  will 
be  of  service  to  a  number  of  departmental 
projects. 

Other  Research.  Other  work  initiated  this 
year  includes  studies  by  Dr.  Walsh  Mc- 
Dermott  in  collaboration  with  Dr.  Rene 
Dubos  of  the  Rockefeller  Institute,  of  a 
method  for  the  enzymatic  digestion  of 
sputum;  by  Dr.  Mary  Ann  Payne,  on  en- 
docrine disturbances  in  patients  with  acute 
and  chronic  disease;  in  the  Department  of 
Pediatrics,  on  toxoplasmosis  by  the  sim- 
plified and  rapid  serological  tests  introduced 
by  Hans  Eichenwald,  a  member  of  the 
senior  class  of  the  Medical  College;  by  Dr. 
John  M.  Pearce,  on  the  effectiveness  of  vita- 
min C  in  the  prevention  of  experimental 
virus  myocarditis  in  animals;  by  Dr.  Samuel 
Z.  Levine,  on  the  influence  of  impaired  renal 
function  on  fluorine  retention  as  a  part  of  the 
program  of  prevention  of  dental  caries, 
supported  by  the  Board  of  Health  of  the 
State  of  New  York;  by  Dr.  Harold  J. 
Stewart,  on  the  action  of  thiomerin,  a  new 
diuretic;  by  Dr.  Irving  S.  Wright  and  Dr. 
Ralph  Overman,  on  the  development  of  a 
thromboplastin  inhibitor  anticoagulant  with 
an  action  similar  to  heparin;  by  Miss  Ella 
Russ  and  others,  on  the  demonstration  of 
cold  precipitable  proteins  in  some  cases  of 
Raynaud's  syndrome;  and  by  Dr.  Thomas 
P.  Almy  and  Dr.  Fred  Kern,  Jr.,  on  the  effect 
of  cholinergic  drugs  on  the  motility  of  the 
distal  colon. 

GRADUATE  EDUCATION 

Last  year  48  interns,  1  extern,  104  resi- 
dents and  52  Fellows  were  receiving  graduate 
training  at  The  New  York  Hospital.    This 


number  has  been  further  increased  by  exten- 
sion of  the  resident  training  in  Radiology 
to  include  9  house  staff  members.  The 
training  period  will  be  for  3  years  and  the 
plan  permits  rotation  of  about  4  months' 
duration  through  other  departments  includ- 
ing Pathology  and  other  hospitals  such  as 
the  Memorial  Hospital. 

This,  however,  does  not  by  any  means 
complete  the  story  of  graduate  education  in 
this  institution.  During  1949,  as  before,  a 
continual  stream  of  physicians  from  many 
parts  of  the  United  States  and  many  foreign 
countries  visited  the  institution.  Some 
remained  as  observers  for  periods  from  10 
days  to  12  months.  The  nations  which 
they  represented  include  Australia,  Canada, 
Ceyon,  England,  Finland,  Germany,  India, 
Italy,  Japan,  New  Zealand,  Norway,  the 
Philippines,  South  Africa,  Sweden,  Switzer- 
land and  most  of  the  South  American 
countries.  Graduate  students  of  the  Second 
Medical  Division  at  Cornell  University 
Medical  College,  Bellevue  Hospital,  regu- 
larly attend  departmental  conferences  at  the 
Hospital.  There  is  an  increasing  number  of 
physicians  from  the  metropolitan  area  and 
from  more  distant  places  who  choose  to 
come  each  week  to  enjoy  the  instruction  and 
the  contacts  which  this  Center  can  give 
them. 

The  Medical  Board  is  indebted  to  the 
Board  of  Governors  for  its  sympathetic  sup- 
port and  to  Dr.  Stanhope  Bayne-Jones,  Dr. 
Henry  N.  Pratt  and  Mr.  Laurence  G.  Payson 
for  their  constant  cooperation  throughout 
the  past  year.

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Report  of  the  Director 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  this  report  to 
the  Governors  of  The  Society  of  the  New 
York  Hospital.  It  seems  appropriate  that 
I  should  express  at  this  time,  as  I  complete 
my  first  full  year  as  Director  of  your  Hos- 
pital, my  deep  appreciation  for  the  friendli- 
ness accorded  me  by  members  of  the  Board 

Land  the  whole-hearted  cooperation  of  the 
professional,  nursing  and  administrative 
staffs.  During  this  year  of  adjustment  I  am 
particularly  grateful  to  Dr.  Stanhope  Bayne- 
Jones,  President  of  the  Joint  Administrative 
Board,  for  his  wise  guidance;  to  Mr.  Laur- 
ence G.  Payson,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of 

The   Society,   for  his   unfailing   assistance; 

| to  Dr.  David  P.  Barr,  President  of  the 
Medical  Board,  for  his  understanding  co- 
operation; and  to  all  administrative  officers 
for  their  patience,  loyalty  and  devoted 
efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital. 

Nineteen  forty-nine  has  been  a  year  of 
accomplishment.    The  Hospital  has  served 

~  the  community  in  greater  measure  than  in 
any  previous  year  of  its  long  and  illustrious 

■  history.  Through  an  agreement  directed 
towards  eventual  affiliation  with  the  Hos- 
pital for  Special  Surgery,  consummated 
during  the  year,  the  Center  looks  forward 
to  a  still  greater  public  service  in  patient 
care,  education  and  research.  The  Vincent 
Astor  Clinic,  physical  facilities  for  which 
were  completed  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
will  offer  diagnostic  services  to  private 
ambulatory  patients  and  will  thereby  benefit 
the  public,  which  may  secure  the  advantages 


of  professional  consultants  and  hospital 
facilities  for  diagnosis  without  the  incon- 
venience and  expense  of  occupying  scarce 
hospital  beds.  The  net  saving  to  the  com- 
munity at  large  in  terms  of  its  total  medical 
care  bill  is  expected  to  be  considerable. 

Of  especial  interest  among  the  activities 
of  the  year  are:  active  participation  in  the 
care  of  those  afflicted  during  the  polio- 
myelitis epidemic;  a  successful  effort  in 
nurse  recruitment;  continued  progress  in  the 
development  of  facilities  and  services  de- 
signed to  relieve  the  Nursing  Service  of  non- 
professional duties,  such  as  the  new  Central 
Needle  Supply;  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
volume  of  some  ancillary  services  rendered, 
indicative  of  a  more  comprehensive  approach 
to  the  problems  of  diagnosis;  improvement 
of  administrative  organization;  revision  of 
rate  structure;  and  progress  towards  a  more 
satisfactory  solution  of  current  financial 
problems,  as  well  as  other  accomplishments, 
all  of  which  are  treated  in  greater  detail  in 
the  following  pages. 

The  Hospital  continues  to  struggle  with 
its  financial  problems  against  a  background 
of  conflicting  political  philosophies.  On 
one  hand  there  are  those  who  would  insti- 
tute a  system  of  compulsory  health  insurance 
financed  by  the  Federal  treasury.  Stoutly 
opposed  are  many  who  maintain  that 
voluntary  prepayment  plans  can  and  will 
provide  a  more  acceptable  solution  to  the 
problems  which  have  developed  as  a  result 
of  the  ever-increasing  costs  of  medical  care 
and  hospitalization,  provided  local  govern- 
ment assumes  its  rightful  share  of  financial 
responsibility  for  the  care  of  public  charges 
both  as  in-patients  and  out-patients  of  volun-

tary  hospitals.  Pending  the  resolution  of 
this  conflict,  which  may  come  gradually 
and  over  an  extended  period,  the  Hospital 
must  develop  to  the  fullest  degree  every 
possible  opportunity  to  increase  efficiency 
of  operation  and  augment  income  as  alterna- 
tives to  any  reduction  in  the  effectiveness  of 
its  public  service  in  the  fields  of  hospital 
care,  medical  education  and  research. 


VITAL  STATISTICS 

Including  newborns,  the  main  Hospital 
admitted  to  its  clinical  services  the  greatest 
number  of  patients  for  any  year  in  its  history, 
26,094,  as  compared  with  the  previous 
record  of  26,017  in  1948.  309,052  patient- 
days  of  care  were  provided,  an  increase  of 
3,941  over  1948.  A  reduction  in  the  number 
of  obstetrical  patients,  roughly  proportion- 
ate to  the  declining  birth  rate  of  Manhattan, 
was  more  than  offset  by  gains  elsewhere,  par- 
ticularly in  the  medical  pavilions. 

Occupancy  dropped  slightly  from  79-4 
per  cent  in  1948  to  78.6  per  cent,  primarily 
because  of  the  unseasonably  hot  summer, 
when  patients  fled  the  sweltering  city  heat 
and  surgeons  were  reluctant  to  subject  their 
patients  to  elective  operations  under  the 
unfavorable  conditions  of  extreme  heat  and 
humidity.  This  summer  decline  was  par- 
ticularly noticeable  in  private  and  semi- 
private  accommodations,  a  phenomenon 
which  had  not  occurred  to  such  a  marked 
degree  since  before  the  war. 

The  average  length  of  patient  stay  re- 
mained unchanged  from  1948  at  12.5  days. 
Although  the  period  of  hospitalization  for 
patients  in  private  and  semi-private  rooms 
dropped  appreciably,  the  necessity  for  pro- 
longed therapy  in  poliomyelitis  cases  was 
responsible  for  maintaining  the  average. 

During  the  year,  as  nurse  recruitment  pro- 
gressed and  as  more  qualified  people  became 
available  for  employment,  111  additional 
beds  were  opened.  A  comparison  of  bed 
distribution,    exclusive   of   Payne   Whitney

The  increase  in  available  beds  was  accom- 
plished by  several  methods.  Those  beds 
temporarily  closed  in  the  autumn  of  1948, 
because  of  the  acute  shortage  of  nurses,  were 
reopened.  Low-cost  private  rooms  on  F-3 
and  additional  beds  in  The  Lying-in  Hos- 
pital became  available.  Some  of  the  larger, 
more  expensive  single  rooms  in  the  Baker 
Pavilion  and  in  private  Pediatrics  were  con- 
verted to  two-bed  semi-private  accommoda- 
tions. G-2,  never  before  utilized  for  patients, 
was  rapidly  prepared  for  the  admission  of 
poliomyelitis  cases  when  it  became  apparent 
that  the  existing  facilities  of  City  and 
voluntary  hospitals  would  be  inadequate. 

In  the  Out-Patient  Department,  although 
no  resident  of  The  New  York  Hospital  com- 
munity was  refused  admission  to  the  clinic, 
there  was  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  new 
patients  from  20,279  in  1948  to  18,402  in 
1949,  due  in  part  to  more  judicious  selection 
of  patients  by  admitting  physicians.  The 
total  number  of  visits,  282,519,  remained 
essentially  unchanged,  indicating  an  in- 
creased number  of  return  visits  per  patient. 
Furthermore,  the  amount  of  time  spent  by 
doctors  in  the  clinic  and  the  number  of 
x-rays  taken  on  clinic  patients  both  showed 
an  appreciable  increase  in  comparison  with 
1948.  These  facts  point  to  a  more  compre- 
hensive consideration  of  the  individual 
patient's  problems. 

Reference  to  Service  Statistics  on  page  68 
will  disclose  the  continuously  increasing 
usefulness  of  the  laboratories,  radiological 
and  ancillary  services. 
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AFFILIATION  WITH  HOSPITAL 
FOR  SPECIAL  SURGERY 

After  discussions  carried  on  over  several 
years  with  authorities  in  the  fields  of  medi- 
cine and  hospital  service  and  in  consultation 
with  the  Hospital  Council  of  Greater  New 
York,  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 
and  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of 
the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  entered  into  nego- 
tiations directed  toward  eventual  affiliation. 

On  April  5,  1949,  an  agreement  to  provide, 
subject  to  certain  contingencies,  for  a  close, 
proximate  affiliation  was  signed.  This  pro- 
vided in  part  that  a  new  Hospital  for 
Special  Surgery  would  be  built  on  the 
easterly  end  of  the  block  bounded  by  70th 
and  71st  Streets  and  East  River  highway. 
Both  societies  will  maintain  unchanged 
their  corporate  entities. 

THE  VINCENT  ASTOR  CLINIC 

Preparations  for  the  opening  of  a  diag- 
nostic clinic  for  private  ambulatory  patients 
were  completed  during  the  year.  This  pro- 
ject, made  possible  by  the  foresight  and 
generosity  of  Captain  Vincent  Astor  (USNR, 
Ret.)  and  named  for  him,  will  afford  oppor- 
tunity for  extending  the  services  of  the 
Hospital  to  the  physicians  and  people  of  the 
community.  A  fuller  account  of  its  organiza- 
tion and  progress  is  included  in  the  Report 
of  the  President  of  the  Medical  Board. 

THE  MASTER  PLAN 

The  Hospital  Council  of  Greater  New 
York  is  "a  non-profit  organization  incorpo- 
rated to  coordinate  and  improve  the  hospital 
and  health  services  in  New  York  City  and 
to  plan  the  development  of  these  in  relation 
to  community  needs."  To  implement  its 
objectives  the  Council  published  in  April, 
1947,  its  Master  Plan  for  Hospitals  and  Re- 
lated Facilities  of  New  York  City. 

With  a  long  record  of  active  participation 
in  cooperative  efforts  to  improve  hospital 


service  in  the  community,  it  was  fitting  that 
The  New  York  Hospital  would  enter  into 
cooperation  with  the  Hospital  Council  in  the 
attainment  of  the  objectives  of  the  Master 
Plan.  It  is  with  gratification  that  we  note 
the  announcement  in  July  of  the  designation 
of  The  New  York  Hospital  as  a  participating 
hospital  in  the  Hospital  Council's  Master 
Plan. 


JAMES  BUCHANAN  BRADY 
FOUNDATION 

With  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Oswald  S. 
Lowsley  on  September  29  as  Director  of 
James  Buchanan  Brady  Foundation,  a  posi- 
tion he  had  held  since  its  establishment 
30  years  ago,  the  Department  of  Urology, 
James  Buchanan  Brady  Foundation  and  the 
sub-department  of  Urology  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Surgery  were  combined  under  the 
name  of  the  Department  of  Urology,  James 
Buchanan  Brady  Foundation,  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Surgery.  Dr.  Victor  F.  Marshall 
was  appointed  Director. 


POLIOMYELITIS  EPIDEMIC 

On  July  27,  with  the  incidence  of  acute 
poliomyelitis  rapidly  approaching  epidemic 
proportions,  the  Commissioner  of  Hospitals 
of  the  City  of  New  York  requested  the  co- 
operation of  The  New  York  Hospital  in 
preparing  for  the  reception  of  a  large  number 
of  cases  which  were  expected  to  develop  by 
August  15  and  for  which  City  hospital 
isolation  facilities  would  not  be  adequate. 
In  answer  to  this  urgent  appeal,  Pavilion 
G-2,  hitherto  used  only  as  storage  space, 
was  cleaned,  painted,  renovated,  supplied 
and  specially  equipped  in  less  than  a  week  to 
operate  as  an  isolation  unit  for  the  care  of 
24  adult  acute  poliomyelitis  patients.  The 
New  York  Chapter  of  the  National  Founda- 
tion for  Infantile  Paralysis  aided  in  the 
procurement  of  special  equipment  including 
respirators,   hot  pack  steamers,   oscillating 
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beds  and  various  types  of  physiotherapy- 
apparatus.  In  addition,  the  Foundation 
recruited  and  paid  for  a  special  nursing  staff 
to  augment  the  existing  Hospital  staff  and 
assisted  in  defraying  the  cost  of  care  for 
the  many  patients  unable  to  do  so  them- 
selves. 

At  midnight  of  December  31  records  indi- 
cated that  the  Hospital  had  treated  112  acute 
poliomyelitis  patients  during  the  last  6 
months  of  the  year.  Of  this  total  number  8 
had  died,  all  of  the  deaths  having  occurred 
in  patients  over  13  years  of  age  who  had 
been  stricken  with  bulbar  poliomyelitis. 
Seventy-nine  patients  had  been  discharged 
improved.  Twenty-five  patients,  most  of 
them  convalescents  undergoing  rehabilita- 
tion treatment,  remained  in  the  Hospital. 
The  Hospital  is  proud  of  the  men  and  women 
of  all  services  and  departments  whose  de- 
voted efforts  in  the  face  of  unusual  stress  and 
difficulty  made  possible  the  accomplishment 
of  this  signal  service  to  the  community.

Clement  as  Director  of  Employees'  Health 
Service.  Mr.  William  W.  Downey,  Chief 
Engineer,  retired,  and  Mr.  Richard  Walke 
was  appointed  the  Hospital's  first  Director 
of  Plant  Operations.  Mr.  Donald  A.  Clarke 
was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Norman  N.  Baker  in 
the  position  of  Pharmacist.  Mr.  William 
Walton,  Jr.,  succeeded  Mr.  James  F.  Best  as 
Purchasing  Agent.  Miss  Bernice  R.  Car- 
rington,  R.N.,  was  appointed  Assistant 
Director  of  Nursing.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Upton 
Wright,  R.N.,  succeeded  Miss  Margaret 
Joinville,  R.N.,  as  Director  of  Psychiatric 
Nursing  Department.  Mrs.  Margaretta  Tre- 
herne-Thomas  was  appointed  the  Hospital's 


first  full-time  Director  of  Volunteers.  To 
those  who  have  left  the  Hospital  after  years 
of  loyal  service  go  best  wishes  for  success 
and  a  long  and  happy  life.  To  the  newly- 
appointed  departmental  heads  go  congratu- 
lations and  heartiest  greetings  of  welcome. 


LONG  TERM  FINANCIAL  PROBLEMS 

The  financial  dilemma  of  voluntary  hos- 
pitals may  be  simply  stated:  the  cost  of 
hospital  care  has  risen  faster  than  the 
ability  of  the  average  person  to  pay  for  it. 
Today  hospitals  are  similar  to  industry  in 
that  they  are  forced  to  pay  inflated  prices 
for  supplies;  but  whereas  industry  constantly 
increases  the  productivity  of  labor  by  the 
introduction  of  labor-saving  machines,  hos- 
pitals are  limited  in  their  ability  to  achieve 
similar  savings  by  the  fact  that  hospital  care 
involves  essentially  personal  services  which 
defy  mechanization.  Approximately  60  per 
cent  of  the  hospital  expense  dollar  goes  for 
salaries,  and  salaries  must  be  constantly  in- 
creased to  keep  pace  with  those  paid  by 
industry.  Costs  are  further  augmented 
through  the  ever-increasing  number  of  com- 
plex and  highly  technical  diagnostic  and 
therapeutic  procedures  devised  by  medical 
science.  These  in  turn  require  added  tech- 
nically trained  personnel  and  expensive 
drugs,  equipment  and  supplies. 

The  inability  of  the  average  individual  to 
pay  these  increased  costs  is  reflected  in  the 
greater  amount  of  free  care  given  at  The 
New  York  Hospital.  In  1944  this  amounted 
to  $1,389,000,  and  was  partly  paid  for 
through  gifts  and  investment  income  of 
$1,106,000.  In  1949,  free  care  had  risen  to 
$2,612,000,  and  gifts  and  investment  income 
to  $1,397,000,  leaving  $1,215,000  of  free 
service  as  a  charge  against  capital  funds. 
In  1944,  the  net  loss  per  patient  day  on  the 
pavilions  was  $5-42;   in  1949,  it  was  $9-61. 

Resolution  of  the  Hospital's  financial 
dilemma  will  not  be  easy.     Certainly   the 
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rapid  growth  of  Blue  Cross  voluntary  hos- 
pitalization insurance  plans  has  and  will 
make  an  ever  greater  contribution  to  the 
solution,  especially  when  reimbursement 
rates  to  hospitals  average  cost.  But  in  the 
last  analysis  the  conclusion  reached  almost 
unanimously  by  a  group  of  prominent  hos- 
pital administrators,  as  reported  in  The 
Modern  Hospital,  is  valid:  "Voluntary  hos- 
pitals cannot  survive  as  independent  enter- 
prises unless  they  receive  full-cost  payments 
for  the  indigent  and  medically  indigent  pa- 
tients they  are  expected  to  care  for  under  the 
present  system."  Since  government  assumes 
responsibility  for  the  indigent,  these  pay- 
ments are  the  proper  responsibility  of  govern- 
ment. More  adequate  reimbursement  to  The 
New  York  Hospital  by  the  City  of  New  York 
for  in-patient  care  and  initiation  of  payments 
for  the  out-patient  care  of  its  indigent  would 
do  much  to  solve  our  financial  dilemma. 

An  additional  element  of  the  financial 
problem  is  the  failure  of  income  from  endow- 
ments to  keep  pace  with  the  rapid  rise  in 
operating  costs.  In  1944  investment  income 
paid  16.6  per  cent  of  operating  expenses;  in 
1949  only  10.8  per  cent. 


CURRENT  FINANCIAL  PROBLEMS 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  The  Society 
was  faced  with  a  serious  financial  problem. 
Upward  salary  revisions  had  been  granted  in 
November,  1948,  and  the  40-hour  week  had 
been  instituted,  but  not  implemented,  for 
nurses.  Because  of  unavailability  of  nurses 
and  other  qualified  personnel,  there  were 
many  vacancies  in  the  organization.  Had 
these  vacancies  been  filled  for  the  entire  year, 
The  Society  would  have  been  faced  with  an 
operating  deficit  of  $2,421,000.  Actually 
the  operating  net  deficit  for  The  Society  was 
$1,803,225  before  contributions,  compared 
with  $1,834,943  for  1948.  Applied  against 
this  deficit  were  Society  membership  and 
other  current  contributions  of  $538,941,  as 
compared    with    $501,448    in    the    previous 


year.  Exclusive  of  a  depreciation  charge  of 
$803,984,  the  net  operating  loss  for  the 
year  was  $460,300.  Disbursements  for  capital 
additions  and  replacements,  exclusive  of 
facilities  for  The  Vincent  Astor  Clinic, 
made  possible  by  Captain  Astor's  gift,  came 
to  $244,005-  The  principal  charges  against 
capital  were  for  the  new  refrigeration  unit 
installed  in  1948,  renovations  at  the  West- 
chester Division  and  pointing-up  of  lime- 
stone and  brickwork  at  the  main  Hospital. 
Legacies  and  bequests,  added  to  capital 
account,  came  to  $387,989-  Profit  on  sale 
of  securities  added  another  $601,246.  Further 
details  of  the  consolidated  income  account 
and  capital  changes  will  be  found  on  pages 
43-47. 

The  deficit  for  the  year  was  much  less  than 
anticipated.  Income  was  greater  than  esti- 
mates. This  was  accomplished  by  many 
methods,  the  principal  ones  being:  the 
change  from  the  inclusive  to  the  fee-for- 
service  rate  structure,  opening  of  additional 
beds,  negotiating  an  increase  in  Associated 
Hospital  Service  reimbursement  rates  for 
beneficiaries  electing  semi-private  accommo- 
dations, increase  in  the  per  diem  City  rate 
from  $7.50  to  $8.00,  increase  from  $2.00  to 
$2.50  for  O.  P.  D.  visits  and  increases  in 
investment  income  and  current  gifts.  The 
latter  was  largely  due  to  the  excellent  show- 
ing of  our  teams  in  the  United  Hospital 
Fund  drive.  The  amount  collected  was 
$207,651,  as  compared  with  $180,068  in 
1948,  and  the  Hospital  received  $155,511, 
as  compared  with  $116,614  in  1948. 

Expenses  were  much  below  estimates, 
partly  because  estimates  were  predicated  on 
a  full  roster  of  personnel.  Actually  many 
authorized  positions  in  all  departments  of 
the  Hospital,  and  particularly  in  the  Nursing 
Service,  have  been  filled  only  gradually 
throughout  the  year.  Personnel  rosters  were 
maintained  as  low  as  possible  consistent  with 
a  high  quality  of  service.  Savings  also  re- 
sulted through  the  fall  in  the  price  of  food 
and  fuel  oil.    Concerted  drives  were  insti- 
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tuted  to  conserve  on  the  use  of  medical  and 
surgical  supplies  and  electric  current.  Wages 
and  salaries  were  administered  economically. 
Throughout  the  year  constant  pressure  was 
applied  for  the  economical  and  efficient  use 
of  personnel  and  supplies. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  REORGANIZATION 

During  the  year,  the  57  departments  of 
the  Hospital  which  are  under  administrative 
control  were  regrouped  in  accordance  with 
their  functions.  A  single  individual  was 
assigned  the  responsibility  for  the  integra- 
tion of  the  activities  of  each  group.  This 
has  permitted  a  more  uniform  work  load,  a 
free  flow  of  information  through  established 
channels  and  a  closer  integration  of  the  or- 
ganization. In  turn,  each  individual  de- 
partment has  constructed  its  own  organiza- 
tional chart  so  as  to  clarify  and  improve  its 
internal  administration. 

There  follows  a  brief  report  on  each  of 
the  major  administrative  departments. 

NURSING  SERVICE 

During  and  subsequent  to  World  War  II, 
the  Nursing  Service  was  grossly  under- 
staffed so  that  estimates  of  nursing  require- 
ments were  purely  hypothetical.  However, 
with  improvement  in  hours,  pay  and  per- 
sonnel policies  it  was  apparent  that  soon 
nurses  would  become  available  and  a  definite 
quota  for  the  Nursing  Service  must  be 
established.  Accordingly,  a  study  was  initi- 
ated early  in  the  year  to  determine  require- 
ments. Chiefs  of  the  professional  services, 
members  of  the  attending  and  house  staffs, 
nursing  departmental  heads,  supervisors  and 
head  nurses  all  played  an  active  part  in 
the  many  conferences  and  studies.  This 
painstaking  work  has  given  the  Hospital  a 
yardstick  by  which  to  measure  nursing  re- 
quirements in  the  light  of  present-day 
medical  techniques.  A  fortuitous  by-product 
of  the  study  was  the  mutual  insight  which 


doctors  and  nurses  acquired  into  each  other's 
daily  problems  and  work.  Special  thanks 
go  to  all  those  who  took  part. 

The  plan  to  use  nursing  aides  to  relieve 
graduate  nurses  of  many  non-professional 
tasks  was  instituted  late  in  1948.  During 
the  year  this  program  proved  so  successful 
that  it  was  considerably  expanded  to  the 
benefit  of  the  Nursing  Service.  It  has 
resulted  in  a  reduction  in  the  estimated 
requirement  for  graduate  nurses,  to  the  finan- 
cial advantage  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Nursing  Service  started  the  year  with 
only  508  graduate  nurses  and  328  auxiliary 
nursing  help.  Recruitment  has  been  highly 
successful.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
617  graduate  nurses  and  372  auxiliary 
workers  on  the  pay  roll. 

To  the  Nursing  Service  is  due  great  credit 
for  its  unselfishness  and  loyalty  in  shoulder- 
ing an  excessively  heavy  load  of  work 
through  the  war  and  post-war  years.  It  is 
gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  much  of 
this  pressure  is  now  being  relieved.

OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT 

Under  the  able  chairmanship  of  Dr. 
Connie  M.  Guion,  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment Committee  completed  and  recom- 
mended the  codification  of  policies  and  pro- 
cedures for  admission  to  the  66  general  and 
specialty  clinics  and  for  their  operation. 
Most  of  these  recommendations  were  put 
into  effect. 

On  November  1  the  Consultation  Clinic 
was  opened.  Analogous  to  The  Vincent 
Astor  Clinic  which  will  render  diagnostic 
services  to  those  who  can  pay  full  charges, 
the  Consultation  Clinic  serves  the  same  pur- 
pose for  those  with  lower  incomes.  In  both 
instances  consultants  and  all  the  facilities 
of  the  Hospital  are  available.  Detailed 
reports  of  findings  are  sent  to  the  referring 
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physician  so  that  doctors  as  well  as  patients 
in  the  community  are  served. 

On  February  14,  the  top  fee  for  a  clinic 
visit  was  increased  from  $2.00  to  $2.50,  this 
charge  being  made  only  when  the  patient 
could  afford  it.  49,797  patients  made  275,730 
visits  for  which  they  paid  $627,994,  includ- 
ing payments  for  laboratory,  x-ray  and  other 
examinations.  The  cost  of  operating  the 
Out-Patient  Department  was  $1,105,673, 
leaving  a  deficit  of  $477,679-  It  is  hoped  that 
additional  financial  support  can  be  found  for 
this  vitally  important  service. 

X-RAY  DEPARTMENT 

On  September  1  the  Hospital  welcomed  Dr. 
Robert  P.  Ball  as  Radiologist-in-Chief. 
Dr.  Ball,  after  careful  study,  has  initiated  a 
reorganization  of  the  administrative  and 
staffing  of  the  Department  to  the  end  that 
service  to  patients  and  doctors  will  be  con- 
stantly improved. 

Introduction  of  the  fee-for-service  system 
of  charging  private  in-patients  produced  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  examinations  of 
these  patients  by  about  25  per  cent.  How- 
ever, the  total  number  of  examinations  was 
78,656,  as  compared  with  80,317  in  1948, 
a  decrease  of  only  2.1  per  cent. 

During  the  year  new  equipment  was  pur- 
chased in  accordance  with  a  continuing  pro- 
gram designed  to  effect  replacement  of  equip- 
ment as  it  becomes  outmoded  and  to  make 
possible  the  introduction  of  new  techniques 
and  procedures  as  they  are  developed.  The 
new  x-ray  rooms  constructed  in  the  basement 
of  F-Building  to  accommodate  patients  of 
The  Vincent  Astor  Clinic  will  provide  addi- 
tional facilities  for  patients  from  the  Private 
Ambulatory  Service  and  Emergency  Pavilion. 

Minor  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
curriculum  of  The  New  York  Hospital 
School  of  Radiography,  which  conducts  a 
two-year  course  for  the  training  of  x-ray 
technicians.  Twenty-nine  students  were 
enrolled  in  1949. 


CENTRAL  LABORATORIES 

Additional  hospital  beds  and  new  pro- 
cedures, together  with  greater  usage  of  the 
chemistry  laboratory,  pushed  the  volume  of 
work  in  the  Central  Laboratories  to  the 
highest  point  since  the  Hospital  opened. 
411,773  laboratory  examinations  were  car- 
ried out.  To  accommodate  this  increased 
activity  an  additional  chemistry  laboratory 
was  added,  the  bacteriological  laboratory 
was  reorganized  and  additional  office  space 
was  provided  for  clerical  personnel.  The 
change  to  the  fee-for-service  system  of 
charging  private  patients  produced  a  16.5 
per  cent  decrease  in  requests  from  that 
source,  but  this  reduction  was  more  than 
compensated  by  demands  from  other  sources. 

The  Blood  Bank  provided  blood  for  9,043 
transfusions,  an  accession  of  150  per  cent 
over  1948.  New  techniques  in  preparing 
blood  for  administration  have  provided 
greater  safety  for  patients. 

OPERATING  ROOMS  AND 
DELIVERY  ROOMS 

The  number  of  operations  and  deliveries 
were  13,304  (exclusive  of  circumcisions) 
and  3,883  respectively,  compared  with  13,848 
and  4,084  in  1948.  The  operating  rooms,  in 
spite  of  a  decrease  in  the  total  number  of 
operations,  were  maintained  in  a  state  of 
great  activity  due  to  the  growing  complexity 
of  surgery  made  possible  through  new  tech- 
niques. The  slight  reduction  in  the  number 
of  births  may  be  related  to  a  corresponding 
drop  in  the  birth  rate  for  Manhattan. 

The  refitting  of  the  operating  and  delivery 
rooms,  which  was  initiated  in  1948,  was 
almost  completed  in  1949,  with  the  result 
that  The  New  York  Hospital  now  has  one 
of  the  best-equipped  and  most  modern 
suites  of  operating  and  delivery  rooms  to  be 
found  anywhere. 

The  two  operating  room  committees  have 
contributed    much    to    the   development   of 
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more  effective  cooperation  between  the  ad- 
ministration and  the  professional  and  nursing 
staffs.  Continuing  studies  and  trials  of 
equipment,  supplies  and  procedures  were 
carried  on  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the 
efficiency  of  operation  and  the  safety  of  the 
patient. 

PERSONNEL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

During  the  year,  19,488  visits  were  made  to 
the  Personnel  Health  Service.  In  March  the 
Health  Service  was  relocated  on  F-2  to  per- 
mit the  installation  of  facilities  for  The 
Vincent  Astor  Clinic  on  L-l.  Difficulty  in 
maintaining  a  full  complement  of  physicians 
was  experienced  as  a  result  of  the  increasing 
demand  for  qualified  doctors  in  industrial 
medicine. 


equipment.  In  addition  to  a  marked  increase 
in  the  number  of  treatments  given,  27,464, 
as  compared  with  23,338  in  1948,  a  definite 
change  in  the  type  of  service  was  experienced 
as  a  result  of  the  need  to  provide  convales- 
cent poliomyelitis  patients  with  a  well- 
balanced  rehabilitation  program  in  which 
doctors,  nurses,  physiotherapists,  occupa- 
tional therapists  and  medical  social  workers 
worked  in  close  and  effective  cooperation. 

ELECTROCARDIOGRAPHY  DEPARTMENT 

The  number  of  electrocardiograms  taken 
was  5-6  per  cent  greater  this  year  than  last 
and  147.5  per  cent  greater  than  in  1943- 
Increased  demand  and  recent  technical 
changes  made  it  necessary  to  enlarge  the 
staff  by  one  technician. 


PRIVATE  AMBULATORY  SERVICE 

Since  its  inception  in  September,  1947,  this 
department  has  provided  x-ray,  laboratory 
and  related  services  to  the  private  ambula- 
tory patients  of  the  attending  staff.  In  1949, 
22,839  examinations  were  made.  Expansion 
of  activity  during  the  coming  year  is  antici- 
pated. 


ELECTROENCEPHALOGRAPHY 
DEPARTMENT 

31.4  per  cent  more  examinations  than  in 
1948  necessitated  the  addition  of  a  part-time 
technician.  Further  growth  in  the  activity 
of  this  department  is  anticipated  as  the  em- 
ployment of  this  test  in  the  diagnosis  of 
neurological  disorders  increases. 


EMERGENCY  PAVILION 

Activity  in  this  very  important  depart- 
ment was  stepped  up  during  the  year  with  a 
record  of  16,138  visits,  representing  a  15  0 
per  cent  increase  in  volume  of  service  over 
1948.  Installation  of  air-conditioning  in  the 
operating  room  was  welcomed  as  a  much 
needed  improvement. 

PHYSICAL  THERAPY 

The  admission  of  a  large  number  of  polio- 
myelitis patients  during  the  last  half  of  the 
year  threw  an  unprecedented  burden  upon 
the  Physical  Therapy  Department  necessitat- 
ing the  procurement  of  extra  personnel  and 


COMPENSATION-LIABILITY  AND 
MEDICAL  INFORMATION 
DEPARTMENTS 

The  function  of  these  two  recently  estab- 
lished departments  is  to  release  medical 
information  about  patients  to  authorized 
persons  and  agencies  such  as  family  doctors, 
lawyers,  insurance  carriers  and  other  hos- 
pitals, and  to  assist  in  the  collection  of  hos- 
pital bills  through  furnishing  data  in  com- 
pensation and  liability  cases. 

Rapid  growth  in  the  activity  of  both  de- 
partments is  expected  as  the  number  ot 
persons  covered  by  some  form  of  medical 
and  hospital  insurance  increases.  Their  im- 
portance in  the  development  of  good  rela- 
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tions  with  outside  agencies,  institutions  and 
physicians  cannot  be  overemphasized. 


MEDICAL  RECORD  DEPARTMENT 

31,834  new  case  records  were  added  to  the 
x  files  of  the  Record  Department  and  841,065 
records  circulated  during  the  year.  There 
was  an  increase  of  approximately  50  per  cent 
over  1948  in  the  use  of  medical  records  for 
studies  and  research. 

Members  of  the  department  have  shown 
interest  in  taking  courses  in  medical  nomen- 
clature and  in  taking  part  in  Medical  Record 
Association  activities.  The  director  of  the 
Department  has  given  three  papers  during  the 
i  year.  One  member  of  the  staff  passed  her 
examination  and  became  a  Registered  Record 
Librarian  while  another  earned  the  Jesse 
Isadore  Strauss  award  for  scholarship,  per- 
sonality and  job  performance. 

An  extensive  repair  in  the  pneumatic  tube 
system,  completed  early  in  August,  contrib- 
uted materially  to  more  prompt  delivery  of 
intercommunications  of  various  types  and 
particularly  in  the  transmission  of  medical 
records  on  emergency  requests. 

Use  of  addressograph  plates  was  initiated 
on  all  in-patient  floors  in  October.  They 
serve  a  most  useful  purpose  in  accurately 
identifying  all  forms  requiring  a  patient's 
name  and  number.  Errors  in  copying  due  to 
illegible  handwriting  are  eliminated. 

The  Record  Committee,  under  the  capable 
chairmanship  of  Dr.  Bronson  S.  Ray,  con- 
tinued to  work  effectively  in  reviewing  forms 
to  be  incorporated  in  the  medical  record. 
These  included  inter-agency  referral  forms, 
forms  for  release  of  newborn  babies  and 
children,  the  Cornell  Medical  Index,  labora- 
tory request  and  report  forms  and  Vincent 
Astor  Clinic  forms. 

With  the  attainment  of  greater  bed  capac- 
ity, a  new  high  in  daily  census  was  reached 
on  October  20  with  a  total  of  1,056  in- 
patients. 


PHARMACY 

Nineteen  forty-nine  saw  the  introduction 
of  a  new  graduated  vial  for  the  dispensing  of 
sterile  solutions  of  narcotic  drugs.  The 
product  of  several  years  of  developmental 
work  here  at  The  New  York  Hospital,  the 
vial  is  now  being  used  by  an  increasing 
number  of  hospitals  throughout  the  country 
as  a  means  of  maintaining  the  accurate 
records  which  are  required  by  the  regulations 
of  the  Narcotic  Bureau,  U.  S.  Treasury 
Department. 

Improved  containers  for  medical  supplies 
have  been  developed  and  introduced.  Re- 
sponsibility for  supplying  distilled  water  to 
other  departments  of  the  Hospital  was  taken 
over  by  the  Pharmacy.  Revision  of  the 
Formulary  under  the  guidance  of  the 
Formulary  Committee,  of  which  Dr.  R. 
Gordon  Douglas  is  chairman,  has  progressed 
very  satisfactorily  and  early  completion  of 
the  work  is  anticipated.  The  generosity  of 
Mr.  Clarke  in  agreeing  to  continue  in  his 
capacity  as  secretary  of  the  committee  until 
the  Formulary  is  completed  is  particularly 
appreciated. 


CENTRAL  STERILE  SUPPLY 

Nineteen  forty-nine  marked  the  first  year 
of  existence  of  Central  Sterile  Supply  as  a 
department  separate  from  the  Nursing  Service 
and  directly  responsible  to  the  Administra- 
tion. At  present  the  department  provides 
for  the  sterilization  of  supplies  for  the  general 
and  gynecological  operating  rooms  and  the 
preparation  and  sterilization  of  trays  for 
such  special  treatments  as  tracheotomy, 
venesection  and  cardiac  catheterization.  A 
Central  Needle  Supply  section  distributes 
daily  to  the  various  units  of  the  Hospital 
3,000  needles  of  standard  sizes  and  types. 
A  long-range  program  involving  additional 
functions  and  possible  expansion  of  physical 
facilities  has  been  initiated. 
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THE  GEORGE  F.  BAKER  PAVILION 

Private  and  semi-private  rooms  for  the 
Departments  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  are 
located  in  the  George  F.  Baker  Pavilion, 
named  in  memory  of  Mr.  Baker  and  his  son, 
George  F.  Baker,  Jr. 

During  1949  facilities  for  25  additional 
private  patients  were  made  available  by  the 
opening  of  12  single  rooms  and  the  con- 
version of  13  others  from  single  to  two-bed 
semi-private  accommodations.  In  spite  of 
the  increase,  the  demand  for  private  and 
semi-private  accommodations  could  not  be 
satisfied  except  during  the  hot  summer 
months. 

There  were  3,280  patients  admitted  to  this 
pavilion  during  1949,  an  increase  of  12  per 
cent  over  1948.  The  number  of  patient  days 
and  the  bed  occupancy  both  decreased, 
however;  the  former  by  only  1  per  cent; 
the  latter  from  88.6  per  cent  in  1948  to  82.1 
per  cent  in  1949-  These  figures  indicate 
clearly  a  shortening  of  the  private  patient's 
average  stay  and  suggest  a  corresponding 
saving  in  the  individual  patient's  hospital 
expense. 

The  Committee  on  Private  Patients,  ap- 
pointed by  the  Medical  Board  and  chaired 
by  Dr.  Frank  Glenn,  has  given  valuable 
assistance  in  improving  policies  and  pro- 
cedures for  the  admission  of  private  patients 
and  for  the  scheduling  of  operating  room 
time. 

VOLUNTEER  DEPARTMENT 

Under  the  energetic  leadership  of  its  first 
full-time  Director  of  Volunteers,  the  depart- 
ment recorded  a  total  of  37,785  volunteer 
hours,  an  increase  of  40  per  cent  over  1948. 
The  development  of  close  cooperation  with 
numerous  social  agencies  and  educational 
institutions  has  resulted  in  the  recruitment 
of  increasing  numbers  of  exceptionally  well- 
qualified  volunteers.  Growing  recognition 
of  the  value  of  their  services  is  amply  demon- 
strated by  the  steadily  increasing  number  of 


requests  for  volunteers  initiated  by  various 
departments  of  the  Hospital.  The  unselfish, 
loyal  and  devoted  work  of  the  volunteers 
represents  a  priceless  contribution  to  the 
Center. 


OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPY 

During  the  year,  responsibility  for  the 
Department  of  Occupational  and  Diversional 
Therapy  was  transferred  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Medicine  to  the  Administration. 
At  present  two  full-time  workers  in  this 
department  serve  only  the  medical  pavilions. 
One  additional  worker  functions  as  an  integ- 
ral part  of  the  Department  of  Pediatrics  and 
trains  students  from  occupational  therapv 
schools. 

The  poliomyelitis  epidemic  and  its  after- 
math highlighted  the  need  for  a  greatly 
expanded  program  of  occupational  and 
rehabilitation  therapy. 


ACCOUNTING  DEPARTMENT 

The  year  saw  the  introduction  of  three  im- 
portant changes  in  accounting  methods  and 
procedures. 

Fee-j ?or- Service  Rate  Structure. 

On  March  1,  1949,  a  major  change  wa: 
established  in  the  rate  structure  for  privatt 
and  semi-private  services.  On  that  date,  th( 
inclusive  rate  for  extras  was  discarded  an*. 
in  its  place  a  system  providing  for  a  servici 
charge  for  each  diagnostic  and  therapeutii 
procedure  was  substituted.  This  change  ha: 
increased  by  50  per  cent  the  work  of  tin 
patients'  bookkeeping  division  with  a  cor 
responding  increase  in  the  number  of  em 
ployees  in  that  division.  But  as  a  result  o 
the  change,  income  from  private  and  semi 
private  patients  has  been  augmented.  Sino 
the  increase  was  borne  by  those  who  re 
quired  the  extras,  a  more  equitable  distribu 
tion  of  hospital  charges  was  accomplished. 
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Punch  Card  Equipment . 

After  long  and  careful  study  of  punch 
;ard  machine  accounting,  it  was  felt  that 
;uch  a  system  had  many  advantages  over  the 
iccounting  system  hitherto  employed.  As 
i  result,  on  July  1,  1949,  punch  card  equip- 
ment was  installed  in  the  pay  roll  division 
or  the  preparation  of  pay  roll  checks  and 
^ay  roll  accounting  reports.  It  is  also  used 
':o  accumulate  pay  roll  statistics  and  to  pro- 
vide a  method  of  control  of  the  numbers  of 
.•mployees  in  each  department.  During  1950, 
t  is  planned  to  extend  the  use  of  these 
nachines  to  include  stock  record  keeping 
•md  general  accounting  and  eventually  to 
;ompute  medical  statistics  for  research  and 
)ther  purposes. 

Strip  Reporting. 

During  the  year  a  system  known  as  "strip 
•eporting"  was  introduced,  providing  for 
he  preparation  of  monthly  and  year-to-date 
.trips  showing  actual  departmental  costs 
•egregated  into  salaries,  overtime  and  other 
;xpenses  as  compared  with  budget  estimates. 
The  key  unit  of  operation  of  each  department 
is  also  reported  so  that  productivity  can  be 
neasured  against  expense.  By  keeping  re- 
sponsible executives  promptly  informed  of 
letailed  operating  results,  the  new  system 
.vill  enable  them  to  exercise  more  effective 
:ontrol  of  expenditures. 

PERSONNEL  DEPARTMENT 

Nineteen  forty-nine  brought  a  significant 

-:hange  in  general  employment  conditions. 

A  considerable  increase  in  qualified  appli- 

:ants  permitted  the  reduction  of  shortages 

n  most  departments  and  the  use  of  more 

•elective  hiring  methods  and  better  recruit- 

ng  sources.    Completion  of  the  job  analysis 

orogram  together  with  the  increased  salary 

f /anges  which  had  been  granted  in  November, 

1948,   resulted   in   the   attraction   of  better 

malified  applicants  in  every  job  classifica- 

:ion.    Exit  interviews  were  inaugurated  to 

xrmit    the    determination    of    causes    for 


voluntary  terminations  and  the  institution 
of  methods  for  reducing  their  number  to  a 
minimum.  Greater  stability  among  em- 
ployees was  demonstrated  by  a  total  labor 
turnover  of  51  per  cent  as  compared  with 
58  per  cent  in  1948  and  76  per  cent  in  1947. 

In  September,  the  Advisory  Committee 
for  Personnel  Policies,  composed  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  largest  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  was  appointed  to  assist  in  the 
further  development  of  sound  personnel 
policies  and  practices. 

Despite  the  appreciable  increase  in  the  total 
work  load  which  resulted  from  the  addition 
of  a  large  number  of  beds,  changes  in  rate 
structure  and  other  activities,  the  employ- 
ment record  for  the  Hospital  exclusive  of  the 
Nursing  Service  showed  a  net  increase  of  only 
6.5  authorized  positions  during  the  year. 

NUTRITION  DEPARTMENT 

A  pay  cafeteria  system  was  introduced  in 
the  Nurses'  Residence  dining  room,  and  stu- 
dent nurses  are  now  provided  with  a  cash 
meal  allowance  in  lieu  of  meals.  The  East 
dining  room  was  closed  during  week  day 
evening  meal  hours  and  breakfast  hours  on 
Saturdays.  Lower  pay  roll  costs  in  both 
dining  rooms  and  a  slight  reduction  in  raw 
food  costs  in  the  Nurses'  Residence  dining 
room  resulted  from  these  changes.  The 
food  service  to  private  patients  on  H-3  was 
improved  by  providing  the  same  type  of 
selective  menu  available  to  patients  in  the 
Baker  Pavilion.  During  1949,  the  Nutrition 
Department  served  774,615  meals  to  Hos- 
pital patients  and  1,328,003  meals  to  staff 
and  students,  a  total  of  2,102,618  meals. 
This  is  an  increase  of  1.2  per  cent  over  1948 
patient  meals  and  a  decrease  of  6.3  per  cent 
in  staff  and  student  meals.  During  1949, 
41,776  infant  formulae  were  prepared,  0.8 
per  cent  more  than  in  1948. 

The  training  program  for  dietetic  interns 
graduated  12  dietitians  in  1949,  4  more  than 
the  number  graduated  in  1948.  A  class  of 
13  is  currently  in  training. 
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ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT 

In  the  power  house,  the  installation  of  a 
new  freon  refrigeration  unit  has  increased 
the  capacity  of  the  refrigerating  plant  by 
250  tons,  and  an  automatic  scale  removing 
system  has  substantially  reduced  the  hazard 
of  boiler  tube  failure.  Air-conditioning 
equipment  was  installed  in  the  Garden  dining 
room  and  air-conditioning  standards  in  the 
operating  rooms  were  modified  to  provide 
for  greater  efficiency  and  comfort.  The 
pneumatic  tube  communication  system  was 
thoroughly  overhauled.  Extensive  repairs 
to  the  exterior  brickwork  and  masonry  were 
accomplished.  The  departmental  jobbing 
service  turned  out  a  greater  volume  of  work 
than  had  been  accomplished  in  any  previous 
year,  including  major  alterations  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  construction  of  The  Vincent 
Astor  Clinic  and  less  extensive  changes  in 
Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic,  the  Pedi- 
atric building  and  the  main  Hospital. 

BUILDING  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  long-term  program  initiated  in  1945 
to  relieve  the  Nursing  Service  of  certain 
cleaning  responsibilities  has  been  advanced 
almost  to  completion.  In  cooperation  with 
the  Engineering  Department  and  the  Main- 
tenance Advisory  Committee,  substantial 
progress  has  been  made  in  refurbishing  in- 
patient and  office  areas.  To  reduce  cleaning 
and  replacement  costs,  furniture  covers 
have  been  eliminated  and  the  use  of  plastic 
upholstering  material  has  been  introduced. 
Time  and  motion  studies  together  with  a 
critical  evaluation  of  equipment  and  sup- 
plies now  in  use,  were  initiated  with  a  view 
toward  the  possible  introduction  of  wage 
incentives  for  personnel  responsible  for  rou- 
tine cleaning. 

PURCHASING  DEPARTMENT 

The  gradual  transition  from  a  seller's  to 
a  buyer's  market  permitted  improvements  in 
our  buying  position  by  placing  more  items 


in  the  competitive  field,  negotiating  larger 
discounts  and  increasing  agreement  and 
contract  purchases  on  volume  items.  Lower 
prices  in  fuel  oil,  food,  drugs,  especially 
antibiotics,  textiles  and  other  commodities 
resulted  in  savings  to  the  Hospital.  9,600 
purchase  orders  were  issued  as  compared 
with  9,700  in  1948. 

LAUNDRY  AND  LINEN  DEPARTMENT 

The  value  of  circulating  linen  increased  by 
$32,000,  or  14  per  cent,  primarily  because 
of  the  opening  of  additional  in-patient  beds. 
A  Linen  Committee  was  formed  during  the 
year  to  determine  the  reasons  for  linen  losses, 
which  increased  slightly  over  1948,  and  to 
study  and  recommend  improved  methods  of 
supplying  linen  to  nursing  units.  Tests  of 
a  new  linen  exchange  system  were  conducted 
on  several  floors  with  favorable  results.  The 
installation  of  four  new  sets  of  presses  was 
made  necessary  by  the  greater  volume  of 
fancy  ironing  due  to  the  addition  of  uniforms 
for  nurses  aides  and  smocks  for  volunteers. 

GENERAL  STORES 

The  inventory  value  of  General  Stores 
stock  on  November  30,  1949,  compared  with 
that  of  December  31,  1948,  showed  a  reduc- 
tion of  $18,000,  or  12  per  cent.  A  critical 
review  of  the  inventory  list  resulted  in  the 
elimination  of  56  items,  a  reduction  of  3 
per  cent  of  the  total  list. 

PROTECTION  DEPARTMENT 

Marked  increase  in  demand  for  parking 
space  in  the  68th  Street  parking  area  neces- 
sitated the  introduction  of  strict  control 
measures  with  priority  being  given  to 
physicians,  patients'  visitors  and  persons 
visiting  the  Hospital  on  official  business. 
Although  the  situation  has  been  improved, 
the  problem  remains  serious  because  of  the 
complete  inadequacy  of  parking  facilities  in 
this  area. 
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MISCELLANEOUS  ITEMS  OF  INTEREST 

Following  the  precedent  established  in 
1948,  the  Hospital  and  Medical  College 
again  jointly  gave  a  dinner,  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Joint  Administrative  Board,  in 
honor  of  all  those  who  in  1949  reached  their 
fifteenth  or  twenty-fifth  year  of  service  to  the 
Center.  The  Service  Anniversary  Award 
Dinner  was  held  on  October  31  in  the  dining 
room  of  the  Nurses'  Residence  with  165  in 
attendance.  Unfortunately,  space  limitations 
did  not  permit  the  presence  of  all  those  who 
had  been  similarly  honored  in  previous  years. 

Again,  at  the  Christmas  season,  a  contest 
was  held  to  determine  which  of  the  nursing 
units  and  offices  throughout  the  Hospital 
was  the  most  successful  in  the  preparation 
of  ingenious  and  beautiful  Christmas  decora- 
tions without  the  use  of  live  greens,  which 
are  prohibited  by  a  New  York  City  Fire 
Department  ordinance.  Thanks  are  due  to 
those  who  acted  as  judges  in  a  keenly  fought 
contest. 

December  15  was  designated  as  New  York 
Hospital  Day  at  the  hospital  exhibit  spon- 
sored by  the  United  Hospital  Fund  at  the 
Museum  of  the  City  of  New  York.  Our  vol- 
unteers added  to  the  pleasure  of  those  who 
attended  by  acting  as  hostesses  and  guides. 

During  the  year  a  system  was  initiated 
whereby  specific  operating  room  time  could 
be  reserved  for  private  patients  at  the  same 
time  that  arrangements  were  made  for 
admission. 

For  the  convenience  of  visitors  to  our 
private  patients,  the  fourteenth  floor  dining 
room  was  opened  on  Sundays  and  holidays. 

Television  sets  have  been  made  available 
for  rental  to  patients  in  private  rooms. 
Coin-operated  sets  have  been  placed  on  the 
solaria  adjacent  to  the  various  pavilions. 
Television  has  proved  to  be  a  popular 
source  of  entertainment  for  our  patients, 
particularly  during  the  baseball  season. 

New  billheads  have  been  put  into  use. 
On  the  reverse  side  a  chart  showing  how  the 


hospital  dollar  is  expended  clearly  indicates 
that  only  32  cents  of  the  dollar  is  spent  for 
"hotel  services,"  a  fact  of  much  interest  to 
the  public  at  large. 

During  the  year  we  were  visited  by  inter- 
ested observers  from  27  foreign  countries. 

Two  administrative  interns,  having  com- 
pleted academic  courses  in  hospital  adminis- 
tration, have  been  undergoing  practical 
training  at  The  New  York  Hospital. 

A  series  of  monthly  luncheons  for  the 
eighteen  chief  residents  has  been  initiated 
and  is  proving  to  be  a  useful  method  of 
coordinating  administrative  and  professional 
responsibilities. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  New  York 
Telephone  Company,  six  lectures  were  given 
on  the  proper  use  of  the  telephone.  Five 
hundred  and  seventeen  employees  within 
the  Center  attended  these  lectures. 

When  it  became  apparent  that  there  was 
to  be  an  acute  water  shortage  in  the  City, 
the  Hospital  succeeded  in  reducing  its  use 
of  water  by  half. 

The  Hospital  was  the  grateful  recipient  of 
the  supplies  and  equipment  of  the  Private 
Consultation  Service  when  this  organization 
terminated  its  activities  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

LOOKING  TO  THE  FUTURE 

The  most  pressing  problems  of  the  immedi- 
ate future  are  those  involving  finances  and 
space. 

With  respect  to  finances,  pressure  to  in- 
crease operating  efficiency  and  effect  every 
possible  reduction  in  expense  must  be  con- 
tinued with  undiminished  vigor.  With 
tighter  budgetary  control,  made  possible  by 
the  newly  instituted  strip  reporting  system, 
and  with  further  development  of  labor  saving 
devices,  additional  important  but  modest 
savings  may  be  obtained.  However,  to 
bring  the  budget  more  nearly  into  balance 
reliance  must  be  placed  primarily  on  aug- 
mented   income.      As    pointed    out    in    the 
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Recommendations  and  Findings  of  the  New 
York  State  Hospital  Study,  the  City  of  New 
York  "should  agree  to  pay  reasonable  fees 
to  voluntary  hospitals  that  provide  good 
diagnostic  and  therapeutic  services  to  ambu- 
latory patients  who  are  on  the  public 
assistance  rolls."  It  is  equally  clear  that  the 
City  should  undertake  to  provide  more  equit- 
able reimbursement  for  the  in-patient  care 
of  its  charges.  Further  adjustment  of  the 
Associated  Hospital  Service  index  governing 
reimbursement  rates  is  clearly  indicated  and 
should  result  in  additional  operating  income. 
Further  increase  in  the  percentage  of  the 
population  covered  by  voluntary  hospital 
and  medical  care  insurance  plans  and  general 
broadening  of  their  scope  of  benefits  offer 
additional  promise  of  improvement  in  this 


area. 


Income  could  be  further  augmented  by  the 
opening  of  120  additional  beds.  When 
nursing  personnel  becomes  available,  this 
could  be  readily  accomplished  with  little  or 
no  structural  change,  were  it  not  for  the  fact 
that  some  potential  in-patient  areas  now 
house  other  activities.  Under  current  con- 
ditions, only  63  of  the  potential  120  addi- 
tional beds  could  be  made  available  for  the 
reception  of  patients.  Space  is  at  a  premium. 
New  activities  vitally  necessary  for  the 
optimal  care  of  patients  have  encroached 
upon  in-patient  areas,  and  many  established 
departments  have  long  since  outgrown  their 
original  physical  facilities.  More  laboratory 
and  x-ray  space,  more  offices,  more  confer- 
ence and  locker  rooms,  more  admitting  and 
waiting  space  for  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment, more  and  better  elevator  facilities, 
all  are  urgent  and  compelling  structural 
needs. 

Looking  further  into  the  future,  the 
Hospital  faces  perhaps  its  greatest  challenge 
in  the  necessity  for  adapting  itself  effectively 
to  important  and  continuing  changes  in  the 
medical,  social  and  economic  needs  of  the 


community.  During  the  first  half  of  the 
century  medical  science  has  been  largely 
responsible  for  extending  life  expectancy  by 
twenty  years.  Further  prolongation  of  life 
may  confidently  be  anticipated  in  the  second 
half  of  the  century.  People's  lives  which 
might  well  have  been  lost  a  generation  ago 
in  the  acute  phase  of  disease  are  today  being 
salvaged,  all  too  often  to  suffer  the  chronic 
phase,  thereby  adding  constantly  to  our 
growing  population  of  invalids  and  semi- 
invalids.  The  number  of  physically  handi- 
capped persons  grows  steadily  due  to  the 
industrialization  of  our  society. 

In  the  past,  the  challenge  presented  bv  this 
ever-growing  army  of  aged,  crippled  and 
chronically  ill  has  been  met  by  the  establish- 
ment of  activities  such  as  social  service, 
physical  medicine,  occupational  therapy 
and  especially  by  the  enlightened  attitude 
of  the  staff  of  The  New  York  Hospital 
through  the  ideal  of  treating  the  whole 
patient,  looking  upon  his  medical  condition 
as  it  is  affected  by  his  emotions  and  environ- 
ment. Each  of  these  efforts  has  tended  to 
concentrate  on  a  single  facet  of  the  problem. 
The  time  is  rapidly  approaching  when  we 
must  consider  the  desirability  of  consolidat- 
ing and  expanding  these  activities  through 
an  organized  program  aimed  at  the  physical, 
emotional,  social  and  economic  restoration 
of  these  patients  to  the  end  that  they  may  be 
returned  to  the  community  as  self-respecting 
and,  so  far  as  their  physical  and  mental 
capacities  permit,  self-supporting  citizens. 
Many  and  obvious  are  the  benefits  which  can 
be  expected  from  such  a  program  in  terms  of 
restored  dignity,  independence  and  useful- 
ness of  the  individual,  and  the  saving  of 
governmental  and  private  philanthropic 
funds  now  expended  for  the  care  of  the  aging 
and  disabled.

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Report  of  the  Director  of  Nursing  Service 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen : 

For  the  first  time  since  the  war  the  Nursing 
Department  felt  the  long-hoped-for  release 
from  some  of  the  war  tensions  and  was  able 
to  look  forward  to  planning  and  providing 
the  type  of  patient  care  which  gives  proper 
support  to  the  medical  programs  carried  on 
in  the  Center.  This  was  made  possible  not 
only  by  the  increase  in  staff,  not  obtainable 
in  earlier  years,  and  improved  provision  for 
orientation,  but  equally  by  progress  in 
readjustment  of  duties  both  within  the  De- 
partment and  in  cooperation  with  other 
departments  of  the  Hospital.  These  read- 
justments had  until  this  year  been  impossible 
of  accomplishment  because  of  shortages  and 
high  turnover  which  were  characteristic  of 
other  categories  of  personnel  as  well  as  of 
the  graduate  nurse  group.  While  a  relatively 
high  turnover  persists  and  the  staff  of  the 
Nursing  Department  is  still  below  quota, 
the  progress  made  during  1949  was  very 
encouraging. 

As  of  the  31st  of  December,  the  employed 
staff  in  this  Department  was  composed  of 
617  graduate  nurses  and  372  auxiliary  staff", 
including  practical  nurses,  nursing  aides, 
attendants,  orderlies  and  clerical  workers. 
This  represents  a  gain  over  last  December 
31  of  109  graduate  nurses  and  44  auxiliary 
staff  and  emphasizes  the  critical  needs  of  a 
year  ago.  In  addition,  101  student  nurses 
(exclusive  of  74  preclinical  students)  were 
in  clinical  assignments,  virtually  the  same 
as  last  year.  Increase  in  staff  made  it  pos- 
sible to  improve  particularly  the  evening  and 
night  care  so  important  to  the  patient  and 
to  his  recovery.    It  also  made  it  possible  to 


resume  conferences  of  medical  and  nursing 
staffs  in  the  interests  of  patient  care. 

As  part  of  the  readjustment  in  duties 
within  the  nursing  staff,  the  year  saw 
gratifying  development  in  the  use  of  nursing 
aides.  All  departments  to  which  they  were 
introduced  found  them  very  satisfactory  and 
the  turnover  in  the  group  itself  was  remark- 
ably low.  From  the  beginning  of  the  pro- 
gram in  October,  1948,  to  December  31, 
1949,  twelve  groups  totaling  135  aides  have 
been  given  a  four-week  on-the-job  training. 
Of  these,  112  were  on  the  staff  on  December 
31.  This  first  year  was  not  a  long  enough 
period  to  bring  about  the  full  concept  of 
teamwork  in  patient  care  so  necessary  today 
when  so  many  different  types  of  individuals 
must  work  together  to  provide  nursing  care. 
But  we  have  laid  the  groundwork  and  know 
that  our  entire  graduate  nurse  staff  must  be 
given  more  guidance  in  how  to  take  their 
place  in  the  team  and  to  accept  responsi- 
bility for  supervision  of  the  auxiliary  staff. 

In  order  that  the  head  nurse  may  give  the 
necessary  guidance  to  her  staff  on  this  and 
other  similar  problems  in  patient  care,  the 
addition  of  assistant  pavilion  managers  on 
each  busy  floor  is  one  of  our  imperative 
needs.  Each  head  nurse  of  a  pavilion  directs 
the  work  of  a  staff  numbering  from  20  to  30 
individuals  and  is  responsible  for  the  nursing 
care  of  from  12  to  48  patients.  To  give 
attention  to  these  all-important  personnel 
and  patient  care  responsibilities,  there  are 
many  duties  in  pavilion  housekeeping  and 
management  from  which  she  could  be  re- 
leased by  an  able  assistant  who  is  not  a  nurse. 

Readjustment  of  duties  in  cooperation 
with  other  departments  was  illustrated  by 
the  establishment  of  aCentral  Needle  Service. 
This  service  has  now  been  in  operation  for  a 
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full  year  and  from  the  point  of  view  of 
better  service  to  patients  and  release  of 
nursing  time  for  direct  patient  care,  it  has 
been  a  conspicuous  success.  Another  read- 
justment in  duties  was  illustrated  by  the 
transfer  to  the  Central  Surgical  Supply  De- 
partment of  the  responsibility  for  sterilizing 
operating  room  supplies  formerly  handled 
by  the  operating  room  staff.  A  few  addi- 
tional steps  in  this  direction  will  improve 
service  still  further  and  make  it  possible  for 
nursing  care  to  keep  up  with  the  demands  of 
medical  progress. 

In  January  the  clinical  Departments  of 
Medicine  and  Surgery,  previously  cared  for 
by  a  single  nursing  department  under  one 
nursing  department  head,  were  reorganized 
to  provide  for  two  separate  staffs  under  two 
nursing  department  heads.  This  change  and 
a  few  later  adjustments  in  staffing  have 
provided  the  framework  to  carry  the  very 
heavy  nursing  responsibilities  of  these  two 
large  and  extremely  active  Departments. 

The  Departments  of  Medicine  and  Pedi- 
atrics were  called  upon  during  the  summer 
to  make  provision  for  patients  from  the 
poliomyelitis  epidemic.  This  demonstrated 
what  can  be  accomplished  to  meet  an  emer- 
gency when  all  clinical  and  service  depart- 
ments of  a  hospital  work  together  at  maxi- 
mum effectiveness,  with  the  welfare  of 
patients  as  their  common  objective.  The 
response  of  nurses  and  other  personnel  to 
this  emergency  was  heartening,  and  credit 
is  due  to  many  who  carried  additional  duties 
in  other  parts  of  the  Hospital  in  order  to 
release  staff  for  these  patients,  as  well  as  to 
those  who  worked  untiringly  with  the 
stricken  patients.  The  public  should  be 
interested  as  well  in  the  fact  that  both  the 
Department  of  Medicine  and  the  Department 
of  Pediatrics  had  on  their  staffs  one  super- 
visor who  had  had  unusual  graduate  prepar- 
ation for  this  highly  important  work. 

Two  studies  of  nursing  care  have  been  in 
process  during  the  year — one  on  the  nursing 
care  of  the  patient  with  tuberculosis  and  one 


on  the  patient  with  diabetes.  Participating 
in  these  with  the  nurses  are  representatives 
from  the  medical  staffs,  the  Departments  of 
Nutrition  and  Social  Service  and  the  Visiting 
Nurse  Association.  To  assure  steady  for- 
ward progress  in  nursing  care  we  should  also 
select  for  study  each  year  certain  problems 
in  the  administration  of  nursing  service. 
With  minor  supplementation  of  our  staff 
and  with  the  help  of  the  unusually  well 
qualified  faculty  of  our  School  of  Nursing, 
this  Center  is  in  a  unique  position  to  make  a 
contribution  to  nursing  care  through  nurs- 
ing research. 

The  40-hour  week,  authorized  in  No- 
vember, 1948  as  the  salary  basis,  became  a 
reality  for  a  limited  number  of  the  staff 
during  1949,  but  by  the  beginning  of  1950  it 
should  go  into  effect  for  most  of  the  depart- 
ments as  we  approach  staff  quotas.  As  the 
size  of  our  staff  increases  we  are  able  to 
reduce  the  amount  of  evening  and  night  duty 
expected  of  a  single  staff  member  and  thus 
meet  our  most  difficult  personnel  problem. 

Our  appreciation  is  here  recorded  for  the 
generosity  of  the  Hospital  in  making  it  pos- 
sible for  the  Associate  Director  of  the 
Nursing  Service-Associate  Dean  of  the  School 
to  represent  us  at  the  International  Congress 
of  Nurses  in  Stockholm,  June  12  to  June  16, 
1949,  and  as  well  for  granting  two  weeks  of 
additional  leave  on  salary  to  two  other 
members  of  our  supervisory  staff  so  that  they 
might  attend  these  meetings. 

PROGRESS  IN  NURSING  EDUCATION 

In  September,  27  students  in  the  School  of 
Nursing  were  graduated  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing,  and  77  were 
admitted,  all  of  whom  will  be  candidates 
for  the  degree.  The  new  class  considerably 
outnumbers  pre-war  admissions  and  repre- 
sents the  largest  number  of  degree  students 
ever  admitted  to  the  School  in  a  single  class. 

In  January  the  School  was  placed  on  the 
list  of  basic  schools  of  nursing  accredited 
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jointly  by  the  National  Organization  for 
Public  Health  Nursing  and  the  National 
League  of  Nursing  Education  for  preparing 
nurses  for  public  health  nursing.  Graduates 
of  the  School  who  enter  public  health  nurs- 
ing will  now  be  classified  as  qualified  public 
health  staff  nurses.  This  accreditation,  es- 
tablished in  the  last  few  years,  has  to  date 
been  granted  only  to  five  of  the  approxi- 
mately 1,200  schools  of  nursing  in  the 
United  States.  Graduates  of  schools  not  so 
accredited  are  required  to  complete  at 
least  one  year  of  additional  university  study 
in  public  health  to  be  so  classified,  but  it  is 
considered  that  this  content  rightly  belongs 
in  the  basic  course.  This  School  has  a  long 
record  of  accomplishment  in  offering  a  pro- 
gram emphasizing  prevention  of  illness, 
health  teaching  and  community  aspects  of 
nursing  recognized  in  this  accreditation. 
These  are  vital  in  the  preparation  of  the  pro- 
fessional nurse  today,  no  matter  what  field 
of  nursing  she  enters. 

Three  admission  scholarships  of  $300  each 
and  a  few  additional  grants  to  students  in 
the  School  have  been  of  significant  impor- 
tance in  making  it  possible  for  good  students 
to  continue  their  education  for  nursing. 
Our  appreciation  for  the  funds  for  these 
scholarships  is  due  the  Committee  for 
Scholarships  which  in  May  presented  the 
School  with  $2,300.  A  gift  of  $100  for  this 
fund  was  received  also  from  the  graduating 
class  on  Commencment  Day. 

The  year  has  been  marked  by  a  very  re- 
warding experience  in  our  new  counseling 
program  made  possible  by  the  appointment 
of  a  full  time  Counselor  of  Students.  Evi- 
dence has  been  very  convincing  that  this 
work  brings  returns  in  student  development, 
in  the  quality  of  students  going  out  from  the 
School  and  in  what  these  young  women  can 
give  to  nursing. 

There  are  few  fields  in  which  the  worker 
has  the  advantages  of  so  excellent  a  health 
service  as  is  provided  for  both  students  and 
graduates  in  this  Center.    In  addition,  the 


educational  value   to   the   nurse   of  such  a 
service  doubles  its  significance. 

Throughout  the  year  we  have  participated 
with  the  Visiting  Nurse  Service  in  a  staff 
education  program  which  has  given  33 
members  of  our  staff,  one  at  a  time,  a  day's 
observation  with  that  agency  and  has 
brought  to  the  Center  33  members  of  the 
Visiting  Nurse  Service  staff  for  observation 
of  current  medical  and  nursing  practices  in 
hospital  care.  In  our  premature  nursery, 
10  nurses  from  the  City  Hospitals'  Transport 
Service  for  Premature  Infants  have  been 
given  one  month's  supervised  experience. 
Special  observation  programs  have  also  been 
arranged  for  many  visitors. 

In  November,  the  Department  of  Pediatrics 
gave  the  first  of  a  series  of  institutes  for 
graduate  nurses  and  physicians  in  the  care 
of  premature  infants.  This  program  has 
received  the  financial  support  of  the  State 
Department  of  Health  from  Children's  Bu- 
reau funds  and  is  being  offered  at  their  joint 
request.  In  Pediatrics  and  Obstetrics  stu- 
dents from  four  schools  of  nursing  have 
continued  to  come  to  us  for  four  months' 
affiliation  as  part  of  their  basic  course. 
Graduate  nurses  taking  advanced  prepara- 
tion at  Teachers  College,  Columbia  Univer- 
sity, have  also  been  accepted  for  advanced 
clinical  experience  again  this  year.  The 
great  and  increasing  need  for  better  prepared 
supervisors  and  instructors  throughout  the 
country  makes  it  seem  important  that  we 
strengthen  our  provision  for  this  program 
in  the  future. 

The  standard  of  nursing  care  in  the  future 
throughout  the  country  is  peculiarly  de- 
pendent upon  the  standard  of  nursing  edu- 
cation maintained  in  the  university  schools 
of  such  centers  as  this.  With  the  unprece- 
dented expansion  of  facilities  for  medical 
care,  the  public  is  realizing  that  it  must  look 
to  such  university  centers  for  the  professional 
nurses  of  the  future.

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Report  of  the  Social  Service  Committee 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  to  you  the  37th  Annual  Report 
of  The  New  York  Hospital  Social  Service 
Committee. 

The  past  year  was  a  busy  one  for  the  Social 
Service  Department.  Not  only  did  the 
number  of  referrals  increase,  but  the  reasons 
for  which  the  patients  were  referred  showed 
an  increasing  understanding  on  the  part  of 
the  doctors  of  the  contribution  social  service 
could  make  to  the  total  care  of  the  patients. 

During  1949,  85  per  cent  of  the  referrals 
came  directly  from  the  medical  staff;  the 
remaining  15  per  cent  from  the  patients  them- 
selves, their  families,  employers,  outside 
agencies,  and  other  personnel  in  the  Hos- 
pital. The  referrals  are  almost  evenly 
divided  between  out-patients  and  pavilion 
patients.  Of  the  in-patients,  90  per  cent  were 
on  the  pavilions,  7  per  cent  on  semi-private 
service,  and  3  per  cent  were  private  patients. 
It  is  interesting  to  us  to  see  that  the  physicians 
are  turning  to  social  service  for  help  with 
some  of  their  private  patients,  as  we  have 
always  believed  that  our  service  should  be 
available  to  all  patients,  regardless  of  their 
economic  status. 

The  total  number  of  patients  served  was 
12,676,  which  includes  both  complex  and 
simple  problems  of  case  work.  The  number 
of  interviews  with  patients,  members  of 
their  families,  doctors  and  community  agen- 
cies was  45,259,  an  increase  of  more  than 
4,000  over  last  year. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  add  a  half-time 
worker  to  the  Department  during  the  polio- 


myelitis epidemic.  This  worker  contacted 
every  patient  on  the  floor  because  of  the 
anxiety  surrounding  the  illness,  the  expenses 
for  long  time  care,  and  the  problems  asso- 
ciated with  rehabilitation.  The  liberal 
policy  of  the  National  Foundation  for  In- 
fantile Paralysis  in  meeting  medical  expenses 
was  of  great  help  in  planning  with  these 
patients. 

This  year  the  Department  of  Health  insti- 
tuted an  ambulance  service  for  premature 
infants  so  that  those  babies  born  prematurely 
at  home  or  in  hospitals  without  special  facili- 
ties for  their  care  might  be  transferred  to 
hospitals  which  have  such  facilities.  Many 
of  these  infants  are  brought  to  The  New  York 
Hospital.  The  planning  for  their  care  after 
discharge  has  brought  special  problems  to 
our  Department  because  there  is  no  previous 
contact  with  the  mother  and  no  oppor- 
tunity to  plan  with  her  during  confinement, 
as  is  the  case  with  prematures  born  in 
Women's  Clinic.  The  Director  participated 
in  the  institutes  for  doctors  and  nurses  on 
the  care  of  premature  infants  held  by  the 
pediatric  service  in  conjunction  with  the 
New  York  State  Department  of  Health. 

The  Department  continued  its  active 
teaching  program.  Students  from  the  New 
York  School  of  Social  Work  came  to  the 
Hospital  three  days  a  week  for  practice 
work  under  the  supervision  of  staff  workers. 
There  continued  to  be  responsibilities  for 
the  teaching  of  medical  students,  student 
nurses  and  nutrition  students. 

The  volunteers  became  a  separate  depart- 
ment of  the  Hospital  at  the  first  of  the  year. 
A  committee  consisting  of  Mrs.  Bliss,  Mrs. 
Lawrence  and  Mrs.  Schall  was  appointed  to 
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serve  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  Mrs.  Tre- 
herne-Thomas,  the  new  Director  of  Volun- 
teers. 

The  Hospital  Gift  Shop  continues  to  be  a 
steady  source  of  income  to  us.  Mrs.  Barr 
is  chairman  of  that  committee,  and  Mrs. 
Paul  Dineen  was  appointed  full-time  director 
of  the  shop.  Despite  the  fact  that  over- 
head has  increased  and  there  is  less  demand 
for  the  higher-priced  articles  on  which  we 
make  a  greater  profit,  the  increased  turnover 
in  lower-priced  goods  has  resulted  in  our 
profits  being  maintained  at  last  year's  level. 

Our  participation  in  Everybody's  Thrift 
Shop  is  another  important  source  of  revenue. 
There  again  people  are  paying  less  for  goods, 
so  our  second  hand  articles  have  to  be  marked 
down  accordingly.  Due  to  the  untiring 
efforts  of  Mrs.  Cecil  and  her  committee  and 
a  large  donation  of  used  goods,  our  profits 
from  this  project  remain  substantially  the 
same  as  last  year. 


The  Patients'  Library,  under  the  chair- 
manship of  Mrs.  Douglas,  distributed  17,901 
books  and  2,563  magazines.  The  library 
book  carts  go  through  all  the  pavilions  and 
semi-private  rooms  five  days  a  week. 

Mrs.  William  Woodward  again  acted  as 
Group  Leader  for  The  New  York  Hospital 
Women's  Team  in  the  United  Hospital 
Fund  campaign.  Due  in  no  small  part  to 
her  efforts,  our  team  brought  in  653  gifts 
totaling  $167,030.81. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  the  members  of  the 
Social  Service  Committee,  to  friends  of  the 
Department,  and  to  the  community  Funds 
which  have  made  contributions  for  special 
purposes  to  the  committee  and  to  the 
Social  Service  Fund  of  the  Hospital.  Were 
it  not  for  this  help,  many  of  the  plans  for 
patients  could  not  have  been  carried  out.

Legacies  to  the  Hospital 

The  Hospital  has  been  greatly  aided  by  this  form  of  generosity.  No  precise  words 
are  necessary  to  a  valid  legacy  to  the  corporation.  The  following  clause,  however, 
may  be  suggested: 

"I  give  and  bequeath  to  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  NEW  YORK 
HOSPITAL  the  sum  of dollars." 

If  land  or  any  specific  personal  property  such  as  bonds,  stocks,  etc.,  is  given, 
a  brief  description  of  the  property  should  be  inserted  instead  of  the  words  "the 
sum  of dollars. ' ' 

A  lawyer  should  be  retained  to  supervise  the  drawing  of  the  Will  and  its  execu- 
tion in  order  to  make  sure  that  all  requirements  of  law  are  complied  with.  It  is 
advisable  to  give  the  Hospital  considerable  latitude  in  the  use  of  funds  because 
changing  circumstances  may  otherwise  lessen  the  usefulness  of  the  gift. 

Endowed  Beds 

A  bed  may  be  endowed  by  a  donation  of  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  to  the 
general  funds  of  the  Society.  The  endowment  of  a  bed  entitles  the  donor  to  nomi- 
nate, subject  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Hospital,  a  patient  to  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  one  bed  in  the  Pavilions  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  except  for 
special  service,  for  a  total  of  as  many  days  in  any  twelve  months'  period  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  The  privilege  of  nomination  may  not 
extend  beyond  the  generation  succeeding  the  donor,  nor  for  longer  than  25  years. 
The  Governors  may  in  their  discretion  accept  such  other  gifts  for  endowed  beds  as 
they  may  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Society.

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A      SUMMARY      OF      HISTORY      AND       OBJECTIVES 


prjpqHE  New  York  Hospital,  which  has  cared  for  approximately  3,650,840  patients 
during  its  180-year  history,  was  founded  in  1771  by  a  charter  granted  by 
-&■    King  George  III  of  England.     It  was  this  City's  first  hospital. 

The  original  building,  on  a  farm  in  lower  Manhattan,  burned  before  occupancy. 
Reconstruction  was  completed  in  time  for  the  Hospital  to  receive  as  its  first  patients 
American  Revolutionary  War  troops  wounded  in  July,  1776. 

The  Hospital  is  operated  by  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  through  its 
Board  of  Governors,  and  The  Society  has  as  its  membership  a  group  of  public-spirited 
citizens  whose  interest  and  financial  generosity  are  invaluable  and  who  therefore 
share  in  the  service  and  progress  achieved  by  the  Center. 

The  New  York  Hospital  occupies  with  Cornell  University  Medical  College  and 
with  the  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  the  buildings 
of  The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  at  68th  Street  and  the  East 
River.  This  Center  was  opened  in  1932.  Most  of  the  staff  doctors  are  members 
of  the  Medical  College  faculty.  The  activities  of  the  three  institutions  are  coor- 
dinated by  a  Joint  Administrative  Board  under  the  personal  and  active  supervision 
of  the  President  of  this  Board. 


Three  independently  famous  hospitals  have  in  the  course  of  years  become 
affiliated  with  The  New  York  Hospital  and  their  operations  consolidated  with  ours. 
Thus,  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  founded  in  1799,  Manhattan  Maternity  &  Dispensary 
and  the  New  York  Nursery  &  Child's  Hospital  all  form  part  of  The  New  York 
Hospital  clinics  and  departments  operating  in  their  respective  fields.  In  1947  these 
hospitals  were  legally  merged  into  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital. 

In  addition  to  its  functions  as  a  general  hospital  with  extensive  out-patient 
departments,  The  New  York  Hospital  carries  on  special  psychiatric  activities  in 
Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  in  its  own  Center  and  in  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Westchester  Division  at  White  Plains,  New  York.  The  latter  Division  was  known 
at  its  founding,  in  1821,  as  Bloomingdale  Hospital,  due  to  its  location  on  Blooming- 
dale  Road,  now  Broadway.  Even  prior  to  the  establishment  of  Bloomingdale,  The 
New  York  Hospital  was  the  first  in  the  country  to  have  a  separate  psychiatric 
department  located  in  a  separate  building. 

Throughout  its  history,  the  Hospital- — a  voluntary  hospital  which  does  not 
operate  for  profit — has  adopted  and  furthered  a  fourfold  concept  of  medicine: 

Care  of  the  Sick.  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  operation  for  1951  in  provid- 
ing patients  with  the  most  modern  type  of  medical  care  will  be  $12,600,000;  this 
figure  includes  provision  for  depreciation .  Despite  the  practice  of  every  economy  con- 
sistent with  sound  medicine,  the  Hospital  must  depend  on  income  from  endowment 
and  on  the  United  Hospital  Fund,  the  Greater  New  York  Fund  and  on  membership 
and  other  contributions  to  permit  it  to  meet  annual  deficits  arising  from  the  fact  that 
more  than  85.4  per  cent  of  its  patients  do  not  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  care. 

Teaching.  The  long  affiliation  of  The  New  York  Hospital  and  Cornell  Univer- 
sity Medical  College  expresses  the  Hospital's  time-tested  philosophy  that  great 
medical  institutions  must  provide  for  the  teaching  and  training  of  new  doctors, 
nurses  and  technicians  for  tomorrow  as  well  as  for  the  care  of  the  sick  today.  The 
Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  is  one  of  the  few  whose 
courses  can  lead  to  a  B.S.  degree  in  nursing. 

Research.  In  every  clinical  and  preclinical  department  of  the  institution, 
research  probes  constantly  for  new  methods  of  diagnosis,  new  types  of  care  and  wider 
understanding  of  new  drugs.  The  already  tangible  results  of  research  in  the  early 
diagnosis  of  cancer,  in  penicillin,  streptomycin,  sulfa  drugs  and  psychosomatic 
medicine,  for  example,  vouch  for  the  importance  of  research  in  a  well-rounded 
hospital  program. 

Preventive  Medicine.  The  Hospital  works  constantly  not  only  to  cure  sick- 
ness but  to  accelerate  the  development  of  new  knowledge  and  methods  of  preventing 
sickness.    Our  concept  of  medicine  is  to  prevent  illness  as  well  as  to  cure  it. 
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Report  of  the  President 


In  presenting  to  you  this  179th  Annual 
Report,  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  tell  you 
that  1950  has  been  the  most  active  year  in  the 
long  history  of  The  Society  of  the  New  York 
Hospital.  Our  occupancy  increased,  and  the 
average  length  of  patient  stay  decreased.  We 
cared  for  43^2  pet  cent  more  in-patients  than 
in  1949  with  but  a  modest  increase  in  the 
number  of  our  personnel.  Our  deficit,  ex- 
clusive of  all  depreciation  and  compared  with 
the  three  previous  years  was  $280,361 — in 
1947  this  deficit  amounted  to  $593,392;  in 
1948,  to  $536,886;  in  1949,  to  $460,300. 
However,  our  Board  of  Governors  is  con- 
sidering including,  within  the  current  oper- 
ating costs,  depreciation  on  fixtures  and 
equipment  but  not  on  buildings.  With  the 
depreciation  on  fixtures  and  equipment 
included,  our  1950  loss  will  be  increased  by 
$537,658.75,  to  $818,020.40.  With  depreci- 
ation on  buildings  also  included,  the  loss  is 
$1,116,774.96.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that  our  contribution  in  1950  to  the  com- 
munity, in  treatment,  care  and  services, 
amounted  to  $2,477,625. 

Our  income  was  increased  over  1949  by 
larger  payments  by  and  on  behalf  of  patients, 
by  increased  investment  income,  and  by 
increased  gifts.  Our  Capital  Funds  at  book 
value  which  totaled  $39,612,782.71  in  1949, 
amounted  to  $40,556,541.65  on  December  31, 
1950.  Our  gifts  from  membership  and  other 
current  contributions  totaled  $648,275-83  in 
1950  compared  with  $538,941.01  in  1949.  Be- 
quests received  in  1950  totaled  $30,820.44. 

Among  our  important  sources  of  income, 
in  addition  to  the  return  on  our  invested 
capital  and  the  increased  generosity  on  the 
part  of  our  Members  and  friends,  was  the 


notable  contribution  from  the  United  Hos- 
pital Fund.  This  was  made  possible  by  the 
excellent  work  done  by  the  Women's  and 
Men's  Teams  in  the  United  Hospital  Fund 
Campaign  of  1950,  and  we  are  sincerely  in- 
debted to  everyone  who  worked  and  who 
contributed  during  this  drive. 

Financial  data  are  developed  in  detail  on 
pages  53-57. 

In  the  presentation  of  this  Annual  Report, 
I  have  been  helped  materially  by  the  de- 
tailed statements  of  Dr.  David  P.  Barr, 
President  of  the  Medical  Board,  by  Dr.  Henry 
N.  Pratt,  Director  of  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital, by  Dean  Virginia  M.  Dunbar,  Director 
of  Nursing  Service  and  Dean  of  the  Cornell 
University-New  York  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing,  by  Mrs.  Nathaniel  P.  Hill,  Chair- 
man of  the  Social  Service  Committee,  and 
by  others.  I  hope  you  will  read  these  inter- 
esting reports,  for  you  will  glean  from  them 
the  truth  of  my  statement  that  we  have  had 
a  full  and  interesting  and  exacting  year  of 
growth. 

While  the  Hospital  has  been  called  upon 
to  fulfil  its  primary  purpose — the  care  of  the 
sick — and  to  carry  forward  its  program  with 
Cornell  University  Medical  College  to  teach 
and  train  doctors,  to  teach  and  train  nurses 
and  to  advance  the  programs  in  research  and 
preventive  medicine,  we  have  also  been  called 
upon  to  play  our  part  in  the  increasingly 
important  problem  of  civil  defense. 

Civil  defense  today  means  defense  of  civil- 
ians against  even  the  possibility  of  an  attack 
by  Russia  in  a  total  war.  Everyone  hopes 
devoutly  that  the  fighting  in  Korea  will  not 
become  World  War  III,  but  the  international 
portents  are  so  threatening  that  no  one  can 


be  sure  that  a  world  war  will  not  occur.  If 
it  should  occur,  the  great  cities  of  the  con- 
tinental United  States  could  be  attacked 
from  without  by  air  or  sea,  and  from  within 
by  sabotage.  The  weapons  used  might  in- 
clude atomic  bombs,  poison  gas  or  bac- 
teriological agents.  Although  the  possible 
horrors  are  too  great  to  be  envisioned,  it  is 
necessary  to  consider  them  as  calmly  and  as 
judiciously  as  possible,  and  to  put  ourselves 
in  an  attitude  and  posture  of  defense.  For 
our  salvation  as  a  free  people  and  to  do  our 
duties  as  loyal  citizens,  we  should  exert  our 
best  efforts  to  prepare  for  our  own  defense. 
We  must  carry  forward  through  our  own 
initiative  the  general  policies  and  plans 
developed  by  the  civil  defense  agencies 
of  the  federal,  state  and  municipal  govern- 
ments. 

Whenever  an  operation  as  large  as  the  civil 
defense  of  so  great  an  area  as  metropolitan 
New  York  is  undertaken  in  relation  to  the 
civil  defense  of  the  nation,  state  and  neigh- 
boring communities,  there  is  certain  to  be 
some  confusion,  conflict  of  policies,  false 
starts,  change  of  course  and  efforts  that 
might  seem  futile.  We  can  expect  these 
things  and  we  can  deal  with  them  with 
equanimity.  At  this  Center  we  are  not 
overwhelmed  by  the  prospect  of  the  perils 
and  are  not  interested  in  the  possibility  of 
defeat.  We  know  that  there  is  a  difficult  job 
to  be  done.  We  realize  that  among  the  diffi- 
culties is  the  sustaining  of  morale  in  making 
and  maintaining  preparations  for  something 
that  may  never  happen.  Everyone  at  this 
Center  shares  this  knowledge.  People  in  the 
hospitals,  institutes,  health  centers  and  other 
places  near  us,  and  in  the  whole  city,  share 
the  same  feelings,  the  same  reluctances  and 
the  same  sense  of  getting  on  with  an  uncon- 
genial task.  Civil  defense  is  mutual  aid, 
imposed  upon  us  not  only  by  regulations 
from  governing  bodies  but  by  our  own  con- 
cern for  our  own  safety  and  preservation  and 
our  dedication  to  service  for  the  good  of  our 
country. 


As  far  as  our  own  management  problems 
are  concerned,  I  have  had  the  help  and  advice 
of  a  special  committee  of  our  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors, known  as  the  Survey  Committee 
and  composed  of  Mr.  Langbourne  M. 
Williams,  Jr.,  Chairman,  Mr.  A.  Conger 
Goodyear  and  Mr.  Edward  W.  Bourne. 
This  Committee  examined  into  our  affairs 
with  great  detail,  having  the  advice  of 
auditors  and  other  specialists,  and  concluded 
that  the  substantial  loss  at  which  the  Hos- 
pital has  been  operating  cannot  be  met  by 
economies  in  our  present  effort.  They  found 
the  administration  to  be  efficient,  and  that 
its  costs  compared  favorably  with  other 
similar  institutions.  The  Committee  was 
loath  to  recommend  a  drastic  curtailment 
of  our  services  and  urged  a  renewed  effort  to 
secure  additional  income.  We  are  making, 
and  will  continue  to  make,  every  possible 
effort  to  remain  a  part  of  one  of  the  great 
medical  centers  of  the  world  and  will  con- 
tinue to  hold  as  a  major  objective  the 
greatest  interest  in  the  treatment  of  patients, 
in  teaching,  in  medical  research  and  in  pre- 
ventive medicine.  We  believe  that  the  only 
places  where  American  medicine  can  fully 
live  up  to  its  possibilities  are  the  teaching 
hospitals.  We  have  always  been  a  great 
voluntary  hospital  and  we  intend  to  remain 
great  and  voluntary — voluntary  in  the  sense 
of  independence;  great  in  the  sense  that  we 
attract  from  among  the  ablest  of  practicing 
doctors,  teachers,  research  men  and  women, 
employees  and  friends. 

The  Survey  Committee  nevertheless  recom- 
mended that  to  be  more  realistic  in  our  cost 
of  operation  there  be  included  in  these  oper- 
ating figures  the  depreciation  on  fixtures  and 
equipment,  but  not  on  buildings.  The  Board 
of  Governors  approved  of  a  study  of  these 
suggestions,  and  this  study  will  be  actively 
carried  on  in  1951- 

Circumstances  in  1951  may  force  us  to 
consider  ways  and  means  more  closely  to 
approach  balancing  our  budget,  because  the 
Board  of  Governors  is  fully  aware  of  the 


dangers  of  deficit  financing.  I  have  in- 
structed the  Administration  to  advise  me  in 
(this  matter. 
To  reach  the  new  sources  of  income  sug- 
gested by  our  Survey  Committee,  we  have 
planned  once  more  to  lay  our  needs  before 
the  City  of  New  York,  asking  a  more  realistic 
approach  on  the  city's  part  to  meet  the  cost 
of  hospitalizing  medically  indigent  patients. 
In  1950  the  cost  of  our  caring  for  these  city 
patients  was  not  met  by  the  city  to  the  ex- 
tent of  $1,157,162.  To  expect  the  voluntary 
hospital  to  care  for  city  patients  at  a  rate  of 
reimbursement  less  than  the  city  allows  its 
own  hospitals  is  a  severe  hardship  on  the 
voluntary  hospital,  and  we  have  asked  the 
City  of  New  York  to  consider  this  problem. 

The  second  source  of  additional  income 
concerns  payments  by  Associated  Hospital 
Service  (Blue  Cross)  for  hospitalization  of 
their  subscribers.  With  hospital  costs  rising, 
we  feel  that  the  payments  by  Blue  Cross 
:  should  more  closely  approximate  our  costs, 
and  we  have  accordingly  asked  the  Associ- 
ated Hospital  Service  to  consider  this  matter. 

Sources  of  additional  income  are  constantly 
being  studied.  During  1950  there  was  estab- 
lished a  Memorial  Fund  to  which  contribu- 
tions, large  or  small,  may  be  sent  in  memory 
of  a  deceased  relative  or  friend.  This  fund  is 
used  to  assist  the  Hospital  in  maintaining  its 
vital  services  to  the  thousands  of  needy  sick 
who  turn  to  us  for  help.  It  was  of  great  en- 
couragement to  see  from  our  year-end  figures 
that  Members  of  The  Society  of  the  New 
York  Hospital,  foundations,  businesses  and 
,  other  friends  had  given  us  the  record- 
breaking  total  of  nearly  $650,000  in  gifts  in 
:  1950  to  further  the  work  and  meet  the  current 
needs  of  this  Hospital. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  important 
new  relationships  were  established.  An 
affiliation  between  Memorial  Center  for 
Cancer  and  Allied  Diseases,  Cornell  Univer- 
sity, Sloan-Kettering  Institute  and  The 
Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  was  con- 
summated, and  the  formal  opening  of  the 


Vincent  Astor  Diagnostic  Service  took  place 
on  January  3,  1950.  This  Service  was 
established  by  members  of  the  professional 
staff  of  The  New  York  Hospital  to  provide 
complete  diagnostic  facilities  in  the  greatest 
possible  variety  for  private  ambulatory 
patients  who  are  able  to  pay  full  costs.  It  is 
a  service  intended  for  those  who  do  not  im- 
mediately require  hospitalization,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  it  may  be  of  particular  value  to 
physicians  who  wish  to  secure  for  these 
patients  the  diagnostic  and  consultation 
services  provided  by  a  large  medical  center. 
The  Report  of  the  President  of  the  Medical 
Board  shows  on  page  14  the  first  year's 
response  to  this  new  Service. 

A  number  of  changes  took  place  in  the 
Board  of  Governors  during  1950.  Three  new 
members  were  elected,  Mr.  William  Gage 
Brady,  Jr.,  Mr.  William  A.  M.  Burden  and 
Mr.  Louis  M.  Loeb.  Mr.  Landon  K.  Thorne 
and  Mr.  Alfred  L.  Loomis,  each  of  whom  had 
served  as  a  Governor,  were  elected  Honorary 
Governors.  Two  of  our  members  were  called 
into  duty  for  our  country,  Mr.  William  H. 
Jackson  becoming  Deputy  Director,  Central 
Intelligence  Office  at  Washington,  and  Mr. 
William  A.  M.  Burden  being  appointed  as 
Special  Assistant  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Air 
Force.  While  neither  Mr.  Jackson  nor  Mr. 
Burden  resigned  as  Governors,  nevertheless 
Mr.  Jackson  was  obliged  to  tender  his 
resignation  as  Vice-President  of  The  Society 
and  as  one  of  our  representatives  on  the  Joint 
Administrative  Board  of  the  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center.  Both  of 
these  Governors  have  been  given  leave  of 
absence  from  all  Hospital  duties. 

To  fill  the  vacancies  caused  by  Mr. 
Jackson's  leave  of  absence,  Mr.  Hamilton 
Hadley  was  elected  as  Vice-President  of  The 
Society  and  as  a  representative  on  the  Joint 
Administrative  Board. 

The  Board  of  Governors  suffered  one  very 
severe  loss  in  the  death  of  Mr.  G.  Beekman 
Hoppin,  a  Governor  since  1913-  Mr.  Hoppin's 
long  and  devoted  and  able  service  is  recorded 
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in  a  special  minute  published  on  page  9,  but 
no  Resolution  is  needed  to  record  the  debt 
which  this  Society  owes  to  him.  His  own 
record  of  accomplishment  is  outstanding. 
We  are  very  pleased  that  his  name  is  being 
carved  into  the  stone  tablets  in  our  entrance 
hall  through  the  gift  by  Mrs.  Hoppin  of  the 
G.  Beekman  Hoppin  Memorial  Bed. 

The  work  of  the  Joint  Administrative 
Board  during  1950  has  been  notable.  In  any 
great  enterprise  where  the  interests  of  two 
governing  boards  of  independent  status  are 
involved,  many  problems  are  bound  to  arise. 
It  is  with  genuine  sincerity  that  I  express  my 
appreciation  for  the  help  that  The  Society 
has  received  from  this  source. 

The  membership  of  the  Joint  Administra- 
tive Board  changed  in  1950  not  only  by 
Mr.  Hadley  replacing  Mr.  Jackson,  but  by 
the  election  of  then-Acting  President  of 
Cornell  University,  Cornells  W.  deKiewiet, 
as  successor  to  Chancellor  Edmund  Ezra 
Day  and  the  election  of  Mr.  Arthur  H.  Dean, 
Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Cornell  University,  as 
successor  to  Mr.  Joseph  P.  Ripley. 

Among  other  milestones  in  the  history  of 
The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 
should  be  recorded  the  decision  by  the 
Governors  and  employees  alike  to  participate 
in  the  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act 
(Social  Security). 

At  White  Plains,  a  portion  of  our  unde- 
veloped real  estate  was  sold  and  a  substantial 


sum,  so  realized,  was  added  to  capital.  The 
income  therefrom  is  now  available  to  care  for 
the  needs  of  patients  at  our  Westchester 
Division  Hospital. 

Individual  reports  of  the  work  of  the 
Westchester  Division,  of  the  Payne  Whitney 
Psychiatric  Clinic,  of  The  Lying-in  Hospital 
and  of  certain  of  our  clinical  departments  are 
available  for  those  who  are  particularly 
interested  in  these  specialized  fields. 

Our  membership  now  numbers  502  men 
and  women.  Many  of  these  persons  and 
other  devoted  friends  give  annually  of  their 
time  and  money  so  that  The  Society  may 
accomplish  many  of  its  aims.  Our  volunteer 
staff  includes  493  person;  to  them,  to  the 
several  hundred  members  of  our  professional 
staff,  to  doctors  and  nurses  and  to  all  of 
our  3,216  employees  I  express  my  deep  ap- 
preciation for  what  each  has  done  to  make 
our  179th  year  one  of  helpful  value  to  the 
Community. 

During  this  long  period  of  179  years,  The 
Society  has  cared  for  more  than  three  and 
one  half  million  patients.  With  your  con- 
tinued aid  and  your  encouragement  we  can 
look  forward  to  a  future  of  accomplishment. 
A  voluntary  hospital  which  operates  not  for 
profit  but  for  the  well-being  of  the  sick  is 
very  dependent  on  such  friends  as  you.

The  Board  of  Governors  of  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  hereby 
record  their  deep  sense  of  loss  and  of  sorrow  in  the  death,  on  the  29th  day  of  August, 
1950,  of  their  colleague, 

G.  BEEKMAN  HOPPIN 

Mr.  Hoppin's  interest  in  and  devotion  to  this  Hospital  had  been  an  important 
part  of  his  busy  life  and  an  important  contribution  to  the  progress  and  welfare  of 
the  Hospital.  He  had  been  a  most  active  and  conscientious  Governor  'since  1913, 
and,  during  this  long  period  of  membership  on  the  Board,  he  had  been  a  member  of 
most  of  our  Standing  Committees  and  Chairman  of  the  Real  Estate  and  Executive 
Committees.  When,  during  the  Second  World  War,  younger  officers  of  The  Society 
entered  the  service  of  our  country  and  Mr.  Hoppin  was  called  upon  to  act  as  Vice- 
President  of  the  Society,  he  responded  with  enthusiasm,  and  in  that  office,  from  1943 
to  1946,  he  gave  devoted  and  valuable  aid,  always  with  his  cheerful  outlook,  in 
carrying  our  institution  successfully  through  the  difficult  years  of  the  war. 

Outside  of  the  walls  of  this  Hospital,  Mr.  Hoppin,  throughout  his  adult  life, 
gave  loyal  and  devoted  service  to  his  community  and  to  our  country.  For  many 
years  he  was  President  of  the  Nassau  Hospital  and  he  was  active  in  all  sorts  of  other 
community  interests,  both  here  and  elsewhere.  A  patriot  of  the  finest  type,  he 
served  in  our  Army  at  the  front  in  two  wars.  In  the  Spanish- American  War,  he  was 
in  Cuba  as  a  First  Lieutenant  in  the  Fifth  Infantry  Regiment  of  the  Regular  Army; 
and  in  the  First  World  War,  after  attending  an  Officers'  Training  Camp  at  Plattsburg, 
he  served  with  distinction  with  the  American  Expeditionary  Force  in  the  trenches 
of  France  as  Captain  and  Major  in  the  Twenty-Third  Regiment  of  the  Second 
Division. 

Mr.  Hoppin  was  a  friend  of  and  beloved  by  every  member  of  this  Board  and  of 
the  medical  and  administrative  staffs  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  He  had  a 
great  gift  of  eager  and  loyal  friendship.  No  memorial  minute  can  do  justice  to  the 
affection  in  which  he  was  held,  nor  adequately  express  his  deep  devotion  to  the 
Hospital  which  he  served  for  thirty-seven  years,  nor  our  appreciation  of  that 
devotion. 

This  Board  and  this  Society  will  long  hold  him  in  grateful  and  affectionate 
memory. 


Report  of  the  President  of  the  Medical  Board 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

A  report  of  the  professional  work  for  the 
year  1950  is  herewith  submitted.  Following 
the  custom  initiated  in  1949,  the  statistics  of 
professional  service  as  well  as  the  economic 
problems  and  administrative  activities  will 
be  reported  by  the  Director  of  the  Hospital, 
Dr.  Henry  N.  Pratt.  The  aspects  of  the  pro- 
fessional service  as  they  pertain  to  nursing 
will  be  recorded  separately  by  Miss  Virginia 
Dunbar,  the  Director  of  the  Nursing  Service. 

The  year  1950  has  been  one  of  great  ac- 
complishment. The  number  of  patients 
admitted  to  the  Hospital  is  greater  than 
ever  before.  More  operations  have  been 
performed;  more  laboratory  and  x-ray  ex- 
aminations have  been  made.  Many  innova- 
tions have  been  introduced  to  increase 
safety  and  efficiency  in  the  care  of  patients. 
The  program  for  training  of  interns,  resi- 
dents and  fellows  has  been  intensified  and 
extended  without  curtailment  of  the  oppor- 
tunities offered  to  undergraduates  in  the 
Medical  College.  Relationships  with  the 
Memorial  Hospital,  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery,  and  the  Second  Division  of  Bellevue 
Hospital  have  been  strengthened. 

Extensions  of  service  to  the  community 
have  included  the  establishment  of  the  Con- 
sultation Clinic  in  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment, the  Vincent  Astor  Diagnostic  Service 
near  the  Baker  entrance,  and  the  Recovery 
Unit  in  the  Department  of  Surgery.  Numer- 
ous inter-departmental  projects  have  been 
initiated  or  consolidated  in  the  out-patient 
service,  in  the  conduct  of  research  and  in  the 


instruction  of  undergraduate  and  graduate 
students.  Throughout  the  Hospital  there 
has  been  increasing  emphasis  upon  more 
comprehensive  and  continuous  medical  care, 
a  trend  particularly  evident  in  the  manage- 
ment of  children  but  also  notable  in  all  other 
clinical  departments.  Medical  investigation 
supported  by  large  subsidies  from  many 
agencies  and  individuals  has  been  more 
extensive  and  perhaps  more  productive  than 
ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  Center. 

This  report  is  based  upon  detailed  state- 
ments from  each  department,  but  because  of 
the  extent  and  complexity  of  the  develop- 
ments of  the  year  can  be  regarded  only  as  an 
outline  of  achievement. 

STAFF 

Promotions  and  New  Appointments.  Dr.  Cary 
Eggleston  was  appointed  Consultant  in 
Medicine.  Drs.  Claude  E.  Forkner,  Walsh 
McDermott,  Carl  Muschenheim,  Edward 
Tolstoi  and  Robert  F.  Watson  were  promoted 
to  the  positions  of  Attending  Physicians. 
Drs.  Thomas  P.  Almy,  Henry  S.  Dunning, 
Constance  Friess,  Milton  L.  Kramer,  Ralph 
R.  Tompsett  and  Stewart  G.  Wolf  were  pro- 
moted to  the  positions  of  Associate  Attend- 
ing Physicians.  Dr.  Herbert  Conway  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  Attending  Surgeon 
in  charge  of  Plastic  Surgery,  and  Dr.  S. 
Farrar  Kelley  to  Attending  Surgeon  (Otola- 
ryngology). Drs.  William  A.  Barnes  and 
Russel  H.  Patterson  were  promoted  to  the 
positions  of  Associate  Attending  Surgeons, 
and  Dr.  Anne  M.  Belcher  to  Associate 
Attending  Surgeon  (Otolaryngology).  Dr. 
Henry  L.  Barnett  was  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  Associate  Attending  Pediatrician.

Dr.  George  A.  Wolf,  Jr.,  a  member  of  the 
staff  of  the  Department  of  Medicine,  was 
appointed  Assistant  Director  of  the  Hospital 
in  charge  of  Out-Patient  Department  activi- 
ties. 

The  clinical  activities  as  well  as  the  re- 
search of  the  institution  were  extended  by 
the  appointment  of  Dr.  Howard  A.  Eder  as 
Assistant  Attending  Physician  and  Dr.  Henry 
D.  Lauson  as  Assistant  Attending  Pedia- 
trician, who  will  continue  at  New  York 
Hospital  the  important  researches  in  renal 
physiology  and  electrolyte  and  water  balance 
which  they  formerly  conducted  at  the 
Rockefeller  Institute. 

Dr.  Barbara  M.  Korsch  was  appointed  on 
July  1  Clinical  Director  of  the  Pediatrics 
Out-Patient  Department  to  succeed  Dr. 
Luzzatti.  Dr.  Byard  Williams  was  appointed 
Attending  Physician  at  the  Westchester 
Division.  Dr.  Oscar  E.  Goldstein  was  ap- 
pointed Physician  to  Out-Patients.  Dr. 
William  T.  Carroll  became  Dental  Surgeon 
and  Dr.  Ralph  M.  Slater  Assistant  Dental 
Surgeon,  at  the  Westchester  Division. 

Dr.  Alvin  Joseph  Cummins  was  appointed 
Lewis  Cass  Ledyard,  Jr.  Fellow  on  July  1  to 
work  with  Dr.  Thomas  P.  Almy  on  prob- 
lems relevant  to  gastrointestinal  function. 

In  view  of  the  national  emergency  which 
developed  following  the  outbreak  of  the 
Korean  war,  official  action  was  taken  to 
authorize  the  establishment  of  a  Service  Roll. 
On  this  were  listed  as  of  December  31  the 
names  of  19  members  of  the  house  staff. 
Six  of  these  men  had  been  called  to  duty 
from  the  surgical  service,  four  each  from 
Pediatrics  and  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology, 
three  from  Medicine  and  two  from  Path- 
ology. 

Honors  and  Awards.  Samuel  Z.  Levine, 
Pediatrician-in-Chief,  acted  as  Chairman  of 
the  World  Health  Organization's  Group  on 
Prematurity  at  sessions  in  Geneva,  Switzer- 
land, from  April  17  to  21.  Later  in  the  year 
he   served   as   Chairman    of  the   American 


Group  on  the  Research  Seminar  on  Infant 
Metabolism  held  in  Leyden  and  Stockholm 
under  auspices  of  the  World  Health  Or- 
ganization during  September  and  October. 
This  important  teaching  activity  in  which 
Dr.  Henry  L.  Barnett  of  the  Department  of 
Pediatrics  also  participated,  was  shared  by 
9  countries  and  21  universities. 

Dr.  Connie  M.  Guion  was  awarded  the 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science  by 
Wellesley  College  and  was  appointed  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  Sweet 
Briar  College.  Alumnae  of  Wellesley  Col- 
lege and  friends  of  Dr.  Guion  founded  an 
endowment  scholarship  fund  in  her  honor. 

Dr.  Ephraim  Shorr  received  the  Alvarenga 
Prize  of  the  College  of  Physicians  of  Phila- 
delphia for  his  work  on  shock.  He  was 
asked  during  the  year  to  give  the  Brickner 
Memorial  Lecture  at  the  Hospital  for  Joint 
Diseases,  the  Henry  B.  Freiberg  Memorial 
Lecture  in  Cincinnati  and  the  Eastman 
Memorial  Lecture  at  the  University  of 
Rochester. 

Dr.  Harold  G.  Wolff  was  Editor  of  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Association  for  Research 
in  Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases  and  was 
elected  President  of  the  New  York  Neuro- 
logical Society.  He  was  invited  to  deliver 
the  Hertzstein  Lectures  in  San  Francisco 
and,  by  the  Nobel  Institute  for  Neuro- 
physiology, to  lecture  in  Sweden  at  the 
Universities  of  Lund  and  Upsala  and  at  the 
Karolinska  Institute  in  Stockholm. 

Dr.  David  Barr  was  recipient  of  the  Award 
of  Distinction  of  the  Alumni  Association  of 
Cornell  University  Medical  College. 

Honors  came  this  year  to  a  member  of 
the  resident  staff  in  Obstetrics  and  Gyne- 
cology. Dr.  Kermit  Krantz  was  awarded  the 
Foundation  Prize  of  the  South  Atlantic 
Association  of  Obstetricians  and  Gynecolo- 
gists for  his  original  work  on  the  presence 
of  smooth  muscle  in  the  human  placenta 
and  its  apparent  role  in  the  circulation  of  the 
intervillous  space. 
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Retirements  and  Resignations.  Dr.  Samuel 
W.  Dooley,  Assistant  Attending  Pediatri- 
cian, retired  after  many  years  of  service  to 
become  Assistant  Professor  of  Child  Health 
in  the  Department  of  Maternal  and  Child 
Health  at  Harvard  University.  Dr.  Luigi 
Luzzatti,  Assistant  Attending  Pediatrician, 
who  had  done  so  much  to  develop  the  work 
of  the  Pediatrics  Out-Patient  Department 
resigned  to  become  Medical  Director  of  the 
Children's  Hospital  of  the  East  Bay  in 
Oakland,  California. 

Dr.  George  A.  Schumacher,  Physician  to 
Out-Patients,  resigned  July  31  to  become 
Professor  of  Neurology  at  the  University  of 
Vermont.  After  service  of  almost  twenty 
years  to  the  Center,  Dr.  Elisabeth  Adams, 
Physician  to  Out-Patients,  resigned  to  under- 
take practice  at  Guilford,  Connecticut. 
Dr.  Aubrey  L.  Whittemore  resigned  as 
Physician  to  Out-Patients  to  become  Chief 
of  the  Allergy  Out-Patient  Department  at 
St.  Luke's  Hospital. 

Dr.  Ted  R.  Smalldon,  Assistant  Attending 
Radiologist,  resigned  on  December  31  be- 
cause of  his  departure  from  New  York  City. 
Dr.  Wallace  W.  McCrory,  whose  appoint- 
ment as  Lewis  Cass  Ledyard,  Jr.  Fellow 
terminated  on  June  30,  returned  to  the 
Children's  Hospital  of  Philadelphia  to  con- 
tinue his  studies  on  renal  disease  and  the 
physiology  of  water  and  electrolytes. 

Deaths.  The  year  1950  marked  the  passing 
of  several  of  those  who  had  been  active  and 
influential  in  the  founding  and  early  growth 
of  the  Center. 

Dr.  Lewis  Atterbury  Conner,  Consultant 
in  Medicine  and  one  of  the  most  distin- 
guished of  American  physicians,  died  at 
The  New  York  Hospital  on  December  4. 
His  84  years  had  been  rich  in  accomplish- 
ment and  his  life  and  acts  had  merited  the 
affection  and  esteem  of  the  many  students 
and  colleagues  whom  he  had  taught  and 
influenced. 

As  a  graduate  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and    Surgeons   of  Columbia   University   he 


was  awarded  a  position  as  House  Officer  at 
The  New  York  Hospital,  thus  commencing 
an  association  which  was  to  extend  over 
more  than  half  a  century.  His  exceptional 
ability  was  almost  immediately  recognized 
and  from  the  time  he  completed  his  intern- 
ship he  was  sought  for  positions  of  responsi- 
bility and  prominence.  In  1898  he  was 
selected  as  a  member  of  the  original  faculty 
of  Cornell  University  Medical  College.  Two 
years  later,  at  the  early  age  of  34,  he  was 
appointed  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine,  a 
position  which  he  occupied  until  1916. 

Dr.  Conner's  pre-eminence  as  a  teacher  can 
be  attested  by  all  graduates  of  Cornell  and 
by  many  others  who  came  into  even  casual 
contact  with  his  remarkable  example  and 
method.  Educated  at  a  time  when  the  un- 
aided senses  still  represented  the  only 
resource  in  the  clinical  study  and  recognition 
of  many  diseases,  Dr.  Conner  developed  a 
mastery  of  physical  diagnosis  which  has 
seldom  been  equaled.  With  this  invaluable 
asset  he  combined  qualities  of  scholarship 
and  perception  which  enabled  him  to  appre- 
ciate and  evaluate  newer  scientific  knowledge 
and  to  share  the  enthusiasm  and  aspirations 
of  his  younger  colleagues.  His  learning,  his 
clinical  judgment,  and  above  all  his  integ- 
rity, made  him  the  idol  of  the  students  and 
particularly  of  those  chosen  young  men  who 
were  permitted  to  work  with  him  as  interns 
or  residents  in  the  wards  of  The  New  York 
Hospital.  To  them  and  to  those  who  suc- 
ceeded them,  his  acumen  and  skill  have  be- 
come an  unforgettable  legend. 

The  Medical  Board  records  his  death  with 
sorrow,  realizing  that  its  members  and  all 
who  work  for  The  New  York  Hospital  have 
lost  one  of  its  greatest  and  staunchest  friends. 

Dr.  George  J.  Heuer  died  suddenly  on 
December  15,  1950.  As  Surgeon-in-Chief  to 
The  New  York  Hospital  and  Professor  of 
Surgery  of  Cornell  University  Medical  Col- 
lege from  1932  to  1947,  his  contributions  did 
much  to  make  this  period  in  the  Center  one 
of  great  development  and  achievement.    A 
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master  of  thorough,  skillful  and  meticulous 
surgery,  he  placed  his  greatest  emphasis  on 
the  training  of  young  surgeons  through  the 
resident  system  which  he  inaugurated  at 
The  New  York  Hospital.  He  himself  was  a 
product  of  this  system  of  training.  He  com- 
pleted his  residency  in  surgery  at  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Hospital  in  1914  under  the  late  Dr. 
William  S.  Halsted.  From  then  until  1922 
he  was  variously  engaged  in  graduate  work 
in  Breslau,  Germany,  as  Chief  Surgeon  of 
Evacuation  Hospital  No.  10  in  France 
during  World  War  I,  and  as  a  member  of  the 
senior  staff  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  group. 

He  became  Professor  of  Surgery  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Cincinnati  in  1922,  where  he 
remained  until  his  appointment  at  Cornell 
in  1932.  He  retired  in  1947  after  25  years  of 
full  professorship.  During  that  period,  more 
than  one  hundred  surgeons  either  completed 
their  residencies  or  obtained  the  major 
portion  of  their  training  under  his  guidance. 
It  was  to  these  young  men,  now  located 
throughout  the  country,  that  he  devoted  his 
life  as  a  teacher  of  surgery.  When,  following 
his  retirement,  his  health  failed  and  his 
activity  became  limited,  it  was  the  admira- 
tion, appreciation  and  love  expressed  by 
this  group  which  gave  him  his  greatest 
satisfaction.  His  ideals  and  objectives  will 
live  in  those  who  grew  to  professional 
maturity  under  his  teaching. 

Dr.  George  Gray  Ward,  for  many  years 
Consulting  Obstetrician  and  Gynecologist 
to  The  New  York  Hospital,  died  suddenly  on 
December  20.  He  joined  the  faculty  of 
Cornell  University  Medical  College  at  the 
time  of  its  organization  in  1898  and  was 
continually  associated  with  it  until  the  time 
of  his  death  when  he  was  Professor  Emeritus 
of  Gynecology  and  Obstetrics.  For  two 
generations  he  was  a  leader  in  his  specialty, 
a  man  who  left  his  impress  of  professional 
skill  and  kindliness  upon  the  hundreds  of  stu- 
dents and  residents  whom  he  helped  to  train. 

Dr.  Ralph  Griffith  Stillman,  who  for  43 
years  had  been  associated  with  The  New 


York  Hospital  died  on  November  16.  At 
the  time  of  his  graduation  from  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  at  Columbia 
University,  he  was  appointed  intern  at  the 
House  of  Relief  of  The  New  York  Hospital 
where  he  served  for  two  years  before  be- 
coming house  surgeon  at  The  Lying-in 
Hospital. 

In  1912  he  became  Clinical  Pathologist 
and  from  1938-1948  was  in  charge  of  the 
Central  Laboratories,  the  organization  and 
effective  management  of  which  were  in  a 
large  measure  due  to  his  professional  and 
administrative  ability. 

For  many  years  he  taught  clinical  mi- 
croscopy to  the  students  of  Cornell  Uni- 
versity Medical  College,  and  was  a  potent 
influence  in  the  inculcation  of  accurate 
observation  and  scientific  method. 

Quiet  in  his  demeanor,  sparing  of  words 
and  at  times  even  reticent,  he  never  sought 
popularity  or  honors.  To  those  who  knew 
him  best  he  was  a  delightful  companion. 
By  his  fellow  workers  in  the  Central  Labora- 
tories and  in  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital, 
his  wisdom,  equanimity,  tolerance,  and  kind- 
ness were  revered.  No  member  of  the  staff 
of  The  New  York  Hospital  has  ever  been 
more  generally  beloved  and  respected.  His 
loss  will  be  felt  by  all  who  have  studied  at 
The  New  York  Hospital  and  Cornell  Uni- 
versity Medical  College. 

On  the  evening  of  January  6,  after  a  strenu- 
ous day  at  The  New  York  Hospital,  Dr. 
Jacob  T.  Sherman,  Associate  Attending 
Obstetrician  and  Gynecologist,  died  sud- 
denly at  the  age  of  51.  He  had  served  on  the 
staff  of  The  Lying-in  Hospital  since  1927. 
He  was  highly  respected  by  his  colleagues. 
His  enthusiasm  and  ability  in  clinical  teach- 
ing will  long  be  remembered  by  former 
students  and  members  of  the  resident  staff. 

Dr.  Robert  W.  Hedges,  a  graduate  of 
Cornell  University  Medical  College  in  1935, 
was  appointed  to  the  staff  as  Assistant 
Attending  Obstetrician  and  Gynecologist  in 
March  1950.   He  died  suddenly  on  November 
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16  at  the  early  age  of  42  at  a  time  when  he 
was  enthusiastically  and  ably  undertaking 
his  new  clinical  and  teaching  responsibili- 
ties in  the  Center. 

Dr.  D.  Austin  Sniffen,  Dental  Surgeon  for 
50  years  at  the  Westchester  Division,  died  on 
February  1. 

CLINICAL  SERVICE 

Effort  to  extend  the  service  of  the  Medical 
Center  to  the  community  has  led  to  a 
number  of  significant  developments  in  the 
organization  of  the  Hospital  and  in  the 
operation  of  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
In  the  meantime  existing  facilities  in  many 
departments  and  subdepartments  have  been 
extended  and  improved. 

Emergency  Unit.  The  demands  made  upon 
this  section  continue  to  increase.  With 
shorter  working  hours  and  closer  adherence 
to  the  observation  of  holidays  by  the  insti- 
tution, the  Emergency  Unit  has  been  called 
upon  to  act  as  a  buffer  for  the  rest  of  the 
Hospital,  bridging  the  gap  in  hospital  service 
when  the  clinics  and  the  admitting  offices 
close.  Its  beds  are  often  used  for  overflow 
pavilion  cases,  and  at  night,  over  week  ends 
and  on  holidays  it  functions  as  an  out- 
patient clinic. 

One  of  the  most  frequent  demands  is 
the  emergency  treatment  of  fractures.  Dr. 
Preston  Wade,  assisted  by  the  resident 
staff,  supervises,  evaluates  and  cares  for  these 
problems.  A  room  in  the  Emergency  Pa- 
vilion on  L-B  has  been  remodeled  to  provide 
for  emergency  fracture  service.  It  has  been 
equipped  with  a  fluoroscope,  and  x-ray  has 
been  provided  by  the  facilities  of  the  ad- 
jacent Vincent  Astor  Diagnostic  Service, 
thus  permitting  the  reduction  of  fractures 
without  distant  carriage  or  unnecessary  dis- 
comfort to  patients. 

The  increased  work  load  of  this  section 
has,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Surgeon-in-Chief, 
reached  a  point  where  the  likelihood  of 
error  is  of  concern.    In  case  of  a  major  or 


even  a  minor  catastrophe,  the  unit  would  be 
unable  to  function  adequately. 

Catastrophe  Unit.  Because  of  the  possi- 
bility of  a  military  attack,  the  Department  of 
Surgery,  in  conjunction  with  municipal  and 
state  agencies,  has  studied  the  needs  for 
meeting  widespread  catastrophe.  Plans  for 
the  organization  and  utilization  of  all  avail- 
able institutional  facilities  have  been  de- 
veloped and  are  in  the  possession  of  the 
Director  of  the  Hospital.  An  interdepart- 
mental committee  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Dr.  S.  W.  Moore  of  the  surgical  depart- 
ment has  been  formed.  It  should  be  empha- 
sized that  even  with  these  preparations  the 
capacity  of  the  Hospital  to  care  for  victims 
of  such  a  catastrophe  is  decidedly  limited, 
and  would  fall  short  of  the  demands  in  the 
event  of  bombing. 

Consultation  Clime.  To  serve  physicians  of 
the  community  and  to  aid  them  in  the 
solution  of  difficult  problems  among  pa- 
tients who  cannot  pay  the  full  cost  of  diag- 
nostic examination,  a  clinic  has  been  estab- 
lished in  the  Out-Patient  Department  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Claude  E.  Forkner. 
Only  patients  who  are  referred  by  their 
physicians  are  received  in  this  facility. 
Examinations  are  searching,  consultations 
with  necessary  specialists  are  convenient 
and  prompt  reports  to  the  referring  physi- 
cians are  stressed.  It  is  hoped  that  in  its 
growth,  the  clinic  will  aid  materially  in  the 
establishment  of  closer  relationships  be- 
tween the  Hospital  and  practitioners  of  the 
community. 

To  supplement  this  endeavor  plans  have 
been  made  to  hold  each  week  lectures, 
clinics  or  demonstrations  on  current  ad- 
vances in  medicine  for  the  benefit  of  prac- 
titioners of  the  district  and  of  others  who 
refer  patients  or  otherwise  find  it  useful  to 
associate  themselves  with  the  activities  of 
the  Center. 

Vincent  Astor  Diagnostic  Service.  This  Ser- 
vice was  established  by  members  of  the  staff 
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to  accommodate  patients  who  are  able  to 
pay  full  cost  of  examination,  who  do  not 
require  hospitalization  and  who  find  it 
convenient  to  obtain  necessary  diagnostic 
tests  without  complete  interruption  of  their 
occupations.  It  provides  a  facility  where 
physicians  of  the  community  may  find  aid  in 
the  solution  of  difficult  diagnostic  problems 
and  convenient  arrangements  for  consulta- 
tion with  members  of  the  staff.  It  was  offi- 
cially opened  on  January  3  and  during  the 
year  has  received  approximately  1,093  new 
patients.  It  has  also  arranged  for  22,466 
ancillary  services  for  private  patients  of 
staff  members  and  has  provided  office  space 
for  members  of  the  staff  to  see  862  of  their 
own  private  patients.  It  adjoins  the  Baker 
entrance  of  the  Hospital,  contains  its  own 
laboratory,  consultation  rooms  for  special- 
ists in  gynecology,  nose  and  throat  and 
ophthalmology  and  has  access  to  adjoining 
x-ray  facilities.  It  permits  maximum  effi- 
ciency in  the  rapid  and  thorough  examina- 
tion of  patients  and  should  be  increasingly 
effective  in  extending  the  service  of  The  New 
York  Hospital  to  new  individuals  and 
groups  in  the  community. 

Follow-up  Clinic.  For  many  years  the  De- 
partment of  Surgery  has  maintained  a  clinic 
for  the  long  term  follow-up  of  patients  who 
have  received  surgical  treatment.  This  has 
been  regarded  as  exemplary  and  has  been 
imitated  by  other  institutions.  This  year 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  S.  W.  Moore,  this 
section  has  received  renewed  attention.  Be- 
cause of  the  ever-increasing  case  load,  it  has 
become  necessary  to  limit  studies  to  those 
patients  in  whom  results  are  of  special  de- 
partmental interest.  The  clinic  has  continued 
to  function  each  Sunday  morning  in  the 
Out-Patient  Department. 

During  the  year,  a  follow-up  clinic  for 
medical  patients  has  been  installed  in 
Pavilion  L-4. 

Special  Procedures  Clinic.  In  1949,  to  reduce 
the   number   of  overnight   admissions    and 


thereby  to  limit  the  cost  of  treatment  both 
to  the  patient  and  to  the  Hospital,  a  Special 
Procedure  Clinic  was  installed  in  the  Out- 
Patient  Department.  This  has  served  an 
important  function  and  has  grown  steadily 
during  the  year. 

Care  of  Children .  The  Department  of 
Pediatrics  has  continued  to  blaze  the  trail 
for  more  comprehensive  and  consistent 
medical  care.  This  starts  with  the  pioneering 
Premature  Unit,  extends  through  the  Well 
Babies  Clinic,  the  Institute  of  Child  Develop- 
ment, to  a  consideration  of  the  emotional 
and  social  needs  of  normal  children  and  con- 
tinues with  older  children  in  the  Adolescent 
Clinic.  Through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Levine 
and  his  staff,  a  significant  example  is  being 
set  at  The  New  York  Hospital,  not  only  for 
other  pediatricians  but  for  other  departments 
and  practitioners  of  medicine. 

The  Premature  Unit.  This  unit  has  con- 
tinued to  serve  as  a  center  for  the  admission, 
through  the  New  York  City  Premature 
Transport  Service,  of  infants  born  in  other 
hospitals.  In  spite  of  the  increasing  number 
of  infants  in  the  smaller  weight  groups, 
mortality  statistics  have  again  shown  a 
satisfactory  trend.  The  Institutes  for  Physi- 
cians and  Nurses  in  the  Care  of  Premature 
Infants  which  were  started  in  1949  with  the 
support  of  the  New  York  State  Department 
of  Health  and  the  United  States  Children's 
Bureau  held  four  sessions.  These  were  de- 
signed to  meet  the  needs  of  physician-nurse 
teams  who  could  in  returning  to  their  own 
hospitals  assume  the  management  of  pre- 
mature nurseries  or  to  help  departments 
engaged  in  premature  programs.  They 
were  attended  by  teams  from  10  states  and 
from  the  Territory  of  Hawaii. 

A  large  number  of  children  who  were  pre- 
maturely born  have  been  followed  from  the 
date  of  their  discharge  and  in  some  instances 
to  the  age  of  10  years.  Evidence  suggests 
that  normal  physical  and  mental  growth 
can  be  expected.  Since  relatively  few  of  these 
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children  represent  the  lowest  birth  weight 
group,  an  intensive  physical  and  psychiatric 
follow-up  study  has  been  initiated  for  chil- 
dren who  weighed  at  birth  less  than  2.2 
pounds  or  who  fell  below  this  weight  during 
the  first  few  days  of  life. 

Institute  of  Child  Development.  This  Insti- 
tute under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Mary  E. 
Mercer  has  continued  its  emphasis  on  the 
emotional  and  social  development  of  normal 
children  particularly  as  revealed  in  the  be- 
havior of  the  2  to  3  year  old  pupils  of  The 
New  York  Hospital  Nursery  School.  It  has 
also  dealt  upon  the  emotional  needs  of 
hospitalized  children.  Pediatricians  and 
other  members  of  the  professional  staff  as 
well  as  teachers  from  the  New  York  City 
schools  and  other  visitors  have  profited 
from  observation  of  the  Nursery  School  and 
the  Occupational  Therapy  Division.  Mem- 
bers of  the  resident  staff  and  nurses  have 
assisted  actively  in  the  work.  Classes  and 
parents'  meetings  have  been  held  regularly 
and  have  been  facilitated  by  the  provision 
of  a  room  on  pavilion  N-5- 

Occupational  Therapy  Work  Shop.  The  at- 
tendance of  children  in  the  Occupational 
Therapy  Work  Shop  has  increased  from  an 
average  of  18  in  1949  to  23  in  1950  and  has 
reached  during  the  year  over  500  children  of 
the  in-patient  service. 

Adolescent  Clinic.  This  Clinic  has  been 
continued  but  with  some  changes  to  accom- 
modate older  children  who  do  not  have 
severe  emotional  problems  but  who  require 
both  physical  and  psychological  care. 

Psychiatry  in  Pediatrics.  Among  special 
developments  during  this  past  year  should  be 
mentioned  the  emphasis  upon  child  psychi- 
atry which  is  centered  in  the  out-patient 
service  but  reaches  actively  into  the  pediatric 
and  psychiatric  in-patient  services.  Psychi- 
atrists assigned  daily  to  the  pediatric  out- 
patient service  aid  the  pediatrician  in  the 
evaluation    and    correction    of    disturbing 


emotional  and  environmental  factors.  Chil- 
dren who  are  in  need  of  complicated  diag- 
nostic study  and  intensive  psychotherapy, 
especially  by  means  of  play,  are  seen  in  the 
Children's  Division  of  the  psychiatric  out- 
patient service.  Some  of  the  mothers  and 
fathers  must  be  seen  regularly  by  social 
workers  who  offer  advice  on  the  correct 
handling  of  the  child.  Other  parents  who 
suffer  from  pathological  anxieties  or  psycho- 
neurotic disorders  are  treated  by  psychiatrists 
of  the  adult  division.  The  preventive 
aspects  receive  special  attention  in  the 
pediatrics  in-patient  service.  Children  above 
the  age  of  10,  especially  young  adolescents 
who  suffer  from  disturbing  psychoneurotic 
and  early  schizophrenic  illnesses,  are  treated 
in  the  psychiatric  in-patient  service. 

Social  Psychiatry.  Social  psychiatry  has 
achieved  the  status  of  a  subdepartment, 
with  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Thomas  A.  C. 
Rennie  as  Professor  of  Social  Psychiatry. 
This  represents  a  pioneering  endeavor  and 
comprises  the  study  of  the  epidemiology  and 
prevention  of  psychiatric  disabilities.  It 
includes  among  other  activities  every  aspect 
of  mental  health  as  it  relates  to  childhood, 
adult  life  and  aging,  as  well  as  to  school, 
church,  industry  and  social  agencies.  The 
studies  which  will  be  carried  out  in  the  Kips 
Bay-Yorkville  Health  District  aim  to  de- 
termine the  incidence  of  mental  and  emo- 
tional health  problems,  and  what  resources 
are  needed  for  treatment  and  prevention. 
The  facilities  of  many  departments  of  the 
Hospital  and  the  University,  as  well  as  of 
the  community,  will  be  utilized.  During  the 
year,  progress  has  been  made  in  bringing  to- 
gether the  psychiatrist,  the  public  health 
physician,  sociologist,  psychiatric  social 
worker,  anthropologist,  clinical  psychiatrist 
and  statistician.  Explorations  into  method- 
ology have  been  intensively  pursued,  and 
the  point  of  attack  has  been  clarified. 

Psychosomatic  Clinic.  The  psychosomatic 
clinic  in  the  Department  of  Medicine  has 
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continued  its  experiment  in  a  more  compre- 
hensive form  of  diagnosis  and  treatment. 
Over  the  more  than  four-year  period  of  its 
operation,  approximately  2,000  patients  have 
been  seen  by  19  physicians,  most  of  whom 
have  been  fellows  of  the  Commonwealth 
Fund.  The  first  objective  of  the  project  has 
been  approximately  achieved,  namely  to 
ascertain  whether  or  not  patients  whose 
difficulties  arise  in  the  setting  of  stressful 
life  situations  can  be  managed  successfully 
in  an  out-patient  department  by  properly 
qualified  internists.  This  year  an  attempt 
has  been  made  to  assess  in  a  more  definite 
way  the  effectiveness  of  treatment  and  to 
establish  so  far  as  possible  prognostic 
criteria. 

This  psychosomatic  enterprise  has  already 
contributed  significantly  in  the  shaping  of 
modern  concepts  in  medicine.  Disease  is 
being  considered  more  in  terms  of  the  host's 
adaptive  processes  to  assaults  of  environ- 
ment rather  than  damage  done  by  the  hostile 
forces  themselves.  Since  the  human  organ- 
ism has  a  limited  number  of  ways  in  which  it 
can  react,  almost  identical  adaptive  pro- 
cesses may  be  set  up  in  response  to  a  variety 
of  threats.  Such  reactions,  at  first  essen- 
tially functional,  may  themselves  lead  to 
tissue  damage  and  structural  abnormalities 
when  they  have  been  unduly  sustained  or 
severe.  Finally  the  studies  have  indicated 
that  processes  of  disease  may  be  initiated  by 
stresses  arising  from  personal  adjustments  to 
life  situations  as  truly  as  from  the  stresses  of 
burns,  injuries  or  parasitic  invaders. 

Social  and  Cultural  Anthropology.  In  co- 
operation with  the  Russell  Sage  Foundation 
a  project  has  been  started  at  the  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  to  promote 
studies  in  the  application  of  social  studies  to 
problems  of  medical  and  nursing  practice. 
Leo  W.  Simmons,  professor  of  cultural  an- 
thropology at  Yale  University,  has  now  the 
title  of  Visiting  Professor  of  Anthropology 
in  Medicine  at  Cornell  and  has  taken  charge 


of  the  project  in  collaboration  with  the 
group  in  psychosomatic  medicine.  Possibili- 
ties have  been  explored  during  the  past  year 
for  a  broader  and  more  integrated  concept  of 
the  effects  of  cultural,  social  and  psycho- 
logical factors  upon  sickness  and  health. 
Studies  have  been  planned  and  to  some  extent 
initiated  concerning  the  influence  of  patient- 
physician,  patient-nurse,  patient-family  and 
other  interpersonal  relationships  in  the  pres- 
ence of  disease  and  as  observable  in  a  great 
general  metropolitan  hospital.  The  overall 
purpose  of  the  program  is  to  provide  flexible 
and  favorable  opportunity  for  physicians  and 
nurses  to  join  with  social  scientists  in  studies 
concerning  optimal  management  of  disease. 

Central  Laboratories.  The  professional  ac- 
tivities of  these  laboratories  must  be  con- 
sidered from  the  standpoint  of  both  service 
and  research.  In  an  institution  such  as  ours 
in  which  a  large  part  of  the  effort  is  devoted 
to  medical  education  and  investigation,  the 
line  between  the  two  activities  cannot  be 
sharply  drawn.  It  should  be  recognized  that 
the  Central  Laboratories  contribute  heavily 
though  anonymously  to  many  of  the  clinical 
research  projects  of  the  Center.  Also  it  is 
evident  that  those  who  head  the  various 
subdivisions  of  the  Central  Laboratories 
have  research  interests  which  cannot  be 
satisfied  by  mere  repetition  of  routine  tests. 

The  total  number  of  clinical  laboratory 
procedures  was  greater  by  about  10  per  cent 
during  1950,  the  increase  being  chiefly  at- 
tributable to  greater  demands  on  the  chemi- 
cal laboratories  and  the  Blood  Bank.  A 
survey  conducted  during  the  year  on  the 
chemical  tests  requested  by  the  medical 
pavilions  showed  that  20  per  cent  of  all  tests 
were  relevant  to  blood  clotting  mechanisms 
and  resulted  almost  entirely  from  the  recent 
introduction  of  beneficent  anticoagulant 
drugs  in  the  practice  of  medicine  and  that 
another  20  per  cent  were  concerned  with 
electrolyte  determinations  partly  or  entirely 
necessitated  by  the  still  more  recent  use  of 
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cortisone  and  ACTH.  In  the  surgical  service 
a  large  part  of  the  increase  could  be  ascribed 
to  a  laudable  attempt  to  evaluate  more 
exactly  preoperative  and  postoperative  con- 
ditions and  to  reduce  still  farther  the  mor- 
tality and  morbidity  of  patients  subjected  to 
surgical  procedures. 

The  total  number  of  whole  blood  trans- 
fusions this  year  has  approached  10,000,  an 
indication  of  the  increasing  use  of  the  pro- 
cedure and  of  its  necessary  repetition  in 
many  conditions.  This  usage  has  itself 
given  rise  to  complications  which  have  re- 
quired new  and  precise  tests  and  techniques 
for  the  prevention  of  isoimmunization  and 
of  viral  hepatitis  and  which  have  thus  in- 
creased the  work  of  the  laboratories. 

The  research  initiated  in  the  Central 
Laboratories  has  been  gratifying  both  for 
itself  and  as  an  indication  of  the  quality  of 
those  who  conduct  this  Department.  Dr. 
Kellner,  in  addition  to  the  important  work 
on  lipid  metabolism  and  experimental  ar- 
teriosclerosis which  he  has  continued  in  the 
laboratories  of  the  Department  of  Pathology, 
has  develped  original  and  significant  investi- 
gations on  the  mechanism  of  the  agglutinat- 
ing properties  of  red  blood  cells  and  thereby 
has  contributed  to  the  accuracy,  simplicity 
and  safety  of  techniques  utilized  in  the  Blood 
Bank.  Miss  Ella  Russ,  in  charge  of  the 
chemical  laboratory,  has  undertaken  with 
Dr.  Barr  studies  on  protein  and  lipid  re- 
lationships in  diabetes,  atherosclerosis  and 
nephrosis. 

X-Ray  Department.  Since  clinical  radiology 
contributes  to  almost  every  phase  of  the 
examination  and  care  of  the  sick,  it  is  subject 
to  constant  change  and  expansion.  In  the 
original  planning  of  the  Hospital  too  little 
provision  was  made  for  this  function  with 
the  consequence  that  it  is  now  handicapped 
by  lack  of  space  which  has  been  only  par- 
tially remedied  by  the  additional  facilities 
of  the  Vincent  Astor  Diagnostic  Service. 
To    meet    continually    increasing    demands, 


Dr.  Robert  P.  Ball,  Radiologist-in-Chief, 
has  introduced  many  labor-saving  devices 
and  innovations  calculated  to  increase  effi- 
ciency. Relocation  of  equipment  and  some 
structural  alterations  have  been  necessary. 
A  new  central  film  processing  unit  has  re- 
duced the  time  required  for  complete  pro- 
cessing of  films  from  90  to  20  minutes. 
Added  facilities  for  viewing  of  films  and  con- 
sultation with  members  of  the  clinical  staff 
have  been  made  available.  A  centralized 
phone  service  has  been  installed. 

Heart  Station.  The  work  of  the  electro- 
cardiographic department  has  increased 
steadily  and  the  number  of  tracings  made  in 
1950  exceeded  by  about  20  per  cent  those 
taken  in  the  preceding  year.  Not  only  has 
the  total  been  greater  but  there  has  also  been 
a  larger  demand  for  multiple  chest  and  uni- 
polar leads.  Conduct  of  the  station  requires 
much  of  the  attention  of  Dr.  Harold  J. 
Stewart  and  his  associate  Dr.  Eugene  Horger, 
as  well  as  the  full  time  of  10  technical 
assistants.  Much  help  is  also  rendered  by 
members  of  the  assistant  resident  staff  who 
find  instruction  and  experience  in  partici- 
pating in  this  service. 

Studies  in  the  subdepartment  of  Cardi- 
ology under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Stewart  and 
in  association  with  the  Heart  Station  have 
included  continuation  of  the  instruction  of 
patients  in  self-administration  of  the  diuretic, 
thiomerin,  detailed  examinations  of  electro- 
cardiographic changes  associated  with  elec- 
trolyte disturbances  of  the  blood,  the 
incidence  of  digitalis  intoxication  following 
the  introduction  of  digitoxin,  the  character- 
istics of  pain  in  angina  pectoris  and  the  use  of 
pronestyl  in  ventricular  paroxysmal  tachy- 
cardia. 

Cardiovascular  conferences  initiated  dur- 
ing the  year  have  contributed  significantly 
to  a  closer  correlation  between  the  Depart- 
ments of  Medicine,  Radiology  and  Surgery. 

Postoperative  Recovery  Unit.  It  is  gratifying 
that  in  March  of  this  year  a  Postoperative 
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Recovery  Unit  was  opened,  thus  providing 
the  constant  and  expert  care  so  necessary  in 
the  period  following  operative  procedure 
and  anesthesia.  This  Unit  has  already  added 
immeasurably  to  the  safety  of  patients  who 
have  undergone  the  extensive  operations  so 
frequent  in  present  practice. 

Anesthesia.     Under   the   direction   of  Dr. 
>  Joseph  Artusio,   the  practice  of  anesthesi- 
ology and  the  investigation  of  anesthetic 
agents    has    developed    significantly.      The 
number  of  patients  receiving  anesthetics  has 
increased  by  one-third  during  a  three-year 
:  period  and  has  expanded  rapidly  during  the 
I  past  year.    Mastery  of  the  many  new  anes- 
thetic agents  offers  many  problems.    One  of 
lithe  newest  of  the  adjuvants  in  anesthesia  is 
curare,  a  drug  which  by  providing  suitable 
muscular  relaxation  permits  greater  dispatch 
and  safety  in  surgical  procedures.    A  deter- 
rent to  its  frequent  use  has  been  a  variable 
toxicity    for    which    previously    there    has 
been    no    safe    antidote.     Such    a    greatly 
!  desired    agent    which    can    reverse    curare 
|  action  within  45  seconds  has  been  developed 
in    the    Department    of    Pharmacology    at 
Cornell  and  has  been  practically  applied  for 
the  first  time  by  the  anesthetists  and  in  the 
operating  rooms  of  The  New  York  Hospital. 

The  Lying-in  Hospital.  In  1949  approxi- 
mately 218  patients  availed  themselves  of  a 
[  rooming-in  plan  by  which  the  mother  and 
her  new-born  baby  were  cared  for  in  the  same 
space  unit.  In  1950  the  number  increased  to 
517.  By  means  of  the  plan,  mothers  may 
,  learn  by  observation  and  practice  the  prin- 
ciples and  many  details  of  infant  care,  and  in 
multiple  bed  units  may  share  and  compare 
experiences.  At  the  same  time  nurses  may 
more  easily  teach  mothers  and  may  learn 
from  them. 

Early  rising  following  delivery  has  been 
continued  and  with  the  use  of  antibiotic 
therapy  has  made  it  possible  for  patients  to 
leave  the  Hospital  earlier  than  heretofore. 
Experience    has    indicated    that    the    post- 


partum and  postoperative  hospitalized  period 
is  pleasanter  and  is  associated  with  less  dis- 
comfort and  with  fewer  complications  than 
were  encountered  when  patients  were  con- 
fined to  bed  for  a  major  portion  of  their 
hospitalization. 

A  committee  has  been  appointed  following 
a  general  conference  to  plan  and  make  recom- 
mendations to  broaden  and  improve  the 
service  to  patients  with  infertility.  In  addi- 
tion to  consideration  of  the  gynecological 
and  urological  problems,  the  sociologic, 
anthropologic,  psychological  and  psychi- 
atric implications  are  being  explored. 

Dental  Clinic.  For  the  dental  surgical 
service  this  was  a  year  of  consolidation 
following  the  clinical  and  administrative 
reorganization  under  Dr.  George  F.  Egan's 
supervision.  Numerically,  the  service  almost 
doubled  its  patient  load.  Consultations  from 
other  departments  increased,  as  did  the 
number  of  admissions  to  the  surgical  pavil- 
ions of  patients  whose  dental  surgery 
required  operating  room  facilities.  Teaching 
expanded  to  include  instruction  to  the  resi- 
dent staff  of  General  Surgery  in  the  treat- 
ment of  fractured  jaws,  lectures  to  Radiology 
students  on  oral  anatomy  and  dental  radi- 
ology, and  instruction  to  the  students  of 
dental  hygiene  on  oral  pathology.  The  pro- 
gram of  training  dental  hygienists  was  in- 
creased to  70  students  who  give  oral  prophy- 
lactic care  to  patients  in  the  Dental  Clinic  in 
the  new  3-chair  clinic  of  the  M  Building,  and 
to  pavilion  patients  of  Medicine  and  Surgery. 
A  film  library  of  dental  radiographs  of 
special  interest  has  also  been  established. 
Meetings  of  the  staff  are  now  held  each 
month  to  discuss  cases.  These  have  been 
well  attended  by  many  dentists  and  have 
evoked  many  favorable  comments. 

Clinic  for  Study  of  Diseases  of  the  Liver.  An 
excellent  example  of  interdepartmental  enter- 
prise is  the  group  for  the  study  of  diseases  of 
the  liver  which  is  headed  by  Dr.  C.  Gardner 
Child  and  Dr.  Ward  D.  O'Sullivan  from  the 
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Department  of  Surgery  and  Dr.  Mary  Ann 
Payne  from  the  Department  of  Medicine. 
In  its  extension  and  development,  it  has 
collaborated  actively  with  members  of  the 
Departments  of  Anatomy  and  Radiology  as 
well  as  with  several  of  the  specialties  in 
medicine.  It  conducts  a  joint  clinic  for 
hepatic  diseases,  utilizes  the  chemical  labora- 
tory of  the  surgical  department,  is  engaged 
in  an  extensive  program  of  experimental 
surgery  and  contributes  significantly  to  the 
development  and  safety  of  surgical  pro- 
cedures in  the  correction  of  abnormalities 
of  the  liver  and  its  circulation. 

Rehabilitation  Clinic.  As  an  aftermath  of 
the  poliomyelitis  epidemic  of  1949  and  as  a 
part  of  the  service  during  this  year,  a 
clinic  for  the  after  care  of  infantile  paralysis 
was  established  through  the  combined  efforts 
of  orthopedists,  physiotherapists,  internists 
and  social  service  workers.  This  has  formed 
a  nucleus  for  an  interdepartmental  Rehabili- 
tation Conference  in  which  problems  of 
convalescence  and  rehabilitations  of  pa- 
tients on  all  Hospital  services  may  be 
discussed. 

Medicine  L  Clinic.  During  the  past  few 
years  there  has  been  a  striking  reduction  in 
the  number  of  patients  requiring  treatment 
for  syphilis.  As  a  consequence  the  clinic  on 
Pavilion  L-4  devoted  to  this  purpose  has 
been  less  occupied,  thus  opening  the  way  for 
the  use  of  part  of  the  facilities  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  medical  follow-up  clinic  and 
a  station  for  the  management  of  endocarditis. 

Surgical  Specialties.  The  program  in  Plastic 
Surgery  for  the  care  of  patients  with  harelip 
and  cleft  palate  has  been  continued  by  sup- 
port from  the  New  York  State  Association 
for  Crippled  Children  and  with  the  assis- 
tance of  a  speech  therapist,  an  orthodontist, 
a  psychiatrist,  and  a  social  worker.  Dr. 
Robert  M.  Cole  and  Dr.  Joseph  D.  Eby  have 
continued  in  the  Dental  Clinic  respectively 
as  Assistant  Orthodontic  Surgeon  to  Out- 


Patients,  under  a  grant  from  the  Vincent 
Astor  Foundation,  and  Consultant  in  Ortho- 
dontia. Improved  speech  has  been  effected 
in  complicated  cases  of  cleft  palate  through 
the  use  of  the  adjuncts  to  therapy  as  well  as 
newer  operative  techniques. 

Through  a  grant  from  the  United  States 
Public  Health  Service,  experimental  work 
has  been  carried  out  on  the  vascularization 
of  skin  grafts  as  well  as  experiments  with 
homologous  skin  transplants.  Further  work 
has  been  completed  on  clinical  tests  for  evalu- 
ation of  the  status  of  circulation  in  pedicle 
flaps.  This  work  is  providing  basic  informa- 
tion that  perhaps  later  will  make  possible 
the  transplantation  of  skin  from  one  indi- 
vidual to  another. 

The  fenestration  operation  for  the  im- 
provement of  hearing  in  otosclerosis  is  being 
carried  out  for  an  increasing  number  of  pa- 
tients in  the  subdepartment  of  Otolaryn- 
gology. Preoperative  evaluation  for  suitability 
of  this  procedure  has  been  greatly  facilitated 
by  audiometry.  An  audiology  clinic  was 
established  during  the  year  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Miss  Margaret  Soisson,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  extension  of  this  service 
will  materially  help  the  hard-of-hearing  by 
aiding  in  the  proper  prescription  and  fitting 
of  hearing  aids. 

Through  joint  efforts  of  the  Department 
of  Radiology  and  the  subdepartment  of 
Neurosurgery  a  method  of  intracranial  venog- 
raphy has  been  perfected  which  permits 
of  recognition  of  changes  in  the  normal 
venous  pattern  due  to  intracranial  disease. 
The  procedure  consists  of  injection  of 
diodrast  through  a  catheter  introduced 
into  the  anterior  sagittal  sinus  and  by  means 
of  serial  roentgenography  visualization  of 
the  passage  of  the  opaque  substance  through 
the  venous  channels.  It  has  proved  itself  as 
an  important  aid  in  the  diagnosis  of  intra- 
cranial tumors  and  in  evaluation  of  opera- 
bility  and  the  adequacy  of  collateral  circu- 
lation. This  work  on  dural  sinus  venography 
by  Drs.   Howard  S.   Dunbar,   Bronson  Ray 
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and  Charles  T.  Dotter  was  awarded  a  cer- 
tificate of  merit  by  the  American  Roentgen 
Ray  Society  at  their  meeting  in  St.  Louis 
in  September. 

Motor  anomalies  of  the  eye  as  observed  by 
Dr.  Edward  A.  Dunlap  of  the  subdepartment 
of  Ophthalmology  was  the  subject  of  a  paper 
and  an  exhibit  at  the  International  Congress 
of  Ophthalmology  in  July. 

RESEARCH 

The  reputation  of  the  Center  and  its 
eminent  staff  has  attracted  large  funds  for  the 
investigation  of  disease  and  health  problems. 
At  present  these  actually  exceed  the  total 
contribution  of  the  joint  budget  for  educa- 
tion and  appropriately  these  research  proj- 
ects occupy  a  large  part  of  the  energies  of 
the  teachers  and  investigators  of  the  Hos- 
pital. 

In  considering  the  total  contributions  of 
the  Center  these  activities  must  be  given 
great  emphasis.  In  the  local  community  a 
hospital  such  as  ours  will  be  judged  chiefly 
by  the  medical  care  which  it  can  offer  to 
patients  and  to  those  who  seek  to  preserve 
their  health.  It  will  be  known  both  locally 
and  elsewhere  by  the  physicians  and  teachers 
who  have  been  trained  by  its  staff  and 
through  the  use  of  its  facilities.  It  will  at- 
tain national  and  international  reputation 
as  well  as  the  esteem  of  future  generations 
chiefly  through  its  productive  investigation 
and  its  accomplishment  in  research. 

Members  of  The  Society  may  be  proud  of 
the  achievements  of  The  New  York  Hospital 
in  the  field  of  research  and  may  justly  regard 
the  present  use  of  facilities  for  these  pur- 
poses as  approaching  the  optimal. 

Adrenocorticotrophic  Hormone  QACTl-T)  and 
Cortisone.  The  interest  in  these  two  potent 
remedies  continued  unabated  throughout  the 
year  and  resulted  in  many  studies  and  signifi- 
cant contributions. 

Of  special  interest  was  the  demonstration 
by  Dr.  Samuel  Z.  Levine  and  his  associates 


that  ACTH  consistently  abolishes  the  dam- 
aging tyrosine  and  phenylalanine  defect  in 
premature  infants. 

Outstanding  were  the  observations  on 
acute  rheumatic  fever  by  Dr.  May  G.  Wilson 
and  her  associates  in  the  Department  of 
Pediatrics.  For  many  years  Dr.  Wilson  has 
been  studying  the  natural  history  of  this 
disease  in  the  pavilions  and  the  Out-Patient 
Department  of  The  New  York  Hospital.  In 
so  doing  she  has  observed  the  fearful  conse- 
quences of  rheumatic  involvement  of  the 
heart  in  children.  With  this  experience  as  a 
background,  the  effect  of  ACTH  and  cor- 
tisone has  been  especially  dramatic  since  it 
now  appears  that  early  treatment  of  rheu- 
matic fever  with  these  agents  affords  im- 
mediate and  prolonged  benefit  and  that  it 
may  prevent  the  cardiac  damage  which 
constitutes  the  chief  threat  of  the  disease. 

In  the  research  unit  in  arthritis  conducted 
by  Dr.  Richard  Freyberg  in  association  with 
the  section  of  rheumatic  disease  at  the  Hos- 
pital for  Special  Surgery,  clinical  studies 
have  indicated  that  in  patients  with  rheuma- 
toid arthritis  and  spondylitis,  cortisone  given 
by  mouth  has  all  the  physiological  effects 
that  can  be  observed  when  it  is  adminis- 
tered intramuscularly. 

Another  investigation  now  in  progress, 
fostered  both  by  Dr.  Russell  Cecil  and  Dr. 
Richard  Freyberg  concerns  an  evaluation  of 
the  effectiveness  of  gold  salts  to  sustain  bene- 
fits produced  by  short  courses  of  cortisone 
therapy. 

Studies  were  also  undertaken  by  Dr. 
Robert  F.  Watson  and  Dr.  George  G.  Reader 
on  the  mechanism  of  ACTH  action  in  the 
experimental  arthritis  induced  in  guinea  pigs 
by  the  use  of  heterologous  anti-organ  serum 
plus  adjuvants.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will 
afford  a  means  of  illuminating  possible  hyper- 
sensitization  responses  in  rheumatic  fever. 

Practically  the  entire  staff  of  the  sub- 
department  of  Ophthalmology  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  John  M.  McLean  has  been 
engaged  in  intensive  study  of  the  application 
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of  the  new  agents  to  various  eye  diseases 
with  results  which  are  extremely  gratifying. 
With  intramuscular  injections  it  has  been 
possible  to  control  several  types  of  acute 
and  chronic  eye  disease  which  had  hitherto 
been  considered  hopeless.  Later,  methods 
were  devised  for  using  cortisone  locally  in 
the  eye  both  in  the  form  of  drops  and  sub- 
conjunctival injections.  In  many  conditions 
local  methods  were  found  to  be  as  effective 
as  the  systemic  administration.  They  were 
also  safer  and  far  less  expensive. 

A  large  scale  investigation  of  the  effects 
of  ACTH  and  cortisone  in  tuberculosis  of 
animals  and  man  is  in  progress  in  the  sub- 
department  of  Chemotherapy.  It  has  al- 
ready been  found  that  these  hormones  have 
the  capacity  to  abolish  the  symptoms  of 
tuberculous  illness  for  a  short  period,  and  it 
is  believed  that  detailed  study  of  the  phe- 
nomenon may  increase  understanding  of  a 
dread  disease. 

In  the  subdepartment  of  Urology,  chronic 
interstitial  cystitis  has  been  favorably  in- 
fluenced by  ACTH  and  cortisone.  This  has 
been  the  special  interest  of  Dr.  Albert  Paquin 
who  has  devoted  much  time  and  effort  to 
the  treatment  of  this  distressing  condition. 

In  allergic  conditions,  the  mechanism  of 
ACTH  action  is  being  explored  in  two  ways. 
The  allergic  patient  under  ACTH  therapy  is 
being  studied  by  eye,  skin  and  serological 
tests,  thus  approaching  a  correlation  be- 
tween increase  in  tolerance  of  the  tissues 
with  the  state  of  the  serum  antibodies.  At 
the  same  time  the  non-allergic  patient  under 
ACTH  therapy  is  being  tested  by  means  of 
passive  transfer  tests  with  standard  irradi- 
ated ragweed  sensitizing  serum.  It  is  hoped 
by  these  observations  to  contribute  to  knowl- 
edge as  to  the  operative  site  of  the  hormone. 
These  studies  have  been  conducted  by  Dr. 
Mary  Loveless  in  association  with  Dr. 
Horace  Baldwin  who  simultaneously  has 
been  observing  the  effect  of  the  hormones  in 
patients  suffering  from  the  more  acute 
allergic  states. 


In  the  nephrotic  syndrome,  Dr.  Henry  L. 
Barnett  in  children  and  Dr.  Howard  A. 
Eder  in  adults  have  been  able  to  cause  diur- 
esis with  evidence  of  decreased  glomerular 
permeability  to  albumin.  ACTH  has  been 
used  extensively  in  the  treatment  of  leukemia 
both  in  the  Departments  of  Medicine  and 
Pediatrics.  It  has  been  tried  unsuccessfully 
in  the  treatment  of  multiple  myeloma. 
Observations  have  been  made  by  Dr.  Thomas 
P.  Almy  on  the  effects  of  ACTH  in  ulcerative 
colitis  and  in  non-tropical  sprue,  some  cases 
of  which  have  been  greatly  benefited. 

Laboratories  for  Surgical  Re search.  The 
problems  investigated  in  the  Department  of 
Surgery  have  included  revascularization  of 
the  myocardium,  the  feasibility  of  resecting 
the  portal  vein  in  cancer  of  the  pancreas, 
the  physiologic  changes  following  portal- 
caval  shunts,  the  hemodynamic  changes 
following  minor  and  major  pulmonary 
emboli,  and  the  value  of  free  grafts  in  bridg- 
ing defects  in  the  esophagus. 

The  Department  has  aided  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Blood  Vessel  Bank  sponsored 
by  the  New  York  Society  for  Cardiovascular 
Surgery.  It  has  encouraged  original  re- 
search by  students  several  of  whom  are 
actively  studying  the  creation  of  a  false 
bladder.  The  metabolic  laboratory  estab- 
lished last  year,  has  been  helpful  both  in  the 
clinical  care  of  patients  and  in  the  research 
program. 

In  the  subdepartment  of  Urology  the  use 
of  vesical  mucosal  grafts  for  bridging  defects 
in  the  urinary  tract  is  being  investigated  by 
Dr.  Henry  C.  Cleveland  and  Dr.  Robert 
Spellman.  If  successful,  this  method  should 
contribute  materially  to  improving  present 
techniques  now  employed  for  hypospadias. 
Dr.  Edward  C.  Coats  has  initiated  investiga- 
tion in  the  use  of  ultrasonic  energy  in  the 
treatment  of  urinary  calculi.  Evaluation  of 
radical  surgery  in  the  treatment  of  extensive 
carcinomas  of  the  bladder  and  prostate 
continues.    Perfection  of  methods  for  earlier 
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diagnosis  in  malignancies  of  the  genito- 
urinary tract  have  been  continued  with  Dr. 
George  Papanicolaou.  Detailed  studies  on 
patients  with  chronic  recurring  calculi  of  the 
urinary  tract  have  been  carried  on  with  Dr. 
Ephraim  Shorr  of  the  endocrinology  section 
in  the  Department  of  Medicine. 

In  addition  to  the  extensive  investigations 
on  ACTH  and  cortisone,  Dr.  Stewart  Snyder 
of  the  subdepartment  of  Ophthalmology  has 
conducted  a  survey  in  the  Out-Patient 
Department  of  congenital  cataracts  in  chil- 
dren born  to  mothers  vaccinated  during 
pregnancy.  In  conjunction  with  Dr.  Irving 
Wright,  Dr.  Wilfred  D.  McCusker  has  com- 
pleted a  study  of  the  effects  of  dicumarol  on 
chronic  glaucoma. 

Department  of  Pathology.  Dr.  John  G.  Kidd 
with  several  members  of  his  staff  in  the 
Department  of  Pathology  has  continued 
active  investigations  in  the  field  of  experi- 
mental cancer.  The  discovery  of  an  hitherto 
undisclosed  type  of  immunity  apparently 
affected  by  lymphocytes  has  been  pursued. 
Striking  structural  changes  produced  by  a 
specific  antibody  in  certain  cancer  cells  have 
been  observed  and  photographed.  Studies  on 
the  effects  of  gliotoxin  and  related  com- 
pounds on  tumor  cells  and  tubercle  bacilli  in 
vitro  have  been  completed.  Further  progress 
was  made  in  observations  of  sedimentable 
constituents  of  cancer  cells  by  serological 
means. 

Dr.  Stephen  Vogel's  investigations  of 
lipase  in  relation  to  experimental  demyeliniz- 
ation  have  been  completed  and  have  impor- 
tant implications  for  the  pathogenesis  of 
diseases  such  as  multiple  sclerosis. 

Dr.  Aaron  Kellner  has  continued  his 
studies  on  the  sustained  hyperlipemia  in- 
duced in  rabbits  by  means  of  intravenously 
injected  detergents  and  its  relation  to  ex- 
perimental atherosclerosis.  He  has  made 
substantial  progress  on  a  new  investigation 
of  the  lipids  in  lymph  and  tissue  fluids  and 
their  relationship  to  the  lipids  of  the  blood 


and    to    the    development    of   experimental 
atherosclerosis. 

Psychiatric  and  Psychosomatic  Research.  In- 
vestigative work  in  the  Department  of 
Psychiatry  has  included  psychosomatic  stud- 
ies in  the  main  Hospital  and  in  the  Payne 
Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic.  Among  the 
many  activities  special  mention  might  be 
made  of  research  which  was  directed  toward 
a  better  understanding  of  electric  convulsive 
therapy  by  means  of  combined  psychologic 
and  electroencephalographic  observations 
and  experiments.  In  the  study  of  the 
etiology  of  chronic  alcoholism,  attention 
has  been  directed  to  constitutional  and  bio- 
chemical investigations,  leading  to  a  better 
understanding  of  the  relationship  of  specific 
emotions  to  nor-adrenalin  and  cholinergic- 
like  substances  and  the  influence  of  alcohol 
upon  them.  Dr.  Maria  F.  Fleetwood  has 
demonstrated  that  during  periods  when 
anxiety  is  a  prominent  emotion,  appreciable 
amounts  of  nor-adrenalin  may  accumulate  in 
the  blood. 

The  program  of  the  experimental  studies 
in  the  psychosomatic  clinic  and  laboratories 
has  been  continued  and  has  been  focused  upon 
a  consideration  of  factors  of  stress  and  life 
situations  on  the  development  of  diabetes,  on 
clotting  mechanisms  and  on  dermatological 
conditions,  particularly  seborrhoic  secretion 
of  the  skin  and  the  development  of  acne  on 
cutaneous  vascular  mechanisms  and  the  oc- 
currence of  hives  and  itching.  Observations 
have  been  made  on  hemodynamic  factors  in 
hypertension,  and  on  water  balance  and 
pituitary  function  on  vascular  headache. 
Studies  of  the  mucous  secretions  of  the 
stomach  have  been  pursued  with  particular 
relation  to  the  integrity  of  the  gastric 
mucosa.  Examination  of  colonic  function  in 
health  and  disease  has  been  continued. 

At  the  Westchester  Division  the  staff  has 
completed  a  study  comparing  the  mothers  of 
young   men   who   developed   schizophrenia

with  mothers  of  young  men  who  have  re- 
mained well. 

Allergy.  Dr.  Mary  H.  Loveless  has  con- 
tinued her  observations  on  the  use  of  ad- 
juvants in  pollen  therapy.  She  has  made 
interesting  studies  of  the  anaphylaxis  in- 
duced by  the  stings  of  yellow  jackets  and 
has  made  important  advances  in  the  long 
term  project  of  fractionation  of  ragweed 
pollen. 

Angiocardiograph  and  Vascular  Catheteriza- 
tion. Dr.  Charles  T.  Dotter  and  Dr.  Israel 
Steinberg  have  continued  their  important 
angiocardiographic  studies  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Radiology  and  in  close  association 
with  the  Departments  of  Medicine  and  Pedi- 
atrics and  Surgery.  This  work  has  been 
integrated  with  a  program  of  vascular 
catheterization  and  functional  circulatory 
and  respiratory  studies  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Daniel  S.  Lukas  of  the  Department  of 
Medicine.  The  combined  project  has  been 
of  great  assistance  in  the  development  of 
surgical  procedures  as  well  as  clinical  studies 
of  the  heart  and  lungs.  Drs.  Dotter  and 
Steinberg  have  completed  the  manuscript  of 
a  monograph  on  the  subject  of  Clinical 
Angiocardiography. 

Chemotherapy .  Because  of  the  illness  of 
Dr.  Walsh  McDermott  the  subdivision  in 
the  Department  of  Medicine  devoted  to  the 
study  of  bacteriology  and  immunity  and  to 
the  chemotherapy  of  infectious  diseases  has 
been  conducted  during  most  of  this  year  by 
Dr.  Ralph  Tompsett.  It  has  continued  to  be 
extremely  active  and  productive. 

As  before,  both  the  laboratories  and 
clinical  facilities  of  the  division  have  been 
used  for  testing  a  wide  variety  of  chemo- 
therapeutic  agents.  Investigation  of  the 
action  of  aureomycin  and  chloramphenicol 
has  been  continued. 

In  December,  1949  studies  in  the  labora- 
tories of  Charles  Pfizer  and  Co.  on  the  anti- 
microbial activity  of  a  new  drug  terramycin 


were  completed,  and  in  the  last  week  of  the 
year  the  first  cautious  clinical  trials  with  the 
material  were  started  at  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital. In  this  work  it  was  necessary  to 
establish  for  human  use  the  pharmacolo- 
gical action  and  possible  toxicity.  It  was 
also  essential  to  compare  in  a  variety  of 
diseases  the  action  of  terramycin  with  the 
more  established  antibiotics  aureomycin  and 
chloramphenicol.  Clinical  tests  at  The  New 
York  Hospital  and  the  Second  Medical 
Division  at  Bellevue  Hospital  have  demon- 
strated its  effectiveness  in  pneumococcal 
pneumonia  and  have  indicated  possible  use- 
fulness in  other  pulmonary  infections. 

Observations  on  the  action  of  a  variety  of 
antituberculosis  agents,  when  used  singly  or 
in  combination,  have  been  pursued  through- 
out the  year.  Studies  of  the  relation  of  size 
and  duration  of  dosage  of  dihydrostrepto- 
mycin  to  the  development  of  deafness  were 
continued.  Evaluation  of  the  combined 
treatment  with  dihydrostreptomycin  and 
paraaminosalicylic  acid  (PAS)  of  the  Ameri- 
can Cyanamid  Company  was  attempted. 
Extensive  investigation  of  the  pharmacol- 
ogy, clinical  toxicity  and  therapeutic  ef- 
fectiveness of  viomycin,  a  drug  introduced  in 
the  latter  part  of  1949  by  the  Pfizer  Research 
Laboratories,  was  conducted  throughout 
the  year.  Experiments  in  animals  had  indi- 
cated some  hope  of  superior  merit  for  this 
compound.  Although  the  results  of  clinical 
application  at  this  time  are  inconclusive,  it 
has  been  established  that  viomycin  may  be 
given  to  tuberculous  patients  in  theoretically 
adequate  dosage  for  long  periods  of  time  and 
that  the  evidences  of  toxicity  which  are 
encountered  are  not  of  such  a  nature  as  to 
preclude  its  use.  Its  relative  value  as  an 
antituberculosis  agent  has  not  yet  been  de- 
termined. 

When  the  practical  significance  of  the 
control  of  tuberculosis  is  considered,  these 
observations  become  impressive.  It  is  grati- 
fying that  The  New  York  Hospital  is  par- 
ticipating preeminently  in  an  effort  to  control 
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one  of  the  greatest  of  scourges  and  that  many 
of  the  most  significant  observations  on  new 
and  hopeful  remedies  are  being  made  in  this 
Center. 

It  is  of  great  significance  that  a  generous 
two-year  grant  from  the  Charles  Pfizer 
Laboratories  has  made  possible  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  laboratory  for  the  study  of 
infections  in  the  Cornell  Division  of  the 
Bellevue  Hospital.  Space  for  the  new  labora- 
tories and  the  cost  of  their  construction  were 
arranged  by  Dr.  William  DeWitt  Andrus, 
director  of  the  Cornell  Surgical  Service  at 
Bellevue  Hospital.  Dr.  Vernon  Knight  who 
has  for  several  years  been  closely  associated 
with  the  division  of  chemotherapy  in  the 
Department  of  Medicine  has  been  appointed 
to  direct  this  new  and  hopeful  enterprise  in 
which  Drs.  Alphonse  Timpanelli  and  Oscar 
Goldstein  also  devote  a  portion  of  their  time. 
This  new  station  should  be  a  valuable 
ancillary  to  the  important  work  which  has 
been  initiated  by  Dr.  McDermott  and  Dr. 
Tompsett  at  The  New  York  Hospital. 

Among  the  innovations  was  the  establish- 
ment of  a  new  Safety  Laboratory  in  quarters 
previously  assigned  to  the  chemothera- 
peutic  division.  Awakened  interest  in  tuber- 
culosis research  and  the  improvement  in 
methods  for  culturing  tubercle  bacilli  have 
resulted  in  an  enormous  increase  in  the 
number  of  viable  pathogenic  organisms 
handled  by  laboratory  investigators.  De- 
spite orthodox  precautions  several  infec- 
tions, presumably  contracted  during  labora- 
tory research  on  tuberculosis,  have  been 
recorded.  This  situation,  when  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  United  States  Public 
Health  Service  authorities,  led  to  an  investi- 
gation and  a  program  of  correction.  As  one 
aspect  of  their  project,  a  supplemental 
grant  was  made  to  the  Department  of 
Medicine  for  the  purpose  of  setting  up  a 
model  safety  laboratory  and  animal  room. 
These  have  been  constructed  and  equipped 
during  the  year  and  will  serve  not  only  as 
admirable   facilities   but   also   as   a   testing 


ground  for  safety  devices   as  they  are  de- 
veloped. 

Gastroenterology.  Dr.  Thomas  P.  Almy  and 
his  associates  have  continued  a  systematic 
program  for  the  evaluation  of  simple  psycho- 
therapy in  the  management  of  duodenal 
ulcer.  They  have  also  developed  a  method 
for  recording  the  movements  of  the  lower 
intestine  and  thereby  have  opened  the  way 
for  studies  of  the  relationship  of  the  au- 
tonomic nervous  system  to  intestinal  disease 
and  of  the  effects  induced  by  antispasmodic 
drugs. 

Hematology.  The  action  of  inorganic  ar- 
senicals  in  leukemia  of  mice  is  being  studied 
by  Dr.  Paul  Reznikoff  and  his  associates. 
Dr.  Ralph  Engle  in  association  with  Dr. 
Irene  Koprowska  of  the  Department  of 
Anatomy  is  examining  touch  preparations  of 
lymph  nodes  obtained  from  biopsy  speci- 
mens. The  purpose  of  this  study  is  to  cor- 
relate the  appearance  of  the  cells  when 
stained  in  the  usual  manner  with  that  pro- 
duced with  the  stains  of  Dr.  George  Papani- 
colaou of  the  Department  of  Anatomy. 

Metabolism  and  Endocrinology .  Because  of 
the  reputation  of  Dr.  Ephraim  Shorr  as  an 
investigator,  this  subdepartment  has  been  the 
recipient  of  special  funds  in  large  amounts. 
It  is  gratifying  that  the  accomplishment  of 
the  division  is  more  than  commensurate  with 
its  support.  In  this  short  record  it  is  im- 
possible to  offer  more  than  a  summary  of  the 
various  and  extensive  achievements  of  the 
past  year. 

Previous  work  carried  out  with  Drs. 
Benjamin  Zweifach,  Abraham  Mazur  and 
Silvio  Baez  had  demonstrated  the  presence  in 
the  circulating  blood  of  an  hepatic  vaso- 
depressor material  (ferritin)  and  a  renal 
vasoexcitor  material  in  a  wide  variety  of  cir- 
culatory disturbances  in  animals  and  man. 
Large  amounts  of  ferritin  had  been  shown 
in  conditions  characterized  by  edema.  Both 
substances  had  been  found  in  experimental 
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renal  hypertension  in  animals  and  essential 
hypertension  in  man. 

During  1950  the  participation  of  the  he- 
patic and  renal  substances  has  been  studied 
in  a  variety  of  hypertensive  states,  in  eclamp- 
sia, in  cirrhosis  of  the  liver,  lipoid  nephrosis, 
congestive  heart  failure  and  other  conditions 
which  are  characterized  by  edema. 

Factors  regulating  the  renal  vasoexcitor 
mechanism  have  been  explored  and  the  im- 
portance of  oxygen  tension,  adrenal  cortical 
function  and  adequate  supply  of  protein  and 
ascorbic  acid  has  been  confirmed.  The  anti- 
diuretic action  of  ferritin  has  been  shown  to 
be  dependent  upon  an  intact  posterior  lobe  of 
the  pituitary  gland.  Extensive  chemical 
studies  of  ferritin  and  apoferritin  have  dis- 
closed the  dependence  of  their  vasodepressor 
and  antidiuretic  activity  upon  the  protein  as 
well  as  the  sulfhydryl  groups  of  the  mole- 
cule. An  entirely  new  study  has  demon- 
strated the  usefulness  of  tetrazolium  salts  in 
estimating  the  functional  state  of  the 
proximal  convoluted  tubules  in  experimental 
and  clinical  hypertension. 

Dr.  Richard  Lee  has  been  studying  the 
bulbar  conjunctival  capillaries  in  hyper- 
tensive and  normal  subjects  and  has  demon- 
strated structural  changes  in  these  vessels  as 
well  as  changes  in  sensitivity  to  topical 
epinephrine  which  parallel  those  previously 
observed  in  the  capillary  bed  of  the  mesen- 
tary  in  dogs  and  rats  with  experimental 
hypertension. 

Experiments  on  traumatic  and  hemor- 
rhagic shock  have  been  continued  with  par- 
ticular emphasis  on  the  capacity  to  develop 
resistance  to  shock  through  certain  training 
procedures.  Resistance  was  found  to  be 
associated  with  the  building  up  in  the  liver 
of  the  systems  concerned  with  the  inactiva- 
tion  of  the  liver  vasodepressor,  ferritin. 

Last  year,  report  was  made  of  the  effect  of 
strontium  salts  in  the  metabolism  of  bone. 
These  studies  have  been  continued  with 
demonstration  of  the  practical  utility  of 
using    strontium    in    several    conditions    in 


which  demineralization  of  the  skeleton  or 
abnormality  of  the  amount  or  distribution 
of  calcium  is  a  feature.  The  mechanisms 
regulating  calcium  and  strontium  deposit 
have  been  explored. 

Peripheral  Vascular  Disease.  This  well- 
equipped  laboratory  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Irving  S.  Wright  continues  to  act  as  the 
center  for  the  Committee  on  Anticoagulants 
of  the  American  Heart  Association.  It  has 
also  served  as  a  training  station  for  the  tech- 
nical training  of  workers  for  the  United 
States  Public  Health  Service  in  order  to  aid 
them  in  establishing  teaching  centers  for 
prothrombin  and  clotting  time  tests. 

Investigation  of  blood  coagulation  and 
anticoagulants  has  been  continuous  and  has 
been  focused  this  year  on  the  properties  of 
tromexan,  a  drug  closely  related  chemically 
to  dicumarol.  Studies  with  other  anti- 
coagulants are  still  tentative. 

Poliomyelitis.  Under  grant  from  the  Na- 
tional Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis, 
Dr.  G.  Donald  Whedon  and  others  have 
continued  their  studies  on  metabolic  aspects 
of  convalescence  following  acute  polio- 
myelitis. These  have  included  observations 
on  nitrogen  and  calcium  balance,  ventilatory 
function  and  muscle  circulation. 

Rheumatic  Fever.  Studies  of  rheumatic 
fever,  quite  separate  from  those  relating  to 
the  therapeutic  effect  of  ACTH  and  cortisone, 
have  been  pursued  in  the  Departments  of 
Pediatrics  and  Medicine.  Dr.  May  G. 
Wilson  has  continued  her  observation  and 
medical  supervision  of  adults  as  well  as 
children  in  families  in  which  rheumatic 
fever  has  occurred  and  has  accumulated 
more  important  data  regarding  the  concept 
of  recessive  inheritance  of  the  disease. 
Newer  studies  have  consisted  of  biochemical 
investigations  which  may  shed  light  on  the 
susceptibility  to  rheumatic  fever  and  have 
included  qualitative  and  quantitative  ob- 
servations of  steroid  excretion,  chromato- 
graphic study  of  amino  acids,  comparison  of 
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blood  sedimentation  rates  and  circulating 
eosinophils  as  indices  of  rheumatic  activity, 
and  metabolic  responses  to  ACTH  in  normal 
as  well  as  rheumatic  children. 

In  the  Department  of  Medicine  work  on 
the  antigenicity  and  serological  specificity  of 
collagen  has  been  continued  by  Dr.  Robert 
Watson  and  his  associates.  This  extra- 
ordinarily difficult  problem  has  been  ap- 
proached with  the  aid  of  the  electron- 
microscope  in  collaboration  with  Dr.  Parker 
Vanamee  of  the  Rockefeller  Institute  and 
chemically  with  samples  of  the  enzyme 
collagenase. 

Among  other  studies  on  rheumatic  dis- 
eases, Dr.  Richard  H.  Freyberg  has  con- 
ducted trials  of  a  new  analgesic  phenylcin- 
choninic  acid  which  has  been  suggested 
elsewhere  as  an  improvement  over  salicyl- 
ates and  other  widely  accepted  analgesics. 
They  were  able  to  demonstrate  its  potency 
in  the  relief  of  pain  but  also  encountered 
certain  irritative  features  which  rendered 
it  impractical  for  general  clinical  use. 

Diseases  of  the  Muscles.  Dr.  Ade  T. 
Milhorat  and  his  staff  have  continued  their 
studies  of  the  role  of  Vitamin  E  in  muscular 
dystrophy  both  in  animals  with  the  experi- 
mental form  of  the  disease  and  in  patients, 
and  have  adduced  evidence  indicating  that 
Vitamin  E  operates  as  an  oxidation-reduction 
system  in  the  body.  A  simple  and  accurate 
method  for  determination  of  Vitamin  E  and 
its  derivatives  in  the  blood  was  developed 
in  a  form  which  may  be  utilized  in  well- 
equipped  hospitals.  Extensive  studies  on 
infra-red  spectrophotometry  of  various  de- 
rivatives of  tocopherol  were  made.  Evidence 
was  obtained  suggesting  that  the  mechanism 
of  contracture  formation  in  patients  with 
muscular  dystrophy  is  related  to  the  "stiff- 
ness syndrome"  observed  in  animals  on 
deficient  diets. 

These  contributions  are  of  unique  value 
since   they   point    the   way   to    the    under- 


standing of  disabling  diseases  which  in  the 
past  have  received  too  little  attention  and 
investigation. 

GRADUATE  EDUCATION 

During  1950,  52  interns,  115  residents  and 
50  fellows  received  graduate  training  at 
The  New  York  Hospital.  This  group 
exceeds  in  number  the  undergraduates  from 
Cornell  who  are  working  at  any  one  time  in 
the  wards  and  out-patient  departments.  The 
program  represents  an  outstanding  con- 
tribution to  medical  education  and  consti- 
tutes one  of  the  most  important  activities  of 
the  Hospital.  It  forms  only  a  part,  however, 
of  the  influence  exerted  by  the  Center  in  the 
training  of  graduates.  In  1950,  as  before, 
physicians  from  many  parts  of  the  United 
States  and  numerous  foreign  countries  visited 
us,  attended  our  conferences  and  remained 
as  observers  for  periods  varying  from  a  few 
days  to  many  months.  Nations  represented 
included  Australia,  Canada,  Ceylon,  Eng- 
land, Finland,  Germany,  India,  Israel,  Japan, 
Java,  Norway,  Portugal,  Sweden,  Switzer- 
land, Thailand  and  Turkey.  In  addition, 
graduate  students  of  the  Cornell  University 
Medical  College  working  in  the  Second 
Medical  Division  at  Bellevue  attended  de- 
partmental conferences.  Increasingly  more 
physicians  from  the  metropolitan  area  are 
being  encouraged  to  participate  in  the  teach- 
ing exercises  of  the  Center,  a  much-desired 
trend  which  will  be  stimulated  by  the 
clinics  for  practitioners  which  are  now  being 

planned.

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Report  of  the  Director 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  in 
1950  The  New  York  Hospital  exceeded  all 
previous  records  of  service.  More  in-patients 
were  treated,  more  patient  days  provided, 
more  operations  performed,  more  labora- 
tory, x-ray  and  electrocardiographic  examin- 
ations furnished  than  in  any  previous  year. 
The  impact  of  this  greater  activity  is  re- 
flected in  almost  every  department  of  the 
Hospital,  including  financial  operations,  as 
reference  to  the  individual  departmental 
reports,  which  follow  later,  will  show.  The 
joint  enterprises  of  the  Medical  Center  have 
been  affected  correspondingly. 

This  enlargement  in  the  Hospital's  con- 
tribution to  the  health  of  the  community 
has  taken  place  against  a  background  of 
war,  mobilization,  preparation  for  the  care 
of  casualties  from  possible  enemy  action  and 
an  inflating  economy.  These  in  turn  have 
presented  problems  to  the  Hospital  and  the 
Center  in  planning  for  shortages  in  personnel, 
both  medical  and  lay,  for  rapid  expansion  of 
all  facilities  in  case  of  possible  atomic 
disaster,  for  financing  increased  salaries, 
wages  and  rising  costs  of  supplies  and  equip- 
ment. In  the  reports  that  follow,  the  effect  of 
these  factors  will  be  repeatedly  reflected. 


active  duty  with  the  military  services.  It  is 
expected  that  many  more,  as  well  as  physi- 
cians from  the  attending  staff,  will  join  them 
during  the  coming  year.  Similarly  12  staff 
nurses,  reserve  officers  in  the  Army  or  Navy, 
were  ordered  to  active  duty,  with  others 
being  expected  to  follow  shortly.  In  addi- 
tion to  doctors  and  nurses,  28  employees 
have  left  for  military  service. 

A  Defense  Service  Roll  has  been  estab- 
lished, on  which  will  be  carried  the  names 
of  all  members  of  the  professional  and 
teaching  staffs  of  The  Society,  Cornell 
University  Medical  College  and  Cornell 
University-New  York  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing  who  enter  military  or  governmental 
service  in  connection  with  the  national  de- 
fense program.  The  listing  of  an  individual's 
name  on  the  Roll  indicates  a  continuation  of 
his  nominal  connection  with  the  Center  in  a 
status  which,  while  not  equivalent  to  leave 
of  absence,  provides  for  certain  special  priv- 
ileges and  consideration. 

Policies  and  procedures  relating  to  mili- 
tary leave  of  absence  for  employees  of  the 
Hospital,  exclusive  of  medical  staff,  were 
adopted  after  consultation  with  counsel  to 
assure  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Selective  Service  Act  of  1948.  Employees' 
rights  with  respect  to  job  protection  and 
benefits  are  guaranteed  during  their  military 
service.

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1950,  the  Hospital,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Medical  College,  has  further  developed  and 
expanded  these  plans  so  as  to  integrate  them 
in  New  York  City's  civil  defense  program. 
In  the  city-wide  organization  of  medical  and 
hospital  resources,  Dr.  Stanhope  Bayne- 
Jones  has  been  appointed  a  member  of  the 
General  Advisory  Committee,  Medical 
Emergency  Division,  New  York  City  Office 
of  Civil  Defense,  and  the  writer  has  been 
named  co-chairman  of  the  Committee  for 
Manhattan  in  the  Medical  Emergency  Di- 
vision's Hospital  Facilities  Section.  Locally, 
coordination  with  Memorial  Center  for 
Cancer  and  Allied  Diseases  and  with  the 
Rockefeller  Institute  for  Medical  Research 
has  been  established  on  the  basis  of  confer- 
ences and  the  free  exchange  of  information 
and  plans.  Within  the  New  York  Hospital- 
Cornell  Medical  Center  itself,  matters  in- 
volving broad  policy  in  the  development  of 
the  civil  defense  program  have  been  made  the 
responsibility  of  the  Advisory  Committee  on 
Civil  Defense  consisting  of  Dr.  Bayne-Jones, 
Dr.  David  P.  Barr,  Dr.  Frank  Glenn,  Dean 
Joseph  C.  Hinsey,  Dean  Virginia  M.  Dunbar 
and  Mr.  Laurence  G.  Payson,  with  the 
Director  serving  as  Chairman. 

An  operating  committee  constituted  so  far 
as  possible  along  lines  of  established  or- 
ganizational channels  of  responsibility  has 
been  activated.  The  members  of  the  com- 
mittee include  the  chairmen  and  vice-chair- 
men of  fourteen  subcommittees  which  will 
study  and  make  recommendations  on  speci- 
fied problems  which  fall  within  their 
competence.  To  indicate  the  broad  scope  of 
planning  to  be  done  in  order  to  organize 
efficiently  for  the  receipt  of  more  than 
2,000  casualties  in  a  short  space  of  time  and 
to  protect  plant  and  personnel,  the  sub- 
committees with  the  names  of  their  chair- 
men are  listed :

BOARD  OF  HOSPITALS 

The  Council  of  the  City  of  New  York 
passed  Local  Law  No.  98  on  July  27  to  amend 
the  city  charter  so  as  to  permit  the  creation 
of  the  Board  of  Hospitals,  a  deliberative 
body  concerned  with  policy  and  budgetary 
matters  pertaining  to  the  Department  of 
Hospitals  of  the  city  and  consisting  of  five 
influential  doctors  and  five  prominent  lay- 
men. It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  that  Dr. 
Stanhope  Bayne-Jones,  President  of  the 
New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center 
Joint  Administrative  Board,  was  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  as  one  of  the  original  members 
of  the  Board  of  Hospitals.  The  establish- 
ment of  this  Board  is  regarded  as  an  intelli- 
gent advance  in  the  organization  of  muni- 
cipal government.  Furthermore,  it  affords  a 
means  for  closer  mutual  understanding  be- 
tween the  voluntary  hospitals  and  the  City 
of  New  York.

VITAL  STATISTICS 

A  new  high  of  27,272  admissions  to  the 
Hospital  has  been  established,  as  compared 
with  the  previous  high  of  26,094  in  1949- 
318,400  days  of  patient  care  also  constituted 
a  new  record,  representing  an  increase  of 
9,348  over  1949  and  of  4,063  over  1947, 
which  was  the  previous  high.  This  was  due 
in  part  to  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of 
beds  in  operation,  and  in  part  to  somewhat 
higher  occupancy.  The  major  increment  was 
provided  by  private  patients  in  the  main 
Hospital.  However,  private  and  semi-private 
accommodations  in  The  Lying-in  Hospital 
and  surgical  and  urological  pavilion  services 
also  contributed  to  the  record.  There  was  a 
decrease  in  patient  days  for  the  medical 
pavilions,  largely  attributable  to  the  fact 
that  no  additional  unit  was  opened  for  the 
care  of  poliomyelitis  because  of  the  relative 
mildness  of  the  1950  epidemic. 

Changes  in  bed  complement  were  minor 
during  the  year.  As  a  result  of  the  reorganiz- 
ation of  the  Department  of  Urology,  James 
Buchanan  Brady  Foundation,  seven  beds 
were  transferred  from  pavilion  to  semi- 
private  on  the  urological  service  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  Sixteen  semi-private 
general  surgical  beds  were  lost  with  the 
opening  of  the  Postoperative  Recovery  Unit 
in  November.  These  were  recovered  in  part 
by  the  conversion  of  seven  additional  large 
private  rooms  in  the  George  F.  Baker 
Pavilion  to  two-bed  semi-private  accom- 
modations in  an  effort  to  satisfy  the  demand 
for    these    facilities.      Fourteen    additional 


private  rooms  on  H-3,  never  before  opened, 
were  put  in  operation  late  in  the  year.  For 
a  period  of  three  months  in  the  spring, 
sixteen  semi-private  beds  were  available  to 
the  medical  service  on  G-2.  These  were 
closed  for  the  summer  and  have  not  been 
reopened  due  to  lack  of  nursing  personnel. 

Occupancy  increased  from  79.4  per  cent 
in  1949  to  80.5  per  cent  in  1950,  due  in  large 
part  to  cooler  summer  weather  which  per- 
mitted performance  of  elective  surgical 
operations  and  thereby  contributed  to  the 
maintenance  of  a  higher  census  than  that  of 
the  previous  sweltering  summer.  The  aver- 
age length  of  patient  stay,  including  new- 
borns, decreased  again  from  12.5  days  in 
1949  to  12.3  in  1950.  It  should  be  remem- 
bered that  this  average  includes  a  number  of 
long-term  patients  with  poliomyelitis  and 
tuberculosis  of  whom  six  were  in  the  Hos- 
pital throughout  the  entire  year. 

ECONOMIC  PROBLEMS 

Continuing  economic  inflation  has  intensi- 
fied the  critical  financial  problems  of  en- 
dowed and  charitable  institutions  by  further 
depreciating  the  purchasing  power  of  the 
dollar.  With  the  release  of  price  controls  on 
July  1,  1946,  operating  costs  rose  rapidly. 
In  the  three-year  period,  1946  to  1949,  the 
nation's  hospital  bill  for  voluntary,  pro- 
prietary and  governmental  hospitals,  which 
totaled  6,277  institutions  in  1949,  rose 
77  per  cent.  In  the  same  period  the  Russell 
Sage  Foundation  reports  an  increase  in  phil- 
anthropic giving  of  only  22  per  cent.  The 
result  has  been  a  sharp  contraction  in  avail- 
able purchasing  power  from  charitable  funds. 

These  same  economic  factors  have  affected 
the  finances  of  The  Society  of  the  New  York 
Hospital:  operating  costs  rose  43  per  cent 
in  the  1946-1949  period  while  income  from 
investments  and  gifts  rose  9  per  cent. 
Matters  might  have  been  considerably  worse 
had  it  not  been  for  the  able  management  of 
investments  by  the  Finance  Committee,  the 
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increasing  flow  of  current  gifts  stimulated  by 
the  Membership  Committee  and  the  unre- 
mitting fund  raising  efforts  of  The  Society's 
United  Hospital  Fund  teams. 

A  brief  analysis  of  the  effect  of  inflation  on 
the  finances  of  the  main  Hospital  for  the 
ten-year  period,  1941  through  1950,  is 
presented  with  the  hope  that  it  will  place 
the  problem  in  its  proper  perspective. 

The  backbone  of  the  main  Hospital's 
contribution  to  community  service,  educa- 
tion, and  advancement  of  medical  knowledge 
is  the  care  given  the  financially  less  fortunate 
in  the  pavilions  (wards)  and  Out-Patient 
Department.  In  1941  the  loss  from  the 
operation  of  these  services,  that  is,  the 
difference  between  the  cash  outlay  to  provide 


them  and  what  the  Hospital  received  in  pay- 
ment for  them,  amounted  to  $1,230,300. 
$766,000  was  available  from  investment 
income,  gifts  and  the  United  Hospital  Fund 
to  pay  in  part  for  the  loss.  By  1950,  due  to 
higher  costs,  the  amount  of  free  care  had 
risen  to  $2,550,000  and  non-operating  in- 
come applicable  to  the  main  Hospital  to 
$1,540,000.  Although  charitable  income 
nearly  doubled,  the  gap  between  it  and  free 
care  had  increased  to  $1,010,000.  The  ac- 
companying chart  graphically  shows  the 
relationship  between  the  increased  amount 
of  free  care  and  the  higher  non-operating 
income  for  the  years  1941,  1946,  1947,  1948, 
1949  and  1950. 
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The  gap  between  free  care  and  non-  sources  of  net  operating  income,  including 
operating  income  reflects  but  does  not  repre-  that  from  patients  in  private  rooms  and 
sent  the  annual  deficit  because  there  are  other     semi-private    accommodations    and    private 
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ambulatory  patients,  most  of  whom  make  a 
contribution  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  the 
rates  charged  them  for  services  have  usually 
exceeded  the  cost  of  providing  those  services. 
It  has,  however,  been  necessary  to  appro- 
priate capital  funds  to  pay  the  deficit,  except 
in  1943  when  wartime  shortages  of  personnel 
and  supplies  necessitated  a  reduction  in  the 
quality  of  services  and  consequently  reduced 
operating  costs. 

The  appropriations  from  capital  funds  to 
finance  the  deficit,  excluding  depreciation, 
amounted  to  $2,200,000  for  the  ten-year 
period.  In  addition,  $3,200,000  was  spent 
for  construction,  replacements  and  equip- 
ment. In  spite  of  these  large  payments  from 
capital,  the  value  of  the  investments  held 
for  the  benefit  of  The  Society  increased  during 
the  period.  The  market  value  of  our  securi- 
ties in  1941  was  somewhat  in  excess  of 
$15,000,000.  In  addition,  the  real  estate  was 
valued  at  $6,000,000.  At  the  end  of  1950,  the 
portfolio  had  increased  in  market  value  to 
$25,200,000.  This  gratifying  showing  is 
due  to  the  addition  of  $2,900,000  in  bequests, 
to  a  general  rise  in  the  securities  market,  and 
especially  to  the  adroit  management  of 
investments. 

Third  Parties.  Bequests  and  appreciation 
in  value  of  securities  cannot  be  relied  upon 
indefinitely  as  a  method  of  paying  operating 
deficits.  The  Survey  Committee,  composed 
of  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  has 
given  consideration  to  means  for  bringing 
operations  more  nearly  into  balance.  Among 
its  recommendations  was  the  proposal  to 
approach  both  Associated  Hospital  Service 
of  New  York  (Blue  Cross)  and  the  City  of 
New  York  in  an  effort  to  secure  more  liberal 
payment  rates  on  behalf  of  pavilion  (ward) 
patients  who  are  either  subscribers  to 
AHS  or  medically  indigent  city  residents. 

Since  nearly  40  per  cent  of  pavilion  (ward) 
patients  today  hold  AHS  contracts,  a  pay- 
ment rate  more  nearly  approximating  the 
cost    of    providing    hospitalization    would 


enhance  income  materially.  On  January  1, 
1950,  The  New  York  Hospital  was  receiving 
$12.84  per  day  from  AHS  for  the  care  of  its 
subscribers  in  wards.  The  cost  of  providing 
AHS  plan  items,  based  on  United  Hospital 
Fund  accounting  methods  plus  5  per  cent  for 
depreciation,  was  $20.19  per  day  for  the  first 
nine  months  of  1950.  Throughout  the  year 
constant  pressure  for  more  liberal  payments 
was  maintained  through  various  committees 
of  AHS  and  of  the  Greater  New  York 
Hospital  Association  and  through  direct 
negotiations.  On  December  16  a  payment 
rate  of  $14.00  per  day  plus  $1.00  more  if  the 
patient  was  hospitalized  in  a  room  of  four 
beds  or  less  was  established  for  AHS  sub- 
scribers electing  ward  accommodations.  This 
rate  was  not  considered  adequate.  On 
December  19  The  Society  of  the  New  York 
Hospital  made  application  for  larger  pay- 
ments on  behalf  of  policy-holders  cared  for 
in  its  pavilions  (wards). 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  $8.00  per 
diem  payments  by  the  City  of  New  York 
for  the  care  of  medically  indigent  residents. 
However,  demands  for  higher  rates  are  de- 
veloping among  the  voluntary  hospitals. 
Several  conferences  have  been  held  with  rep- 
resentatives of  the  United  Hospital  Fund 
and  others  in  an  effort  to  develop  a  concerted 
and  effective  approach  to  city  officials. 
Since  the  city  pays  on  behalf  of  approxi- 
mately 22  per  cent  of  the  Hospital's  pavilion 
patients,  a  substantially  higher  rate  would 
augment  income  materially.  Furthermore, 
the  city  has  never  contributed  to  the  cost  of 
caring  for  its  poor  in  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment. This  facility  operated  at  a  loss 
of  $490,000  in  1950.  The  cost  of  operating  it 
will  become  greater  as  the  trend  grows 
towards  more  complete  diagnostic  studies 
and  more  extensive  treatment  of  patients  on 
an  ambulatory  basis.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
time  is  near  when  the  city  will  assume  its 
financial  responsibility  for  the  increasing 
cost  of  caring  for  its  medically  indigent,  both 
as  in-patients  and  out-patients. 
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Rates.  In  dealing  with  Associated  Hos- 
pital Service,  the  city,  and  other  third 
parties  such  as  labor  union  welfare  funds,  it 
has  become  increasingly  clear  that  they 
cannot  reasonably  be  expected  to  pay  more 
than  published  charges  to  the  general  public. 
This  is  one  of  several  reasons  why  The  New 
York  Hospital  determined  to  establish  its 
maximum  published  charges  for  hospitaliza- 
tion in  its  pavilions  (wards)  at  approximate 
cost.  This  policy  is  not  designed  to  produce 
greater  revenue  from  pavilion  patients  who 
are  paying  their  own  way.  They  will  in  the 
future,  as  in  the  past,  pay  what  they  can 
reasonably  afford  in  the  light  of  their 
economic  status  and  social  obligations. 
Since  several  administrative  and  public 
relations  aspects  must  be  studied  further, 
this  policy  will  not  become  effective  until 
early  in  1951. 

In  December  rates  for  private  rooms,  semi- 
private  accommodations  and  ancillary  ser- 
vices were  adjusted  upward  in  an  effort  to 
recover  sufficient  additional  income  to  pay 
for  wage  and  salary  increases. 

FINANCIAL  OPERATING  RESULTS,  1950 

The  operating  deficit  for  The  Society, 
including  depreciation  on  fixtures  and  equip- 
ment, but  excluding  depreciation  on  build- 
ings was  $2,762,438.65-  The  following 
table  shows  the  distribution  of  this  deficit  to 
the  divisions  of  The  Society  for  1950  as 
compared  with  1949 :

Applied  against  this  deficit  were  Society 
membership  and  other  contributions  of 
$648,275-83,   an   all-time  record  comparing 


favorably  with  the  previous  high  of 
$538,941.01  in  1949,  and  investment  and 
other  non-operating  income  of  $1,296,142.42, 
leaving  a  net  deficit  of  $818,020.40. 
$537,658.75  of  this  represents  depreciation 
on  fixtures  and  equipment,  whereas  actual 
disbursements  for  additions  and  replace- 
ments were  $364,939.99,  consisting  princi- 
pally of  replacement  of  outmoded  equip- 
ment, improvement  of  facilities  at  the 
Westchester  Division  and  equipment  for  the 
Vincent  Astor  Diagnostic  Service. 

A  comparison  of  the  deficits  over  the  past 
four  years,  exclusive  of  all  provision  for 
depreciation,  shows  an  encouraging  trend, 
as  follows :

Legacies  and  bequests,  added  to  capital 
account,  came  to  $30,820.44,  whereas  for  the 
past  ten  years  the  average  has  been  nearly 
$300,000.  Profit  on  sale  of  securities  for  the 
year  added  another  $949,106.35-  Further 
details  of  the  consolidated  income  account 
and  capital  changes  will  be  found  on  pages 
56-57. 

Operating  income  at  the  main  Hospital 
was  $538,538.34  greater  than  in  1949  due 
principally  to  the  following  factors:  minor 
alterations  in  bed  allocations  as  described 
under  "Vital  Statistics";  higher  occupancy; 
more  rapid  turnover  of  patients;  greater  use 
of  ancillary  services  for  private  in-patients 
and  private  ambulatory  patients,  including 
those  of  the  Vincent  Astor  Diagnostic 
Service;  minor  upward  rate  adjustments; 
increased  income  from  cafeterias;  higher  en- 
rollment in  the  Cornell  University-New  York 
Hospital  School  of  Nursing;  slightly  higher 
payments  by  Associated  Hospital  Service  of 
New  York  for  its  subscribers;  more  liberal 
attitude  of  the  City  of  New  York  in  accepting 
the  responsibility  for  payment  on  behalf  of 
the  city's  indigent;  and  the  establishment  on 
July  1  of  $12.00  per  diem  payment  rate  by 
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the  City  of  New  York  for  the  care  of  pre- 
mature infants  under  its  Premature  Transfer 
Program. 

As  might  be  expected  in  a  record  year  of 
service,  operating  expenses  at  the  main 
Hospital  rose  nearly  as  much  as  operating 
income:  $499,174.32  or  6  per  cent.  The  prin- 
cipal factors  responsible  for  this  increase 
were:  greater  number  of  patients  served; 
ability  to  recruit  and  maintain  on  the  pay- 
roll more  nurses  than  in  1949;  rising  cost  of 
supplies,  especially  in  the  large  volume  items 
of  food  and  fuel  oil;  additional  personnel, 
primarily  to  meet  the  demand  for  a  greater 
volume  of  ancillary  services. 

Streamlining.  Recognizing  their  responsi- 
bilities to  encourage  economical  operation, 
both  the  professional  and  administrative 
staffs  have  continued  their  efforts  to  reduce 
expenses  by  simplifying  administrative  pro- 
cedures and  applying  labor-saving  devices 
as  the  following  examples  illustrate:  elim- 
ination of  four  Ediphone  operator  positions 
by  installation  of  electronic  Ediphone  equip- 
ment in  Medical  Records;  25  per  cent 
increase  in  efficiency  of  folding  section  in 
laundry  by  use  of  special  trucks;  reduction 
of  at  least  three  days  in  time  required  to 
report  biopsy  of  bone  through  use  of  de- 
calcifier;  reduction  in  technical  and  nursing 
time  by  installation  of  electrocardiographic 
outlets  in  the  Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric 
Clinic  and  Emergency  Pavilion  so  as  to 
establish  direct  connections  with  the  Heart 
Station;  application  of  IBM  machines  to 
payroll  accounting;  reduction  in  technical 
time  required  in  processing  pathological 
sections  through  use  of  Autotechnicon; 
institution  of  Central  Stores  control  of  sup- 
plies by  simplified  requisition  forms  and  use 
of  punch  cards;  extension  of  patient  and 
record  identification  by  metal  addressograph 
plates  to  the  Out-Patient  Department;  and 
simplification  of  admission  procedure  for 
private  patients  in  cooperation  with  the 
Private  Patients  Committee. 


APPROVED  RESIDENCIES 

During  the  past  two  years  policies  aimed 
towards  broadening  the  program  for  post- 
doctoral education  have  been  implemented 
by  securing  approval  of  residency  and  fellow- 
ship training  in  various  specialties.  The 
Council  on  Medical  Education  and  Hos- 
pitals of  the  American  Medical  Association 
in  its  24th  Annual  Report  on  Internships 
and  Residencies  listed  the  following  resi- 
dencies offered  by  The  New  York  Hospital 
as  approved  in  concurrence  with  the  specialty 
boards  concerned:

EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAMS 

In  the  discharge  of  its  teaching  responsi- 
bilities, the  Hospital  not  only  provided 
facilities  for  the  education  of  doctors  and 
nurses  but  also,  often  drawing  on  the  re- 
sources of  other  components  of  the  Center, 
continued  the  training  of  technicians  and 
specialists  in  many  services  allied  to  medi- 
cine. Included  in  this  student  group  were 
the  following:

DEPARTMENTAL  REPORTS 

There  follow  brief  summaries  of  the  year's 
achievements  and  activities  of  the  larger  de- 
partments of  the  main  Hospital,  excluding 
the  clinical  services,  on  which  the  President 
of  the  Medical  Board  has  reported.  These 
summaries  furnish  additional  information 
from  which  an  insight  may  be  gained  into 
the  complexities  of  the  Hospital's  organiza- 
tion and  the  problems  arising  out  of  its 
steadily  increasing  volume  of  activity. 

NURSING 

For  the  Nursing  Service  the  year  has  been 
characterized  by  a  continuous  effort  to  main- 
tain minimal  staff  requirements,  by  improve- 
ments in  administrative  and  technical 
procedures,  and  by  the  expanding  use  of 
auxiliary  nursing  personnel.  The  shortage 
of  graduate  nurses  persists  so  that  there  was 
no  net  gain  in  the  number  on  our  staff  during 
the  year.  Anticipating  still  further  shortages 
due  to  the  demand  for  nurses  by  the  armed 
forces,  greater  utilization  of  auxiliary  nurs- 
ing aides  has  been  fostered  by  studies  leading 
to  a  more  efficient  use  of  all  nursing  personnel 
through  the  team  approach  to  patient  care. 
An  increasing  use  of  volunteer  aides  and  a 
greater  enrollment  in  the  School  of  Nursing 
have  provided  more  hands  partly  to  fill  the 
gaps  in  the  graduate  nurse  staff.    However, 


student  nurses  are  available  for  only  limited 
service  functions. 

Other  accomplishments  during  the  year 
include  final  establishment  of  the  forty-hour 
week  for  graduate  nurses,  initiation  of 
psychiatric  nursing  consultations  for  the 
main  Hospital  by  qualified  psychiatric  nurses 
in  the  Payne  Whitney  Clinic,  improvement 
in  the  continuity  of  patient  care  between 
Hospital  and  home  through  arrangements 
with  the  Visiting  Nurse  Service  of  New 
York,  and  the  provision  of  a  closer  link 
between  nursing,  medical  and  administrative 
functions  through  an  advisory  committee  on 
medicine  and  surgery  appointed  by  the 
Director  of  the  Hospital. 

A  full  report  of  the  Nursing  Service  and 
School  will  be  found  on  pages  43-47. 

OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT 

Although  clinic  visits  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department  dropped  from  282,519  in  1949 
to  277,128  in  1950  and  the  number  of  new 
patients  admitted  fell,  the  number  of  patients 
treated  rose  from  50,270  to  52,016.  Again 
more  laboratory  and  x-ray  examinations 
were  provided  per  visit,  which  is  indicative 
of  a  continuing  trend  towards  a  more  com- 
prehensive approach  to  problems  of  diagnosis 
and  therapy. 

The  Consultation  Clinic  completed  its 
first  full  year  of  operation  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Claude  E.  Forkner.  Its  objective  is  to 
provide  diagnostic  services  to  those  who 
cannot  pay  the  full  cost  and  yet  are  under 
the  care  of  a  private  physician.  446  patients 
were  studied  in  detail  and  the  findings  re- 
ported to  the  referring  doctors. 

A  new  Poliomyelitis  Clinic  has  been  es- 
tablished and  is  unusual  in  that  representa- 
tives from  orthopedic  surgery,  medicine, 
physical  medicine  and  social  service  collabo- 
rate in  the  management  of  patients. 

PROFESSIONAL  ANCILLARY  SERVICES 

Radiology.  The  number  of  x-ray  examina- 
tions reached  an  all-time  high  of  80,799,  a 
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3.4  per  cent  increase  over  the  1949  record. 
The  number  of  films  used  per  examination 
rose  to  3-3  as  compared  with  2.6  in  the 
previous  year.  In  x-ray  therapy  the  9,952 
treatments  also  represent  a  record. 

The  facilities  of  the  Department  were 
expanded  early  in  the  year  by  the  establish- 
ment of  a  section  in  F  basement  to  furnish 
x-ray  examinations  to  patients  of  the  Vincent 
Astor  Diagnostic  Service  and  private  ambu- 
latory patients.  The  completion  of  a  central 
film  processing  unit  in  L-6  has  reduced  the 
time  required  to  develop  films  and  thereby  per- 
mits more  rapid  reporting  of  x-ray  findings. 

Central  Laboratories .  Examinations  totaled 
441,054,  an  all-time  record.  There  was  a 
7.1  per  cent  increase  in  the  number  of 
laboratory  procedures  performed  in  1950  as 
compared  with  1949,  while  the  number  of 
in-patients  served  increased  4.5  per  cent  and 
out-patients  3-5  per  cent.  This  reflects  a 
wider  application  of  the  newer  knowledge  of 
quantitative  chemical  changes  in  disease, 
particularly  as  they  relate  to  fluid  and 
electrolyte  balance  in  surgical  patients. 

The  number  of  blood  transfusions  and  the 
serological  work  attendant  upon  the  opera- 
tion of  a  blood  bank  continued  to  increase 
due  in  part  to  the  wider  use  of  transfusions  in 
radical  surgery  and  the  availability  of 
serological  techniques  which  provide  addi- 
tional safeguards  for  patients  receiving 
blood  transfusions.  The  use  of  disposable 
sets  for  the  administration  of  blood  and  plas- 
ma has  reduced  the  incidence  of  febrile 
reactions  from  5  per  cent  to  1  per  cent. 

Operating  and  Delivery  Rooms.  More  opera- 
tions were  performed,  14,092,  than  in  any 
previous  year.  The  increase,  referable  to  the 
general  and  gynecological  operating  suites, 
is  due  primarily  to  early  post-operative 
ambulation,  which  in  turn  has  reduced  the 
average  length  of  hospitalization  and  per- 
mitted a  more  rapid  turnover  of  patients. 

3,937   babies  were   born   in   the   delivery 


rooms,  an  increase  of  50  over  1949  but  151 
short  of  the  1948  record. 

Among  several  improvements  in  the  oper- 
ating rooms  are  the  installation  of  an  electro- 
cardiograph, which  records  the  patient's 
heart  action  during  surgical  procedures,  and 
conductive  flooring  in  one  operating  room  on 
a  trial  basis  as  a  safety  factor  in  the  pre- 
vention of  explosions  due  to  volatile  anes- 
thetics. 

A  Postoperative  Recovery  Unit  comprising 
16  beds  on  F-ll  was  opened  November  6 
to  provide  facilities  for  the  immediate 
postoperative  care  of  all  patients  of  the 
surgical  services  who  have  received  either 
general  or  spinal  anesthesia  during  the  course 
of  operation.  That  this  facility  will  satisfy 
a  long-felt  need  is  indicated  by  the  following 
excerpt  from  the  minutes  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  The  New  York  Hospital, 
dated  April  2,  1805:  •  •  .  "It  is  proper  also 
that  a  room  should  be  fitted  up  with  beds, 
for  the  reception  of  patients  directly  after 
having  undergone  any  operation;  the  ar- 
ranging of  this  room  to  be  according  to  the 
direction  of  the  Surgeon." 

Electrocardiographic  Department.  The  de- 
mand for  electrocardiograms  increased  21 
per  cent,  from  14,344  examinations  in  1949 
to  17,329  in  1950.  The  more  extensive  use  of 
the  time-consuming  multiple  chest  and 
unipolar  leads  increased  the  work  load  more 
than  the  figures  indicate.  These  increased 
activities  and  other  considerations  necessi- 
tated the  appointment  of  Dr.  Eugene  L. 
Horger  as  assistant  director  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

Other  Ancillary  Services.  As  would  be  anti- 
cipated from  the  heavy  load  of  surgical 
operations,  the  number  of  anesthesias  ad- 
ministered by  the  Department  of  Anesthesia 
increased  by  about  12  per  cent  over  1949, 
necessitating  the  addition  of  an  anesthetist 
to  the  staff.  For  the  same  reason  the  number 
of  specimens  examined  by  the  Department  of 
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Surgical  Pathology  rose  by  12  per  cent  to 
8,262. 

Increasing  recognition  of  the  value  of 
electroencephalography  in  the  diagnosis  of 
neurological  disorders  resulted  in  further 
utilization  of  this  service.  There  were  1,320 
determinations  as  compared  to  1,314  in  1949. 

In  the  Department  of  Physical  Medicine 
there  were  fewer  treatments  for  arthritis  due 
to  the  comparative  efficacy  of  the  newer 
hormonal  therapy.  The  physical  rehabilita- 
tion of  those  left  with  residual  paralysis  as 
a  result  of  the  1949  poliomyelitis  epidemic 
and  the  milder  one  this  year  required  more 
intensive  treatment  and  additional  per- 
sonnel to  carry  it  out.  There  were  27,736 
treatments  as  compared  with  27,464  in  the 
preceding  year. 

The  number  of  examinations  and  treat- 
ments of  all  kinds  supplied  to  the  private 
ambulatory  patients  of  the  attending  staff 
remained  approximately  unchanged  at 
22,466. 

The  Department  of  Occupational  Therapy, 
further  reorganized  during  the  year,  pro- 
vided more  than  1,000  treatments  per  month 
to  patients,  either  at  the  bedside  or  in  the 
shop  on  the  eighteenth  floor.  The  expanding 
participation  of  volunteers,  student  nurses 
and  students  of  occupational  therapy  from 
university  courses  has  increased  the  effective- 
ness of  this  program  which  is  oriented 
towards  the  physical  and  mental  restoration 
of  patients  in  cooperation  with  the  medical 
staff. 

Emergency  Pavilion.  Renovation  of  this 
unit  was  accomplished  during  the  year  re- 
sulting in  more  pleasant  surroundings  and 
greater  efficiency.  Activity  increased  again 
in  1950  with  a  new  record  of  16,853  visits  or 
4  per  cent  more  than  in  1949-  For  the  con- 
venience of  patients  and  staff,  facilities  for 
the  application  of  plaster  casts  were  made 
available  in  Emergency. 

Personnel  Health  Service.  The  19,055  visits 
to  the  Personnel  Health  Service  represent  an 


investment  in  the  well-being  of  our  em- 
ployees. Consolidation  of  physicians'  ser- 
vices to  a  minimum  of  half-time  attendance 
by  each  physician  has  produced  a  more 
satisfactory  doctor-patient  relationship  since 
it  permits  continuous  observation  and  treat- 
ment of  the  individual  employee  by  the  same 
doctor. 

Vincent  As  tor  Diagnostic  Service.  The  private 
diagnostic  service,  facilities  for  which  were 
made  possible  by  a  gift  from  Captain 
Vincent  Astor  (U.S.N.R.,  Ret.),  became  a 
reality  on  January  3,  1950.  During  the  year, 
1,093  patients  were  examined  by  97  members 
of  the  Service,  who  are  also  on  the  attending 
staff  of  the  Hospital.  The  Hospital  supplied 
12,975  laboratoi/,  x-ray  and  other  ancillary 
procedures  to  the  patients  of  the  Service. 

The  referral  of  348  patients  by  doctors  of 
the  community  reflects  the  growing  recog- 
nition of  the  medical  profession  of  the  need 
for  consultations  supported  by  the  wide 
variety  of  facilities  which  can  be  provided 
only  by  a  great  medical  center.  Further 
information  will  be  found  in  the  report  of 
the  President  of  the  Medical  Board  who 
also  serves  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  Vincent  Astor  Diagnostic 
Service. 

Compensation-Liability  and  Medical  Informa- 
tion  Departments.  As  insurance  companies, 
government,  and  welfare  funds  continue  to 
enroll  a  larger  segment  of  the  population  in 
compensation,  hospitalization  and  medical 
care  plans,  the  work  of  these  departments  in 
rendering  bills,  in  furnishing  medical  reports 
by  telephone  and  letter  to  properly  consti- 
tuted authorities  and  in  preparing  data  for 
legal  actions  between  patients  and  insurance 
carriers  grows  ever  heavier.  Requests  for 
medical  information  alone  totaled  approxi- 
mately 33,500.  The  importance  of  these 
services  in  the  development  of  good  relations 
with  outside  agencies,  institutions,  lawyers, 
and  physicians  and  the  relief  of  our  profes- 
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sional  staff  from  the  burden  of  this  paper 
work  cannot  be  overemphasized. 

PERSONNEL  DEPARTMENT 

After  an  initial  period  of  relatively  stable 
and  satisfactory  employment  conditions  dur- 
ing which  the  average  monthly  personnel 
turnover  amounted  to  approximately  39 
per  cent,  the  employment  situation  deteri- 
orated steadily  following  the  onset  of 
hostilities  in  Korea.  As  a  result  of  losses 
principally  to  industry  and  to  a  lesser  degree 
to  the  armed  forces,  the  average  monthly 
personnel  turnover  during  the  latter  half  of 
1950  rose  to  5-5  per  cent.  The  overall  turn- 
over for  the  entire  year  amounted  to  54.8 
per  cent — a  figure  slightly  greater  than  that 
of  the  preceding  year. 

As  employment  conditions  became  more 
difficult,  recruiting  efforts  were  intensified 
and  every  possible  means  was  employed  to 
retain  our  present  employees.  During  the 
year  personnel  policies  and  procedures  re- 
lating to  leaves  of  absence,  vacations,  paid 
sick  leave  time  and  military  leaves  of  absence 
were  reviewed,  codified  and  made  uniformly 
applicable  to  practically  all  employees. 
Effective  December  25,  wage  scales  were 
revised  with  the  result  that  certain  defi- 
ciencies were  corrected  and  substantial  wage 
increases  were  made  possible  for  a  majority 
of  employees. 

The  Social  Security  Act  as  amended  in 
1950  provides  for  the  participation  of  em- 
ployees of  certain  non-profit  institutions  in 
Federal  old  age  and  survivors  insurance. 
Following  approval  of  participation  by  the 
Board  of  Governors,  the  employees  of  The 
Society  voted  92  per  cent  in  favor.  On 
January  1,  1951,  pension  benefits  under 
The  Society's  Retirement  Plan  will  be 
reduced  by  the  equivalent  of  half  the  Social 
Security  benefits  for  those  92  per  cent  of 
personnel  who  will  participate  in  the 
Federal  plan.  The  net  result  will  be  increased 
benefits  for  retiring  employees  and  their 
dependents    and    the    opportunity   for   new 


employees,    already    covered    under    Social 
Security,  to  continue  in  the  plan. 

Exclusive  of  the  Nursing  Service  the  net 
increase  in  number  of  authorized  positions 
was  21  full-time  and  5  part-time,  the  ma- 
jority of  which  were  required  to  meet  the 
greater  demands  made  on  the  laboratories, 
Radiology  Department  and  other  ancillary 
professional  services. 

VOLUNTEER  DEPARTMENT 

The  Volunteer  Department  recorded  a 
total  of  45,805  volunteer  hours  during  1950. 
This  represented  a  21  per  cent  increase  in 
volume  of  service  over  the  preceding  year. 
In  addition  the  scope  of  volunteer  activity 
was  broadened  appreciably  as  a  result  of  the 
development  of  new  opportunities  for  effec- 
tive volunteer  service.  As  the  year  ended, 
the  chief  effort  of  the  department  was 
directed  toward  the  completion  of  plans  for 
the  rapid  mobilization  of  volunteers  on  a 
larger  scale  in  support  of  the  city's  and  the 
Hospital's  civil  defense  programs. 

SERVICES  AND  SUPPLIES 

Medical  Record  Department.  30,936  new 
records  of  patients  were  initiated  in  1950. 
The  department  now  houses  approximately 
2,000,000  records  and  737  volumes  of  records 
dating  back  to  1793.  Although  several 
hundred  thousand  records  have  been  dis- 
carded over  the  course  of  years,  the  remain- 
ing capacity  for  new  accessions  is  rapidly 
shrinking.  Consequently  the  Record  Com- 
mittee, under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr. 
Bronson  S.  Ray,  has  undertaken  a  study  to 
determine  which  classifications  of  records 
may  be  discarded  without  destroying  those 
of  historical,  legal,  research  or  educational 
value. 

The  perennial  problem  of  maintaining  cur- 
rent records  up-to-date  has  been  partly 
solved  by  an  orientation  period  devoted  to 
educating  the  incoming  house  staff  in  the 
procedures  of  the  department. 
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The  director  of  the  department  presented 
a  paper  entitled  "Records  in  a  War"  at  a 
meeting  of  record  librarians,  has  contributed 
to  the  forthcoming  revision  of  the  American 
Medical  Association's  publication,  "Stand- 
ard Nomenclature  of  Disease  and  Opera- 
tions," and  is  reviewing  a  textbook  on 
nomenclature. 

An  appreciation  of  the  magnitude  of  the 
work  of  the  department  may  be  gained  from 
a  realization  of  the  fact  that  834,139  records 
were  requested  during  the  year  for  use  in 
patient  care,  research  and  education. 

Nutrition  Department.  Plans  for  the  addi- 
tion of  a  frozen  food  locker  in  food  stores 
and  arrangements  for  renovating  the  ice 
cream  manufacturing  unit  were  completed 
during  the  year.  Installation  of  the  deep 
freeze  unit  early  in  1951  will  result  in  con- 
siderable saving  in  raw  food  costs  and 
greater  flexibility  in  procurement  and  stor- 
age of  many  perishable  foods. 

A  gradual  replacement  of  electrically 
heated  food  conveyors  was  initiated  during 
the  year.  The  new  conveyors  are  especially 
constructed  to  allow  maximum  space  for 
segregation  of  numerous  small  items  of  food 
while  being  transported  between  the  main 
kitchen  and  serving  pantries.  Each  pantry 
serves  twenty  to  sixty  patients  and  40  per 
cent  of  them  require  some  modification  in 
the  regular  menu.  Through  use  of  the  new 
heated  conveyors  these  special  items  of  food 
are  hotter  and  more  appetizing  when  they 
reach  the  patient's  bedside. 

The  opening  of  a  snack  bar  in  the  East 
dining  room  from  8:30  P.M.  to  12:15  A.M. 
daily  for  the  benefit  of  professional  staff 
delayed  on  duty  beyond  regular  meal  hours 
and  for  evening  employees,  extends  cafeteria 
service  from  7:00  A.M.  to  12:15  A.M. 
except  for  one  hour  between  7:30  P.M.  and 
8:30  P.M. 

During  1950  the  Nutrition  Department 
served  794,677  meals  to  Hospital  patients 
and  1,367,773  meals  to  staff  and  students,  a 


total  of  2,162,450.  This  is  an  increase  of 
2.8  per  cent  over  1949.  During  1950,  43,804 
infant  formulae  were  prepared. 

For  the  first  time  since  1945-46  the  class  of 
dietetic  interns  has  reached  its  full  quota  of 
sixteen. 

Pharmacy.  During  the  year  a  committee 
comprising  representatives  of  the  Pharmacy 
and  Nursing  Service  was  established  in  an 
effort  to  improve  services  to  patient  units. 
This  cooperative  action  has  produced  grati- 
fying results  through  improved  methods  of 
packaging  and  distributing  pharmaceutical 
supplies.  Standardization  of  containers  and 
minor  physical  changes,  which  have  resulted 
in  improved  prescription  services  for  out- 
patients and  in  better  facilities  for  the  manu- 
facture and  storage  of  standard  bulk  items, 
have  increased  the  efficiency  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

A  study  and  general  revision  of  prices 
charged  for  drugs  was  completed  and  has 
brought  prices  into  line  with  those  charged 
by  commercial  retail  drugstores. 

The  Sub-Committee  on  Revision  of  the 
Formulary  Committee  made  rapid  progress 
towards  completion  of  the  revised  formulary 
which  will  be  in  press  early  in  1951.  Special 
thanks  are  due  those  who  worked  so  dili- 
gently in  preparing  and  reviewing  the 
manuscript:  Dr.  McKeen  Cattell,  Dr.  Henry 
L.  Barnett,  Dr.  Cary  Eggleston,  Dr.  Ade  T. 
Milhorat  and  Donald  A.  Clarke,  Ph.D. 

Central  Sterile  Supply.  This  department,  de- 
signed to  relieve  the  Nursing  Service  of 
duties  relating  to  the  cleaning  and  steriliza- 
tion of  technical  supplies  and  equipment, 
has  assumed  wider  responsibilities  through 
the  centralization  under  its  jurisdiction  of 
the  preparation  of  vaseline  packs  and 
tracheotomy,  bronchogram  and  cut-down 
sets.  Economies  have  been  effected  through 
the  installation  of  ingenious  devices  for 
testing  rubber  gloves  and  rinsing  the  small- 
necked  tubes  in  which  hypodermic  needles 
are  packaged. 
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Laundry  and  Linen  Department.  In  1950  new 
responsibilities  were  centralized  in  this 
department.  Washing  and  drying  of  rubber 
gloves,  formerly  done  in  nursing  units 
throughout  the  Hospital,  and  the  supply 
and  distribution  of  linen  in  the  Payne 
Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  have  become  new 
duties  and  are  changes  which  have  produced 
economies.  An  increase  of  8  per  cent  in  linen 
laundered  parallels  the  increase  in  patient 
load. 

A  committee  was  established  to  study  linen 
usage  and  losses  and  to  recommend  a  pro- 
gram of  conservation.  Daily  requirements 
for  each  linen  item  have  been  studied  to 
serve  as  a  basis  for  determining  circulating 
inventory  needs  and  laundry  production 
schedules. 

In  a  successful  effort  to  increase  the 
laundry  production  per  employee,  the  re- 
placement program  of  equipment  was  con- 
tinued. A  new  washing  machine,  extractor 
and  drying  tumbler  were  installed  during  the 
year. 

Purchasing  Department.  Market  conditions 
were  relatively  stable  during  the  first  half 
of  the  year.  Anticipating  shortages  and 
delays  in  deliveries  later  in  the  year,  a 
policy  of  increasing  inventories  of  commonly 
used  supplies  was  established.  The  forward 
buying  necessitated  by  this  policy  partly 
offset  the  effect  of  rising  prices  later  in  the 
year.  Policies  aimed  towards  the  conserva- 
tion of  favorable  contracts  and  agreements, 
the  careful  selection  and  standardization  of 
supplies  and  competitive  bidding  have  been 
continued. 

General  Stores.  A  new  printed  requisition 
form  listing  by  classification  all  items 
stocked  in  General  Stores  has  eliminated 
the  necessity  of  maintaining  a  catalogue. 
The  price  of  each  item  is  shown  so  that  the 
user  will  become  price  conscious  and  select 
supplies  with  an  eye  to  economy.  The 
establishment  of  perpetual  inventory  control 
on  IBM  equipment  in  the  Accounting  De- 


partment has  permitted  the  elimination  of 
one  position. 

PLANT  OPERATIONS 

Building  Service.  This  department  as- 
sumed new  responsibilities  including  re- 
placement of  fluorescent  lighting  tubes, 
calibration  of  scales  used  in  weighing  pa- 
tients, and  the  custody  and  assignment  of 
oscillating  beds  and  air  pressure  mattresses. 
After  evaluation,  new  methods  of  cleaning 
were  adopted  which  resulted  in  improved 
quality  of  work  and  saving  of  time,  thus 
extending  the  capabilities  of  the  department 
to  meet  a  heavier  work  load  and  permitting 
a  slight  reduction  in  personnel  complement. 
Progress  was  made  in  codifying  job  descrip- 
tions, work  procedures  and  equipment  re- 
quirements. 

Engineering  Department.  The  Engineering 
Department  operated  the  power  plant  with 
a  high  degree  of  productive  economy.  The 
average  of  fifteen  pounds  of  steam  produced 
by  one  pound  of  fuel  compares  favorably 
with  the  experience  of  other  plants  of  similar 
type.  Total  consumption  of  steam  and 
electricity  was  close  to  averages  of  former 
years,  but  we  experienced  new  all-time 
peaks  in  the  instantaneous  rate  of  demand 
for  both  steam  and  electric  power.  A 
gratifying  8  per  cent  decrease  in  waste  steam 
from  the  engines  rewarded  efforts  in  this 
direction. 

A  notable  reduction  of  nearly  100,000,000 
gallons  in  the  consumption  of  water  during 
a  threatening  shortage  was  accomplished  by 
the  efforts  of  the  Hospital  as  a  whole. 

In  the  field  of  preventive  maintenance, 
extensive  work  was  done  on  laundry  piping, 
feed  water  heaters,  furnace  brickwork  and 
exterior  waterproofing  of  the  buildings. 
Replacement  of  eight  over-age  large  sewage 
pumps  was  accomplished. 

The  volume  of  maintenance  and  new 
construction  work  done  by  our  own  force 
was  on  the  same  level  as  the   1949  peak. 
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A  sharp  increase  in  material  costs,  notably 
in  fuel,  has  been  offset  in  part  by  operating 
economies. 

Protection  Department.  The  parking  prob- 
lem continues  to  be  of  major  concern.  On- 
street  parking  space  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Hospital  became  harder  to  find  because  of 
new  local  restrictions  and  the  gradual 
increase  in  neighborhood  activities.  De- 
mands for  parking  were  met  in  part  by  more 
intensive  use  of  the  68th  Street  extension. 
During  weekdays  from  8:00  A.M.  to 
5:00  P.M.  nearly  three  cars  use  each  space 
because  of  efforts  to  limit  parking  time. 
In  October  hourly  parking  in  the  garage  for 
personnel  of  the  Center  was  instituted  and 
permitted  the  accommodation  of  23  addi- 
tional cars  each  day. 

Property  losses  and  thefts  have  been  less 
serious  than  in  recent  years.  The  program 
for  guarding  property  continues  to  stress 
locking  doors  and  desks  and  changing  locks 
when  keys  are  missing. 

ACCOUNTING  DEPARTMENT 

The  general  increase  in  activities  through- 
out the  Hospital  during  the  year  reflected 
itself  in  a  greater  work  load  in  the  Account- 
ing Department.  Some  indication  of  this 
may  be  gained  from  the  fact  that  postings  to 
patients'  accounts  increased  by  14  per  cent 
and  the  number  of  checks  drawn  increased  by 
8  per  cent  over  the  previous  year. 

Another  factor  responsible  for  the  heavier 
work  load  was  the  continued  growth  of 
billings  to  agencies,  wholly  or  partly  respon- 
sible for  the  hospital  bill.  The  over-all 
number  of  patients  covered  by  the  Associated 
Hospital  Service  of  New  York  rose  from 
approximately  9,000  in  1949  to  10,000  in 
1950.  Also,  during  the  year,  the  Hospital 
entered  into  a  program  developed  by  the 
Greater  New  York  Hospital  Association  and 
commercial  insurance  companies  to  give 
credit  to  group  plan  subscribers  and  to  bill 


the  insurance  companies  for  their  portion 
of  the  bill. 

The  punch  card  equipment  installed  in 
1949  was  further  extended  to  include  stock 
record  keeping  and  the  mechanization  of 
check  sorting  in  reconciling  bank  balances. 

This  increasing  burden  of  work  has  been 
accomplished  with  a  reduction  in  the  per- 
sonnel complement  of  the  department 
brought  about  mainly  by  the  greater  utiliza- 
tion of  machines. 

MISCELLANEOUS  ITEMS  OF  INTEREST 

Early  in  the  year  and  subsequent  to  dis- 
cussions in  the  Medical  Board,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Social  and  Vocational  Restoration 
was  appointed  to  coordinate  the  efforts  of 
several  departments  of  the  Hospital  con- 
cerned with  the  rehabilitation  of  patients. 
The  Committee  is  made  up  of  representatives 
of  the  departments  of  Internal  Medicine, 
Psychiatry,  Physical  Medicine,  Social  Ser- 
vice, Nursing,  Occupational  Therapy  and  of 
the  Hospital's  Administration,  together  with 
a  representative  of  the  Division  of  Vocational 
Rehabilitation  of  the  New  York  State 
Department  of  Education.  Under  the  chair- 
manship of  Dr.  George  A.  Wolf,  Jr.,  the 
Committee  has  functioned  effectively  as  a 
consulting  team  to  study  upon  request  the 
problems  of  individual  patients  and  to  recom- 
mend organized  programs  directed  toward 
their  physical,  emotional,  social  and  eco- 
nomic restoration. 

On  May  9,  the  179th  Anniversary  Charter 
Day  Exercises  of  The  Society  of  the  New 
York  Hospital  were  held  in  the  auditorium 
of  the  Nurses'  Residence  with  Mr.  John  Hay 
Whitney,  President  of  The  Society,  presid- 
ing. The  principal  speakers,  Dr.  Thomas 
A.  C.  Rennie,  Attending  Psychiatrist  of  the 
Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic,  and  the 
Honorable  Harold  E.  Stassen,  President  of 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  were  well 
received  by  approximately  500  Governors 
and  Members  of  The  Society  and  their  guests. 
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Participation  by  Hospital  personnel  in  the 
annual  Greater  New  York  Fund  solicitation 
was  the  most  generous  to  date,  with  some 
2,403  employees  making  contributions  to 
this  very  worthy  effort. 

Dramatic  evidence  of  the  extent  to  which 
the  Hospital's  activity  has  increased  was 
provided  in  the  announcement  that  all 
previous  records  for  the  number  of  patients 
admitted,  the  number  of  patient  days  of 
service  provided  and  the  number  of  opera- 
tions performed  in  a  single  month  were 
broken  in  May  of  this  year  when  a  total  of 
2,412  admissions,  30,832  patient  days  and 
1,438  operations  were  recorded. 

Further  improvement  in  administrative 
organization  was  effected  with  the  publica- 
tion of  a  revised  Chart  of  Administrative 
Organization  effective  June  1,  1950.  Changes 
included  the  addition  of  an  Administrative 
Assistant  and  the  regrouping  of  departments 
under  six  division  heads:  Comptroller,  Exec- 
utive Assistant  for  Plant  Operations,  Execu- 
tive Assistant  for  Services  and  Supplies, 
Assistant  Director  for  Professional  Services, 
Executive  Assistant  for  Professional  Services, 
and  Director  of  the  Nursing  Service. 

The  third  Service  Anniversary  Award 
Dinner,  given  jointly  by  the  Hospital  and 
Medical  College  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Joint  Administrative  Board  in  honor  of  all 
those  who  in  1950  reached  their  fifteenth  or 
twenty-fifth  year  of  service,  was  held  on 
Tuesday,  November  14,  in  the  dining  room  of 
the  Nurses'  Residence  with  147  persons  in 
attendance.  It  was  a  source  of  gratification 
to  the  honored  employees  that  a  large 
number  of  Governors  of  The  Society  and 
Trustees  of  Cornell  University  joined  with 
them  on  this  memorable  occasion. 


The  agreement  for  a  close,  proximate 
affiliation  between  The  Society  of  the  New 
York  Hospital  and  the  New  York  Society 
for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled, 
which  operates  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery,  was  extended  to  June  5,  1951  be- 
cause circumstances  did  not  permit  the 
carrying  out  of  the  terms  of  the  agreement 
during  1950. 

The  Christmas  decorations  contest  to 
determine  which  of  the  nursing  units,  labora- 
tories, service  departments  and  offices  was 
the  most  successful  in  the  preparation  of 
ingenious  and  attractive  yuletide  decorations 
again  met  with  an  enthusiastic  and  effective 
response.  Thanks  go  to  those  who  gave  so 
generously  of  their  time  and  energies  to  act 
as  judges  and  the  personnel  of  the  Public 
Relations  Department  for  their  highly  suc- 
cessful direction  of  the  contest. 

As  the  year  ended,  the  United  Hospital 

Fund's    records    showed    that    a    total    of 

$219,024.10  had  been  raised  by  The  New 

York  Hospital  Women's  Team,  The  Lying-in 

Hospital  Women's  Team  and  The  Society  of 

the  New  York  Hospital  Men's  Team.    This 

sum   exceeded   last   year's   record   total   by 

almost  $3,000.

Gentlemen: 

QUALITY  OF  NURSING  CARE 

Nursing  care  today  is  obviously  more  com- 
plex than  it  was  in  years  gone  by,  and  in  a 
Center  of  this  type  which  combines  intensive 
programs  of  treatment,  research  and  teach- 
ing, the  nursing  demands  are  stimulating  and 
rewarding  and  at  the  same  time  exceedingly 
exacting  and  complex.  The  quality  of  indi- 
vidual to  be  found  in  nursing  and  the  quality 
of  nursing  education  offered  not  only  here 
but  in  schools  of  nursing  throughout  the 
forty-eight  states  from  which  we  draw  staff, 
are  put  to  a  very  full  test. 

In  these  days  of  continued  need  for  stretch- 
ing personnel  to  cover  expanding  programs, 
the  problem  of  providing  good  nursing  is 
increased  by  the  fact  that  a  very  large  and 
important  part  of  all  nursing  involves  per- 
sonal, individual  relationships  with  sick 
patients  and  worried  families.  Personal 
relationships  do  not  lend  themselves  to  the 
possibilities  of  being  speeded  up  by  any  me- 
chanical devices  which  in  many  other  fields 
of  work  have  solved  the  problem  of  increased 
load.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  to  give  support  to 
important  trends  in  medical  care  today,  we 
must  look  forward  to  planning  for  more 
rather  than  less  opportunity  for  the  nurse  to 
explain  to  patients  and  their  families,  to 
listen,  gain  cooperation,  and  give  assistance 
in  preparing  the  patient  for  taking  care  of 
himself  at  home  after  discharge  from  the 
Hospital. 


A  consultation  service  by  which  the  assis- 
tance of  our  psychiatric  nursing  supervisory 
staff  has  been  available  to  the  nursing  staff 
of  all  departments  of  the  general  Hospital 
was  instituted  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
and  has  shown  very  satisfactory  results.  It 
has  helped  the  staff  to  plan  nursing  care  in 
situations  where  it  was  difficult  to  recognize 
and  deal  with  complex  psychological  factors. 

The  relationship  between  care  in  the 
hospital  and  care  in  the  home  is  a  matter 
receiving  much  greater  attention  now  than 
in  the  past.  Length  of  hospital  stay  and 
successful  outcome  of  much  hospital  care 
are  dependent  upon  continuity  of  care  be- 
tween hospital  and  public  health  nursing 
agencies.  Provision  for  continuity  of  nursing 
care  following  discharge  from  our  Hospital 
has  been  carried  one  step  further  this  year 
by  the  revision  and  improvement  of  an  agree- 
ment with  the  Visiting  Nurse  Service  of 
New  York  for  the  referral  of  patients  with 
diabetes.  We  now  have  agreements  for 
similar  referral  of  newborn  and  maternity 
patients,  of  premature  babies,  and  of  colos- 
tomy patients.  All  of  these  four  referral 
plans  include  a  full,  written  understanding 
as  to  the  nature  of  nursing  care  and  the 
division  of  responsibility  between  the  two 
agencies.  In  addition,  a  well  worked-out 
procedure  for  referring  any  patient  for  nursing 
care  to  a  public  health  nursing  agency  in  this 
locality  or  in  any  locality  in  or  outside  the 
State  is  operating  very  successfully.  As  a 
means  of  strengthening  this  and  other 
related  aspects  of  nursing  care,  we  have  for  a 
second  year  participated  with  the  Visiting 
Nurse  Service  of  New  York  in  a  staff  educa- 
tion program  which  has  given  approximately 
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25  members  of  our  staff,  one  at  a  time,  a  day's 
observation  with  that  agency  and  has 
brought  to  the  Center  25  members  of  the 
Visiting  Nurse  Service  staff  for  observation  of 
current  medical  and  nursing  practices  in 
hospital  care. 

Maintaining  good  nursing  care  on  a 
present-day  active  service  of  the  type  carried 
on  in  all  pavilions  throughout  the  Hospital 
taxes  the  ingenuity  of  the  best  prepared 
nurses  and  calls  constantly  for  mature 
judgment,  adaptability,  and  a  keen  sensi- 
tivity to  patients'  needs. 


USE  OF  AUXILIARY  STAFF  AND 
SPECIAL  SERVICES 

It  is  clear  that  to  make  nurses  available 
for  the  complex  aspects  of  nursing  care,  as 
many  as  possible  of  the  simpler  related 
duties  must  be  carried  by  auxiliary  staff  and 
services.  History-making  progress  in  this 
respect  was  made  in  the  year  and  a  half  just 
prior  to  1950.  This  year  the  main  accom- 
plishment in  this  was  in  providing  for  cen- 
tralization of  the  washing,  boiling,  and 
drying  of  gloves.  Very  much  needed  are 
further  steps  in  centralization  of  the  cleaning 
and  sterilization  of  equipment — drainage 
tubes,  syringes,  etc. — in  the  storage  and 
upkeep  of  the  vast  amount  of  technical 
equipment  used  in  hospital  care  today — 
electric  suction  pumps,  inhalators,  procto- 
scopes, pressure  mattresses,  oscillating  beds 
and  heat  cradles,  being  only  a  few  examples. 
In  the  case  of  many  of  these  duties,  realloca- 
tion cannot  be  expected  to  reduce  total  ex- 
penditures or  markedly  release  time  because 
this  reallocation  is  necessary  as  a  result  of 
expansion  of  services  or  increased  techni- 
cality of  services  already  much  too  heavy  for 
old  methods.  The  reallocation  will  bring 
increased  efficiency,  however,  and  provide 
the  basis  for  further  expansion.  Part  of  the 
solution  of  the  important  problem  of  noise  is 
to  be  found  in  such  steps,  especially  through 
relieving  night  nurses  of  sterilizing  equip- 


ment during  the  patients'  best  hours  for 
sleep. 

To  expedite  the  best  use  of  auxiliary 
workers  and  to  make  plans  for  better  team 
assignments,  Miss  Elizabeth  Harmon,  an 
assistant  department  head,  was  released  in 
the  fall  from  her  regular  duties  to  give  full 
time  to  this  important  work.  An  advisory 
committee  including  two  head  nurses,  two 
department  heads,  the  administrative  assis- 
tant in  charge  of  auxiliary  staff,  the  Director 
and  Associate  Director  of  Nursing  Service, 
have  met  regularly  to  help  set  up  the  steps 
we  should  take.  Other  than  the  obtaining 
of  staff,  the  main  problems  are  to  schedule 
workers'  time  and  assignments  so  that  the 
team  can  function,  to  help  graduate  nurses, 
most  of  whom  have  never  had  responsibility 
for  any  other  worker,  to  plan  for  full  use 
of  the  auxiliary  staff  and  to  keep  abreast 
of  new  developments  in  medical  and  nursing 
care. 

The  greater  use  of  auxiliary  workers  in 
nursing  is  shown  in  the  relatively  greater 
number  of  these  workers  employed  now  as 
compared  with  10  years  ago.  At  the  end  of 
1940  our  ratio  of  auxiliary  workers  in  the 
Nursing  Department  to  graduate  nurses  was 
1  to  2.  At  the  end  of  1950,  both  groups 
having  increased  in  numbers,  the  ratio  was 
1  auxiliary  worker  to  1.4  graduate  nurses. 

The  largest  group  of  our  auxiliary  staff  are 
nursing  aides,  workers  to  whom  we  give 
four  weeks'  on-the-job  training  to  assist  the 
nurse  in  patient  care.  Two  years'  experience 
with  these  aides  has  proved  them  a  very 
satisfactory  group.  Further  increase  in 
auxiliary  workers,  especially  in  the  nursing 
aides  and  attendants,  is  needed  in  order  to 
develop  the  team  which  requires  an  aide  or 
practical  nurse  working  with  a  graduate 
nurse  in  the  care  of  patients.  At  present  our 
combined  number  of  aides  and  practical 
nurses  is  less  than  half  the  number  of  gradu- 
ate nurses  assigned  to  bedside  care  in  the 
four  divisions  of  the  Hospital  where  we 
would  expect  to  carry  on  the  team  assign- 
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ment  most  completely  (Medicine,  Surgery, 
Woman's  Clinic,  and  Private  Patients). 
The  discrepancy  is  still  further  increased  by 
the  fact  that  the  nursing  aides  as  now  as- 
signed are  spending  less  than  half  of  their 
time  in  actual  team  assignment  because  they 
are  being  used  for  duties  away  from  the 
bedside  which  could  be  performed  by  an 
attendant  or  messenger.  Usefulness  of  the 
nursing  aide  as  a  team  worker  assisting  in 
the  care  of  patients  is  therefore  greatly  re- 
duced because  her  time  as  part  of  the  team  is 
both  too  short  and  too  interrupted. 

RESEARCH  AND  SPECIAL  STUDIES 

The  study  of  duties  of  auxiliary  workers, 
with  a  view  to  making  more  use  of  these 
workers  and  a  better  team  assignment,  is  in 
progress  as  mentioned  above. 

A  study  of  the  nursing  care  and  teaching 
of  the  patient  with  tuberculosis  has  been 
completed  this  year  and  will  be  released  for 
use  in  the  early  months  of  1951-  Partici- 
pating in  this  with  the  nurses  have  been 
representatives  from  the  medical  staff  and  the 
Departments  of  Nutrition,  Social  Service, 
Occupational  Therapy  and  Physical  Medi- 
cine, as  well  as  the  Health  Education 
Division  of  the  New  York  Tuberculosis  and 
Health  Association,  for  whose  help  we  wish 
to  record  appreciation.  The  study  of  nursing 
of  the  diabetic  patient  is  still  in  process. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Russell 
Sage  Foundation,  Professor  Leo  Simmons' 
appointment  as  Visiting  Professor  of  An- 
thropology in  Nursing  (combined  with  a 
similar  appointment  in  Medicine)  is  making 
it  possible  to  study  the  question  of  what  the 
social  sciences  have  to  contribute  to  nursing 
and  the  preparation  of  nurses,  and  what,  in 
turn,  nursing  can  contribute  to  the  general 
field  of  social  science.  Under  the  direction  of 
Professor  Simmons  several  studies  are  in 
process,  one  of  which  provides  for  detailed 
study  on  one  of  our  general  surgical  floors  of 
the  consultation  service  described  earlier,  in 


which  the  help  of  the  psychiatric  super- 
visory staff  is  available  to  the  staff  of  the 
floor  for  assistance  in  planning  care  which 
will  meet  the  mental  and  emotional,  as  well 
as  the  physical,  needs  of  the  patient.  Other 
projects  under  Dr.  Simmons'  direction  relate 
to  the  nurse-patient  relationship  at  night, 
and  to  the  role  of  the  head  nurse — in  par- 
ticular, her  relationship  with  the  physician 
and  patient. 

With  the  increasing  number  of  old  people 
in  our  civilization  and  because  older  people 
have  special  needs  in  illness,  we  are  fortunate 
that  Miss  Kathleen  Newton's  book  Geriatric 
Nursing  has  been  published  this  year. 

NEW  APPOINTMENTS 

Two  new  department  head  appointments 
have  been  made  this  past  fall.  Miss  Kathleen 
Newton,  Assistant  Professor  of  Nursing  and 
Administrative  Assistant  in  Charge  of  Staff 
Education,  was  appointed  head  of  the  Nurs- 
ing Service  of  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
Miss  Edna  Tuffley  was  appointed  head  of 
Operating  Room  Nursing  and  Assistant 
Professor  of  Surgical  Nursing.  Dr.  Leo 
Simmons  began  his  work  February  1,  1950, 
as  Visiting  Professor  of  Anthropology  in 
Nursing. 

DEPARTMENT  COMMITTEES 

Small  department  committees  including 
Medical,  Nursing,  and  Hospital  adminis- 
trative representatives,  are  now  in  operation 
in  four  departments — the  Operating  Room, 
Out-Patient,  and  combined  Medicine  and 
Surgery.  These  committees  are  being  ef- 
fective in  unifying  efforts  of  medical,  nursing 
and  administrative  staff.  In  Obstetrics  and 
Pediatrics  an  annual  joint  meeting  of  medical 
and  nursing  staffs,  including  also  repre- 
sentatives of  Nutrition,  Social  Service  and 
Records,  has  reviewed  the  aspects  of  mother 
and  baby  care  to  which  both  departments 
contribute.  This  has  helped  particularly 
such    programs    as    the    care    of   premature 
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infants,  out-patient  instruction  of  mothers 
and  rooming-in. 

Changes  in  general  trends  of  medical  care 
make  us  very  aware  of  the  necessity  to 
modify  equipment,  furniture  and  physical 
set-up  of  the  pavilion.  A  committee  has 
been  at  work  studying  such  items  as  bedside 
stools,  night  lights,  bed  casters  and  side- 
boards for  beds,  with  a  view  to  patient 
safety  and  the  convenience  of  both  patient 
and  worker.  The  need  for  these  devices,  as 
well  as  for  toilet  facilities,  telephones  and 
storage  space,  has  been  changed  particularly 
by  early  ambulation  and  an  apparent  in- 
crease in  older  patients.  In  turn,  it  affects 
considerably  the  work  of  the  nursing  staff 
and  calls  for  their  help  in  working  out  the 
best  possible  solutions. 

STAFFING  AND  PERSONNEL  POLICIES 

At  no  time  during  the  year  have  we 
reached  the  quota  of  staff  set  up  as  a  mini- 
mum requirement,  and  on  the  last  day  of  the 
year  170  authorized  much  needed  positions 
on  the  staff  were  unfilled  (nurse  positions 
139,  auxiliary  workers  31)-  At  the  end  of 
the  year,  with  a  staff  of  fewer  graduate 
nurses  and  a  slightly  larger  number  of 
auxiliary  workers  and  students,  we  had  92 
more  beds  in  operation  than  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year.  The  nursing  staff  on  the  last  day 
of  the  year  was  made  up  of  568  graduate 
nurses  and  392  auxiliary  workers  (orderlies, 
clerks,  attendants,  nursing  aides  and  prac- 
tical nurses).  In  addition,  131  students  were 
in  clinical  assignments. 

The  greatest  difficulties  are  in  maintaining 
evening  and  night  staff,  as  there  are  a  great 
many  pavilions  to  cover  and  the  shorter  the 
staff  the  more  frequently  each  nurse  must 
take  her  share  of  these  hours.  Improvement 
of  personnel  policies  has  continued.  The 
40-hour  week  authorized  in  the  fall  of  1948 
was  almost  fully  in  effect  by  the  beginning 
of  1950,  and  in  November  a  full  day  instead 
of  a  half  day  for  each  holiday  was  extended 


to  the  Nursing  Department.  Overtime  on  a 
voluntary  basis  has  occurred  at  times  in  all 
departments  to  help  meet  the  most  acute 
needs.  We  have  used  every  available  channel 
for  obtaining  staff.  Turnover  continues  to 
be  disrupting  and  much  too  high.  For  nurses 
alone  there  were  342  appointments  and  363 
resignations  during  the  year,  which  repre- 
sents a  tremendous  setback  in  efficiency  and 
outlay  of  time  in  orientation  of  personnel, 
interviewing  and  correspondence.  Difficul- 
ties in  obtaining  and  holding  staff  seem 
largely  those  over  which  we  have  little  or 
no  control,  since  marriage,  moving  to  other 
parts  of  the  country,  family  illness  or  other 
family  responsibilities,  and  more  recently, 
military  service,  account  for  a  high  percent- 
age of  the  resignations. 

Appointment  of  assistant  pavilion  man- 
agers, who  are  not  nurses  but  who  can  carry 
the  great  amount  of  general  ordering,  house- 
keeping and  floor  management  now  part  of 
the  head  nurse's  work,  is  still  one  of  our 
important  goals  toward  which  we  have  as 
yet  made  only  a  beginning.  The  main 
purpose  of  such  a  plan  would  be  to  allow 
the  head  nurse  more  opportunity  to  give  the 
necessary  guidance  to  her  staff.  Each  head 
nurse  of  a  pavilion  directs  a  staff  of  from 
20  to  30  individuals,  and  she  needs  to  be 
more  available  to  orient  and  otherwise 
assist  them  with  their  assignments.  It  is  at 
this  point  that  we  can  do  most  to  hold 
staff  and  reduce  turnover. 


STAFF  ACTIVITIES 

We  were  fortunate  in  being  invited  to  send 
a  member  of  our  school  faculty  to  a  three 
weeks'  institute  on  cancer  nursing  held  at  the 
University  of  Minnesota  under  the  auspices 
of  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service. 
Two  members  of  the  faculty  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Obstetrics  attended  a  week's  insti- 
tute in  obstetrical  nursing  offered  at  Yale 
University  School  of  Nursing  on  the  care 
of  the  mother  and  baby  in  the  rooming-in 
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plan.  Miss  Verda  Hickcox,  Associate  Pro- 
fessor of  Obstetric  Nursing,  presented  a 
paper  at  the  biennial  nursing  meetings  in 
San  Francisco  in  May  and  attended  the  1950 
Midcentury  White  House  Conference  on 
Children  and  Youth  in  Washington.  Miss 
Newton  attended  the  National  Conference 
on  Aging,  in  Washington. 

THE  SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 

Applications  for  the  School  of  Nursing 
have  shown  a  steady  increase  each  year  since 
1946,  and  1950  was  the  fifth  year  in  which  all 
students  admitted  had  completed  at  least 
two  years  of  general  liberal  arts  work  in 
college  before  admission.  We  admitted  79 
students  in  September,  a  class  only  slightly 
smaller  than  the  class  admitted  at  the  peak 
of  the  war,  which  included  some  students 
with  only  high  school  preparation.  A  class 
of  38  students  graduated  this  fall  and  received 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing. 

The  Committee  for  Scholarships  presented 
the  school  with  $3,000  for  the  Scholarship 
Fund.  This  was  the  third  year  in  which  a 
generous  contribution  has  been  received 
from  the  Committee,  the  total  amount 
received  having  been  $7,400.  When  it  is 
recalled  that  in  1946  no  scholarship  funds 
were  available  to  the  school,  and  all  funds 
which  were  provided  as  a  war  measure 
through  the  U.  S.  Cadet  Nurse  Corps  had 
been  discontinued,  it  is  not  difficult  to  under- 
stand the  importance  of  this  Fund  to  the 
School.     The    continuing    interest    of    the 


Committee  is  greatly  appreciated  by  faculty 
and  students. 

Institutes  for  graduate  nurses  and  physi- 
cians in  the  care  of  premature  infants,  begun 
in  the  Department  of  Pediatrics  in  the  Fall  of 
1949,  have  been  continued  this  year  with 
very  satisfactory  results.  Five  nurses  and 
five  physicians  have  attended  each  of  four 
institutes.  This  program  has  received  finan- 
cial support  through  the  State  Health  De- 
partment from  the  United  States  Children's 
Bureau  and  is  being  offered  at  their  joint 
request  because  of  the  serious  lack  of  pre- 
pared personnel  in  this  important  field. 
We  have  continued  to  serve  as  a  practice 
field  for  a  limited  number  of  graduate  nurse 
students  registered  for  advanced  clinical 
courses  at  Teachers  College,  Columbia  Uni- 
versity. We  have  also  offered  instruction  and 
experience  in  pediatrics  or  obstetrics,  as  in 
previous  years,  to  students  from  three  hos- 
pital schools  and  one  collegiate  school. 

We  are  indebted  to  many  members  of  the 
medical  staff  and  of  the  Hospital  adminis- 
trative departments  for  the  invaluable  sup- 
port which  they  have  given  to  both  the 
Nursing  Service  of  the  Hospital  and  the 
program  of  the  School.  Our  opportunities 
are  great  and  the  need  which  we  can  see 
ahead  of  us,  as  well  as  the  obvious  needs  of 
the  present,  should  hold  us  to  a  high 
standard  in  the  preparation  of  nurses  for  the 
future.

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Report  of  the  Social  Service  Committee 


To  the  Board  of  Governors 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  to  you  the 
38th  Annual  Report  of  the  Social  Service 
Committee  of  The  New  York  Hospital. 

The  Social  Service  Department  has  had  a 
fairly  stable  staff  this  year  which  has  been 
reflected  in  the  number  of  cases  it  has  been 
able  to  handle.  The  total  number  was 
2,888,  an  increase  of  500  over  last  year.  The 
total  number  of  interviews  with  patients, 
members  of  their  families,  doctors  and  com- 
munity agencies  was  61,643. 

A  highly  qualified  almoner,  as  medical 
social  workers  are  called  in  England,  has 
joined  the  staff  as  a  caseworker.  She  will  be 
here  for  two  years  on  an  exchange  plan  and 
the  Social  Service  Department  of  this  Hos- 
pital has  been  the  first  in  this  country  to  be 
chosen  for  such  an  arrangement. 

The  assignments  of  the  caseworkers  are 
determined  by  the  kind  and  number  of  refer- 
rals from  the  respective  in-patient  and  out- 
patient clinics.  In  recent  years,  the  extension 
of  the  diagnostic  groups  for  which  payment 
is  received  from  the  Department  of  Health 
has  necessitated  a  review  by  the  social 
worker  of  the  family  situation  and  financial 
condition  of  patients  in  these  categories. 
They  include  children  with  crippling  condi- 
tions, congenital  heart  disease  and  premature 
babies  and  many  of  them  need  help  with 
problems  associated  with  these  illnesses. 
The  routine  making  and  checking  on  appli- 
cations for  payment  is  so  time-consuming 
that  the  workers  have  not  been  able  to  give 
as    much    direct    casework    service    as    was 


needed.  The  Administration  of  the  Hospital 
appreciated  this  difficulty  and  has  granted 
our  request  for  an  additional  case  aide  who 
will  devote  her  time  exclusively  to  these 
programs  and  will  work  closely  with  the 
Hospital  admitting  department. 

A  recent  article  on  Medical  Social  Work 
says,  "The  modern  practice  of  medicine  is 
characterized  by  the  exercise  of  teamwork 
in  which  the  doctor  assumes  leadership  and 
the  other  professional  personnel  in  the 
medical  organization  are  associated  with 
him."  Certain  developments  of  this  team- 
work in  the  past  year  are  of  great  importance 
not  only  to  Social  Service  but  to  the  whole 
plan  of  patient  care.  The  Committee  on 
Social  and  Vocational  Restoration  was 
established  to  make  the  best  use  of  all  the 
services  the  Hospital  offered  in  the  treatment 
of  selected  patients  who  needed  rehabilita- 
tion. The  Director  of  the  department  has 
been  a  member  of  this  committee  and  many 
of  the  caseworkers  have  presented  patients 
with  difficult  problems  in  order  to  get  the 
benefit  of  a  coordinated  medical  and  social 
plan. 

An  important  step  was  taken  in  our  re- 
lations with  the  Hospital  when  an  agree- 
ment was  reached  that  as  of  January  1,  1951, 
the  funds  of  the  Social  Service  Committee 
would  be  turned  over  to  the  Hospital  for 
administration  by  the  Accounting  Depart- 
ment. The  Committee  continues  to  have  con- 
trol of  expenditures  but  the  Hospital,  acting 
as  our  fiscal  agent,  will  relieve  us  of  handling 
large  sums  of  money  and  will  provide  us  with 
a  complete  yearly  audit. 

Before  the  end  of  the  year  the  Committee 
voted  to  follow  the  action  of  the  Hospital  in 
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respect  to  salary  increases  and  Social  Security 
participation  insofar  as  this  would  affect 
those  caseworkers  whose  salaries  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  Committee. 

SUBCOMMITTEES 

The  Patients'  Library  has  begun  an  expan- 
sion program  which  will  give  more  and 
better  service  to  the  pavilion  patients. 
Additional  volunteers  have  been  secured  and 
Mrs.  Hugh  Kahler  has  been  made  co-chair- 
man with  Mrs.  Phipps  Douglas  of  the 
Library  Committee.  During  1950,  the  total 
circulation  of  books  was  20,792  and  of 
magazines,  5,374.  The  Library  is  almost 
entirely  dependent  upon  donations  for  its 
reading  material  and  the  large  number  of 
1,151  books  was  most  gratefully  received. 
285  of  these  came  from  the  Phil  Cook  Radio 
Book  Drive  which  has  for  several  years  been 
of  great  help  to  us. 

The  Hospital  Gift  Shop  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  Mrs.  David  P.  Barr  had  a  very  satis- 
factory year.  Through  the  generosity  of  one 
of  the  large  department  stores,  representa- 
tives of  their  stock  control,  display  and 
merchandising  departments  visited  the  shop 
and  served  as  consultants  to  Mrs.  Dineen. 
The  United  Hospital  Fund  held  a  series  of 
meetings  to  discuss  Gift  Shop  problems  and 
Mrs.  Dineen  served  as  chairman  and  speaker 
at  the  first  meeting.  In  spite  of  increased 
operating  costs  and  personnel  and  purchas- 
ing difficulties,  the  net  profits  were  substan- 
tially the  same  as  those  of  the  year  before. 

Our  share  of  the  profits  from  Everybody's 
Thrift  Shop  is  determined  by  the  number  of 


second-hand  articles  donated  for  sale.  Mrs. 
Russell  Cecil,  chairman,  and  the  members  of 
her  committee  are  to  be  commended  for  their 
successful  efforts  to  keep  up  the  supply,  as 
shown  by  the  revenue  we  obtained,  and  their 
hard  work  in  the  management  of  our  part  of 
the  shop. 

The  group  leader  for  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital Women's  Teams  in  the  United  Hospital 
Fund  campaign  was  Mrs.  E.  B.  Parkinson 
and  Mrs.  William  Woodward,  Jr.  was 
captain  of  the  Box  Week  Team.  The  total 
raised  was  $166,04518  from  678  gifts. 

FUNDS 

There  was  a  substantial  increase  in  the 
Social  Service  Discretionary  Fund  through 
the  generosity  of  a  committee  member. 
The  Mrs.  Payne  Whitney  Milk  Fund,  the 
Danziger,  Havens  and  Arthritis  Funds  con- 
tinued to  meet  our  special  needs.  The 
expenses  of  the  Social  Service  Department 
are  met  from  three  main  sources;  approxi- 
mately one-half  of  them  from  the  United 
Hospital  Fund  and  the  Greater  New  York 
Fund  allocations,  slightly  more  than  one- 
quarter  from  the  funds  of  the  Hospital,  and 
the  remainder  from  the  Committee  activi- 
ties and  special  funds. 

I  want  to  thank  the  chairmen  and  members 
of  the  subcommittees  for  their  time  and 
effort  they  have  devoted  to  their  projects, 
and  the  Board  of  Governors  and  the  Adminis- 
tration of  the  Hospital  for  their  cooperation 
and  understanding.

Legacies  to  the  Hospital 

The  Hospital  has  been  greatly  aided  by  this  form  of  generosity.  No  precise  words 
are  necessary  to  a  valid  legacy  to  the  corporation.  The  following  clause,  however, 
may  be  suggested: 

"I  give  and  bequeath  to  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  NEW  YORK 
HOSPITAL  the  sum  of dollars." 

If  land  or  any  specific  personal  property  such  as  bonds,  stocks,  etc.,  is  given, 
a  brief  description  of  the  property  should  be  inserted  instead  of  the  words  "the 
sum  of dollars." 

A  lawyer  should  be  retained  to  supervise  the  drawing  of  the  Will  and  its  execu- 
tion in  order  to  make  sure  that  all  requirements  of  law  are  complied  with.  It  is 
advisable  to  give  the  Hospital  considerable  latitude  in  the  use  of  funds  because 
changing  circumstances  may  otherwise  lessen  the  usefulness  of  the  gift. 

Endowed  Beds 

A  bed  may  be  endowed  by  a  donation  of  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  to  the 
general  funds  of  the  Society.  The  endowment  of  a  bed  entitles  the  donor  to  nomi- 
nate, subject  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Hospital,  a  patient  to  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  one  bed  in  the  Pavilions  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  except  for 
special  service,  for  a  total  of  as  many  days  in  any  twelve  months'  period  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  The  privilege  of  nomination  may  not 
extend  beyond  the  generation  succeeding  the  donor,  nor  for  longer  than  25  years.

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^he  New  York  Hospital,  which  has  cared  for  approximately  3,727,045  patients 
during  its  180-year  history,  was  founded  in  1771  by  a  charter  granted  by 
King  George  III  of  England.     It  was  this  City's  first  hospital. 

The  original  building,  on  a  farm  in  lower  Manhattan,  burned  before  occupancy. 
Reconstruction  was  completed  in  time  for  the  Hospital  to  receive  as  its  first  patients 
American  Revolutionary  War  troops  wounded  in  July,  1776. 

The  Hospital  is  operated  by  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  through  its 
Board  of  Governors,  and  The  Society  has  as  its  membership  a  group  of  public-spirited 
citizens  whose  interest  and  financial  generosity  are  invaluable  and  who  therefore 
share  in  the  service  and  progress  achieved  by  the  Center. 

The  New  York  Hospital  occupies  with  Cornell  University  Medical  College  and 
with  the  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  the  buildings 
of  The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  at  68th  Street  and  the  East 
River.  This  Center  was  opened  in  1932.  Most  of  the  staff  doctors  are  members 
of  the  Medical  College  faculty.  The  activities  of  the  three  institutions  are  coor- 
dinated by  a  Joint  Administrative  Board  under  the  personal  and  active  supervision 
of  the  President  of  this  Board. 


Three  independently  famous  hospitals  have  in  the  course  of  vears  become 
affiliated  with  The  New  York  Hospital  and  their  operations  consolidated  with  ours. 
Thus,  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  founded  in  1799,  Manhattan  Maternity  &  Dispensarv 
and  the  Xew  York  Nursery  &  Child's  Hospital  all  form  part  of  The  New  York 
Hospital  clinics  and  departments  operating  in  their  respective  fields.  In  1947  these 
hospitals  were  legally  merged  into  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital. 

In  addition  to  its  functions  as  a  general  hospital  with  extensive  out-patient 
departments,  The  Xew  York  Hospital  carries  on  special  psychiatric  activities  in 
Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  in  its  own  Center  and  in  The  Xew  York  Hospital- 
Westchester  Division  at  White  Plains,  New  York.  The  latter  Division  was  known 
at  its  founding,  in  1821,  as  Bloomingdale  Hospital,  due  to  its  location  on  Blooming- 
dale  Road,  now  Broadway.  Even  prior  to  the  establishment  of  Bloomingdale,  The 
Xew  York  Hospital  was  the  first  in  the  country  to  have  a  separate  psvchiatric 
department  located  in  a  separate  building. 

Throughout  its  history,  the  Hospital — a  voluntary  hospital  which  does  not 
operate  for  profit — has  adopted  and  furthered  a  fourfold  concept  of  medicine: 

Care  of  the  Sick.  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  operation  for  1952  in  provid- 
ing patients  with  the  most  modern  type  of  medical  care  will  be  $13,751,318;  this 
figure  includes  provision  for  depreciation.  Despite  the  practice  of  every  economy  con- 
sistent with  sound  medicine,  the  Hospital  must  depend  on  income  from  endowment 
and  on  the  United  Hospital  Fund,  the  Greater  Xew  York  Fund  and  on  membership 
and  other  contributions  to  permit  it  to  meet  annual  deficits  arising  from  the  fact  that 
more  than  84.8  per  cent  of  its  patients  do  not  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  care. 

Teaching.  The  long  affiliation  of  The  New  York  Hospital  and  Cornell  Univer- 
sity Medical  College  expresses  the  Hospital's  time-tested  philosophy  that  great 
medical  institutions  must  provide  for  the  teaching  and  training  of  new  doctors, 
nurses  and  technicians  for  tomorrow  as  well  as  for  the  care  of  the  sick  today.  The 
Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  is  one  of  the  few  whose 
courses  can  lead  to  a  B.S.  degree  in  nursing. 

Research.  In  every  clinical  and  preclinical  department  of  the  institution, 
research  probes  constantly  for  new  methods  of  diagnosis,  newr  types  of  care  and  wider 
understanding  of  new  drugs.  The  already  tangible  results  of  research  in  the  early 
diagnosis  of  cancer,  in  penicillin,  streptomycin,  sulfa  drugs  and  psychosomatic 
medicine,  for  example,  vouch  for  the  importance  of  research  in  a  well-rounded 
hospital  program. 

Preventive  Medicine.  The  Hospital  works  constantly  not  only  to  cure  sick- 
ness but  to  accelerate  the  development  of  new  knowledge  and  methods  of  preventing 
sickness.     Our  concept  of  medicine  is  to  prevent  illness  as  well  as  to  cure  it. 
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Report  of  the  President 


In  rendering  this  report  to  the  members  of 
The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital,  I  am 
pleased  to  state  that  in  1951  we  again  gave 
our  best  care  to  that  great  company  of  people 
— 76,205 — who  turned  to  us  for  help  when 
ill,  physically  or  mentally.  These  patients, 
if  added  to  others  who  have  been  treated 
during  the  180  years  of  our  history,  would 
bring  to  3M  million  the  number  of  indi- 
viduals, who,  at  one  time  or  another,  have 
been  patients  of  New  York's  senior  hospital. 

To  give  treatment,  care  and  service  to  our 
community  in  1951  resulted  in  a  deficit  of 
$1,078,245-90  (before  depreciation  on  build- 
ings), because  84.8%  of  our  76,205  patients 
were  unable  to  pay  the  full  cost  of  their 
care.  The  greatest  part  of  this  deficit 
would  not  have  been  incurred  had  New  York 
City  paid  us,  for  the  46,827  days  of  care  of 
those  in-patients  for  whom  the  City  certified 
its  responsibility,  an  amount  equivalent  to 
the  City's  own  cost  for  similar  patients. 

Once  during  the  year  it  was  necessary  to 
ask  for  larger  payments  by  and  on  behalf  of 
pavilion  patients,  and  these  payments  in- 
creased our  operating  income  somewhat. 
While  our  investment  income  decreased 
slightly  in  1951  over  1950,  the  members  and 
friends  of  The  Society  enlarged  their  already 
generous  giving,  and  as  a  consequence,  even 
with  higher  expenses  in  operating  The  New 
York  Hospital,  our  Capital  Funds,  at  book 
value,  amounted  on  December  31,  1951  to 
$41,089,398. 14,compared  with  $40,556,541. 65 
on  December  31,  1950.  Our  gifts  from  mem- 
bership and  other  current  donations  totaled 
$699,652  in  1951;  in  1950  these  were  $648,275- 
Legacies  and  gifts  to  capital  received  during 
the  year  totaled  $875,323,   compared  with 


$30,820  in  1950.  Financial  data  are  developed 
in  detail  on  pages  49-54. 

In  addition  to  the  return  on  our  invested 
income  and  the  increased  generosity  on  the 
part  of  our  members  and  other  friends,  in- 
cluding foundations  and  businesses  as  well 
as  individuals,  the  contribution  from  The 
United  Hospital  Fund  was  notable.  The 
excellent  work  done  by  our  Women's  and 
Men's  Teams  in  the  1951  campaign  is  respon- 
sible for  this  income,  and  we  are  sincerely 
indebted  to  each  one  who  worked  and  con- 
tributed during  the  drive. 

We  are  also  indebted  to  all  who  assisted 
in  pointing  out  to  New  York  City  authorities 
the  unfairness  to  voluntary  hospitals  in  the 
city's  not  contributing  a  larger  share  toward 
the  cost  of  hospitalization  of  indigent 
patients.  We  feel  that  the  voluntary  hospi- 
tals are  entitled  to  be  reimbursed  at  their 
full  costs.  Pending  the  city's  decision  to  pay 
that  cost,  we  feel  we  are  entitled  to  the  per 
diem  amount  which  the  city  itself  expends 
toward  the  care  of  patients  in  the  city's  own 
hospitals,  which  amount  per  patient  day  is 
considerably  greater  than  the  city's  allow- 
ance to  voluntary  hospitals.  We  feel  also 
we  are  entitled  to  remuneration  by  New  York 
City  for  the  visits  of  patients  to  our  Out- 
Patient  Department  who  are  unable  to  pay 
for  the  treatment  rendered. 

I  pointed  out  in  my  report  of  1950  in 
connection  with  the  studies  we  had  made 
on  the  dangers  of  deficit  financing,  that 
circumstances  in  1951  might  force  us  to 
consider  extraordinary  ways  and  means  more 
closely  to  approach  balancing  our  budget. 
Much  time  was  spent  on  that  subject  by 
the  Governors  of  The  Society,  by  the  Joint 


Administrative  Board  of  The  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  and  its 
President,  Dr.  Stanhope  Bayne-Jones,  by  the 
Administration,  the  Executive  Faculty,  the 
Medical  College,  the  School  of  Nursing  and 
by  the  Medical  Board  during  the  year,  with 
the  result  that  100  pavilion  (ward)  beds 
are  being  transferred  to  semi-private  status, 
as  a  step  toward  reducing  the  deficit  of  The 
Society  and,  at  the  same  time,  enlarging 
the  number  of  semi-private  accommodations 
available,  in  which  service  shortage  of  beds 
has  kept  us  3  months  behind  the  demand  for 
such  accommodations.  This  transference 
was  not  easy  of  accomplishment,  and  the 
thanks  of  the  Board  were  extended  in 
October  to  all  who  gave  of  their  time  and 
effort  thus  to  reduce  the  Hospital  deficit. 
The  results  of  this  policy  will  not  be  fully 
realized  until  the  end  of  1952. 

During  1951  the  Associated  Hospital  Ser- 
vice (Blue  Cross)  increased  payments  to 
hospitals  on  behalf  of  subscribers  by  5 
per  cent  over  and  above  the  already  agreed 
upon  quarterly  index  charges.  We  benefited 
from  this  additional  income.  The  Asso- 
ciated Hospital  Service  is  paying  the  average 
cost  for  the  care  of  their  subscribers  in  our 
semi-private  accommodations,  as  distinct 
from  payments  for  subscribers  in  the  pa- 
vilions (wards),  which  continue  to  lag  far 
behind  cost. 

In  June,  announcement  was  made  of  a  pro- 
gram of  major  importance,  made  financially 
possible  by  a  generous  3-year  grant  to 
Cornell  University  Medical  College  from 
the  Commonwealth  Fund,  and  known  as 
the  Comprehensive  Medical  Care  and  Teach- 
ing Program  at  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Cornell  Medical  Center.  Under  this  plan  our 
service  to  ambulatory  patients  in  all  classes 
will  be  expanded  and  our  program  to  the 
community  will  be  extended.  This  is  a 
pioneer  program  and  the  results  will  be 
watched  with  interest. 

On  February  21,  1951  the  initial  Prac- 
titioners' Conference  was  held.    Under  the 


chairmanship  of  Dr.  Claude  E.  Forkner, 
Attending  Physician  at  The  New  York 
Hospital  and  Associate  Professor  of  Clinical 
Medicine  at  Cornell  University  Medical 
College,  this  series  of  teaching  conferences, 
open  to  all  physicians,  surgeons  and  general 
practitioners  who  wish  to  attend,  has  been 
a  marked  success.  The  subject  and  problems 
were  treated  as  a  panel  discussion.  Twenty- 
eight  conferences  were  held,  the  attendance 
during  the  first  half  of  the  year  being  from 
50  to  150  per  conference,  and  during  the  last 
half  of  the  year,  125  to  210  per  conference. 
What  started  as  an  experiment  has  become 
a  widely  appreciated  service  to  physicians. 

To  allow  for  the  future  physical  expansion 
of  the  Center,  the  Governors  in  September 
authorized  the  purchase  of  two  parcels  of 
land,  1319  York  Avenue,  and  433/35  East 
68th  Street.  In  due  course  the  New  York 
Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 
Crippled  will  utilize  the  land  on  East  70-71st 
Streets  which  we  made  available  to  them 
two  years  ago.  We  are  now  affiliated  with 
that  Society  on  a  non-proximate  basis. 
Everything  points  to  an  expanding  Medical 
Center. 

On  December  4  the  fifth  of  our  Service 
Anniversary  Dinners  was  held  to  honor 
those  at  this  Medical  Center  who  had  served 
here  fifteen  or  more  years.  Since  this  series 
of  awards  was  introduced  in  1947,  213 
persons  have  been  honored  for  service  of 
15-24  years,  and  514  persons  for  service  of 
25  years  and  over;  these  persons  include 
those  who  served  at  the  Cornell  University 
Medical  College,  The  New  York  Hospital, 
Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  and  the 
Westchester  Division. 

Detailed  statements  of  many  matters  of 
importance  to  The  Society  will  be  found 
in  this  Annual  Report.  I  recommend  your 
reading  the  remarks  of  Dr.  David  P.  Barr, 
President  of  the  Medical  Board,  of  Dr. 
Henry  N.  Pratt,  Director  of  The  New  York 
Hospital,  of  Miss  Virginia  M.  Dunbar, 
Director  of  Nursing  Service  and  Dean  of  the 


Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing,  of  Mrs.  Nathaniel  P. 
Hill,  Chairman  of  the  Social  Service  Com- 
mittee, and  of  others.  Individual  reports  of 
the  work  of  the  Westchester  Division,  of  the 
Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic,  of  the 
Lying-in  Hospital  and  of  certain  of  our 
clinical  departments  are  available  for  those 
who  are  particularly  interested  in  these 
specialized  fields. 

The  membership  of  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors was  increased  by  the  election  in  March 
1951  of  Mrs.  Nathaniel  P.  Hill.  Mrs.  Hill 
had  served  for  14  years  as  a  member  of  the 
Social  Service  Committee  of  The  Society, 
and  for  the  past  4  years  as  its  Chairman. 
On  October  2,  1951  the  Governors  amended 
the  By-Laws  of  The  Society  to  create  an 
additional  Standing  Committee — the  Hos- 
pital Art  Committee — and  appointed  as  its 
Chairman  Mr.  Willard  S.  Simpkins. 

The  death  of  Dr.  Edmund  Ezra  Day, 
former  President  and  Chancellor  of  Cornell 
University  on  March  23,  1951  was  a  great 
loss  to  this  Medical  Center.  Dr.  Day  had 
served  on  the  Joint  Administrative  Board 
for  15  years,  and  left  a  record  of  long  and 
able  service  to  this  Center.  His  place  was 
taken  by  Dr.  Theodore  P.  Wright  until 
September,    when    newly   elected    President 


Deane  Waldo  Malott  filled  the  vacancy  on 
the  Joint  Administrative  Board.  We  are 
glad  to  welcome  President  Malott  to  this 
Center. 

The  membership  in  The  Society  of  the 
New  York  Hospital  now  numbers  503  men 
and  women  who,  with  other  devoted  friends, 
help  us  annually  with  their  time  and  money 
so  that  The  Society  may  fulfill  its  primary 
purpose — the  care  of  the  sick — and  may  also 
carry  forward  its  program  with  Cornell 
University  Medical  College  to  teach  and 
train  doctors,  to  teach  and  train  nurses,  and 
to  advance  the  programs  in  research  and 
preventive  medicine.  Our  volunteer  staff 
includes  500  persons.  To  all  of  these  friends 
and  to  the  several  hundred  members  of  our 
professional  staff,  to  doctors  and  nurses  and 
to  all  of  our  3,307  employees  in  the  Main 
Hospital  in  New  York  City  and  at  the  West- 
chester Division  in  White  Plains,  I  express 
my  sincere  appreciation  for  what  each  has 
done  to  make  our  180th  year  one  of  service 
to  the  community.

Report  of  the  President  of  the  Medical  Board 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

A  report  of  the  professional  work  for  the 
year  1951  is  herewith  submitted.  It  is  based 
upon  detailed  statements  of  all  departments 
but,  because  of  the  extent,  number  and  com- 
plexity of  the  projects,  can  be  regarded  only 
as  an  outline  of  achievement.  While  it  is 
primarily  a  record  of  events  and  their  conse- 
quences at  The  New  York  Hospital,  it  is  also 
a  record  of  the  Medical  Center  for  the  reason 
that  the  Hospital,  the  Medical  College  and 
the  School  of  Nursing  form  a  unit  so  compact 
that  their  respective  doings  are  not  easily 
separable. 

The  gratifying  accomplishment  of  the  year 
was  possible  because  of  the  industry  and  de- 
votion of  many  men  and  women,  non-profes- 
sional as  well  as  professional,  who  have 
worked  with  good  will  and  dedication  for  a 
common  purpose.  In  reviewing  the  events  of 
the  year,  selection  of  topics  for  special  men- 
tion offers  difficulty.  Perhaps  chief  emphasis 
should  be  placed  upon  developments  intended 
to  improve  and  extend  the  care  of  ambula- 
tory patients  and  to  integrate  the  activities 
of  the  Center  with  the  community  and  its 
medical  practitioners.  Notable  also  was  the 
non-proximate  affiliation  of  the  Center  with 
the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery. 

Unfortunately  other  and  less  favorable  as- 
pects must  be  mentioned.  During  the  year 
1951  the  shortage  of  nurses  was  so  acute  as 
to  necessitate  curtailment  of  service;  the  oper- 
ating deficit  of  the  Hospital  was  so  great  that 
plans  for  conversion  of  one  hundred  pavilion 
beds  to  semi-private  use  became  essential. 


STAFF 

Promotions  and  New  Appointments .  Dr.  Syd- 
ney Weintraub  was  appointed  Acting  Head 
of  the  Department  of  Radiology.  Dr.  John  A. 
Evans,  formerly  Radiologist  at  St.  Clare's 
Hospital,  became  Associate  Attending  Radi- 
ologist. Others  promoted  to  senior  rank  in- 
cluded :  Dr.  Joseph  N .  Nathanson  to  Attending 
Obstetrician  and  Gynecologist;  Dr.  John  T. 
Cole  and  Dr.  Oscar  Glassman  to  Associate 
Attending  Obstetrician  and  Gynecologist; 
Dr.  Donald  J.  Simons  to  Associate  Attending 
Physician;  Dr.  Stanley  J.  Behrman  to  Asso- 
ciate Attending  Dental  Surgeon;  and  Dr. 
John  G.  Schmidt  to  Associate  Attending 
Surgeon. 

Upon  completion  of  arrangements  for  non- 
proximate  affiliation  with  the  Hospital  for 
Special  Surgery  in  September,  Dr.  Philip  D. 
Wilson,  Dr.  T.  Campbell  Thompson,  Dr. 
Richmond  Stephens  and  Dr.  Lewis  C.  Wag- 
ner were  appointed  Attending  Surgeons  in 
Orthopedics.  Dr.  John  R.  Cobb,  Dr.  William 
Cooper,  Dr.  Robert  L.  Patterson,  Jr.,  and  Dr. 
Peter-Cyrus  Rizzo  were  made  Associate  At- 
tending Surgeons  in  Orthopedics.  Other 
members  of  the  staff  of  the  Hospital  for 
Special  Surgery,  Dr.  Alexander  Hersch,  Dr. 
Jerome  Lawrence,  Dr.  Lee  R.  Straub  and  Dr. 
Frederick  vom  Saal  were  appointed  Assistant 
Attending  Surgeons  in  Orthopedics. 

Dr.  George  G.  Reader  was  appointed  Act- 
ing Director  of  the  new  Clinic  for  Compre- 
hensive Medical  Care  and  Teaching  Program. 
Dr.  Susan  J.  Hadley,  a  former  house  officer, 
became  Assistant  Director  to  the  Central 
Laboratories  with  general  supervision  of  the 
subsection  on  Microbiology.  Dr.  Edward  J. 
Dealy  was  appointed  Consulting  Anesthetist 
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and  Dr.  David  M.  Spain  Consulting  Patholo- 
gist at  the  Westchester  Division. 

During  the  year  thirteen  names  were  added 
to  the  Defense  Service  Roll.  Of  these,  five 
were  from  Medicine,  four  from  Surgery,  two 
from  Psychiatry  and  one  each  from  Pediatrics 
and  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology. 

Retirements  and  Resignations .  Dr.  Robert  P. 
Ball,  Radiologist-in-chief,  resigned  to  enter 
the  private  practice  of  radiology.  Other  res- 
ignations included:  Dr.  Ogden  F.  Conkey, 
Associate  Attending  Obstetrician  and  Gyne- 
cologist, Dr.  Archie  L.  Dean,  Associate  At- 
tending Surgeon  in  Urology,  Dr.  Robert 
Nixon,  Jr.,  Senior  Assistant  Psychiatrist  to 
the  Westchester  Division,  and  Dr.  Katherine 
Woodward,  Psychiatric  Consultant  to  the 
Pediatric  Out-Patient  Department. 

Deaths.  The  year  1951  marked  the  passing 
of  several  staff  members  who  had  been  active 
in  the  development  of  the  Center. 

Dr.  William  DeWitt  Andrus,  Attending 
Surgeon  at  The  New  York  Hospital,  Pro- 
fessor of  Clinical  Surgery  at  Cornell  Univer- 
sity Medical  College  and  Director  of  the 
Second  (Cornell)  Division  at  Bellevue  Hos- 
pital, was  one  of  the  surgeons  who  came 
with  Dr.  Heuer  in  1932  to  establish  a  depart- 
ment of  surgery  in  the  new  hospital.  He 
died  on  January  20,  1951  at  the  early  age  of 
fifty-five  and  at  the  peak  of  a  brilliant  and 
distinguished  career.  He  was  a  natural  lead- 
er, a  skilled  surgeon,  a  persuasive  teacher,  an 
able  investigator,  a  man  of  broad  sympathies 
and  one  of  the  most  beloved  members  of  the 
staff.  His  many  friends  here  and  elsewhere 
have  memorialized  his  life  and  work  by  the 
establishment  of  the  William  DeWitt  Andrus 
Scholarship  Fund  at  his  alma  mater,  Oberlin 
College. 

Dr.  William  Logie  Russell  was  Director 
Emeritus  of  the  Westchester  Division  and 
Consultant  Psychiatrist  to  The  New  York 
Hospital.  His  death  on  March  31,  1951  at 
the  age  of  eighty-four  ended  a  long  and  dis- 
tinguished career  in  the  teaching  and  prac- 


tice of  psychiatry.  Many  advances  and  de- 
velopments in  the  psychiatric  services  are 
permanent  reminders  of  his  industry,  ability 
and  high  ideals. 

Dr.  Hervey  C.  Williamson,  Attending  Ob- 
stetrician and  Gynecologist  at  The  New 
York  Hospital,  died  on  February  1,  1951  at 
the  age  of  sixty-three  after  service  to  the  in- 
stitution for  almost  thirty-five  years.  His 
professional  achievements,  intellectual  hon- 
esty and  faith  in  mankind  made  him  an  out- 
standing leader.  In  his  death  the  Center  lost 
a  valuable  medical  advisor  as  well  as  a 
staunch  friend. 

Dr.  John  B.  Pastore,  Associate  Attending 
Obstetrician  and  Gynecologist  at  The  New 
York  Hospital  and  Assistant  Professor  of 
Gynecology  and  Obstetrics  at  Cornell  Uni- 
versity Medical  College,  died  suddenly  on 
August  18,  1951  at  the  early  age  of  forty-six 
and  at  the  height  of  an  active  and  useful 
career.  He  had  been  a  member  of  the  pro- 
fessional staff  since  1932.  From  1940  to  1946 
he  was  Assistant  Superintendent  and  Assist- 
ant Director  of  the  Hospital.  At  the  time  of 
his  death  he  was  Executive  Director  of  the 
Hospital  Council  of  Greater  New  York,  a 
member  of  the  Health  Resources  Advisory 
Committee  of  the  Office  of  Defense  Mobiliza- 
tion and  Consultant  to  the  United  States 
Public  Health  Service.  A  widely  recognized 
leader  in  hospital  administration  and  in  com- 
munity planning,  his  untimely  death  has  re- 
tarded the  progress  of  many  worthy  enter- 
prises. 

Dr.  Harry  M.  Imboden,  Consulting  Radi- 
ologist to  The  New  York  Hospital  since  1932 
and  Professor  of  Radiology  at  Cornell  Medi- 
cal College  from  1922  to  1932,  died  on 
June  13. 

Dr.  Robert  W.  Hunt,  Associate  Attending 
Surgeon  in  Urology  and  Assistant  Professor 
of  Clinical  Surgery  (Urology),  died  on 
March  31. 

Dr.  Herbert  J.  Riekert,  Assistant  Attend- 
ing Surgeon  in  Orthopedics,  died  on  Decem- 
ber 17. 


Dr.  B.  Wallace  Hamilton,  who  had  served 
on  the  Courtesy  Staff  since  1933,  died  on 
June  4. 

CLINICAL  SERVICE 

Admissions  and  occupancy  of  beds  in  the 
Hospital  were  slightly  less  than  in  the  record 
year  of  1950,  a  reduction  chiefly  attributable 
to  the  nursing  shortage  which  not  only  ne- 
cessitated closure  of  pavilion  units  but  also 
curtailed  the  free  use  of  those  that  were  open. 
Attendance  in  the  Out-Patient  Department 
was  also  less  than  during  the  preceding  year. 
Influential  factors  included  arbitrary  limita- 
tions of  admissions  in  certain  departments  for 
the  purpose  of  improving  service;  the  pros- 
perity and  high  rate  of  employment  among 
potential  clients  of  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment, and  the  rapid  growth  of  medical  in- 
surance plans.  The  records  of  occupancy  and 
attendance  will  be  presented  and  discussed 
more  fully  in  the  report  of  the  Director  of 
the  Hospital. 

In  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  the  Children's 
Department,  the  Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric 
Clinic,  the  Westchester  Division  as  well  as 
in  the  main  hospital,  the  clinical  work  in 
pavilions  and  laboratories  was  continued  at 
the  previous  high  level  of  efficiency.  Signifi- 
cant developments  might  be  noted  in  almost 
every  clinical  activity.  Since,  however,  much 
emphasis  has  been  laid  on  these  activities  in 
the  reports  of  preceding  years,  comments 
concerning  them  will  be  limited  to  a  few 
special  features.  Chief  attention  and  space 
will  be  devoted  to  a  discussion  of  the  care 
of  ambulant  patients,  where  several  events  of 
1951  contributed  to  rapid  improvement  both 
in  the  service  itself  and  in  the  relationships 
between  the  Center  and  the  community. 

Clinic  for  Comprehensive  Medical  Care  and 
Teaching  Program.  Certainly  the  most  impor- 
tant of  these  events  was  the  grant  in  June  by 
the  Commonwealth  Fund  of  $204,331  for  aid 
over  a  period  of  three  years  in  the  develop- 


ment of  a  plan  for  more  comprehensive  care 
and  teaching  in  the  Out-Patient  Department 
of  The  New  York  Hospital.  This  gift  was 
one  of  several  made  by  the  Commonwealth 
Fund  with  similar  intent.  The  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  was  selected 
as  recipient  not  only  because  of  its  strategic 
location  and  unexcelled  facilities,  but  also 
because  of  the  progressive  spirit  of  its  staff 
and  their  previous  attention  to  problems  of 
the  ambulatory  patient. 

As  originally  stated,  the  purposes  of  the 
plan  were  to  foster  the  improvement  of 
methods  applicable  both  to  individuals  and 
families;  to  afford  opportunity  to  under- 
graduate and  graduate  students  of  medicine, 
nurses  and  social  workers  to  participate  in 
more  comprehensive  care  under  the  guidance 
of  experienced  physicians;  to  accomplish 
more  complete  integration  between  clinical 
departments;  to  develop  closer  relations  be- 
tween the  Center  and  the  community  and  to 
record  and  analyze  over  a  period  of  years 
medical  and  sociological  assets  and  costs  of 
the  plan  as  well  as  its  feasibility  for  more 
general  application. 

It  was  the  intent  to  devote  the  year  begin- 
ning July  1,  1951  to  a  survey  and  a  pilot  study 
of  facilities  and  mechanisms.  Dr.  George  G. 
Reader  was  appointed  Acting  Director  of  the 
new  enterprise  and  was  made  responsible  to 
an  advisory  committee  established  by  the 
Joint  Administrative  Board.  The  first  six 
months  were  spent  in  study  of  out-patient 
departments  in  other  hospitals,  arrangements 
for  permanent  staff,  and  preparation  for  the 
full  scale  operation  of  the  plan  in  July  1952. 

The  enlightened  gift  from  the  Common- 
wealth Fund  affords  an  almost  unique  oppor- 
tunity for  improvement  in  the  conduct  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department.  Its  impact 
upon  the  care  of  individuals  and  families, 
upon  teaching  methods  and  the  better  prepa- 
ration of  young  physicians,  will  be  imme- 
diately apparent  but  can  be  fully  evaluated 
only  by  prolonged  trial  and  study. 
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Vincent  As  tor  Diagnostic  Service.  This  enter- 
prise was  established  by  members  of  the  staff 
at  the  beginning  of  1950.  Its  purpose  is  to 
serve  ambulant  patients  who  can  pay  full 
costs  of  examination,  who  do  not  require 
hospitalization  and  prefer  to  obtain  necessary 
diagnostic  tests  without  complete  interrup- 
tion of  their  occupations.  It  provides  a 
facility  where  physicians  of  the  community 
can  find  aid  in  the  solution  of  difficult  diag- 
nostic problems  and  convenient  arrangements 
for  consultation  with  members  of  the  staff. 
During  1951  both  the  number  of  patients  ad- 
mitted and  the  number  of  outside  physicians 
using  the  facilities  have  increased.  One  hun- 
dred fourteen  members  of  The  New  York 
Hospital  staff  have  participated  actively  in 
the  examinations.  The  service  has  continued 
to  arrange  ancillary  services  for  private  pa- 
tients of  staff  members  and  office  space  for 
members  of  the  staff  to  see  their  own  private 
patients.  Some  adjustment  of  rates  has  per- 
mitted admission  of  people  of  more  limited 
income. 

Practitioners'  Conference.  The  initiation  of 
this  project  in  February  was  due  in  large 
part  to  the  concept  and  energy  of  Dr.  Claude 
E.  Forkner.  Established  as  a  joint  under- 
taking of  The  New  York  Hospital  and  the 
Cornell  University  Medical  College,  it  was 
intended  as  a  mechanism  for  presenting  pro- 
grams of  special  interest  to  the  general  prac- 
titioner, for  affording  opportunity  for  con- 
tinuation and  improvement  of  his  training, 
and  for  sharing  with  him  some  of  the  advan- 
tages of  this  Center.  As  now  operated,  the 
Conference  is  open  to  all  physicians.  A 
special  invitation  is  extended  to  those  hav- 
ing their  offices  in  The  New  York  Hospital 
district,  to  the  many  doctors  who  have  re- 
ferred some  of  their  patients  for  consultation 
to  the  Hospital  or  to  members  of  its  staff, 
and  to  graduates  of  the  Cornell  University 
Medical  College.  Except  during  the  summer 
the  Conference  has  been  held  every  Wednes- 
day from  5 :15  to  6 :45  P.M.  in  the  Auditorium 


of  Cornell  University  Medical  College,  the 
capacity  of  which  is  already  being  taxed  by 
the  constantly  increasing  attendance.  With 
the  help  of  our  own  staff  and  that  of  other 
medical  schools,  effort  has  been  made  to  dis- 
cuss by  panel  problems  of  current  interest  as 
well  as  reviews  of  important  subjects.  Some 
of  the  conferences  have  been  held  in  the  form 
of  clinics  at  which  patients  of  The  New  York 
Hospital  are  presented  to  illustrate  subjects 
under  discussion.  By  means  of  round  table 
discussions  the  participating  physician  is  en- 
abled to  ask  questions  and  receive  answers 
from  the  members  of  the  panel.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  thorough  case  study,  important 
advances,  common  errors  in  diagnosis  inter- 
pretation, and  therapy.  While  diseases  and 
groups  of  diseases  in  the  various  medical 
specialties  are  included,  emphasis  is  also 
placed  on  the  functional  pathology  and  ori- 
gin of  common  symptoms. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Medical  Society 
of  the  County  of  New  York,  arrangements 
were  made  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  publish 
the  conferences  as  features  in  New  York  Medi- 
cine, a  publication  where  they  could  be  read 
by  many  physicians  of  Greater  New  York 
who  were  unable  to  attend  each  session  in 
person. 

Out-Patient  Department.  Although  the  at- 
tendance in  the  Out-Patient  Department  as  a 
whole  was  somewhat  less  than  in  1950,  ad- 
missions to  the  clinics  for  Gynecology, 
Pediatrics,  Urology,  Dental  Surgery,  Physical 
Medicine  and  X-ray  Therapy  exceeded  those 
of  the  previous  year.  Numerous  studies  were 
made  in  an  effort  to  improve  the  operation  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department  as  a  whole.  In 
part  they  represented  a  continuation  of  the 
ceaseless  efforts  of  the  Hospital  administra- 
tion to  accomplish  this  purpose;  in  part  they 
were  stimulated  by  anticipation  of  establish- 
ment of  the  Clinic  for  Comprehensive  Medi- 
cal Care  and  Teaching  Program.  The  studies 
included  consideration  of  economic  aspects 
with  emphasis  upon  the  desirability  of  fur- 
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nishing  consultative  service  at  cost  to  the 
family  physician  and  his  patients.  A  plan 
was  developed  for  the  study  of  multiphasic 
screening  techniques  for  detection,  with 
maximum  efficiency  and  minimum  expendi- 
ture of  time,  of  latent  and  previously  undiag- 
nosed conditions  among  patients  applying 
for  admission  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment. 

Other  studies  have  involved  consolidation 
of  the  many  complex  history  forms  at  present 
in  use  in  the  care  of  ambulant  patients  and  a 
program  designed  to  educate  the  intern  and 
medical  staff  in  dealing  with  family  physi- 
cians and  social  agencies  in  the  community. 

Because  of  the  increased  demand  for  service 
in  the  Pediatrics  Clinic,  adoption  of  new  poli- 
cies has  been  necessary.  Among  these  meas- 
ures has  been  limitation  of  routine  admissions 
from  areas  outside  The  New  York  Hospital 
district,  and  the  requirement  that  individuals 
referred  by  other  physicians  be  considered 
automatically  as  consultation  patients.  An 
effort  has  been  made  also  to  diminish  the 
number  of  patients  from  outside  the  district 
who  have  been  seen  periodically  for  simple 
health  supervision  or  for  chronic  defects. 

In  accordance  with  the  New  York  City 
Health  Department  policy,  prophylactic  im- 
munizations were  suspended  from  June  15  to 
September  30,  1951,  to  avoid  the  possible 
hazards  of  an  increased  incidence  of  paralytic 
poliomyelitis  in  immunized  extremities.  For 
similar  and  more  cogent  reasons  tonsillecto- 
mies in  children  were  suspended  as  heretofore 
during  the  summer  months.  Because  of  the 
large  number  of  patients  treated  for  polio- 
myelitis at  The  New  York  Hospital  during 
the  last  three  years,  it  seemed  advisable  to 
establish  a  clinic  where  such  patients  could 
be  followed  jointly  by  the  Departments  of 
Orthopedics,  Neurology,  Physical  Therapy 
and  Social  Service.  This  was  designed  to  ob- 
viate the  necessity  for  cross  referrals  and  to 
facilitate  the  care  of  patients  whose  mobility 
was  limited.  The  National  Foundation  for 
Infantile  Paralysis  has  used  this  clinic  to  pro- 


vide follow-up  service  for  patients  who  had 
been  treated  elsewhere  but  for  whom  after- 
care had  not  been  provided. 

Other  new  enterprises  include  establish- 
ment by  Dr.  Howard  A.  Eder  of  a  clinic  for 
the  study  of  diseases  of  the  kidney;  a  clinic 
for  ambulatory  patients  with  hypertension 
by  Dr.  Richard  E.  Lee;  and  provision  of  fa- 
cilities for  paracentesis  on  ambulatory  pa- 
tients in  the  renal  clinic  of  the  Department 
of  Pediatrics. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Orthopedic 
Clinic  was  greatly  strengthened  by  the  addi- 
tion to  the  staff  of  several  well  trained  ortho- 
pedists from  the  Hospital  of  Special  Surgery. 

Consultation  Clink.  To  aid  physicians  of  the 
community  in  the  solution  of  difficult  prob- 
lems among  patients  who  cannot  pay  the  full 
cost  of  diagnosis,  a  consultation  clinic  was 
established  during  1950  in  the  Out-Patient 
Department  under  the  immediate  direction  of 
Dr.  Claude  E.  Forkner.  Demand  for  this  ser- 
vice increased  during  the  year  and  has  led  to 
plans  for  further  development.  Dr.  Theodore 
W.  Oppel  has  assumed  active  supervision  to 
permit  Dr.  Forkner  to  devote  his  energies  to 
the  Practitioners  Conference. 

Psychosomatic  Clinic.  The  staff  and  the 
Commonwealth  Fund  Fellows  continued 
their  studies  of  the  relation  of  life  stress  to 
bodily  disorders  and  disease,  with  particular 
emphasis  on  methods  for  ambulatory  man- 
agement of  emotional  disturbances.  Efforts 
have  been  made  by  careful  follow-up  and 
scrutiny  to  appraise  the  results  of  the  pre- 
vious work  of  the  program.  A  wide  variety 
of  admissions  to  the  Clinic  have  included  pa- 
tients with  gastric  dysfunctions,  ulcerative 
colitis,  urticaria,  acne,  essential  hypertension 
and  diabetes  mellitus.  During  the  year  some 
twenty  papers  have  been  published  in  rela- 
tion to  these  studies;  and  one  monograph, 
"The  Human  Colon,"  by  Dr.  William  J. 
Grace,  Dr.  Stewart  G.  Wolf  and  Dr.  Harold 
G.  Wolff  has  been  completed  and  published. 
The  fellows  who  have  completed  their  train- 
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ing  in  the  Clinic  have  received  important 
posts  in  other  institutions.  Of  the  graduates 
of  this  year,  Dr.  David  T.  Graham  was  ap- 
pointed Assistant  Professor  of  Medicine  at 
Washington  University  in  St.  Louis;  Dr. 
John  T.  Flynn  became  Assistant  Professor  of 
Medicine  at  Western  Reserve  University  in 
Cleveland;  Dr.  Lawrence  E.  Hinkle,  Jr.,  be- 
came Assistant  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine 
at  Cornell  University  Medical  College;  and 
Dr.  Thomas  H.  Lorenz,  who  had  been  a 
fellow  for  one  year,  accepted  a  post  as  In- 
structor in  Medicine  at  the  University  of 
Wisconsin. 

In  June  the  Commonwealth  Fund  renewed 
their  grant  in  the  sum  of  $46,798  per  year 
over  a  period  of  three  years  for  the  continua- 
tion of  this  pilot  clinic  for  broader  medical 
service. 

Cultural  Anthropology .  Leo  W.  Simmons, 
professor  of  Cultural  Anthropology  at  Yale 
University,  continued  his  studies  as  Visiting 
Professor  of  Anthropology  in  Medicine  at 
Cornell  University  Medical  College  and  Visi- 
ting Professor  of  Anthropology  in  Nursing  at 
the  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Russell  Sage  Foundation.  The  investigation 
was  largely  one  of  orientation  in  a  new  and 
important  field,  which  has  developed  rami- 
fications with  the  Nursing  Department,  the 
Lying-in  Hospital,  and  the  Psychosomatic 
Clinic.  In  the  latter  portion  of  the  year, 
Professor  Simmons  was  occupied  with  a 
study  of  "clinic  prone"  patients  who  had 
maintained  long  and  frequent  attendance  in 
the  various  clinics  of  our  Out-Patient  De- 
partment. Dr.  Simmons  will  leave  early  in 
1952  to  resume  his  duties  at  Yale  University 
but  will  continue  an  active  interest  in  the 
project  at  The  New  York  Hospital.  It  is 
hoped  that  he  may  be  succeeded  by  a  social 
anthropologist  who  can  continue  his  work 
and  can  integrate  these  activities  with  the 
Clinic  for  Comprehensive  Medical  Care  and 
Teaching. 


The  Care  of  Children.  In  the  report  of  last 
year  emphasis  was  placed  upon  the  extra- 
ordinarily successful  efforts  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pediatrics  in  developing  more  com- 
prehensive and  continuing  medical  care  of 
its  patients.  This  program  starts  with  the 
Premature  Unit,  extends  through  the  Well- 
Baby  Clinic,  the  Institute  of  Child  Develop- 
ment, to  a  consideration  of  the  emotional 
and  social  needs  of  normal  children,  and 
continuing  with  older  children  in  the  Ado- 
lescent Clinic  has  set  an  important  example 
to  other  Departments.  The  experience  thus 
gained  is  of  inestimable  importance  to  the 
development  of  the  Clinic  for  Comprehensive 
Medical  Care  and  Teaching  in  the  general 
Out-Patient  Department. 

Institutes  in  the  Care  of  Premature  Infants. 
This  activity,  which  was  established  in  1949 
with  the  aid  of  the  New  York  State  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  the  Children's  Bureau, 
conducted  five  sessions  during  the  year.  They 
were  attended  by  twenty-seven  teams,  each 
composed  of  a  physician  and  a  nurse  who 
were  actively  engaged  in  the  management  of 
a  nursery  for  premature  infants  or  in  public 
health  work  connected  with  premature  in- 
fant care.  Many  of  the  eastern  and  southern 
states  were  represented.  These  institutes 
have  been  influential  in  spreading  specialized 
knowledge  about  the  care  of  premature  in- 
fants and  have  contributed  significantly  to 
the  establishment  of  centers  for  this  purpose 
in  many  localities. 

The  Division  of  Child  Development.  The  New 
York  Hospital  Nursery  School  was  moved 
from  Payne  Whitney  Clinic  to  the  third  floor 
of  the  Pediatric  Building,  where  it  continues 
to  serve  as  a  laboratory  of  behavior  of  well 
children.  The  roof  on  the  tenth  floor  has 
been  provided  for  outdoor  play  space.  This 
experiment  constitutes  a  graphic  demonstra- 
tion of  the  feasibility  of  locating  a  nursery 
school  in  the  midst  of  an  active  pediatric 
hospital  service.  It  emphasizes  the  increasing 
interest   of   the   profession    in   all    children 
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whether  sick  or  well.  The  Nursery  School 
continues  to  be  an  important  teaching  mech- 
anism in  the  indoctrination  of  doctors,  nurses, 
medical  students,  occupational  therapists, 
nutritionists,  social  service  workers,  and 
parents  in  the  normal  personality  develop- 
ment of  children. 

Occupational  Therapy  Work  Shop.  This  year 
more  than  five  hundred  children  in  residence 
at  The  New  York  Hospital  have  received 
occupational  therapy  in  the  playrooms  and 
workshop.  Private  funds  have  been  con- 
tributed for  the  salary  of  another  occupa- 
tional therapist  for  the  period  of  one  year. 
Occupational  therapy  students  from  Colum- 
bia University,  New  York  University,  and 
the  College  of  William  and  Mary  have  affili- 
ated in  the  Department  for  a  period  of  two 
or  three  months.  Students  in  the  Cornell 
University-New  York  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing  and  affiliated  student  nurses  have 
participated  in  the  program.  Nine  volunteers 
have  served  approximately  620  hours  in  aid 
of  this  important  enterprise.  In  November 
the  first  art  exhibit  of  our  sick  children's 
easel  paintings  was  hung  on  both  floors  of 
the  Pediatric  Out-Patient  Department.  Mr. 
Victor  D'Amico,  director  of  educational  pro- 
grams for  schools  at  the  Museum  of  Modern 
Art,  designed  special  colorful  bulletin  boards 
for  the  paintings,  chose  the  first  selection  of 
paintings  and  supervised  the  first  hanging. 
This  exhibit  attracted  wide  attention. 

Emergency  Unit.  Operation  of  the  major 
part  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  on  a  five- 
day  week  continued  to  place  a  serious  burden 
on  the  facilities  of  the  Emergency  Room, 
which  was  forced  to  handle  all  week-end 
traffic  while  the  major  clinics  were  closed. 
Trauma  as  the  result  of  automobile  accidents 
brought  an  ever  increasing  number  of  pa- 
tients to  the  Emergency  Room  and  the  Out- 
Patient  Department.  This  aspect  of  the 
problem  is  the  subject  of  special  study  by 
Dr.  Preston  Wade. 


It  now  appears  that  the  facilities  of  the 
Emergency  Room  must  soon  be  increased 
even  for  ordinary  demands.  Their  inade- 
quacy to  deal  with  catastrophes  of  any  con- 
siderable size  is  evident. 

Preparations  for  Civil  Defense.  Because  of 
the  possibility  of  an  enemy  attack,  the  De- 
partment of  Surgery  in  conjunction  with  the 
administration  and  with  municipal  and  State 
agencies  has  continued  to  study  the  needs  for 
meeting  widespread  catastrophe.  Plans  for 
the  organization  and  utilization  of  all  avail- 
able institutional  facilities  have  been  a  sub- 
ject of  deliberation  of  an  interdepartmental 
committee  under  the  chairman  of  Dr.  S.  W. 
Moore. 

Hospital  for  Special  Surgery.  On  October  1 
the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  merged  in 
non-proximate  affiliation  with  the  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center.  This  was 
the  final  result  of  plans  carefully  prepared 
over  a  period  of  years  by  the  trustees  and 
governors.  Anticipated  in  the  union  is  the 
building  at  the  earliest  opportunity  of  a  new 
hospital  on  East  70th  Street.  The  present 
arrangement  permits  immediate  strengthen- 
ing of  the  practice  and  teaching  of  ortho- 
pedic surgery  and  of  arthritis  at  The  New 
York  Hospital  and  assures  at  once  correla- 
tion of  activities  of  two  great  institutions. 

Post-Operative  Recovery  Unit.  This  unit  has 
onw  been  in  operation  for  over  a  year.  It 
provides  the  particular  care  that  is  necessary 
immediately  after  an  operation  and  which 
might  otherwise  be  unavailable  for  most  sur- 
gical patients.  Its  need  was  emphasized  by 
the  nursing  shortage,  which  without  the  re- 
covery room  would  have  forced  curtailment 
of  operative  procedures. 

Anesthesia.  This  activity  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Dr.  Joseph  F.  Artusio,  Jr. ,  is  rendering 
an  inestimable  service  to  the  Hospital,  and  is 
one  of  the  most  rapidly  developing  service 
departments.  In  addition  to  Dr.  Artusio  and 
Dr.  Benjamin  E.  Marbury,  who  completed 
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his  residency  in  Anesthesia  at  the  end  of 
1950,  the  work  of  the  department  requires 
twenty  nurse  anesthetists,  six  student  nurse 
anesthetists,  and  four  resident  doctors  in 
training.  The  studies  on  synthetic  curare 
compounds  and  anti-curare  compounds  have 
been  continued.  Advances  have  included  the 
installation  of  an  electroencephalograph,  a 
direct  reading  compensating  oximeter,  and 
an  electrocardiograph  with  cathode  ray  at- 
tachment for  minute  to  minute  observations 
in  the  operating  room. 

X-ray  Department.  The  year  was  marked 
by  many  changes  in  personnel  and  by  radical 
improvements  in  organization  and  operation. 
Great  credit  is  due  to  Dr.  Sydney  Weintraub, 
who  in  March  assumed  the  interim  direction 
of  the  Department  in  addition  to  his  already 
arduous  duties  in  teaching  and  in  gastroin- 
testinal fluoroscopy.  In  spite  of  diminished 
occupancy  and  smaller  attendance,  the  total 
examinations  performed  during  the  year  were 
only  1,000  less  than  in  1950.  A  high  voltage 
unit  and  modern  beam  directioning  devices 
were  purchased  to  replace  outmoded  appara- 
tus. Dark  room  facilities  were  reconstructed 
and  rearranged. 

The  School  of  Radiography,  one  of  the 
largest  X-ray  technical  schools  in  the  coun- 
try, continued  to  receive  many  more  appli- 
cants than  it  could  accommodate  in  its 
two-year  course  on  radiographic  technique. 
The  graduates  of  the  school  are  in  great 
demand,  and  are  not  sufficient  in  number  to 
satisfy  all  of  the  requests  for  their  services. 

Central  Laboratories .  For  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  the  Central  Laboratories  the 
progressive  upward  trend  in  the  number  of 
laboratory  determinations  has  been  reversed. 
This  change  has  been  attributable  in  part  to 
the  reduction  in  the  total  number  of  patient- 
days  and  in  some  measure  to  the  earnest 
efforts  by  various  clinical  services  to  elimi- 
nate unnecessary  laboratory  tests.  The  major 
decreases  were  noted  in  the  laboratories  of 
bacteriology,  chemistry,  serology  and  basal 


metabolism,  where  they  amounted  to  10- 
15  per  cent.  The  only  increase  was  registered 
in  the  Blood  Bank  and  occurred  in  spite  of 
the  growing  awareness  of  the  staff  concerning 
the  serious  hazards  involved  in  transfusions. 
It  probably  reflects  the  larger  number  of 
extensive  operative  procedures  in  the  sur- 
gical and  gynecological  services. 

Heart  Station.  In  the  past  there  has  been  a 
progressive  increase  in  the  number  of  electro- 
cardiograms taken  each  year,  a  trend  which 
was  greater  than  usual  during  the  first  six 
months  of  1951.  The  load  was  less  during 
the  remainder  of  the  year,  chiefly  because  of 
the  closing  of  private  floors  and  pavilions. 
The  decrease  in  work  from  the  main  hospital 
and  Out-Patient  Department  has  been  offset 
however  by  a  continuing  rise  in  the  requests 
from  the  Vincent  Astor  Diagnostic  Service, 
the  private  and  semi-private  floors,  the  pa- 
vilions, and  out-patient  department  of  the 
Lying-in  Hospital,  and  the  psychiatric  pa- 
vilions. Thus  the  total  number  of  electro- 
cardiograms has  slightly  exceeded  that  of 
the  previous  year.  This  record  does  not  truly 
represent  the  work  of  the  Heart  Station, 
which  has  actually  been  greatly  increased 
because  of  the  larger  demand  for  multiple 
chest  and  unipolar  leads. 

New  York  Hospital  Formulary  and  Thera- 
peutic Guide.  On  February  1  the  Medical 
Board  accepted  and  approved  the  revision 
and  report  of  Dr.  R.  Gordon  Douglas,  chair- 
man of  the  Formulary  Committee,  of  the 
1951  revision  of  the  medical  formulary  and 
therapeutic  guide.  It  expressed  appreciation 
of  the  arduous  work  and  congratulations  for 
the  accomplishment  of  the  Committee,  its 
chairman,  and  Dr.  Donald  A.  Clarke,  for 
many  years  Pharmacist  to  the  Hospital  and 
secretary  of  the  Committee.  This  revision, 
which  constitutes  the  most  extensive  in  the 
history  of  the  Hospital,  is  a  work  of  out- 
standing excellence  which  compares  favor- 
ably with  any  book  of  its  kind  now  available. 
After  long  service,  Dr.  Douglas  resigned  as

chairman  of  the  Committee.  Dr.  Cary 
Eggleston  was  appointed  to  take  his  place. 
Dr.  Donald  A.  Clarke  also  resigned  and  his 
place  in  the  Pharmacy  and  on  the  Committee 
was  taken  by  Mr.  Norman  N.  Baker. 

RESEARCH 

As  in  previous  years  investigation  has  oc- 
cupied a  large  part  of  the  energies  of  the  cli- 
nicians and  teachers  of  the  staff.  It  has  been 
made  possible  by  numerous  gifts  and  subsi- 
dies from  individuals,  foundations,  corpora- 
tions and  federal  agencies.  At  the  present 
time  the  total  of  these  funds  exceeds  in  amount 
that  of  the  Joint  Budget  for  education.  A 
list  of  the  many  generous  donors  and  benefac- 
tors who  have  aided  in  the  research  program 
may  be  found  on  pages  64  to  67. 

The  extent  as  well  as  the  variety  of  the 
investigative  projects  now  being  conducted 
in  The  New  York  Hospital  can  perhaps  be 
best  appreciated  by  simple  listing.  Although 
most  of  them  represent  departmental  activi- 
ties, many  are  interdepartmental  in  scope, 
while  others  depend  upon  the  cooperation 
and  incidental  and  continuing  aid  of  two  or 
more  departments.  For  this  reason  and  for 
convenience  of  reference,  the  projects  are 
grouped  under  subject  headings.  The  respon- 
sible and  principal  investigators  are  listed 
after  each  project.  Space  does  not  permit 
individual  mention  of  the  invaluable  contri- 
butions of  a  large  number  of  technical  and 
secretarial  assistants  who  are  in  truth  co- 
workers in  the  investigative  enterprises.  The 
departments  sponsoring  or  supporting  the 
work  are  named  in  each  instance.  Extensive 
as  it  is,  the  list  is  not  inclusive,  since  it  omits 
many  tentative  explorations  which  may  form 
the  basis  for  important  future  investigations.

Taken  as  a  whole  the  list  presents  an 
extraordinary  range  of  interest  and  accom- 
plishment in  which  every  department  has 
participated.  Although  most,  if  not  all  of 
the  projects  merit  special  discussion,  only  a 
few  trends  and  outstanding  contributions 
will  be  mentioned. 

The  emphasis  upon  cardiovascular  diseases 
is  evident.  Significant  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  investigations  on  the  influence 
of  chemical  substances  of  hepatic  and  renal 
origin,  upon  the  pathogenesis  of  shock,  high 
blood  pressure  and  other  circulatory  dis- 
orders .  Both  in  the  Departments  of  Medicine 
and  Pathology,  important  disclosures  have 
been  made  concerning  chemical  factors  in 
arteriosclerosis.  The  resources  of  several 
departments  have  been  combined  to  en- 
courage research  in  the  visualization  and 
catheterization  of  blood  vessels.  There  has 
been  intensive  investigation  of  clotting 
mechanisms  and  of  procedures  for  the  pre- 
vention and  control  of  thrombosis  and  em- 
bolism. Both  in  the  laboratory  and  in  the 
clinic,  the  Department  of  Surgery  has  focused 
attention  upon  methods  for  the  surgical 
treatment  of  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood 
vessels. 

The  establishment  of  laboratories  for 
surgical  research  has  encouraged  investi- 
gation of  water  and  electrolyte  balance  in 
renal,  hepatic  and  nutritional  diseases.  It 
has  advanced  the  studies  of  hepatic  function 
in  portal  hypertension  and  other  circulatory 
disturbances  of  the  liver.     It  has  aided  in 


the  development  of  new  procedures  in  the 
surgery  of  the  spleen,  liver  and  heart. 

The  rapid  growth  and  productiveness  of 
the  laboratories  for  bacteriology  and  immun- 
ology in  Medicine  has  been  noted  in  previous 
reports.  Last  year  their  program  was  ex- 
tended to  include  a  station  on  the  Second 
Medical  Division  at  Bellevue  Hospital.  In 
1951  the  laboratories  cooperated  with  the 
Public  Health  Service  in  studies  of  epidemics 
in  distant  parts  of  the  country,  an  activity 
which  may  be  regarded  as  a  tribute  to  their 
unique  features  and  as  evidence  of  increasing 
recognition  of  their  more  general  usefulness. 

It  is  difficult  indeed  to  select  any  single 
projects  for  special  attention.  Possibly 
mention  should  be  made  of  the  investigations 
in  nephritis  and  in  nephrosis  by  Henry  L. 
Barnett  and  Henry  D.  Lauson;  to  the  original 
and  productive  work  of  Heinz  F.  Eichenwald, 
a  resident  in  Pediatrics,  on  the  pathogenesis 
of  toxoplasmosis;  to  the  contribution  of 
David  E.  Rogers  and  Ralph  R.  Tompsett  on 
the  pathogenesis  of  staphylococcal  infections 
and  the  surprising  disclosures  by  Charles  A. 
LeMaistre  and  Ralph  R.  Tompsett  on  the 
effects  of  ACTH  and  Cortisone  on  the  devel- 
opment of  infections  in  animals. 

A  gratifying  development  during  1951  was 
the  action  by  friends  of  the  Hospital  to  form 
a  fund  for  study  of  diseases  of  the  muscles 
with  special  emphasis  on  muscular  dys- 
trophy. This  successful  enterprise  which 
operates  under  the  name  of  the  "Muscular 
Dystrophy  Associations  of  America"  has 
been  crucially  important  in  maintaining 
and  extending  Dr.  Milhorat's  significant 
investigations  on  the  pathogenesis  and  treat- 
ment of  muscular  disorders. 

GRADUATE  EDUCATION 

During  1951,  41  interns,  129  residents  and 
34  resident  fellows  received  graduate  training 
at  The  New  York  Hospital.  The  group 
exceeds  in  number  the  undergraduates  from 
Cornell  who  are  working  at  any  one  time  in  the 
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pavilions  and  out-patient  clinics.  This  pro- 
gram represents  an  outstanding  contribution 
to  medical  education  and  constitutes  one  of 
the  most  important  activities  of  the  Hos- 
pital. It  is,  however,  only  one  part  of  the 
influence  exerted  by  the  Center  in  the  training 
of  graduate  students.  In  1951  as  before, 
physicians  from  many  parts  of  the  United 
States  and  numerous  foreign  countries  at- 
tended our  conferences  and  remained  as 
observers  for  periods  varying  from  a  few 
days  to  many  months.  A  relatively  new 
activity  has  been  opened  for  graduate  train- 


ing by  the  establishment  of  the  conferences 
for  practitioners.

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Report  of  the  Director 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen : 

1951  marked  the  180th  anniversary  of  the 
signing  of  the  charter  establishing  by  royal 
decree  "The  Society  of  the  Hospital  in  the 
city  of  New  York  in  America."  The  Society 
has  continued  to  accomplish  in  full  measure 
its  purposes  as  set  forth  in  its  charter  by 
providing  "the  beneficial  tendency  .  .  ., 
calculated  for  relieving  the  diseases  of  the 
indigent,  and  preserving  the  lives  of  many 
useful  members  of  the  community." 

During  the  year  emphasis  has  been  placed 
on  studies  and  efforts  aimed  towards  the 
alleviation  of  the  recurrent  shortage  of 
nurses  and  on  the  continuation  of  gradual 
adjustments  to  changing  trends  in  hospital 
economics  due  in  part  to  the  impact  of  infla- 
tion, to  the  growth  of  voluntary  hospital 
and  medical  care  insurance  plans  and  to 
increasing  emphasis  on  ambulatory  care. 
These  factors  have  of  necessity  affected  the 
joint  enterprises  of  the  Medical  Center.  In 
the  report  that  follows,  repeated  reference 
will  be  made  to  the  Center  because  the 
activities  of  the  Hospital,  Cornell  University 
Medical  College  and  The  Cornell  University- 
New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  are 
so  interdependent  that  much  which  affects 
one  will  directly  or  indirectly  affect  the 
others. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

27,448  patients  were  admitted  to  the  three 
divisions  of  The  Society,  of  which  26,882 
entered    The    New    York    Hospital    as    in- 


patients. This  latter  figure  was  surpassed 
only  in  the  record  year  of  service,  1950, 
when  390  more  patients  were  admitted. 
Days  of  patient  care  provided  by  The  Society 
totaled  435,208  as  compared  with  447,939 
in  1950.  This  decline  is  referable  to  The 
New  York  Hospital  where  patient-days  fell 
3.7  per  cent  from  the  record  318,400  in  1950 
to  306,666  in  1951  and  is  attributable  to  a 
shortage  of  nurses  which  necessitated  the 
temporary  closure  of  beds,  to  a  decrease  in 
the  average  length  of  patient  stay  and  to  an 
unprecedented  fall  in  summer  census,  a 
phenomenon  which  has  become  increasingly 
evident  since  World  War  II  and  which  is 
common  to  other  New  York  City  voluntary 
hospitals. 

The  average  period  during  which  our 
patients,  including  newborns,  remained  in 
The  New  York  Hospital  fell  again  from  12.3 
days  in  1950  to  12.0  days  in  1951.  From  the 
patient's  point  of  view  this  earlier  return 
to  his  home  partly  offsets  the  increase  in  the 
daily  charges  on  his  hospital  bill. 

Changes  in  bed  complement  were  few: 
twelve  pavilion  beds  on  the  Urological  Ser- 
vice were  converted  to  semi-private;  thirteen 
semi-private  medical  and  surgical  beds  were 
made  available  on  G-2;  and  through  minor 
structural  changes  three  private  pediatric 
rooms  were  converted  to  facilities  for  six 
semi-private  beds. 

The  shorter  average  patient  stay  and  the 
temporary  closure  of  beds,  including  thirty- 
eight  private  and  semi-private  beds  in  the 
Baker  Pavilion,  resulted  in  a  fall  in  occu- 
pancy from  80. 5  per  cent  in  1950  to  77.2  per 
cent  in  1951. 
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NURSING  SHORTAGE 

Intermittently  The  New  York  Hospital 
has  been  unable  to  maintain  a  sufficient 
roster  of  professional  nurses  to  operate  con- 
tinuously at  full  capacity.  The  shortage  was 
particularly  acute  in  1948  and  again  in  1951  - 
The  existence  of  a  national  shortage  of 
approximately  28,000  nurses  is  a  contributory 
factor  but  not  necessarily  the  principal  cause 
of  our  local  shortage.  During  the  year  this 
problem  was  intensively  studied. 

A  survey  of  five  large  Manhattan  general 
hospitals,  including  The  New  York  Hospital, 
revealed  that  over  the  four-year  period, 
1947-1950,  an  average  of  64  per  cent  of  the 
graduate  nurses  resigned  yearly.  For  The 
New  York  Hospital  the  four-year  average 
was  66  per  cent  as  compared  with  43  per 
cent  for  non-nursing  personnel.  These  facts 
point  to  a  current  restlessness  among  nurses, 
whose  services  are  so  much  in  demand  that 
they  may  secure  employment  wherever  they 
choose,  and  to  the  necessity  of  devising 
means  to  stabilize  the  nursing  staff  and  of 
finding  new  sources  of  replacements. 

In  an  effort  to  effect  more  efficient  utiliza- 
tion of  the  services  of  professional  nurses, 
a  study  was  conducted  by  Miss  Muriel  R. 
Carbery,  newly  appointed  Associate  Director 
of  Nursing  Service,  and  Mr.  Vassar  W. 
Johnson,  Executive  Assistant  for  Services  and 
Supplies,  to  devise  means  of  further  relieving 
the  Nursing  Service  of  non-nursing  duties, 
which  have  been  assigned  to  it  by  the  cus- 
toms of  many  years,  and  to  improve  coordi- 
nation between  individual  nursing  units  and 
the  numerous  administrative  departments 
which  supply  and  service  them.  Much 
progress  has  been  made  in  implementing 
the  recommendations  emerging  from  the 
study.  At  the  same  time  nursing  adminis- 
trative and  personnel  policies  and  salary 
rates  have  been  reviewed  and  improved. 
Administrative  advisory  committees  for  each 
clinical  service  with  representation  from  the 
medical,  nursing  and  administrative  staffs 
have   been   established   for   the   purpose   of 


recommending  and  facilitating  solutions  to 
administrative  and  nursing  problems  pe- 
culiar to  each  service. 

Efforts  to  stabilize  the  nursing  staff  have 
been  reinforced  by  a  vigorous  recruitment 
campaign  including  conferences  with  and 
constant  solicitation  of  employment  agencies 
and  registries,  advertising  in  nursing  jour- 
nals, press  releases  to  home  town  newspapers 
and  solicitation,  both  personal  and  through 
the  Alumnae  Association  and  staff. 

A  study  of  the  Nursing  Service  revealed 
that  only  13  per  cent  of  its  professional 
nurses  are  graduates  of  our  School  of  Nursing. 
This  is  due  in  large  measure  to  the  fact  that 
the  School  has  been  relatively  small  in  size 
for  many  years.  The  percentage  of  students 
to  graduate  nurses  was  25  per  cent  in  the 
1935-1937  period  and  had  risen  to  39  per 
cent  by  September  30,  1951-  On  the  same 
date  the  percentages  for  four  other  large 
Manhattan  voluntary  hospitals  were  55, 
68,  79,  and  102.  These  facts  suggest  the 
desirability  of  expanding  the  School  of 
Nursing  so  as  to  insure  the  availability  of  a 
larger  number  of  well  trained  professional 
nurses  for  possible  employment  by  our 
Nursing  Service.  It  is,  therefore,  gratifying 
to  be  able  to  report  that  the  class  which 
matriculated  in  September  was  the  largest 
on  record,  87,  and  that  on  December  31 
there  were  already  133  applications  for  the 
class  to  enter  in  September  1952,  of  which 
approximately  115  will  be  accepted.  These 
figures  compare  favorably  with  the  size  of 
the  September  graduating  class  which  com- 
prised 36  nurses,  of  whom  32  applied  for 
and  received  staff  appointments. 

Since  there  is  a  limit  to  the  number  of 
students  who  can  be  trained  without  jeopar- 
dizing the  quality  of  the  educational  experi- 
ence, and  since  there  is  need  for  adequately 
trained  practical  nurses  and  aides  to  relieve 
professional  nurses  of  less  exacting  tasks, 
in  September  an  experimental  program  in 
the  training  of  vocational  high  school 
seniors  interested  in  practical  nursing  was 
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undertaken  in  conjunction  with  the  Board 
of  Education  of  the  City  of  New  York.  This 
program  together  with  expansion  of  the 
Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing,  vigorous  recruitment  and 
constant  efforts  to  stabilize  the  nursing  staff 
should  go  far  towards  alleviating  the  recur- 
rent shortage  of  nurses. 

Additional  information  about  the  Nursing 
Service  and  School  of  Nursing  will  be  found 
in  the  report  of  Miss  Virginia  M.  Dunbar, 
Director  of  Nursing  Service  and  Dean  of  the 
School  of  Nursing. 

AMBULATORY  CARE 

A  significant  development  of  the  past  few 
decades  in  the  field  of  hospital  service  has 
been  the  steadily  increasing  emphasis  on 
ambulatory  care  in  clinics  and  doctors' 
offices  as  contrasted  with  in-patient  care. 
Factors  supporting  this  trend  are:  the  ever 
increasing  cost  of  in-patient  care,  the  fact 
that  more  and  more  diagnostic  and  thera- 
peutic procedures  can  be  performed  on  an 
ambulatory  basis,  the  fact  that  most  patients 
prefer  to  continue  if  possible  in  their  normal 
pattern  of  living  while  undergoing  diag- 
nostic studies  and  treatment,  and  the  need 
and  desire  of  wage-earners  to  avoid  a  loss 
of  income  resulting  from  hospitalization. 

In  spite  of  this  trend  a  decrease  in  volume 
of  out-patient  department  visits  has  recently 
been  experienced  by  several  voluntary  hos- 
pitals in  New  York  City.  In  some  instances 
gradual  changes  in  the  character  of  the 
neighborhoods  they  serve  are  undoubtedly 
responsible.  The  decrease  is  believed  also 
to  be  due  in  part  to  the  high  level  of  employ- 
ment and  in  part  to  the  continuing  growth 
of  medical  care  insurance  plans,  both  of 
which  provide  more  patients  with  the  means 
to  consult  private  physicians. 

Statistics  for  our  own  Out-Patient  De- 
partment show  that  the  total  number  of 
visits  fell  from  277,128  in  1950  to  259,103  in 
1951  and  the  number  of  patients  from  52,016 
to  48,757.    It  is  worthy  of  note  that  while 


clinic  attendance  fell  off  somewhat,  there 
was  an  increase  in  the  utilization  of  diag- 
nostic services  suggesting  a  growth  in  the 
number  and  complexity  of  difficult  diagnostic 
problems  presented  by  out-patients. 

A  broad  program  for  the  improvement  and 
expansion  of  ambulatory  services  for  pa- 
tients of  all  income  levels  has  been  under 
development  for  the  past  several  years. 
During  1951  considerable  progress  was  made 
in  the  implementation  of  this  program,  the 
objectives  of  which  are  to  make  the  facilities 
of  this  Medical  Center  more  widely  available 
and  to  insure  a  constant  flow  of  patients 
desirable  for  teaching  purposes. 

The  Vincent  Astor  Diagnostic  Service, 
established  in  1950  by  members  of  the  pro- 
fessional staff  for  the  benefit  of  ambulatory 
patients  who  are  capable  of  paying  full  cost 
for  diagnostic  and  consultative  services, 
made  substantial  gains  in  the  volume  of 
service  rendered.  Of  1,093  patients  served 
in  1950,  31.8  per  cent  had  been  referred  by 
outside  physicians.  In  1951  the  number  of 
patients  had  increased  to  1,413  and  the  per 
cent  referred  by  outside  physicians  rose  to 
45-2.  These  figures  bear  ample  testimony  to 
the  fact  that  the  Diagnostic  Service  is  being 
found  useful  by  an  increasingly  large  number 
of  physicians  in  the  community  who  seek 
to  obtain  assistance  in  the  diagnosis  of  diffi- 
cult cases  through  the  utilization  of  the 
extensive  facilities  and  highly  trained  tech- 
nical and  specialist  personnel  that  are 
available  only  in  a  modern  medical  center. 

The  Out-Patient  Department  Committee 
under  the  capable  leadership  of  Dr.  Connie 
M.  Guion,  and  aided  by  the  studies  of  Dr. 
George  A.  Wolf,  Jr.,  Director  of  the  Out- 
Patient  Department,  is  making  a  vigorous 
effort  to  extend  the  services,  influence  and 
educational  benefits  of  the  Center  into  the 
community  through  a  variety  of  means  all 
of  which  contribute  to  the  improvement  of 
ambulatory  services  to  patients  and  to  the 
further  development  of  cooperative  relation- 
ships with  physicians  of  the  community. 
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The  Medical  Consultation  Clinic,  orga- 
nized in  1949  by  Dr.  Claude  E.  Forkner,  was 
continued  in  1951  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Theodore  W.  Oppel.  This  clinic  accepts 
for  diagnostic  study  patients  who  are  unable 
to  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  care  and  who  are 
referred  by  their  family  physicians.  Upon 
completion  of  necessary  studies,  patients  are 
returned  to  referring  physicians  together 
with  complete  reports  including  detailed 
findings  of  tests  and  examinations  as  well  as 
recommendations  for  treatment. 

The  weekly  Practitioners'  Conference, 
which  was  initiated  by  Dr.  Forkner  in  1950 
somewhat  as  an  outgrowth  of  the  work  of 
the  Medical  Consultation  Clinic,  increased 
in  popularity  and  attendance  during  the 
year  due  to  the  consistently  high  quality  of 
the  presentations.  They  provide  the  family 
physicians  of  the  community  with  an  effec- 
tive and  convenient  means  of  keeping  up 
with  the  rapid  advances  in  medicine. 

Cooperation  with  referring  physicians  was 
further  enhanced  by  the  initiation  of  a  con- 
tinuing program  designed  to  educate  mem- 
bers of  the  house  staff  in  their  obligations 
and  responsibilities  toward  the  physicians 
of  the  community.  Administrative  proce- 
dures in  the  Out-Patient  Department  were 
revamped  to  insure  the  early  transmission 
to  the  referring  physician  of  up-to-date 
information  on  his  patients'  progress. 

The  most  significant  development  in  ambu- 
latory care  was  the  establishment  on  July 
1,  1951  of  the  Comprehensive  Medical  Care 
and  Teaching  Program,  made  possible  by  a 
generous  grant  to  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  by  the  Commonwealth  Fund.  This 
plan,  now  in  its  organizational  phase,  was 
conceived  and  developed  with  meticulous 
care  by  representatives  of  all  interested 
elements  within  the  Center,  and  particularly 
by  Dr.  David  P.  Barr,  President  of  the 
Medical  Board,  in  whose  report  it  has  been 
described  in  greater  detail.  It  will  constitute 
a  forward  step  in  the  provision  of  medical 
care  on   an   ambulatory   basis   for   indigent 


families  living  within  our  district  through 
the  coordination  of  diagnostic,  therapeutic, 
preventive,  rehabilitative  and  social  ser- 
vices and  an  improvement  in  both  under- 
graduate and  post-graduate  educational 
programs. 

BED  CONVERSIONS 

Plans  for  the  conversion  of  a  hundred 
pavilion  (ward)  beds  to  semi-private  status 
have  been  described  in  the  President's  report. 
This  step  will  not  only  assist  in  reducing 
the  financial  deficit  but  also  will  put  the 
Hospital  in  a  more  favorable  position  to 
meet  the  increasing  demand  for  semi-private 
accommodations,  largely  referable  to  the 
growth  of  Blue  Cross,  which  locally  now 
insures  50  per  cent  of  the  population  against 
the  cost  of  hospitalization.  At  the  close  of 
the  year  studies  under  the  guidance  of  Dr. 
Stanhope  Bayne-Jones,  President  of  the 
Joint  Administrative  Board,  were  well  ad- 
vanced to  determine  to  what  extent  these 
newly  created  semi-private  beds,  when 
available,  might  be  used  in  furtherance  of 
the  teaching  and  research  responsibilities  of 
the  Center. 

INFLATION  AND  HOSPITAL  COSTS 

With  the  release  of  price  controls  on  July 
1,  1946  the  cost  of  commodities  and  services 
began  to  increase  and,  with  minor  excep- 
tions, has  continued  to  increase  steadily 
ever  since.  This  is  reflected  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Labor's  cost  of  living  index,  which 
for  New  York  City  stood  at  154.6  in  January 
1947  and  182.5  in  September  1951,  a  rise  of 
18.0  per  cent  in  approximately  five  years. 
During  the  same  period  operating  costs  of 
ten  representative  United  Hospital  Fund 
general  hospitals  for  which  figures  are 
reported  regularly  every  quarter,  increased 
by  32.0  per  cent  for  the  first  nine  months 
of  1951  over  the  year  1947.  The  increase 
for  The  New  York  Hospital  was  22.5  per 
cent. 
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It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  hospital  costs 
have  risen  more  rapidly  than  has  the  cost  of 
living  index.  Some  of  the  factors  other  than 
general  economic  trends  operating  to  in- 
crease hospital  costs  are:  the  introduction 
of  new  and  expensive  drugs;  the  rise  in  the 
use  of  laboratory,  X-ray  and  other  diag- 
nostic procedures;  the  increasing  complexity 
of  surgical  operations  and  the  attending 
necessity  to  correct  chemical  imbalance  in 
the  body's  metabolism  through  the  adminis- 
tration of  whole  blood,  plasma  and  various 
electrolytes.  These  are  desirable  develop- 
ments in  that  they  improve  the  health  of 
our  patients  and  tend  to  shorten  their 
hospital  stay.  They  are,  however,  expensive. 
These  medical  advances  have  resulted  in  the 
necessity  of  supplying  more  hours  of  nursing 
care,  more  technicians,  more  medical  record 
librarians,  more  sterile  supply  workers, 
more  laundry  workers,  more  medical  and 
surgical  supplies,  more  linen.  In  fact,  there 
is  hardly  a  hospital  department  that  does 
not  feel  the  impact  of  a  changing  medical 
technology.  A  simple  illustration  dramati- 
cally emphasizes  this  change:  approximately 
3,000  hypodermic  needles  per  day  are  now 
required  at  The  New  York  Hospital  to  obtain 
blood  and  other  specimens  for  diagnosis 
and  to  administer  therapeutic  substances. 

Industry  applies  a  brake  to  rising  costs 
by  continuously  increasing  the  productivity 
of  the  individual  through  mechanization, 
whereas  hospitals,  which  provide  largely 
personal  services,  become  increasingly  expen- 
sive as  medical  technology  becomes  more 
complex  and  requires  more  and  more  personal 
service  for  its  application.  For  industry 
the  labor  cost  becomes  an  ever  smaller 
percentage  of  the  total  cost  of  the  unit 
product;  for  hospitals  the  labor  cost  becomes 
an  ever  greater  percentage  of  the  total  cost 
of  providing  a  day  of  patient  care. 

Hospital  costs  have  risen  faster  than  the 
cost  of  living  index  also  because  hospitals 
have  lagged  behind  industry  in  shortening 
the  work-week  of  their  employees  and  in 


raising  wages  and  salaries.  During  the  past 
few  years  of  prosperity  and  high  employ- 
ment hospitals  have  found  it  necessary  to 
reduce  working  hours  and  to  raise  salaries 
in  order  to  compete  with  industry  in  the 
recruitment  of  employees.  This  has  resulted 
in  increased  costs  out  of  proportion  to  the 
general  rise  in  industry. 

As  a  result  of  these  rising  costs  philan- 
thropic dollars,  both  as  income  from  endow- 
ment and  current  gifts,  although  more 
plentiful  than  ever  before,  often  are  insuffi- 
cient to  pay  for  the  free  care  provided  to 
medically  indigent  patients  in  wards  and 
out-patient  departments.  This  trend  can  be 
illustrated  by  reviewing  briefly  the  experi- 
ence of  The  New  York  Hospital.  In  1946 
the  difference  between  the  cost  of  providing 
care  in  the  pavilions  (wards)  and  Out- 
Patient  Department  and  the  amount  paid  for 
this  care  by  the  patients  or  by  third  parties 
on  their  behalf  (i.e.,  free  care)  totaled 
$1,530,000,  exclusive  of  depreciation  as  a 
part  of  cost.  Investment  income  and  current 
gifts,  including  the  United  Hospital  Fund 
contribution,  amounted  to  $1,350,000.  To 
balance  the  1946  budget,  excluding  depre- 
ciation as  a  cost,  there  remained  the  need 
for  only  $180,000  additional  income,  much 
of  which  could  be  derived  through  the  pri- 
vate, semi-private  and  private  ambulatory 
services.  In  1951,  however,  free  care  had 
risen  to  $2,830,000  and  income  from  endow- 
ment and  current  gifts  to  $1,460,000,  leaving 
a  gap  of  $1,370,000  to  be  filled  by  income 
from  other  services  or  by  an  appropriation 
from  capital.  Philanthropy  appears,  for  the 
present  at  least,  to  be  unable  to  close  the  gap. 

FINANCIAL  OPERATING  RESULTS,  1951 

The  operating  deficit  for  The  Society,  in- 
cluding as  an  expense  provision  for  depre- 
ciation on  building  fixtures  and  equipment 
but  excluding  $302,805-20  depreciation  on 
buildings,  was  $2,941,639-17.  The  following 
table  shows  the  distribution  of  this  deficit 
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to  the  divisions  of  The  Society  for  1951  as 
compared  with  1950:

Applied  against  this  deficit  were  Society 
membership  and  other  current  contributions 
in  the  record  amount  of  $699,652.99-  This 
gratifying  result  was  due  in  large  measure 
to  the  unremitting  efforts  of  the  Membership 
Committee,  of  the  Public  Relations  Depart- 
ment under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Laurence  G. 
Payson,  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  of  the  Men's 
and  Women's  Teams  which  succeeded  in 
raising  $218,596.10  as  compared  with 
$187,614.17  in  the  previous  year  for  the 
United  Hospital  Fund.  In  1951  these  teams 
broke  all  records  by  raising  $226,978.15  to 
assist  in  financing  operations  in  1952.  In 
addition,  investment  and  other  non-operat- 
ing income  totaled  $1,163,740.28  for  1951  as 
compared  with  $1,296,295.42  in  1950.  This 
leaves  a  net  deficit  of  $1,078,245.90  including 
$314,780.97  provision  for  depreciation  on 
building  fixtures  and  equipment. 

The  net  change  during  1951  in  the  financial 
position  of  The  Society  may  be  summarized 
in  the  following  manner:

Operating  income  at  the  Main  Hospital 
was  $435,497.63  greater  than  in  1950  due 
principally  to  the  following  factors:  increase 
in  city  payments  from  $8.00  to  $10.00  per 
day  for  the  care  of  its  indigent  patients, 
effective  July  1  and  to  $11.00  on  September  1; 
negotiated  five  per  cent  increase  in  Asso- 
ciated Hospital  Service  payment  rates  in  addi- 
tion to  the  quarterly  percentage  increases 
based  on  an  index  governing  such  payments; 
minor  upward  rate  adjustments  in  private 
and  semi-private  accommodations  effective  in 
late  December  1950;  increase  in  pavilion 
(ward)  rates  to  approximate  more  nearly 
cost,  effective  in  June,  and  unexpectedly  pro- 
ducing additional  revenue;  increased  income 
from  cafeterias;  increase  in  tuition  fees  for 
the  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing  and  higher  enrollment; 
increased  purchases  of  ancillary  professional 
services  by  the  Vincent  Astor  Diagnostic 
Service;  and  shortening  of  patient  stay. 

Expenses  rose  $836,428.56,  considerably 
more  than  did  operating  income,  due  prin- 
cipally to  the  following:  increased  cost  of 
supplies,  especially  in  the  large  volume  items 
of  food  and  fuel  oil  and  in  medical  and  surgi- 
cal supplies;  a  rise  in  nursing  salaries;  wage 
increases  within  established  ranges;  the 
necessity  for  hiring  additional  personnel  to 
strengthen  departments  concerned  with  the 
preparation  of  forms  incident  to  Social 
Security,  New  York  State  disability  law  and 
third  party  payments,  to  prepare  more  com- 
plex medical  records,  to  relieve  the  Nursing 
Service  of  non-nursing  duties,  to  provide 
additional  professional  ancillary  services,  to 
permit  more  careful  rating  of  pavilion  (ward) 
patients'  ability  to  pay  and  to  strengthen 
internal  audit;  cost  of  participation  in  Federal 
old  age  and  survivors  insurance  (Social  Se- 
curity); increased  cost  of  maintaining  the 
house  staff  due  to  a  new  interpretation  of  the 
Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  with  respect  to 
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withholding  tax  on  maintenance;  and  cost  of 
civil  defense  activities. 


CIVIL  DEFENSE 

Progress  has  been  made  in  planning,  or- 
ganizing and  training  for  civil  defense  in 
close  coordination  with  the  Medical  College, 
the  Rockefeller  Institute  for  Medical  Re- 
search and  Memorial  Cancer  Center.  De- 
tailed plans  for  providing  shelter  for  patients, 
employees  and  staff  in  the  event  of  enemy- 
attack  were  tested  and  found  satisfactory  in 
a  city-wide  air  raid  drill  conducted  on  No- 
vember 14  by  the  New  York  City  Office  of 
Civil  Defense. 

The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical 
Center  has  been  designated  a  surgical  hospital 
in  the  overall  disaster  plan  of  the  Medical 
Emergency  Division  of  the  New  York  City 
Office  of  Civil  Defense.  Plans  for  definitive 
care  for  some  three  thousand  or  more  seri- 
ously injured  disaster  victims  have  been 
made  without,  however,  spending  money  for 
the  equipment  and  supplies  which  would  be 
needed  in  such  a  contingency. 

During  the  spring,  one  thousand  canvas 
cots  were  received  from  the  Medical  Emer- 
gency Division  for  use  in  expanding  the 
Center's  bed  capacity  in  a  disaster  emergency. 
In  August,  a  successful  demonstration  of  the 
use  of  these  cots  in  expanding  the  capacity 
of  one  of  the  Baker  Pavilion  floors  from  23 
beds  to  123  beds  was  attended  by  observers 
from  the  Center  and  numerous  outside  insti- 
tutions and  organizations. 

Registration  of  staff,  employees  and  volun- 
teers as  official  civil  defense  workers  has 
progressed  steadily.  Thirteen  civil  defense 
training  films  were  shown  to  an  aggregate 
audience  of  2,317  employees  and  staff  mem- 
bers. 151  employees  completed  the  standard 
American  Red  Cross  First  Aid  Course.  Over 
80  per  cent  of  the  Hospital's  nursing  staff 
received  special  training  in  nursing  in  an 
atomic  disaster. 


EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAMS 

In  addition  to  participating  in  the  educa- 
tion of  medical  students  through  its  affilia- 
tion with  Cornell  University  Medical  Col- 
lege, graduate  physicians  and  medical  spe- 
cialists through  its  intern  and  resident  train- 
ing programs  and  student  nurses  through  the 
Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing,  the  Hospital  furnished 
formal  training  to  students  in  many  fields 
allied  to  medicine.  The  total  number  of  stu- 
dents who  received  training  in  each  of  these 
allied  fields  during  the  year  is  indicated  be- 
low. The  length  of  time  spent  in  training  at 
The  New  York  Hospital  by  individual  stu- 
dents varied  considerably  depending  on  the 
field  involved  and  the  requirements  of  the 
appropriate  curriculum.

MISCELLANEOUS  ITEMS  OF  INTEREST 

On  May  8,  the  180th  Anniversary  Charter 
Day  Exercises  of  The  Society  of  the  New 
York  Hospital  were  held  in  the  Auditorium 
of  the  Nurses  Residence  with  Mr.  John  Hay 
Whitney,  President  of  The  Society,  presiding. 
The  principal  speakers  were  Dr.  Frank  S. 
Glenn,  Surgeon-in-Chief  of  The  New  York 
Hospital  and  Professor  of  Surgery  in  Cornell 
University  Medical  College,  and  The  Honor- 
able Vincent  R.  Impellitteri,  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  New  York.  Approximately  500 
Governors  and  members  of  The  Society  and 
their  guests  were  in  attendance. 

In  June  Dr.  Claude  E.  Forkner,  Attending 
Physician,  traveled  to  Teheran  at  the  request 
of  the  State  Department  to  see  the  Shah  of 
Iran  in  consultation.  He  was  followed  in 
July  by  an  operating  team  consisting  of  Dr. 
Frank  S.  Glenn,  Surgeon-in-Chief,  Dr.  S.  W. 
Moore,  Dr.  Joseph  F.  Artusio,  Jr.,  and  two 
nurses,  Misses  Olga  McPherson  and  Dorothy 
Rectanus  and  a  secretary,  Miss  Betty  Carlson. 
A  successful  operation  was  performed  on  the 
Shah.  A  communication  from  the  State  De- 
partment expressed  appreciation  for  the 
services  rendered  by  these  doctors  and  nurses 
and  by  The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell 
Medical  Center. 

After  three  years  of  preparation  by  the 
Formulary  Committee,  the  latest  edition  of 
The  New  York  Hospital  Formulary  was 
published  by  Appleton-Century-Crofts,  Inc. 
under  the  title  "The  New  York  Hospital 
Formulary  and  Therapeutic  Guide — (Revised 
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Edition — November  1951).''  This  edition  of 
the  formulary  which  was  first  published  in 
1816  as  '  'The  Pharmacopeia  of  The  New  York 
Hospital"  is  generally  regarded  as  the  most 
comprehensive  and  useful  published  to  date. 

The  Fifth  Service  Anniversary  Award 
Dinner,  given  jointly  by  the  Hospital  and 
Medical  College  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Joint  Administrative  Board  in  honor  of  those 
employees  and  staff  members  of  the  Center 
who  in  1951  had  completed  their  fifteenth  or 
twenty-fifth  year  of  service,  was  held  on 
December  4  in  the  dining  room  of  the  Nurses 
Residence.  Twenty  gold  pins  for  25  years  of 
service  and  37  silver  pins  for  15  years  of 
service  were  presented  by  Dr.  Stanhope 
Bayne-Jones  who,  as  President  of  the  Joint 
Administrative  Board,  presided.  For  the 
first  time  the  opportunity  was  afforded  for 
many  members  of  the  staffs  of  the  Center  to 
meet  and  welcome  President  Deane  W. 
Malott,  who  became  the  sixth  President  of 
Cornell  University  on  July  1. 

As  the  year  ended,  a  report  of  the  activi- 
ties of  the  Committee  on  Social  and  Voca- 
tional Restoration  revealed  that  the  problems 
of  some  60  patients  exhibiting  35  different 
categories  of  disease  had  been  studied  since 
the  appointment  of  the  Committee  in  March 
1950.  Considerable  experience  has  been 
gained  in  the  development  of  a  method  of 
approach  to  the  study  of  the  social  and  voca- 
tional aspects  of  patient  care  by  the  Com- 
mittee consisting  of  representatives  of  the 
departments  of  Medicine,  Pediatrics,  Physi- 
cal Medicine,  Nursing,  Occupational  Therapy 
and  Social  Service  and  the  New  York  State 
Education  Department,  Division  of  Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation.  Studies  evaluating  the 
work  of  the  Committee  reveal  its  success  in 
the  restoration  of  many  chronically  ill  and 
crippled  patients  to  lives  of  usefulness. 

DEPARTMENTAL  REPORTS 

There  follow  brief  summaries  of  the  year's 
achievements  and  activities  of  those  larger 
departments  of  the  main  Hospital  which  pro- 


vide the  many  non-clinical  services  that  are 
essential  to  optimal  patient  care.  These  sum- 
maries furnish  additional  information  from 
which  an  insight  can  be  gained  into  the  com- 
plexities of  the  Hospital's  organization. 

PROFESSIONAL  ANCILLARY  SERVICES 

Radiology.  In  spite  of  a  3-7  per  cent  de- 
crease in  number  of  patient-days,  the  number 
of  X-ray  examinations  remained  approxi- 
mately the  same  in  1951  as  in  1950—80,288 
as  compared  with  80,799-  This  is  due  not 
so  much  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
X-rays  provided  per  in-patient  as  to  an  in- 
crease in  examinations  for  ambulatory 
patients  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  and 
the  Vincent  Astor  Diagnostic  Service. 

Careful  management  resulted  in  a  reduction 
in  the  number  of  films  used  per  examination 
from  3-3  in  1950  to  3.0  in  1951  thereby  pro- 
ducing substantial  savings  for  the  Hospital. 

A  new  deep  X-ray  therapy  machine  has 
been  ordered  and  present  equipment  is  being 
improved.  This  will  permit  the  Therapy 
Section  to  treat  more  patients  with  greater 
efficiency  than  is  now  possible. 

The  Department  has  established  a  messen- 
ger service  for  prompt  delivery  of  X-ray 
reports  on  private  patients  to  staff  doctors  in 
their  private  offices. 

Central  Laboratories.  There  was  a  decrease 
in  number  of  laboratory  examinations  per- 
formed from  441,054  in  1950  to  405,634  in 
1951,  the  greatest  fall  occurring  in  blood 
chemistry  determinations.  The  decrease  can 
be  explained  in  part  by  the  reduction  in  num- 
ber of  patient-days  and  in  part  by  an  earnest 
effort  by  the  clinical  services  to  eliminate 
unnecessary  laboratory  tests.  The  decrease 
is  noteworthy  in  that  it  represents  the  first 
time  since  the  establishment  of  Central 
Laboratories  that  the  upward  trend  in  num- 
ber of  laboratory  determinations  has  been 
reversed. 

The  Blood  Bank  continued  to  expand  its 
activities   by    processing    some    of  its    own 
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blood  grouping  sera  at  considerably  less  cost 
to  the  Hospital  than  if  it  had  been  purchased 
in  the  open  market.  The  purchase  of  a  new 
and  larger  refrigerator  for  the  storage  of 
blood  was  made  possible  through  a  generous 
gift  from  an  anonymous  donor.  9,652  whole 
blood  transfusions  were  given  in  1951  as 
compared  to  9,459  in  1950. 

Improvement  in  services  was  stressed  dur- 
ing the  year:  serum  sodium  and  potassium 
determinations  are  now  available  at  all 
hours;  technicians  for  evening  and  weekend 
clinical  laboratory  services  have  been  pro- 
vided; and  special  efforts  have  been  made  to 
inform  staff  physicians  more  promptly  of  the 
results  of  laboratory  tests  done  on  their 
private  patients. 

Operating  and  Delivery  Rooms.  The  number 
of  operations,  14,664,  was  second  only  to  the 
number  performed  in  the  record  year,  1950. 
The  number  of  babies  born,  including  multi- 
ple births  and  those  delivered  by  Caesarian 
section,  totaled  4,272,  which  surpasses  all 
previous  records. 

1951  saw  the  completion  of  the  first  full 
year  of  operation  of  the  post-operative  re- 
covery unit  on  F-ll.  This  facility  has  proven 
to  be  a  desirable  undertaking  because  it  has 
provided  for  the  concentration  of  technically 
qualified  nursing  personnel  and  specialized 
equipment  at  a  central  location  where 
patients  recovering  from  general  or  spinal 
anesthesia  receive  expert  care  during  the 
critical  post-operative  period. 

1951  saw  the  establishment  of  a  bone  and 
cartilage  bank,  which,  with  the  two-year- 
old  blood  vessel  bank,  provides  frozen  human 
tissue  for  certain  specialized  reparatory  opera- 
tions. 

Electrocardiographic  Department,  The  num- 
ber of  electrocardiograms  increased  from 
17,900  in  1950  to  an  all-time  high  of  18,987 
in  1951-  The  rapid  increase  in  demand  for 
electrocardiograms  has  come  about  through 
improved,  and  incidentally  more  time  con- 
suming,   methods,    through    an    intensified 


interest  in  cardiovascular  diseases  and  through 
the  gradual  increase  in  the  average  age  of  the 
population.  Equipment  designed  to  facilitate 
the  processing  of  electrocardiograms  was 
purchased  during  the  year. 

Other  Ancillary  Services.  The  volume  of 
work  in  the  Department  of  Surgical  Pa- 
thology, which  closely  parallels  the  number 
of  surgical  procedures,  remained  essentially 
unchanged.  Minor  structural  alterations  pro- 
vided additional  space. 

The  number  of  electroencephalograms, 
1,283,  also  showed  little  change.  It  was 
necessary  to  recondition  the  apparatus  during 
the  year. 

The  Department  of  Physical  Medicine  pro- 
vided 25,664  treatments.  There  has  been  in- 
creasing emphasis  on  rehabilitation,  espe- 
cially with  respect  to  patients  suffering  from 
muscular  dystrophy,  and  a  gradual  return  to 
the  service  of  arthritic  patients  whose  hor- 
monal treatment  is  made  more  effective  if 
supported  by  physical  therapy. 

Plans  were  completed  and  the  first  steps 
taken  towards  establishing  a  closer  coordina- 
tion between  the  Departments  of  Physical 
Medicine  and  Occupational  Therapy  in  the 
field  of  rehabilitation.  This  was  brought 
about  principally  through  the  cooperative 
utilization  of  space  on  the  18th  floor.  In  the 
meantime  the  Department  of  Occupational 
Therapy  made  progress  in  assisting  patients 
to  improve  function  of  diseased  muscles 
through  the  application  of  techniques  de- 
signed to  encourage  a  positive  attitude  on 
the  part  of  the  patient  towards  his  handicap. 
Volunteers  have  been  particularly  useful  and 
loyal  in  that  part  of  the  program  concerned 
primarily  with  diversional  therapy.  During 
the  year  9,388  treatments  were  given. 

Emergency  Pavilion.  During  the  summer 
when  the  Out-Patient  Department  was  com- 
pletely closed  on  Saturdays,  an  auxiliary 
clinic  was  established  in  the  basement  of  the 
N  building.  This  served  effectively  to  reduce 
the  demands  on  the  overburdened  Emergency 
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Pavilion  by  more  than  50  per  cent  on  Satur- 
day mornings.  In  spite  of  this  the  number  of 
visits  to  the  Emergency  Pavilion  during  the 
year  came  to  17,609  as  compared  with  16,853 
in  1950.  This  constitutes  a  new  high  in  num- 
ber of  visits. 

Personnel  Health  Service.  The  20,528  visits 
to  the  Personnel  Health  Service,  an  increase 
of  1,473  over  1950,  constituted  an  all  time 
record  and  testified  to  the  usefulness  and 
popularity  of  the  Service  among  our  per- 
sonnel. It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  of  1,311 
candidates  for  employment  who  were  ex- 
amined in  the  Service  29  were  rejected  on 
medical  grounds.  More  detailed  statistical 
data  are  recorded  on  page  77. 

Medical  Information  Department.  The 
amount  of  medical  information  concerning 
our  patients  requested  by  insurance  com- 
panies, employers,  lawyers  and  referring 
physicians  has  continued  to  increase  at  a 
notable  rate.  Requests  for  information  re- 
ceived in  1951  totalled  42,673  as  compared 
to  34,765  in  1950,  and  13,457  letters  were 
written.  The  prompt  furnishing  of  the  de- 
sired information  by  telephone  or  letter  is 
an  important  factor  in  the  maintenance  of 
good  public  relations. 

PERSONNEL  DEPARTMENT 

The  difficult  employment  situation  which 
had  arisen  during  the  previous  year  out  of 
the  mounting  defense  effort,  was  aggravated 
by  increasing  losses  to  industry  and  to  a 
lesser  degree  by  the  loss  of  76  employees  to 
the  armed  forces.  The  aggregate  turnover  in 
personnel  for  the  year  was  64.5  per  cent, 
which  represented  an  increase  of  approxi- 
mately 10  per  cent  over  1950.  The  average 
monthly  turnover  for  the  year,  5-4  per  cent, 
exceeded  the  figure  for  1950  by  0.8  per  cent. 
To  counteract  increasing  losses,  procurement 
efforts  were  augmented  and  the  retirement  of 
a  number  of  able  and  satisfactory  employees 
who  had  reached  age  65  was  postponed  until 


July  1,  1952.  This  postponement  also  served 
the  purpose  of  permitting  these  older  em- 
ployees to  participate  in  Federal  old  age  and 
survivors'  insurance. 

Effective  as  of  December  31,  the  Board  of 
Governors  extended  the  40-hour  work  week 
to  all  personnel  who  formerly  had  been  work- 
ing or  been  paid  on  the  basis  of  more  than 
40  hours  a  week.  In  effecting  this  change, 
working  schedules  were  adjusted  to  provide 
for  a  five-day-week  wherever  possible.  It  is 
anticipated  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  add 
90  positions  during  the  coming  year  to  com- 
pensate for  the  extension  of  the  40-hour  work 
week  to  all  departments. 

Demands  for  additional  service  necessitated 
the  authorization  of  30  additional  full  time 
and  4  part  time  positions  in  departments  other 
than  the  Nursing  Service. 

VOLUNTEER  DEPARTMENT 

Volunteer  hours  for  1951  totaled  49,245- 
This  represented  an  increase  of  7.5  per  cent 
over  1950.  An  average  of  190  volunteers 
worked  an  average  total  of  4,104  hours  each 
month  during  the  year.  Progress  in  the  de- 
velopment of  new  areas  for  volunteer  service 
in  various  departments  of  the  Hospital  was 
encouraging.  The  department  participated 
actively  in  the  enrollment  of  employees, 
doctors,  and  individuals  living  in  our  com- 
munity for  civil  defense. 

SERVICES  AND  SUPPLIES 

Medical  Record  Department.  In  1951,  29,715 
new  records  of  patients  were  initiated.  A 
total  of  795,794  records  were  circulated  dur- 
ing the  year  for  use  in  patient  care,  education 
and  research.  The  Record  Committee,  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  Bronson  S.  Ray, 
continued  its  important  study  to  determine 
which  records  may  be  discarded  without 
destroying  those  of  legal,  historical,  research 
or  educational  value.  Except  for  selected 
data,  two  sections  of  old  records  have  been 
approved  by  the  Medical  Board  for  discard. 
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The  department  is  studying  the  desirability 
and  possibility  of  installing  space-saving 
filing  equipment,  consolidating  desk  space, 
shifting  to  terminal  digit  filing  in  place  of 
the  conventional  numerical  series  and  simpli- 
fying work  routines  pertaining  jointly  to  the 
Nursing  Service  and  the  Record  Department. 
Orientation  programs  for  nursing  supervisors 
and  student  nurses  have  been  conducted  by 
the  Department  Head. 

Nutrition  Department.  Five  new  and  modern 
electrically  heated  food  conveyors  were  put 
into  service  as  replacements  for  equipment 
which  had  been  in  constant  use  for  19  years. 
The  new  conveyors  have  heated  sections  for 
the  variety  of  foods  needed  to  supply  special 
dietary  requirements  and  for  individual  selec- 
tions. They  provide  the  means  to  serve  hotter 
food  without  the  necessity  of  reheating  in 
the  serving  pantry. 

A  new  frozen  food  locker  with  a  capacity 
for  storage  of  about  10,000  pounds  was  com- 
pleted during  the  year.  This  provides  storage 
for  frozen  food  from  the  time  of  delivery  until 
needed,  thus  eliminating  the  dangers  of  spoil- 
age which  has  been  a  constant  problem  in  the 
past.  A  saving  in  cost  of  frozen  foods  is 
effected  due  to  the  ability  to  purchase  and 
store  in  larger  quantities.  A  variety  of  frozen 
foods  on  hand  at  all  times  permits  a  wider 
selection  for  patients  on  special  diets  or  with 
temperamental  appetites. 

During  1951,  757,533  meals  were  served  to 
patients  and  1,362,739  to  staff  and  students, 
making  a  total  of  2,120,272  meals.  The  num- 
ber of  infant  formulae  prepared  was  43,498, 
a  decrease  of  0.6  per  cent. 

Pharmacy.  In  consonance  with  the  general 
policy  to  improve  efficiency  through  labor- 
saving  devices  wherever  possible,  the  Phar- 
macy completed  the  following  projects  dur- 
ing the  year :  installation  of  a  75-gallon  stain- 
less steel  tank  mounted  on  casters  for  the 
storage  and  easy  transportation  of  manu- 
factured pharmaceutical  preparations,  elimi- 
nation of  time-consuming  manual  filtration 


and  filling  of  storage  bottles  by  means  of  an 
electrically  driven  transfer  pump  with  pres- 
sure filter  and  facilitation  of  filling  small 
containers  through  a  hand  operated  device. 
In  furtherance  of  efforts  to  conserve  time  a 
new  requisition  form  was  being  devised  to 
expedite  ordering  from  the  Pharmacy  and  to 
serve  as  a  basis  for  maintaining  perpetual 
inventory  records  of  Pharmacy  stocks  on 
punch  cards. 

The  Nursing  Committee  on  Pharmacy, 
established  in  1950  and  comprising  repre- 
sentatives from  the  Nursing  Service  and 
Pharmacy,  has  continued  to  produce  gratify- 
ing results  in  its  efforts  to  improve  Pharmacy 
service  to  the  various  patient  units. 

Central  Sterile  Supply.  This  department  has 
made  further  advances  in  its  assigned  function 
to  relieve  the  Nursing  Service  of  responsi- 
bilities relating  to  the  cleaning  and  steriliza- 
tion of  technical  supplies  and  equipment. 
Looking  to  the  assumption  of  additional 
duties  in  the  near  future,  the  department  has 
improved  its  physical  facilities  through  the 
acquisition  of  three  medium-sized  autoclaves 
to  replace  two  larger  worn-out  units  and  a 
hot  air  sterilizer.  The  partial  change  from 
the  use  of  infusion  and  transfusion  sets  pre- 
pared by  Central  Sterile  Supply  to  disposable 
commercial  sets  has  produced  financial  econo- 
mies and  released  badly  needed  work  space. 

Laundry  and  Linen  Department.  In  1951, 
5,402,147  pounds  of  soiled  linen  were  laun- 
dered compared  with  5,302,609  pounds  in 
1950.  On  patient  units  there  was  an  increase 
in  linen  usage  from  7.9  pounds  per  patient- 
day  in  1950  to  8.4  pounds  in  1951.  The  steady 
increase  in  linen  usage  over  the  past  few  years 
is  referable  in  part  to  the  more  rapid  turnover 
of  patients.  However,  to  insure  economical 
use  of  linen  the  committee  appointed  in  1950 
to  study  the  subject  completed  a  detailed  and 
revealing  survey  of  the  daily  requirements  for 
linen  on  a  surgical  unit,  giving  due  con- 
sideration to  the  needs  of  various  types  of 
surgical  cases.    Through  a  cooperative  effort 
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the  amount  of  linen  used  on  this  pilot  unit 
was  materially  reduced  in  contrast  to  in- 
creases in  most  other  units.  The  committee 
is  now  proceeding  with  the  application  of 
the  techniques  learned  in  the  study  to  other 
areas  of  the  Hospital. 

Laundry  production  was  increased  through 
the  initiation  of  a  training  program  for  laun- 
dry workers,  improvements  in  washing  for- 
mulas, installation  of  a  new  flat  work  ironer 
with  automatic  sheet  folder,  purchase  and 
use  of  a  portable  electric  greasing  machine 
and  introduction  of  electric  foot  buttons  for 
operating  machinery. 

Purchasing  Department.  Prices  of  many  sup- 
plies edged  upwards  during  a  year  of  rela- 
tively stable  market  conditions.  Slower  de- 
liveries of  selected  items  portend  possible 
shortages  in  the  near  future.  Constant  em- 
phasis continued  to  be  placed  on  standardiza- 
tion of  supplies,  quality  in  specifications  and 
competitive  bidding.  Partly  through  im- 
proved office  routines  the  number  of  purchase 
orders  was  reduced  by  8.5  per  cent. 

General  Stores.  In  October  General  Stores 
completed  its  first  year  of  operation  with  an 
IBM  Accounting  System.  This  new  method 
of  maintaining  perpetual  inventory  records 
eliminates  the  annual  closing  of  Stores  for 
inventory  and  has  made  complete  statistical 
data  readily  available  for  those  drawing  on 
General  Stores  for  supplies,  for  accounting 
purposes  and  for  efficient  management. 
Elimination  of  dormant  stocks  and  consoli- 
dation of  standard  items  continued. 

PLANT  OPERATIONS 

Building  Service.  In  line  with  efforts  to 
relieve  the  Nursing  Service  of  non-nursing 
duties,  responsibility  for  cleaning  equipment 
in  the  operating  rooms  was  transferred  to 
Building  Service. 

An  experimental  employee  training  pro- 
gram in  a  section  of  the  department  was 
initiated  in  order  to  improve  the  quality  of 
work.     A   reduction   in   personnel   turnover 


during  the  second  half  of  the  year  may  repre- 
sent a  gratifying  by-product  of  the  program. 
Draperies  and  fluorescent  tubes  were  stan- 
dardized so  as  to  simplify  stocking  and  main- 
tenance. 

Engineering  Department.  Economical  opera- 
tion of  the  Power  Plant  is  indicated  by  an 
evaporative  index  of  over  15  pounds  of  steam 
produced  per  pound  of  fuel  and  by  a  15  per 
cent  reduction  in  the  use  of  steam  for  the 
generation  of  electric  power.  The  latter 
economy  was  made  possible  by  the  reboring 
of  engine  valves.  Unfortunately  the  increased 
cost  of  fuel  oil  offset  the  financial  savings  re- 
sulting from  these  economies. 

At  10:21  P.M.  on  December  19  there  was 
a  14-minute  electric  power  outage  due  to  an 
oil  pump  failure.  Emergency  lighting  facili- 
ties functioned  satisfactorily.  No  accidents 
occurred. 

In  the  field  of  preventive  maintenance  were 
complete  repairs  on  furnace  brickwork  and 
boiler  feedwater  heaters  and  continuation  of 
the  program  of  exterior  waterproofing  of  the 
buildings.  Other  maintenance  work  and 
minor  construction,  including  alterations  in 
five  pavilions,  were  done  by  our  own  force. 
In  the  same  pavilions  additional  bathroom 
facilities,  made  necessary  by  early  ambula- 
tion, were  completed  by  a  contractor. 

Protection  Department.  Parking  space  near 
the  Center  continues  at  a  premium.  Through 
efforts  of  the  Protection  Department  each 
space  on  the  68th  Street  extension  is  used  on 
the  average  by  2}^  to  3  cars  per  day.  Hourly 
parking  in  the  garage  for  the  cars  of  Center 
personnel,  initiated  late  in  1950,  has  proven 
useful,  especially  for  doctors. 

Largely  through  the  vigilance  of  the  Pro- 
tection Department  there  was  a  sharp  decline 
in  property  losses  and  petty  thefts. 

With  the  curtailment  in  the  number  of  de- 
liveries made  by  the  United  States  Post  Office 
it  became  necessary  for  our  Protection  De- 
partment to  assume  the  responsibility  of  pick- 
ing up  Hospital  mail  at  the  Post  Office  early 
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each  morning.  This  has  resulted  in  distribu- 
tion of  mail  within  the  Hospital  an  hour 
earlier  than  formerly. 


ACCOUNTING  DEPARTMENT 

A  change  was  made  during  the  year  in  the 
organization  of  the  Accounting  Department 
through  the  merger  of  the  Compensation  and 
Liability  Department  with  the  Manager  of 
Accounts  Office.  This  change  was  instituted 
so  that  the  follow-up  of  all  types  of  patients' 
accounts  could  be  integrated,  including  the 
follow-up  of  Out-Patient  Department 
charges.  The  change  has  brought  about  a 
more  effective  control  of  accounts  and  at  the 
same  time  it  has  resulted  in  better  service  to 
the  patient  since  all  aspects  of  the  account 
can  be  discussed  in  one  office,  regardless  of 
whether  the  patient  is  solely  responsible  for 
his  bill  or  whether  it  is  wholly  or  partially 
the  responsibility  of  a  third  party. 

An  increase  in  the  work  load  was  noted 
during  the  year,  particularly  in  the  Pay  Roll 
Office  which  had  to  deal  with  the  problem 
of  Social  Security  coverage  for  Hospital  em- 
ployees made  effective  on  January  1,  1951. 
In  addition,  the  revised  tax  status  of  the 
house  staff  resulted  in  the  addition  of  these 
individuals  to  the  regular  pay  roll.    Because 


of  the  complications  of  computing  overtime 
and  bonus,  the  program  of  weekly  payments 
was  further  extended  to  include  graduate 
nurses  so  that  practically  all  employees  are 
now  on  a  weekly  pay  roll.  As  a  result,  the 
number  of  wage  and  salary  checks  prepared 
and  distributed  during  the  year  reached  the 
total  of  160,000. 


In  behalf  of  my  associates  and  myself  I 
wish  to  express  to  the  Governors  our  appre- 
ciation for  their  continuing  wise  direction 
and  their  sympathetic  insight  into  adminis- 
trative problems;  to  those  concerned  with  the 
planning  and  direction  of  the  Center,  our 
gratefulness  for  their  guidance  and  wise  coun- 
sel; to  the  members  of  the  medical  staff  our 
gratitude  for  their  continuing  close  coopera- 
tion; and  to  the  host  of  devoted  employees  in 
every  department  of  the  Hospital  our  sincere 
thanks  for  their  kindliness,  courtesy  and  sym- 
pathetic understanding  without  which  there 
could  not  long  be  maintained  the  warm  and 
friendly  environment  which  is  so  vital  to  the 
comfort  and  recovery  of  our  patients  and  so 
characteristic  of  the  institution  which  we  all 
so  proudly  serve.

To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

Planning  so  that  personnel  could  be 
stretched  to  cover  the  nursing  needs  of 
patients  throughout  the  Center  has  again 
this  year  been  the  most  pressing  problem 
of  the  Nursing  Service.  To  make  possible 
the  best  use  of  personnel,  extensive  reallo- 
cation of  duties  and  a  major  revision  of  the 
methods  of  assignment  are  both  essential. 
Determining  a  pattern  for  this,  which  means 
providing  for  experimentation  to  test  and 
evaluate  the  pattern,  is  an  undertaking  of  no 
small  proportions  in  an  organization  with 
so  many  interlocking  services  vital  to  patient 
care.  The  major  part  of  our  attention  this 
year  has  been  given  to  this  and  to  the  addi- 
tional stage  of  putting  recommendations  into 
operation.  There  are  some  steps  which  can 
be  taken  one  at  a  time  but  much  of  the 
change  necessitates  joint  action  on  the  part 
of  many  individuals  and  a  number  of  differ- 
ent departments  and,  therefore,  progress  is 
not  easily  held  to  an  even  and  determined 
schedule.  In  recent  years,  definite  accom- 
plishment has  been  made  in  reallocation  of 
several  time-consuming  duties  formerly  car- 
ried by  nurses.  However,  looking  back  and 
at  the  same  time  looking  ahead,  these  steps 
appear  like  fragments.  The  problem,  which 
is  by  no  means  peculiar  to  our  Center,  is  one 
which  extends  back  into  the  basic  prepara- 
tion of  professional  nurses  the  country  over 
and  also  reaches  out  into  every  area  of  hos- 
pital administration.  Reorganization  in 
duties  of  nurses  for  our  Center  can  be  fully 
effective   only   if  combined   with   extensive 


reorganization  in  the  education  of  profes- 
sional nurses  and  others  who  take  part  in 
nursing,  which  is  based  on  a  full  view  of 
what  is  happening  in  the  broad  field  of 
medical  care.  We  have  progress  to  report 
this  year  in  both  respects. 

STUDIES  IN  RELATION  TO 
NURSING  SERVICE  ADMINISTRATION 

A  study  of  the  use  of  nursing  aides,  begun 
in  the  fall  of  1950,  was  completed  in  Febru- 
ary. Miss  Elizabeth  Harmon  directed  this 
study  with  an  advisory  committee  of  two 
head  nurses,  two  department  heads,  the 
Administrative  Assistant  in  charge  of  auxili- 
ary staff,  the  Director  and  Associate  Director 
of  Nursing  Service.  The  study  showed  that 
less  than  half  of  the  time  of  the  aides  was 
spent  in  actual  assistance  at  the  bedside  and 
that  the  number  of  aides  was  far  below  the 
number  needed  to  permit  even  one  aide  for 
each  nursing  care  team.  Recommendations 
from  this  study  were: 

1.  That  we  endeavor  to  delete  from  the 
duties  of  the  aides  those  duties  which 
take  them  away  from  the  bedside,  such 
as  errands,  cleaning  and  care  of  sup- 
plies. That  the  matter  of  reallocation 
of  these  duties  be  considered  not  only 
by  the  Nursing  Department  but  by  the 
various  service  departments  of  the 
Hospital. 

2.  That  a  study  of  the  team  approach  to 
nursing  care  assignments  be  carried 
out  on  one  floor  until  improvements 
over  the  present  plan  can  be  suggested 
for  all  floors. 
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3.  That  enough  nursing  aides  be  supplied 
so  that  at  least  one  nursing  aide  will 
be  working  on  each  nursing  team  until 
more  information  can  be  obtained  as 
to  the  most  effective  ratio  of  aides  to 
graduate  nurses. 

4.  That  a  central  messenger  service  be 
considered  as  a  means  of  reducing  the 
load  of  errands  now  carried  by  floor 
staff. 

Following  up  Miss  Harmon's  study,  a 
survey  of  the  Nursing  Service  and  its  coordi- 
nation with  administrative  departments  was 
made  by  Miss  Muriel  Carbery,  then  serving 
as  special  assistant  in  Nursing  Service,  and 
Mr.  Vassar  Johnson,  Executive  Assistant, 
Services  and  Supplies.  Problems  were  broken 
down  into  specific  steps,  a  number  of  which 
have  been  accomplished  at  least  in  part. 
The  three  main  lines  of  approach  in  carrying 
out  the  recommendations  of  the  survey  have 
been  (1)  that  the  Nursing  Service  be  relieved 
as  fast  as  possible  of  all  activities  which 
other  hospital  service  departments  could 
assume;  (2)  that  the  organization  chart  both 
for  the  Hospital  and  for  the  Nursing  Service 
be  reviewed  and  possibly  be  reorganized  to 
clarify  and  simplify  lines  of  responsibility; 
(3)  that  the  team  concept  of  nursing  care  be 
implemented  wherever  possible  to  improve 
quality  and  quantity  of  nursing  care. 

A  Committee  on  the  Team  Method  of 
Nursing  Care  which  continued  to  work  with 
Miss  Harmon  during  the  year  prepared  a 
guide  for  head  nurse  institutes  on  Team 
Method  of  Assignment.  One-day  institutes 
conducted  by  committee  members  have  not 
yet  included  all  head  nurses.  One  of  our 
first  objectives  for  the  coming  year  is,  there- 
fore, to  schedule  such  head  nurse  all-day 
conferences  to  stimulate  better  use  of  avail- 
able personnel  through  proper  functioning 
under  the  team  approach.  Adequacy  of  staff 
and  understanding  of  how  to  plan  team 
assignments  are  equally  important  factors 
in  bringing  improvements. 


NURSING  CARE  STUDIES 

A  study  of  the  nursing  care  and  teaching 
of  the  patient  with  tuberculosis,  completed 
in  1951,  resulted  in  three  small  leaflets  now 
in  use:  (1)  Teaching  plan  for  the  care  of  the 
tuberculosis  patient;  (2)  Suggestions  for 
patients  on  the  Tuberculosis  Unit  in  the 
form  of  answers  to  questions  commonly 
asked  by  the  tuberculosis  patient  about  his 
hospitalization;  (3)  Information  for  the 
tuberculosis  patient  who  is  to  undergo 
surgical  operation.  This  study,  undertaken 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  Health  Educa- 
tion Division  of  the  New  York  Tuberculosis 
and  Health  Association,  was  the  work  of 
a  committee  in  this  Center  under  the  chair- 
manship of  Miss  Audrey  McCluskey,  Assist- 
ant Department  Head  in  Medical  Nursing. 
The  Committee  was  made  up  of  represen- 
tatives from  the  medical  staff  and  the 
Departments  of  Nutrition,  Social  Service, 
Occupational  Therapy,  and  Physical  Medi- 
cine, as  well  as  the  nursing  staff.  A  similar 
committee  is  working  on  the  nursing  care 
of  the  diabetic  patient  and  has  this  year  been 
trying  out  two  different  plans  on  an  experi- 
mental basis. 

Material  on  venereal  disease  nursing  in 
hospitals  and  clinics  prepared  by  a  com- 
mittee of  the  staff  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Miss  Eva  Poor  was  published  by  the  Social 
Hygiene  Division  of  the  New  York  Tubercu- 
losis and  Health  Association  and  will  appear 
in  1952  in  the  Journal  of  Social  Hygiene.  It 
has  also  been  requested  by  the  World  Health 
Organization  for  eight  foreign  countries. 

Professor  Leo  Simmons,  Visiting  Professor 
of  Anthropology  in  Nursing  (with  a  similar 
appointment  in  Medicine)  has  continued  his 
studies  in  nurse-patient  relationships  made 
possible  by  a  grant  from  the  Russell  Sage 
Foundation.  Miss  Hannah  Ziering,  Super- 
visor and  Instructor  in  Psychiatric  Nursing, 
has  worked  with  Dr.  Simmons  in  a  study  of 
a  consultation  service  to  the  nursing  staffs 
of  a  general  surgical  and  a  general  medical 
floor  to  assist  them  in  meeting  the  emotional 
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and  psychological  needs  of  medical  and 
surgical  patients.  Miss  Pauline  Heymann, 
Night  Supervisor  and  Instructor  in  Surgical 
Nursing,  has  studied  the  nurse-patient  rela- 
tionship and  the  nursing  care  of  the  patient 
at  night.  A  number  of  other  similar  studies 
in  relationships  have  been  in  process. 

JOINT  PLANNING 

Group  participation  in  planning  and  oper- 
ating a  hospital  service  becomes  increasingly 
important  as  activities  of  individual  workers 
become  more  highly  specialized  and  progress 
in  therapy  is  accelerated.  Only  by  such 
participation  can  we  receive  the  benefit  of  a 
staff  working  to  full  capacity  in  their  com- 
bined efforts.  From  such  participation,  the 
outcome  in  the  form  of  staff  development  and 
increased  desire  to  cooperate  provides  mo- 
mentum with  which  future  demands  can 
more  easily  be  met. 

On  invitation  of  the  Medical  Board,  the 
Director  of  Nursing  Service  has  been  present 
at  the  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the 
Board.  This  privilege  is  one  which  gives 
opportunity  for  mutual  understanding  and 
full  cooperation.  Representation  by  the 
Associate  Director  of  Nursing  Service  on  the 
Administrative  Advisory  Committee  to  the 
Director  of  the  Hospital  is  a  similar  oppor- 
tunity. 

Small  committees  are  now  in  operation  for 
each  clinical  department,  including  represen- 
tation from  medicine,  nursing,  and  hospital 
administration.  These  committees  are  being 
effective  in  unifying  efforts  of  medical, 
nursing,  and  administrative  staffs.  Better 
provision  for  joint  planning  between  medical 
and  nursing  staffs  on  the  individual  pavilions, 
now  operating  very  successfully  in  some 
instances,  will  bring  improvement  in  both 
service  and  staff  development.  The  contri- 
bution of  the  supervisor  and  her  part  in  such 
conferences  need  to  be  better  understood  as 
a  means  of  bringing  the  full  capacities  of  the 
nursing  staff  to  each  situation  on  the  floors. 


It  is  equally  important  that  greater  provision 
be  made  for  each  head  nurse  to  participate 
more  fully  in  conference  and  activities  away 
from  her  unit.  The  pressures  of  immediate 
duties  have  always  served  to  prevent  the 
proper  degree  of  participation  by  head 
nurses  in  matters  of  general  planning  of  vital 
importance  to  the  floors.  This  has  proved 
over  the  years  to  be  a  loss  both  to  the  service 
and  to  the  development  of  the  nurse  herself. 

A  Nursing  Service  Committee  composed 
of  the  nursing  service  heads  of  all  clinical 
departments  and  the  various  administrative 
assistants  has  been  successfully  in  operation 
for  many  years,  meeting  weekly,  and  carry- 
ing on  its  work  through  a  number  of  impor- 
tant sub-committees.  Within  the  individual 
clinical  departments  there  are  provisions  for 
joint  planning  by  supervisors. 

We  have  as  yet,  however,  not  been  satis- 
fied with  any  provisions  we  have  made  to 
bring  in  the  participation  of  the  staff  nurses, 
the  group  which  makes  up  the  largest 
number  of  the  staff.  Over  the  past  few  years 
this  has  been  approached  in  several  ways 
but  with  limited  success.  In  the  fall  efforts 
were  renewed  to  develop  a  staff  organization 
which  could  reach  all  members  of  the  staff 
and  give  greater  opportunity  for  partici- 
pation by  nurses  in  all  positions  and  depart- 
ments. The  group  has  agreed  that  the  needs 
which  should  be  met  through  such  an 
organization  were  threefold:  staff  education, 
recreation,  and  participation  in  policy  for- 
mation. We  are  convinced  of  the  importance 
of  such  a  provision  but  it  is  easy  to  under- 
stand how  pressure  of  work  on  the  floors  and 
a  high  turnover  have  worked  to  defeat 
efforts.  One  difficult  undertaking,  however, 
was  carried  through  with  very  effective 
results  by  a  Committee  on  Evaluation  of  the 
Work  of  the  Graduate  Nurse.  Under  the 
leadership  of  Miss  Kathleen  Newton,  a 
committee  primarily  of  staff  nurses  worked 
over  a  period  of  more  than  a  year  and  in  the 
spring  submitted  their  report  set  up  as  a 
guide  to  the  nursing  staff  and  a  form  for 
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evaluation  of  work  which  are  now  in  use 
in  all  clinical  departments  for  a  trial  period 
of  one  year. 

STAFF  CHANGES 

Miss  Bessie  A.  R.  Parker,  Associate 
Director  of  Nursing  Service  and  Associate 
Dean  of  the  School  of  Nursing,  retired 
June  30.  Miss  Parker  had  been  on  the  nursing 
staff  and  faculty  for  19  years,  having  served 
as  Night  Administrative  Assistant,  Depart- 
ment Head  in  Medical  and  Surgical  Nursing, 
and  Director  of  the  Nursing  Service  and  of 
the  School  of  Nursing.  During  the  trying 
years  of  World  War  II,  in  the  capacity  of 
Acting  Dean  and  Acting  Director  of  the 
Nursing  Service,  she  met  the  unusually 
heavy  demands  with  a  steady  and  never- 
ending  vigor  and  ingenuity.  The  dual  posi- 
tion held  by  Miss  Parker  was  on  July  1 
replaced  by  two  positions — one  of  Associate 
Director  of  Nursing  Service  and  another  of 
Associate  Dean  of  the  School  of  Nursing. 

Miss  Muriel  Carbery  returned  from  study 
leave  in  February,  served  as  a  Special  Assist- 
ant in  Nursing  during  the  spring  and  on 
July  1  assumed  the  duties  of  Associate 
Director  of  Nursing  Service.  Miss  Carbery, 
a  graduate  of  the  New  York  Hospital  School 
of  Nursing  in  the  class  of  1937,  has  held 
several  positions  in  the  Center  including 
those  of  Head  of  the  Nursing  Service  in  the 
Private  Patients  Department,  and  subse- 
quently of  the  Operating  Rooms. 

On  Miss  Parker's  retirement,  Miss 
Veronica  Lyons,  formerly  Assistant  Dean 
of  the  School  of  Nursing,  assumed  the  duties 
of  Associate  Dean. 

STAFFING 

At  no  time  during  the  year  has  the  staff 
total  reached  even  the  minimum  quota  and, 
as  indicated  in  the  report  of  the  Director  of 
the  Hospital,  twice  during  the  year  this 
necessitated  closing  beds.  Having  set  up 
for  graduate  nurses  a  minimum  quota  of  721, 


we  were  short  all  year  from  120  to  220,  the 
number  fluctuating  from  month  to  month. 
In  auxiliary  staff,  we  made  a  steady  increase 
in  each  month  from  399  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  to  515  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
quality  of  staff  available  in  this  category,  as 
well  as  the  turnover,  however,  has  presented 
real  difficulties.  The  increase  has  been  almost 
entirely  in  nursing  aides  which  increased 
from  127  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  221 
at  the  end  in  accord  with  our  definite  plan 
to  increase  this  group.  The  number  of  stu- 
dents has  increased  from  209  to  236  although 
not  all  are  in  the  clinical  departments  at  any 
one  time. 

It  is  to  be  noted,  therefore,  that  with  the 
increase  in  auxiliary  staff  and  decrease  in 
graduates,  our  employed  staff  in  the  nursing 
department  during  the  last  nine  months  of 
the  year  was  practically  50%  auxiliary 
workers.  This  places  on  all  staff  nurses  a 
very  real  responsibility  for  the  supervision 
of  the  work  of  the  auxiliary  members  of  the 
staff  and,  therefore,  an  understanding  of  the 
duties  and  how  to  arrange  and  follow  up 
assignments.  Also,  in  determining  the  de- 
sirable proportion  of  auxiliary  staff,  there 
are  other  factors  to  be  considered  besides 
what  proportion  of  the  duties  can  be  carried 
by  these  assistants.  For  instance,  as  the 
proportion  of  nurses  decreases,  the  amount 
of  time  which  each  nurse  must  spend  on 
evening  and  night  duty  increases,  and  this 
raises  real  problems. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  343 
resignations  of  nurses  and  329  appointments, 
which  indicates  a  tremendous  setback  in 
efficiency  and  outlay  of  time  in  orienting 
new  staff  members  in  this  group  as  well  as  in 
auxiliary  workers  referred  to  above.  The 
availability  of  positions  for  nurses,  prac- 
tically everywhere  in  the  country,  the  pres- 
sure of  work,  the  necessity  for  carrying  con- 
siderable amounts  of  evening,  night  and 
weekend  duty  when  there  are  more  and  more 
positions  outside  of  hospitals  in  which 
these  shifts  are  not  required,  are  all  important 
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factors  in  the  reasons  for  turnover.  It  is 
significant  to  note  that  in  1949,  the  one  year 
in  recent  years  in  which  there  has  been  felt 
any  real  release  from  pressure,  the  turnover 
was  definitely  lower  than  in  the  other  years. 

PERSONNEL  PRACTICES 

A  number  of  changes  in  personnel  policies 
during  the  year  have  served  to  improve 
conditions  of  work.  Social  security  became 
effective  January  1.  New  salary  scales  were 
instituted  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
(effective  12-25-50)  and  again  in  August. 
A  more  satisfactory  provision  was  made  for 
overtime  payment  and  for  nurses  on  call  in 
the  operating  rooms  and  recovery  room. 
Nurses  received  a  full  day's  holiday  instead 
of  a  half  day  for  all  recognized  holidays 
during  the  year.  Reference  to  a  staff  organi- 
zation has  been  made  under  Joint  Planning. 

SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 

The  picture  in  relation  to  the  School  of 
Nursing  could  hardly  be  more  encouraging. 
Real  promise  for  the  future  of  nursing  is 
indicated  in  the  quality  of  student,  her 
adjustment  to  present  day  nursing,  and  the 
steady  increase  in  the  number  of  applicants. 
This  is  the  sixth  year  in  which  all  students 
have  completed  two  years  of  general  liberal 
arts  work  in  college  before  admission  and 
are  candidates  for  the  Bachelor's  degree  on 
completion  of  the  program  in  the  School. 
In  these  six  years,  the  number  admitted  has 
increased  steadily  from  36  in  1946  to  87  in 
1951,  the  largest  class  in  the  history  of  the 
School.  Applications  at  this  point  for  ad- 
mission in  September  1952  are  greater  in 
number  than  for  1951. 

The  confusing  picture  which  continues  to 
be  presented  by  schools  of  nursing  through- 
out the  country  makes  the  selection  of  a 
school  very  difficult  for  young  women 
interested  in  nursing.  This  is  especially  true 
for  young   women   who   want  a  collegiate 


program.  Particularly  important  to  our 
School,  therefore,  has  been  the  help  of 
our  Public  Relations  Department  and  the 
assignment  to  nursing  of  a  full-time  member 
of  the  public  relations  staff  during  the  past 
few  years.  It  is  apparent  from  the  experience 
of  recent  years  that  as  the  program  of  our 
School  has  become  better  known  by  appli^ 
cants,  parents,  and  school  counselors  we  can 
count  on  an  adequate  number  of  qualified 
applicants.  This  is  a  very  encouraging  trend 
as  the  students  enrolled  in  degree  programs 
throughout  the  country  now  constitute  only 
9  per  cent  of  the  total  student  enrollment  in 
schools  of  nursing.  Because  of  the  demands 
inherent  in  rapidly  changing  and  expanding 
hospital  and  health  programs,  a  considerable 
increase  in  degree  graduates  is  necessary. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  evidence  of  the 
need  for  the  graduates  of  collegiate  schools 
of  nursing,  and  likewise  for  endowments  for 
these  schools,  the  recent  action  of  the  Gover- 
nors of  The  Society  in  designating  a  fund  to 
be  known  as  the  Endowment  Fund  of  the 
School  of  Nursing  is  a  matter  of  great  im- 
portance. The  significance  of  this  step  can  be 
judged  by  the  fact  that  for  nearly  30  years  all 
national  studies  of  the  nursing  situation  have 
pointed  to  the  need  for  endowments  for  nurs- 
ing education  and  to  the  importance  of  the 
university  school  of  nursing  as  a  means  of 
providing  professional  nurses.  These  studies 
include  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  study, 
"Nursing  and  Nursing  Education  in  the 
United  States"  in  1923;  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Grading  of  Nursing 
Schools,  "Nursing  Schools  Today  and  To- 
morrow" in  1934;  the  Ginsberg  report,  "A 
Program  for  the  Nursing  Profession"  in  1948; 
and  the  report  under  the  auspices  of  the  Na- 
tional Nursing  Council,  "Nursing  for  the 
Future"  by  Esther  Lucille  Brown  in  1948. 
The  generous  gift  of  $70,000  to  our  new  En- 
dowment Fund  from  the  Hiram  Edward 
Manville  Foundation  has  brought  the  total 
endowment  gifts,  as  of  the  end  of  the  year, 
to  $72,300. 
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Increasing  participation  of  auxiliary  work- 
ers in  the  care  of  patients  makes  it  important 
that  professional  nurses  be  prepared  to  give 
leadership  in  the  nursing  team.  This  is, 
therefore,  now  one  of  the  objectives  of  our 
program  in  the  School.  Beginning  in  the  first 
term,  the  student  is  given  opportunity  to 
understand  the  preparation  and  place  of  these 
workers  in  the  hospital  and  home.  Increas- 
ingly as  she  progresses,  she  functions  side  by 
side  with  the  nursing  aide  and  practical 
nurse,  and  finally  as  a  senior  assumes  leader- 
ship of  a  group. 

The  Committee  for  Scholarships  again  pre- 
sented the  School  with  $3,000  for  the 
Scholarship  Fund.  In  the  four  years  in  which 
the  Committee  has  been  working  for  the 
Fund,  their  gifts  have  totaled  $10,400.  This 
Fund  has  been  invaluable  to  the  School  in 
making  it  possible  to  help  students  who 
might  otherwise  be  lost  from  nursing. 
Twenty  students  have  benefited  from  the 
Fund  this  year. 


Both  in  the  work  of  Nursing  Service  and 
in  the  School,  we  have  had  the  help  of  mem- 
bers of  many  departments  of  the  Hospital  and 
Medical  College.  We  take  this  opportunity 
to  record  our  appreciation.  We  would  like 
to  share  our  privilege  of  being  the  staff 
which,  with  the  Medical  staff,  is  closest  to 
the  patient,  by  passing  on  to  members  of 
other  hospital  departments  our  observations 
of  how  vital  their  services  are  to  the  patient 
since  many  of  them  are  not  on  the  floors 
where  they  can  actually  see  for  themselves. 
We  are  indebted  particularly  to  Dr.  Henry  N. 
Pratt  and  to  his  immediate  assistants,  to 
Dr.  Stanhope  Bayne-Jones,  to  the  President 
of  the  Medical  Board,  the  Chiefs  of  the  Clini- 
cal Services,  and  to  Mr.  Laurence  G.  Payson 
for  their  continued  support  and  under- 
standing.

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Report  of  the  Social  Service  Committee 


To  the  Board  of  Governors 

The  Society  of  The  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen : 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  to  you  the 
39th  Annual  Report  of  the  Social  Service 
Committee  of  The  New  York  Hospital. 

The  shortage  of  properly  qualified  medical 
social  workers,  which  has  existed  for  some 
time,  made  itself  evident  in  our  department 
during  the  past  year.  We  were  unable  to  fill 
three  positions  during  the  last  quarter  of 
1951,  and  so  the  remaining  workers  had  to 
increase  their  share  of  the  case  load.  This 
has  been  very  disturbing  to  Miss  Theodate 
H.  Soule,  the  Director  of  the  Department, 
and  to  the  Committee,  because  we  want 
to  give  complete  and  high  quality  service 
and  this  cannot  be  done  when  there  is 
unusual  pressure  on  the  workers.  Although 
the  assignment  of  one  of  our  workers  to  the 
newly  developed  Clinic  for  Comprehensive 
Medical  Care  and  Teaching  Program  caused 
one  of  the  vacancies,  we  were  glad  to  cooper- 
ate as  we  consider  this  an  important  oppor- 
tunity for  medical  social  service.  This 
worker  will  not  only  give  service  to  the 
patients,  but  will  participate  in  the  teaching 
of  the  medical  students  in  that  clinic.  The 
Committee  is  particularly  interested  in  this 
clinic  as  it  carries  out  some  of  the  principles 
of  teaching  practised  in  the  Family  Health 
Advisors  Project  in  which  we  participated. 

The  organization  of  applications  for  pay- 
ment of  medical  care  from  the  Department  of 
Health  has  been  accomplished  by  the  case 
aide  who  was  added  to  the  staff  a  year  ago. 
Her  work  has  resulted  in  greater  speed  and 


accuracy  in  making  these  applications.  The 
department  was  pleased  to  accede  to  the  re- 
quest of  the  Administration  that  there  be  a 
series  of  conferences  with  the  Admitting  De- 
partment on  the  techniques  of  interviewing 
prospective  patients  and  how  to  interpret  the 
attitudes  which  these  patients  might  present. 

We  had  five  students  from  the  New  York 
School  of  Social  Work  with  us  during  the 
year.  Miss  Soule  continues  the  classes  for  the 
student  nurses,  and  participated  in  the  teach- 
ing of  medical  students  through  the  Family 
Health  Advisors  Project  under  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  and  Preventive  Medi- 
cine. She  also  has  conferences  with  third 
year  medical  students  in  the  Department  of 
Pediatrics. 

Last  spring  Miss  Soule  was  given  leave  of 
absence  to  conduct  a  series  of  workshops 
across  the  country  at  the  Regional  Meetings 
of  the  National  Foundation  for  Infantile 
Paralysis  on  "Family,  Hospital  and  Founda- 
tion Participation  in  the  Planning  of  the 
Care  of  the  Polio  Patient";  she  spoke  in 
Boston  last  fall  on  the  same  subject.  She  is 
Chairman  of  the  Medical  Social  Service  Ad- 
visory Committees  of  the  American  Cancer 
Society  and  the  United  Hospital  Fund. 

The  Patients'  Library,  under  the  chair- 
manship of  Mrs.  Etienne  Boegner,  moved  to 
new  quarters  on  the  eighteenth  floor.  The 
new  library  was  completely  decorated 
through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Boegner. 
During  the  year  15,987  English  books  and 
775  foreign  language  books  were  given  out 
to  pavilion  and  semi-private  patients.  The 
service  was  extended  to  the  afternoon 
periods  on  some  of  the  pavilions.    After  dis- 
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cussion  with  the  Administration  it  was  de- 
cided not  to  circulate  books  to  the  private 
patients. 

Our  participation  in  Everybody's  Thrift 
Shop  continues  to  yield  us  a  very  substantial 
sum  of  money.  We  appreciate  that  the  only 
reason  we  can  raise  so  much  money  from  the 
sale  of  second  hand  goods  is  because  of  the 
hard  work  of  Mrs.  Russell  Cecil  and  her 
committee. 

The  Hospital  Gift  Shop  (Mrs.  David  P. 
Barr,  Chairman)  had  a  year  of  increasing 
costs  and  decreasing  profits;  however,  the 
total  volume  of  sales  rose,  so  our  net  returns 
remained  the  same  as  last  year.  Mrs.  Dineen, 
the  director,  was  asked  to  speak  to  a  women's 
hospital  group  in  Providence  on  how  to  run 
a  hospital  gift  shop.   People  from  all  over  the 


country  continue  to  come  and  look  at  our 
shop. 

Mrs.  E.  Bliss  Parkinson  was  our  group 
leader  in  the  United  Hospital  Campaign.  We 
had  four  teams  in  the  drive  who  brought  in 
620  gifts  amounting  to  $167,839-40.  Mrs. 
William  Woodward,  Jr.  was  the  leader  for 
The  New  York  Hospital  in  Hospital  Box 
Week. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  Board  of  Governors,  the  Administration, 
and  all  the  people  in  the  Hospital  for  the 
generous  help  and  cooperation  they  have 
given  us  during  the  past  year.

Legacies  to  the  Hospital 

The  Hospital  has  been  greatly  aided  by  this  form  of  generosity.  No  precise  words 
are  necessary  to  a  valid  legacy  to  the  corporation.  The  following  clause,  however, 
may  be  suggested : 

"I  give  and  bequeath  to  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  NEW  YORK 
HOSPITAL  the  sum  of dollars." 

If  land  or  any  specific  personal  property  such  as  bonds,  stocks,  etc.,  is  given, 
a  brief  description  of  the  property  should  be  inserted  instead  of  the  words  "the 
sum  of dollars." 

A  lawyer  should  be  retained  to  supervise  the  drawing  of  the  Will  and  its  execu- 
tion in  order  to  make  sure  that  all  requirements  of  law  are  complied  with.  It  is 
advisable  to  give  the  Hospital  considerable  latitude  in  the  use  of  funds  because 
changing  circumstances  may  otherwise  lessen  the  usefulness  of  the  gift. 

Endowed  Beds 

A  bed  may  be  endowed  by  a  donation  of  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  to  the 
general  funds  of  The  Society.  The  endowment  of  a  bed  entitles  the  donor  to  nomi- 
nate, subject  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Hospital,  a  patient  to  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  one  bed  in  the  pavilions  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  except  for 
special  service,  for  a  total  of  as  many  days  in  any  twelve  months'  period  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  The  privilege  of  nomination  may  not 
extend  beyond  the  generation  succeeding  the  donor,  nor  for  longer  than  25  years. 
The  Governors  may  in  their  discretion  accept  such  other  gifts  for  endowed  beds  as 
they  may  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  The  Society.

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A      SUMMARY      OF      HISTORY      AND       OBJECTIVES 


T 


y ) (  N[he  New  York  Hospital,  which  has  cared  for  approximately  3,801,000  patients 
during  its  181-year  history,  was  founded  in  1771  by  a  charter  granted  by 
King  George  III  of  England.     It  was  this  City's  first  hospital. 

The  original  building,  on  a  farm  in  lower  Manhattan,  burned  before  occupancy. 
Reconstruction  was  completed  in  time  for  the  Hospital  to  receive  as  its  first  patients 
American  Revolutionary  War  troops  wounded  in  July,  1776. 

The  Hospital  is  operated  by  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  through  its 
Board  of  Governors,  and  The  Society  has  as  its  membership  a  group  of  public-spirited 
citizens  whose  interest  and  financial  generosity  are  invaluable  and  who  therefore 
share  in  the  service  and  progress  achieved  by  the  Center. 

The  New  York  Hospital  occupies  with  Cornell  University  Medical  College  and 
with  the  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  the  buildings 
of  The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  at  68th  Street  and  the  East 
River.  This  Center  was  opened  in  1932.  Most  of  the  staff  doctors  are  members 
of  the  Medical  College  faculty.  The  activities  of  the  three  institutions  are  coor- 
dinated by  a  Joint  Administrative  Board  under  the  personal  and  active  supervision 
of  the  President  of  this  Board. 


Three  independently  famous  hospitals  have  in  the  course  of  years  become 
affiliated  with  The  New  York  Hospital  and  their  operations  consolidated  with  ours. 
Thus,  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  founded  in  1799,  Manhattan  Maternity  &  Dispensary 
and  the  New  York  Nursery  &  Child's  Hospital  all  form  part  of  The  New  York 
Hospital  clinics  and  departments  operating  in  their  respective  fields.  In  1947  these 
hospitals  were  legally  merged  into  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital. 

In  addition  to  its  functions  as  a  general  hospital  with  extensive  out-patient 
departments,  The  New  York  Hospital  carries  on  special  psychiatric  activities  in 
Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  in  its  own  Center  and  in  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Westchester  Division  at  White  Plains,  New  York.  The  latter  Division  was  known 
at  its  founding,  in  1821,  as  Bloomingdale  Hospital,  due  to  its  location  on  Blooming- 
dale  Road,  now  Broadway.  Even  prior  to  the  establishment  of  Bloomingdale,  The 
New  York  Hospital  was  the  first  in  the  country  to  have  a  separate  psychiatric 
department  located  in  a  separate  building. 

Throughout  its  history,  the  Hospital — a  voluntary  hospital  which  does  not 
operate  for  profit — has  adopted  and  furthered  a  fourfold  concept  of  medicine : 

Care  of  the  Sick.  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  operation  for  1953  in  provid- 
ing patients  with  the  most  modern  type  of  medical  care  will  be  $15,121,421;  this 
figure  includes  provision  for  depreciation.  Despite  the  practice  of  every  economy  con- 
sistent with  sound  medicine,  the  Hospital  must  depend  on  income  from  endowment 
and  on  the  United  Hospital  Fund,  the  Greater  New  York  Fund  and  on  membership 
and  other  contributions  to  permit  it  to  meet  annual  deficits  arising  from  the  fact  that 
more  than  82.4  per  cent  of  its  patients  do  not  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  care. 

Teaching.  The  long  affiliation  of  The  New  York  Hospital  and  Cornell  Univer- 
sity Medical  College  expresses  the  Hospital's  time-tested  philosophy  that  great 
medical  institutions  must  provide  for  the  teaching  and  training  of  new  doctors, 
nurses  and  technicians  for  tomorrow  as  well  as  for  the  care  of  the  sick  today.  The 
Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  is  one  of  the  few  whose 
courses  can  lead  to  a  B.S.  degree  in  nursing. 

Research.  In  every  clinical  and  preclinical  department  of  the  institution, 
research  probes  constantly  for  new  methods  of  diagnosis,  new  types  of  care  and  wider 
understanding  of  new  drugs.  The  already  tangible  results  of  research  in  the  early 
diagnosis  of  cancer,  in  penicillin,  streptomycin,  sulfa  drugs  and  psychosomatic 
medicine,  for  example,  vouch  for  the  importance  of  research  in  a  well-rounded 
hospital  program. 

Preventive  Medicine.  The  Hospital  works  constantly  not  only  to  cure  sick- 
ness but  to  accelerate  the  development  of  new  knowledge  and  methods  of  preventing 
sickness.     Our  concept  of  medicine  is  to  prevent  illness  as  well  as  to  cure  it.

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Report  of  the  President 


It  is  my  privilege  to  present  this  report  to 
the  Members  of  The  Society  of  the  New 
York  Hospital. 

During  1952,  73,988  persons  turned  to  us 
for  help  when  ill,  physically  or  mentally. 
To  all  of  them  we  gave  our  best  care,  with 
the  result  that  nearly  all  were  returned  to 
their  communities  once  more  able  to  under- 
take normal  civilian  duties.  We  note  with 
pride  that  during  the  181  years  of  our  history 
we  have  been  privileged  to  offer  care  and 
treatment  and  service  to  3,801,033  patients 
who,  at  one  time  or  another,  turned  to  New 
York's  senior  hospital  for  aid,  when  sick. 

Our  treatment,  care  and  service  to  our 
community  during  1952  resulted  in  an  oper- 
ating deficit  of  $3,463,000  (before  deprecia- 
tion on  buildings).  This  was  our  contribu- 
tion, measured  in  terms  of  dollars,  to  our 
community.  Our  net  deficit  (before  depre- 
ciation on  buildings)  was  $1,588,884. 

The  Board  of  Governors  is  fully  aware  of 
what  this  and  former  deficits  mean.  We  have 
weighed  these  deficits,  incurred  as  a  large 
teaching,  voluntary  general  hospital,  against 
the  benefits  we  feel  we  render  to  the  com- 
munity. We  have  felt  that  we  must  maintain 
the  highest  quality  of  treatment  and  care 
and  that  our  members  and  friends  will  sup- 
port us  in  this  position.  As  you  read  on, 
you  will  find  how  generously  we  have  been 
supported.  Nevertheless,  in  order  to  take 
stock  of  ourselves,  the  Board  of  Governors 
during  the  year  decided  to  engage  the  services 
of  experts  to  examine  into  our  management. 
We  have  asked  Messrs.  Cresap,  McCormick 
and  Paget  to  assist  us  in  general  management 
studies  and  we  have  asked  Messrs.  Lukens, 
Savage  and  Washburn  to  study  our  insurance 


and  employee  benefit  programs.  The  report 
of  these  studies  will  reach  us  during  1953. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  again  that  our 
deficits  arise  because,  for  several  years — and 
this  was  also  true  in  1952 — approximately 
82.4%  of  our  patients  were  unable  to  pay 
the  full  cost  of  their  care.  We  raised  certain 
of  our  rates  during  the  year.  We  had  some 
support  from  New  York  City  and  from  the 
Associated  Hospital  Service  Plan  of  New 
York  (Blue  Cross) — as  did  other  voluntary 
hospitals — in  that  both  New  York  City  and 
the  Associated  Hospital  Service  somewhat 
increased  their  reimbursements  to  us  during 
the  latter  part  of  1952;  but  we  still  feel  that 
we  should  receive  greater  reimbursement  and 
we  feel  that  New  York  City  should  support 
our  Out-Patient  Department.  Our  out- 
patient visits  last  year  totaled  254,988,  at 
a  cost  of  $1,227,909  of  which  amount  the 
patients  paid  $639,531.  We  have  urged,  and 
continue  to  urge  the  City  of  New  York  to 
contribute  toward  the  expenses  of  out- 
patient departments  of  all  voluntary  hos- 
pitals. 

To  meet  our  1952  operating  deficit,  The 
Society  had  the  benefit  of  its  income  from 
investments — $1,176,629 — and  the  very  gen- 
erous support  of  members  and  friends.  Our 
gifts  from  membership  and  other  current 
donations  totaled  $697,487  in  1952;  in  1951 
these  were  $699,652.  Legacies  and  gifts  to 
capital  received  during  the  year  totaled 
$1,554,744  compared  with  $875,323  in  1951 
and  $30,820  in  1950.  In  last  year's  outstand- 
ing total  is  the  very  notable  legacy  of 
$1,200,000  from  the  late  Sylvia  A.  H.  G. 
Wilks.  We  and  many  other  hospitals,  uni- 
versities,   schools    and    churches    were    the 
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beneficiaries  of  Mrs.  Wilks'  generosity.  Her 
name  will  be  added  to  the  names  of  our 
many  other  friends  who,  from  the  time  of 
our  Charter,  have  made  it  possible  for  The 
New  York  Hospital  to  care  for  the  sick. 
Our  capital  funds,  at  book  value, 
amounted  on  December  31, 1952  to  $40,997,325 
as  compared  with  $41,089,398  on  December 

31,  1951- 

Not  only  were  our  income  and  our  capital 
helped  in  these  ways,  but  the  increased  gen- 
erosity on  the  part  of  our  members  and 
friends,  including  foundations  and  businesses 
as  well  as  individuals,  was  augmented  by  the 
contributions  from  the  United  Hospital 
Fund  and  the  Greater  New  York  Fund. 
We  know  of  fifty  women  and  thirty-five 
men  who  gave  of  their  time  to  seek  funds 
during  the  United  Hospital  Fund  campaign. 
There  are  others  who  helped  whose  names 
we  do  not  have;  but  all  the  workers  and  the 
donors  combined  were  responsible  for  credit- 
ing The  New  York  Hospital  and  The  Lying- 
in  Hospital  Teams  in  1952  with  raising 
$207,182.  We  are  deeply  indebted  to  every 
worker  and  every  contributor  for  this  splen- 
did support. 

I  pointed  out  in  1951  that  100  pavilion 
(ward)  beds  would  be  transferred  in  1952  to 
semi-private  status,  as  a  step  toward  reduc- 
ing the  deficit  of  The  Society  and,  at  the 
same  time,  enlarging  the  number  of  semi- 
private  accommodations  available.  This 
transference  has  been  accomplished  without 
disruption  of  the  teaching  and  research  pro- 
grams— a  distinct  credit  to  the  Clinical 
Department  Heads,  the  Nursing  Staff,  the 
Administration  and  to  all  who  shared  in 
this  achievement.  It  is  estimated  that  The 
Society's  deficit  was  reduced  by  $130,000  in 
1952  by  this  transference.  The  full  effect 
of  this  program  will  not  be  felt  until  1953. 

Statements  on  many  matters  of  importance 
— such  as  the  Comprehensive  Medical  Care 
and  Teaching  Program  at  this  Center,  the 
Practitioners'  Conferences,  research  programs, 
and   administrative  matters — will   be  found 


in  the  remarks  of  Dr.  David  P.  Barr,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Medical  Board,  Dr.  Henry  N. 
Pratt,  Director,  The  New  York  Hospital, 
Miss  Muriel  Carbery,  Director  Nursing  Serv- 
ice and  Mrs.  Nathaniel  P.  Hill,  Chairman  of 
the  Social  Service  Committee.  Individual 
reports  of  the  work  of  the  Westchester  Divi- 
sion, of  the  Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric 
Clinic,  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  and  of 
certain  of  our  clinical  departments  are  avail- 
able for  those  who  are  particularly  interested 
in  these  specialized  fields. 

The  School  of  Nursing  celebrated  its  75th 
Anniversary  during  1952  with  a  series  of 
events,  the  most  outstanding  of  which 
occurred  on  June  12,  1952,  when  over  300 
alumnae  and  many  friends  of  the  School  met 
at  this  Center.  In  recognition  of  the  occa- 
sion, The  Society  distributed  copies  of  the 
75-year  history  of  this  school,  prepared  under 
the  direction  of  the  Dean,  by  Mrs.  Helene 
Jamieson  Jordan.  The  Board  of  Governors 
of  The  Society,  having  previously  set  up  an 
endowment  fund  for  the  School,  noted  the 
growth  of  this  endowment  fund  to  $96,240. 

During  1952  the  duties  of  the  Dean  of  the 
School  of  Nursing  and  of  Director  of  Nursing 
Service,  which,  for  several  years,  have  been 
carried  by  Miss  Virginia  M.  Dunbar,  were 
divided.  Miss  Dunbar  became  Dean  of  the 
Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing  and  Miss  Muriel  Carbery 
became  Director  of  the  Nursing  Service  of 
The  New  York  Hospital. 

The  181st  Charter  Day  of  The  Society  of 
the  New  York  Hospital  was  held  on  May  8, 
1952  with  478  persons  present  to  hear  ad- 
dresses by  Mrs.  August  Belmont  on  the 
subject  "Nursing  and  Nurses  Today"  and 
by  Dr.  Lester  J.  Evans,  Executive  Associate 
of  the  Commonwealth  Fund  on  "The  Next 
Twenty  Years." 

The  Hospital  Art  Committee,  created  a 
standing  committee  of  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors in  December  1951,  completed  its  first 
year  of  service.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that 
due  to  the  energy  of  this  committee  and  its 
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predecessor  committee,  there  are  now  826 
pictures  brightening  the  halls  and  rooms 
throughout  this  Center.  Most  of  these  pic- 
tures are  original  oils  or  water  colors, 
although  a  number  of  reproductions  have 
also  been  purchased.  Upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Hospital  Art  Committee,  the 
Governors  agreed  that  some  of  the  older 
portraits  of  early  presidents  of  The  Society 
and  doctors  be  reconditioned.  The  work  is 
being  done  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sheldon  Keck 
of  the  Brooklyn  Museum.  During  1952  the 
portrait  of  Mr.  William  Harding  Jackson, 
the  President  of  The  Society  in  1941  and 
I947-I949  was  hung  in  the  President's 
corridor. 

To  allow  for  the  future  physical  expansion 
of  the  Center,  the  Governors  on  April  30, 
1952  purchased  three  parcels  of  land,  428-36 
East  69th  Street;  and  noted  with  much  in- 
terest the  handsome  donation  received  by 
Cornell  University  Medical  College  for  the 
erection  of  F.  W.  Olin  Hall,  a  student 
dormitory  to  be  built  during  1953-1954  at 
1295  York  Avenue.  At  White  Plains,  two 
new  houses  were  built  for  occupancy  by 
members  of  the  professional  staff  and  one 
new  building  was  started,  for  use  by  patients. 

Due  to  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Leland 
Eggleston  Cofer  and  a  second  anonymous 
donor,  work  was  commenced  on  the  Leland 
Eggleston  Cofer  Memorial  Chapel.  This  has 
been  located  in  the  eastern  court,  adjacent 
to  the  main  entrance  hall  on  68th  Street. 

Commencing  on  June  1  we  received  the 
enthusiastic  support  of  the  East  Midtown 
Ministers'  Association,  the  Archdiocese  of 
New  York  and  the  New  York  Board  of 
Rabbis  in  initiating  a  Chaplaincy  Service.  A 
minister,  priest  and  rabbi  visit  the  patients 
in  this  Hospital  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  mornings,  calling  on  those  who 
wish  to  be  visited  by  a  member  of  the  clergy. 
The  program  has  been  of  great  value  to  the 
patients  and  we  are  indebted  to  the  many 
members  of  the  clergy  who  have  brought  this 
program  into  being. 


The  Board  noted  with  regret  the  death  of 
Honorary  Governor  Arthur  Iselin  on  May  6, 
1952  and  the  resignation  of  Governor 
William  Gage  Brady,  Jr.  on  December  2, 
1952.  On  February  5,  1952  Mr.  William  H. 
Harrison  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors, and  on  December  2,  1952  Dr.  Connie 
M.  Guion  was  elected  an  Honorary  Governor. 
The  Board,  in  October,  accepted  with  regret 
the  resignation  of  Dr.  August  H.  Groeschel, 
Assistant  Director  of  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital, in  order  that  he  might  accept  the 
Directorship  of  the  Philadelphia  General 
Hospital.  Dr.  John  A.  Evans  who  had  been 
acting  Radiologist-in-Chief  from  January  1, 
1952  to  June  30,  became  Radiologist-in-Chief 
on  July  1,  1952. 

After  six  years  of  outstanding  service  as 
the  President  of  the  Joint  Administrative 
Board  of  The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell 
Medical  Center,  Dr.  Stanhope  Bayne-Jones 
accepted  an  appointment  as  Civilian  Tech- 
nical Director  of  the  Army  Medical  Research 
Development  Program,  with  headquarters 
in  the  office  of  the  Surgeon  General  in  Wash- 
ington. Dr.  Bayne -Jones's  retirement  be- 
comes effective  August  1,  1953,  but  I  do  not 
want  this  opportunity  to  pass  without  pay- 
ing tribute  to  the  devotion  which  he  has 
shown  to  this  Center  and  to  the  able  ad- 
ministrative leadership  he  has  given  during 
his  entire  tenure  of  office. 

On  December  2,  1952  the  sixth  Service 
Anniversary  Dinner  was  held  to  honor  those 
at  this  Medical  Center  who  had  served  here 
fifteen  or  more  years.  Since  this  series  of 
awards  was  introduced  in  1947,  467  persons 
have  been  honored  for  service  of  15-24  years, 
and  236  persons  for  service  of  25  years  and 
over;  these  persons  include  Governors, 
doctors,  nurses  and  employees  who  served  at 
the  Cornell  University  Medical  College,  The 
New  York  Hospital,  Payne  Whitney  Psy- 
chiatric Clinic  and  the  Westchester  Division. 
Within  the  15  to  24  year  class  are  8  of  the 
present  Governors;  5  are  in  the  25  year  group. 
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One  hundred  seventy-seven  retired  em- 
ployees are  receiving  benefits  under  The 
Society's  Retirement  Plan,  or  Federal  Old- 
Age  and  Survivors  Insurance  (Social  Se- 
curity), or  both.  Thirty-two  pensioned  em- 
ployees have  died  since  January  1,  1947 
when  the  Plan  was  adopted. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Relations  Depart- 
ment during  the  past  year  has  been  char- 
acterized by  a  continuous  effort  to  secure 
contributions  in  order  to  meet  the  ever 
increasing  demands  for  care  by  the  needy 
sick.  Total  contributions  for  the  year  1952 
increased  over  1951-  There  were  a  greater 
number  of  individual  contributors  to  general 
funds  during  1952  but  the  greatest  proportion 
of  the  total  increase  occurred  through  desig- 
nated gifts  for  specific  projects.  Eight  appeals 
consisting  of  some  131,000  pieces  were  mailed 
during  the  course  of  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  fund  raising  program, 
the  Public  Relations  Department  assisted  in 
the  preparation  and  checking  of  material  for 
publication  by  doctors,  nurses  and  others; 
in  preparing  printed  material  for  many 
departments  of  The  New  York  Hospital, 
The  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing  and  Nursing  Service  with 
emphasis  on  the  recruitment  of  both  student 
nurses  and  staff  nurses;  and  in  presenting 
the  Hospital  and  its  services  to  the  public 
through  press  releases,  exhibits,  magazine 
articles,  radio  and  television  programs.  The 
department  acted  as  host  to  471  visitors  who 
made  the  regular  weekly  tour  of  the  Hospital, 
and  arranged  many  special  tours  for  visiting 
doctors,  nurses  and  dignitaries  from  other 
cities  and  countries.  The  department  co- 
operated in  the  planning  of  the  Charter  Day 
celebration   and    in   the    organization   of   a 


number  of  other  special  events.  The  work 
of  the  department  has  been  faithfully  and 
diligently  directed  since  1941  by  our  fellow- 
Governor,  Walter  G.  Dunnington,  through 
the  Membership  Committee,  and  has  meant 
a  very  great  deal  to  The  Society. 

The  membership  of  The  Society  of  the 
New  York  Hospital  now  numbers  508  men 
and  women  who  with  other  devoted  friends 
help  us  annually  with  their  time  and  money. 
As  I  have  said  before,  The  Society,  without 
this  loyal  support,  could  not  fulfill  its  pri- 
mary purpose  of  caring  for  the  sick,  nor 
could  it  carry  forward  its  program  with  Cor- 
nell University  Medical  College  to  teach  and 
train  doctors,  to  teach  and  train  nurses,  and 
to  advance  the  programs  in  research  and 
preventive  medicine. 

To  supplement  our  large  staff  of  3,481 
employees  in  the  main  Hospital  in  New  York 
City  and  at  the  Westchester  Division  in 
White  Plains,  we  have  had  the  added  help 
of  490  individual  volunteers  and  groups. 

To  all  employees  and  friends  and  to  the 
several  hundred  members  of  our  professional 
staff,  to  doctors  and  nurses,  I  express  my 
deep  appreciation  for  what  each  has  done 
to  make  our  181st  year  one  of  service  to  the 
community.  The  part  which  a  voluntary 
general  hospital  plays  in  the  life  of  this  city 
is  of  the  greatest  importance,  for  without 
the  voluntary  general  hospital,  the  city 
would  be  unable  to  care  for  the  needy  sick. 
We  need  the  continued  aid  and  encourage- 
ment of  all  of  our  friends  so  that  this — New 
York's  oldest  voluntary  hospital — may  con- 
tinue to  play  its  part  in  the  community,  and 
serve  the  sick  for  many  years  to  come.

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Report  of  the  President  of  the  Medical  Board 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen : 

This  report  of  the  professional  work  for 
the  year  1952  is  based  upon  detailed  state- 
ments submitted  by  the  chiefs  of  all  of  the 
clinical  departments.  It  is  regrettable  that 
limitation  of  space  prevents  their  complete 
transcription  for  only  by  reading  them  in 
their  entirety  can  one  obtain  a  true  picture 
of  the  extraordinary  range  of  activities  of  the 
staff.  The  account  which  follows  is  selective 
and  includes  only  a  few  of  many  events  and 
accomplishments  that  would  be  worthy  of 
extended  discussion. 


STAFF 

Retirements  and  Resignations.  Dr.  Ralph  W. 
Nauss,  Parasitologist,  retired  after  long  and 
devoted  service  to  the  Center  and  a  notable 
career  of  over  40  years  in  his  chosen  field. 

Several  members  of  the  staff  were  called  to 
fill  important  posts  in  other  institutions. 
Dr.  Charles  G.  Child,  III,  Attending  Surgeon, 
left  to  assume  the  Professorship  of  Surgery 
and  Headship  of  the  Department  of  Tufts 
Medical  College.  Dr.  Stewart  G.  Wolf,  Asso- 
ciate Attending  Physician,  was  appointed 
Professor  of  Medicine  and  the  first  full  time 
Head  of  the  Department  at  the  Medical 
School  of  the  University  of  Oklahoma.  Dr. 
George  A.  Wolf,  Jr.,  Assistant  Attending 
Physician  and  Assistant  Director  for  Pro- 
fessional Services,  left  to  become  Dean  of  the 
University  of  Vermont  Medical  School.  Dr. 
John  E.  Deitrick,  Associate  Attending  Phy- 
sician on  leave,  was  made  Professor  of  Medi- 


cine at  Jefferson  Medical  College.  Dr.  Charles 
T.  Dotter,  Assistant  Attending  Radiologist, 
was  appointed  Professor  of  Radiology  at  the 
University  of  Oregon  Medical  College.  Dr. 
Milton  L.  Berliner,  Associate  Attending  Sur- 
geon in  Ophthalmology,  became  Clinical 
Professor  of  Ophthalmology  at  New  York 
University.  Dr.  Fred  Kern,  Jr.,  Physician  to 
Out-patients  and  Director  of  the  Health  Ser- 
vice, left  to  become  Director  of  the  General 
Medical  Clinic  at  the  University  of  Colorado 
School  of  Medicine.  Dr.  Fred  Plum,  Phy- 
sician to  Out-patients,  was  appointed  to  head 
the  Section  of  Neurology  in  the  Department 
of  Medicine  at  the  University  of  Washington 
Medical  College.  Dr.  Frank  H.  Peters, 
Assistant  Attending  Physician,  resigned  to 
concentrate  on  his  work  at  Roosevelt  Hos- 
pital where  he  has  been  appointed  Associate 
Attending  Physician.  Dr.  Bernard  Kalfayan, 
Associate  Attending  Pathologist,  became  At- 
tending Pathologist  at  Roosevelt  Hospital. 

All  of  these  men  received  their  training 
entirely  or  in  large  part  at  the  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center.  Their 
selection  for  posts  of  great  responsibility 
elsewhere  is  indicative  not  only  of  their  own 
merit,  but  also  of  the  opportunities  they  have 
enjoyed  here  and  of  the  high  regard  in  which 
members  of  our  staff  are  held  in  educational 
circles  throughout  the  country. 

Other  resignations  during  the  year  included 
those  of  Dr.  Emil  H.  Schnap,  Assistant  At- 
tending Radiologist;  Dr.  Carl  J.  Schmidlapp, 
III,  Assistant  Attending  Surgeon  in  Urology; 
Dr.  William  E.  Laupus,  Assistant  Attending 
Pediatrician;  and  Dr.  Robert  B.  Hammond, 
Consultant  in  Anesthesiology  at  the  West- 
chester Division. 
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Deaths.  The  year  1952  marked  the  passing 
of  several  staff  members  who  had  contributed 
to  the  development  and  progress  of  the 
Center. 

Dr.  Robert  Foster  Kennedy  was  Attending 
Physician  from  1932  to  1939  and  Consultant 
in  Neurology  from  1939  until  the  time  of 
his  death  on  January  7.  One  of  the  most 
prominent  neurologists  in  this  country,  Dr. 
Kennedy  was  widely  sought  as  a  consultant. 
As  a  teacher,  he  influenced  the  thought  and 
development  of  many  generations  of  students 
at  Cornell. 

Dr.  Hans  Krueger,  Physician  to  the  Out- 
Patient  Department,  died  on  January  17. 
He  had  served  in  the  Dermatological  Clinic 
since  1942. 

Dr.  John  I.  Bates  died  on  May  21  of  hepa- 
titis which  he  contracted  while  he  was  serv- 
ing as  Assistant  Resident  Surgeon  in  Neuro- 
surgery. 

Dr.  Marvin  T.  Jones  was  Consulting  Sur- 
geon in  Otolaryngology  from  1932  until  the 
day  of  his  death  on  May  26. 

Dr.  Jesse  F.  Sammis,  Associate  Attending 
Pediatrician  from  1932  to  1948  and  a  member 
of  the  Courtesy  Staff  since  1948,  died  on 
June  22. 

Dr.  Edgar  Cooper  Person,  Jr.,  Associate 
Attending  Surgeon,  died  on  September  5  after 
a  long  illness.  His  association  with  the  Hos- 
pital had  been  continuous  since  his  gradua- 
tion from  Cornell  in  1935-  His  untimely 
death  was  mourned  by  innumerable  friends 
and  patients. 

Dr.  Oscar  M.  Schloss  died  on  October  13- 
Except  for  a  short  time  when  he  was  Pro- 
fessor of  Pediatrics  at  Harvard  he  had  served 
the  Hospital  continuously  since  1919  in  vary- 
ing capacities  as  Pediatrician-in-Chief,  At- 
tending Pediatrician  or  Consultant  in  Pedi- 
atrics. He  was  chiefly  responsible  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Children's  Department 
at  the  new  Center.  A  fine  clinician,  an  in- 
fluential teacher  and  an  able  investigator,  he 
was  admired  and  beloved  by  a  host  of  friends 
and  students  who  are  now  arranging  to  estab- 


lish   in    the     Department    of    Pediatrics    a 
Memorial  in  his  honor. 


Promotions  and  New  Appointments .  Dr.  John 
A.  Evans  was  appointed  Radiologist-in- 
Chief  and  a  member  of  the  Medical  Board. 
Dr.  George  G.  Reader  was  named  Director  of 
the  Comprehensive  Care  and  Teaching  Pro- 
gram. Dr.  Joseph  F.  Artusio,  Jr.,  was  ap- 
pointed Attending  Anesthesiologist  In 
Charge.  Dr.  Theodore  W.  Oppel  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  Attending  Physician; 
Dr.  Ade  T.  Milhorat  to  Attending  Physician 
and  also  Attending  Physician  in  Psychiatry. 
Dr.  Guilford  S.  Dudley  was  made  Attending 
Surgeon;  Dr.  Irvin  Balensweig,  Attending 
Surgeon  in  Orthopedics. 

New  appointments  included  the  following: 
Dr.  Benjamin  H.  Kean  was  made  an  Assistant 
Attending  Physician.  His  training  has  been 
chiefly  in  tropical  medicine  and  parasitology. 
He  has  assumed  the  duties  in  teaching  and 
practice  formerly  carried  on  by  Dr.  Ralph  W. 
Nauss.  Dr.  Thomas  B.  Spencer  was  ap- 
pointed Director  of  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment to  take  the  place  of  Dr.  George  A. 
Wolf,  Jr.,  Dr.  Perry  S.  Boynton,  Jr.  and  Dr. 
Edward  F.  Stanton  were  appointed  Assistant 
Attending  Obstetricians  and  Gynecologists. 
Dr.  John  K.  O'Neill  and  Dr.  John  Snodgrass 
were  named  Assistant  Attending  Radiolo- 
gists. Dr.  Hollon  W.  Farr  and  Dr.  Eugene 
Everett  Cliffton  were  appointed  Assistant 
Attending  Surgeons.  Dr.  Ralph  L.  Engle,Jr., 
returned  after  a  year  of  study  in  St.  Louis  as 
John  and  Mary  R.  Markle  Scholar  to  become 
Assistant  Professor  of  Medicine.  Dr.  Mary 
Allen  Engle  returned  from  St.  Louis  to  assume 
the  Medical  Directorship  of  the  Institutes  for 
Physicians  and  Nurses  in  the  Care  of  Pre- 
mature Infants.  Dr.  Irvin  E.  Sadoff,  Dr. 
John  F.  Struve  and  Dr.  George  K.  Tweddel, 
Jr.,  were  appointed  as  Surgeons  to  Out- 
Patients,  Otolaryngology. 

At  the  Westchester  Division,  Dr.  Charles 
G.  Huntington  became  Consultant  in  Radi- 
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ology  and  Dr.  William  M.  Parke,  Consultant 
in  Anesthesiology. 

Admissions  and  Occupancy.  Presentation  and 
analysis  of  vital  statistics  will  be  made  in 
the  report  of  the  Director.  Suffice  it  to  say 
here  that  the  number  of  patients  who  entered 
The  New  York  Hospital  in  1952  slightly  ex- 
ceeded that  of  the  previous  year  and  was  only 
238  less  than  the  record  established  in  1950. 
In  the  Out-Patient  Department,  the  total 
service  rendered  was  less  than  in  1951-  Al- 
though the  decrease  was  small  (0.8  per  cent 
for  number  of  patients  and  1.6  per  cent  for 
number  of  visits)  it  followed  a  trend  which 
has  been  evident  for  several  years  and  which 
has  been  variously,  but  inconclusively  ex- 
plained. 

While  the  total  services  of  the  Hospital 
approximated  those  of  the  last  two  years, 
definite  differences  in  their  distribution  were 
apparent.  In  the  private  service  admissions, 
patient  days  and  percentage  of  occupancy 
were  less  than  in  1951.  In  the  pavilions 
(wards)  the  percentage  of  occupancy  was 
slightly  greater,  but  the  number  both  of 
admissions  and  of  patient  days  was  consider- 
ably reduced.  On  the  other  hand,  the  usage 
of  the  semi-private  services  was  greatly  in- 
creased. The  shift  was  due  in  greatest  part 
to  the  gradual  transfer  during  the  year  of 
pavilion  beds  to  semi-private  status.  At 
least  two  other  factors  affecting  the  dis- 
tribution were  apparent.  First,  the  growth 
of  medical  care  insurance  plans  permitted 
election  of  semi-private  care  by  patients  who 
formerly  would  of  necessity  have  entered  the 
wards.  Secondly,  in  some  instances  the  high 
cost  of  private  facilities  may  have  persuaded 
some  who  formerly  used  them  to  avail  them- 
selves for  reasons  of  economy  of  the  semi- 
private  service. 

Bed  Conversions.  In  1951,  it  was  decided 
after  thorough  deliberation  to  convert  100 
pavilion  (ward)  beds  to  semi-private  status. 
During  this  year  the  program  was  gradually 


implemented.  The  conversion  was  started  in 
January  in  the  Lying-in  Hospital  and  was 
completed  both  there  and  in  Surgery  by  the 
end  of  May.  In  Medicine,  it  was  delayed 
until  December  because  of  shortage  of  nursing 
personnel. 

This  rearrangement  has  inevitably  intro- 
duced complications  and  difficulties  which, 
however,  have  been  met  with  good  will 
and  a  spirit  of  fine  cooperation  by  the  chiefs 
of  service  and  the  entire  staff.  The  aim  has 
been  to  provide  the  best  in  patient  care  while 
utilizing  to  the  greatest  degree  possible  all 
of  the  facilities  and  the  material  available  in 
the  ward  services.  Many  of  the  converted 
beds  are  being  utilized  for  active  instruction 
of  medical  students.  The  shortage  of  ward 
beds  has  in  some  instances  resulted  in 
prompter  and  perhaps  more  effective  clinical 
management  with  the  result  that  the  remain- 
ing ward  beds  have  served  a  larger  number  of 
patients.  In  the  Lying-in  Hospital  arrange- 
ments are  such  as  to  permit  great  flexibility 
in  the  usage  of  semi-private  and  pavilion  beds 
to  meeting  varying  demands  for  the  two 
types  of  service.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  report 
that  in  general  the  conversion  has  not  re- 
sulted in  any  serious  impairment  of  teaching 
of  undergraduate  students  or  in  research.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  training  of  graduate 
students,  and  particularly  of  residents  in  Sur- 
gery, in  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  and  in 
surgical  specialties,  has  been  rendered  more 
difficult. 

It  is  the  consensus  of  the  chiefs  of  clinical 
services  that  further  conversion  would  seri- 
ously handicap  graduate  teaching  and  would 
constitute  a  grave  threat  to  undergraduate 
instruction. 

Growth  of  Insurance  Plans.  A  rapidly  in- 
creasing number  of  people  in  Greater  New 
York  are  carrying  insurance  to  cover  not  only 
the  expenses  of  hospitalization,  but  also  the 
fees  of  physicians  for  the  period  when  they 
are  in  the  hospital.  These  people  by  their 
providence  are  entitled  to  private  care.    In 
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most  respects  this  is  a  desirable  and  laudable 
development  which  deserves  support  and  en- 
couragement. To  those  who  are  responsible 
for  medical  education,  however,  it  poses  a 
problem  of  peculiar  and  very  real  difficulty. 
In  the  training  of  young  medical  men  and 
particularly  of  surgeons,  chief  reliance  has 
been  placed  on  the  assignment  of  gradual  and 
progressively  increasing  responsibility  for  the 
care  of  patients  on  the  wards  of  teaching 
hospitals.  This  system  of  resident  training 
has  been  notably  successful  in  preserving  and 
extending  the  highest  quality  of  medical 
care.  Under  present  circumstances,  the  con- 
version of  wards  into  semi-private  services 
either  by  arrangement  or  by  growth  of  the 
insurance  plans  would  impair  or  even  destroy 
an  educational  facility  for  which  there  is  at 
present  no  substitute.  Fortunately,  the  situ- 
ation has  not  yet  become  serious  at  The  New 
York  Hospital.  The  statistics  reveal  that  the 
occupancy  percentage  in  the  wards  was  even 
a  little  greater  this  year  than  it  was  in  1951- 
The  trend,  however,  is  apparent  to  all  who 
have  been  alert  to  recent  developments.  The 
threat  is  real.  Diminution  in  ward  services 
has  already  crippled  the  teaching  in  some 
other  important  hospitals.  Plans  for  meet- 
ing the  situation  as  it  develops  in  our  Center 
are  urgently  needed. 

Ambulatory  Services.  One  of  the  most  im- 
pressive developments  of  the  Hospital  during 
the  past  few  years  has  been  the  evolution  of 
services  to  ambulatory  patients.  This  has 
been  partly  in  response  to  a  realization  that 
such  care  has  been  imperfect  in  the  past  and 
that  it  requires  greater  attention  and  much 
more  support  if  it  is  to  be  optimal.  It  also 
reflects  an  effort  to  reduce  the  cost  to  the 
community  as  well  as  to  individuals  by  the 
avoidance  of  unnecessary  expensive  hospi- 
talization. Several  of  the  following  sections 
of  the  report  comment  briefly  on  some  of  the 
activities  that  have  been  designed  to  improve 
and  extend  care  for  those  who  are  ill  but  do 
not  need  to  go  to  bed. 


Comprehensive  Medical  Care  and  Teaching  Pro- 
gram. In  the  report  of  1951,  announcement 
was  made  of  a  plan  for  developing  more 
thorough  and  comprehensive  care  and  teach- 
ing in  the  Out-Patient  Department .  This  was 
made  possible  by  a  generous  grant  from  the 
Commonwealth  Fund.  The  months  from 
January  to  June  in  1952  were  devoted  to  a 
continuing  survey  and  pilot  study  of  facili- 
ties and  mechanisms.  In  order  to  provide 
more  offices  for  the  staff,  simple  but  effective 
reconstruction  was  carried  out  in  two  of  the 
clinic  floors.  The  actual  program  was 
started  on  June  23  when  the  first  half  of  the 
senior  class  at  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  was  received  into  an  organization  in 
which  practice  and  teaching  in  medicine, 
pediatrics,  and  psychiatry  were  combined. 
The  enterprise  was  regarded  as  an  activity 
of  the  entire  Center  and  was  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  committee  representing  clinical, 
educational  and  administrative  interests.  The 
Commonwealth  subsidy  was  used  for  the 
salaries  of  a  Director,  Dr.  George  G.  Reader, 
for  an  assistant  director  in  medicine  and  an 
assistant  director  in  pediatrics,  a  resident,  a 
social  worker,  a  visiting  nurse  and  two  secre- 
taries who  could  devote  their  entire  attention 
to  the  development  of  the  program.  A 
Walter  L.  Niles  Fellowship  was  offered  to 
still  another  well  qualified  physician  to  aid 
in  the  first  year  of  the  enterprise.  Part-time 
salaries  were  also  provided  for  a  surgeon,  a 
gynecologist,  a  psychiatrist  and  a  member  of 
the  Department  of  Preventive  Medicine  to 
aid  in  consultations  and  planning.  This 
group  has  acted  as  a  team  to  improve  the 
quality,  correlations  and  general  conduct  of 
the  clinical  service  and  to  afford  to  students 
a  more  comprehensive  and  continuous  expe- 
rience in  the  care  of  patients.  The  enterprise 
has  been  undertaken  with  enthusiasm  by  all 
of  the  clinical  departments,  and  has  met  with 
the  utmost  cooperation  from  the  Administra- 
tion, the  Nursing  Service  and  the  Social  Ser- 
vice Department.  It  has  been  correctly  re- 
garded as  an  experiment  of  great  importance 
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and  has  already  excited  wide  attention  both 
in  this  country  and  abroad.  The  extent  of  its 
value  can  be  judged  only  by  continued  ob- 
servation. 

Consultation  Clinic.  This  facility  for  the 
aid  of  physicians  of  the  community  in  the 
solution  of  difficult  diagnostic  problems  of 
patients  who  cannot  pay  the  full  cost  of  their 
examinations  was  established  during  1950. 
Its  work  has  been  continued  during  the  year 
and  important  correlations  with  the  Com- 
prehensive Care  and  Teaching  Program  have 
been  developed. 

Vincent  As  tor  Diagnostic  Service.  The  pur- 
pose of  this  enterprise  which  was  established 
by  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Hospital  at 
the  beginning  of  1950  is  to  serve  ambulant 
patients  who  can  pay  full  costs  of  examina- 
tion, who  do  not  require  bed  care  in  the 
Hospital  and  prefer  to  obtain  necessary  diag- 
nostic tests  and  consultations  without  com- 
plete interruption  of  their  occupations.  It 
provides  also  a  facility  where  physicians  of 
the  community  may  find  aid  in  the  solution 
of  difficult  diagnostic  problems  and  con- 
venient arrangements  for  consultation  with 
members  of  the  staff.  In  1952  more  patients 
availed  themselves  of  the  service  than  in  the 
preceding  year.  One  hundred  and  fifty-four 
members  of  The  New  York  Hospital  staff 
have  participated  actively  in  the  examina- 
tions. The  service  has  continued  to  arrange 
ancillary  services  for  private  patients  of 
staff  members  and  to  provide  office  space  for 
members  of  the  staff  to  see  their  own  private 
patients. 

Medical  Stat  Clinic.  On  June  1  a  new  clinic 
was  initiated  for  the  purpose  of  making 
available  urgent  but  not  emergency  care  for 
many  who  had  formerly  been  served  in  the 
already  over-crowded  and  inadequate  Emer- 
gency Pavilion.  In  conjunction  with  this 
facility  a  Medical  Treatment  Clinic  was  estab- 
lished on  the  same  floor.    This  permits  such 


procedures  as  transfusions,  infusions,  clyses 
and  paracenteses  on  an  ambulatory  basis  and 
thus  saves  many  patients  the  unnecessary  ex- 
pense and  inconvenience  of  hospital  admis- 
sion. 

Emergency  Pavilion.  The  five-day  week  con- 
tinues to  place  a  serious  burden  on  the  facili- 
ties of  the  Emergency  Station  which  was 
already  inadequate  even  for  the  ordinary  re- 
quirements. Establishment  of  a  Medical  Stat 
and  a  Treatment  Clinic  in  the  K  Building  has 
afforded  some  relief  which,  however,  is  in- 
sufficient to  meet  the  needs.  One  of  the 
urgent  problems  of  the  Hospital  is  a  revision 
and  extension  of  emergency  care. 

Central  Laboratories.  The  total  number  of 
clinical  laboratory  procedures  performed  by 
the  Central  Laboratories  increased  almost 
10  per  cent  and  exceeded  that  of  any  previous 
year.  The  increase  was  greatest  in  chemistry, 
but  was  apparent  also  in  bacteriology,  clini- 
cal pathology  and  the  Blood  Bank.  It  neces- 
sitated additions  to  the  technical  staff  and 
the  acquisition  of  some  new  equipment.  The 
greater  demands  which  developed  in  the  face 
of  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  patient 
days  reflect  both  the  elaboration  of  labora- 
tory tests  and  the  important  role  of  precise 
quantitative  determinations  in  the  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  disease. 

X-ray  Department .  On  January  1,  Dr.  John 
A.  Evans  assumed  the  direction  of  the  depart- 
ment relieving  Dr.  Sydney  Weintraub,  who 
during  an  interim  had  conducted  the  work 
with  skill  and  at  great  personal  sacrifice. 

The  number  of  X-ray  examinations  which 
reached  88,429  during  1952  established  an  all 
time  record.  With  the  exception  of  the  De- 
partment of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  all 
sections  of  the  Hospital  participated  in  the 
increase.  Considerable  new  equipment  was 
added  and  better  facilities  were  arranged  for 
the  Lying-in  Hospital.  The  cardiac  cathe- 
terization unit  was  physically  and  adminis- 
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tratively  removed  from  the  Department  of 
Radiology  to  space  provided  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Surgery  with  a  staff  from  the 
Department  of  Medicine.  The  increasingly 
effective  organization  and  operation  of  the 
X-ray  Department  is  gratifying  to  all  who 
use  it. 

Heart  Station.  The  electrocardiographic 
service  has  had  its  heaviest  schedule  this 
year.  The  work  has  been  greater,  not  only 
because  of  the  still  increasing  use  of  electro- 
cardiography, but  also  because  the  examina- 
tions themselves  have  become  increasingly 
elaborate.  This  station  is  used  more  and  more 
for  the  recognition  of  the  earliest  forms  of 
cardiovascular  disease  in  order  that  protec- 
tion and  treatment  may  be  initiated  before 
uncorrectable  conditions  have  developed. 

Electroencephalography .  The  number  of  ex- 
aminations undertaken  by  this  station  in- 
creased during  1952  to  the  full  capacity  of 
the  unit.  Electroencephalography  has 
demonstrated  its  usefulness  in  neurology  and 
neurological  surgery,  in  anesthesia,  in  psy- 
chiatric states  and  as  a  necessary  part  of  the 
diagnosis  in  an  increasing  number  of  clinical 
conditions.  Augmentation  of  present  facili- 
ties is  immediately  needed  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Center. 

Postoperative  Recovery  Room.  This  unit 
which  has  now  been  in  operation  for  two 
years  provides  expert,  constant  and  super- 
vised care  for  patients  regaining  conscious- 
ness from  anesthesia.  It  has  greatly  reduced 
the  incidence  of  postoperative  complications 
and  constitutes  one  of  the  most  important 
therapeutic  facilities  in  the  entire  Center. 
Similar  provision  is  urgently  needed  in  the 
Lying-in  Hospital,  where  limitation  of  space 
on  the  delivery  and  operating  floor  is  one  of 
the  serious  present  problems. 

Anesthesia.  Progress  in  this  department  is 
steady  and  impressive  under  the  direction  of 


Dr.  Joseph  S.  Artusio,  Jr.  The  resident  staff 
has  been  increased  to  five.  There  are  21  nurse 
anesthetists  and  six  students.  Plans  to  in- 
clude the  Woman's  Clinic  in  the  program  will 
provide  better  training.  Two  teaching  ses- 
sions which  are  now  given  each  week  in 
conjunction  with  the  staff  of  the  Memorial 
Hospital  are  leading  the  way  to  further  col- 
laboration with  this  group.  Electroenceph- 
alographic  studies  during  general  anesthesia 
have  been  continued  and  the  trial  of  new  and 
promising  drugs  constitutes  a  significant  part 
of  the  program. 

Division  of  Child  Development.  This  division, 
of  which  the  New  York  Hospital  Nursery 
School  and  the  Pediatric  Occupational 
Therapy  Department  are  integral  parts,  has 
continued  its  usual  activities.  The  nursery 
school's  excellent  quarters  within  the  Pedi- 
atrics building  and  the  addition  of  a  new 
teacher  have  enhanced  the  usefulness  of  the 
school  as  a  place  where  normal  development 
and  behavior  can  be  observed  by  doctors, 
nurses,  students,  occupational  therapists, 
nutritionists,  social  service  workers,  and 
parents.  The  addition  of  a  second  full  time 
occupational  therapist,  made  possible  last 
year  by  private  funds  and  since  June  1952  by 
The  New  York  Hospital,  has  resulted  in  an 
expansion  of  the  service  to  include  children 
from  pediatric  private  and  semi-private  ser- 
vices and  from  other  departments  of  the  Hos- 
pital. 

Occupational  therapy  was  given  to  887  chil- 
dren in  15,648  half-hour  treatments.  Of 
these,  106  received  the  therapy  at  their  bed- 
sides; the  others  attended  the  Occupational 
Therapy  Department's  nursery,  playroom, 
and  workshop.  Fifteen  volunteers  serving 
900  hours  gave  splendid  assistance.  The 
Pediatrics  Occupational  Therapy  Department 
provided  clinical  training  for  52  New  York 
Hospital  and  affiliated  student  nurses  and  for 
20  occupational  therapy  students  from  Co- 
lumbia University,   New   York  University, 
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and  the  Richmond  Professional  School  of  the 
College  of  William  and  Mary. 

Institutes  for  Physicians  and  Nurses  in  the 
Care  of  Premature  Infants.  These  institutes 
which  began  in  1949  under  the  sponsorship 
of  the  New  York  State  Department  of  Health 
and  the  U.  S.  Children's  Bureau  have  con- 
tinued under  the  same  auspices.  They  are 
designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  physicians  and 
nurses  who  are  in  charge  of  hospital  prema- 
ture nurseries  and  special  premature  centers 
or  who  are  medical  and  nursing  directors  and 
consultants  in  state  and  local  premature  pro- 
grams. In  the  institutes  that  were  held  this 
year,  physicians  and  nurses  were  drawn  from 
nine  states  and  from  four  foreign  countries. 

Hospital  for  Special  Surgery.  The  non-  proxi- 
mate affiliation  between  the  Hospital  for 
Special  Surgery  and  this  Center  has  for  over 
a  year  been  beneficial  in  the  practice  and 
teaching  of  orthopedic  surgery  both  by  the 
augmentation  of  attending  staff  and  faculty 
and  by  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  for 
study.  It  has  also  stimulated  the  diagnostic 
and  therapeutic  investigation  of  rheumatic 
diseases  through  close  alliance  between  the 
arthritis  clinic  and  the  research  unit  in  rheu- 
matic diseases  at  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery . 

Practitioners'  Conference.  This  project  initi- 
ated by  Dr.  Claude  E.  Forkner  in  February 
1951  was  intended  to  offer  to  private  phy- 
sicians of  Greater  New  York  some  of  the 
educational  advantages  of  the  Center.  The 
conference  is  open  to  all  physicians  of  the 
community  and  many  come  each  week  from 
long  distances.  It  is  held  every  Wednesday 
afternoon  from  5:15  to  6:45  P.M.  in  the  large 
College  Auditorium,  which  is  taxed  to 
capacity  by  enthusiastic  attendants.  The 
form  used  in  most  of  the  conferences  is  a 
panel  discussion  in  which  the  audience  par- 
ticipates with  selected  members  of  our  own 
staff  as  well  as  with  representatives  of  other 


schools.  Thus  far  67  conferences  have  been 
held.  They  are  being  published  as  features 
in  New  York  Medicine,  the  official  bulletin 
of  the  New  York  County  Medical  Society. 
About  30  of  them  are  now  being  assembled 
in  the  form  of  a  book,  which  should  have 
wide  distribution. 

RESEARCH 

In  the  report  of  last  year  a  list  was  made 
of  the  investigative  projects  which  were 
being  conducted  in  the  Hospital  at  that  time. 
For  the  sake  of  reference  it  was  divided  into 
several  categories  which  indicated  the  broad 
range  of  interests  of  the  staff.  Included  were 
diseases  of  the  circulation,  urinary  tract, 
blood,  stomach  and  intestines,  liver,  skin, 
endocrine  organs  and  nervous  system.  It 
comprised  studies  in  cancer,  infectious  dis- 
ease, chemotherapy,  metabolism,  pregnancy, 
diseases  of  women,  and  psychosomatic  and 
psychiatric  disorders.  In  conducting  the 
work  151  members  of  the  staff  were  involved 
in  173  projects.  Most  of  the  activities  were 
concerned  with  problems  that  could  not  be 
quickly  solved.  With  few  exceptions,  they 
have  been  continued  with  only  minor  changes 
in  their  direction  and  scope  and  with  only 
such  shift  in  personnel  as  has  been  occasioned 
by  departure  of  staff  members.  This  year 
several  other  enterprises  have  been  initiated. 

Epidemiological  Studies.  One  of  the  most 
significant  developments  was  an  arrangement 
whereby  members  of  our  staff  were  enabled 
to  direct  field  investigations  of  epidemic  ill- 
ness as  consultants  to  the  Communicable 
Disease  Division  of  the  United  States  Public 
Health  Service.  The  principal  field  study  of 
the  year  was  an  investigation  of  a  large  out- 
break of  hepatitis  in  an  isolated  area  on  the 
Navajo  Reservation  at  Tuba  City,  Arizona. 
Dr.  Charles  A.  LeMaistre,  at  that  time  a 
member  of  the  Public  Health  Service,  was 
in  immediate  charge  of  the  management  of 
this  epidemic.     He  sought   the  services   of 
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Drs.  Mary  Ann  Payne  and  Warren  B.  Nestler 
from  the  Department  of  Medicine  as  well  as 
those  of  several  epidemiologists  from  the 
Public  Health  Service.  When  the  team  ar- 
rived at  Tuba  City  immediately  after  New- 
Year's  Day,  they  found  a  situation  verging 
on  panic  with  300  children  and  a  number  of 
teachers  and  nursing  personnel  ill  with  hepa- 
titis. The  team  was  able  to  bring  the  epi- 
demic under  prompt  control  by  the  use  of 
gamma  globulin.  They  also  made  arrange- 
ments for  a  careful  clinical  and  laboratory 
study  which  could  be  continued  at  New 
York  Hospital  by  Dr.  Payne  and  her  staff. 
Field  investigations  such  as  this  one  serve 
a  dual  purpose.  First,  they  provide  an  oppor- 
tunity for  participants  to  study  the  entire 
spectrum  of  a  particular  disease  at  one  time 
and  secondly,  they  afford  unusual  oppor- 
tunity to  develop  new  therapeutic  and  pro- 
phylactic measures.  Both  types  of  informa- 
tion have  been  of  great  service  in  the 
management  of  patients  with  hepatitis  at 
The  New  York  Hospital. 

Field  Station  for  the  Study  of  Tuberculosis. 
One  of  the  most  significant  results  of  the 
hepatitis  study  at  Tuba  City  was  the  evolu- 
tion of  a  plan  for  the  investigation  of  the 
chemotherapy  of  tuberculosis  among  the 
Navajos.  This  disease  both  in  its  acute  and 
chronic  forms,  is  extraordinarily  prevalent  on 
the  Reservation  and  in  certain  areas  appears 
to  involve  almost  the  entire  population.  The 
introduction  during  the  past  few  years  of 
new  and  powerful  chemotherapeutic  agents 
for  tuberculosis  have  given  rise  to  the  prob- 
lem of  establishing  careful  trials,  not  only 
of  the  therapeutic  effectiveness,  but  also  of 
the  possible  toxic  actions  of  each  new  com- 
pound. Many  months  may  be  required  for 
correct  and  final  evaluation  and  the  time  is 
greatly  prolonged  if  the  number  of  patients 
is  small,  or  if  the  control  of  patients  and 
their  detailed  study  are  imperfect.  The  ad- 
mirable Pavilion  H4  at  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital has  served  in  the  past,  and  can  serve 


in  the  future  for  pilot  investigation  since  it 
provides  beds  for  tuberculosis  patients  in 
closest  proximity  to  complete  or  highly 
developed  laboratory  facilities.  It  accommo- 
dates too  few  patients,  however,  to  serve 
effectively  in  establishing  the  validity  of 
treatment.  On  the  other  hand,  the  type  of 
disease  so  prevalent  in  the  Navajo  reserva- 
tion represents  exactly  the  opportunity  best 
suited  for  demonstration  of  the  therapeutic 
effectiveness  of  a  new  drug.  The  medical 
service  on  the  Reservation  was  deficient, 
however,  in  personnel  and  facilities  for  the  de- 
tailed studies  of  toxicity  which  are  a  necessary 
preliminary  for  the  protection  of  patients 
at  the  time  of  introduction  of  a  new  drug. 

Because  of  facilities  at  The  New  York 
Hospital  and  the  Reservation  were  so  pre- 
cisely complementary,  a  joint  program  of 
clinical  and  laboratory  investigation  of  anti- 
tuberculous  drugs  was  set  up  in  January  1952. 
The  arrangement  had  the  enthusiastic  ap- 
proval both  of  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs 
and  of  the  Navajo  Tribal  Council.  The  ar- 
rangement is  as  follows: 

As  soon  as  a  new  drug  has  been  shown  to 
have  anti-tuberculous  activity  in  animals  and 
appropriate  toxicity  studies  in  animals  have 
been  made,  it  is  regarded  as  ready  for  a  very 
careful  trial  in  patients.  Such  initial  trials 
are  conducted  exclusively  on  The  New  York 
Hospital  service  and  the  drug  is  not  intro- 
duced in  the  Reservation  until  its  tolerance 
by  humans  has  been  well  established.  A 
second  stage  of  clinical  trial  is  conducted  at 
the  Winslow  Indian  Hospital  under  the  im- 
mediate direction  of  Dr.  Charles  M.  Clark 
and  the  third  stage,  or  more  general  trial,  is 
carried  out  at  the  Fort  Defiance  Tuberculosis 
Sanitorium  under  Dr.  Kurt  Deuschle.  The 
studies  of  all  three  units  are  closely  corre- 
lated by  frequent  telephone  consultations  and 
visits  to  the  Reservation  by  members  of  the 
team  of  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell 
Medical  Center.  Definitive  bacteriological 
studies  are  performed  in  the  laboratories  of 
our  Center  where  the  records  are  also  kept. 
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Isonicotinic  Acid  (Isoniazide).  This  arrange- 
ment was  made  at  a  particularly  fortunate 
time.  During  the  last  three  months  of  1951, 
pilot  studies  had  been  undertaken  at  The 
New  York  Hospital  by  Drs.  McDermott  and 
Muschenheim  and  their  group  on  the  then 
new  drug  Isoniazide.  As  later  events  proved, 
this  was  a  drug  of  extraordinary  merit,  the 
introduction  of  which  constituted  one  of  the 
major  medical  advances  of  1952.  The  agent 
was  found  to  be  relatively  non-toxic;  it  was 
not  difficult  nor  very  expensive  to  prepare  and 
it  had  the  inestimable  advantage  of  activity 
when  taken  by  mouth.  It  appeared  to  be 
admirably  suited  for  extensive  trial  in  an 
attack  on  the  tremendously  complex  health 
problem  of  the  Navajos.  The  results  of  the 
year  have  justified  the  project.  The  com- 
bination of  facilities  of  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital and  the  Reservation  have  enabled  our 
group  to  explore  most  of  the  potentialities 
and  limitations  of  an  enormously  important 
remedy  within  the  relatively  short  period  of 
12  months.  It  should  be  a  matter  of  gratifica- 
tion for  all  who  are  associated  with  our 
Center  that  members  of  the  staff  of  The  New 
York  Hospital  have  been  able  to  contribute 
so  materially  both  to  the  initial  animal  and 
clinical  trials,  and  to  the  clinical  evaluation 
of  Isoniazide. 

The  results  thus  far  achieved  with  this 
drug  have  been  more  favorable  than  was 
thought  probable  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  On  the  other  hand,  no  one  believes 
that  Isoniazide  is  the  final  answer  in  the  cure 
and  control  of  tuberculosis.  Other  drugs 
possibly  more  potent  and  versatile  may  be 
forthcoming.  Some  of  the  more  promising 
of  those  already  proposed  are  now  being 
tested  at  The  New  York  Hospital.  Whatever 
these  may  be  and  whenever  they  are  intro- 
duced, the  mechanism  for  team  work  be- 
tween The  New  York  Hospital  and  the 
stations  at  the  Reservation  should  be  helpful 
in  their  evaluation. 

Cardiovascular  Surgery.    Under  the  direction 


of  Dr.  Frank  Glenn  in  the  Department  of 
Surgery,  there  has  been  rapid  development 
this  year  in  the  field  of  cardiovascular  sur- 
gery. This  has  included  not  only  the  cor- 
rection of  congenital  defects  such  as  coarcta- 
tion of  the  aorta  and  patent  ductus  arteriosus 
but  also  operations  on  acquired  valvular  dis- 
ease such  as  mitral  stenosis.  A  cardiovascular 
team  has  been  established  and  consists  of 
members  from  the  medical,  X-ray,  pediatric 
and  surgical  staffs.  The  team  participates 
not  only  in  selection  of  appropriate  candi- 
dates for  operation,  but  also  in  the  post- 
operative management  and  after-care  of  each 
patient.  Almost  50  patients  with  patent 
ductus  arteriosus  and  approximately  40 
patients  with  mitral  valvular  disease  have 
been  treated  without  fatality.  The  degree 
of  rehabilitation  of  these  patients  has  been 
most  gratifying. 

In  addition  to  these  fine  achievements,  ad- 
vances have  been  made  in  the  correction  of 
previously  incurable  cases  of  aneurysms  of 
large  vessels.  It  was  found  to  be  possible  to 
excise  the  sacs  and  to  reestablish  continuity 
of  the  arteries  by  insertion  of  arterial  grafts 
from  the  blood  vessel  bank.  Such  meticulous 
and  skillful  operations  are  useful  not  only  in 
the  cure  of  aneurysms;  they  should  also  in- 
crease the  chances  of  successful  outcome  for 
many  patients  who  might  otherwise  have 
inoperable  cancer. 

Cancer.  It  is  not  always  realized  that  a 
general  hospital  like  ours  provides  a  very 
great  service  to  the  community  in  the  care 
of  cancer  in  its  various  forms.  Of  the  115,672 
patients  admitted  to  The  New  York  Hospital 
from  January  1,  1947  to  June  30,  1952  on  the 
services  of  Medicine,  Obstetrics  and  Gyne- 
cology, Pediatrics  and  Surgery,  27,064  had 
tumors  and  9,297  or  8  per  cent  of  the  total 
had  malignant  tumors.  Management  of  these 
patients  with  tumors  taxed  the  diagnostic 
facilities  and  required  X-ray  treatment, 
chemotherapy  and  a  wide  range  of  surgical 
procedures.    As  the  older  age  group  becomes 
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proportionately  greater  in  the  total  popula- 
tion, the  actual  incidence  of  cancer  rises  and 
the  work  undertaken  by  general  hospitals  will 
correspondingly  increase.  Both  in  general 
surgery  and  each  of  the  specialties,  greater 
attention  is  being  paid  to  patients  with 
cancer  and  the  concern  is  not  only  with  the 
excision  of  the  growth  but  also  with  rehabili- 
tation following  treatment.  Many  measures 
to  aid  in  reconstruction  and  improve  rehabili- 
tation are  continually  being  developed.  A 
few  may  be  mentioned  such  as  the  use  of  a 
sealed  rubber  ileostomy  receptacle  for  colec- 
tomy, chordotomy  or  section  of  nerve  tracts 
by  the  neurosurgeon  to  control  pain,  employ- 
ment of  movable  prosthetic  eyes  in  ophthal- 
mology, bone  grafting  by  the  orthopedic 
surgeons,  voice  training  following  laryn- 
gectomy by  the  otolaryngologists,  and  the 
use  by  urologists  of  segments  of  the  large 
bowel  to  replace  bladder  which  has  been 
removed  because  of  a  tumor.  These  are 
matters  of  attention  and  important  research 
by  members  of  our  staff  in  surgery. 

Research  in  cancer  is,  however,  by  no 
means  limited  to  the  surgical  department. 
It  is  pursued  with  vigor  by  Dr.  John  G.  Kidd 
and  his  staff  in  the  Department  of  Pathology, 
where  many  problems  of  fundamental  sig- 
nificance in  the  biology  of  cancer  are  being 
approached.  It  has  received  enormous  im- 
petus and  practical  success  from  the  con- 
tributions of  Dr.  George  N.  Papanicolaou  in 
the  Department  of  Anatomy.  The  work  of 
Dr.  Papanicolaou  has  been  extended  by  Dr. 
William  A.  Cooper  to  facilitate  the  early 
diagnosis  of  cancer  of  the  stomach.  In  the 
form  of  leukemia  and  myeloma,  cancer  is  a 
subject  of  active  interest  in  the  investigation 
of  the  Department  of  Medicine. 

These  programs  have  received  generous 
help  from  a  number  of  foundations,  other 
organizations  and  individuals.  Both  the 
American  Cancer  Society  and  the  New  York 
City  Cancer  Committee  have  made  grants  for 
research,  teaching  and  training  fellowships. 
Large  and  generous  as  these  subsidies  have 


been,  they  are  still  small  in  comparison  with 
the  contributions  which  The  Society  of  the 
New  York  Hospital  is  making  in  the  care 
and  treatment  of  sufferers  from  a  dread 
disease. 

Some  Other  Surgical  Activities.  Important 
advances  have  been  made  in  other  fields  of 
difficult  surgical  treatment  and  after  care. 

The  joint  medical  and  surgical  project  to 
explore  physiological  and  pathological  con- 
ditions of  the  liver  has  now  completed  its 
third  year.  The  investigations  undertaken 
by  this  group  have  made  more  feasible  and 
successful  the  intricate  operation  of  porta- 
caval shunt.  During  the  year  30  patients 
have  been  treated  by  the  use  of  this  pro- 
cedure. 

Another  achievement  of  note  in  which  the 
Departments  of  Surgery  and  Medicine  have 
cooperated  is  the  complete  removal  of  the 
adrenal  glands  as  a  measure  of  controlling 
Cushing's  disease.  These  operations  have 
been  successfully  performed  and  it  has  been 
gratifying  to  find  that  the  skillful  use  of 
moderate  amounts  of  cortisone  and  desoxy- 
cortisone  with  the  institution  of  other  simple 
measures  has  preserved  the  life  and  normal 
activities  of  patients  who  formerly  could  not 
have  survived  adrenalectomy. 

The  Use  of  Electroencephalography  in  Psychi- 
atry. The  clinical  and  investigative  value  of 
the  electroencephalograph  in  the  field  of 
psychiatry  has  increased  greatly  in  recent 
years  and  a  group  of  investigators  in  Dr. 
Oskar  Diethelm's  department  have  demon- 
strated the  possibility  of  utilizing  electro- 
encephalographic  changes  during  convulsive 
and  insulin  therapy  for  guidance  and  as  in- 
dices for  their  termination.  By  such  means 
the  procedures  have  become  less  dangerous 
and  temporary  or  permanent  cortical  damage 
can  be  more  readily  prevented.  Refinements 
in  applying  the  method  have  also  permitted 
the  determination  of  better  correlation  be- 
tween the  cortical  changes  and  major  altera- 
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tions  of  psychological  functions  associated 
with  lowering  of  the  blood  sugar  during 
insulin  therapy. 

Alcoholism.  Dr.  Mary  J.  Sherfey  and  her  co- 
workers have  progressed  further  with  their 
psychopathological  and  sociological  studies 
of  chronic  alcoholism  and  are  now  attempt- 
ing to  correlate  them  with  physical  states 
and  especially  with  cirrhosis  of  the  liver. 

Research  in  Social  'Psychiatry.  During  the 
current  academic  year,  Dr.  Thomas  A.  C. 
Rennie  and  his  co-workers  have  perfected  the 
organization  for  research  work  in  social  psy- 
chiatry in  the  Kips  Bay-Yorkville  Health 
District.  They  have  assembled  a  group  of 
investigators  in  sociology,  anthropology  and 
psychology  to  help  them  explore  the  social 
structure  of  the  district.  They  have  also 
completed  a  study  of  available  resources  for 
psychiatric  aid  and  treatment  in  New  York. 

Diseases  of  the  Muscles .  Dr.  Ade  T. 
Milhorat  and  his  co-workers  have  pursued 
vigorously  their  studies  on  the  diseases  of 
muscles,  with  the  valuable  aid  of  funds  from 
the  Muscular  Dystrophy  Association  and  the 
Tall  Cedars  of  Lebanon.  These  investigations 
are  various  but  have  been  chiefly  concerned 
with  refined  chemical  studies  of  the  state  of 
vitamin  E  deficient  muscular  dystrophy  in 
animals  and  of  muscular  dystrophy  in  humans . 

Pediatric  Research.  There  has  been  a  very 
active  program  of  investigation  in  the  De- 
partment of  Pediatrics.  The  studies  have 
been  various.  They  have  been  particularly 
focused  on  problems  relating  to  diseases  of 
the  kidneys.  They  have  included  detailed 
consideration  of  the  nature  of  the  nephrotic 
syndrome  in  children  where  they  have  corre- 
lated well  with  the  studies  of  Dr.  Howard  A. 
Eder  in  the  Department  of  Medicine.  Among 
other  things,  they  have  shown  that  neph- 
rosis may  be  treated  as  satisfactorily  with 


oral  cortisone  as  with  the  previously  cum- 
bersome method  of  administration  of  ACTH, 
and  that  this  form  of  medication  has  the  ad- 
vantage of  permitting  home  treatment. 
They  have  made  observations  on  the  acute 
elevation  of  serum  bicarbonate  in  premature 
infants  and  have  shown  contrary  to  expecta- 
tion that  the  premature  infant  excretes  ex- 
cessive bicarbonate  approximately  as  well  as 
the  adults.  They  have  explored  the  details 
of  renal  function  in  cretinism,  parathyroid 
disease  and  vitamin  D-resistant  rickets  both 
before  and  after  treatment.  Infants  of  dia- 
betic mothers  have  been  studied  with  par- 
ticular reference  to  electrolytes  of  cord  blood. 

The  Pediatrics  Department  has  also  been 
occupied  with  a  carefully  controlled  study 
of  the  prognosis  of  premature  infants  and 
have  arrived  at  the  gratifying  conclusion 
that  children  who  weighed  2J4  pounds  or 
less  at  birth  have  a  good  chance  for  at  least 
average  mentality  and  normal  social  adjust- 
ment. 

It  is  of  interest  that  three  of  the  children 
in  this  special  group  were  among  the  guests 
at  a  recent  celebration  held  at  The  New  York 
Hospital  on  the  fourth  anniversary  of  the 
inauguration  of  New  York  City's  premature 
transport  service. 

A  number  of  new  studies  have  been  begun 
and  others  have  been  continued  in  the  field 
of  hematology.  These  include  blood  volume 
studies  in  relation  to  transfusions,  quantita- 
tive estimation  of  iron  deposits  in  parenchy- 
mal organs  and  fetal  hemoglobin  in  normals, 
premature  infants  and  patients  with  con- 
genital heart  disease.  These  have  been  the 
activity  of  Dr.  Carl  H.  Smith,  Dr.  Irving 
Schulman  and  their  associates  in  cooperation 
with  the  Department  of  Pathology. 

Dr.  May  G.  Wilson  has  completed  four 
thousand  examinations  in  400  normal  chil- 
dren in  addition  to  serial  observations  on 
rheumatic  patients  and  has  thereby  estab- 
lished significant  fluoroscopic  criteria  for 
normal  and  abnormal  cardiac  silhouettes. 
She  has  instituted  pilot  studies  of  the  pro- 
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phylactic  effect  in  rheumatic  children  of  con- 
tinuous antibiotic  therapy  and  has  continued 
her  observations  on  the  benefit  to  be  derived 
from  the  use  of  ACTH  in  acute  rheumatic 
carditis.  Dr.  Heinz  Eichenwald  has  devised 
a  complement-fixing  antigen  for  toxoplas- 
mosis, and  has  explored  the  possibilities  of 
treatment  of  toxoplasmosis  in  infants  with 
antisera  and  sulfonamides. 

Psychosomatic  Medicine.  The  group  asso- 
ciated with  Dr.  Harold  Wolff  and  Dr. 
William  Grace  which  during  the  past  years 
have  been  engaged  in  experimental  work  de- 
signed to  demonstrate  in  the  laboratory  situ- 
ation the  relationships  between  life  stress  and 
bodily  disorders  has  extended  its  investiga- 
tions to  include  such  subjects  as  the  relation- 
ship of  life  experience  to  alteration  in  elec- 
trolyte and  fluid  balance  to  the  absorption 
and  utilization  of  iron  and  to  thyroid  func- 
tion as  determined  by  measuring  the  serum 
protein  bound  iodine.  They  have  initiated 
new  studies  to  illuminate  mechanisms  of 
arterial  hypertension,  alterations  in  tissue 
sensitivity  especially  as  related  to  vascular 
headache  and  factors  pertaining  to  the  ac- 
cumulation and  discharge  of  gas  in  the 
gastrointestinal  tract.  They  have  also  under- 
taken studies  of  the  patterns  of  reflex  motor 
activity  in  the  central  nervous  system. 


EDUCATION 

In  addition  to  the  opportunities  offered  to 
the  undergraduate  medical  and  nursing  stu- 
dents through  its  affiliation  with  Cornell 
University  Medical  College,  The  New  York 


Hospital  makes  each  year  an  outstanding 
contribution  to  graduate  medical  education. 
During  1952,  38  residents,  148  assistant  resi- 
dents, 53  interns  and  42  clinical  fellows 
received  training  in  our  pavilions  and 
Out-Patient  Department.  This  impressive 
total  of  281  graduate  students  does  not  take 
account  of  the  large  number  of  physicians 
from  various  parts  of  the  country  and  from 
numerous  foreign  countries  who  visit  the 
Hospital,  attend  conferences  and  remain  as 
observers  for  periods  ranging  from  a  few 
days  to  many  months.  It  does  not  reflect  the 
educational  contribution  of  the  Practitioners' 
Conferences  with  their  weekly  attendance  of 
150  or  more  physicians  from  the  area  about 
Greater  New  York. 

In  addition  to  these  activities,  the  Hos- 
pital furnished  formal  training  to  almost  300 
students  in  various  fields  allied  to  medicine. 
These  have  included  hospital  administrators, 
hospital  dieticians,  nurse  anesthetists,  occu- 
pational therapists,  social  workers,  X-ray 
technicians,  dental  hygienists,  nursing  aides, 
physicians  and  nurses  conducting  programs 
for  the  care  of  premature  infants.  Tabula- 
tion of  these  various  programs  may  be  found 
in  the  Report  of  the  Director.

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Report  of  the  Director 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen : 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  marked  by 
the  planning,  purchase  and  construction  of 
improved  and  additional  physical  facilities 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Center  and  each  of  its 
components,  by  continuation  of  gradual  ad- 
justments to  meet  changing  conditions  in 
hospital  economics  due  in  part  to  the  con- 
tinuous shortening  of  patient  stay,  the  in- 
creasing emphasis  on  ambulatory  care  and 
the  growth  of  voluntary  hospital  and  medi- 
cal care  insurance  plans,  and  by  the  celebra- 
tion of  the  seventy-fifth  anniversary  of  the 
School  of  Nursing  and  its  tenth  year  of  pro- 
viding collegiate  training  as  the  Cornell 
University-New  York  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing.  The  ceremonies  attendant  upon  the 
latter  will  be  detailed  in  the  report  of  Miss 
Muriel  R.  Carbery,  Director  of  Nursing 
Service. 

PHYSICAL  FACILITIES 

Since  all  components  of  the  Center  are 
mutually  interdependent  and  since,  there- 
fore, any  factor  affecting  one  must  of  neces- 
sity affect  the  others,  either  directly  or 
indirectly,  programs  carried  on  in  1952  which 
pertain  to  physical  plant  will  be  reported 
regardless  of  which  component  of  the  Center 
is  primarily  concerned. 

After  discussions  carried  on  over  several 
years  with  authorities  in  the  fields  of  medi- 
cine and  hospital  service,  in  consultation 
with  the  Hospital  Council  of  Greater  New 
York   and   on   the   recommendation   of  the 


Joint  Administrative  Board  of  the  Center  an 
agreement  dated  April  5,  1949,  and  subse- 
quently amended  on  June  5,  1951,  was  signed 
by  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 
and  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of 
the  Ruptured  and  Crippled,  which  operates 
the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery,  to  formalize 
a  proximate  affiliation  which  includes  among 
its  provisions  the  construction  of  new  facili- 
ties for  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  on 
land  to  be  deeded  to  the  New  York  Society 
for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled 
by  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital. 
In  December,  1952,  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of 
the  Ruptured  and  Crippled,  having  received 
an  offer  of  purchase  of  its  Hospital  for 
Special  Surgery  at  its  present  location  at  the 
corner  of  East  42nd  Street  and  Second  Avenue, 
authorized  the  ordering  of  steel  for  the  new 
hospital  to  be  built  on  the  plot  of  land 
bounded  by  the  East  River  Drive,  East  70th 
and  71st  Streets  and  the  easterly  line  of  The 
New  York  Hospital's  power  plant.  When 
completed,  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery, 
through  its  close  physical  and  organizational 
relationship  with  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Cornell  Medical  Center,  will  become  the 
primary  facility  of  the  Center  for  the  care  of 
patients  suffering  from  orthopedic  conditions 
and  arthritis  and  for  teaching  and  research 
in  the  fields  of  orthopedic  surgery  and  joint 
diseases. 

The  plot  of  land  on  which  the  new  Hos- 
pital for  Special  Surgery  is  to  be  erected  is 
presently  occupied  by  temporary  barracks  for 
the  housing  of  medical  students.  It  is,  there- 
fore, gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  at  a 
convocation  on  January  9,  1952,  Mr.  Charles 
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L.  Horn,  President  of  the  Olin  Foundation, 
Inc.,  and  Mr.  James  O.  Wynn,  its  Vice  Presi- 
dent, announced  a  gift  of  $2,549,000  to 
Cornell  University  for  the  construction  of  a 
residence  to  be  named  F.  W.  Olin  Hall  for 
medical  students  and  certain  staff  members. 
Plans  call  for  the  building  of  the  residence 
on  the  northwest  corner  of  East  69th  Street 
and  York  Avenue  on  land  previously  deeded 
to  Cornell  University  by  The  Society  of  the 
New  York  Hospital  in  exchange  for  the 
property  on  which  it  is  planned  to  build  the 
Hospital  for  Special  Surgery.  Dean  Joseph 
C.  Hinsey  is  to  be  congratulated  for  his  part 
in  the  consummation  of  arrangements  lead- 
ing to  the  provision  of  this  long  needed 
facility. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Leland 
Eggleston  Cofer  and  an  anonymous  donor, 
construction  was  started  on  a  chapel  given 
as  a  memorial  to  the  husband  of  the  former 
and  in  gratitude  to  The  New  York  Hospital. 
Designed  by  Shepley,  Bullfinch,  Richardson 
and  Abbott,  the  architects  of  the  Center,  and 
located  in  the  easterly  court  adjacent  to  the 
main  68th  Street  entrance  to  the  Hospital, 
the  Leland  Eggleston  Cofer  Memorial  Chapel 
will,  when  finished  early  in  1953,  fill  a  long 
felt  need  for  a  non-sectarian  chapel  available 
to  patients,  friends,  employees  and  members 
of  the  staff  for  meditation  and  prayer.  It  is, 
perhaps,  significant  of  the  recognition  of  a 
gradual  religious  reawakening  of  the  Ameri- 
can public  that  the  year  also  saw  the  initia- 
tion of  a  Chaplaincy  Service,  which  will  be 
described  below. 

During  the  year  The  Society  purchased  two 
properties  in  close  proximity  to  the  Center. 
Both,  428-436  East  69th  Street,  and  433-435 
East  68th  Street,  are  contiguous  with  land 
already  owned  by  The  Society  between  East 
68th  and  69th  Streets  on  York  Avenue,  and 
both  will  provide  additional  space  for  future 
development  of  the  Center. 

Among  physical  improvements  initiated  or 
completed  during  the  year  were:  enlarged, 
rehabilitated,  redecorated  and  air  conditioned 


locker  rooms  for  private  duty  and  staff  nurses, 
made  possible  in  part  by  the  Vincent  Astor 
Fund;  alterations  and  improvements  in  five 
pavilions  aimed  in  part  at  putting  the  Hos- 
pital in  a  position  to  accommodate  the 
increasing  number  of  subscribers  to  hospitali- 
zation insurance  by  providing  rooms  of  four 
beds  or  less  on  pavilion  as  well  as  semi- 
private  services;  provision  of  additional  bath- 
room facilities  in  the  Lying-in  Hospital, 
made  necessary  by  early  ambulation  of  pa- 
tients; construction  of  a  metabolism  unit  in 
the  Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  with 
funds  provided  by  the  Muscular  Dystrophy 
Associations  of  America,  Inc.  and  by  the 
Tall  Cedars  of  Lebanon  through  the  former 
organization;  and  at  the  Westchester  Divi- 
sion completion  of  two  houses  for  staff 
doctors  and  their  families  and  commence- 
ment of  construction  on  the  new  Women's 
Physiotherapy  Building. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

There  were  144  more  patients  admitted  to 
the  three  divisions  of  the  Hospital  than  dur- 
ing the  previous  year,  a  total  of  27,592  in 
1952  as  compared  with  27,448  in  1951.  Of 
this  total,  27,034  entered  The  New  York 
Hospital,  a  record  surpassed  only  in  1950 
when  27,272  were  admitted.  The  Society 
provided  431,851  days  of  in-patient  care  in 
1952,  a  decrease  of  3,357  from  1951.  The 
Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  and  the 
Westchester  Division  both  had  a  larger  num- 
ber of  patient  days,  while  at  The  New  York 
Hospital  patient  days  declined  from  306,666 
in  1951  to  299,982  in  1952.  Adjustments  inci- 
dent to  the  conversion  of  certain  beds  from 
pavilion  to  semi-private  status,  an  intermit- 
tent shortage  of  nurses,  a  further  decrease  in 
the  average  length  of  time  each  patient 
stayed  and  the  variability  of  demand  for 
beds  combined  to  account  in  part  for  this 
reduction  in  patient  days  and  the  concomi- 
tant decrease  in  occupancy  ratio  from  77.2 
per  cent  in  1951  to  74.2  per  cent  in  1952. 
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The  chart  (opposite  page)  portrays  trends 
for  the  past  seven  years  in  number  of  patients 
treated,  patient  days,  average  stay  in  days, 
number  of  beds  occupied  on  the  average  and 
per  cent  of  available  beds  occupied.  These 
figures  do  not  include  newborns  or  psy- 
chiatric patients.  It  is  of  interest  to  note 
that  while  the  number  of  patients  treated  in 
1952.  had  increased  by  13-0  per  cent  over  the 
1946  base  figure,  the  number  of  patient  days 
had  decreased  by  31  per  cent.  The  explana- 
tion is  seen  in  the  decrease  in  average  length 
of  stay  from  14.7  days  in  1946  to  12.6  days 
in  1952.  Had  the  average  length  of  stay  been 
the  same  in  1952  as  in  1946,  the  number  of 


patient  days  in  1952  would  have  been  45,000 
greater  than  they  actually  were  and  the  cost 
to  our  patients  and  the  community  for  hos- 
pital care  would  have  been  over  $1,000,000 
more. 

The  shorter  average  period  of  hospitaliza- 
tion with  its  accompanying  increase  in  rate 
of  turn-over  of  patients  and  the  ever  growing 
complexity  of  medical  care  throws  a  con- 
tinually greater  load  on  professional  ancil- 
lary services  and  administrative  facilities  as 
demonstrated  by  the  following  selected  sta- 
tistical data  comparing  the  years  1946,  1951 
and  1952:

Not  only  have  the  number  of  procedures 
and  services  increased,  but  the  individual 
procedures  themselves  are  often  more  tech- 
nically difficult  and  expensive.  For  example, 
surgical  operations  are  becoming  increasingly 
complex  and  longer;  new  and  expensive  drugs 
are  being  discovered  and  put  to  use;  and  new 
and  time  consuming  laboratory  procedures 
and  X-ray  techniques  are  constantly  being 
developed.  These  factors  contribute  to  the 
ever  increasing  tempo  of  activity,  the  pres- 
sure for  more  space  and  the  mounting  cost  of 
hospitalization. 

BED  CONVERSIONS 

In  1951  the  Board  of  Governors  requested 
the  Joint  Administrative  Board  to  undertake 
a  study  to  determine  what  changes  in  policy 
with  respect  to  teaching,   training  and  re- 


search would  be  necessary  to  reduce  sub- 
stantially the  deficit  of  the  Hospital.  The 
study  was  carried  out  by  Dr.  Stanhope  Bayne- 
Jones,  President  of  the  Joint  Administrative 
Board,  in  cooperation  with  the  Executive 
Faculty  and  Dean  of  the  Medical  College,  the 
Medical  Board  of  the  Hospital,  the  clinical 
department  heads  concerned,  administrative 
officers  of  the  Hospital  and  others.  As  a 
result  of  the  study  the  Joint  Administrative 
Board  recommended  and  the  Governors  ap- 
proved the  conversion  of  a  hundred  pavilion 
(ward)  beds  to  semi-private  status.  The 
Medical  Board  subsequently  voted  to  utilize 
these  beds  as  a  teaching  facility  insofar  as 
feasible. 

During  1952  the  conversion  program  has 
been  gradually  implemented.  The  initial 
conversions  were  accomplished  in  the  De- 
partment   of    Obstetrics    and    Gynecology 
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where,  over  the  period  from  January  to  April, 
certain  improvements  in  physical  facilities 
were  made.  As  these  were  completed  seven- 
teen beds  were  added  to  semi-private  while 
fourteen  were  dropped  from  the  pavilion 
complement.  Alteration  on  five  nursing  units 
in  the  Main  Hospital,  as  previously  described, 
resulted  in  a  decrease  of  eight  beds  on  each  of 
these  floors  but  increased  the  desirability  and 
flexibility  of  the  units  by  eliminating  all  open 
wards.  The  forty  beds  lost  were  made  up  in 
part  by  the  opening  of  twenty-nine  beds  on 
H-2  for  orthopedic  and  plastic  surgery.  Six- 
teen beds  on  G-2  will  be  made  available  for 
medicine  early  in  1953.  During  April  and 
May  seventy-one  beds  were  dropped  from 
the  surgical  pavilion  complement  while 
seventy-seven  beds  were  added  to  surgical 
semi-private.  Many  of  these  were  designated 
for  the  various  surgical  specialties,  thereby 
making  available  for  the  first  time  semi- 
private  beds  set  aside  specifically  for  plastic 
surgery,  orthopedic  surgery  and  neuro- 
surgery. 

The  desirability  of  using  the  patients  in 
these  newly  created  semi-private  accommo- 
dations for  educational  purposes  has  neces- 
sitated many  organizational  adjustments, 
especially  with  respect  to  admitting  policies. 
In  the  Departments  of  Medicine  and  Surgery 
admitting  privileges  to  these  beds  are  limited 
to  doctors  who  contribute  actively  to  the 
teaching  programs.  Patients  are  also  ad- 
mitted from  the  Out-Patient  Department 
clinics  when  they  carry  adequate  insurance 
for  hospitalization  and  medical  fees.  These 
patients  are  permitted  to  select  their  doctors 
from  among  those  with  admitting  privileges 
to  these  beds. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  this  program  is  new 
and  in  some  respects  experimental,  the  occu- 
pancy of  these  newly  created  semi-private 
beds  has  not  been  maintained  initially  at  as 
high  a  level  as  was  anticipated.  Neverthe- 
less, these  bed  conversions  have  resulted  in 
augmented  income  estimated  at  approxi- 
mately $250,000  for  the  portion  of  the  year 


during  which  the  program  was  in  effect.  The 
full  educational  and  financial  implications  of 
the  program  will  not  be  realized  until  1953. 

FINANCES 

The  operating  deficit  for  The  Society,  in- 
cluding as  an  expense  provision  for  depre- 
ciation on  building  fixtures  and  equipment 
but  excluding  depreciation  on  buildings,  was 
$3,463,000.  The  following  table  shows  the 
distribution  of  this  deficit  to  the  divisions 
of  The  Society  for  1952  as  compared  with

Applied  against  this  deficit  were  Society 
membership  and  other  current  contributions 
in  the  amount  of  $697,487  as  compared  with 
$699,652  in  1951,  a  gratifying  showing  in 
a  year  when  our  financial  benefactors  have 
been  pressed  for  contributions  to  many  other 
activities.  Included  in  this  sum  is  $308,705 
from  the  Greater  New  York  Fund  and  the 
United  Hospital  Fund.  Our  Men's  and 
Women's  United  Hospital  Fund  Teams  raised 
$207,182  as  compared  with  $218,596  in  1951. 
In  addition,  investment  and  other  non-oper- 
ating income  totaled  $1,176,628  for  1952  as 
compared  with  $1,163,740  in  1951-  This 
leaves  a  net  deficit  of  $2,589,854  including 
$325,111  provision  for  depreciation  on  build- 
ing fixtures  and  equipment.

The  relatively  large  sum  recorded  under  leg- 
acies and  gifts  to  capital  includes  $1,200,000 
distributed  during  the  year  as  The  Society's 
share  of  the  estate  of  H.  Sylvia  A.  H.  G. 
Wilks. 

Further  details  of  the  consolidated  income 
account  and  capital  changes  will  be  found  on 
pages  58  and  59- 

Although  operating  income  at  The  New 
York  Hospital  increased  by  $909,098  over 
1951,  this  was  insufficient  to  offset  the  in- 
crease in  operating  expenses,  which  came  to 
$1,431,137.  Factors  responsible  for  the  rapid 
rise  in  operating  costs  of  general  hospitals 
throughout  the  country  were  reviewed,  in 
detail  in  the  Director's  report  for  1951  and 
will  not  be  enumerated  here  again.  Suffice 
it  to  say  that  the  same  factors  were  operative 
in  1952. 

A  comparison  between  the  amount  of  free 
care  and  the  resources  available  to  pay  for  it 
in  1942  and  1952  throws  the  financial  problem 
into  perspective.  In  1942  the  cost  of  free  care 
(i.e.,  the  difference  between  the  cost  of  pro- 
viding care  in  the  pavilions  (wards)  and  Out- 
patient Department  and  the  amount  paid  for 
this  care  by  patients  or  third  parties  on  their 
behalf)  totaled  $1,272,655,  exclusive  of  de- 
preciation as  an  element  of  cost.  Investment 
income  and  current  gifts  in  the  amount  of 
$911,922  were  available  to  defray  in  large 
part  the  cost  of  this  free  care.  In  1952  free 
care  had  risen  to  $2,883,825  and  income  from 
endowment  and  current  gifts  to  $1,435,384 
leaving  a  gap  of  $1,448,441  to  be  filled  by 
net  income  from  other  services  and  by  an 
appropriation  from  capital. 

Mindful  of  the  Hospital's  responsibilities 
and  commitments  in  the  fields  of  education 
and  research  through  the  Agreement  between 
The  Society  and  Cornell  University,   there 


appear  to  be  four  broad  approaches  to  pro- 
vide means  for  reducing  the  deficit  of  the 
Hospital.  Of  these,  priority  might  be  given 
to  consideration  of  raising  a  substantial  sum, 
possibly  $30,000,000  to  augment  endowment 
funds. 

Second,  efforts  should  be  continued  to 
secure  payments  more  nearly  approaching 
cost  for  the  care  of  patients  in  our  pavilions 
(wards)  and  Out-Patient  Department.  Dur- 
ing the  first  half  of  1952  payments  by  or  on 
behalf  of  pavilion  (ward)  patients  were  made 
as  follows :

The  Hospital  received  its  full  charges,  which 
are  established  slightly  below  cost,  in  ap- 
proximately 10  per  cent  of  cases.  Since  the 
City  of  New  York  and  Associated  Hospital 
Service  of  New  York,  Inc.  (Blue  Cross)  accept 
responsibility  for  payments  on  behalf  of 
medically  indigent  residents  of  the  City  and 
subscribers  to  Blue  Cross  respectively,  repre- 
senting 57.7  per  cent  of  patients  in  our  pa- 
vilions (wards),  continuing  pressure  must  be 
maintained  on  both  to  secure  more  equitable 
reimbursement  rates  and  to  provide  payments 
for  ambulatory  care  in  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment. Substantial  progress  towards  these 
objectives  was  made  in  1952. 

Third,  experimentation  with  professional 
staff  organization,  so  propitiously  started  in 
1952  in  conjunction  with  the  conversion  of 
100  pavilion  (ward)  beds  to  semi-private 
status,  must  be  continued  with  a  view  to  the 
possible  inclusion  of  certain  private  patients 
among  those  available  to  further  the  educa- 
tional objectives  of  the  joint  enterprise.  The 
anticipated  continued  increase  in  the  pro- 
portion of  the   population  insured   against 
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hospital  and  medical  care  expense  makes  such 
action  mandatory  if  we  are  to  continue  to 
provide  the  facilities  for  optimal  educational 
experiences. 

Fourth,  efforts  to  reduce  expense  through 
efficient  administrative  procedures  should 
continue.  To  this  end  a  study  to  appraise  the 
adequacy  and  economy  of  The  Society's  in- 
surance and  employee  benefit  programs  was 
authorized  by  the  Executive  Committee  and 
commenced  by  Messrs.  Lukens,  Savage  and 
Washburn  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  In 
addition,  the  Governors  authorized  a  survey, 
to  be  undertaken  by  Messrs.  Cresap, 
McCormick  and  Paget  in  1953,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  finding  means  to  reduce  operating 
expenses  through  a  review  of  administrative 
procedures  and  the  institution  of  possible  ad- 
ministrative short  cuts. 


EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAMS 

In  addition  to  participating  in  the  educa- 
tion of  medical  students  through  its  affilia- 
tion with  Cornell  University  Medical  Col- 
lege, and  in  the  education  of  graduate  phy- 
sicians and  medical  specialists  through  its 
intern  and  residency  training  programs,  and 
student  nurses  through  the  Cornell  Uni- 
versity-New York  Hospital  School  of  Nurs- 
ing, the  Hospital  furnished  formal  training 
to  289  students  in  several  fields  allied  to 
medicine.  The  number  of  students  who  re- 
ceived training  in  each  of  these  fields  during 
the  year  is  indicated  below.  In  addition 
many  departments  of  the  Hospital  accom- 
modated observers  for  varying  periods  of 
time.  The  length  of  time  spent  in  formal 
training  by  individual  students  varied  con- 
siderably depending  on  the  field  involved  and 
the  requirements  of  the  appropriate  curric- 
ulum.

PATENT  POLICY 

The  Joint  Administrative  Board,  after 
more  than  a  year's  consideration  by  the  vari- 
ous boards  and  interests  within  the  Center, 
recommended  a  revised  patent  policy.  The 
Governors  of  The  Society  adopted  the  policy 
insofar  as  it  pertains  to  the  interests  of  The 
Society.  Because  of  the  potentiality  of  its 
implications,  the  revised  policy  is  quoted  in 
full: 

"Patents  arising  from  discoveries  and  in- 
ventions of  members  of  the  total  staffs  of 
Cornell  University  Medical  College,  Cornell 
University-New  York  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing,  and  The  New  York  Hospital,  will 
be  assigned  directly  to  Research  Corporation, 
except  (1)  in  cases  of  patents  arising  in  the 
course  of  work  under  Government-sponsored 
contracts;  and  (2)  in  cases  where  individual 
members  of  the  staff  wish  to  take  out  the 
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patent  and  dedicate  it  to  the  public.  Royal- 
ties from  such  patents,  other  than  those 
covered  by  the  above-stated  exceptions,  may 
be  accepted  and  received  by  Cornell  Uni- 
versity and/or  The  Society  of  the  New  York 
Hospital,  and/or  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Cornell  Medical  Center,  and  such  royalties 
received  will  be  administered  by  one  or  the 
other,  or  by  combinations  of  these  institu- 
tions, for  the  support  of  research  in  accord- 
ance with  approved  policies  and  procedures. 
Royalties  will  not  be  paid  to  an  individual 
inventor  in  connection  with  a  patent  arising 
from  work  done  in  Cornell  University  Medi- 
cal College,  Cornell  University-New  York 
Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  or  The  New 
York  Hospital." 

MILITARY  SERVICE 

During  the  year,  nine  members  of  the  intern 
and  resident  staff,  seven  members  of  the  at- 
tending staff,  eight  staff  nurses,  and  42  non- 
professional employees  of  the  Hospital  were 
called  to  active  duty  with  the  armed  forces. 
Eight  physicians  were  reappointed  to  the 
resident  staff  after  serving  two  years  with  the 
armed  forces.  During  the  year,  four  officers 
of  the  armed  forces  were  assigned  to  The  New 
York  Hospital  for  residency  training. 

CIVIL  DEFENSE 

Continued  progress  has  been  made  in  civil 
defense  planning,  organizing  and  training  in 
cooperation  with  Memorial  Center  and  the 
Rockefeller  Institute  for  Medical  Research. 
The  employees  of  the  Eastman  Kodak  Com- 
pany have  registered  as  New  York  Hospital 
civil  defense  volunteers. 

The  Hospital  participated  in  all  city- wide 
civil  defense  test  exercises.  In  cooperation 
with  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Aviation 
of  the  City  of  New  York  on  September  30 
simulated  ambulatory  patients  were  evacu- 
ated to  the  Rockefeller  Institute  and  from 
thence  over  the  East  River  Drive  to  a  sight- 


seeing boat  moored  at  our  bulkhead  at  the 
foot  of  70th  Street.  On  December  13,  in  con- 
junction with  the  State  ordered  civil  defense 
drill,  120  simulated  casualties  were  admitted 
through  prearranged  emergency  channels. 
Sixty-five  members  of  the  Department  of 
Surgery  participated  in  the  exercise. 

During  the  year,  nine  standard  American 
Red  Cross  first  aid  courses  were  given.  All 
of  the  nuns  at  the  Home  for  the  Aged  of  the 
Little  Sisters  of  the  Poor,  which  has  been 
designated  as  our  emergency  improvised  hos- 
pital, have  completed  first  aid  training.  A 
two-day  refresher  course  in  nursing  and 
atomic  disaster  was  given  to  25  former 
nurses. 


MISCELLANEOUS  ITEMS  OF  INTEREST 

On  May  8  the  181st  Anniversary  Charter 
Day  Exercises  of  The  Society  of  the  New 
York  Hospital  were  held  in  the  auditorium 
of  the  Nurses  Residence  with  Mr.  John  Hay 
Whitney,  President  of  The  Society,  presiding. 
The  principal  speakers  were  Mrs.  August 
Belmont,  member  of  the  Council  of  the 
Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing,  and  Dr.  Lester  J.  Evans, 
Executive  Associate  of  the  Commonwealth 
Fund,  who  spoke  on  comprehensive  medical 
care.  Governors,  members  of  The  Society 
and  their  guests  comprised  the  274  people 
who  were  in  attendance. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Hospital  Art 
Committee,  chaired  by  Mr.  Willard  S. 
Simpkins,  the  Society  of  Illustrators  gave  an 
exhibit  in  May  of  paintings  which  were 
later  donated  to  the  Hospital's  art  collection. 

On  June  3  a  Chaplaincy  Service  was  inaug- 
urated as  a  cooperative  effort  with  the  East 
Midtown  Ministers'  Association,  the  office 
of  Francis  Cardinal  Spellman  and  the  New 
York  Board  of  Rabbis.  Patients  indicating 
their  desire  to  be  called  upon  are  visited  by 
a  chaplain  of  the  appropriate  faith.  The 
program  has  met  with  the  enthusiastic  ap- 
proval of  patients,  doctors  and  nurses. 
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The  Sixth  Service  Anniversary  Award 
Dinner,  given  jointly  by  the  Hospital  and 
Medical  College  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Joint  Administrative  Board,  was  held  on 
December  2  in  the  dining  room  of  the  Nurses 
Residence.  Dr.  Stanhope  Bayne-Jones  pre- 
sided and  presented  gold  pins  to  23  indi- 
viduals who  had  served  the  Center  for  25 
years  and  silver  pins  to  48  who  had  served  for 
15  years.  The  occasion  was  particularly 
noteworthy  because  Mr.  John  Hay  Whitney, 
President  of  The  Society,  was  among  those 
to  be  honored  for  25  years  of  service.  Mrs. 
Dorothy  Arnold,  a  trustee  of  Cornell  Uni- 
versity, and  Mr.  Henry  S.  Sturgis,  Vice  Presi- 
dent for  Finance  of  The  Society  of  the  New 
York  Hospital,  were  the  principal  speakers. 
Miss  Mildred  A.  Spargo,  Director  of  Occu- 
pational Therapy  Department  of  the  Payne. 
Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic,  responded  for  the 
recipients  of  awards.  Two  hundred  and  sixty 
people  attended  the  dinner.  Entertainment 
was  furnished  by  the  doctors'  octet  under  the 
able  direction  of  Dr.  Robert  E.  Lee.

DEPARTMENTAL  REPORTS 

There  follow  brief  summaries  of  the  year's 
achievements  and  activities  of  the  larger  de- 
partments of  the  Hospital  excluding  the 
clinical  services  on  which  the  President  of 
the  Medical  Board  has  reported. 

NURSING  SERVICE 

Since  The  New  York  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing  became  the  Cornell  University-New 
York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  in  1942, 
the  position  of  Dean  of  the  School  and 
Director  of  Nursing  Service  has  been  a  joint 
appointment.  On  the  recommendation  of 
the  Joint  Administrative  Board  and  as  a  com- 
structive  move  to  provide  a  stronger  leader- 
ship for  both  the  School  and  Nursing  Service, 
the  joint  position  became  two  full-time  posi- 
tions on  July  1.  Miss  Virginia  M.  Dunbar, 
who  had  previously  held  the  joint  appoint- 
ment, became  the  first  full-time  Dean  of  the 
School. 

In  spite  of  a  continuing  nation-wide  short- 
age of  professional  nurses,  substantial  prog- 
ress was  made  in  overcoming  our  local 
shortage  through  the  continuance  of  a  vigor- 
ous recruitment  campaign  and  the  strengthen- 
ing of  old  programs  and  initiation  of  new 
efforts  to  stabilize  the  staff.     Some  of  the 


promising  undertakings  aimed  towards  re- 
duction in  number  of  separations  include 
improvement  in  methods  of  orienting  new 
appointees  to  the  staff,  institution  of  round- 
table  discussions  on  leadership  for  head 
nurses,  widening  the  educational  oppor- 
tunities for  staff  nurses  and  adjusting  salary 
ranges  and  pay  differentials  for  undesirable 
hours  of  work. 

In  furtherance  of  the  objective  to  utilize 
the  professional  competence  of  nurses  as 
efficiently  as  possible,  additional  progress 
was  made  in  assigning  non-nursing  duties  to 
other  departments.  The  efficient  use  of 
auxiliary  nursing  personnel  was  extended 
through  the  wider  acceptance  and  initiation 
of  the  team  method  of  patient  care  and 
through  the  establishment  of  orderly  pools  in 
the  operating  rooms  and  the  pavilion  (ward) 
floors  in  the  Main  Hospital. 

For  a  more  detailed  report  of  the  activities 
of  the  Nursing  Service  and  a  brief  description 
of  the  ceremonies  attendant  on  the  celebra- 
tion of  the  seventy-fifth  anniversary  of  the 
School  of  Nursing  the  reader  is  referred  to  the 
report  of  Miss  Muriel  R.  Carbery,  Director 
of  Nursing  Service,  which  appears  on  page  52. 

PERSONNEL 

Country-wide  high  employment  and  the 
steady  upward  trend  in  industrial  pay  rates 
have  contributed  to  the  continuing  shortage 
of  qualified  personnel  available  for  hospital 
work.  The  adoption  of  the  40-hour  week 
for  all  employees  at  the  turn  of  the  year  and 
adjustments  in  salary  and  wage  scales  made 
effective  intermittently  throughout  the  year 
for  selected  positions  have  improved  slightly 
our  ability  to  recruit. 

The  aggregate  turnover  in  personnel  for 
the  year  was  65  per  cent  as  compared  with 
64.5  per  cent  in  the  preceding  year.  Analysis 
of  this  figure  revealed  that  approximately 
three-quarters  of  all  separations  were  among 
those  who  had  been  in  the  employ  of  the 
Hospital  for  less   than  a  year.     Increasing 
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emphasis  was  therefore  placed  on  selectivity 
in  employment  and  improved  orientation  and 
supervision  of  new  employees.  To  this  end 
there  was  instituted  a  course  entitled  "Dy- 
namics of  Supervision  and  Human  Relations" 
made  available  through  the  extension  ser- 
vices of  the  New  York  State  School  of  In- 
dustrial and  Labor  Relations  of  Cornell 
University.  The  course  consisted  of  eight 
two-hour  round  table  discussions  under  the 
leadership  of  a  member  of  the  extension 
faculty  and  was  completed  by  42  supervisors 
and  department  heads. 

Thirty-six  additional  positions,  exclusive 
of  Nursing  Service,  were  authorized  during 
the  year,  principally  for  the  following 
reasons:  to  implement  the  40-hour  week,  to 
meet  the  demand  for  additional  ancillary 
services,  to  provide  non-nursing  personnel  for 
the  opening  of  G-2  and  H-2,  to  continue  the 
program  of  relieving  the  Nursing  Service  of 
non-nursing  duties,  and  to  improve  mainte- 
nance of  plant  as  it  ages. 

AMBULATORY  SERVICES 

In  the  Report  of  the  Director  for  1951  con- 
siderable space  was  devoted  to  a  discussion 
of  the  increasing  emphasis  which  is  being 
placed  on  the  provision  of  more  extensive 
services  for  ambulatory  patients.  This  trend 
is  due  in  part  to  an  effort  to  reduce  the  cost 
to  the  community  of  health  care  by  the 
avoidance  of  expensive  hospitalization.  In 
furtherance  of  this  objective  several  organi- 
zational rearrangements  were  undertaken 
during  the  year. 

Statistics  for  the  Out-Patient  Department 
show  that  the  total  number  of  visits  fell 
from  259,103  in  1951  to  254,988  in  1952  and 
the  number  of  patients  from  48,757  to  46,396. 
Factors  responsible  for  this  continuing,  city- 
wide  trend  include  high  employment  in  the 
general  population  and  growth  of  medical 
care  insurance  plans. 

A  survey  of  the  mode  of  operation  of  the 
Pre -Clinic  Admitting  Unit  (K-B),  the  Emer- 


gency Pavilion  (L-B)  and  the  Medical  and 
Surgical  Clinics  was  made  in  the  spring  of 
1952  by  Dr.  George  R.  Holswade.  The  or- 
ganizational changes  which  followed 
resulted  in  improved  methods  of  patient  care 
and  facilitated  the  integration  of  the  Com- 
prehensive Care  and  Teaching  Program  into 
the  Hospital's  clinic  structure  and  the  Medi- 
cal College's  curriculum. 

On  June  1  the  Medical  Stat  Clinic  was 
inaugurated  on  K-4.  The  purpose  of  this 
clinic  was  to  make  available  urgent  but  not 
emergent  care  which  had  formerly  been  per- 
formed in  the  Emergency  Pavilion.  The 
number  of  patients  needing  such  care  had 
overburdened  and  seriously  handicapped  the 
normal  functioning  of  this  unit.  In  con- 
junction with  the  Stat  Clinic,  a  Medical 
Treatment  Clinic  was  established  on  the 
same  floor.  Here  such  procedures  as  trans- 
fusions, infusions,  clyses  and  paracenteses  are 
carried  out  on  an  ambulatory  basis.  Formerly 
these  treatment  procedures  either  usurped 
critical  space  in  the  Emergency  Pavilion  or 
required  admission  to  the  In-Patient  Service 
at  greater  expense  to  the  patient.  The  estab- 
lishment of  these  two  clinics  not  only  re- 
lieved the  overburdened  Emergency  Pavilion 
but  also  improved  the  quality  of  patient  care. 

The  activation  of  the  clinic  for  the  Com- 
prehensive Medical  Care  and  Teaching  Pro- 
gram on  June  23  was  preceded  by  many 
months  of  intensive  work  and  planning  by 
members  of  the  Hospital  staff  and  Medical 
College  faculty.  The  desire  to  render  com- 
plete and  comprehensive  medical  care  to  the 
clinic  patient  and  simultaneously  include  the 
practice  of  this  concept  as  an  integral  part 
of  the  academic  curriculum  was  the  motiva- 
tion and  design  for  this  program  from  its  in- 
ception. The  plan  is  supported  by  a  generous 
grant  from  the  Commonwealth  Fund  to  the 
Medical  College.  The  clinic  functions  within 
the  structure  of  the  General  Medical  and  the 
General  Pediatric  Clinics.  Integration  with 
other  Hospital  services  brings  to  the  patient 
consultants  in  surgery,  psychiatry  and  ob- 
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stetrics  as  the  need  arises.  It  is  too  early  to 
measure  accurately  the  true  potential  of  this 
concept  of  medical  care  but  it  has  been  most 
enthusiastically  received  by  patients  and 
students  alike. 

A  more  comprehensive  dental  health  pro- 
gram for  student  nurses  was  initiated.  This 
includes  dental  examinations,  with  full 
mouth  X-rays,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
nurses'  training  course.  Re-examinations 
will  take  place  at  18-  and  36-month  intervals. 

With  the  establishment  of  the  five-day 
week  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  it  was 
found  necessary  to  inaugurate  a  Saturday 
morning  clinic  functioning  on  a  year  around 
basis,  located  in  N-B  Pediatrics.  This  clinic 
provides  facilities  for  treating  patients  with 
urgent  but  not  emergent  conditions. 

The  Emergency  Pavilion  established  a  new 
record  for  the  care  of  emergently  ill  ambula- 
tory patients  by  treating  an  average  of  54 
patients  daily  for  a  total  of  19,832  visits,  an 
increase  of  12  per  cent  over  the  1951  record. 
The  transfer  of  certain  surgical  pavilion  beds 
to  semi-private  status  necessitated  greater 
use  of  the  eight  emergency  beds  by  patients 
who  would  otherwise  have  been  admitted 
directly  to  a  pavilion.  Limitations  of  space 
and  physical  arrangements  militate  against 
the  provision  of  optimal  care  for  patients 
with  emergent  conditions.  A  survey  was 
therefore  commenced  with  a  view  to  possible 
improvement  in  the  arrangement  of  facilities. 

The  number  of  private  ambulatory  patients 
who  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities  of 
the  Vincent  Astor  Diagnostic  Service  showed 
a  slight  increase  from  1,413  in  1951  to  1,478 
in  1952.  The  percentage  of  patients  requiring 
a  complete  diagnostic  survey  as  distinct  from 
consultative  services  increased  to  91.3  as 
compared  with  80.1  per  cent  in  1951.  This 
shift  is  consistent  with  the  objective  of 
furnishing  a  more  comprehensive  service. 

The  Personnel  Health  Service,  which  pro- 
vides ambulatory  care  for  students  and  em- 
ployees associated  with  the  Center,  recorded 
an  8.1  per  cent  reduction  in  number  of  visits, 


from  20,528  in  1951  to  18,856  in  1952,  divided 
as  follows: 

Employees  of  Center 10,417 

Medical  students 1,233 

Nurses  and  student  nurses 7,206 

The  reduction  in  attendance  indicates  in  part 
a  more  thorough  appraisal  of  the  patient's 
condition  at  a  single  visit.  In  December, 
examinations  of  new  employees,  formerly 
performed  during  the  first  week  of  employ- 
ment, were  rescheduled  to  permit  their  com- 
pletion prior  to  actual  employment  thereby 
obviating  difficulties  which  had  arisen  in  the 
past  when  individuals  already  on  the  job 
were  discovered  to  be  physically  or  psycho- 
logically unfit. 

PROFESSIONAL  ANCILLARY  SERVICES 

Radiology.  The  number  of  X-ray  examina- 
tions, 88,429,  exceeded  the  previous  all-time 
high  established  in  1950  when  80,799  exami- 
nations were  performed.  With  the  exception 
of  the  Department  of  Obstetrics  and  Gyne- 
cology the  increase  is  referable  to  all  cate- 
gories of  patients,  particularly  to  those  in 
private  and  semi-private  accommodations. 
In  view  of  a  reduction  in  the  number  of 
patients  treated  as  compared  with  the  record 
year  of  1950,  the  figures  indicate  a  greater 
use  of  radiography  as  an  aid  in  diagnosis. 

In  the  radio  therapy  section,  9,675  treat- 
ments were  provided  as  compared  with  10,107 
in  1951-  The  decrease  resulted  from  a  forced 
reduction  in  the  therapy  schedule  during 
periods  when  structural  alterations,  reloca- 
tion of  existing  equipment,  and  installation 
of  new  equipment  took  place. 

Careful  management  resulted  in  a  reduction 
in  the  number  of  films  used  per  examination 
from  3.01  in  1951  to  2.97  in  1952,  thereby 
producing  substantial  savings  for  the  Hos- 
pital. 

The  unit  for  cardiac  catheterization  was 
physically  and  administratively  transferred 
from  the  Department  of  Radiology  and  now 
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functions  as  an  autonomous  unit  responsible 
professionally  to  the  Department  of  Surgery. 

Central  Laboratories.  The  number  of  labora- 
tory procedures  performed  during  the  year 
exceeded  that  of  any  previous  year  in  the 
history  of  Central  Laboratories.  A  total  of 
443,076  determinations  was  provided  as  com- 
pared with  405,634  in  1951,  an  increase  of 
9.2  per  cent.  The  greatest  increases  were  in 
chemistry  (16.6  per  cent),  bacteriology  (9-6 
per  cent),  and  clinical  pathology  (8.7  per 
cent).  The  fact  that  these  increases  occurred 
in  spite  of  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  patient 
days  highlights  the  increasing  reliance  placed 
on  precise  and  quantitative  laboratory  deter- 
minations in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
disease. 

The  number  of  blood  and  plasma  trans- 
fusions also  increased  materially;  the  former 
by  5-8  per  cent  and  the  latter  by  67.8  per 
cent.  The  large  increase  in  number  of  plasma 
transfusions  reflects  a  change  in  the  tech- 
niques of  postoperative  care. 

Operating  and  Delivery  Rooms.  The  number 
of  operations  performed,  15,112,  was  ex- 
ceeded only  in  the  record  year  1950  when 
there  were  26  more.  The  number  of  infants 
born,  including  multiple  births  and  those 
delivered  by  cesarean  section,  totaled  4,194, 
a  number  second  only  to  that  of  the  record 
year  1951. 

Advances  in  surgical  techniques  have  per- 
mitted surgeons  to  perform  more  complex 
and  extensive  operations,  which  in  turn 
lengthens  the  average  time  required  for  com- 
pletion. In  addition,  early  ambulation  and 
other  advances  in  postoperative  care  have 
shortened  the  average  length  of  time  the 
surgical  patient  is  required  to  remain  in  the 
hospital.  These  factors  throw  an  increasing 
load  on  our  operating  rooms  and  necessitated 
the  opening  of  an  additional  operating  room 
which  was  assigned  to  plastic  surgery. 

A  program  directed  toward  reduction  of 
hazards  from  explosion  of  combustible  anes- 


thetics was  carried  virtually  to  completion 
during  the  year.  This  included  installation 
of  conductive  linoleum  in  operating  and  de- 
livery rooms,  use  of  conductive  footwear  by 
all  personnel  in  these  areas,  installation  of 
conductive  rubber  for  tubes,  mattresses,  etc. 
and  preparation  of  regulations  governing 
procedures  in  the  operating  rooms. 

Among  other  changes  initiated  during  the 
year  were  the  transfer  of  the  manufacture  of 
operating  bundles  to  the  Laundry  Depart- 
ment and  the  establishment  of  a  pool  of  or- 
derlies for  the  10th  floor  operating  suite, 
both  of  which  resulted  in  better  service  pro- 
vided by  fewer  personnel. 

Electrocardiographic  Department.  This  de- 
partment also  recorded  an  all-time  high  by 
performing  21 ,283  electrocardiograms,  an  1 1 . 2 
per  cent  increase  over  the  previous  year.  As 
pointed  out  in  the  1951  report,  this  rapid 
increase  in  demand  for  electrocardiograms 
has  come  about  through  improved  but  more 
time-consuming  methods,  through  an  in- 
tensified interest  in  cardiovascular  diseases 
and  through  the  gradual  increase  in  the  aver- 
age age  of  our  patients.  It  was  necessary  to 
increase  the  number  of  personnel  assigned  to 
this  department. 

Other  Ancillary  Services.  The  volume  of 
work  in  the  Department  of  Surgical  Pa- 
thology, which  closely  parallels  the  number 
of  surgical  procedures,  remained  essentially 
unchanged. 

The  number  of  electroencephalograms  per- 
formed totaled  1,357  as  compared  with  1,283 
in  the  preceding  year. 

The  program  of  closer  coordination  be- 
tween the  Departments  of  Physical  Medicine 
and  Occupational  Therapy  was  carried  for- 
ward with  considerable  success  during  the 
year.  Increased  usage  of  rehabilitative  facili- 
ties was  in  part  the  result  of  increased  referrals 
from  the  Orthopedic  Service.  The  total  num- 
ber of  treatments  however,  remained  sub- 
stantially the  same  as  in  1951-    All  of  the 
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shortwave  diathermy  machines  were  replaced 
by  new  equipment  conforming  with  new 
regulations  of  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission. 

The  Occupational  Therapy  Department  of 
the  Main  Hospital  provided  10,534  treat- 
ments for  735  patients.  The  number  of  func- 
tional treatments  as  contrasted  with  diver- 
sional  therapy  increased  272  per  cent  over 
1951  and  constituted  45  per  cent  of  all  treat- 
ments given.  This  is  significant  in  that  the 
functional  treatments  are  given  on  an  indi- 
vidualized basis  as  prescribed  by  the  phy- 
sician and  require  more  time  of  the  therapist 
but  are  increasingly  important  in  rehabilita- 
tive procedures.  The  increased  load  on  this 
department  required  the  addition  of  another 
therapist  to  the  staff. 

The  Occupational  Therapy  section  of  the 
Department  of  Pediatrics  provided  15,648 
half-hour  treatments  for  887  children. 

In  the  Department  of  Anesthesiology,  the 
program  of  training  resident  physicians  in 
anesthesiology  was  expanded  and  plans  laid 
for  further  development  and  enlargement  in 
the  future.  Meanwhile,  The  New  York 
Hospital  Postgraduate  Course  in  Anesthesia 
for  Registered  Nurses  continued  as  in  the 
past. 

Medical  Information  Department.  The 
amount  of  medical  information  concerning 
our  patients  requested  by  insurance  com- 
panies, employers,  lawyers,  and  referring 
physicians  has  continued  to  increase  at  a 
notable  rate.  Requests  for  information  re- 
ceived in  1952  totaled  45,179  as  compared 
with  42,673  in  1951.  The  prompt  furnishing 
of  the  desired  information  by  telephone  or 
letter  is  an  important  factor  in  the  mainte- 
nance of  good  public  relations. 

VOLUNTEER  DEPARTMENT 

An  average  of  199  volunteers  per  month 
contributed  a  total  of  51,274  hours  of  service. 
This  represents  a  4  per  cent  increase  over  1951 


in  contributed  hours.  In  various  departments 
of  the  Hospital,  training  programs  for  volun- 
teers have  enabled  them  to  participate  more 
actively  in  the  daily  routines  of  the  Hospital. 
Volunteers  have  assisted  in  meeting  the  in- 
creased demand  for  translations  in  many 
foreign  languages  and  have  donated  books, 
toys  and  other  gifts  for  patients. 

SERVICES  AND  SUPPLIES 

Medical  Record  Department.  During  1952, 
32,134  records  for  patients  new  to  the  Hos- 
pital were  initiated.  The  needs  of  patient 
care,  education  and  research  required  the  cir- 
culation of  761,962  patients'  records. 

At  meetings  of  the  Record  Committee, 
chaired  by  Dr.  Bronson  S.  Ray,  arrangements 
for  coordination  of  the  handling  of  medical 
records  of  the  future  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery,  procedures  and  equipment  required 
to  improve  work  areas  and  departmental 
space  utilization,  new  and  revised  medical 
record  forms,  and  the  record  storage  problem 
were  considered.  The  Medical  Board  re- 
viewed one  plan  for  the  installation  of  space- 
saving  equipment  and  recommended  further 
study  of  this  and  other  plans  by  the  Record 
Committee. 

Orientation  and  education  of  professional 
and  administrative  personnel  and  of  students 
as  to  medical  records  continued.  In  addition, 
volunteer  clerks  and  typists  were  given  prac- 
tice work  in  handling  medical  records  for 
civil  defense. 

Nutrition  Department.  A  total  of  2,122,563 
meals,  a  slight  increase  over  1951,  were  pre- 
pared and  served;  736,681  to  patients  and 
1,385,882  to  the  staff  and  students  of  the 
Center.  More  specialized  phases  of  food  ser- 
vice required  the  preparation  of  43,251  infant 
formulae  and  5,114  meals  for  patients  in  the 
Research  Unit.  Beyond  these  customary  ser- 
vices, decorated  cakes  were  provided  to  237 
patients  unfortunate  enough  to  be  hospital- 
ized on  their  birthday  anniversaries. 
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The  conversion  of  certain  beds  from 
pavilion  to  semi-private  status  increased  the 
number  of  patients  offered  a  selective  menu 
and  necessitated  changes  in  personnel  require- 
ments and  assignments. 

Pharmacy.  Progress  was  made  toward 
achieving  greater  efficiency  and  economy  in 
the  operation  of  the  Pharmacy.  Proofs  of 
the  newly  devised  requisition  form,  which 
will  aid  in  more  accurate  ordering  by  nursing 
units,  more  rapid  order-filling  in  the  Phar- 
macy and  allow  for  the  easy  transfer  of  in- 
ventory  record-keeping  to  electronic 
equipment,  are  now  in  the  process  of  prepara- 
tion by  the  printer.  Concurrently,  minor 
physical  changes,  including  installation  of 
new  shelving  and  relocation  of  stocks  to  con- 
form with  the  new  requisition  form,  were 
under  way.  The  floor  stock  narcotic  record 
was  revised  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
Nursing  Service  in  order  to  promote  prompt 
recording  of  the  administration  of  narcotics 
and  more  accurate  control  and  to  provide  a 
more  durable  record  in  keeping  with  require- 
ments of  Federal  law. 

In  accord  with  efforts  better  to  control  and, 
where  possible,  reduce  inventories,  the  as- 
sistant to  the  department  head  has  been 
assigned  responsibility  for  stock  control  and 
raw  materials.  Studies  were  initiated  to  de- 
termine whether  items  which  are  manu- 
factured in  the  Pharmacy  are  commercially 
available  at  a  more  economical  price  so  that 
inventories  of  raw  materials  can  be  reduced 
and  financial  savings  effected. 

Increasing  service  demands  required  the 
addition  of  a  messenger  to  the  Pharmacy 
personnel  complement  and  the  extension  of 
full  time  coverage  of  the  department  by  a 
qualified  pharmacist  until  midnight  each 
day. 

As  in  the  past,  the  department  has  been 
kept  professionally  and  therapeutically  cur- 
rent in  large  measure  through  the  efforts  and 
guidance  of  the  Formulary  Committee  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  Cary  Eggleston. 


Central  Sterile  Supply.  Physical  changes  to 
improve  operations  of  the  department  and 
aid  in  its  efforts  to  relieve  the  Nursing  Ser- 
vice of  duties  unrelated  to  direct  patient  care 
were  completed  in  the  past  year.  These 
changes  allowed  the  department  to  absorb 
the  work  incident  to  the  preparation  and 
issue  of  all  sterile  Xeroform  gauze,  catheteri- 
zation sets,  spinal  puncture  trays  and  chest 
suction  sets  used  throughout  the  institution. 
In  addition,  the  sterilization,  dating  and 
issue  of  all  linen  packs  for  use  in  operating 
and  delivery  rooms  were  initiated  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Laundry  and  Linen  Depart- 
ment. 


Laundry  and  Linen  Department .  Although 
the  value  of  linen  in  circulation  showed  its 
smallest  increase  since  1946,  a  rise  of  3.6  per 
cent,  requirements  for  linen  rose  from  16.13 
pounds  per  patient  day  in  1951  to  16.81 
pounds  in  1952.  Consequently  the  amount 
of  soiled  linen  laundered  reached  an  all-time 
high  of  5,523,701  pounds.  These  increases 
are  attributable  in  part  to  the  greater  number 
of  patients  treated,  the  more  rapid  turnover 
in  patient  population  and  the  increased 
activities  of  the  operating  rooms. 

In  order  to  minimize  cost  increases  arising 
from  this  greater  work  load,  a  number  of 
physical  improvements  were  made  and  obso- 
lete machines  replaced  with  a  view  to  saving 
time  and  motion  of  workers,  increasing 
hourly  production,  and  decreasing  linen 
damage  due  to  physical  stresses  of  processing. 
To  these  ends  one  extractor,  two  washing 
machines  and  a  towel  folding  machine  were 
installed  and  put  into  operation. 

In  furtherance  of  efforts  to  coordinate  ser- 
vices, the  Laundry  and  Linen  Department 
assumed  responsibility  for  the  preparation  of 
linen  packs  and  associated  gauze  items  which 
are  then  sterilized  in  the  Central  Sterile  Sup- 
ply Department  and  subsequently  used  in  the 
operating  and  delivery  rooms. 
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Purchasing  Department.  In  continuance  of 
established  policies  the  Purchasing  Depart- 
ment was  occupied  with  standardization  of 
supplies  and  equipment,  simplification  of 
specifications,  improvement  in  quality  and 
stimulation  of  broad  vendor  competition.  In 
view  of  increasing  evidence  of  a  buyer's 
market  in  many  lines,  the  general  buying 
position  was  altered  to  provide  only  a  thirty 
to  ninety  day  inventory  of  supplies.  This  has 
resulted  in  a  reduction  in  the  amount  of 
working  capital  invested  in  inventories  but 
has  increased  the  number  of  purchase  orders 
issued  from  9,445  in  1951  to  10,436  in  1952. 

General  Stores.  In  cooperation  with  the 
Purchasing  Department  and  the  Committee 
on  Standards  and  Inventory  Control,  the 
number  of  items  stocked  by  General  Stores 
experienced  a  slight  net  reduction  during 
1952  through  the  deletion  of  dormant  items 
and  consolidation  of  standards.  Despite 
price  increases  of  certain  cotton  items  in  the 
last  quarter,  the  total  value  of  General  Stores 
inventory  was  reduced  by  11  per  cent  in  the 
period  from  January  1  to  November  30,  1952. 

Working  with  the  Nursing  Service  to  co- 
ordinate better  the  handling  of  blood  pressure 
apparatus,  General  Stores  evolved  a  system 
by  which  it  has  assumed  responsibility  for 
the  receipt,  delivery  and  maintenance  of 
these  pieces  of  equipment. 

PLANT  OPERATIONS 

Engineering  Department.  During  the  year  the 
program  of  alterations  aimed  at  abolishing 
the  remaining  five  open  wards  so  as  to  pro- 
vide uniformly  rooms  of  four  beds  or  less, 
and  of  constructing  additional  bathroom 
facilities  in  the  main  Hospital  and  the  Lying- 
in  Hospital  was  completed.  These  projects 
alone  placed  a  heavy  burden  on  the  mechani- 
cal and  structural  branches  of  the  Engineer- 
ing Department,  especially  in  view  of  a  short- 
age of  qualified  journeymen.  In  addition,  the 
workload  was  heavier  than  in  previous  years 


due  to  increasing  volume  of  preventive  and 
remedial  maintenance  made  necessary  by  ag- 
ing of  plant,  the  installation  of  replacements 
for  worn  out  heavy  equipment,  especially  in 
the  X-ray  and  Laundry  Departments,  the  con- 
struction of  minor  improvements  in  the 
Nurses'  Annex,  and  extensive  painting  and 
renovating  of  in-patient  areas  encompassing 
units  which  house  741  beds. 

The  demand  for  electric  energy  continued 
to  rise  due  in  part  to  the  greater  use  of  elec- 
trical equipment,  refrigeration  and  air  con- 
ditioning and  in  part  to  the  more  rapid  turn- 
over of  patients  which,  in  turn,  throws  a 
greater  load  on  electrically  driven  mechanical 
equipment  such  as  laundry  machinery,  water 
pumps,  and  elevators.  To  meet  this  demand 
the  Power  Plant  produced  more  electric 
energy  and  more  steam  than  ever  before  in 
its  history.  The  increased  expense  was  partly 
offset  by  the  institution  of  further  mechanical 
and  operational  improvements  and  by  the 
gradual  conversion  from  incandescent  to 
fluorescent  lighting  in  work  areas  where  the 
light  intensity  as  measured  in  foot  candles 
was  found  to  be  inadequate. 

Building  Service.  The  structural  changes 
and  extensive  renovations  referred  to  above, 
together  with  the  many  physical  adjust- 
ments incident  to  the  conversion  of  certain 
pavilion  beds  to  semi-private  status  and  the 
opening  of  units  comprising  12,000  additional 
square  feet  of  floor  space,  required  the  close 
cooperation  of  the  Building  Service  and  in- 
creased the  amount  of  cleaning  and  renovat- 
ing. The  gratifying  stability  of  the  230 
employees  in  this  department  was  largely 
responsible  for  its  being  able  to  accomplish 
its  share  of  the  increased  work  with  the  addi- 
tion to  its  force  of  only  four  individuals. 

Protection  Department.  Largely  through  the 
continued  vigilance  of  the  Protection  De- 
partment the  number  of  reported  losses  and 
petty  thefts  declined  again  from  75  in  1951 
to  59  in  1952,  a  remarkable  record  in  the  face 
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of  the  fact  that  an  estimated  1,250,000  per- 
sons enter  and  leave  the  buildings  in  the 
course  of  a  year.  The  force  continues  to  be 
concerned  with  its  inability  to  provide 
sufficient  parking  facilities  for  those  who 
choose  to  come  to  the  Center  by  private  cars. 

ACCOUNTING  DEPARTMENT 

Following  a  review  of  methods  used  in  the 
follow-up  of  patients'  accounts,  there  was 
instituted  a  more  effective  and  speedier  sys- 
tem which  resulted  in  a  slight  reduction  in 
the  amount  of  accounts  receivable  due  from 
patients.  This  was  accomplished  in  spite  of 
an  increase  in  the  average  patient's  bill  due 
to  upward  rate  revisions  and  increased  use  of 
ancillary  services.  The  total  amount  of  ac- 
counts receivable,  however,  increased,  due 
in  part  to  the  City  of  New  York,  which  fell 
further  behind  in  paying  its  recognized 
financial  obligations.  This  situation  was 
partly  corrected  through  a  cooperative  effort 
in  conjunction  with  the  United  Hospital 
Fund. 

In  consonance  with  efforts  to  mechanize 
clerical  operations  through  the  use  of  punch 


card  accounting  machines,  the  detail  work  in 
connection  with  Blue  Cross  insurance  for 
employees  was  transferred  from  the  Personnel 
Department  to  the  I.  B.  M.  section  of  the 
Accounting  Department.  Certain  miscellane- 
ous expense  distributions  were  also  adapted 
to  mechanical  methods. 


Those  of  us  concerned  with  administration 
are  grateful  to  the  Governors  of  The  Society 
for  their  friendly  direction  and  sympathetic 
understanding,  to  Dr.  Stanhope  Bayne-Jones 
and  Mr.  Laurence  G.  Pay  son  for  their  wise 
counsel  and  unfailing  assistance,  to  Dr. 
David  P.  Barr,  the  Medical  Board  and  all 
other  members  of  the  professional  staff  for 
their  cordial  cooperation,  and  to  our  host 
of  devoted  employees  who  are  so  largely  re- 
sponsible for  the  attitudes  of  kindliness, 
courtesy,  and  warm  sympathy  that  pervade 
the  Hospital,  to  the  best  interests  of  whose 
patients  we  are  all  dedicated.

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

The  nation-wide  shortage  of  professional 
nurses  continued  to  affect  our  Nursing  Ser- 
vice although  progress  was  made  in  relieving 
our  shortage  through  a  vigorous  recruitment 
program  and  efforts  to  reduce  turnover. 
There  were  414  appointments  of  professional 
nurses  to  the  staff  and  339  resignations,  a  net 
gain  of  75-  Many  of  these  resignations  were 
due  to  factors  over  which  the  Hospital  had 
no  control:  matrimony,  pregnancy,  change 
of  residence  on  the  part  of  the  nurse's  hus- 
band, military  service,  the  ambition  for  addi- 
tional education,  and  the  desire  to  visit  and 
live  in  other  parts  of  the  country. 

Recruiting  efforts  have  been  carried  on  in 
part  through  personal  contacts  with  indi- 
viduals and  agencies,  through  the  Alumnae 
Association  and  through  advertising  in  pro- 
fessional journals.  It  is  gratifying  to  note 
that  of  the  52  nurses  graduated  from  our 
School  in  the  fall,  25  held  staff  appointments 
at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Among  efforts  to  reduce  turnover  through 
increased  job  satisfaction,  a  strengthened 
program  in  staff  education  showed  promise. 
Miss  Laura  Simms  was  appointed  Adminis- 
trative Assistant  in  charge  of  this  program 
and  devoted  her  energies  full  time  to  it. 
Graduate  staff  education  not  only  aims  at 
improvement  of  patient  care  but  it  also  pro- 
vides for  the  personal  and  professional 
growth  of  the  staff  nurse,  promotes  uni- 
formity in  procedures  and  use  of  equipment, 
insures  better  working  relationships  and, 
finally,  results  in  a  better  informed  and  there- 


fore more  satisfied  staff.  An  integral  part  of 
this  educational  effort  was  the  institution  of 
round  table  discussions  on  leadership  for  head 
nurses,  together  with  instruction  and  guid- 
ance in  ward  management  and  teaching. 

Other  actions  taken  during  the  year  in  an 
effort  to  stabilize  the  nursing  staff  include: 
greater  emphasis  on  helping  the  individual 
in  her  adjustments  to  professional  and  per- 
sonal problems;  strengthening  the  orienta- 
tion program  for  nurses  newly  appointed  to 
the  staff;  improving  supervision;  adjusting 
salaries  upward  at  the  beginning  of  the  year; 
and  increasing  differential  pay  for  specialized 
competence  or  undesirable  work-shifts.  Simi- 
lar steps  have  been  taken  with  respect  to 
auxiliary  nursing  personnel,  particularly 
nursing  aides  and  orderlies. 

Miss  Elizabeth  H.  Harmon,  recently  ap- 
pointed Assistant  Director  of  Nursing  Ser- 
vice, has  been  coordinating  our  activities  in 
relation  to  a  study  on  nursing  functions  un- 
dertaken by  the  American  Nurses'  Associa- 
tion to  determine  what  constitutes  nursing 
functions,  by  whom  they  should  be  per- 
formed, and  how  many  hours  of  nursing  care 
are  needed  per  patient-day.  Preparatory  to 
implementation  of  the  team  concept  of  nurs- 
ing care,  Miss  Harmon  directed  a  study  on 
the  use  of  nursing  aides  in  1951-  During  1952 
one-day  institutes  on  the  team  method  of 
assignment  were  conducted  for  head  nurses 
and  assistant  head  nurses.  These  discussions 
gave  head  nurses  the  confidence  to  initiate 
this  plan  in  their  own  units  and  stimulated 
them  to  share  their  experience  with  others. 
As  a  result,  the  team  method  of  assignment 
has  been  extended  to  more  pavilions  without 
undue  difficulty.     Improvements   in  its  use 
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continue  to  evolve  with  experience.  It  has 
become  apparent,  however,  that  while  this 
method  permits  the  professional  nurse  to 
carry  out  those  procedures  for  which  she  is 
prepared  by  education  and  experience,  it  does 
not  reduce  the  total  number  of  personnel 
required  to  give  high  quality  care  to  patients 
in  a  situation  as  complex  as  the  usual  pavilion 
in  this  center. 

Associated  with  the  team  approach  to 
patient  care  have  been  efforts  to  improve  the 
individualization  of  care  so  as  to  meet  the 
patient's  total  needs  rather  than  only  his 
physical  requirements.  In  addition,  increas- 
ing emphasis  has  been  placed  on  the  need  for 
anticipating  both  the  physical  and  psycho- 
logical requirements  of  patients.  This  aim 
is  safeguarded  by  having  an  adequate  number 
of  supervisors  who  are  able  to  spend  sufficient 
time  on  the  pavilions  to  get  to  know  patients. 
It  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  their  prepara- 
tion and  experience  often  leads  to  the  recog- 
nition of  patients'  needs  and  contributes  to 
an  imaginative  approach  in  helping  others  to 
a  similar  awareness  as  plans  for  nursing  care 
are  formulated  cooperatively. 

Progress  was  made  in  continuing  efforts  to 
utilize  nursing  personnel  efficiently.  A  trial 
of  pooling  orderlies  in  the  operating  room 
proved  so  successful  as  shown  by  a  reduction 
in  the  number  of  orderlies  required  and  by  an 
improvement  in  service  that  the  system  was 
extended  to  the  Departments  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery.  Several  service  departments  as- 
sumed additional  responsibilities  so  as  to 
relieve  the  Nursing  Service  of  certain  non- 
nursing  functions:  the  Building  Service  took 
over  the  cleaning  of  most  of  the  equipment  in 
the  operating  rooms;  the  Laundry  Depart- 
ment undertook  the  packing  of  operating 
room  linen  in  bundles  ready  for  sterilization; 
and  Central  Sterile  Supply  assumed  the  re- 
sponsibility for  the  preparation  of  additional 
set-ups  for  treatments. 

Working  relationships  between  the  medi- 
cal, nursing  and  administrative  staffs  have 
continued   to   improve   due   in   part   to  the 


operation  for  the  second  year  of  adminis- 
trative advisory  committees  for  each  clinical 
service.  These  committees  have  become  in- 
creasingly useful  as  cooperative  undertakings 
to  facilitate  the  solution  to  administrative 
and  nursing  problems  peculiar  to  each  clinical 
service.  The  same  cooperation  prevails  in 
the  planning  for  individualized  patient  care 
through  conferences  on  each  pavilion  par- 
ticipated in  by  medical,  nursing,  social  ser- 
vice, dietary,  occupational  therapy  repre- 
sentatives and  others  as  needed. 

Among  special  departmental  projects 
carried  on  during  the  year  were  the  follow- 
ing: continuing  study  of  problems  presented 
by  patients  with  colostomies,  and  uretero- 
cutaneous  transplants;  preparation  of  plans 
for  teaching  the  blind  diabetic  patient  how 
to  care  for  himself;  furtherance  of  the  educa- 
tional program  for  patients  with  tubercu- 
losis; plans  for  the  teaching  of  self-care  to 
handicapped  patients;  institution  of  an  edu- 
cational program  for  mothers  who  wish  to 
breast-feed  their  infants;  development  of 
weekly  pediatric  conferences  for  mothers 
with  new  babies;  continuation  of  the  educa- 
tion of  parents  with  premature  infants. 

The  picture  in  relation  to  the  School  of 
Nursing  continues  to  be  most  encouraging 
both  in  the  quality  and  progress  of  the  stu- 
dents and  in  the  steady  increase  in  applicants. 
For  a  seventh  year  all  students  in  the  school 
have  been  candidates  for  the  Bachelor's  de- 
gree on  completion  of  the  program.  The 
school  is  nearly  twice  as  large  as  in  the  pre- 
war period  when  all  students  were  in  the 
diploma  program.  A  large  proportion  of  the 
graduating  class  accepted  appointments  in 
hospital  staff  positions,  many  of  them  in  this 
Center.  One-fifth  of  the  class  went  directly 
into  public  health  nursing  positions,  most 
of  them  with  the  Visiting  Nurse  Service  of 
New  York.  As  the  quality  of  public  health 
nursing  programs  in  a  community  has  a  very 
important  bearing  on  the  functioning  of  hos- 
pital services,  we  take  pride  in  the  fact  that 
the  school  is  preparing  graduates  for  work 
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in  both  homes  and  hospitals.  Strengthening 
the  program  in  the  area  of  care  of  chronic 
illnesses  has  been  under  review  this  year  be- 
cause of  the  importance  of  this  in  the  work 
of  nurses  today. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  School  of 
Nursing  as  a  school  in  Cornell  University  ten 
years  ago,  the  position  of  Dean  of  the  School 
and  Director  of  Nursing  Service  has  been  a 
joint  appointment.  On  July  1,  this  became 
two  full  time  positions.  Miss  Dunbar  who 
had  previously  held  the  joint  position  be- 
came the  first  full  time  Dean  of  the  School. 
The  majority  of  the  faculty  continue  to  hold 
joint  University  and  Hospital  appointments. 

The  school  celebrated  its  75th  anniversary 
this  year,  and  its  10th  anniversary  as  a  school 
in  the  University.  An  all-day  program  on 
June  12  was  attended  by  over  300  alumnae 
and  many  other  friends.  A  short  history  of 
the  school  was  released  on  this  date.  Since 
this  school  was  founded  only  four  years  after 
the  earliest  school  of  nursing  in  this  country, 
its  history  is  at  the  same  time  a  story  of  the 
full  period  of  nursing  education  in  the  United 
States. 


A  gift  of  $20,000  in  December  from  the 
China  Medical  Board  brought  the  Endow- 
ment Fund  of  the  school,  begun  on  July  1, 
1950,  to  a  total  of  $96,240.  Establishment 
and  growth  of  this  fund  is  an  important  step 
in  providing  for  the  continued  development 
of  the  school. 

The  Committee  for  Scholarships  have  again 
made  an  important  contribution  to  the  pro- 
gram through  their  gift  of  $4,000  for  the 
Scholarship  Fund,  bringing  to  $14,400  the 
total  gifts  of  the  Committee  since  its  estab- 
lishment in  1947. 

To  the  many  administrative,  professional 
and  service  departments  of  this  Medical 
Center  we  again  wish  to  express  our  indebted- 
ness and  especially  do  we  record  our  appre- 
ciation for  the  guidance  and  sympathetic 
support  of  the  Hospital  Director,  Dr.  Henry 
N.  Pratt,  also  the  assistance  and  understand- 
ing of  Dr.  Stanhope  Bayne-Jones,  Mr. 
Laurence  G.  Payson,  and  the  members  of  the 
Medical  Board.

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Report  of  the  Social  Service  Committee 


To  the  Board  of  Governors 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen : 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  to  you  the 
40th  Annual  Report  of  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital Social  Service  Committee. 

The  statistics  of  the  Social  Service  Depart- 
ment show  marked  increases  in  the  services 
rendered  during  the  year.  In  1952  there  were 
5,947  patients  to  whom  slight  service  was 
given,  300  more  than  in  the  previous  year; 
and  2,555  for  whom  intensive  study  and 
plans  were  carried  out,  700  more  than  in 
1951.  This  makes  a  total  of  8,502  patients 
helped  through  the  means  of  46,000  inter- 
views. The  increase  in  service  may  be 
accounted  for  partially  by  the  fact  that  our 
department  was  one  of  the  few  in  the  coun- 
try that  had  a  full  staff.  Another  reason  is 
the  larger  place  social  service  is  taking  in 
the  plan  of  patient  treatment.  This  is  shown 
particularly  in  our  participation  in  the  work 
of  the  Comprehensive  Care  Clinic  and  the 
Committee  on  Social  and  Vocational  Res- 
toration. 

Carrying  out  the  necessary  plans  for  pa- 
tients is  greatly  helped  by  several  special 
funds  which  are  available  to  the  department. 
These  are  the  Mrs.  Payne  Whitney  Milk 
Fund,  the  Havens  Relief  Fund,  the  Danziger 
Fund  for  surgical  appliances  and  the  Arth- 
ritis Fund.  This  year  an  anonymous  donor 
gave  a  fund  to  be  used  exclusively  for  needs 
of  cancer  patients,  such  as  housekeeping 
service  or  nursing  home  care. 

Due  to  the  increased  amount  received  by 
our  committee  from  the  United  Hospital 
Fund  and  in  view  of  the  large  deficit  of  the 
Hospital,  it  was  voted  that  the  committee 
assume  the  responsibility  of  some  of  the 
Social   Service   expenses   hitherto   borne   by 


the  Hospital.  On  the  recommendation  of 
the  committee  and  with  the  approval  of  the 
hospital  administration,  the  salary  scale  of 
workers  was  advanced,  and  this  increase 
will  be  entirely  carried  by  the  committee. 

During  the  past  year  the  Gift  Shop  con- 
tinued to  give  needed  service  to  the  Hospital, 
and  from  its  returns  was  able  to  give  $5,000 
towards  the  support  of  the  Social  Service 
Department  and  $3,000  directly  to  the  Hos- 
pital. One  feature  of  the  work  is  the  carts 
with  attractive  merchandise  which  go  regu- 
larly to  all  the  pavilions  and  private  floors. 

The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  to  the  Lying-in 
Hospital  has  joined  our  committee  in  donat- 
ing books  to  the  Patients'  Library  as  we  also 
serve  the  pavilions  in  the  Woman's  Clinic. 
Mrs.  Etienne  Boegner's  resignation  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Library  was  accepted  with  great 
regret,  but  we  are  fortunate  to  have  Mrs. 
Marshall  H.  Runk  take  her  place.  During 
the  year  17,384  books  and  5,021  magazines 
were  distributed;  1,070  of  these  were  in 
foreign  languages. 

The  Thrift  Shop  continues  to  be  a  real 
source  of  income  although  receipts  this  year 
were  not  up  to  expectations. 

We  participated  again  in  the  United  Hos- 
pital Campaign  under  Mrs.  Bliss  Parkinson's 
able  leadership.  The  new  method  of  distri- 
bution based  largely  on  the  amount  raised 
gives  us  a  real  incentive  to  work.  The  total 
raised  was  $155,451.80  and  the  number  of 
gifts  594. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  Board  of  Governors,  the  Medical  Staff 
and  the  Administration  for  their  interest  and 
cooperation  during  the  past  year.

Legacies  to  the  Hospital 

The  Hospital  has  been  greatly  aided  by  this  form  of  generosity.  No  precise  words 
are  necessary  to  a  valid  legacy  to  the  corporation.  The  following  clause,  however, 
may  be  suggested: 

"I  give  and  bequeath  to  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  NEW  YORK 
HOSPITAL  the  sum  of dollars." 

If  land  or  any  specific  personal  property  such  as  bonds,  stocks,  etc.,  is  given, 
a  brief  description  of  the  property  should  be  inserted  instead  of  the  words  "the 
sum  of dollars." 

A  lawyer  should  be  retained  to  supervise  the  drawing  of  the  Will  and  its  execu- 
tion in  order  to  make  sure  that  all  requirements  of  law  are  complied  with.  It  is 
advisable  to  give  the  Hospital  considerable  latitude  in  the  use  of  funds  because 
changing  circumstances  may  otherwise  lessen  the  usefulness  of  the  gift. 

Endowed  Beds 

A  bed  may  be  endowed  by  a  donation  of  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  to  the 
general  funds  of  The  Society.  The  endowment  of  a  bed  entitles  the  donor  to  nomi- 
nate, subject  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Hospital,  a  patient  to  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  one  bed  in  the  pavilions  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  except  for 
special  service,  for  a  total  of  as  many  days  in  any  twelve  months'  period  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  The  privilege  of  nomination  may  not 
extend  beyond  the  generation  succeeding  the  donor,  nor  for  longer  than  25  years. 
The  Governors  may  in  their  discretion  accept  such  other  gifts  for  endowed  beds  as 
they  may  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  The  Society.

A    SUMMARY    OF    HISTORY    AND    OBJECTIVES 

The  New  York  Hospital,  which  has  cared  for  approximately  3,874,659 
patients  during  its  182-year  history,  was  founded  in  1771  by  a  charter  granted 
by  King  George  III  of  England.  It  was  this  city's  first  hospital. 

The  original  building,  on  a  farm  in  lower  Manhattan,  burned  before  occupancy. 
Reconstruction  was  completed  in  time  for  the  Hospital  to  receive  as  its  first  patients 
American  Revolutionary  War  troops  wounded  in  July,  1776. 

The  Hospital  is  operated  by  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  through  its 
Board  of  Governors,  and  the  Society  has  as  its  membership  a  group  of  public-spirited 
citizens  whose  interest  and  financial  generosity  are  invaluable  and  who  therefore 
share  in  the  service  and  progress  achieved. 

The  New  York  Hospital  occupies  with  Cornell  University  Medical  College  and 
with  the  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  the  buildings 
of  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  at  68th  Street  and  the  East 
River.  This  Center  was  opened  in  1932.  Most  of  the  staff  doctors  are  members 
of  the  Medical  College  faculty.  The  activities  of  the  three  institutions  are  coor- 
dinated by  a  Joint  Administrative  Board  under  the  personal  and  active  supervision 
of  the  Director  of  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center. 


Three  independently  famous  hospitals  have  in  the  course  of  years  become 
affiliated  with  The  New  York  Hospital  and  their  operations  consolidated  with  ours. 
Thus,  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  founded  in  1799,  Manhattan  Maternity  &  Dispensary 
and  the  New  York  Nursery  &  Child's  Hospital  all  form  part  of  The  New  York 
Hospital  clinics  and  departments  operating  in  their  respective  fields.  In  1947  these 
hospitals  were  legally  merged  into  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital. 

In  addition  to  its  functions  as  a  general  hospital  with  extensive  out-patient 
departments,  The  New  York  Hospital  carries  on  special  psychiatric  activities  in 
Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  in  its  own  Center  and  in  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Westchester  Division  at  White  Plains,  New  York.  The  latter  Division  was  known 
at  its  founding,  in  1821,  as  Bloomingdale  Hospital,  due  to  its  location  on  Blooming- 
dale  Road,  now  Broadway.  Even  prior  to  the  establishment  of  Bloomingdale,  The 
New  York  Hospital  was  the  first  in  the  country  to  have  a  separate  psychiatric 
department  located  in  a  separate  building. 

Throughout  its  history,  the  Hospital — a  voluntary  hospital  which  does  not 
operate  for  profit — has  adopted  and  furthered  a  fourfold  concept  of  medicine: 

Care  of  the  Sick.  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  operation  for  1954  in  provid- 
ing patients  with  the  most  modern  type  of  medical  care  will  be  $14,968,566;  this 
figure  includes  provision  for  depreciation.  Despite  the  practice  of  every  economy  con- 
sistent with  sound  medicine,  the  Hospital  must  depend  on  income  from  endowment 
and  on  the  United  Hospital  Fund,  the  Greater  New  York  Fund  and  on  membership 
and  other  contributions  to  permit  it  to  meet  annual  deficits  arising  from  the  fact  that 
more  than  82.4  per  cent  of  its  patients  do  not  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  care. 

Teaching.  The  long  affiliation  of  The  New  York  Hospital  and  Cornell  Uni- 
versity Medical  College  expresses  the  Hospital's  time-tested  philosophy  that  great 
medical  institutions  must  provide  for  the  teaching  and  training  of  new  doctors, 
nurses  and  technicians  for  tomorrow  as  well  as  for  the  care  of  the  sick  today.  The 
Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  is  one  of  the  few  whose 
courses  can  lead  to  a  B.S.  degree  in  nursing. 

Research.  In  every  clinical  and  preclinical  department  of  the  institution, 
research  probes  constantly  for  new  methods  of  diagnosis,  new  types  of  care  and  wider 
understanding  of  new  drugs.  The  already  tangible  results  of  research  in  the  early 
diagnosis  of  cancer,  in  penicillin,  streptomycin,  sulfa  drugs  and  psychosomatic 
medicine,  for  example,  vouch  for  the  importance  of  research  in  a  well-rounded 
hospital  program. 

Preventive  Medicine.  The  Hospital  works  constantly  not  only  to  cure  sick- 
ness but  to  accelerate  the  development  of  new  knowledge  and  methods  of  preventing 
sickness.  Our  concept  of  medicine  is  to  prevent  illness  as  well  as  to  cure  it.

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Report  of  the  President 


During  the  year  1953,  the  182nd  year  of  the 
Society's  history,  73,659  persons  came  to  us  for 
physical  or  mental  help  when  ill.  Of  this  num- 
ber 28,502  were  in-patients  and  their  care  in- 
volved 431,193  patient  days.  45,152  were  out- 
patients who  made  246,236  visits  to  the 
Hospital. 

Our  total  expenses  for  the  year  were  $14,- 
664,187.  Against  this  figure  we  had  operating 
income  of  $11,305,166.  The  resulting  operat- 
ing deficit  was  $3,359,021.  Our  non-operating 
income,  consisting  of  income  on  investments 
and  current  gifts  and  contributions  to  income 
totaled  $1,894,798.  This  reduced  our  net  defi- 
cit to  a  figure  of  $1,464,222,  including  $311,454 
for  depreciation  of  fixtures  and  equipment,  but 
excluding  depreciation  on  buildings. 

In  recent  years  we  have  been  meeting  our 
recurring  annual  deficits  by  recourse  to  capital. 
This  has  meant  that  our  capital  and  conse- 
quently our  income  from  capital  have  not  grown 
as  they  otherwise  would  have.  This  fact,  com- 
bined with  the  fact  that  costs  of  operation  have 
been  steadily  increasing  in  part  due  to  the 
general  rise  of  prices  with  which  we  are  all 
familiar,  has  in  turn  meant  that  our  income 
from  capital  has  become  year  by  year  a  smaller 
percentage  of  our  expenses.  The  following 
figures  show  this  plainly:  At  the  end  of 
1943  the  book  value  of  our  investments  was 
$21,829,900.  A  decade  later  at  the  end  of 
1953  the  book  value  of  our  investments  had 
increased  only  to  $21,997,869.  But  this  in- 
crease had  nowhere  nearly  kept  pace  with  in- 
creased costs.  The  result  is  that  while  in  1943 
our  investment  income  was  18%  of  our  ex- 
penses excluding  depreciation,  in  1953  our 
investment  income  was  only  8%  of  these 
expenses. 


One  principal  cause  of  our  deficits  is  the 
large  gap  between  the  cost  of  the  modern  care 
that  our  Hospital  is  able  to  give  and  the  pay- 
ment that  can  be  afforded  in  the  case  of  a 
great  number  of  our  patients  under  present 
conditions.  Some  of  the  lines  along  which  we 
are  working  to  narrow  this  gap  are:  more  ade- 
quate payment  by  the  city  for  the  cost  of  car- 
ing for  indigent  in-patients  entitled  to  city  care; 
payment  by  the  city  towards  the  cost  of  care 
of  indigent  out-patients,  a  field  in  which  the 
city  now  makes  no  payment  whatever  to  our 
Hospital;  and  readjustment  of  A.H.S.  (Blue 
Cross)  payments.  In  the  coming  year  1954, 
under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Hinsey,  Director  of 
the  Center,  and  Dr.  Pratt,  Director  of  the 
Hospital,  an  organized  effort  is  to  be  made  to 
cut  expenses  by  improving  the  economy  and 
efficiency  of  our  hospital  operations. 

But  it  is  clear  that  despite  any  financial 
improvement  we  can  expect  to  realize  through 
increased  efficiency  or  economy  of  our  opera- 
tions or  through  increased  compensation  from 
the  city  and  from  hospitalization  insurance, 
there  still  remains  a  pressing  need  for  addi- 
tional endowment  for  the  Society,  if  we  are  to 
maintain  adequately  our  hospital  services  and 
our  participation  in  research  and  education. 

I  wish  to  stress  the  importance  to  the  Society 
of  the  generosity  on  the  part  of  our  members, 
and  of  foundations  and  businesses  and  indi- 
vidual friends.  Their  annual  financial  support, 
augmented  by  the  contributions  from  the  United 
Hospital  Fund  and  the  Greater  New  York 
Fund,  maintain  us  as  an  outstanding  institution. 
I  cannot  express  too  strongly  the  Society's  ap- 
preciation of  what  each  such  supporter  does. 
The  New  York  Hospital  and  the  Lying-in  Hos- 
pital United  Hospital  Fund  teams  in  1953  raised 
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$206,121  for  us — a  truly  important  item  in 
our  contribution  account.  We  are  deeply  in- 
debted to  each  worker,  and  to  every  one  who 
contributed  to  our  support  in  1953.  To  make 
these  gifts  to  the  work  of  The  New  York 
Hospital  is  to  take  a  key  part  in  our  vital  public 
service,  the  cure  and  prevention  of  distress  and 
suffering. 

The  Society's  interests  in  1953  covered  many 
fields.  Our  programs  in  professional  fields 
are  reviewed  by  Dr.  David  P.  Barr,  President 
of  the  Medical  Board,  while  administrative  and 
other  matters  are  discussed  in  detail  in  the  re- 
marks of  Dr.  Henry  N.  Pratt,  Director  of  The 
New  York  Hospital,  by  Miss  Muriel  Carbery, 
Director  of  Nursing  Service,  and  by  Mrs.  Na- 
thaniel P.  Hill,  Chairman  of  the  Social  Service 
Committee.  Individual  reports  of  the  West- 
chester Division,  of  the  Payne  Whitney  Psy- 
chiatric Clinic,  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  and 
of  certain  of  our  Clinical  Departments  are 
available  for  those  who  are  particularly  inter- 
ested in  these  specialized  fields. 

An  important  step  in  the  balanced  growth  of 
the  Center  took  place  in  1953.  On  July  1,  1953 
the  Society  transferred  title  to  the  property  on 
East  River  Drive,  between  70th  and  71st 
Streets,  to  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief 
of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled.  That  Society, 
operating  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery,  at 
once  broke  ground  for  their  new  building 
which,  upon  completion  early  in  1955,  will  be- 
come in  effect  the  orthopedic  service  of  The 
New  York  Hospital.  Both  Societies  welcome 
this  affiliation  wholeheartedly.  Mr.  Samuel  S. 
Duryee,  President  of  the  New  York  Society  for 
the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled,  was 
elected  a  Governor  of  The  Society  of  the  New 
York  Hospital  in  November,  while  at  the  same 
time  Mr.  William  H.  Jackson  of  our  Board 
of  Governors,  and  a  former  President  of  this 
Society,  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery.  The  affilia- 
tion of  these  two  great  hospitals  will  strengthen 
The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical 
Center. 


Early  in  1953  work  on  F.  W.  Olin  Hall,  the 
gift  of  the  Olin  Foundation,  Inc.  to  Cornell 
University  as  a  dormitory  for  students  in  the 
Cornell  University  Medical  College,  was  begun 
at  1295  York  Avenue.  This  valuable  addition 
to  the  Center  will  be  completed  in  1954,  thus 
releasing  to  the  Society  the  land  on  York  Ave- 
nue between  68th  and  69th  Streets,  which  for 
several  years  was  occupied  by  temporary  build- 
ings to  house  the  medical  students.  The  Society 
recently  augmented  its  real  estate  holdings  in 
this  area  by  the  purchase  of  adjacent  property 
at  433-35  East  68th  Street  and  428-32-36  East 
69th  Street. 

Among  the  additions  to  our  plant  during 
1953,  the  Tall  Cedars  of  Lebanon  Metabolism 
Unit,  sponsored  also  by  the  Muscular  Dystro- 
phy Associations  of  America,  Inc.,  was  opened 
in  the  Payne  Whitney  Clinic.  The  Leland 
Eggleston  Cofer  Memorial  Chapel  was  dedij 
cated  on  May  26.  A  new  and  enlarged  locker 
room  for  nurses  was  opened,  and  1319  York 
Avenue  was  purchased,  renovated  and  made 
available  as  furnished  housekeeping  apartments 
for  members  of  the  nursing  staff. 

The  182nd  Charter  Day  of  The  Society  of 
the  New  York  Hospital  was  held  on  May  18, 
1953,  with  450  persons  present  to  hear  Mrs. 
Millicent  Carey  Macintosh,  President  of  Bar- 
nard College,  and  Ambassador  Henry  Cabot 
Lodge,  Jr.,  Permanent  Representative  of  the 
United  States  to  the  United  Nations.  During 
the  exercises  the  certificate  of  membership  in 
The  Hundred  Year  Association  of  New  York 
was  presented  to  the  Hospital  by  the  Associa- 
tion's President,  Charles  B.  Delafield;  while, 
in  recognition  of  the  outstanding  contributions 
made  to  this  Center  during  his  six  years  as 
President  of  the  Joint  Administrative  Board 
of  The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical 
Center,  the  meeting  adjourned  in  honor  of  Dr. 
Stanhope  Bayne-Jones,  whose  retirement  became 
effective  on  June  30,  1953.  Dr.  Bayne-Jones 
in  his  last  year  here  showed  in  addition  to  his 
qualifications  as  an  administrator  an  ability 
as  a  historian  of  the  Society  in  his  brochure, 
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distributed  to  the  members,  entitled  "Charter 
of  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital, 
Granted  June  13,  1771,  Together  with  the  New 
York  Laws  Relating  Thereto  and  History  of 
the  Charter." 

On  August  1,  1953  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey, 
theretofore  Dean  of  the  Cornell  University 
Medical  College,  was  chosen  by  the  Trustees 
of  Cornell  University  and  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors of  the  Society  to  become  the  Director  of 
this  Medical  Center.  In  the  few  months  of 
1953  following  Dr.  Hinsey's  appointment  to 
this  office  he  at  once  demonstrated  an  admini- 
strative leadership  which  promises  well  for  the 
future  of  the  Center. 

Several  changes  in  the  officers  of  the  Society 
took  place  during  the  year.  Mr.  John  Hay 
Whitney,  having  served  three  years  as  Presi- 
dent, resigned  on  July  7,  1953  and  was  elected 
Vice  President  on  November  10,  1953.  I,  hav- 
ing been  Vice  President  since  1951,  succeeded 
to  the  Presidency  on  September  15.  Mr.  Fran- 
cis Kernan  succeeded  Mr.  C.  Douglas  Dillon  as 
Vice  President  for  Administrative  Operations 
on  May  5,  Mr.  Dillon  having  become  United 
States  Ambassador  to  the  Republic  of  France. 
Mr.  Kernan  was  subsequently  chosen  as  the 
Society's  representative  on  the  United  Hospital 
Fund  and  later  elected  by  that  Fund  to  its 
Board  of  Directors.  Mr.  Robert  L.  Hamill 
was  elected  to  membership  on  the  Finance 
Committee,  Mr.  August  Belmont,  Jr.  on  the 
Membership  Committee  and  Mr.  Porter  R. 
Chandler  on  the  Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric 
Committee. 

After  43  years  of  devoted  service  to  the 
Society,  Mr.  William  Woodward  died  on  Sep- 
tember 26,  1953.  The  Board  paid  tribute  to 
his  memory  by  Resolution,  and  acknowledged 
with  deep  appreciation  the  "Woodward  Fund" 
of  $100,000  created  by  William  Woodward  so 
that  his  interest  in  the  Society  would  continue 
in  perpetuity. 

The  Service  Anniversary  Dinners  in  New 
York  and  White  Plains  were  again  held  in 
honor  of  those  who  have  served  the  Center  and 


its  institutions  for  15  and  for  25  years.  The 
Society's  Retirement  Plan  and  Federal  Old-Age 
and  Survivors  Insurance  (Social  Security)  bene- 
fited 168  retired  employees  in  1953. 

The  Membership  Committee  of  the  Board, 
assisted  by  the  Public  Relations  Department  of 
the  Society,  continued  its  efforts  to  increase 
voluntary  contributions.  These  increased  in 
number  over  1952,  as  did  both  gifts  to  general 
funds  and  to  specifically  designated  projects  in 
1953.  Eight  appeals  consisting  of  some  140,000 
mailing  pieces  were  made  during  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  fund  raising  program,  the 
Public  Relations  Department  provided  infor- 
mation concerning  The  New  York  Hospital,  its 
services,  medical  accomplishments  and  needs  to 
the  community  through  newspaper  stories,  mag- 
azine articles,  radio  and  television  programs. 
The  Department  assisted  in  the  preparation  and 
checking  of  material  for  publication  by  doctors, 
nurses  and  others.  During  1953  there  was  a 
notable  increase  in  the  number  of  writer  re- 
quests for  information  on  medical  subjects  for 
use  in  popular  magazine  articles.  Six  issues  of 
"The  Pulse"  were  published  for  employees,  and 
the  Department  assisted  in  the  preparation  of 
informational  booklets,  bulletins,  brochures, 
etc.  for  many  departments  of  the  Hospital,  for 
Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School 
of  Nursing  and  for  the  Nursing  Service.  The 
Department  acted  as  host  to  some  500  visitors 
who  made  the  regular  weekly  tour  of  the  Hos- 
pital and  arranged  many  special  tours  for  visit- 
ing doctors,  nurses  and  dignitaries  from  other 
cities  and  countries.  The  Department  was 
charged  with  the  planning  of  the  Charter  Day 
celebration,  and  participated  in  arrangements 
for  the  Anniversary  Dinner,  and  in  the  organi- 
zation of  a  number  of  other  special  events. 

The  membership  of  The  Society  of  the  New 
York  Hospital  now  numbers  496  men  and 
women,  who,  with  other  devoted  friends  help 
us  annually  with  time  and  money.  I  have  said 
earlier  how  much  this  support  means  to  us.  It 
makes  it  possible  for  us  to  care  for  the  sick, 
to  carry  forward  with  Cornell  University  the

teaching  and  training  of  doctors,  the  teaching 
and  training  of  nurses  and  our  joint  programs 
in  research  and  preventive  medicine.  Without 
this  support  our  programs  in  these  vital  services 
would  be  critically  curtailed. 

To  these  friends,  to  our  208  individual  vol- 
unteers and  groups  and  to  our  large  staff  of 
3,558  employees  in  New  York  City  and  at  the 
Westchester  Division  in  White  Plains,  to  the 
several  hundred  members  of  our  professional 


staff,  is  due  our  continued  progress.  New 
York  City  could  not  hope  to  care  for  the  needy 
sick  without  the  voluntary  general  hospital.  No 
voluntary  general  hospital — and  least  of  all  this, 
New  York  City's  oldest  hospital — could  play 
its  important  role  in  the  community  without 
this  support.  We  are  grateful  for  it  and  shall 
always  depend  upon  it.

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Report  of  the  President  of  the  Medical  Board 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

This  report  of  the  professional  work  for  the 
year  1953  is  based  upon  detailed  statements 
submitted  by  the  chiefs  of  all  of  the  clinical 
departments.  Space  permits  only  brief  sum- 
marization of  a  few  of  many  events  and  ac- 
complishments that  would  be  worthy  of  ex- 
tended discussion.  Record  of  progress  in  nurs- 
ing will  be  presented  separately  by  the  Director 
of  the  Nursing  Service.  Since  the  report  of  the 
Director  of  the  Hospital  will  deal  with  a  de- 
tailed analysis  of  the  statistics  and  finances  of 
the  various  activities,  these  aspects  of  the  pro- 
fessional work  will  not  be  included  in  this 
account. 

STAFF 

Retirements  and  Resignations.  Dr.  Stanhope 
Bayne-Jones,  President  of  the  Joint  Adminis- 
trative Board,  retired  on  June  30  and  as- 
sumed the  post  of  Civilian  Technical  Director 
of  Research  of  the  Army  Medical  Research  and 
Development  Program.  To  his  experience  and 
thoughtful  planning  is  attributable  much  of  the 
progress  and  development  of  the  Center  during 
the  past  six  years.  His  wise  counsel  and  en- 
couragement will  be  sorely  missed  not  only  by 
the  members  of  the  Medical  Board  with  whom 
he  was  in  closest  contact  but  also  by  all  mem- 
bers of  the  professional  staff. 

Dr.  James  M.  Hitzrot,  Consultant  in  Surgery 
and  one  of  the  leading  surgeons  in  the  old  New 
York  Hospital  on  16th  Street,  resigned  on 
January  19-  Dr.  Richard  Moriarty,  Ophthal- 
mologist and  Otolaryngologist  of  the  West- 
chester Division's  Consulting  Staff,  resigned 
on  April  15. 


New  Appointments  and  Promotions.  On  July  1 
Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey,  formerly  Dean  of  Cor- 
nell University  Medical  College,  was  appointed 
to  succeed  Dr.  Bayne-Jones  as  chief  executive 
with  the  new  title  of  Director  of  the  New 
York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center.  As 
ex-officio  member  of  the  Medical  Board,  he 
is  welcomed  not  only  for  himself  but  also  be- 
cause of  his  great  experience  in  the  affairs  of 
the  Center. 

Dr.  John  M.  Beal,  Jr.  was  appointed  Attend- 
ing Surgeon  to  take  the  place  of  Dr.  C.  Gardner 
Child,  III,  who  at  the  end  of  1952  left  to  be- 
come Professor  of  Surgery  at  the  Tufts  Medical 
School.  Dr.  Arnold  W.  Forrest  was  appointed 
Ophthalmologist  to  the  Attending  Staff  of  the 
Westchester  Division.  Dr.  Joseph  F.  Artusio, 
Jr.  was  appointed  Attending  Anesthesiologist- 
in-Charge  in  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  and 
Dr.  George  W.  Kosmak  as  Consultant  in  Ob- 
stetrics and  Gynecology.  Dr.  Harold  G.  Wolff 
was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Attending  Psy- 
chiatrist, Dr.  Cranston  W.  Holman  and  Dr. 
Preston  A.  Wade  were  made  Attending  Sur- 
geons; Dr.  John  H.  Eckel  and  Dr.  William  F. 
Nickel,  Associate  Attending  Surgeons;  Dr. 
Elmer  E.  Kramer  and  Dr.  William  P.  Given, 
Associate  Attending  Obstetricians  and  Gyne- 
cologists. 

Deaths.  The  year  1953  marked  the  passing 
of  three  staff  members  who  have  long  served 
the  Center  and  who  have  contributed  to  its 
development  and  progress.  Dr.  Meyer  Rosen- 
sohn,  who  had  been  associated  with  the  Lying- 
in  Hospital  since  1916,  died  at  his  home  on 
April  26.  Dr.  Scott  Johnson,  a  member  of 
the  staff  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  since 
1932,  died  on  December  14.  Dr.  Lynn  L. 
Fulkerson  of  the  Courtesy  Staff  and  formerly 
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Associate  Attending  Obstetrician  and  Gynecol- 
ogist, died  on  December  30.  On  November  5, 
Dr.  Samuel  Etz,  an  Assistant  Resident  in  Ob- 
stetrics and  Gynecology,  died  suddenly  at  the 
Hospital. 

CHANGES  IN  PHYSICAL  PLANT 

During  the  year  ground  was  broken  for  two 
buildings,  each  of  great  importance  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  Center.  On  March  4  cere- 
monies were  held  for  the  beginning  of  the 
F.  W.  Olin  Hall,  the  long  needed  dormitory 
for  medical  students  at  Cornell  University  Med- 
ical College.  On  April  3  ground  was  broken 
for  the  building  of  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery  on  land  located  between  70th  and  71st 
Streets  on  the  East  River  Drive  and  deeded 
early  in  1953  by  The  Society  of  the  New  York 
Hospital  to  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Re- 
lief of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled.  When 
completed,  this  fine  building  will  offer  unex- 
celled facilities  for  the  care  and  study  of  pa- 
tients suffering  from  orthopedic  and  arthritic 
conditions  and  for  teaching  and  research  in 
these  important  diseases. 

The  completion  of  the  Leland  Eggleston 
Cofer  Memorial  Chapel  was  memorialized  by 
ceremonies  held  on  May  26,  1953.  This  beau- 
tiful little  house  of  prayer  and  meditation,  so 
appropriate  to  the  spirit  and  structure  of  the 
Hospital,  will  offer  untold  solace  and  comfort 
to  anxious  and  bereaved  relatives  and  friends 
of  our  patients. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Tall  Cedars 
of  Lebanon,  a  metabolism  ward  was  opened  in 
April  on  the  third  floor  of  the  Payne  Whitney 
Psychiatric  Clinic.  This  unit  provides  modern 
facilities  for  scientifically  controlled  biochemi- 
cal investigations  on  patients  under  the  super- 
vision of  an  especially  trained  staff  of  nurses 
and  dietitians.  The  work  is  closely  associated 
with  that  of  the  research  program  supported 
by  the  Muscular  Dystrophy  Associations  of 
America,  Inc. 

The  calorimeter  of  the  Russell  Sage  Institute 


of  Pathology,  which  has  been  housed  on  the 
second  floor  of  the  F  Building  since  the  con- 
struction of  the  present  Hospital,  was  moved 
to  Bethesda,  Maryland,  where  it  will  become  a 
part  of  a  permanent  scientific  exhibit  in  the 
National  Institutes  of  Health.  This  calorimeter 
is  world-famous  as  the  instrument  which  made 
possible  the  fundamental  observations  by  Dr. 
Eugene  F.  DuBois  and  his  associates  on  the 
basal  metabolism  of  man.  The  space  which  it 
formerly  occupied  has  been  rearranged  to  pro- 
vide a  new  laboratory  for  the  work  of  the 
Russell  Sage  Institute  of  Pathology  and  a  visi- 
tors' room  for  the  metabolism  ward.  Other 
structural  alterations  were  made  in  the  metabo- 
lism ward  to  increase  its  efficiency  and  at- 
tractiveness. 

Reconstruction  in  the  Pediatric  Out-Patient 
Department  will  provide  a  treatment  room,  four 
examining  rooms,  and  other  increased  facilities 
for  the  ambulant  care  of  acutely  ill  patients. 

In  the  Department  of  Radiology,  a  large 
modern  darkroom  has  been  installed  on  Pavilion 
L-5.  This  has  greatly  facilitated  the  processing 
of  films  from  the  area  of  the  Department  which 
serves  the  out-patients  of  the  Hospital.  Changes 
have  also  been  made  in  the  central  file  room 
on  Pavilion  L-6,  resulting  in  a  more  effective 
and  functional  arrangement  of  space  designed 
to  increase  the  efficiency  of  file  room  personnel. 
The  high  energy  portable  diagnostic  X-ray  unit 
obtained  for  use  in  the  operating  rooms  has 
improved  the  quality  of  operative  diagnostic 
radiography.  In  addition  it  has  permitted  spe- 
cial neurosurgical  examinations  in  the  operat- 
ing theatre,  thereby  relieving  congestion  in  the 
central  X-ray  department  and  obviating  long 
transport  of  anesthetized  patients. 

In  the  Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  ar- 
rangements have  been  made  to  eliminate  the 
customary  separation  of  male  and  female  pa- 
tients. This  has  involved  joint  participation  in 
dining  rooms  and  in  the  social  life  of  the  eve- 
nings, and  has  been  accomplished  with  obvious 
benefit  for  all  members  of  the  group.  This 
innovation  has  been  possible  not  only  because 
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of  spatial  rearrangements  but  also  because  of 
improved  methods  of  treatment. 

At  the  Westchester  Division  a  new  Women's 
Building  was  completed  during  the  year.  This 
will  provide  improved  facilities  for  electric 
shock  treatments  and  other  physical  therapy. 
Other  changes  include  construction  of  a  hand- 
ball court  for  male  patients. 

IN-PATIENT  SERVICE 

Occupancy  of  the  beds  of  the  Hospital  re- 
flects a  number  of  current  medical  and  eco- 
nomic trends.  Improvement  of  organization 
and  facilities  of  the  Out-Patient  Department 
as  well  as  the  operation  of  the  Vincent  Astor 
Diagnostic  Service  for  private  patients  permits 
the  use  of  almost  every  diagnostic  test,  exam- 
ination and  consultation.  For  this  reason  and 
also  because  of  the  increasing  cost  of  hospitali- 
zation, beds  in  the  pavilions  are  being  used 
more  for  those  who  are  seriously  ill  or  who 
require  operations  and  other  procedures  which 
cannot  be  performed  on  an  ambulatory  basis, 
and  less  for  diagnostic  surveys  and  relatively 
minor  illness.  Because  of  the  effectiveness  of 
antibiotics  and  the  rapidity  with  which  acute 
illness  may  be  controlled,  admissions  to  the 
Hospital  for  temporary  infections  are  less  fre- 
quent. Increasing  longevity  and  the  greater 
average  age  of  the  population  dictates  a  rela- 
tively larger  pavilion  population  of  older 
people. 

Present  trends  also  affect  the  average  dura- 
tion of  stay  in  the  hospital.  In  surgery,  obste- 
trics and  gynecology,  the  widely  practised  cus- 
tom of  early  postoperative  ambulation  leads  to 
short  sojourn  in  the  hospital  and  rapid  turn- 
over of  available  beds.  In  medicine,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  smaller  number  of  young  pa- 
tients admitted  for  acute  illness  and  the  larger 
number  of  older  individuals  who  are  more 
chronically  ill  tend  to  an  increase  in  the  aver- 
age length  of  occupancy  and  to  a  slower  turn- 
over in  available  hospital  beds.  These  trends 
are  evident  in  the  statistics  which  the  Director 
of  the  Hospital  will  submit. 


LABORATORY  AND  X-RAY 

Each  year  examinations  of  the  laboratories 
and  the  X-ray  department  become  more  com- 
plex. New  tests  are  added  more  rapidly  than 
old  ones  are  abandoned.  In  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  disease  the  mounting  expense  of 
the  ancillary  services  constitutes  one  of  the  large 
factors  in  the  disturbingly  rapid  rise  in  the 
cost  of  medical  care.  At  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital increasing  demands  upon  the  X-ray  de- 
partment and  the  Central  Laboratories  have 
seriously  overtaxed  some  of  the  existing  facili- 
ties. The  Chemistry  Laboratory  has  for  several 
years  been  congested  and  overcrowded.  The 
station  for  electroencephalography  is  quite  in- 
adequate for  present  needs.  The  Department 
of  Radiology  conducts  an  enormous  load  of 
work  in  quarters  far  smaller  than  are  available 
in  many  comparable  hospitals.  The  present  ex- 
cellent radiological  service  reflects  extraordi- 
narily good  planning  and  organization,  but  can- 
not be  maintained  with  constantly  increasing 
demands.  Furthermore,  the  Department,  ade- 
quate and  modern  in  most  respects,  is  lacking 
in  equipment  for  high  energy  radiation  therapy. 
Provision  of  this  facility  which  represents  one 
of  the  pressing  needs  both  of  the  Department 
and  the  Center  will  require  not  only  funds  but 
also  additional  specially  constructed  quarters. 
Continued  increase  in  demands  upon  the  labora- 
tories will  result  in  the  necessity  for  providing 
new  space. 

The  present  situation  requires  constant  dis- 
crimination in  ordering  tests  and  examinations 
on  the  part  of  every  member  of  the  staff. 
Analysis  of  the  statistics  for  work  done  in 
the  laboratories  during  1953  portrays  both  the 
changing  character  of  testing  and  the  beneficial 
effects  of  discrimination. 

Increase  in  the  total  number  of  tests  was 
small.  A  slightly  greater  number  of  X-ray  ex- 
aminations was  due  entirely  to  an  increased 
usage  of  the  facility  in  the  private  and  semi- 
private  services.  The  requests  from  the  pa- 
vilions were  actually  less  than  in  1953.    A  fur- 
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ther  increase  this  year  of  about  30  per  cent  in 
the  number  of  requests  for  electrocardiographic 
examinations  reflects  the  greater  complexity  of 
the  method  and  also  the  deplorable  lack  of 
other  means  of  detecting  early  cardiac  defects. 
The  number  of  encephalographic  examinations 
has  again  increased  slightly  and  might  have  in- 
creased still  more  if  the  station  had  had  more 
adequate  space.  The  greater  usage  reflects  a 
growing  appreciation  of  the  valuable  clinical 
information  which  can  be  furnished  by  this  in- 
tricate method  of  study.  A  greater  number  of 
requests  for  parasitological  examinations  can 
be  attributed  not  only  to  more  adequate  ap- 
preciation of  their  importance  but  also  to  the 
influence  of  Dr.  B.  H.  Kean,  who  joined  the 
staff  during  1952. 

An  example  of  changing  needs  for  clinical 
testing  is  the  cardiopulmonary  laboratory  which 
has  existed  for  only  a  few  years  and  which  in 
its  natural  expansion  required  new  and  larger 
quarters  in  1952.  The  catheterization  of  large 
vessels  and  the  gasometric  and  pressure  deter- 
minations conducted  in  this  laboratory  have  be- 
come necessary  for  the  appropriate  study  of 
candidates  for  cardiac  surgery,  for  the  differen- 
tial diagnosis  of  congenital  heart  disease  and 
of  many  other  cardiac  and  pulmonary  condi- 
tions. Like  Radiology  and  the  divisions  of  the 
Central  Laboratories,  this  is  a  facility  of  the 
Center  and  can  be  appropriately  assigned  to  no 
single  department. 

Greater  discrimination  in  the  use  of  the  lab- 
oratories by  the  staff  is  indicated  by  an  actual 
fall  of  about  10  per  cent  in  the  number  of  tests 
performed  in  the  Chemistry  Laboratory.  In 
the  Blood  Bank  also  there  was  a  decrease  of 
about  10  per  cent  in  the  number  of  whole  blood 
transfusions.  In  part  this  was  due  to  the  avail- 
ability of  plasma  volume  expanders  and  possi- 
bly in  part  attributable  to  greater  realization 
of  the  hazards  of  transmission  by  transfusion  of 
some  types  of  viral  jaundice. 

Semi-private  Teaching  Service.  Late  in  1951 
a  large  number  of  pavilion  beds  were  converted 


to  semi-private  status,  a  change  which  was  dic- 
tated by  the  need  of  greater  revenue  in  the 
operation  of  the  Hospital.  The  report  for 
1952  described  the  wholehearted  cooperation 
of  the  professional  staff  in  effecting  the  change, 
and  detailed  some  incidents  consequent  to  the 
conversion.  In  the  surgical  division,  the  care 
of  these  patients  is  vested  in  a  group  of  staff 
members  constituting  a  panel  selected  by  the 
Surgeon-in-Chief.  A  full  complement  of  house 
officers  is  assigned  to  the  division.  Individu- 
ally, the  senior  members  accept  the  legal  re- 
sponsibility and  supervision  of  the  patients 
whom  they  admit.  The  house  officers  assume 
the  direct  care  of  the  patients,  and  exert  the 
same  effort  accorded  to  patients  on  the  pa- 
vilions. Operations  are  performed  by  the  senior 
residents  in  association  with  the  senior  surgeons. 
Fourth-year  medical  students  participate  as  clini- 
cal clerks  in  the  care  of  these  patients  as  they 
do  with  the  pavilion  patients,  and  the  patients 
themselves  have  the  benefit  of  the  careful  eval- 
uation to  be  derived  from  teaching  conferences. 

In  the  medical  service  arrangements  are  simi- 
lar and  the  situation  is  in  general  more  easily 
adaptable  to  the  requirements  of  undergraduate 
and  graduate  instruction.  From  the  standpoint 
of  attending  physicians  the  greater  house  staff 
and  student  participation  has  been  regarded  so 
favorably  that  request  has  been  made  that  fif- 
teen beds  on  Pavilion  G-2  be  added  to  the 
quota  of  the  teaching  semi-private  service. 

Experience  of  two  years  has  demonstrated 
that  although  determined  and  persistent  effort 
can  preserve  important  teaching  values  in  a 
semi-private  service,  the  arrangement  is  intrin- 
sically less  favorable  than  with  a  pavilion  serv- 
ice and  that  from  the  standpoint  of  the  train- 
ing of  young  surgeons  the  use  of  semi-private 
patients  offers  at  present  ineradicable  defects. 

AMBULATORY  SERVICES 

In  the  report  of  the  Director  of  the  Hospital, 
it  will  be  shown  that  in  1953  there  was  a  fur- 
ther reduction  both  in  the  number  of  patients 
and  of  patient  visits  in  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
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ment.  This  may  be  regarded  in  part  as  a  reflec- 
tion of  a  trend  which  has  been  apparent  for 
several  years  in  our  own  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment and  which  is  evident  both  locally  and  na- 
tionally in  other  hospital  clinics.  As  such,  it 
may  be  attributable  both  to  favorable  economic 
conditions  of  the  population  and  to  growth  of 
medical  care  insurance.  In  our  own  clinic,  it 
reflects  also  persistent  efforts  to  gauge  admis- 
sions in  accord  with  our  facilities  and  to  dis- 
courage all  unnecessary  visits.  Actual  limita- 
tions of  staff  and  facilities  have  sometimes 
made  it  necessary  to  refer  many  patients  to 
other  clinics  or  organizations. 

No  new  clinics  have  been  established  during 
the  year.  In  Pediatrics,  however,  arrangements 
have  been  made  to  see  patients  suffering  from 
gastrointestinal  complaints  on  one  half-day 
each  week.  Also  the  Adolescent  Clinic  has 
been  modified  so  that  both  physical  and  psycho- 
logical problems  may  be  considered  on  the 
same  morning  each  week. 

Vincent  Astor  Diagnostic  Service.  This  con- 
venient and  useful  facility  has  continued  to 
serve  patients  who  can  pay  full  cost  for  their 
examinations  but  whose  condition  does  not  re- 
quire bed  care  or  admission  to  the  Hospital. 
The  number  of  new  patients  admitted  to  the 
Service  during  1953  for  diagnostic  examina- 
tions and  consultations  exceeded  by  10  per  cent 
that  of  the  preceding  year. 


Consultation    Clinic.  As    in

clinic  has  been  maintained 
Department  for  the  purpose  of  making  avail- 
able to  the  referring  physician,  services  at  clinic 
rates  for  his  patients  who  cannot  afford  the  full 
cost.  Senior  student  clerks  participate  in  the 
care  of  these  patients  under  the  guidance  of 
resident  and  attending  physicians. 

Personnel  Health  Service.  This  activity  is 
chiefly  concerned  with  the  ambulant  care  of 
medical  students,  nurses  and  employees  of  the 
Center.  As  such,  it  performs  an  important 
function  not  only  in  fostering  better  health  con- 


ditions but  also  as  an  educational  influence  in 
furnishing  a  model  of  ambulant  care.  It  has 
become  a  relatively  large  enterprise  in  which 
during  1953  the  volume  of  visits  was  more  than 
a  twelfth  of  that  of  the  entire  Out-Patient  De- 
partment. 

Clinic  for  Comprehensive  Medical  Care  and 
Teaching.  During  the  past  three  years,  an  ex- 
periment in  medical  care  and  teaching  has 
been  conducted  in  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
Widely  recognized  as  trail  blazing,  it  has  been 
made  possible  by  the  generous  aid  of  the  Com- 
monwealth Fund.  The  Clinic  for  Comprehen- 
sive Medical  Care  and  Teaching  is  an  enter- 
prise both  of  The  New  York  Hospital  and  the 
Cornell  University  Medical  College.  Fostered 
principally  in  the  Departments  of  Medicine, 
Pediatrics,  Psychiatry  and  Preventive  Medicine, 
it  has  been  enthusiastically  supported  by  the 
Departments  of  Gynecology  and  Obstetrics, 
Surgery,  and  Social  Service,  as  well  as  by  the 
School  of  Nursing.  It  is  the  responsibility  of 
no  one  department  but  of  the  entire  Center. 

When  the  project  was  first  formulated  in  the 
spring  of  1951,  a  number  of  primary  purposes 
were  stated.  These  were  in  brief:  to  develop 
methods  by  which  more  comprehensive  and 
continuing  medical  care  might  be  offered  to 
families  and  individuals  in  a  teaching  center  of 
a  metropolis;  to  afford  opportunity  for  under- 
graduate and  graduate  students  in  medicine, 
nursing  and  social  service  to  participate  in  such 
a  service,  under  the  guidance  of  experienced 
physicians;  to  accomplish  more  complete  inte- 
gration between  clinical  departments  in  medical 
care  and  teaching;  to  develop  closer  relations 
between  the  Medical  Center  and  the  commu- 
nity; to  record  and  analyze  over  a  period  of 
years  the  accomplishments  of  the  project,  and 
to  estimate  its  feasibility  for  more  general  ap- 
plication. 

At  that  time,  it  was  decided  to  devote  one 
year  to  preliminary  study  and  organization  of 
the  project,  and  to  commence  the  actual  opera- 
tion of  the  Clinic  in  June  1952. 
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Now,  after  almost  two  years  of  operation  of 
the  plan,  it  is  appropriate  to  inquire  whether 
any  of  the  stated  purposes  have  been  accom- 
plished. Answers  here  can  be  given  only  in  the 
broadest  outline. 

Most  convincing  evidence  has  accumulated 
that  comprehensive  and  continuing  medical 
care  can  be  offered  to  selected  individuals  and 
families  in  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell 
Medical  Center.  Valuable  experience  has  been 
gained,  not  only  in  the  integration  of  the  widely 
variant  aspects  of  comprehensive  care,  but  also 
in  the  development  of  methods  for  the  more 
successful  presentation  of  sociological  aspects 
of  disease.  It  has  been  shown  that  such  a  serv- 
ice is  enthusiastically  received  by  students  of 
medicine,  nursing,  and  social  service.  Although 
evaluation  of  its  assets  in  comparison  with  those 
of  the  previous  conditions  offers  numerous  dif- 
ficulties, it  is  certain  that  the  program  has  gen- 
erated fresh  interest  both  for  medical  care  and 
teaching  for  all  groups  of  professional  workers 
in  the  Out-Patient  Department.  This  is  appar- 
ent to  anyone  observing  the  sessions  of  the  med- 
ical and  pediatrics  clinics.  It  is  reflected  in  the 
reports  of  the  Bureau  of  Applied  Social  Re- 
search of  Columbia,  and  is  documented  by  a 
series  of  many  so-called  critical  incidents  which 
are  now  being  assembled  in  some  detail  for 
publication. 

Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
improvement  of  integration  between  clinical  de- 
partments in  medical  care  and  teaching.  Ar- 
rangements by  which  surgical  and  gynecologi- 
cal consultants  act  as  members  of  the  group  in 
the  Comprehensive  Care  Clinic  have  already  re- 
sulted in  substantial  curtailment  of  the  unfor- 
tunate necessity  of  referring  patients  from  one 
station  to  another  in  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment, and  have  opened  the  way  for  many  de- 
velopments in  coordinated  effort. 

Significant  steps  have  been  made  in  the  cul- 
tivation of  closer  relationships  between  the 
Center  and  the  community.  Many  facets  of  the 
Clinic  operation  have  contributed.  The  inclu- 
sion in  the  team  of  a  public  health  nurse  su- 


pervisor and  a  highly  trained  social  worker 
have  brought  to  the  enterprise  many  examples 
of  the  importance  of  The  Visiting  Nurse  Serv- 
ice, the  Community  Service  Society  and  other 
agencies  in  the  total  care  of  patients.  The  as- 
signment to  students  of  the  responsibility  for 
families  and  home  care  as  an  essential  part  of 
comprehensive  coverage  in  selected  cases,  has 
brought  both  students  and  members  of  the  staff 
closer  to  the  realities  which  patients  face  in 
their  environment.  Teaching  of  representa- 
tives of  the  Department  of  Preventive  Medicine 
has  emphasized  the  necessity  of  considering  as- 
pects other  than  the  strictly  medical  in  the  diag- 
nosis and  management  of  such  people. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  enterprise,  ar- 
rangements were  made  for  evaluation.  In  part, 
this  consisted  of  close  examination  of  the  ex- 
periences of  each  student.  In  part,  it  consti- 
tuted an  effort  to  determine  objectively  with  the 
help  of  the  Bureau  of  Applied  Social  Research 
of  Columbia  whether  the  emphases  of  the  pro- 
gram were  influential  in  changing  attitudes  and 
performance  in  teaching  and  clinical  care.  The 
difficulty  in  establishing  adequate  controls  for 
such  a  study  is  immediately  obvious.  Appro- 
priate methods  for  objective  scrutiny  must  be 
developed  further  as  the  study  goes  on.  A 
brave  beginning  has  been  made  and  substantial 
results  are  already  evident. 

The  Clinic  for  Comprehensive  Medical  Care 
and  Teaching  was  conceived  as  an  experiment. 
Its  experimental  character  persists,  both  from 
the  standpoint  of  education  and  medical  care. 

While  it  has  been  shown  that  a  general  Out- 
Patient  Department  in  a  large  metropolitan  hos- 
pital can  offer  valuable  instruction,  it  has  not 
as  yet  been  demonstrated  either  to  students, 
house  officers,  or  attending  physicians  that  this 
is  superior  or  even  equivalent  to  the  teaching 
which  can  be  given  in  relation  to  the  wards  of 
a  hospital.  Home  care  programs  although  well 
under  way  require  extension  and  continuing 
evaluation  and  study.  While  there  can  be  no 
doubt  as  to  the  importance  of  sociological 
studies  in  relation  to  disease  and  to  individual 
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patients,  it  is  by  no  means  apparent,  as  yet,  how 
much  of  such  teaching  can  be  introduced  with- 
out limiting  or  mutilating  the  teaching  of  an- 
atomical and  chemical  pathology  and  the  tra- 
ditional therapeutics.  The  approach  to  this 
question  continues  to  be  highly  experimental. 
It  is  already  obvious  that,  both  on  the  grounds 
of  feasibility  and  effectiveness,  sociological  as- 
pects must  be  integrated  with  the  medical  and 
that  their  addition  to  the  medical  curriculum 
or  their  substitution  for  other  subjects  is  not 
helpful. 

The  experimental  aspects  as  they  concern 
medical  care  of  patients  have  appeared  more 
clearly  during  the  three  year  period,  and  are 
perhaps  even  more  impressive  than  those  relat- 
ing to  medical  teaching.  They  are  chiefly  con- 
cerned with  the  question  of  what  constitutes 
adequate  medical  care.  There  is  concensus  that 
adequate  care  must  include  preventive,  emo- 
tional, environmental,  and  familial  aspects,  if 
it  is  to  offer  the  most  that  modern  knowledge 
can  supply  in  the  management  of  those  who  are 
ill.  It  is  not  known,  however,  how  much  such 
care  will  cost  either  in  terms  of  money,  time,  or 
in  the  number  of  professional  and  non-profes- 
sional participants.  Although  it  has  been  dem- 
onstrated that  an  organization  potentiated  by 
the  combined  resources  of  the  Commonwealth 
Fund  and  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell 
Medical  Center  can  offer  comprehensive  care  of 
high  quality  to  a  limited  number  of  patients, 
it  is  by  no  means  proven  that  such  care  is  ap- 
plicable to  a  larger  group  within  the  Center,  to 
the  whole  Out-Patient  Department  clientele,  or 
to  the  patients  of  other  clinics  or  to  the  whole 
population  of  the  country.  It  is  not  known 
whether  there  is  in  the  country  sufficient  money 
or  time  or  professional  staff  to  conduct  such  a 
program,  or  whether  it  would  be  economically 
feasible  to  insure  for  so  complete  a  coverage. 
Already  it  is  known  that  the  expense  of  care 
for  each  patient  is  very  high,  that  the  time 
spent  is  dismayingly  long,  and  that  the  amount 
of  professional  service  is  taxing  even  to  such  a 
large  staff  as  our  own. 


One  cardinal  principle  has  become  more  ap- 
parent as  the  work  has  proceeded.  This  is  that 
the  essence  of  comprehensive  care  is  discrimina- 
tion, that  for  each  patient  who  enters  the  clinic, 
all  facilities  must  be  available,  but  that  not  all 
facilities  need  be  utilized  in  the  care  of  each  pa- 
tient. 

In  the  practice  of  comprehensive  care,  dis- 
crimination is  necessary  at  every  turn — in  the 
selection  of  required  diagnostic  tests,  in  the 
completeness  of  investigation  of  psychological 
and  emotional  factors,  in  the  application  and  in 
the  well-considered  omission  of  therapeutic 
procedures. 

Some  of  the  complexity  of  modern  medical 
procedure  has  developed  because  few  of  the 
participants  have  the  time  and  the  leisure  to 
examine  critically  the  essentiality  of  each  of  the 
component  parts  of  the  examination  and  man- 
agement. The  number  of  participants  in  the 
Comprehensive  Medical  Care  and  Teaching 
Program  makes  possible  a  scrutiny  which  would 
be  quite  out  of  the  question  in  a  less  well- 
staffed  organization. 

A  chief  aim  of  the  project  is  the  develop- 
ment of  a  comprehensive,  fully  adequate  but 
discriminating  type  of  medical  care  which,  in  its 
final  form,  is  so  economical  and  feasible,  that 
it  may  serve  as  a  basis  for  future  health  insur- 
ance plans,  and  may  furnish  a  model  for  medi- 
cal care  of  all  the  people.  From  this  stand- 
point, the  project  will  continue  to  be  experi- 
mental and  tentative  until  an  adequate  solution 
has  been  obtained. 

RESEARCH 

The  investigative  activities  of  the  Hospital 
have  been  continued  with  unabated  zeal  and, 
as  before,  have  occupied  in  large  measure  the 
attention  of  many  members  of  both  the  full- 
time  and  part-time  professional  staff.  They 
have  been  of  such  scope  as  to  involve  most  of 
the  principal  fields  of  medicine  and  surgery. 
No  effort  will  be  made  in  this  report  even  to 
mention  all  of  the  researches.    Quite  arbitrarily, 
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five  projects  have  been  selected  for  brief  com- 
ment. 

Epidemic  Illness.  Arrangements  made  in 
1952  have  been  continued  and  extended  to  per- 
mit Dr.  Walsh  McDermott  and  his  staff  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  investigation  of  epidemic  ill- 
ness in  areas  outside  of  New  York. 

The  principal  field  epidemiological  investi- 
gation of  1953  consisted  of  the  disclosure  of 
the  source  of  a  large  epidemic  of  amebiasis  in 
South  Bend,  Indiana  by  a  team  directed  by  Dr. 
Charles  LeMaistre.  The  course  of  the  epidemic 
was  found  and  corrected,  and  arrangements 
made  for  the  chemotherapy  of  the  persons  in- 
fected. This  outbreak  involved  about  1200  in- 
fected people  and  was  the  second  largest  water- 
borne  epidemic  in  the  United  States,  exceeded 
in  size  only  by  the  Congress  Hotel  disaster  in 
Chicago  in  1933.  The  source  was  traced  to 
one  industrial  plant,  the  investigation  of  which 
required  not  only  highly  skilled  scientific  detec- 
tive work,  but  also  great  tact  in  mobilizing  co- 
operative action  which  finally  involved  top 
management,  a  labor  union,  the  county  medical 
society  and  the  state  and  municipal  health  au- 
thorities. 

Tuberculosis  on  the  Navajo  Reservation.  The 
joint  enterprise  for  the  treatment  and  control  of 
tuberculosis  with  the  Navajo  Medical  Service 
has  been  continued.  This  project  was  described 
in  some  detail  in  the  report  of  1952.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  it  represents  in  miniature  an  ideal 
organization  pattern  for  technical  aid.  It 
brings  together  the  contributions  of  a  large  uni- 
versity medical  center,  private  industry,  the  re- 
sources of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  and, 
most  important  of  all,  a  substantial  contribu- 
tion from  the  people  affected,  namely,  the 
Navajos  themselves.  In  addition  to  the  purely 
scientific  studies  in  the  joint  enterprise,  a  team 
composed  of  Drs.  Carl  Muschenheim  and 
Walsh  McDermott  with  Dr.  Rene  Dubos  from 
the  Rockefeller  Institute  have  made  detailed 
recommendations  for  a  total  program  of  tuber- 
culosis control  among  the  Navajos.     This  re- 


port is  to  be  presented  to  the  Navajo  Tribal 
Council  and  the  appropriate  governmental  au- 
thorities. Both  the  experience  and  the  actual 
scientific  results  from  the  Navajo  enterprise 
were  drawn  upon  heavily  by  Dr.  Parran's  com- 
mittee, engaged  in  formulating  a  similar  pro- 
gram for  the  Alaskan  native  population. 

Chemotherapy  for  Tuberculosis.  Some  con- 
ments  on  the  important  role  played  by  investi- 
gators at  our  Center  on  the  development  of  ef- 
fective chemotherapy  in  tuberculosis  have  ap- 
peared in  previous  reports.  It  has  been  shown 
that  several  chemical  substances  are  now  cap- 
able of  modifying  the  course  of  a  disease  for 
which  there  was  previously  no  specific  remedy. 
Thus  far,  however,  no  drug  has  been  developed 
which  could  feasibly  be  employed  in  the  treat- 
ment of  large  numbers  of  an  infected  popula- 
tion. This  year,  search  for  such  a  specific  has 
been  conducted  with  vigor  by  Dr.  McDermott 
and  his  associates.  Actually  a  regimen  was  de- 
veloped which  was  clearly  superior  both  in  ani- 
mal and  man  to  all  previously  available  meth- 
ods, and  which,  at  first,  appeared  to  be  ideally 
fitted  for  widespread  application.  The  drug 
employed  has  been  variously  known  as  Aldina- 
mide  or  Pyrazinamide.  Unfortunately,  the  regi- 
men finally  has  been  proven  to  be  too  toxic  for 
general  and  indiscriminate  use. 

Whether  it  can  be  satisfactorily  modified  is 
still  an  unsettled  question.  Nevertheless,  the 
demonstration  in  animals,  by  a  laborious  but 
highly  precise  technique,  that  it  is  possible  to 
eradicate  tuberculous  infection  by  this  method 
represents  a  unique  and  unprecedented  achieve- 
ment. 

Inhibitors  of  the  Growth  of  Malignant  Tumors. 
As  part  of  a  larger  study  on  disorders  of 
the  lymphoid  and  hematopoietic  systems,  Dr. 
John  G.  Kidd  has  recently  found  quite  unex- 
pectedly that  normal  guinea  pig  serum  regu- 
larly brings  about  regression  of  transplanted 
lymphomas  when  given  parenterally  to  animals 
carrying  them.  The  finding  provides  an  ex- 
ample, unique  thus  far,  of  a  naturally  occurring 
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substance  that  induces  regression  of  a  single 
type  of  cancer  cells  in  living  animals  without 
doing  obvious  harm  to  the  latter;  it  comprises 
a  new  approach  to  the  control  of  experimental 
lymphomas  and  leukemias. 

Hormones  of  the  Posterior  Lobe  of  the  Pitu- 
it ary  Gland.  Recent  epoch-making  chemical 
investigations  by  Dr.  Vincent  du  Vigneaud, 
Professor  of  Chemistry  in  the  Cornell  Univer- 
sity Medical  College,  have  resulted  in  the  isola- 
tion and  synthesis  of  oxytocin,  a  hormone  of  the 
posterior  lobe  of  the  pituitary  gland.  This  prin- 
ciple in  impure  extracts  has  long  been  known  to 
exert  an  important  influence  on  the  induction 
and  stimulation  of  labor,  and  also  upon  the 
ejection  of  milk  in  the  mothers,  following  the 
birth  of  their  infants.    A  supply  of  synthesized 


oxytocin  made  available  by  Dr.  du  Vigneaud  to 
Dr.  R.  Gordon  Douglas  and  his  staff  has  made 
possible  the  first  testing  of  the  purified  hor- 
mone on  patients  at  the  Lying-in  Hospital. 
Practical  studies  have  been  conducted  to  deter- 
mine the  optimum  dose  necessary  to  regulate 
uterine  contractions  and  to  elicit  milk  ejection 
in  the  lactating  woman. 

The  Medical  Board  and  the  Professional 
Staff  of  the  Hospital  are  indebted  to  the  Board 
of  Governors  for  understanding  and  sympa- 
thetic support,  and  to  Dr.  Stanhope  Bayne- 
Jones,  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey,  Dr.  Henry  N. 
Pratt  and  Mr.  Laurence  G.  Payson  for  their 
counsel  and  cooperation.

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Report  of  the  Director 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

It  is  an  honor  to  submit  the  Report  of  the 
Director. 

Since  all  components  of  the  Center  are  mu- 
tually interdependent  and  since  whatever  af- 
fects one  must  of  necessity  affect  the  others,  it 
is  impossible  to  write  a  record  of  the  year's  ac- 
tivities of  the  Hospital  without  frequent  refer- 
ence to  the  Center.  Much  of  what  follows  was 
prepared  by  my  associates  in  administration  and 
by  the  heads  of  many  of  the  forty-five  adminis- 
trative departments  and  services  of  the  Hospi- 
tal. A  report  of  the  detailed  activities  of  an 
organization  of  such  complexity  and  vast  va- 
riety would  have  been  impossible  without  their 
help,  which  is  herewith  gratefully  acknowl- 
edged. 

STAFF  CHANGES 

On  June  30,  1953,  Dr.  Stanhope  Bayne-Jones 
retired  from  his  position  as  President  of  the 
Joint  Administrative  Board  and  assumed  new 
responsibilities  as  Civilian  Technical  Director 
of  Research  of  the  Army  Medical  Research  and 
Development  Program.  During  his  six  years 
as  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  Center  he 
left  the  imprint  of  his  integrity  and  character 
on  the  combined  institutions  of  the  Center. 
His  wise  counsel  will  be  sorely  missed. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Joint  Admin- 
istrative Board  and  by  action  of  the  Governors 
of  the  Society  and  the  Trustees  of  Cornell  Uni- 
versity the  Joint  Agreement  was  amended  to 
provide  a  change  in  the  title  of  President  of  the 
Joint  Administrative  Board  to  Director  of  the 
New  York  Hospital-Cornell   Medical   Center. 


By  the  same  authorities  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey, 
formerly  Dean  of  the  Cornell  University  Medi- 
cal College,  was  appointed  to  the  newly  titled 
post  as  of  July  1,  1953.  An  old  and  loyal 
friend  of  the  Center,  familiar  with  its  history, 
objectives  and  many  activities,  Dr.  Hinsey  is 
wholeheartedly  welcomed  by  those  of  us  whose 
primary  concern  and  duties  lie  with  the  Hos- 
pital. 

Several  changes  in  the  administrative  staff 
of  the  Hospital  occurred  during  the  year.  Dr. 
Thomas  B.  Spencer,  Director  of  the  Out-Patient 
Department,  and  Mr.  Tracy  F.  Storch,  Execu- 
tive Assistant  for  Services  and  Supplies,  were 
appointed  Assistant  Directors  early  in  the  year. 
Miss  Elizabeth  Brooks  was  appointed  Depart- 
ment Head,  Medical  Nursing  Service.  Mr. 
James  J.  O'Connell  was  promoted  from  Gen- 
eral Storekeeper  to  Administrative  Assistant 
and  was  succeeded  as  Storekeeper  by  Mr.  Henry 
E.  Schlereth.  Miss  Dorothy  McMullan  and 
Miss  Laura  Simms  were  designated  Adminis- 
trative Assistants,  Nursing  Service,  the  former 
for  Research  and  Studies  and  the  latter  for  In- 
Service  Education.  Mr.  Philip  Palese  was  pro- 
moted to  the  position  of  Administrative  Assist- 
ant and  was  replaced  as  Office  Manager  of 
Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  by  Mr.  Frank 
Bossong.  Miss  Sue  Sabia  was  named  Assistant 
Department  Head,  Surgical  Nursing  Service. 

PHYSICAL  FACILITIES 

On  March  4,  1953,  ground  breaking  cere- 
monies for  the  new  F.  W.  Olin  Hall  were  held. 
Speakers  were  Mr.  James  O.  Wynn,  Vice  Presi- 
dent of  the  Olin  Foundation,  Inc.,  Dr.  Stan- 
hope Bayne-Jones  and  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey. 
This  building,  generously  donated  by  the  Olin 
Foundation,  will  fill  a  long-felt  need  by  provid- 
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ing  modern  and  comfortable  living  quarters  for 
students  of  the  Medical  College. 

On  April  3,  1953,  ground  was  broken  for  the 
new  building  of  the  Hospital  for  Special  Sur- 
gery, which,  as  recorded  in  the  Report  of  the 
Director  for  1952,  will,  when  construction  is 
completed  in  1955,  be  situated  on  land  deeded 
early  in  1953  by  The  Society  of  the  New  York 
Hospital  to  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief 
of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  and  located  be- 
tween 70th  and  71st  Streets  adjacent  to  the  East 
River  Drive.  The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery, 
through  its  close  physical  and  organizational 
relationship  with  the  Center,  will  become  the 
primary  facility  of  the  Center  for  the  care  of 
patients  suffering  from  orthopedic  conditions 
and  arthritis  and  for  teaching  and  research  in 
the  fields  of  orthopedic  surgery  and  joint  dis- 
eases. 

On  May  26,  1953,  construction  having  been 
completed  on  the  non-sectarian  Leland  Eggles- 
ton  Cofer  Memorial  Chapel,  appropriate  cere- 
monies were  held.  The  chapel,  first  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Hospital,  was  made  possible  by 
gifts  from  Mrs.  Cofer  and  an  anonymous  donor. 
Members  of  the  clergy  who  took  part  in  the 
interfaith  dedicatory  assembly  were  the  Right 
Rev.  Msgr.  John  J.  Maguire,  Chancellor  of  the 
Archdiocese  of  New  York,  the  Rev.  Roelif  H. 
Brooks,  D.D.,  Rector  of  St.  Thomas  Church, 
the  Rev.  Bernard  C.  Newman,  Vicar  of  Trinity 
Church,  and  Rabbi  David  J.  Seligson,  President 
of  the  New  York  Board  of  Rabbis.  Mr.  Ham- 
ilton Hadley,  President  of  the  Society,  presided. 

On  January  19,  Mr.  Louis  M.  Loeb,  a  Gov- 


ernor of  the  Society,  presided  over  a  brief  cere- 
mony in  connection  with  the  completion  of  en- 
larged, rehabilitated,  redecorated  and  air-condi- 
tioned locker  rooms  for  staff  and  private  duty 
nurses.  This  facility  was  made  possible  in  part 
by  the  generosity  of  the  Vincent  Astor  Fund. 

During  the  year  the  tenement  located  at  1319 
York  Avenue  and  purchased  in  1951  was  com- 
pletely renovated,  furnished  and  prepared  for 
occupancy  early  in  1954.  This  building,  the 
purchase  of  which  increased  the  Society's  real 
estate  holdings  on  the  west  side  of  York  Ave- 
nue opposite  the  Nurses'  Residence,  will  pro- 
vide dignified  housekeeping  apartments  for 
thirty-five  staff  nurses  at  a  rental  within  their 
ability  to  pay. 

At  the  Westchester  Division  construction 
was  completed  on  a  new  Women's  Building  for 
Special  Therapy  which  will  provide  improved 
facilities  for  physical  modalities,  including  elec- 
tric shock  treatment,  in  the  therapy  of  women 
suffering  from  psychoses.  Other  improvements 
at  the  Westchester  Division  include  renovation 
of  the  business  office,  construction  of  a  hand- 
ball court  for  male  patients  and  progress  on  the 
conversion  from  direct  to  alternating  electric 
current. 


VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  three  divisions  of  the  Society  admitted 
28,502  in-patients  in  1953  and  provided  431,193 
days  of  care.  A  comparison  with  the  experi- 
ence of  1952  for  each  division  is  portrayed  in 
the  following  table:

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At  The  New  York  Hospital  the  number  of 
patients  admitted,  excluding  newborns,  totaled 
23,898,  an  increase  by  4.6:3  percent  over  1952 
and  a  new  all  time  record,  surpassing  the  pre- 
vious record  year  of  1950  by  679  patients.  Pa- 
tient days  at  275,489,  excluding  newborns,  ex- 
ceeded those  provided  in  1952  by  1,599  but  fell 
far  short  of  the  291,895  recorded  in  1950.  This 
apparent  paradox  is  explained  by  the  fact  that 
tne  average  length  of  patient  stay  fell  from 
13.2  days  in  1950  to  12.6  in  1952  and  to  12.0 
in  1953. 

Many  factors  are  responsible  for  the  nation- 
wide phenomenon  of  the  continuous  shorten- 
ing of  patient  stay,  but  the  principal  one  would 
appear  to  be  the  development  of  surgical  tech- 
niques, especially  in  the  postoperative  period, 
which  permit  early  ambulation.  This  is  sub- 
stantiated by  statistics  for  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital which  show  that  the  average  shorter  pe- 
riod of  hospitalization  is  referable  almost  en- 
tirely to  the  Departments  of  Surgery  and  Ob- 
stetrics and  Gynecology. 

Obviously  the  shorter  sojourn  in  a  hospital 
is  to  the  economic  advantage  of  the  patient,  but 
in  order  to  make  this  benefit  available,  hospi- 
tals require  a  greater  concentration  of  facilities 
and  services  with  the  added  personnel  to  oper- 
ate and  provide  them.  This  is  but  one  of  the 
many  basic  reasons  for  rapidly  rising  hospital 
costs.  The  rise,  however,  when  compared  to  the 
earnings  of  the  American  worker,  is  not  so  great 
as  often  supposed.  Data  compiled  by  the 
Bureau  of  Medical  Economics  of  the  American 
Medical  Association  show  that  95  percent  of  the 
week's  salary  of  the  average  American  worker 
bought  the  same  amount  of  hospital  care  in 
1952  as  a  full  week's  salary  in  1939. 

FINANCES 

The  operating  deficit  for  the  Society,  includ- 
ing as  an  expense  provision  for  depreciation  on 
building  fixtures  and  equipment  but  excluding 
depreciation  on  buildings  was  $3,359,021.  The 
following  table  shows  the  distributions  of  this 


deficit  to  the  divisions  of  the  Society  for  1953 
as  compared  with  1952:

Applied  against  this  deficit  were  Society  mem- 
bership and  other  current  contributions  in  the 
amount  of  $764,679  as  compared  with  $697,487 
in  1952.  Included  in  this  sum  is  $234,898  from 
the  Greater  New  York  Fund  and  the  United 
Hospital  Fund.  Our  Men's  and  Women's 
United  Hospital  Fund  Teams  raised  $206,121 
as  compared  with  $207,145  in  1952.  In  addi- 
tion, investment  and  other  non-operating  in- 
come totaled  $1,130,119  for  1953  as  compared 
with  $1,176,628  in  1952.  This  leaves  a  net 
deficit  of  $1,464,222  including  $311,454  provi- 
sion for  depreciation  on  building  fixtures  and 
equipment. 

In  the  Report  of  the  Director  for  1952 
four  suggestions  for  reducing  the  deficit  were 
offered:  the  raising  of  substantial  additional 
endowment  funds;  increasing  income  from  pa- 
vilion (ward)  and  out-patient  services,  espe- 
cially through  negotiations  with  Associated 
Hospital  Service  of  New  York,  Inc.  (Blue 
Cross)  and  the  City  of  New  York;  further  ex- 
perimentation with  the  use  of  patients  in  semi- 
private  accommodations  for  educational  pur- 
poses; and  reduction  in  operating  expenses. 
Limited  progress  can  be  reported. 

With  respect  to  additional  endowment  funds 
it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  the 
Governors  of  the  Society  recognize  the  need 
and  have  discussed  the  possibility  of  undertak- 
ing a  broad  fund-raising  program. 

Income  from  pavilion  (ward)  services  con- 
tinues to  rise  in  spite  of  the  conversion  of  a 
hundred  pavilion  beds  to  semi-private  status  in 
1952.  This  increase  is  referable  principally  to 
a  greater  number  of  Associated  Hospital  Serv- 
ice subscribers  on  our  pavilions,   the  upward

movement  of  the  index  which  adjusts  Associ- 
ated Hospital  Service  reimbursement  rates  each 
quarter,  growth  in  the  number  of  patients 
carrying  commercial  insurance  for  hospitaliza- 
tion and  the  improved  ability  of  those  patients 
paying  their  own  way  to  meet  full  charges. 
Payments  by  the  city  on  behalf  of  those  patients 
for  which  it  is  legally  responsible  were  not  in- 
creased during  the  year.  Nor  were  reimburse- 
ment rates  by  Associated  Hospital  Service  on 
behalf  of  its  subscribers  electing  pavilion  ac- 
commodations except  for  the  upward  move- 
ment of  the  index,  which  stood  at  29.02  per- 
cent on  December  31,  1952,  and  rose  to  34.28 
percent  on  October  1,  1953.  In  semi-private, 
however,  prolonged  negotiations  resulted  in  an 
increase  in  payment  rate  from  $22.98  per  day 
to  $26.14,  a  figure  which  represents  full  cost, 
including  five  percent  for  depreciation.  The  re- 
sulting additional  income  will  exceed  $150,000. 
in  1954. 

The  ever  increasing  percentage  of  the  popu- 
lation insured  against  hospital  and  medical  care 
expense  portends  the  end  of  an  era  when  the 
medically  indigent  patient  provides  the  clinical 
material  for  teaching  purposes.  This  trend,  so 
desirable  from  the  points  of  view  of  the  gen- 
eral public  and  of  medical  economics,  makes 
mandatory  the  further  experimentation  with 
professional  staff  organization  to  the  end  that 
the  quality  of  the  educational  experience  of 
medical  students  and  house  staff  may  be  main- 
tained at  its  present  high  standard  while  utiliz- 
ing patients  in  semi-private  services.  Efforts  in 
this  direction,  started  so  propitiously  in  1952, 
have  continued  in  1953.  Limited  arrangements 
in  the  Department  of  Medicine  have  proved 
highly  satisfactory  while  certain  problems,  yet 
to  be  solved,  confront  the  Departments  of  Sur- 
gery and  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology. 

In  May  a  survey  conducted  by  Messrs.  Cre- 
sap,  McCormick  and  Paget,  management  engi- 
neers, was  initiated  and  at  the  year  end  was 
nearing  completion.  The  Governors  author- 
ized this  survey  in  part  so  that  they  might  be 
assured  of  the  efficiency  of  the  Hospital's  ad- 


ministrative operations  preparatory  to  a  possible 
capital  fund  raising  program.  The  study  was 
undertaken  as  a  cooperative  enterprise  between 
the  consultants  and  the  many  administrative 
division  and  departmental  heads  of  the  Hospi- 
tal. Although  time  consuming,  it  has  proven 
a  worthwhile  and  productive  undertaking,  espe- 
cially in  its  educational  aspects  with  relation 
to  methods  of  analysis  preparatory  to  specific 
solutions  to  administrative  problems.  In  the 
departmental  reports  that  follow  later  refer- 
ence will  be  made  to  the  principal  recommen- 
dations and  the  effect  of  their  implementation. 
It  is  noteworthy  that  several  recommendations, 
such  as  the  installation  of  Visi-shelf  and  termi- 
nal digit  filing  in  the  Medical  Records  Depart- 
ment and  of  decentralized  ice-making  equip- 
ment, supported  proposals  previously  made  by 
Administration  on  the  basis  of  earlier  studies. 
Other  recommendations  resulted  from  joint 
studies  and  consultation,  while  still  others,  such 
as  the  reorganization  of  the  Engineering  De- 
partment, were  initiated  primarily  by  the  con- 
sultants. In  many  administrative  departments 
results  of  cooperative  studies  had  little  to  offer. 

EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAMS 

In  addition  to  participating  in  the  education 
of  medical  students  through  its  affiliation  with 
Cornell  University  Medical  College,  in  the  edu- 
cation of  graduate  physicians  and  medical  spe- 
cialists through  its  intern  and  residency  train- 
ing programs,  and  student  nurses  through  the 
Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School 
of  Nursing,  the  Hospital  furnished  formal 
training  to  233  students  in  several  fields  allied 
to  medicine.  The  number  of  students  who  re- 
ceived training  in  each  of  these  fields  during 
the  year  is  indicated  below.  In  addition  many 
departments  of  the  Hospital  accommodated  ob- 
servers for  varying  periods  of  time.  The  length 
of  time  spent  in  formal  training  by  individual 
students  varied  considerably  depending  on  the 
field  involved  and  the  requirements  of  the  ap- 
propriate curriculum.

REHABILITATION 

In  consonance  with  the  growing  recognition 
of  the  cost  of  chronic  disabilities  to  the  Ameri- 
can economy,  with  the  increasing  average  age 
of  our  population  and  with  progress  in  medi- 
cal techniques  aimed  towards  the  restitution  of 
the  chronically  disabled  individual,  a  rehabilita- 
tion program,  initiated  without  financial  sup- 
port on  an  interdepartmental  basis  in  1950, 
was  formalized  and  strengthened  by  a  three- 
year  grant  to  the  Medical  College  from  the 
National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis, 
Inc.  The  new  program,  coordinated  in  the  De- 
partment   of    Public    Health    and    Preventive 


Medicine  of  the  Medical  College  and  guided 
by  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Joint  Admin- 
istrative Board,  will  emphasize  instruction  of 
medical  students,  house  staff  and  student 
nurses  in  rehabilitation.  As  such,  it  is  a  Center- 
wide  activity  and  will  affect  not  only  the  joint 
clinical  departments  but  also  many  Hospital 
functions  such  as  nursing,  social  service,  occu- 
pational, functional  and  physical  therapies., 
The  concept  of  rehabilitation  as  a  broad  respon- 
sibility transcending  any  individual  department 
would  appear  to  be  an  advance  over  the  more 
widely  held  opinion  that  it  should  be  primarily 
a  function  of  physical  medicine.  The  broader 
approach  permits  the  focusing  of  many  disci- 
plines on  the  problems  of  the  individual.  In- 
cluded among  them  are  internal  medicine, 
orthopedic  surgery,  psychiatry,  pediatrics,  voca- 
tional guidance  and  the  paramedical  services 
mentioned  above. 

MISCELLANEOUS  ITEMS  OF  INTEREST 

The  182nd  Anniversary  Charter  Day  Exer- 
cises of  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospi- 
tal took  place  on  May  19  in  the  auditorium  of 
the  Nurses  Residence  with  Mr.  John  Hay  Whit- 
ney presiding.  The  principal  speakers  were 
Millicent  Carey  Mcintosh,  President  of  Bar- 
nard College,  and  the  Honorable  Henry  Cabot 
Lodge,  Jr.,  Permanent  Representative  of  the 
United  States  to  the  United  Nations.  Gover- 
nors, members  of  the  Society  and  their  guests 
comprised  the  450  people  who  were  present. 

Closed  circuit  color  telecasts  originating  from 
the  operating  room  floor  of  the  Hospital  were 
a  highlight  of  the  102nd  annual  American 
Medical  Association  meeting  held  in  New  York 
during  the  first  week  in  June.  The  programs, 
planned  by  the  committee  on  television  of  the 
A.M.A.  of  which  Dr.  Preston  A.  Wade  and  Dr. 
Claude  E.  Forkner,  of  The  New  York  Hospital 
staff,  are  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  respec- 
tively, included  six  two-hour  symposia  featur- 
ing clinical  discussions  and  operative  demon- 
strations. 
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The  Seventh  Service  Anniversary  Award 
Dinner  given  jointly  by  the  Hospital  and  Medi- 
cal College  under  the  auspices  of  the  Joint 
Administrative  Board  was  held  on  December  1 
in  the  dining  room  of  the  Nurses  Residence. 
Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey,  presided  and  presented 
gold  pins  to  18  individuals  who  had  completed 
25  years  of  service  to  the  Center  and  silver  pins 
to  42  individuals  who  had  served  15  years. 
Deane  W.  Malott,  President  of  Cornell  Uni- 
versity, and  Mr.  Hamilton  Hadley,  President  of 
the  Society,  were  the  principal  speakers.  The 
response  on  behalf  of  the  recipients  was  made 
by  Dr.  Norman  Plummer,  Assistant  Attending 
Physician  at  The  New  York  Hospital  and  As- 
sistant Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine  at  Cor- 
nell University  Medical  College.  Entertain- 
ment was  provided  by  the  Glee  Club  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Thomas  P.  Almy. 

DEPARTMENTAL  REPORTS 

There  follow  brief  summaries  of  the  year's 
achievements  and  activities  of  the  larger  de- 
partments of  the  Hospital  excluding  the  clini- 
cal services  on  which  the  President  of  the  Medi- 
cal Board  has  reported. 

NURSING  SERVICE 

In  anticipation  of  a  continuing  national  short- 
age of  professional  nurses,  programs  aimed  at 
maximal  utilization  of  the  training  and  capaci- 
ties of  staff  nurses  were  further  developed. 
Data  accumulated  by  the  management  consult- 
ants in  cooperation  with  the  Nursing  Service 
were  helpful  in  delineating  specific  problems 
and  pointing  to  their  solutions.  Studies  in  and 
implementation  of  the  following  programs 
progressed  during  the  year:  determination  of 
optimal  division  of  functions  and  responsibili- 
ties between  professional  and  non-professional 
nursing  personnel;  further  progress  in  the  de- 
velopment and  use  of  the  nursing  team  ap- 
proach to  patient  care  carried  out  through 
teams  of  nursing  aides,  orderlies  and  practical 
nurses  with  professional  nurse  leadership;  con- 


sideration of  more  extensive  employment  of 
licensed  practical  nurses;  development  of  me- 
dian rather  than  optimal  staff  requirements  for 
individual  nursing  units  so  as  to  reduce  the 
total  number  of  nursing  personnel  assigned  to 
a  given  unit  on  a  day  of  average  activity;  and 
institution  of  a  pool  of  nursing  personnel  avail- 
able for  temporary  assignment  to  nursing  units 
where  the  workload  exceeds  the  average. 

Turn-over  percentage  for  professional  nurses 
dropped  from  63  per  cent  in  1952  to  54  percent 
in  1953.  This  was  accomplished  in  part  by  an 
expanded  program  in  staff  education  which  re- 
sulted in  greater  job  satisfaction.  Many  nurses, 
particularly  head  nurses,  enthusiastically  par- 
ticipated in  courses  aimed  at  the  development 
of  leadership  and  carried  out  through  the  con- 
ference technique. 

For  a  more  detailed  account  of  the  year's  ac- 
tivities of  the  Nursing  Service  the  reader  is  re- 
ferred to  the  report  of  Miss  Muriel  R.  Carbery,

AMBULATORY  SERVICES 

During  the  year  45,152  patients  made 
246,236  visits  to  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
Statistical  comparison  with  the  previous  year 
reveals  the  following:

The  reduction  in  number  of  patients  and  visits 
parallels  a  local  and  nationwide  trend  and  is 
related  in  part  to  the  growth  of  medical  care 
insurance  and  to  the  favorable  economic  condi- 
tion of  the  general  population.  However,  as 
pointed  out  in  previous  reports,  increasing  em- 
phasis is  placed  on  the  provision  of  more  exten- 
sive services  to  the  ambulatory  patient  in  an 
effort  to  reduce  the  cost  to  the  individual  of 
health  care  by  the  avoidance  of  expensive  and 
unnecessary  hospitalization. 

Unexplained    broken    appointments    by    pa- 
tients were  investigated  during  a  six-week  pe- 
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riod  when  a  hundred  unselected  new  patients 
were  followed  to  ascertain  whether  charges  for 
laboratory  and  X-ray  procedures  were  a  contrib- 
uting cause  of  these  defaults.  It  was  found  that 
such  charges  were  not  a  major  factor  in  subse- 
quent broken  appointments.  Further  studies 
have  been  initiated  to  identify  the  causes. 

Patient  waiting  time  remains  a  pressing  prob- 
lem. Too  much  time  elapses  before  patients 
are  seen  in  the  pre-clinic  screening  unit  (K-B) , 
after  the  patient  reaches  the  clinic  floor  and  in 
making  appointments  and  waiting  for  labora- 
tory procedures.  Studies  indicate  that  these 
waiting  periods  are  associated  with  limited  fa- 
cilities and  personnel,  sub-maximal  utilization 
of  available  facilities  and  personnel  or  unusu- 
ally large  patient  load  at  one  time.  Further 
investigation  with  a  view  to  reduction  in  wait- 
ing time  of  patients  is  under  way. 

Since  its  activation  on  June  23,  1952,  the 
Comprehensive  Medical  Care  and  Teaching 
Program  has  treated  more  than  250  family  care 
patients.  In  the  relatively  short  span  of 
eighteen  months  this  enterprise,  supported  by 
the  Commonwealth  Fund  and  directed  by  Dr. 
George  G.  Reader,  has  been  enthusiastically  ac- 
cepted by  patients  and  students  alike  and  has 
excited  the  interest  of  other  teaching  centers. 
Initial  steps  have  been  taken  to  extend  the  pro- 
gram into  the  homes  of  patients. 

The  number  of  visits  to  the  Emergency  Pa- 
vilion dropped  from  the  all-time  1952  high  of 
19,832  to  19,684  in  1953.  The  emphasis  on 
more  extensive  services  for  the  ambulatory  pa- 
tient is  reflected  in  the  greater  use  of  the  facili- 
ties of  the  Emergency  Pavilion  for  blood  trans- 
fusions, various  types  of  intravenous  and  other 
therapies,  treatment  of  fractures  and  minor  sur- 
gical procedures,  particularly  during  evening 
and  night  hours  and  over  Week-ends  and  holi- 
days. The  waiting  time  of  patients  with 
emergent  conditions  has  been  reduced  by  the 
more  liberal  assignment  of  surgical  assistant 
residents  to  this  service.  However,  the  Emer- 
gency Pavilion  is  one  of  the  most  sensitive  spots 
in  the  Hospital  from  the  point  of  view  of  pub- 


lic relations.  With  its  growing  responsibilities 
it  now  requires  substantial  reconstruction  and 
improvement  in  its  physical  facilities. 

The  Personnel  Health  Service,  which  pro- 
vides ambulatory  care  for  students  and  em- 
ployees associated  with  the  Center,  recorded 
20,487  visits,  an  increase  of  1,631  over  1952 
and  closely  approximating  the  record  of  20,528 
in  1951.  The  greater  usage  of  the  Out-Patient 
Department  for  special  examinations  suggests 
a  more  thorough  appraisal  of  the  individual's 
condition.  For  the  first  full  year  pre-employ- 
ment physical  examinations  have  been  consist- 
ently performed.  Of  1,528  prospective  em- 
ployees examined,  41  were  rejected  for  physical 
or  psychiatric  reasons.  These  rejections  repre- 
sent a  potential  saving  to  the  Hospital  through 
avoiding  employment  of  individuals  for  whose 
future  health  care  the  Hospital  might  soon  have 
become  responsible  or  who  might  have  been 
found  unfitted  for  their  jobs. 

The  number  of  new  patients  entering  the 
Vincent  Astor  Diagnostic  Service  for  diagnostic 
examinations  and  consultations  increased  by  ten 
percent  over  1952  for  a  total  of  1,619.  The 
Hospital  benefited  financially  through  the  rental 
of  space  and  sale  of  professional  ancillary  serv- 
ices to  this  independent  enterprise. 

MEDICAL  INFORMATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  prompt  furnishing  of  medical  informa- 
tion concerning  our  patients  requested  by  those 
with  the  legal  authority  to  have  it,  is  an  im- 
portant factor  in  maintaining  cordial  relation- 
ships with  insurance  companies,  referring  phy- 
sicians, employers,  lawyers  and  others.  To  fa- 
cilitate prompt  answers  to  the  constantly  in- 
creasing number  of  legitimate  inquiries,  a  pho- 
tographic reproducing  device  was  procured  in 
the  spring  and  has  since  proven  to  be  most 
effective. 

PERSONNEL 

A  slight  increase  in  unemployment  through- 
out the  New  York  area  during  the  latter  half 
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of  the  year  gradually  eased  the  shortage  of  ap- 
plicants available  for  hospital  work.  The  re- 
cruiting of  qualified  personnel  was  also  aided 
by  the  completion  of  an  appraisal  and  adjust- 
ment in  the  wage  scales  of  all  positions.  This 
program  has  gradually  been  effected  during  the 
past  two  years. 

The  aggregate  turnover  in  personnel  for  the 
year  was  51%  as  compared  with  65%  in  the 
preceding  year.  Analysis  of  this  turnover  fig- 
ure indicates  that  approximately  two-thirds 
(70%)  of  the  employees  separating  from  the 
Hospital  were  employed  for  less  than  one  year. 
Efforts  have  been  continued  to  reduce  further 
the  number  of  separations  by  placing  more  em- 
phasis on  selectivity  and  by  continuing  the  pro- 
gram in  supervisory  training  conducted  in  co- 
operation with  The  New  York  State  School  of 
Industrial  and  Labor  Relations  at  Cornell  Uni- 
versity. This  program  has  comprised  group 
discussions  in  organization  and  planning  and  in 
conference  techniques  for  supervisors  and  de- 
partment heads. 

While  increased  demands  on  some  services 
have  resulted  in  the  need  for  additional  posi- 
tions, other  services  have  reduced  their  comple- 
ments through  continuous  analysis  of  work  pro- 
cedures by  administrative  and  supervisory  per- 
sonnel and  implementation  of  recommendations 
by  the  management  consultants.  The  net  re- 
duction in  the  number  of  authorized  positions, 
exclusive  of  Nursing  Service,  was  six. 

During  the  year  eleven  members  of  the  at- 
tending staff,  five  of  the  house  staff,  nine  nurses 
and  seventeen  other  employees,  a  total  of 
forty-two,  entered  military  service. 

PROFESSIONAL  ANCILLARY  SERVICES 

Radiology.  During  1953  a  total  of  89,744 
X-ray  examinations  was  performed  as  com- 
pared to  88,429  in  1952.  While  there  was  a 
slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  examinations 
of  pavilion  and  urological  patients,  this  was 
more  than  offset  by  increases  referable  to  other 
categories  of  patients,  especially  those  in  private 


and  semi-private  accommodations.  The  aver- 
age number  of  films  used  per  examination  rose 
from  2.97  in  1952  to  3.01  in  1953.  This  re- 
flects the  increasing  complexity  of  certain  types 
of  examinations. 

The  radiotherapy  section  of  the  department 
provided  9,995  treatments  as  compared  to  9,675 
in  1952. 

Among  improvements  made  in  the  past  year 
was  the  installation  of  a  large,  modern  dark- 
room, which  has  facilitated  the  processing  of 
films  in  the  area  of  the  department  in  which 
out-patients  are  examined.  Minor  changes  were 
made  in  the  central  file  room  to  make  more 
effective  use  of  space  and  more  efficient  use  of 
personnel.  The  quality  of  diagnostic  radiogra- 
phy during  surgical  operations  was  improved 
by  the  high  energy  portable  X-ray  machine 
which  was  delivered  early  in  the  year.  In  ad- 
dition, two  X-ray  machines  that  had  been  in  use 
since  the  Hospital  was  opened  in  1932  were 
replaced. 

Central  Laboratories.  The  number  of  labora- 
tory procedures  performed  during  the  year  de- 
creased by  1.2%  from  the  record  443,080  done 
in  1952  to  437,427.  The  greatest  relative 
change  was  an  increase  of  30%  in  examina- 
tions done  by  the  parasitology  laboratory.  In- 
creases also  occurred  in  clinical  pathology 
(5.2%),  basal  metabolism  (2.1%)  and  bac- 
teriology (0.6%).  The  most  significant  de- 
crease was  in  the  volume  of  work  requested 
from  the  chemistry  laboratory,  which  under- 
went a  10%  reduction  due  principally  to  a 
more  discriminating  use  of  this  facility. 

Referable  in  part  to  an  increasing  awareness 
of  the  hazards  of  transmitting  homologous 
serum  jaundice  by  blood  transfusions  and,  to  a 
lesser  extent,  to  introduction  of  plasma  ex- 
panders, the  number  of  whole  blood  transfu- 
sions decreased  10%  to  a  total  of  9,165  as  com- 
pared with  10,215  in  1952. 

Operating  and  Delivery  Rooms.  Consistent  with 
the  admission  of  the  greatest  number  of  pa- 
tients in  the  history  of  the  Hospital,  a  record 
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high  of  16,250  operative  procedures,  an  in- 
crease of  1,138  over  1952,  were  performed  in 
the  operating  rooms  during  1953.  As  would 
be  anticipated  from  the  transfer  of  seventy 
surgical  pavilion  beds  to  semi-private  status  in 
May,  1952,  the  greatest  increase  was  in  the  sec- 
tion which  is  used  for  the  private  and  semi- 
private  services.  The  number  of  infants  born, 
including  multiple  births  and  those  delivered 
by  Caesarean  section,  totaled  4,023  as  com- 
pared to  the  previous  year's  total  of  4,194. 

In  compliance  with  the  increased  demand  for 
operating  facilities  as  confirmed  by  statistics,  an 
additional  operating  room  was  equipped  and 
placed  in  use  early  in  the  year  and  in  December 
a  second  room  was  assigned  for  part-time  use 
of  the  Otolaryngological  Service. 

A  number  of  modifications  and  changes, 
many  of  them  recommended  by  or  through  the 
Operating  Room  Committee,  were  put  into  ef- 
fect during  the  year.  Techniques  were  changed 
to  provide  greater  assurance  of  the  sterility  of 
saline  irrigating  solutions;  cardiac  massage 
trays  were  made  available  in  each  operating 
room  for  emergency  use;  consistent  with  con- 
tinuing efforts  to  improve  operating  efficiency 
and  to  effect  savings,  some  new  types  and  sizes 
of  gauze  sponges  and  dressings  were  adopted. 

Electrocardiographic  Department.  During  1953 
the  equivalent  of  27,499  standard,  four-lead 
electrocardiograms  were  made  and  read,  an  in- 
crease of  34  percent  over  the  previous  year  and 
a  new  all-time  high.  The  growth  in  the  work- 
load reflects  the  continued  increase  in  the  use  of 
the  more  complex  and  time-consuming  methods 
of  performing  electrocardiograms  which,  in 
turn,  provide  a  more  desirable  diagnostic  tool 
for  the  physician.  Due  to  the  increased  de- 
mand and  the  need  for  prompt  reading  and  re- 
porting of  results,  it  was  again  necessary  to 
augment  the  personnel  of  the  department.  In 
addition  to  the  above,  1,263  electrocardiograms 
were  performed  on  patients  of  the  Department 
of  Pediatrics. 

Other  Ancillary  Services.  Reflecting  the  increase 


in  the  number  of  surgical  procedures  performed, 
the  volume  of  work  in  the  Department  of  Sur- 
gical Pathology  increased  by  approximately  6 
percent  over  that  done  in  1952.  The  number 
of  electroencephalograms  performed  totaled 
1,487  as  compared  to  1,357  in  the  previous 
year. 

The  Departments  of  Physical  Medicine  and 
Occupational  Therapy  continued  to  coordinate 
more  closely  their  activities.  In  cooperation 
with  the  Nursing  Service,  much  progress  has 
been  made  in  restoring  to  patients  afflicted  with 
neuro-muscular  disorders  the  ability  to  perform 
activities  of  daily  life  such  as  grooming  and 
feeding.  During  the  year  20,835  treatments 
were  provided  by  the  Department  of  Physical 
Medicine  and  15,792  by  the  Department  of  Oc- 
cupational Therapy. 

In  the  Department  of  Pediatrics,  the  Occu- 
pational Therapy  section  provided  22,646  half- 
hour  treatments  for  1,352  children. 

VOLUNTEER  DEPARTMENT 

The  average  month  of  1953  saw  208  volun- 
teers contributing  4,770  hours  of  their  personal 
time.  For  the  year  volunteer  hours  totaled  over 
57,000,  a  record  exceeded  only  during  the  war 
years.  Greater  emphasis  on  formal  and  in- 
formal training  of  volunteers  has  enhanced  the 
value  of  their  services. 

It  is  impossible  to  evaluate  the  contribution 
of  our  volunteers  because  they  are  providing 
refinements  of  service  which  the  Hospital  could 
not  otherwise  afford  and  because  they  bring  to 
their  work  a  special  dedication  that  cannot  help 
but  affect  those  with  whom  they  come  in  con- 
tact. Their  services  are  gratefully  acknowl- 
edged. 

SERVICES  AND  SUPPLIES 

Medical  Record  Department.  A  total  of  36  954 
records  for  patients  new  to  the  Hospital  were 
initiated  during  1953,  and  764,743  medical  rec- 
ords were  circulated  for  use  in  patient  care, 
education  and  research. 
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The  recommendation  by  the  Record  Commit- 
tee and  the  management  consultants  that  the 
use  of  Visi-shelf  filing  equipment  be  adopted 
as  a  means  to  solve  the  record  storage  space 
problem  was  approved.  Installation  of  this 
equipment  and  conversion  to  the  more  efficient 
terminal  digit  method  of  filing  was  begun  in 
December.  The  adoption  by  the  Medical  Board 
of  criteria  by  which  inactive  records  may  be 
discarded  coupled  with  the  installation  of  the 
new  files  will  allow  the  Medical  Record  De- 
partment almost  to  double  its  capacity. 

Under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  Bronson  S. 
Ray  the  Record  Committee  continued  its  review 
of  printed  forms  used  in  patients'  records  and 
approved  several  new  forms  and  revisions  of 
old  ones.  In  addition,  the  committee's  efforts 
brought  about  a  prompter  dictation  of  record 
summaries. 

Pharmacy.  Efforts  to  achieve  greater  efficiency 
and  economy  of  operation  were  continued  dur- 
ing 1953.  To  this  end,  a  pre-printed  requisi- 
tion form  was  put  into  use  and,  as  a  result, 
stock  control  has  improved,  order  filling  and 
deliveries  have  been  speeded  up,  and  further 
development  of  standardization  on  the  patient 
units  has  been  aided. 

Installation  of  a  new  and  larger  autoclave  as 
a  replacement  of  a  smaller  and  obsolete  one 
enabled  the  department  to  resume  production 
of  sterile  irrigating  solutions  for  use  through- 
out the  Hospital  at  a  cost  considerably  lower 
than  that  paid  for  commercially  obtainable 
solutions. 

During  the  year  the  Formulary  Committee 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  Cary  Eggleston 
continued  its  task  of  maintaining  a  hospital 
formulary  consistent  with  modern  trends  in 
medical  practice.  Recognizing  the  economic  as- 
pects of  pharmacy  operation,  the  committee  au- 
thorized changes  in  stock  items  which,  while 
maintaining  a  medication  suitable  to  the  need, 
allowed  procurement  on  a  competitive  basis 
with  lower  cost  to  the  Hospital. 

Central  Sterile  Supply.    \n  consonance  with  its 


objective  of  relieving  the  Nursing  Service  of 
duties  unrelated  to  direct  patient  care,  the  prep- 
aration and  distribution  of  venous  pressure, 
paracentesis  and  thoracentesis  sets  and  sterile 
polyvinyl  tubing  was  undertaken  by  Central 
Sterile  Supply  during  the  year.  A  committee 
comprised  of  representatives  of  Administration, 
Nursing  Service  and  Central  Sterile  Supply  is 
studying  the  economic  and  technical  aspects  of 
complete  centralization  of  sterile  supply  work 
in  this  department.  Development  of  standards 
and  procurement  of  materials  for  a  comprehen- 
sive pilot  study  on  which  future  action  may  be 
based  is  virtually  complete. 

Laundry  and  Linen  Department.  During  1953, 
a  total  of  5,625,743  pounds  of  linen  were  proc- 
essed as  compared  with  5,523,700  pounds  in 
1952.  The  over-all  linen  use  in  pounds  per 
patient  day  increased  slightly  from  the  1952 
figure  of  16.81  pounds  to  17.02  pounds  due  in 
part  to  shortening  of  patient  stay.  Despite  the 
increase  in  linen  usage,  the  value  of  linen  in 
circulation  decreased  by  1.3%,  the  first  such  de- 
crease in  eight  years. 

The  installation  of  six  new  presses  and  one 
new  extractor  as  replacements  for  obsolete 
equipment  enabled  the  department  to  maintain 
its  production  pace  without  increasing  employee 
complement. 

Purchasing  Department.  The  development  of 
a  buyer's  market  during  the  year  was  evidenced 
by  sharper  competition,  price  weaknesses  and 
quicker  deliveries.  These  factors  operated  in 
favor  of  our  conservative  inventory  policy  and 
allowed  more  selective  placement  of  orders 
than  was  possible  in  the  previous  two  and  one- 
half  years. 

General  Stores.  Reflecting  general  market  con- 
ditions, the  value  of  the  General  Stores  inven- 
tory remained  at  the  lower  level  achieved  at 
the  end  of  1952.  The  system  of  providing  in 
General  Stores  a  repair  service  for  certain  items 
of  equipment  used  by  the  Nursing  Service  is 
operating  satisfactorily  and  has  resulted  in  sav- 
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ings  on  repairs  as  well  as  on  shipping  and  han- 
dling charges. 

PLANT  OPERATIONS 

Engineering  Department.  A  program  of  renova- 
tion of  in-patient  areas,  larger  in  scope  than  in 
previous  years,  was  completed.  Nursing  units 
were  closed  successively  for  varying  periods  of 
time,  usually  one  week,  during  which  cleaning 
by  the  Building  Service  Department,  painting 
and  general  repairs  by  the  Engineering  Depart- 
ment and  contract  repairs  to  windows  were 
accomplished. 

A  new  power  boiler,  adding  50,000  lbs.  per 
hour  to  the  capacity  of  the  plant,  was  substan- 
tially complete  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Im- 
proved economy  of  operation  was  the  object  of 
several  other  projects  completed  in  the  power 
plant,  including  installation  of  new  piston  rings 
in  engine  generators  and  refrigeration  com- 
pressors, use  of  preheated  air  for  the  furnaces, 
major  overhaul  of  boiler  feed  water  pumps,  in- 
stallation of  new  automatic  combustion  con- 
trols for  all  boilers  and  many  extensive  over- 
hauls of  smaller  power  machines  such  as 
pumps. 

The  demand  for  electric  energy  dropped 
0.8%,  a  reversal  of  a  ten  year  trend.  This  was 
due  principally  to  overhauls  of  electrically  pow- 
ered equipment  which  places  heavy  demands  on 
the  power  plant.  Equally  notable  was  a  drop 
in  peak  demand  from  2400  kw.  to  2100  kw., 
leaving  the  plant  a  more  comfortable  16% 
margin  under  a  safe  operating  maximum  of 
2500  kw.  for  two  generators,  the  third  being 
held  in  reserve. 

In  line  with  recommendations  by  the  man- 
agement engineers,  the  Department  was  reor- 
ganized and  its  complement  substantially  re- 
duced. The  latter  was  made  possible  princi- 
pally through  the  pooling  of  mechanical  trades 
in  the  maintenance  and  repair  branch  instead 
of  servicing  the  power  plant  and  the  rest  of 
the  Hospital  from  two  separate  groups  of  me- 
chanics. In  addition,  a  new  policy  was  adopted 
which  provides  that  structural  changes  other 


than  minor  alterations  will  be  done  on  contract 
instead  of  by  our  own  journeymen.  Although 
construction  costs  of  individual  projects  will 
undoubtedly  be  higher,  it  is  anticipated  that 
there  will  be  fewer  requests  for  structural 
changes. 

Building  Service  Department.  During  the  latter 
half  of  the  year,  the  Department,  in  co-opera- 
tion with  the  management  engineers,  Cresap, 
McCormick  and  Paget,  made  detailed  time  and 
methods  studies  of  its  working  force  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  work  measurement 
standards.  This  study  is  continuing  and  will 
be  applied  in  1954  to  an  evaluation  of  the  de- 
partment's organizational  and  personnel  needs. 

Protection  Department.  Petty  thefts  and  losses 
reported  remained  at  the  low  level  experienced 
in  1952.  The  garage  service  was  brought  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Protection  Department 
in  October  because  of  the  relationship  of  gar- 
age operations  to  traffic  problems.  Tie-ups 
which  were  experienced  in  August  because  of 
the  increased  demand  for  transient  accommoda- 
tions have  largely  been  eliminated. 

In  cooperation  with  the  management  engi- 
neers re-evalution  of  the  personnel  needs  of  the 
department  was  made  and  resulted  in  a  reduc- 
tion of  authorized  positions  by  four. 

ACCOUNTING  DEPARTMENT 

The  appraisal  of  the  Society's  insurance  and 
employee  benefit  programs  by  Messrs.  Lukens, 
Savage  and  Washburn,  commenced  in  the  lat- 
ter part  of  1952,  was  completed  in  1953.  Most 
of  their  recommendations  were  implemented 
during  the  year.  Among  them  was  the  con- 
solidation of  all  details  in  connection  with  in- 
surance in  a  newly  created  Insurance  Section 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Comptroller. 

Outstanding  patients'  accounts  receivable 
were  reduced  by  approximately  9  percent  due 
in  large  part  to  more  prompt  payment  by  the 
City  of  New  York  on  behalf  of  public  charges. 
Despite  upward  rate  adjustments  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  and  an  increase  in  the  number 
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of  in-patient  admissions,  the  total  amount  due 
from  patients  responsible  for  their  own  bills 
remained  essentially  the  same  as  at  the  close  of 
1952. 

Physical  improvement  was  accomplished  in 
the  area  used  by  Patients'  Accounts  office  and 
the  Cashier  to  provide  more  adequate  space  to 
accommodate  patients  and  others  in  the  pay- 
ment of  bills. 

In  behalf  of  my  associates  and  myself  I  wish 
to  express  to  the  Governors  our  appreciation  of 
their  continuing  wise  direction  and  their  sympa- 
thetic insight  into  administrative  problems;  to 
those  concerned  with  the  planning  and  direc- 


tion of  the  Center,  our  gratefulness  for  their 
guidance  and  wise  counsel;  to  the  members  of 
the  medical  staff  our  gratitude  for  their  con- 
tinuing close  cooperation;  and  to  the  host  of 
devoted  employees  in  every  department  of  the 
Hospital  our  sincere  thanks  for  their  kindli- 
ness, courtesy  and  sympathetic  understanding 
without  which  there  could  not  long  be  main- 
tained the  warm  and  friendly  environment 
which  is  so  vital  to  the  comfort  and  recovery  of 
our  patients  and  so  characteristic  of  the  institu- 
tion which  we  all  so  proudly  serve.

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Report  of  the  Director  of  Nursing  Service 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

The  shortage  of  skilled  hospital  personnel 
has  reached  the  stage  of  being  a  chronic  one 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  shortage  of  pro- 
fessional nurses  will  continue  to  be  critical  for 
the  rest  of  this  decade.  Our  course  of  action  is 
to  recognize  the  trends  in  medical  care  which 
are  producing  this  shortage  and  to  find  a  new 
solution  to  staffing  the  Hospital.  There  is  evi- 
dence within  our  own  units  that  the  problem 
is  partially  being  solved  by  increasing  the  num- 
ber of  auxiliary  workers  and  endeavoring  to 
release  our  professional  nursing  staff  from 
some  of  the  clerical  and  non-nursing  functions. 

However,  turnover  of  nursing  personnel  con- 
tinues to  cause  serious  problems.

Although  our  average  turnover  rate  is  improv- 
ing, we  continue  to  be  aware  that  graduate 
nurses  who  have  been  with  us  longer  must  bear 
the  burden  of  evening  and  night  assignments. 
This  causes  discontent.  In  addition,  quite  a 
number  of  the  newly  appointed  graduates  have 
had  considerable  difficulty  in  adjusting  to  the 
heavy  demands  placed  upon  them  in  the  busy 
pavilion  situations.  Many  of  them  are  gradu- 
ates of  small  schools  of  nursing  and  have  had 
their  medical  nursing  practice  on  small  services 
where  not  nearly  so  wide  a  range  of  illnesses 
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has  been  seen.  It  has  been  necessary  to  assist 
them  in  augmenting  their  theoretical  knowl- 
edge as  well  as  orienting  them  to  the  new 
hospital. 

We  have  attacked  turnover  through  an  ex- 
panded staff  education  effort,  hoping  to  in- 
crease job  satisfaction  and  provide  the  tools 
necessary  to  do  an  effective  job.  The  general 
orientation  program  this  year  included  an  in- 
troduction to  the  philosophy  of  teamwork, 
thereby  assisting  newly  appointed  nurses  to  ad- 
just more  readily  and  with  less  confusion  as 
members  of  the  Nursing  Team.  A  20-hour 
course  in  Interpersonal  Relations  in  Nursing 
was  taught  by  a  member  of  the  faculty  of 
Teachers  College,  Columbia  University.  A  30- 
hour  course  in  Fundamentals  of  Nursing  Serv- 
ice Administration  was  offered  to  head  nurses. 
Both  courses  were  given  in  2  sections  to  meet 
the  demand. 

Our  staff  education  program  has  concen- 
trated on  training  in  leadership  skills  for  all 
supervisory  personnel,  including  head  nurses, 
and  many  staff  nurses,  since  staff  nurses  very 
often  assume  a  leadership  role.  Potential  lead- 
ers must  be  developed  from  the  staff. 

During  1953,  over  50  hours  of  planned  pro- 
grams on  Team  Nursing  were  conducted  in 
order  to  increase  effectiveness  of  nursing  per- 
sonnel. The  team  system  is  in  use  in  varying 
degrees  throughout  the  nursing  units.  Con- 
stant direction  is  required  in  breaking  down 
the  reluctance  of  the  head  nurses,  not  only  to 
delegate  duties  to  the  team  leaders,  but  to  grant 
also  the  responsibility  inherent  in  team  leader- 
ship. Whatever  the  assets  of  the  team  system 
may  be,  too  few  graduates  are  qualified,  even 
with    additional    orientation,    to    assume   their 


roles  as  team  leaders.  It  requires  considerable 
time  before  the  nurse  can  work  effectively  in 
the  team,  a  fact  which  undoubtedly  contributes 
to  her  feelings  of  inadequacy  and  insecurity. 
The  institutes  now  in  progress  should  serve  to 
clarify  the  concept  of  the  system,  and  the  func- 
tions of  team  leaders  for  all  nursing  personnel. 
We  hope  another  outcome  will  be  a  more  uni- 
form application  of  the  system  throughout  the 
hospital.  This  is  particularly  important  for  the 
student  who  rotates  through  departments  and 
between  pavilions  within  each  department.  As 
students  are  the  graduates  of  the  future,  we 
have  a  responsibility  in  preparing  them  to  take 
their  place  as  team  leaders. 

Other  actions  taken  during  the  year  in  an  ef- 
fort to  stabilize  the  nursing  staff  include:  in- 
creased assistance  to  the  individual  in  adjusting 
to  personal  and  professional  problems;  adjust- 
ment of  salaries  upward  for  professional  staff 
in  August.  New,  attractive,  air-conditioned 
locker  rooms  and  lounges  have  done  a  great 
deal  to  boost  morale.  An  improved  staffing 
picture  would  provide  gains  in  quality  of  nurs- 
ing care  and  would  make  it  possible  to  adjust 
nursing  care  to  individual  patient's  needs  as 
well  as  provide  opportunities  for  putting  more 
thought  and  time  into  patient  teaching. 

Since  better  and  more  adequate  patient  care 
is  our  major  function,  we  are  constantly  search- 
ing for  new  ways  and  means  to  accomplish  this 
goal.  A  Committee  on  Nursing  Service  Stud- 
ies was  appointed  in  February.  Its  purposes: 
to  identify  areas  needing  study  in  nursing  serv- 
ice, to  assist  in  planning  and  conducting  studies, 
to  assist  in  preparing  reports,  to  help  imple- 
ment findings,  to  serve  as  a  clearing  house  for 
studies,  reports  and  surveys  in  progress  in  the 
Center.  The  daily  statistics  comparing  hours  of 
nursing  personnel  per  patient  per  day,  sick  time 
and  absenteeism,  and  paid  overtime  have  re- 
sulted in  a  clearer  analysis  of  our  service  prob- 
lems. 

As  a  result  of  the  findings  of  the  Cresap, 
McCormick  and  Paget  Management  Survey  in 


Nursing  Service,  we  also  studied  the  activities  of 
the  orderly  pool  to  establish  trip-time  criteria 
to  improve  the  effectiveness  of  this  group.  A  job 
analysis  was  done  to  determine  fringe  activities 
performed  by  professional  and  non-professional 
workers.  At  the  recommendation  of  the  Man- 
agement group,  the  administrative  arm  of  the 
nursing  service  was  strengthened  by  adding  a 
nurse  administrative  assistant  and  an  adminis- 
trative clerk  to  maintain  daily  records  on  per- 
sonnel strength  and  to  carry  on  nursing  service 
experiments.  Some  of  the  answers  being 
sought:  optimum  ratio  of  professional  and  non- 
professional staff,  median  staff  requirements  for 
nursing  units,  simplification  of  work  methods, 
transferring  of  service  functions  to  other  divi- 
sions of  the  hospital,  and  the  value  of  a  pool 
of  nurses  to  bolster  the  overactive  unit  which  is 
staffed  for  the  average  day.  We  must  build 
in  the  staff  an  interest  in  and  an  attitude  toward 
research  and  experimentation  which  will  con- 
tribute to  effective  testing. 

The  demands  on  nursing  service  seem  to  be 
increasing  and  trends  in  medical  practice  have 
had  their  effect  upon  the  quantity  and  quality 
of  nursing  required  of  our  staff.  The  heavy 
demand  has  caused  tension  and  has  increased 
the  amount  of  overtime  spent  by  the  nursing 
personnel.  Professional  skill  is  needed  to  care 
for  the  critically  and  the  terminally  ill  patients, 
to  supervise  the  newer  treatments  and  drugs, 
to  special  patients  undergoing  unusual  or  ex- 
tensive surgery,  to  assist  with  medical  investiga- 
tion and  experimentation,  and  to  evaluate  pa- 
tients with  disturbed  mental  states  or  requiring 
long  term  care. 

The  responsibility  for  quality  care  falls  to  the 
supervisor  and  the  able  head  nurse  who  can 
teach,  direct  and  follow  through  administra- 
tively in  order  to  maintain  good  and  safe  stand- 
ards of  patient  care.  The  supervisor  out  of 
her  greater  experience  develops  the  younger 
staff  member  by  observing  the  problems,  and 
guiding  and  planning  to  make  most  effective 
use  of  available  skills. 
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While  the  planning  of  good  interdepartmen- 
tal relations  may  be  made  at  the  top  level,  the 
operation  of  these  plans  will  be  only  as  effec- 
tive as  the  extent  to  which  they  are  carried  out 
in  the  unit  where  the  workers  function.  With 
some  assistance  from  the  medical  staff  we  have 
the  opportunity  to  plan  the  medical  care  pro- 
gram for  patients  jointly,  and  in  so  doing  we 
are  able  to  overcome  some  of  the  frustrations, 
tensions  and  feelings  of  having  too  much  to  do. 
There  is  every  evidence  that  job  satisfaction  in 
the  area  of  good  patient  care  is  the  most  im- 
portant aspect  to  be  solved.  The  resident  who 
is  interested  in  the  development  of  better  nurs- 
ing for  his  patients  makes  a  notable  contribu- 
tion to  staff  education  when  he  and  his  staff 
plan  together  with  the  nurses,  social  worker, 
dietitian,  physical  and  occupational  therapist  the 
care  and  rehabilitation  needs  of  his  patients. 

Cooperative  planning  between  the  medical, 
nursing  and  administrative  staffs  continues  by 
means  of  administrative  advisory  committees 
for  each  clinical  service.  These  committees 
have  improved  communications,  developed 
better  understanding,  and  made  for  better  use 
of  personnel  by  scheduling  of  activity.  We 
look  to  the  chiefs  of  the  clinical  services  to  pro- 
vide leadership  in  educating  their  staffs  to  accept 
administrative  procedures  and  routines  and  to 
cooperate  in  the  development  of  operating 
policies. 

The  impact  of  committee  work  on  routine 
duties  has  never  been  felt  more  keenly  than  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  The  work  involved  is  of 
importance  to  all,  but  a  point  has  been  reached 
when  some  evaluation  must  be  made  and  prior- 
ities established  regarding  committee  work,  ad- 
ministrative duties,  staff  guidance  and  develop- 
ment, student  supervision  and  teaching,  and  par- 
ticipation in  nursing  research  and  medical  re- 
search. 

Among  special  nursing  department  interests 
this  year  were  the  following:  continuing  study 
of  the  needs  of  patients  with  colostomies  or 
ileostomies;  increasing  assistance  from  the  Oc- 


cupational Therapy  Department  especially  for 
teaching  patients  self-care;  increasing  demand 
for  the  course  in  Preparation  for  Labor,  also  in- 
creasing preference  for  rooming-in  and  breast 
feeding;  special  clinic  for  reassuring  "cancer 
phobia"  patients;  increasing  interest  in  and 
planning  for  ambulatory  care  of  patients;  reali- 
zation of  value  of  interdepartmental  referrals 
between  out-patient  and  in-patient  services;  re- 
vision of  inter-agency  cooperative  policies  and 
agreements  for  the  care  of  maternity  patients 
and  their  newborn  infants;  arrangements  for 
nurses  to  attend  medical  research  conferences. 

The  programs  of  this  Center  giwe  continual 
evidence  that  many  of  our  difficulties  in  main- 
taining a  qualified  nursing  staff  go  back  to  the 
fact  that  the  educational  system  in  nursing 
through  the  country  has  not  kept  pace  with  the 
changes  taking  place  in  the  work  of  the  nurse. 
Taking  part  in  the  preparation  of  nurses  is, 
therefore,  a  very  encouraging  aspect  of  our 
work.  Because  of  the  quality  of  the  students 
and  the  type  of  preparation  they  are  receiving, 
these  young  women  even  as  students  add  sig- 
nificantly to  the  quality  of  care  we  are  able  to 
offer  to  our  patients  in  this  Center  from  day  to 
day.  Our  opportunities  in  nursing  education 
stand  out  as  very  important.  Increase  in  our 
School  endowment  which  has  now  passed 
$125,000  will  help  us  in  this  significant  educa- 
tional undertaking. 

The  63  students  who  graduated  and  received 
their  degrees  in  1953  constituted  the  largest 
graduating  class  in  the  history  of  the  School. 
Graduates  of  the  School  enjoy  patient  care  and 
upon  graduation  practically  all  of  them  take 
positions  on  staffs  of  hospitals  or  in  public 
health  agencies  giving  care  in  homes.  A  study 
of  the  last  eight  years  shows  that  approximately 
50%  join  the  staff  of  The  New  York  Hospital 
for  their  first  position.  Approximately  20% 
are  on  the  staff  at  the  end  of  two  years. 

To  provide  safe,  adequate  and  satisfying  pa- 
tient care  through  the  medium  of  good  nurs- 
ing,  the   Nursing   Service   depends   upon   the 
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assistance,  understanding  and  cooperation  of  the  Hinsey,  to  Mr.  Laurence  G.  Payson,  and  to  the 
many  professional,  service  and  administrative  members  of  the  Medical  Board  for  their  con- 
departments  of  the  Medical  Center.    We  take  tinued  support,  understanding  and  guidance, 
this  opportunity  to  record  our  appreciation.  We

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Report  of  the  Social  Service  Committee

Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  4lst  Annual 
Report  of  the  Social  Service  Committee. 

The  principal  activity  of  the  Committee  is 
fund  raising.  We  undertake  it  not  only  because 
it  has  been  our  traditional  responsibility  to  help 
support  the  Social  Service  Department,  but  be- 
cause we  believe  that  medical  social  service  is 
an  integral  part  of  good  medical  care.  That 
this  belief  is  shared  by  the  Hospital  itself  is 
shown  in  many  ways.  The  Director  of  the  De- 
partment during  the  past  year  has  been  asked 
to  be  a  member  of  the  Planning  Committee  of 
the  Rehabilitation  Teaching  Program  and  of  the 
Out-Patient  Department  Committee. 

There  have  been  ever  increasing  demands  for 
direct  service  to  the  patients,  and  it  has  become 
very  difficult  to  find  qualified  women  to  fill  our 
positions.  Medical  social  service  departments 
all  over  the  country  are  faced  with  the  same 
situation.  We  are  therefore  interested  in  a  re- 
cruiting program  which  is  to  be  carried  on  by 
professional  and  lay  persons,  and  are  cooperat- 
ing with  them  in  whatever  ways  we  can.  A  film 
strip  was  made  here  at  the  Hospital  showing 
the  activities  of  a  medical  social  worker.  This 
will  be  used  for  recruitment  in  this  country, 
Canada  and  England. 

The  Gift  Shop  and  the  Thrift  Shop  continue 
to  be  among  our  steady  sources  of  revenue.     In 


an  attempt  to  increase  sales  in  the  Gift  Shop 
and  donations  to  the  Thrift  Shop  it  was  decided 
to  try  advertising  in  a  small  way.  We  are 
grateful  for  the  help  of  the  Public  Relations 
Department  in  getting  our  material. 

The  Patients'  Library  serves  the  semi-private 
rooms  and  pavilions  in  the  Main  Hospital  and 
Lying-in,  and  this  year  has  added  service  to  the 
tuberculosis  pavilion.  There  is  a  great  demand 
for  books  and  periodicals  in  foreign  lan- 
guages. The  book  donations  from  the  Ladies' 
Auxiliary  to  the  Lying-in  Hospital  have  added 
materially  to  our  Library. 

Mrs.  Bliss  Parkinson  continued  as  our  group 
leader  in  the  United  Hospital  Fund  Campaign. 
In  spite  of  the  ever  present  difficulty  in  raising 
money,  we  brought  in  583  gifts  amounting  to 
$158,795,  an  increase  of  $3,333  over  last  year. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  fiunds  given  us  for 
specified  purposes.  I  especially  want  to  men- 
tion the  Mrs.  Payne  Whitney  Milk  Fund,  the 
Havens  Relief  Fund,  the  Danziger  Fund,  the 
Emily  Griggs  Arthritis  Fund,  and  the  Fund  for 
Terminal  Cancer  Patients  from  an  anonymous 
donor. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  Board  of  Governors,  the  Medical  Staff  and 
the  Administration  for  their  unfailing  helpful- 
ness and  cooperation.

Endowed  Beds 

A  bed  may  be  endowed  by  a  donation  of  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  to  the 
general  funds  of  the  Society.  The  endowment  of  a  bed  entitles  the  donor  to  nomi- 
nate, subject  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Hospital,  a  patient  to  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  one  bed  in  the  pavilions  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  except  for 
special  service,  for  a  total  of  as  many  days  in  any  twelve  months'  period  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  The  privilege  of  nomination  may  not 
extend  beyond  the  generation  succeeding  the  donor,  nor  for  longer  than  25  years. 
The  Governors  may  in  their  discretion  accept  such  other  gifts  for  endowed  beds  as 
they  may  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Society.

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Legacies  to  the  Hospital 

The  Hospital  has  been  greatly  aided  by  this  form  of  generosity.  No  precise  words 
are  necessary  to  a  valid  legacy  to  the  corporation.  The  following  clause,  however, 
may  be  suggested: 

"I  give  and  bequeath  to  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  NEW  YORK 
HOSPITAL  the  sum  of dollars." 

If  land  or  any  specific  personal  property  such  as  bonds,  stocks,  etc.,  is  given, 
a  brief  description  of  the  property  should  be  inserted  instead  of  the  words  "the 
sum  of dollars." 

A  lawyer  should  be  retained  to  supervise  the  drawing  of  the  Will  and  its  execu- 
tion in  order  to  make  sure  that  all  requirements  of  law  are  complied  with.  It  is 
advisable  to  give  the  Hospital  considerable  latitude  in  the  use  of  funds  because 
changing  circumstances  may  otherwise  lessen  the  usefulness  of  the  gift. 

Endowed  Beds 

A  bed  may  be  endowed  by  a  donation  of  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  to  the 
general  funds  of  the  Society.  The  endowment  of  a  bed  entitles  the  donor  to  nomi- 
nate, subject  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Hospital,  a  patient  to  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  one  bed  in  the  pavilions  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  except  for 
special  service,  for  a  total  of  as  many  days  in  any  twelve  months'  period  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  The  privilege  of  nomination  may  not  extend 
beyond  the  generation  succeeding  the  donor,  nor  for  longer  than  25  years.  The  Gov- 
ernors may  in  their  discretion  accept  such  other  gifts  for  endowed  beds  as  they  may 
deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Society. 
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
